M Arianas Hiftory of Spain has been an Offering worthy the 
Acceptance of two Kings. Itsfirlt appearance in the World 
was in Latin, in the Reign, and under the Patronage of 1

Philip II. was more a Politician.than an ^Hi^orian^ 
aiid Philip III. had more of the Saint than of the Scholler ; , the Fa-j 
ther made it his only Study to over-reach other Princes,;/and gaim 
fome Advantage upon them, the Son rather aim’d at He^yenly than 
Worldly Learning. Thus it appear^ neither of them had t^pfe, parts

jr ■ ^ HE Learned part of the World is fo Well acquainted with the value of this 
■ Hi [lory, that it willfeem fuperfluous to give any Character of it ; Jo,.that what « 

^ foever I can Jay in its behalf ntufi fall Jhort of what it deferves in the ' Opini¬ 

on of thofe who are Judges of its worth, and fuch as have no knowledge of it, 
may be Apt to think me Partial, as.a Tranflator, fhouldl offer any thing in commendation 
of it. Mariana needs no Apology, having eftablijb’d an unblemifb’d Reputation; and 
that particularly, as to the, bejl of Qualifications required in an Htfiorian, which is, being - 
Impartial, I ipill not go about to prove him fo in the firitfefi Senfe, for that were to 
make him more than Man, fince we know then is none dbjolutely fuch, becaufe Nature in¬ 
clines all Mortals to affeft one Party more than another, and we Jbould look upon him as 
fiuptd and injenfible, that had not fome love for his Country above another. For this 
reafon, Ido not pretend to affirm , that my Author is absolutely Impartial, being A 
Spaniard; bat I dare confidently aver , he is Jb,far beyond all that have undertaken to write 
Htilory in that Nation , and perhaps, Jbould'I Jay in any other, it might be no more than 
he dejerves. Our Englifli Histories are very well known to carry too much Byafs ; thofe 
of France are no more exempt from it, nW do 1 think any other Nation free from the va¬ 
nity of extolling its own Afttons. If all the World be guilty of the Crime , he that has 
leaft of it, mu f doubt lefs, be accounted the moftVertuous, and fuch I look upon Mariana 
to be, which I think as great a Commendation as can begiven an Author. The Fabulous 
Stories of Antiquity he lightly runs over , being unwitting, as he fays, wholly to omit that 
which others have treated of 'at large, or to tmpofe Fiftions upon his Reader as Truth. 
This, as to what hap*ned in Spain before the coming of the Romans and Cathaginians 
for of their times-we have good Ltghts in Latin Authors, and there is as much Jaid here, 
as can well be made out of them, peculiarly relating to the Country, without ftraying too 
much into Foreign Affairs, of which, ft tilt here are fujficient hints, as far as they are re- 
quifite for making thofe ^Spain the more plain and intelligible, and even at times, they 
are enlarg'd for the Infifuftion of the Reader, who has not feen them in other Authors. 
The Gothifh times are again dark, becaufe the Barbarous Nations breaking into Spain,/? 
opprefs'd the Natives, that all Learning , was almofl loft , as may appear by the profound 
ignorance that reign'd for many Tears. This continu'd till the Converfion of the Goths, 
when receiving the Faith, they began, to be Civiliz'd, and by degrees, apply'd themfelves 
to Profitable Studies. Bqp beitig Conquerors of fo great a Nation, and haying no Body 
left to qppofe them, they gave themfelves wholly up to Pride and Luxury i God, as may

JL. In the Year 131* (according to the belt computation) after the Deluge, the Sons 
of Adam, having, at the inftigation of the haughty Nimrod^ attempted to build the famous 
Tower of Babel in contempt of God’s Omnipotence i were difperled and fcattered over the 
Face of the Earth. One Language being before common to all, through the juft Judgment of 
the Almighty, there arofe among them fuch a CofiMon of Tongues, that not able'longer 
to converfe or underftand one another, they were obliged to part Companies, and fpread 
abroad into feveral Countries. The World was divided among the three Sons of Nook, after 
this manner. To Sbem tirat allotted all Afia beyond Euphrates Eaftward, as alfo the Country 
of Syria and Pakfiine. To Ham was alfigned from Babylon Weftward,the three Arabia > s.E£ypt. 
and aW Africb. The Portion of Japketh, and Ms Pofterity, was that part of Afia which lies 
North of the Mountains Taurus and Amortu^ and all Europe. The Earth being thus divided* 
the Children of Japbetb fetled themfelves in feveral Provinces, and. Tubal who was his Fifth 
Son, was Tent to thefartheft Regions Weftward, that is, to Spain , where he founded the 
Spanilh Monarchy, which continues to this time. This is that Empire wMch in all Ages has 
afforded Men Famous*! both in Peace and War, which has been blefied with Plenty and Pro*- 
fperity * ,an& which has always .fiirUilhed extraordinary matter to imploy the great eft 
Pens : and yet it has ever wanted Writers to celebrate the great actions and heroick atchieve- 
ihents performed by its People. This defaft has given many the boldpefs tq write Romances 
and Poetical Fi&ions rather than trueHiftories* and has moved me with that little Learning^ 
and fraall jtaient I have attained,to attempt this great Work*, rather for the lake of truth than 
in hopes 6 f any honour or reward, which I exped not from Man* not can any be proportion^ 
ed to the labour of this Undertaking. I will not fill a Volume with Preambies * but fall to 
the real matter I have in hand * and in order thereunto, it will be convenient in the firft place 
to give fbme account of tjie Soil and Prodilft of Spain *, df.its Situation^ Extent* Civilian, 
Mountains and Rivers, as alfo of the Language and Cuftoms of the Inhabitants.

ftflnt line. On this Coaft facing the Ocean are feated Sevil upon the Banks of the River Gua¬ 
dalquivir, and Lisbon on the. Tiigw, Cities notinferiour to many of the heft of Europe for 
Greatnels, Popiiloufnefs and Trade. The third fide of Spain lying Eaft and Weft, con¬ 
tains 134^Leagues, not in aitrait Line, as Tomponius Mela thought, but full of Creeks and 
Bays. The chief Ports in that Part arc Coruna, Bilbao, Laredo and Santander. The length 
of the Pyrenean Mountains which form the fourth fide of Spain , bending in towards it, and 
running from the Ocean to the Mediterranean N. W. and S. E. is 80 Leagues. Such as 
have pafied over the higheft Mountain of Cantabria called St. Adrian, report that from thence 
both Seas may be feen, but they may take their own Fancies and Imaginations-for Truth. 

Between Bifcay and Navarre at the Place called Roncefvalles , (famous for thegreat Slaughter Rivers amt 
of the Nobility of France made there when Cbarlemaign Invaded Spain) a ridge of Hills fpring-^ ount ? ins 
ing from the Tyrtneans runs to the Weftward, and leaves on the Right Hand the Cantabrt S ^ m ' 
and Province of Aflurias , then cuts GaHicia in the middle, and forms Cape Finifterre butting 
out far into the Sea. By this Mountain are divided the Vltramontani from the Citramontani 
or thofe beyond from thofe on this fide the Mountains. From thefe Mountains iprings that 
formerly called Idubedd, now Oca, taking the Name of the ancient City Auca, whofe Ruins 
are to be feen near ViUafranca , about 5 Leagues from Burgos. This Mountain riling near 
the Spring of the River Ebro, ort the Borders of AJlurias ,. where is a Town called Fontibrc, 
or the Fountains of Ebro, and running down by Bribiefca and jeh e Arevaci, near Mount Orbion 
ahd Moncayo paffes along between Calatayudand Daroca, and ends in the Mediterranean not 
far from Tortofa , from which City, that part of thefe Mountains takes Name. From this 
Mountain Idubeda ox Oca, begins that of Orofpeda, Whichat firrtrifesfolealUrcly.it is fcarce 
perceivable, but further on lifts its Head, and iurms the Mountains of Molina , then thofe of 
CUenca , where on the Left-Hand ar° tiie Springs of the River Xucafi and on the Right thofe 
of Tagus, both qoted Stream*.. Next follow the Mountains of Confuegra , near which in the 
Plains, formerly called Laminitani , now of Montiel are the Fountains of Guadiana. Hence it 
goes onto Alcarak. and Segura, where in different places fpring Hie Rivers of Segura, (for¬ 
merly TaderJGuadalq.aivir running towards different Seas. At Caporla this Mountain Orofpeda 
divides it felf into two Branches, one of them oppofite to Murcia, expires in the Sea near 
Mtixacra, or Murgis • on the Right-Hand , whereof are the Baftetani, fo palled from the City 
Bafia, now Bafa, on the Left are the Contefiani, ancient People ot Spain, whofe Metropolis 
now is Murcia. The other ftretches it felf towards Malaga , and joyning to the Mountains of 
Granada , runs beyond Gibraltar and Tar if a asif it defigned to pafs the Streight into Africh. 

From Orofpeda near Akaraz, rife the Mountains Mariani, vulgarly called Sierra Morcna, the 
foot whereof all along almoft as far as the Ocean, is wafhpd by the River Guadalquivir, which 
at Anduxar. cuts AndaluzJa in the middle, runs by Cordova, Italica , and Sevil, and falls into 
the Ocean near the Place Formerly'called Templum Lucifer t, now to St. Luc or. Atprefent 
this River has but one Mouth, in ancient Times it is faid to have had two; for Nebrixa and 
Afta which the Ancients placed on the Ifland of Guadalquivir , are now two Leagues from the 
Mouth of it. Not far from the. rife otOrofpeda, and near Moncayo, in the midft of a great 
Plain other Mountains lift dp their Heads, which no doubt are Branches of the Pyreneans, as 
all others that crofs Spain are. The rife of this is fcarce perceivable at firft, but foFthe fall 
of feveral Waters, and becaufe the River Duero, whofe Source is in the Pelendones, and whofe 
Courfe is Southward as far as Soria, (t is there by them turned awky to the Weftward. A- 
mong ancient Authors I find no mention of thefe Mounts, at prefent they have feveral Names 
taken for the moft part from the Neighbouring Cities, as of Soria, Segovia^ and Avila. Ca- 
Jlile the greateft Province of. Spain, isby thefe Mountains divided into the Old and thd New. 

Hence they run on near Coma and Placentia, are watered on the Left by the River Tagus, and 
palling on, part Portugal into two almoft equal Portions. They expire at Sintra, which is 
on Mount Tagrus , feven Leagues to the Northward oifLisbon, where they form in the Ocean 
the Cape called by Solinus, Promontorium Artabrum.

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leges, and are Governed by Laws far different from the other People of Spain, moft tend¬ 
ing to Curb the exceifive Power of their Kings. The Name of Aragon is derived from 
Tarraco, which is Tarragona, or what is moft likely, from the River Aragon, now Atga, 
which runs through that part whence firft the Borders of this Kingdom began to be enlarged. 

Under the Kingdom of Cafiile, (To called from its many Caftles, and which is not only the 
largeft, but moft; Fertile and Beautiful of all Spain, and inferiour tp no other Province) is 
comprehended* that part of Aflurias, called de SantiUanfl, and ail Cantabria , formerly a fmall 
Province, as not reaching to the Pyreneans, but afterwards inlarged, -as appears by the City 
called Cantabria, Which its fuppofed was betwixt Lograwo and Vtana, oa the Banks of Ebro, 
upon a high Clift, to this day called Cantabria. JHBefides, St. Eulogius Martyr, fpeaks of the 
River CVwtafcer, which is believed to be Ega or Ebro, into which falls the River Aragon, yvhich 
proves that Cantabria was once larger than Ptolemy makes it, and.than that part we'now calL 
Jtifeay is. 1 The Lordihip of Bifcay is divided into Bifcay, Guipufcoa, Alaba, and the Moun¬ 
tains, in Bifcay which ftretches along the Sea from Portugalete to Hondarroa, are theTowns of 
Bilbao and Bermeo. The Sea-coaft of Guipufcoa reaches from Bifcay to Fuenterabia, within its 
Liberty, beftdesSt. Sebaftian, and the Port of Ouetaria arc Salinas, Totofa, the City Vitoria, 
and Mondragon, Towns of Alaba. In Cafiile, we call all that are of that Lordihip and ufe 
that Language, Bifcainers, as we do all the Subjects of thj? Houfe of Auftria in Gallia Belgica, 
Flemings,' though Flanders be but a fmall part of that Pominion. Befides this, the Kingdom 
of Caftije comprehends many Cities of Old Cafiile, among them Burgos, Segovia, Avila, So¬ 
ria ana Ofma. The Kingdom of Toledo is alfo part of it, andis now called’New Cafiile, for¬ 
merly Carpetania •, through it runs the River Tagus, the liioft noted of Spain for its golden 
Sands: the fweetnefs of the Water, fruitfulnefs and beauty of the Fields it waihes, it runs 
towards the Weft, but turns iomewhat Southward, as d» «irt> the Rivers Duero, Guadiana 
and Guadalquivir 1 Tagus runs by Toledo, a c' u i itated in the midft of Spain, the Ornamept 
and Fortrefs of it ftrong by Nat»»*» remarkable for its Beauty, and the Wit of its Inha¬ 
bitants, famous for its Zeal in Religion,, and Learning, and happy for the Serenity of its 
Air. And tho’ the Ground it ftands on be Barren and Rocky, it is abundantly provided 
from the Neighbouring Country *, the River almoft girds it about, being penned in betwixt 
two high Mountains, which is a wonderful Work of Nature; only On the North fide there is 
left open a fteep and rough way into the City. Beyond Toledo ; on the Bank of the fame Ri¬ 
ver is lalavera, by Ptolemy called Libor a, a populous and plentiful Town 5 then running 
on Tagus cuts Lufitania in two, and being increafed by many Rivers falls into the Sea near 
the City of Lisbon. Within this fame part of Spain is included the Province Carthaginenfis, 
in which are Carthago Sport aria, (now called Carthagena) iJffurcia, Cuenca and the Celt's- 
berL whofe Metropolis was Numantia, befides the Mancha of Aragon, or the Contefiani. 
Moreover, to the Kingdom of Cafiile belongs the Province Betica, nov/ ^ndaluzia, in which 
are Sevil, Cordova and <7r*«rfd4,formerly lliberis , or at leaft tliberis was very near it,as appears 
by one of the Gates of Granada, to this day cmled Elvira, and a Mountain hard by of the 
fame Name. 

All the Spaniards at prefent ufeone Language, which we call Caftillian, and is compounded Language 
of many other Tongues, efpecially the Latin, which appears by the Name it bears, being of spam. 
called Romance, and its fo great affinity, beyond the Italian, for that Latin and Spanifh either 
in Profe or Verfe, agree in the very words and manner of Compofition. The Portugefes. 
haye a Language peculiar to themfelves, being a mixture of the French and CafiiUtan. The 
People of Catalonia and Valencia, ufe a dlfthift Language, very like that of Languedoc. On¬ 
ly the Bifcainers ftill retain their mother and barbarous Tongue, void of all Elegancy, total¬ 
ly different from any other in Spain ■ but the .Ancienteft, and that which was formerly ufed 
throughout the Kingdoms before the coming of the Romans, who fpread their Language 
where-ever they Conquered. Others affirm the Language of Bifcay was always pecnliar;to that * 
Province* and Strabo fays, it was not one Tongue, or «ne fort of Chara&er that was ufed 
throughout Spain. ' It is not material to difpute which of thefe Opinions is beft grounded. 

The Manners and Cuftoms of the Spaniards in former Ages were Rude and Barbarous, Cuftoms 
their Nature feemed to have more of wild Beafts than Men. They were remarkable for Se- of the 
crecy, no Rack being of force to draw a Secret from theqj ‘, their Inclinations were reftlefs s P mard,: 
and propenfe to Novelty, of Body they were A&iv,p and Nimble* given to Superftition, 
and the Worlhip of their falfe Deities, averfe to Learning, tho’ of ffiarp Wits; fo that 
when improved by feeing other Countries, they made appear they were inferiour to none 
for clear Judgments, excellent Memories, or Elegancy ana Copioufiiefs of Words. In War 
they were more Couragious than Politick, their Habit plain and courfe, their Diet much in 
quantity, but free from Delicacy; they commonly drank Water, and but little Wine; 
they were rigorous With Malefattors, kind and loving to Strangers; this was in farmer 
Ages, for aC prefent there is as great an increafe of Vices as Vertues. Learning flourilhes as 
much as in any part of the World; no Country affords greater Rewards of Vertue. The 
Spaniards art great lovers of Juftice, the Magiftrates fupported by the Power of the Laws, 
bind together, ahd unite the greateft, aqd the meaneft and middle Sort, by a certain Tem¬ 
perature of Jufticfe, which has put a ftop to Thefts and Robberies, and reftrains Men from 
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Suetonius affirms. 0 /?m having thus refcucd £y<fi# from the Tyranny of Geryon, thought 
not fit to punilh the Grimes Of the father in the Children, which were three beautiful 
Sons'- to thefe thereforehegrivetheKingdom, appointing who IhOuld Govern during their 
Minority, ahd then returned' into Egypt. Thefe Geryons being come to Age, did not only 
Tyranize over their SubjCds, but meditating Revenge for tlie Death of their Father, in¬ 
duced to Murder his Brother Otfrif, which he performed, anc^ liimlelf in the 

Throne of Egypt* Orus the Son of Ofvis who then Governed Scythia, underftanding what 
had palled, tofts into Egypt, and in revenge of his Fathers Murder flew Typhon , then ga¬ 
thering a great Army, he parted into Spain, snA drove th&Geryons into the Ifland Of Ca- 
Jfe, where thdy Fortified thertifelves. Fearing left fo great an Army fliould fuffer want,ifthe 
War were prOtra&ed, and defiririg to avoid the great Bloodlhed that muff enfue if they came 
to a Battle, he offered to decide the Quarrel by his own Perfon,and fight the three Brothers; 

They accepted of the Challenge, and Were all Slain by him. Their Bodies were buried in 
the ifland* and from'thence forward it 1 was called Erithrea, of fome People that came 
with Orus , or Hercules from the. Red 9 ei, who, with the Approbation of their General, kills the * 
planted there. This done, Hercules Caufed vaft Stones and otherMaterials to be caft into the three Jons 
Sea, at the mouth of the Straights, and raifed the two Mounts, fofatrious by the name of of Gerion. 
Hercules's Fillers; that on the Weft of Spain is called Calpe, the other iri Africk, Abyla. 

All things being fettled to his Mind, he chofe Hifpalus, one of his Companions, of whofe 
good Gondu& he was follyfatisfied, toGovern and Reigtr in 5 p<Jfn, and then went over By 
Sea to Italy. 

It is agreed on all Hands, that Hifpalus Reigned in Spain. From him Juftin affirms, it H if fa i Ui 
took the Name of Hifpania, only one Letter being changed. Others fay, he built Sevil , in King. 
Latin Htjbalis. ' St. Ifidorus fays it was built by Julius Cafar, and called Julia Romma ; per¬ 
haps it was then enlarged and beautified. PtuM?** aiUttas, Spain 'took its Name:from Pan, 
a Follower of the fecond Hercules ; ***** w as firft called Pam a, then Spanta, .others fay it 
was from Hifpams the Son of Hifpalus. Thefe are all bare furmtfes; our Hiftomns write 
many things of this Hifpalus of their own Invention to teautifie their Works but their be¬ 
ing no certain Account offuch Antiquity,it is better to pafs it by in Silence than lmpofe upon 
the Readers. Authors do not agree about the time of the Death of Hifpalus ; but after his 
Days Hercules returned into Spaing where having Governed with Moderation, and Built 
(as fome will have it) the Towns of Julia Lybica , Vrgel , Barcelona, and Tarragona ; he de¬ 
parted this Life, being of a very great Age. The Spaniards Confecrated him a God, and 
payed him Divine Honours, raffing a Temple where his Body was.Buried, and placing Priefts 
therein. . 

Hifpalus and Hercules dying without Iflue, the latter before his Death, appointed Hefperus , , 

Brother to Atlas, and one of his Companions, to fucceed him.. The Fame of this Hefperus 7 s JP ‘ 
Valour and Vertue gained him fuch Credit among the People, that; of him fome Greek and 
Latin Authors fay, Spaih was afterwards called Hefperia : tho’ others are of Opinion it 
Was frojn Hefperits the Evening Star. The good Fortune of this King was not lafting; for 
his Brother Atlas offended that he Ihould be preferred before him, came over inform, 
and having gained the good Will of the Soldiers, foon poflefled birafelf of the Kingdom. AUs et- 
Hefperus thus forfaken, fled into. Italy, where he was Friendly, entertained, and foon after f‘: 
confiiituted TutdV to the young Ring Coritus, called by others Janus, or Jupiter ; wh^ein^jg^. 
he behaved himfeiffo well, that having gained the Affedions of that People, he gave his 
Name to Italy as he had done to Spain , ahd it was called Hpfperia. Atlas jealous of his Bro¬ 
ther’s greatnefs, and fearing he migfit in time recover his Kingdom, refolved to prevent 
him. .In order hereunto, he raifed & mighty Army, and under .colour of Honouring them, 
took the Chief Men of Spain along with him into Italy; but his defign was to keep tliem as 
Hoftages, left the People in his Abfence, fhould endeavour to caft off a foreign Yoke. At 
Sea a vioterit Storm Scattered his Fleet, and inftead of Landing in Italy, he was forced into 
Sicily that Ifland being exceeding Rich ahd Fruitful, he left a confiderable Number of Spa¬ 
niards to Plant thet ei This done, he put to Sea agaih, and arrived in Italy, Where he found 
his Brother Hefperus was Dead ; fo that there was no difficulty in feizng Coritus King of Tuf- 
cany , and making bhhfblf Maftef of the Country. Atlas had two Daughters; one of them 
called Elelha, was Married to Coritus, and had Iflue jafius and Dardams, of whom more 
hereafter. That his other Daughter called Rome, Built the City Rome^ lo,oks more like a 
Fidtion of our Hifttirians than a true Hiftory; therefore I will make'no fprther mention of it, 
no more than of Sicorus, Sicanus, Sicceleus and Lufus, whom bur modern Writers reckon a- 
mong the Kings of Spain whereas among the Ancients there is not the leaft Account of 
them, nor of Morgetes the Son of Atlas giving his Name to the People of Italy, called Mor- 
getes , for which there is nb'other Authority but framed likenefs of Words. 

Pbilifiius Siracufams's Authority is fufficient to believe that Siculus , the Son of Atlas, siculutSoa 
Governed Spain In his Fathers abfence, and fucceeded him,in the Kingdom after his Death. 

In his time the tWb Brothers Jafius and Dardahus being at Variance about the Kingdom;offhcCrown 
Tufcany, by reafon of the Death of their Father Coritus, Siculus their Uade went over with 
an Army to pacific them, arid by the way Landing in Sicily, is faid to have given his

HecateUs denies that ever this Hercules came into Spain * but Diodorus, jhid all other Au- 
tholrs teftilie the contrary. To him it is that Virgil attributes the Killing of the Gerydns 4 
but (his is a Poetical Licence,and great miftake of Times. After the Conning, of mrcules, and 
Death >of Milico, Gargoris Reigned in Spain, and was called Mellicol 4 , bting t\iz firft that 
found Out the taking of Honey. Ih this King’s time hap’ned the famous Trojan Wir which 
ended, the remainders of the Greeks and TVojfWw'Tpread themfelves, and Planted in feveral 
Parts of the World, and among the reft, in Spain. The firft reckoned among thofe that troms 
came, is Teucrus, the Brother of Ajax, who not being permitted by his Father Telamon to come’into 
return home alone, went firft to Cyprus, where he built the City Salamina^hovi Famagofta, fyw- 
and thence palled into Spain , and is there faid to have erefted another City called Teucria, 
in the place where Carthagena now ftands. Juftin and St! Ifidoms, both mention his coming 
to Spain, but not his building any City. But all agree that he parted out Of the Streights, 
and failing along the Coaft,landed in Galicia, where he Founded tne City Helene, now Ponteve- 
dr a ; and add that he erected another called Amphilochia, by the Romans called Aqua Calidtt, 
by the Suevi, Awria, now Orenfe. Next, Tydeus is faid to have attempted feveral parts of 
the Spd«f/Z>Coaft,but that meeting Oppofition,he failed on to the Northern Coaft of Portugal, 
where betwixt the Rivers Minho and Lima ,he Founded the City Tuy, in Latin, Tude or Tyde. 

Strabo writes, that Mnefieus the Athenian with a Fleet came to the Mouth of the River Be- 
Ion, now Quadalete, where he built a City of his own Name, and is the fame that is now Port 
St. M ary and befides, a Temple between the two branches of Guadalquivir, which was cal¬ 
led Ordculum M nefteum. To conclude, Strabo and Solinus affirm, that Vlyffes came into Spain, 
and built the City of Lisbon , from him in Latin called Vlyjippo but others rejedt this Opi¬ 
nion, in regard the ancient Name was Olyfippo, not Vlyftppo, and becaufc there are no Grounds 
to believe that ever VlyjJ'es was there. 

Anout this time {'According to Juftin') G^gorts Reigned over the Curctes, and refided in* the Gtrg&ris, 
Foreft of the Tarrefii, where Agents feigned the Titans waged War with the Gods. This br MeW - 
King ftained all the Virtues »vfth which he was endowed, with the Cruelty he ufed towards" **. 
his Grandfon Abides. This Child was Born of his Daughter out of Wedlock ; the Grand- 
Father to hide this Ihame, caufed him to be expofed to wild Beafts, who forgetting their dbiies's J 
Fiercenefs, Nurfed him with their Milk. Gargoris noway Mollified, caufed him to be laid p. rth and 
in a Path where Cattle was. to pafs, to be trod to Death * and having efcaped this danger, ^ ca “ 
call him to Dogs that, had been kept Hungry on purpofe that they might Devour him j in 
fine, he was thrown into the Sea, which laid him again on the Shore, where he was Suckled 
by a Doe. Being grownup. Abides of the nature of his Nurfe, became fo nimble, that he 
out ran the fwifteft Beafts, and withallfo wild, that he lived on .the Mountains by Rapine. 

The neighbouring People having fdffered much, laid a Toil, into which he fell, and was by 
them carried to his Grandfather 1 Gargoris by fome natural Inftindt, as alfo by Marks that 
had been obferved in the Body of him when a Child, difeovered who he was, and changing 
his Severity into Love, named him Abides $ kept him as long as he lived as became his 
Grandfon, and at his Death appointed him his Heir. Abides being feated on the Throne,fur- HUReign. 
parted all his Predeceflors in the Adminiftration of the Government; he perfijaded his Sub¬ 
jects who before lived difperfed, to gather themfelves into Towns and Cities; whereby the 
Wildqefs Of thofe People was much Poliflied, he reftored the uft of Wine, and manner 
of Tilling the Gtouiid, which had been long forgot •, the People living upon fuch things 
as Nature produced. He inftituted Laws, erefted Tribunals, and named Judges and Ma¬ 
gi it rates. By thefe means he gained the good Will of his Subjects, and purchafed great re¬ 
nown among Strangers y and having lived to a great Age,departed this Life,leaving behind aa 
immortal Fame. He vvas Contemporary with King David but Juftin will have it, that he 
lived at the lame time with the Geryons, and was King only of fome part of Spain. It is 
faid his Progeny Reigned for many Years after him, but none of their Anions, or fo much 
as their Names can be found, nor any other remarkable Occurrence for a long TraCt of 
Time; only a moft wonderful Dearth that hap’ned, which lafted 16 Years, fo that all the a won- 
Rivers, except Ebro and Guadalquivir weredryedup, and the Earth gaping, the rich People deriu' 
who ftay’d longeft, were deprived of means to fly to other Countries, the Poor having at Deart * 
firft withdrawn themfelves to the neighbouring Provinces. Thus the greateft part of Spain, 
efpe,dally the Inland was not only ftrip’d of all manner of Trees, but totally unpeopled, 
and left Defart; This feafonbeing paft, and the Land again moiftened with Rain, the Na¬ 
tives that had efcaped, mixed with other Nations,' returned,.and reftored the Spanijh. Race, 
almoft extind, Moll of our Authors agree in this Account, but others, and thofe, very 
Learned, will no way allow of it, and the Reafons they give, are, that no Greek nor Latin 
Author makes' any mention of it, and fo remarkable a'Tranfmigration could not have efcap¬ 
ed their Knowledge; that it is importable Ebro and Guadalquivir could have preferred any , 
mpifture during fo many Years, if we cbnfiderJiow many .great Rivers are almoft dryed up in 
one hot Summer •, that fuch a Drought would npt caufe the Ground to open, but rather fall 
away all to Duft as may be feen in Libya, and other parts »of Africk, becaufe Moifture 
unitesi and DrinefsdilfipatesBodies, This-is.what our Hifforians write; my Opinion^?,

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poflefied themfelves of Ivipa, which is an lfland girt with Rocks, and difficult of Accefs, 
unlefs toward the South, where is a large and fpacious Harbour. This lfland is oppofite to 
Ope Denia, about 100 Miles diftant from the Coaft of Spain •, it is finally being not aboVe 
20 Miles in Circumference, at that time it was Wild, and covered with Woods of Pine-trees, 
whence the Greeks called it Pytuifa. It produces great plenty of Salt, the Air is temperate, 
and the nature of the Soil fuch, it does not only breed no Vermin or venomous Creatures, 
but if any are brought thither, they prefently die. This is the more wonderful, for that as 
ancient Cofmographers^affirm, near it was another lfland, got habitable, by reafon of the 
Multitudes of Snakes artd poifonous Animals, whence it was called Opbiufa , that is, lfland of 
Snakes. We cannot certainly determine which lfland this (hould be, at prefent •, fomefayit 
is Fortner ter a, becaufe but two Miles from Ivifa ■, others will have it to be Dragonera, by 
reafon of the likenefs of the Names. The molt ^earned are of Opinion, that a Mountain 
called Colubre, joyning to the Continent, and oppofite to Ptnifcola, was called in Greek 
Opbiufa , and in Latin Cofubraria ; notwithftanding, ancient Geographers place their Opbiufa 
near to Ivifa. The Carthaginians being poflefled of Ivifa, and having built there a City of 
the fame Name, refolved next to attempt Majorca, and Minorca, diftant 30 Miles from one 
another, and 60 from the Coaft of Spain. The Greeks fometime called them Gynefu, by 
reafon the Inhabitants went Naked, and other whiles, Baleares , for their skill in cafting Stones 
with Slings; but in particular, the greateft was called Clumba, and the leffer, Nura, as An¬ 
toninus teftifies, and from him Florian. Before they would attempt to Land, the Carthaginians Beleares 
went round thefe Iflands to view all their Creeks and Harbours, and being terrified by the i^nis. 
fiercenefs of the Inhabitants, having loft fome of their forwardeft Men that durft go a Shore, 
they defpaired of.Succefs there, and ftoodover for the Coaft of Spain , with a defign to make . 
Difcoveries, and gain fome Footing there. But with little $urcefs, for the People of 
Saguntum forefeing the danger of fuch Neighbours, perfiwdcU the Natives to Iiave no Com¬ 
merce with them; which together, with tb^rwtrers of their oWn Country, at that time 
labouring under Civil Broils, and fee upon by the Neighbouring Africans , obliged the Car¬ 
thaginians to return home. Where to appeafe cheir Gods, they Inftituted an inhuman Sacri¬ 
fice of. Young-men, which was afterwards ufed in Spain, with fuch Rigour, that in their 
greateft Diftrefs, they thought none a fufficient Sacrifice, but the King’s eldeft Son; a Cuftom 
taken from the Moabites, and fohietimes praftifed by the Idolatrous Jews.

Of the Age of Argantonius, the Phenicians Attempt to Sub¬ 
due all Spain , but being Repuls'd , fent for Aid to the Car¬ 

thaginians, who Ravage the Country, but fujlain great lofs from the 
Natives . 

A Bout the Year 620 before the Birth of Chtift, and 132 after the Building of Rome, was 132 . 

the Age of Argantonku^ing of the Tartejft , who, according to Silius Italicus's Account, Argmmi- 
lived 300 Years. Pliny out of Anacreon, affigns him 156. To hini,for his great Skilling’s great 
War* and long Experience, the People committed the Government^ hoping by his Courage A S e * 
and Conduft, to be able to oppofe the Defigns of the ‘Phenicians ; who had now laid afide 
their Mask, and openly aimed at the Sovereignty of all Spain ; having to this efFedt.palTed 
over from Cadiz, to the Continent. They ufed Policy as well as Strength, fowing Diflention 
among the Natives, and by that means, had poflefled themfelves of feveral Places. The 
Natives gathering under the Condudk of their King Argantonius, not only Check’d the Pbeni- 
ciaHs, but, as fome will have it, drove them out of all the Province of Betica, or Andaluda, 
and even out of the lfland of Cadiz .; a thing the more likely, for that many wete gone be- 
fpre to the relief of their own Country, the City of Tyre being then Befieged by the migh¬ 
ty King Nebuchadnezzar, after he had Taken Jerufalem. This Relief that went from Cadiz., 
getting into Tyre, was the caufe it held out four Years, and Nebuchadnezzar being called ... 
away into Egypt, rais’d the Siege; and having fubdu’d the greateft part of Africk, refolved ™ "' fai ' 
to^pafs over into Spain, as well to poflefs himfelf of the Riches of that Country, as to take 
Revenge for the Relief fent thence to Tyre-, he landed his Army near the Pyreneans, and q U er^/». 
from thence, without afiy Oppofition, rang’d all the Country over till he came toCW**,. Jo- 
fephus fa^s: he Conquered all Spain. The Natives taking Courage, began to make Head; 
the King fearing to tempt Fortune, and fatisfied that he had ftretched his Empire to theut- 
ropft limits of the Earth, loaded with Riches, returned Home, in the Ye'ar 171. after the 
Building of Rome. This comming of Nebuchadnezzar, is much fpoken of in the Hebrew Books;

ferve their Liberty and Lives -, that the Opportunity they had fo long defired of entring of the 
in to Spain, now offered it felf very Honourable, in Defence of their Allies, and in re- c * nhx l'- 
venge of the Religion Profaned, in the Deftruftion of the Temple of Hercules , whom they mns ' 
chiefly Worshiped. The Senate of Carthage bid them be of good Heart, and make good 
their Ground, till a fufficient Fleet could be fitted out to be fent to their Relief. The Car¬ 
thaginians at this time, were Mafters of the Sea, had great Fleets abroad, as well of Mer¬ 
chants, as Ships of War, and were poffeft not only of all the Coaft of Africk, but of feve- 
ral Jflands in the Mediterranean. Till this time, they could never get footing in Spain, 
which made them the more eager to fit out this Fleet, the command whereof, they gaVe 
to Maherbdl\ who paffing along by the Iflands Baleare^ and touching at Jvifa, arrived at 
length at Cadiz., in the Year after the building of Rome, 236. Others fay, itwas but a • 
fmall time before their firft War with the Romans ■, whenfoever it was, from that time for¬ 
ward, they ravaged the Coaft of Spain , taking the Spainijh Ships, plundering along the 
Shore, and railing Forts in feveral parts. The Spaniards provoked by thefe Injuries, met 
again in the City Turdetum, and again appointed Baucius their -General. He getting toge- Bmius a . 
ther what Men he could, by Night furpriz’d one of their Forts that was neareft to Turdetum , gainGe- 
and put all that were in it to the Sword,.except Maberbal , and fome few that efcaped pri-nerai a- 
vately a By-way. This done, Baucius purfu’d his, good Fortune, and Vanquilh’d, and made S ain ^ t t ie 
great Slaughter of the Enemies, in feveral Places. The Carthaginians perceiving they were 
not like to prevail by open Force, had recourfe to Policy and Artifice, they propofed an Ac¬ 
commodation with the Spaniards, with great fliows of Amity, and the better to convince 
them of their Sincerity, offered to *Wcftdraw their Garrifods out of all the Forts they ftill 
held. To this the Turdetani gave a refolute anfwcr, concluding, they Ihould give credit to 
the Carthaginians when their A&ions were fuitable to their Words. Still the Carthaginians 
under lhadows of a Truce, Fortify’d themfelves on the Coaft, and fometimes made In¬ 
roads, .which, when any Danger appear’d, theyexcufed, blaming the Infolency of the Sol¬ 
diers,’ and fo deceiving that ignorant People they continued their Robberies in other parts. 

Tfiofe of Cadiz, were pleafed with this Succefs of their Allies j the Spaniards made no great 
account of it, for Men little value yublick Lolfes, in which they are not particularly 
concerned ; and the Carthaginians daily increafed in Power, which was the more advanc’d by 
the Death of Baucius , widen hap’ned about this time; but whether he left any Succeffor, is 
not known.

The Carthagjnians make War upon the Phenicians ; Peace made , in 
whicb f the latter become Subject to the former. Sappho comes into 
Spain ; Difcoveries made by Hirhilco and Hanno. 

A Fter the Death of Bmius , the Carthaginians aiming at the Sovereignty of all Sjftain 
and forgetting that the Pheniciant were their Friends and Allies, and had invited 
them into Spain, refolved to Expel them the Ifland of Cadiz. To compafs their Defign, it cmbagi- 
was requifite to make ufe of Fraud and Deceit; therefore, they began to fow Difcord be-»u«make 
twixt the Phenicians and the Natives, and by cunning Infractions, gain’d the Love of the war upon 
latter, and made the others Odious. TBfe Phenicians complained of the unjuft Proceedings 
of the Carthaginians *, but. Words being of no effect, they had recourfe to Arras, and falling 
Unexpectedly upon them, (lew many, and obliged the reft to fly for lhelter,to a Fort they had 
built in the fartheft part of the Ifland, oppofite to the Caj?e called Cronium. This done, 
they turned all their Fury againft the Houfes and Lands of the Carthaginians, which they 
Burnt and Plundred * thefe Loffes no way grieved-the Carthaginians ? but they rather rejoiced 
they had now the Opportunity they had fo long fought after. Having gathered Forces from 
all their Garrifon$, they took the Field and becanfe tjie Phenicians refufed to come to a 
Battle, fate down before the City, of which, after a Siege of fome Months, they made 
themfelves Mafters. At this Siege, fome Authors will have it, that one Pephafmenus a Tyri¬ 
an, invented the Engine called Aries, or the Battering-Ram. This Injury done ,to the Pbe- 
uicictns, rendred the Cartkaginians ddiom to all the neighbouring People^ but more efpeci- 
afly, thofe of the Port of Aineftetis, who were great Friends to the phenmans, and threatned

About 
this fame time, our Hiftorians fay, began a bloody War betwixt thofe of the Province 
Betica , and the Lufitani, Nations divided by, the River Guadiana. This War, they fay, had 
its beginning from fmail Quarrels betwixt the Shepherds ; the Carthaginians fided with the 
Lufitani y a great neighbouringCity,fuppofed to be ftm<*,affilled thofe of Betica their Rage on 
both ficTes was fo great, that the very Women are faid to have taken Arms. They came to a a bloody 
Battle, which was very Bloody, and lafted the wWic Day, till Night parted them. In Battle be¬ 
lt Soooo Men were Slain,-and among .them, the Commander in chief of the Carthagi- s P im 
nians, fuppofed (if this Matter be true) to be Hannibal. Mago hearing the news of this niiris - 
Battle, came from the Mauds Baleares to the Affiftance of Ids Country-Men, and oblig’d 
the People of the City, who had fuftain’d great lofs in the Fight, to fire it,, and feek 
new Places to inhabit. The fame Year, a great Revolution hap’ned in Carthage • for Aft 
drubal , and Sappbo, HamibaPs Brothers, beingJDead, Hanno 's Authority after his Defeat in 
Spain was wholly overthrown by his Enemies, the whole Power of the Government, was 
put into the Hands Of an Hundred Men, who were to infpeft into the A&ions of all Ge¬ 
nerals, when they return’d from the War. By them, Hanno was Try’d, and Condemn’d 
to perpetual Banifhment. The principal Crimfc laid to his Charge, was, that he was a Man 
of too great Parts and Ability, to live in a Free-City, being the firft that had ever tamed 
a’Lion, and therefore might be likely to prove dangerous to the Liberty of Men, fince 
he could overcome the favage Nature of Bcafts. But it is the Tate of Common-Wealths 
to .hate the bell of .Men.

Not long after, enfu’d the ftrft War betwixt Xowe and Carthage ; ana at the fame time, Thcfirft 
OUr Authors fay,' Spain fuffeted bjr Civil War, 'Without naming the Parties or Places* only ex- Jfiwinnand 
prefs that it Was carried on with the greateft Cruelty, Killing, Plundering, and Burning on cmbagi- 
all Hands, without Mercy. Much .about this time. Which was the Year of Ronie 502. the 
MaUorquines Revolted from the Carthaginians , and having put their Garrifons to the Sword, 5 
dblig’d the Fleetthat lay .iii the Harbour with Shbwers df Stopes, to put to Sea * and at laft* 
there being no hopes of sppeafing thofe People* to return to Carthage. To retrieve this lofs, 
the Senate lent Hamilcdr fidrjbfatii who with great Prudence*, hy gourtefie and Addrefs, re¬ 
duc’d thrift, Glanders to Obediencewithbut uftrig any Foirce or Violence.

Soldiers, and Approbation of the Seoate and P~plc, was Confrtred apon his Bro- Govern 
ther-in-law Hannibal. ' He, was then intberriia? of h'sjouth being iSYears ■“* Age, of «i s?m. 
Ereat Courage and Refolution endow’d with excellent Natural Parts, but ho lefs mclind 
to vS oKv hard? as inur’d to Labour, his Mind generous, and more covetous of 
Honoir than fiffc his Boldnefe was e«raordinary, Ms Prudence and Secrecy nothing infe- 
rioar AII thefc Virtues were darkned by his Treachery, Cruelty, and Irreligton, yet was 
he fefteemid ani generally Beloved by all. Being poirefs-d of the Government and fearing 
left death Ihbuld cut him off as had hap'ned to Jfdrubal tns only.Study was^how to carry 
on a War againft the Romans. It was requifite to find fome Colour and ^Pretence; and 
therefore he refolv’d firft to break with Saguntum, to revenge fome Injuries done to his Al¬ 
lies.

could not burn all. This fiege lafted Eight Months, and that moll: noble City was deftroy’d 
in May^ and the 53 6th Year of Rowe, fome fay 534 ^ but all agree it was when Publius Cor - ^ 
iielius , and Titus Sempronius were Confuls. 


CHAP. IV. 

The beginning of the fecond Roman, and Carthaginian War. Hannibal Marches 
through France into Italy. Some of his Arsons jhere , and of the Scipio’j in Spain. 

T HE news of the^tleftruttion of Saguntum , and the Enibaffadors that had been lent to xf, e ^. 

HannibaL and went from him to Carthage came to Rome at the lame time, to the un- mans de- 
fpeakable grief of the Senate and People. Hereupon War was immediately declared againft dare War 
Carthage , and all things with diligence provided for the carrying of it on. Neverthelefs Five Jj^ond 
Embalikdors were fent to Carthage, to know Whether Saguntum, had been dellroyed by Au- S‘, r „ 
thority of that Senate, but receiving no fatisfa&ory anfwer, they palled over into Spam, where 
they drew to their fide the Bargufii , a People in the utmoft part of Spain , near the Ceretani 
but were rejeaed by the Volciani , and upbraided with their negledt of Saguntum. Thefe Vol- 
piani, were doubtlefs near about that fame part of the Country,tho* fome will have them to* be - 

about madolce not far from theSprings of tJieRiver <j«erw,which Town they fay was formerly 
calledFo/ce.This anfwer being fpreadabroad,all the other Cities thereabout,difmifs’d them with 
)the like fcorn.Thence they pafsMover into CaWiaJSIarbonenfisjNhzvijn a great affembly,they de¬ 
manded of thole People in the name of the Senate of Rome, that they Ihould not give Paflage to 
Hannibal ,into ItaJy,thro’ their Country,but were no better received here,than they had been in 
Spain. Thus without any fuccefs in their Negotiation, they return’d by the way of Mar - 
femes to Rome. Hannibal was hot idle, but having difmifs’d his Soldiers, with leave to re¬ 
turn to their Houfes •, provided, they all met again the beginning of the Spring at carthagena , 
he himfelf went to Cadiz .to offer his Vows to Hercules fending away his Wife and Son into 
Africk, or to Cajlulon. Next he gathered 13000 Spamlh Foot, called Cetrati , of the Tar¬ 
gets they us’d, 1500 Horfe, and 800 Mallorquins, whom he fent to Carthage , and in re¬ 
turn, in the fame Fleet, came from thepce 11000 Africans, to which he joyned 800 Liguri¬ 
ans, and gave them to his Brother Afdrubal , for defence of Spain. Befides, he left him a 
fufficient Fleet to fecure the Sovereignty of the Sea. All the Hoftages given by the Cities, 
which were Sons of the Principal Men were left in the Caftle of Saguntum,-mfev the care of a 
Noble Carthaginian,cz\\ed Boftar. When all things were difpofed according to his Mind , he 
let forward with an Army compofed of feveral Nations, in which were 90000 Foot, and 
12000 Horfe, Polybius alligns a much lefs number. Having pafs’d the River. Ebro, he gained mnnibai 
the good will of a Spaniard, of the greateft notein thofe Parts, called Andubal , with him he marches 
left all the heavy Baggage? of the Army, that they might be the fitter for fo long a March, “ e 8 [' 0 . 
and Hanno was appointed with a good Body of Men, to day and fecure that Country. Be- mu \sKcme 
ing entred upon the Pyreneans, 3000 of the Carpetani , or Kingdom of Toledo deferred hini, 
which he not daring to Punilh for fear of offending the others, voluntarily difmiffed 7000 
more thatTeemed to go againft their wills. By this Policy, the reft of the Soldiers were 
perfwaded the firft had been alfo freely difmifs’d, and that they might all have leave to return 
home, whenfoever they pleafed. Thus he pafled on through all France, but what he did 
there and in Italy, does not appertain to this Hiltory. This fame Year Spain was very 
plentiful of Corn and all Provisions, but very fickly, there was Plague, Earthquakes, Storms 
at Sea, and Apparitions of Armies Fighting in the Sky,certain Omens of the evils that follow¬ 
ed this War. _ . . 

Hannibal being Marched into Italy , there overthrew the Romans in two Battles at Tictnus, 

and at Trebia. Mean while Cneius Scipio , pafled through France into Spain, where at his firft .. 

coming he flibdu’d all that part of the Province that lies upon the Sea, from the Lacetani , and p a fl- es into 
Cape Creus, to the River Ebro , thofe People eafily fubmitting by reafon of the ill will they Spain.

At the Vtry beginning of the Year of Rome 541. both Armies took the Field, and came to a 541 . 
Battle in Anditluzia , with the fame Courage and Refolution as before. The Sucpefs was 
ftill the faYne, the Execution greater ; for of the Carthaginians 8000, of the Gauls almoft 
the whole Number, with, their Commanders Civifmarus and Menicatus perilhed. After this 
Fight, tire’ Romans brought their Army before Saguntum ,, arid at length took it by force, the 
fixth Year fince it was taken and deftroyed by the Carthaginians. Some of tliofe that had 
wen banifhed, and fled frorn thence, being ftill alive, they were reftored to their Coun¬ 
try; the City Turdetum, which had caufed all that mifehief, was demoli(hed,and laid le¬ 
vel with the Ground, their Lands were given to the Saguntines , and tlrei'r People were fold 
in open Market; which was fome Comfort and Revenge to the Saguntines, for theLofles 
they had fuftained. Now alfo tame News into Spain, that the City Arpos in Apulia, that had 
revolted to Hannibal , was taktri by the Conful Quintus fabius, and 1000 Spaniards, had de- 
fertedtothe Romans , which gave them no fmall hopes of greater Advantages ; and there¬ 
fore the Seriate ordered the two Scipio's to fend fome Spaniards of Note to Rome, who might 
induce their^^ Country-men to forfake the Service of the Carthaginians. 

Winter drawing on; the Carthaginians refolved againft the next' Year to draw over to Spaniards 
their Party the Celtiberi. a fierce,and warlike People, by offering them great Pay; but the two honour’d 
Stylo's underftanding tneir defign, prevented them, by bidding more, and by way of Ho- 
nour permitting them to ferve under the Roman 'Standards, not' in diftind Bodies, as was fcrvc tha 
uled before. Moreover, to oblige all the Spaniards to forfake Hannibal, they fent 300 of Romans. 
them to Rome, who arriv’d there the beginning of the Year of Rome 542. Four Ships fent 542* 
from Rome with Provifions and Money, relieved their Army that began to fuffer want; 
but their Joy was much greater when they imeferftood that Hanno, fent to the Relief of 
Hannibal, with great forces from Carthage, and others raifed in Gaul and Liguria, was De¬ 
feated before he could joyn him. At the fame time, the City of Syracufa in Sicily, which 
after the Death of Hierom, and his Grandfon Hierowe, had fided with the Carthaginians, af¬ 
ter a Siege, which ialted three Years, was taken by Marcus Marcellus. 

In Africk, Syphax, King 'of the Numidians, and Confederate with the Romans, had been Sjpbax 
twice Routed by MaJJiniJfa, whofe'Kingdom lay between that of Syphax and Carthage, 1 
and who had entred into the Confederacy with Carthage. Majfiniffa having no Ene- Magmijja. 
my left to oppofe him in Africk, this fame Summer landed at Carthagena with* 7000 
African Foot, and 700 Numidian Horfe. Indibilis , alfo the Brother of Mandonius, 
had rated 500.0 Men among the Suejfetani, and was in a readinefs to March and Joyn 
them upori the firft. Advice. Some are of Opinion, thefe Suejfetani , were People of that 
part of Navarre,, where now Syngueffa ftands, on the Banks of the.River Aragon ; a Town, 
as appears by Charters of. Kings, once called Sueffa, as is believed, from the Latin word 
Sues, becaufe the Country thereabouts, has always abounded in excellent Swine. With 
thefe great Supplies, the Carthaginians being putin heart, were the firft that took the Field, 
and marched into the Country in two Bodies; one was Commanded byAfdrubal Barcbinus,the 
other by Mago Maffmiffa, and the Other Afdrubal. The two Scipio’s having Iikewife re¬ 
ceived Supplies from Italy# and being increafed by the Addition of 30000 Celtiberi , mov’d 
forward to fight that Enemy they had fo often Defeated. Gneius with the Celteberi, and the 
third part of the Roman Soldiers undertook Afdrubal, and to this purpofe. Encamp’d near 
the Enemy, and not far from the City Anatorgis, a River running betwixt the two Armies. 

Publius moved towafds the other Carthaginian Generals, to the intent that Afdrubal being 
Defeated, (which he queftioned not) the others might not fave themfelves in the Neighbour¬ 
ing Woods and Foreft, but be hemmed in on all fides, and all deftroy’d. All this Defign 
was dllappointed, for Afdrubal being well acquainted with thofe People, eafily prevail’d 
with the Celtiberi to forfake the Romans, and return home. ,The better to colour this 
Treachery, a Report was induftrioufly fpread abroad, that the Spaniards, who fided with 
the Cartbaginiant, were Plundering the Houfes of thofe that follow’d the Romans ; Cpeiut 
haying loft fo great a part df his Army, refolved to retire. Another Misfortune difap- 
pointed this his Refolution; for Publius being ftreightned by Majfmijfa' s Horfe, which con¬ 
tinually were Skirmifliing before his Intrenchments, and fearing if Indibilis joyned the Enemy, 
he ihould not be able to witbftand fo great a Force, he refolv’d upon a dangerous Remedy* 
which was to meet Indibilis, and prevent his joyning the other Forces. .He left a fmall Guard 
in the Trenches, and by Night marched out to put in execution what he had defigned. 

This was not done fo fecretly but the Enemy having notice of it, Majfmiffa came upwithover- 
his Horfe at fuch time as the Romans were Engaged with the. Suef 'etani, and began to have thrown, 
the better, and by his unexpected arrival, putting them into Conlufiom, obtained a perfect 
Victory, Mriny were Haiti in the Fight, and among them, Publius their. General, many more 
in the Purtiiit ; fome few under the (helter of the Night, retired to the neighbour ing Roman 
Garrifons, others to the City lliturgum, and the reft to,their Camp.

MwWU'd* 10 the Senate/where many were offended that he called Wiafelf Propretor ; but promif ^ 


fend Corn and Cloaths for the Soldiers. Claudius Nero was appointed as foon as the War 
of Capua was concluded, to go over into Spain with 11000 Foot, and 1100 Horfe. Nero 
landed near Tarragona, and having joyned Marcius and Fonteius, marched' with fpeed to¬ 
wards AndaluzJa, in queft of Jfdrubal, who was incamped at a Wood between lUittirgum 
and Mentifa, fuppofed to be Montizm, or Caxjorla, where b.e pofleft himfelf of the Pafles, 
thro’ which, of neceffity the Enemy was to retire, jfdrubal had recourfe to Policy, and 
feigning he would take Conditions, gained fo much time, that his Army by Night ftolea- 
way over the Mountains, and the Roman General too late, difcoverlng the cheat that had been 
put upon him, offered the Carthaginians Battle^ which they cautioufty avoided. 

. At the fame time in Rome , Publius Cornelius Scipio, a Youth of 14. Years of Age,, but of r.Cotn.Sci - 
great hopes, was chofen to go Proconful into Spain, with 10006 Foot, and 1000 Horfe, Sil- Pjjocoti- 
lanus was appointed Propretor in the place of Nero •, and Scipio chofe his Brother Lucius, and luloW f <,w - 
Caius Lelius to rhisLegats, or Lieutenants. This is that Lelius. who was thought to go¬ 
vern all the Aftions of Scipio, and,of:whom it was commonly faid, that hecompofed the 
Play, and Scipio a&ed it. He landed in Spain about the end of the Year •, he commended 
the Soldiers tor what they had done ; honoured Marcius as he deferv’d, and ever after, made 
great account of him. At the beginning of the Spring, in the Year of Rome 544. Scipio 544 - 
took the Field with his own. and the Forces of his Confederates, refolving to pafsthe Rir 
ver Ebro, and poflefs himfelf of Carthagena , a City oppofite to Africk, the, ftrongeft the 
Enemy held, and where they kept the Spani/h Hoftages, and laid pp their Magazines! His 
defign was well grounded, for, that there was but a fmall Garrifon in the Town, and the 
Carthaginian Generals were at a diftance, Mago near Cadiz,, Jfdrubal the Son of Gifgo 7 at the 
mouth of Guadiana, and the other Jfdrubal , in Carpetania , che Kingdom of Toledo. To 
Lelius was given the command of the Fleet, with Orders,that he (hould fteep near to the Land 
Army, which in all, cortfifted ot 25000 Foot, 2500 Horfe. In feven Days Scipio came be* 
fore Carthagena, and refolv’d to Attack, it the next day by Sea and Land. Mago, , who com¬ 
manded in the Town,was not idle, but provided all things for his defence. This City is feat- 
ed on a riling Ground, over the Harbour, oppofite to which, is an Ifland, which fccures it 
Sgaloft all Winds* it is encompafled by the Sea on three Tides, and that which is on the 
Land fide looking towards the North, is of difficult afeent, and was fortified with a good 
Wall. Seipih Mep attempted to fcale this Wall, but the Spaniards that defended it, did not 
bnly makegood their Poft, but Tallying, obliged them to retire indiforder, till [frefh Sup¬ 
plies coming to their relief, the Spaniards were forced to take to the ihelter of the Wall. 

This caufed fo great a Confternation in the Town, that many quitted their Pofts, and the Be- 
fiegers laying hold of the opportunity, laid their Ladders to the Wall by Sea and Land. 

The Befieged perceiving the danger that threatned them, took heart again, and throwing 
Ihowersof Stones, and all other Weapons, again repulfed the Enemy. On the Weft fide of 
the Town was a lhallOw, which the Filher-men faid a Man might walk over at low Wa¬ 
ter. Th6’ the Soldiers had taken no reft after the other Attacks, Scipio orders them to 
iflault the Wall in two places, to the end that the Townfmen being all bent upon the de¬ 
fence of thofe parts, his Men might enter at that third, which by reafon of the Water was 
weaker, and unregarded. His Orders were pun&ually obeyed, and all things fucceeded ac- . 
cording to his wilhes * for the Soldiers entering on that fide, open’d a Gate, arid let in their ^^Car- 
Companions. Thus the Romans in a moment were poflefs’d of the City * and Magu having tba f enA . 
lio hopes of maintaining himfelf, delivered the Citadel. The Booty was great, many En¬ 
gines of War, 74 Colours, 63 great Ships that were in the Harbour laden with Provifion 
and Ammunition, and 10000 Prifoners, befides Slaves, were taken. All the Citizens of 
Carthagena were fet at liberty, and the more to oblige them, their Goods reftored. Part ' 
of rhe Moll age’s were deliver’d tothe Embaffadors of their Cities, the reft honourably en¬ 
ter taind, and among them, the Wife of Mandonius , and the Children of I ndibilis. More- 
6ver, a beautiful young Maid being brought to Scipio by the Soldiers, he would fcarcefee her, 
to avoid Temptation and Sufpicion, blit commanded, her to be taken care of, and reftor’d 
to Lticeyut, a Noble Celt fiction, to whom ffie was Betroth’d, giving .her in Dower the Gold 
her Parents offer’d for her Ranfopi. Thisgoodnefs and liberality fo highly oblig’d that 
Youth, that foon after, he return’d to ferve the Romans with 1400 Horfe, and continu’d in 
the fei vice with great Zeal and AffeAion. The Soldiers that firft entred the Town, were re- 
\Vardeij according io their Merits * and becaufe there arofe a difpute bfctwixt Sextus Digitius, 
and Quintus Trebelliut, about the Mural Crown, each pretending he was the firft that mount¬ 
ed the Wall * and the Army yvas divided about it, the General decreed that both (hould have 
it, which gave full fatisfaftion to all Men. To Lelius was given a Crown of Gold, and 30 
Oxen for Sacrifice * and he wasfent to carry the news to - Aoiwi, t inaGalley of five Slaves to 
in Oar, arid with him, Mago, and five,Senators of Carthage. Next, the Walls of the City 
that had been damag’d were repair’d, all which being perfected; Scipio at the end of the Year, 
iretfarned with great Honour and Reputation to Tarragona, where he had appointed anAlfem- 
My of the Confederate Spaniards. Lelius being come to Rome, laid before the Senate the 
great advantage that haa accru’d to them, by the taking of Carthagena. But their fatisfadti- 
on was much abated,by the news brought them, that 5000 Numidian Horfe, and other Apt- 
elm Forces were teaay td be ferit from Carthage into Spain *, befides great Recruits that Jf- 
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ellmKM™ andWelveTribunes, with. 3000 Men, as fame will have it, or 7000 accord- 
ing to others. 


CHAP. VII. 

Publius Scipio Routs Afdrubal, and drives the Carthaginians quite out of ; 

V other notable Actions of his there. Cornelius Lentulus, and Lucius Manlius fuc- 
eeed him , and Overthrow the Spaniards that had Revolted. 

T HE taking of Carthagena changed the face of Affairs in Spain, and many inclined to the 
toman Intereft for moft Men follow the greater Power Among the reft, Jdefeus, 
aMan of ereat note, came over to the Romans, becaufe they had reftored his Wife and Chil- 
rlren that^were among the Hoftages. Afandonius, and Indibilis, Princes of the Celttbert, oh- 
taia^Pa^^^for'the^aKMifcarriages, and were’receiv’d into Grace. 4 ***£+m 
was quarter’d about a City fuppofed to be in Andaluva, where now are and 

S as foon as the featkn of the Year, which was of Rome 54 S-. would pem ^ 5c ^ 
advanced from Tarragona towards him-, but he having notice of it, and fufpealng the 
Courage of his Men/as well ai the fidelity of the Spantards that were with him* by Night 
mov’d 8 his Camp to an Eminence, the greateft part of the foot whereof, was:* n compafs d. by a 
F iver, foppofiS to be Guadalquivir. Upon this Hill were two Plains, on the lower,» 
bal planted the Numtdians, Africans, and MMMi-, on the upper, he encamped with the 
erofs of the Army. Neither the roughnefs of the way, nor.the fteepnefs of the afeent de¬ 
terred Scipio from attacking the Enemy, who had more confidence in the ftrength of thq 
nlace thaninthe courage of his Men. All the difficulty was m mounting, and nothing 
that the Enemy call down fell in vain ; but as foon as they reached the firft Plain, and came 
,. to their Swords, theDefendants fled to the upper. The afeent thither was more craggy than 
jjdrubil and therefore they were obliged to go about* and divide the Army into two

by scipio. mounted, and fallen on, onbothfides, but the Enemy fled * for they had neither room to 
draw out, nor time to place their Elephants in the Front 8000 were flam, 10000 Foot, and 
2000 Horfe taken, and among them, M ajjiva, aTouth, Nephew to M ajfmtffa, lately c^me 
over from Africk. Scipio gave him a Horfe, clad him richly, and fent him away without Ran- 
foro to his Uncle. Afdrubal having fent the Money and Elephants before, made no flay till 
he came near to the Alps, where Afdrubal, the Son of Gtfgo, and Mage » jpyn’d him. Having 
held a Confutation, it was refolv’d, that Afdrubal, the Son of Gtfgo, Ihould go into Lufita- 
nia and Uaffmiffa with 3 oooHorfeftiould infeft the Provinceof HtfpaniaCttmor- but that both 
of them Ihould by all means avoid coming to a Battle. M ago was fent to Majorca to raife 
fling Men in thofe Iflands. Laftly, It was thought expedient, that ^r^ 
march into Italy , as well in obedience to the Commands of the Senate, as to fecine the Spanifh 
Soldiers that began to be inclinable to the Romans, by removing them fo far from home. 
Thusth ^Carthaginians-, on the other fide, Scipio, becaufe the Summer was almoftfpent, re¬ 
turned to Tarragona thro’ the Woods of Cajlulon ,and part of Sierra More«0,where he fpent all 
the next Yeaty which was S4 < 5 . without doing any thing remarkable the Forces of th eCar- 
^ thaginians being much broken. From Carthage, infteadof Afdrfal Barchms came, Hanno 
to Govern Spain-, by the way, he took up M ago m the llland Ox Majorca, and landed in Spam 
547. in the Year of Rome <47. and immediately went to raife Men among the Celttbert. Sctpto fent 
SyUanus againft him, who coming to a Battle, firft Routed M ago, and tken 1 

was marching to relieve him. Next, Scipio refolved to move towards Afdrubal the Son of 
Gifgo, who was encamp’d near Cadiz. -, but he having notice of it, divided his Forces among 
theGarrifons, defpairing of being able to keep the Field. This news coming to Sctpto, he 
turned back, only fent his Brother Lucius to take Ormge, a City of the Mi/#. Rimy places 
Oringe, in the Province of Betica, near where Jaen now Hands. This Enterprise was fuccef- 
ful for the Town waspntred by Storm, all the Carthaginians, and 300 of the Townfmen 
that tout the Gates againft the Romans, were made Slaves, the reft were let ftee, and their 
Goods .reftored to them. Winter drawing on, the Army was fent into Quarters and \Lm- 
us to Rome, with Hanno and other Prifoners, where he gave an account of vyhat had been

twpArmies was aValley,and each expeded the other Ihould pafs it firft,to keep the advantage 
of ground on which they ftood -, at length Scipio adventured early one Morning to attack the 
Enemy in their Camp. Afdrubal furpriz’d at this unexpe&ed boldnefs, plac’d his Horfe in 
Front to check the adverfe Cavalry that gave the firft charge \ whilft he drew the reft of the 
Army into the field.The Horfe flood to ir fo Couragioufly,thap the Fight a for long time was 
doubtful, Scipio withdrew back his Cavalry into' the center of his Battle, and ftretched out 
and advanced the Wings in which the Roman Legions fought, Thus before the main Bodies 
joyn’d, he made the Enemies Wings give way, as being compos’d of Mallor quins, and Spani¬ 
ards, both raw and unexperienced Soldiers, and that came .out falling, whereas the Romans 
were better provided -, tho’ the Enemy at firft retired in order and after fled outright; 
yet the Romans could not enter their Camp by reafon of fome Rain that fell. Afdrubal terri- 
fy’d with.this misfortune, apd fearing leaft all his Allies Ihould defert him. as fome had alrea¬ 
dy done, the following night quitted his Camp, defigning to get away by long Marches. But 
in the Morning Scipio perceiving he was gope, fent the Horfe to fall upon his rear, and keep 
them in play till the Legions coming up, put them all to the rout -, great was the daughter 
this day, for of all that vaft Army fcarce 7000 efcaped with their General, who climbed a 
very craggy Mountain, a place naturally ftrong. Hence Afdrubal fto.le away privately to Ca¬ 
diz., and Scipio with part of his Army return’d to Tarragona, leaving SyUanus with the reft to 
befiege them on the hill. Among the Carthaginians was Majjmiffa who perceiving the Affairs 
of Carthage totally declin’d, refolv’d to fide with Fortune, and accordingly had a private in¬ 
terview with SyUanus, in order to come over to the Romans, which is all that was remarkable 
in that Siege -, this happen’d in the beginning of Summer, and fo ended the power of the 
Carthaginians in Spain, which then fell into the hands of the Romans, in the 14 th Year after 
Hannibal deftroy’d Saguntum , and the $th after sdyio, took upon him the Government Of 
Spain. 

This tedious and dangerous War in Spain* being in a manner brought to a conclufion, Sci- scipio 
pio bent his defigns againft Africk, ana Carthage, and in order to them. Treated with Majfi- gains the 
t\i(fa, and fent him over into Africk, to difpofe his People to leave the Friendlhip of the Car- A l ritm 
thaginians. This done he fent Lelius to Treat with Sypbax King of the MafefJ'ali in Africk, 
who refufing to harken to any Propofal?, unlefs made by the Roman General himfelf,. Scipio 
went over himfelf to his City, then call’d Siga , fuppos’d to be now Arefgol, becaufe Pltny 
fays. It was oppofite to Malaga. Afdrubal cqme at the fame time to fecure the Friendlhip of 
that King ; who made fome overtures of Peace betwixt thofe two powerful Enemies ^ but 
Scipio faying, he had no inftrudtions concerning that Affair, that project took no effedl, and 
yet he compafs’d what he came for, which was to gain the Friendlhip of that Ring. No fooner 
was Scipio return’d into Spain, but he polTefsed himfelf of llliturgum,an&Caftulon,Citks that had 
held out for the Carthaginians, rather becaufe they defpair’d of Pardon, than for any affedli- 
on -, IUiturgum was deftt oy’d, Cajlulon was fpar’d becaufe leaft guilty, and alfo for that it 
fubmitted. After this Mae cm was order’d to fubdue fome other places, and Scipio went to 
Carthagena, to Celebrate the Funeral rites, of his Father and Unkle-, which were perform’d 
with great Pomp^nd feveral forts of Sports -, particularly Gladiators. Among the reft that 
fought were two Brothers call’d Corbis, and Orfua, who were at Variance about the Sovereign¬ 
ty of the City Iba, the Younger of them, who confiding in his great ftrength, had refus’d to 
Hand to Judgment, was kill’d; Many Cities fubmitted themfelves to Marcius, only AJlapa Memora- 
having highly provok’d theRowtfWf,and defpairing of pardon,endur’d a tedious Siege,in which ble Siege 
many of them Perilhed, as alfo in a Battle jthey ventured to Fight in open Field * At length oiAfim. 
there being no poffibility of holding out, or hope of relief, they flew their Wives and Chil¬ 
dren,burnt all their Goods in the Market-Place,and then kill’d themfelves. The ruins of this 
City are ftill to be feen on the banks of the River Xenil, not far from Ecija, and Antequera. 
Lelius,mdMarcius were fent %oCadiz.,m hopes they might make themfelves Matters of thatlfland, 
by means of intelligence they held with certain out-laws belonging to it, but were difap- 
pointed, Mago having diftover’d the contrivance, and taken the neceflary ftieafures to pre¬ 
vent it. It happen’d alfo. tfiat Scipio fell dangeroufly ill, which gave occafion to many to 
think of railing Commotions. Particularly Mandonius, and Indibilis, revolted. It grieved them 
to be difappointed; of their hopes, hauing flattered themfelves with the thoughts of becoming 
Sovereigns of all Spain, if the Carthaginians were expelled. Moreover 8009 Romans, that 
were Quartered along the River Xucar, Mutinied for their Pay. Mago thinking he might 
make his advantage of thefe troubles, writ to the Senate of Carthage, defiling they would 
lend him confiderable (applies. All thefe defigns were difappointed by the recovery of Scipio. 

The mutinous Soldiers haying receiv’d a promife of pardon,and their pay, went to Carthagena, 
where they were feverally reproved by Scipio, and only the Heads of the Mutiny Punilh’d, 
Ifiandpnius, and Indibilis, being among the lllergctes,wetQ defeated and forced out of their In- 
trenchments, the Fight lafted tyvo Days, yet after all, upon their Submilfion were admitted 
lo Grace, only a m,ul£t laid upon them, to Pay the Soldiers. Maffiniffa was now again re- 
tprn’d out of Africk, to Cadiz., with a good Number of Nitmidian Horfe, ha ving not yet de¬ 
clared for the Romans.

nifh Garifoh, and then went on to Ampurias. That part of the City which the Greeks inha¬ 
bited received him with joy, but this was the letter, as not aBove 400 paces in Circumference, 
whereas the other in which were the Spaniards , divided from it by a Wall, was three Miles 
rOund. There was only one Gate in this Wall, which the third part of the Greeks always 
guarded, and by that means preferv’d thpir liberty till the coming of the Romans. The $p$- 
tsittrds abhor’d the Power of the Romans, and relying on their multitude, and hope of fpeedy 
relief, refolv’d to (land it out. Cato as foon as he Encamped before the City, tlifmifled all 
the Commiflaries of Provifions, and fent the Galleys away to Marseilles, thereby to oblige the 
Souldiers to live upon the fpoil of the Country, and take away all hopes of a retreat. At the 
fame time Helvius came out of Hifpania Vlterior, to attend the Conful, Urid by tjie way, re- Helvius 
covered lliturgum, which had revolted, and overcame a great Body of Cettibeti that came up- 
on fnm both which adions he perform’d with only the Guard of Souldiers his Succeflor Nero an d fouts 
had given him for the fecurity of his Perfon. Beligajles , a Powerful Man among the llergetes the spm. 
lent Embattadors to the Conful, begging attiftance againft the revolted Spaniards, by whom,he M*. 
was rttych ftreightned, only for his fidelity to the Romans, and Ihowed that 5000. Men would 
be a Sufficient relief. Cato excus’d himfelf to the Embattadors, reprefenting the fmall num¬ 
ber of his Forces, and great power of the Enemies that was advancing to relieve Ampurias, 
which he Belieg’d ', Withal incouraging them to hold out couragioufly for fome time and 
their reward mould be the greater. At this Anfwer the Embattadors fell down before him, 
begging he would not forfake the Friends and Allies of Rome in fo pretting a neceffity. Cato 
mov’d at their intreaty, and confidering, that in War Policy often goes as far as ftrength, 
promis’d the Embattadors the relief they demanded Ihould be fent next day •, and the more to 
peffwade them, caus’d the third part of his Men to be Shipp’d in their fight, ordering them 
to go before to carry the News, and thereby encourage their People. No fooner were the 
Embattadors gone, but he Unflrips his Men, being refolv’d to give the Spaniards Battle, who 
were come in fight of the City. To this effe&, at the third Watch of the Night, he cauf- 
ed all his Army to march, and come upon the back of the Enemies Intrenchments, which 
were vigoroufly Jkttacked by three Cohorts by break of Day. The Spaniards, tho’ furprh’d 
that the Romans, who the day before Fronted them, ftould fall now upon their Rear, furioufly 
fell on therii without any order. Neverthelefs, their Charge was fo violent, that they broke 
the Jfcwww Horfe, and put the Foot into fome confufion, but they foon Rallying, checked this 
fury of the Enemy. For fome time the Succefs was dubious, till ttie Referve of the Legions 
comirigon ffeffi, made the Spaniards at firft give way eafily, and then to fly outright to their 
Works •, 40000 of them, are faid to have been (lain. After the Romans had taken fome reft, 40000- 
they went out,ravaged all the Country about Ampurias, whitfi moved the Citizens,having now Spaniards 
no hopes of Relief, to furrerider. Cato treated them courteoufly, and difmifled the Garrifon £. il, t ed by 
without any Ranfom. All‘the Country from thence to the River Ebro, being fecured by LAt0 ‘ 
this Succefs, the Conful departed for Tarragona •, but the Bergiftani laying hold of this op¬ 
portunity, revolted, and were.as foon fubaued, and ftill offering to Mutiny, they were all 
fold as Slaves i a fevere punittiment, but neceffary example to terrifie others. Some place 
the Bergiftani near the City Tiruel • others, near Huefca, where now is a Town called Ber- 
Pud, Cato defignjng to march towards the Turdetani, a People of Andaluzia, (as has been 
laid ) who, after they had been Defeated by Manlius and Nero, intended to renew the War, 
with the attiftance of the Celtiberi, to fecure the Province behind him y he refolved to dif¬ 
arm all the People! beyond Ebro. This was fo grievous to many of them, that they flew 
themfelves rather than deliver their Weapons y whereupon, the Conful altering his refo- 
lution, fent his Orders to all parts, for demolilhing the Walls of Towns, which was put 
in execution y and at the fame time, news was brought, that Manlius the Pretor, had ap¬ 
peared the Commotions among th e.Turdetani. Hereupon, the Conful marched up the Coun¬ 
try, and having patted the River Ebro, ftopped not till he came before Segoncia ? now&'i 
guenpa, where the Celtiberi confiding in the ftrength of the place, had laid up all then Riches. 

The Booty ’ wai great, but there being little hopes of taking the Tdwn; he marched on to 
Numantia, as appears by AulUs Gellius. Nothing of note was done in thofe parts. About 
the Pyreneans, the Ceretani, Aufetatti, md Suejfetani, fubmitted themfelves y the Lacetani,who Several 
lay farther off, were alfo brought under. Thus all things being quieted in Spain, the Roman Provinces 
Revenues increafed by the improvement of the Gold and Silver Mines y and new Pretors lubmit * 
coming from Rome, Cdto returned thither, and was received in Triumph, in which, he car- 
ried 148000 pound of Silver, and 540 pounds of Gold. To each Foot Soldier, he gave f&- f^ s r ®' 0 
ven Afles, and three times the fum to the Horfe. After this, as long as he lived, he took and 
Spain into his protection, and defended it againft all wrongs. - Triumphs 

After this, many Pretors came from Rome to Govern Spain. The firft were Lucius Digi- Several 
i tius, for Hifpania Citerior, famous for the Mural Crown hfe gained at Carthagena y and Publius ^overn- 
Scipio Nafica, the Son of Gneius, adjudge 4 by the Senate, the holieft Mari in Rome. Spahi 
Thefe, Were fucceeded by Manias Eulvius Nobilior, who took Toledo, then a fmall, but a /. Digici- 
ftrong Town y and Caius Flanmius. This Flaminius was continued, and inftead of Fulvius, cius^ndP. 
came L. vSmilius Lepidus, afterwards called Macedonicus, for overcoming Per feus King of f- Nafica.

The fir ft War of Numahtia , and Peace concluded with that City. The War in Lu- 
fitania, and other Parts > and Treachery of the Pretor Sergius Gattrai 

I N the Year of Rome ' 6 ox . were fown the Seeds of a lafting and bloody War in Spain, mmantii. 
which for a long time was carried on with various fuccefs, and at laft proved fatal to its Dercri 
the Spaniards. The firft Beginners of this War, were the Inhabitants of Numantia,. a P tl0n * 
fierce and warlike People, grown weary of the Roman Yoke, and provok'd by the ^ 
Wrongs they fuftain’d. The City Numantia , once the Terror of Rome, and Glory of Spain, 
was feated on the utmbft Northern Border of Celtiberia, among the Arevaci, a League a- 
bove Soria on the Gfound where ■ now is the Bridge of Garay, not far from the Springs of 
the River Bum, where fome footfteps of it are ftill to be feen. It was ftronger by Na¬ 
ture than .Art, being built on a Hill not Keep, but difficult of Accefs,' by reafon of the 
Mountains that encompafs it oh three fides. On the South fide, is a beautiful and fertile 
Plain, Which runs along the banks of thb River Ter a for thefpaceof three Leagues, till it 
mixes with the Rivet Burn. After the manner of the Lacedemonians, it was neither girt 
with h Wall; nor ftrengthened with Bulwarks or Towers but for the conveniency of Cattle 
grazing, it ftretched out farther than was convenient to encompafs with a Wall. How¬ 
ever, there was a Fort, or Citadel, capable of oppofing any Enemy, where, in time of War, 
they ufed to fecure all their Riches. The Number of the Citizens was fmall, not exceeding 
4000 Men fit to bear Arms •, others double this number. Their manner of life being con- 
ftantly inured to labour,, made them hardy and bold ; they were couragious in undertaking 
a War, and prudent in managing of it. • Sempronius Gracchus , when he Govern’d Spain , 
made Peace with the NumanYtans , and other neighbouring People, upon thefe Articles,

extremity of Celtiberia, among the Bell-, perhaps, where is now the City Oftna. This City, Gracchus. 
and the neighbouring Places, pi ivately made a League, and began to fortifie and provide 
themfelves for War, Having received Commands from the Roman Senate to deGIt from 
thofe Preparations, to pay their Tribute, and repair to the Roman Camp j they ftill delay’d 
time upon feveral pretences, and framing excufes. Hence fprang that War in which Nu- 
tnantia, as being near, and Allied to them, was alfo involved \ and the Romani fearing; un- 
lefs fpeedily remedy’d, that.evil might grow to a greater head, had^immediately recourfe to 
Arhis. At the fame time, the War was carried bn againft the Romans, in Lufitania, by Ce- 
faro, who, by the confent of the People, had taken upon him to reftore them to their Li-, 
berty, and was Succeflor to. another Commander called Africanus, that was killed with, a Stone 
at the Siege of a t own. Thefe Commotions were looked upon at Ronie t to be of fnch dan- 
geroils Confequegof, that after Lucius Mummius had been appointed Pretor of,Hijpdhia Viter 
rior, it was thought fit to fend one 6f the Confuls with a Confular Army to the War againft 
the Celtiberi. And, whereas the Confuls ufed to be chofen in Becember, and enter upon their; 
Command in March, it was now anticipated , and they commenced from the firft of Janua¬ 
ry } which was afterwards continned. Into Spam, was fent the Gonful 'Q. Pulvius Pfobilml Q.p H ivius 
with confiderable Forces. The Segeddni knowing all thefe Preparations tended to their ruin, ^pMor 
fent their Wives and Children to the Arevaci, and chofe for their Commander one Cams, a the Con- 
Man of great Experience in Warlike Affairs. This Man thinking to.petfornj fome remarka- fulccme; 
ble Aft whereby he might at firft gain Reputation, laid an Ambuihfor the Conful, who was mtospam. 
marching with 30606 Men.', His defign fucceeded fo far, that he flew 6000 of the Enemy, 
and pot the reft to flight •, but purfuing his Viftory too far, the Roman Horfe^ who were in 
the Rear, came up, k*H e d him, and made great havock among his Men. This Battle was 
fought,on the loth of Augufi, on the day the Romans celebrate the Feaft of Vulcan, called Vul- 
candlia. So great was the dread conceived on both fides, that for feveral Days they avoid¬ 
ed meeting one ataothef. On Che fame Night, the Arevaci met at Numantia, which was

near the Field of Battle * and there inftead of Cams, chofe Harm and Leucon iot their Lea- 
Two En- ders • the Numantians named one Lintbeus to command them. Three days after the Fight, 
gage- the Conful encamped within fodF Miles of Nutnpntia. In his Army, befides the other Fqrces, 
meats. were x 0 Elephants,and 500 Numidian Horfe, ftnt not long before by Majfmijfa out of Africk. 

He provok’d the Enemy, and they again refolved to try their fortune; in the heat of the 
Battle the Romans opening their Ranks, the Elephants advanced thro’-, which ftruck inch 
Terror into the Celtiberi and their Horfes, that they fled into the City. The Romans purfu- • 
ins dole, thought to have entred with them, and Had done it, but that an Elephant being 
wounded on the Head with a Stone, grew enraged, and turned back upon his own Men, 
which the other Elephants feeing, did the like, difordering the Roman Battle, and killing 
all that Hood in their way. At the fame time the Numantians laying hold of this opportu- 
. . n j ty rallied, and drove the Romans into their Camp. Of the latter, 4000 were killed ip 
Repulfed two’ Engagements * of the former, 2000. Not far off was a City called Axenia , a place 
zt Menia. muc h frequented by Merchants. After the. Battle, the Conful thought to have poffeffed 
himfelf of that City, but was Repulfed with great lofs and Diame. Upon the news of thefe 
Defeats, the. City Ocile, where xheRomans laid up Magazines, and left their Baggage, Re- 
volted to the Celtiberi. The Conful terrified hereat, and fearing, left other Places might 
follow the Example, Fortified his Gamp near Numantia, and Wintered there with great lofs 
of Meni thro’ the violent Cold, and want of Provifions. This was what happened in Hif- 
pania Citerior. In th eUlterior, at the fame time, Mummius waged War with the Lufitani ; 
at firft with various Event, but in the condufipn with Succefs. In the firft Fight the Romans 
purfuing the Enemy too violently, gave an opportunity to Cefarp to rally, and wreft the Vi&o- 
1CC/C0 R0- ry out of their hands. Of the Romans 10000 were flain, their Camp taken ; and the Lufi* 
mans flain tanians {hewed their Booty in all parts, as Trophies of their Valour. Succeft made them 
by the negligent and Mummius , who was retired with about 5000 Men, taking the advantage, fell 
Lufimlm. u pon th em as they Were celebrating Feafts for Joy of their Vidory, eafily pup them to the 
Rout and recovered feveral Colours he had loft before. Cefaro itfeems, died in this Ren¬ 
counter! for in his ftead was chofe Cantheneus , who took Cmiftorgis , a City belonging to, the 
Romans , among the Cunii, in that part of Andaluva, where now AfoWaftands , thence he 
inarched to Cadiz^ and fo with part of the Army over into Africk. That par t which re¬ 
mained, was in feveral Battles weakned by Mummius , and at laft* a Body of them cijt off fo 
entirely there was not one left to carry home the News. Thus the Lufitani were fubdu’d, 
602. and brought under command ** for which, the Year following, 602. Mummitis obtain’d a 
Mmmiut Triumph at Rome. M: Claudius Marcelius was fent with 8000 Foot, and 500 Horfe tofuc- 
triumphs ceec i puivius. The Government of Hiftania Ulterior, was given to Marcus Atilius. The 
iSL firft thing Marcelius undertook, was to reduce the City Ocile, which having compaffed, tho’ 
a. Mar- their Orime was great, he would not deftroy it, but caufed them ter give Hoftages, and pay 
ceiius fuc- a 0 Talents for the charge ofthe War. Not far from thence was Nertobriga , as may be gu6f- 
ceeds Fui» e(1 by Pto i m y^\[tt\e diftant from Tarragona,and. CalQtayud. Embaffadors came fromt hence, of- 
vtuSw feping up the Town to the Conful, he ordered them to fend him 100 Horfe. Afterwards, 
became fome few of them fell upon the Baggage in the Rear of his Army *, he w<?uld admit 
of noExcufe, but fold their Horfe-rflen, deftroyedthe Country, and laid Siege to the City. 
They again fent Embaffadors, excufing themfehres, Ihewing th<fy had been fufficiently punifli- 
«d and praying they might not be forced to defperate courfes. Still the Conful perfifted he 
would not hearken to Peace, unlefs the Arauci, Belt, and Titbit , who had began thofe Com- 
> motions, entred into the Treaty. Thofe People were willing to makePeace, provided, it 
were upon the fame Articles they had made with Gracchus. Marcelius, would comply * but the 
Roman Allies withftood it, faying, It was not reafonable tjjofe who had donefo much harm, 
Ihould be admitted to the fame Articles they had made before the Offence committed. Here¬ 
upon, the Conful being doubtful what courfe to take, agreed both Parties Ihould fend Em¬ 
baffadors to Rome totreat ot their Affairs, and the mean while granted a Truce. Fulvius 
Nobilior being then at Rome, oppofed the Embaffadors of thofe that had revolted, exaggerat¬ 
ing their Perfidioufnefs, and the ha» m they hgd done to the Romans. So they were fent back 
without concluding any thing, and were again referred to MarceUus for an Anfwer, which 
cut off all hopes of any Accommodation. •. • ** 

• j. ... About the fame time, Marcus Jtilius in Hifpania Ulterior, fubdu’d the Lufitani , and had 
serc!/J Ht ‘ many Towns furrendred to, him. The following Year Sergius Galba was fent to fucceed Ati- 
Gaiba. Hus, , and .the Conful L. Licinius Lucullus in ftead of Marcelius ; with him came as.Legate, or 

Licinm Lieutenant,P«fc. Corn. 5 o/>io,called the Lejfer, who afterwardS,deftroyed Carthage.. Before Lu- 
Lucuttus, cu u us i & arrival* Marcelius ambitious of the Honour of ending that War, drew his Men out of 
scipio their Winter-quarters. Nertobriga to provide again!! this Storm, took 5000 Arevaci within 
Profecuti- the Walls. Numantia made no lefs preparation, againft which, as the head of the Wdr, 
on of the Marcelius being bent, he march’d and encamp’d within five Miles of it. Neverthelefs, at the 
War with j n ftance of Lintheus, the Peace was concluded, upon condition the Numantians Ihould for- 
mmanrn. f ake tbe tbe Xitbii, and Arevaci. The defign of the Conful, was, that thofe People be¬ 
ing thus forfaken, Ihould be obliged to fubmit, which accordingly fell cut, and they were all 
received into Grace* giving Hoftages, and paying Poo Talents, as Strabo tells us. Lucullus 
came into his Province with a defire and revolution of making Spoil -, but finding the War 

of 
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« M pf Celtiberia was at an end, he marched towards the Carpetani, thence he palled Tagus , and 
came to the Facet, now, part of Old Cafiile , where he defigned to Attack the City Caucia, 
now Coca. To juftifie this War, he pretended, it was hpon Account of Wvqngs done to the 
Celtiberi by thofe People \ but in truth, it was; AVarice that mov’d him, being a Man of a 
fmall Fortune. The Inhabitants of Coca met him in open Field, but were overcome, and 
drove into the Town $ hereupon, they furrendred, delivered Hoftages, were obliged to fur- 
nilh a certain number of Horfe, and to pay 1 op Talents of Silver. Upon thefe Conditions 
they admitted the Garrifon that was appointed the Conful^ to enter the City, which was 
no fooner within, but the Signal being given with a Trumpet, all the Inhabitants were put 
to the Sword, without fparing Sex or Age. An inhumane Barbarity, which mov’d all the f“ cu Jl us 
neighbouring People, no longer relying on the ftjrength of their Walls; or the Roman faith, 
to fly with their Families and Gobds into the Woods and Mountains, burning all they could barpus 
not carry with them. Lucullus, whom Poverty, made Covetous, and Avarice, Cruel, *de- cruelty, 
fpaiiing of having arty fhare in thofe Trealures, marched to Befiege the City liitercafta , which 
was formerly about the midway hstwixtVallddolid and Aftorga. Firft he fummoned the Town, 
but they anfwered, in Cafe they flibuld furrender, he would keep.his Word with them, as he 
had done at Coca. Thefi fie^few out his Army to ^ifovoke them to a Battle, which they re- 
fufed,refolding to makegood their Works.^ Somefew Sallies they made, but nothing of note 
hap’ned, only that Scipio overcame a mighty Spaniard that challenged t all the Romans, when 
no other durft encounter him. In the Army there was great fcarcity of provifions * fo that 
the Soldiers fed upbn foil’d Wheat and Barly, which, together with the thinnefs of the Wa¬ 
ter, catifed many to fall Sick of the Flux. Yet ftiU the hope of taking the Town, made ’em 
hold out. Having cut Wood, and made Engines, they caft dowyi a great part of the Wall, 
and adventuring to give an Affault, in which Scipio firft mounted the Breach, and gain’d a 
Mural Crown ! they were repuls’d, and fled in fuch ConMon, that many were drown’d in a 
Lake that was hard by. At Night the Befieg’d repair’d the^breach, and the Conful had been 
forc’d to raife the Siege, but that hunger oblig’d the Townfmen to Surrender. The condi- , 
tions were tolerable, that the B„efieg’d Ihould fiirnifli 1000 Coats, a number of Bealls for Car- intmafut 
riage arid give Hoftag eS ' No Money was demanded becaufe they had none, as being a Moun- Surreu- 
tain People that only rhinded Tillage and Cattle. Hence the Conful marched to Palencia, dred * 
but cotild nbt enter it. Some Authors fay, that from ald Cafiile he traverfedall AndaluzJa, 
asfar as Cadiz.), where wais prefented to hima monftronsheadof a Filh. Sergius Galba, who 
as was faid, commanded iti Hiflania Ulterior , was hot idle, but oppos’d the Lufitani , who 
made Inroads into Andaluxia, and infefted the .Confederates of the Romans. He adventuring 
to fight the Enemy when his Men were tir’d, was put to the Rqiit * loft 7000 Men, and wasi 
forc’d, with the reft, to fly to Carmona, as Apjfidms qalls it, I rather believe it to be 'cdrmna^ '•# 
then the ftrongeft Towq in tholff parts. Here he Winter’d, ufing all poflible diligence to 
recruit his Forces, and raife new Supplies. In the Spring , being defirous of. Revenge, he , 

broke^into Lufitdnia, Plundering, burning , and deftrpying, all that came in his way. The 
People mov’d by there Ioffes, fent Embaffadors to him •, he excufed what they had done, fay¬ 
ing, it was'the barrennefs of their Country oblig’d them to intrude upon their Neighbours, in 
<Jonfideration whereof, he would affign them bitter Lands to inhabit. He appointed them* a G ,,, 
day to come to him in three Bodies i which they,fufpea:ing no Fallhood or Treachery, readily barbar bni 
obeyed. But the Pretor was fo -far*.from keeping his word, that he put them all to the Sword, Treache- 
a Cruel Butchery and barbarous deceit. Part of , the Booty was given to the Souldiers, the ry. 
reft the General kept to himfelf; by which means it is believed, he became the richeft Citi¬ 
zen in kome. ' a- .

T HIS cruelty of Galba inftead pf Terrifying, fo far incenfed the Pebple againft . the ■ . .> 

Roihans, that it occafion’d the War 6i ViYtdtus, which lafted Fourteen Years., during ™ 
which time the Romans fuftain’d many and very great Ioffes. Viriatus was a Native Am/imww, andRife , 
of mean Parentage, as being in his youth a Shef>heardl Leaving that courfe of Life he fell to 
Robbing, and: having by degrees got together a good number df Men, made excurfions into 
the Neighbouring Country Subjea: to the Rohtans, about the tnouth of the RiVer Guadtana. 
njMarcus Vitellius, fucceeded Galba, in his Command the Year of Rome 604* His firft care 
was in time to ftpjprefs Viriatus , who leaving Lufitania pafs’d theStreight of Cadiz, and kept 
himfelf in the faftneffes refolving not to come to a Battle. On the other fide the Pretor, ha- 

r vipg befet thole Plates, foftreightned the Mutiniers, that they began underhand.to Treat ot 
fubmitting. Vitellius willingly gave ear.to them,but Viriatus undferftanding what was in hand, 
diffwaded his Men, and having brought them to his beck, drew but as if he intended to light. 

He plac’d his Cavalry in the front* while the Foot ftole away thro’ the Woods* and .

The Human- «"»»$*• 
tians fent their Embaffadors with the Articles to the Senate, that in cafe they did not Ratifie 
them, the Army might be deliver’d into their Hands, firtce they efcaped under colour of Peacei 
The Senate refolving not to ftand by fo dilhonourable a Peace, decreed, that AfawMwr«,»,who 
Was the Author of it, ihould be delivered up to the Numantians. Gracchus i tho 5 concerned 
iii the Treaty, efcaped unpuniflied, becaufe, what he did, was by command; but the Com¬ 
monaltyfaid, it was by the Interest of Scipio, who had married his Sifter Cornelia. 

Marcus Lepidus without ftaying to hear what the Senate would decree, fell upon the Vacei, 
which is a part of Old Caftile, upon pretence, that they had been affifting to the Numantians. 

After plundering and burning all that plentiful Country, he attempted to pofTefs himfelf of 
the City Placenciai , notwithftanding, he had received Orders from-Rowe to commence no new 
War with the Spaniards. Lepidus having been worfted by thofe of Placencia^ and wanting M.LepiJur 
Provifions, marched away filently by Night, which thofe People perceiving, they purfu'd, Conful is 
and.cut off no left than <Sooo of the Romans. This was fo highly fefented at Rome ,that Le- routed, 
pidus was fummoned to appear, and anfwer for himfelf, as a private Man, and Condemned . wi r dl f hc 
of Male-adminiftration.

Scipio dfricanus to command in that part of Spain-, and it is believed, ftill continued Brutus ri/mus * 
in the other Province.’ 4000 Youths of the Rontttn Nobility, and others, that had been fent fenta- 
by feveral Princes to be brought up in Rome^ folio vtffi Scipio, and all the reft had done the g ain ! tM,i 
fame, but that >the Seriate forbid them. The Army ini Spain was quite debauch’d for want of m ' m ‘ 
Difcipline. To remedy this Evil, Scipio left Marcus Buteo, his Legate, in Italy, to follow 
with the Recruits, and he himfelf with all poffible fpeed paffed over into Spain , where, with 
much Care and Induftry^hc foon Reform’d the Army. Firft, he turned out of the Camp 
2000 Strumpets, then a great number of Sutlers, and others, that only ferved to make the 
Soldiers lewd and vicious. Befides, hecauied every Soldier to carry upon his Back 30 days 
Ffovifion of Corn, and 7 Stakes to drive into the Ground for making their Trenches, and of¬ 
ten removed his Camp, ftill Fortifying every where, that the Soldiers might be inured to La¬ 
bour! The Generals good example was of more force than any thing elfe for Scipio was the 
firft at the Work, and the laft that went from it.. Having fpent a good part of the Year iri 
this manner, Summer being come, Scipio advanced towards Numantia. He thought not fit 
at firft to hazard a Battle, becaufe his Soldiers were not yet fully returned to their former 
Courage ; fb he rang’d about, plundering and deftroying all the Country. Thence he mov’d 
to the Vacei % deftgning to revenge the affront the Conful Lepidus received from the Palentini. 

Here Scipio had like to have been drawn to a Battle, thro' the ralhnefs of Rutilius Rufus , who 
advancing too far to reprefs the Infolence of the Palentini , that kept them in continual alarm, 
was juft filling into an Ambulh, had not Scipio underftanding the-danger, commanded the 
whole Army to make up to him, and the Horfe to furround the place of the Ambuicade, 
and skirmifli with them, whilft the others drew off. Iri this march, Scipio faw the City 
Caucia deftroyed by the Treachery of Lucullus , and being moved to companion, made Pracla- 
hiation, that all fuch as would Rebuild, and Inhabit it, Ihould be free from all manner of 
Taxes. This is as much as was done that Summer. About the beginning of Winter the

Sertorius hearing 
the uproar, for they had began to put their Defign id execution, rdn out, and gathering fuch as 
had efcaped the daughter, fell upoqthe Townfmen, .and revenged the Death of thofe that 
had been fiain. Thence he marched to the .Gerifetii, who being deceived, by the Cloaths of the 
People of CaJlulon^ which he had caufed his Soldiers to put on, received him with joy, a great 
number of them were killed j the reft fold as Slaves. All thefe things happened in Hifpania 
Citerior ', during the five Years Government of Didius. For in the-Year 657. the Gonfui Pub- 6^7. 
bus Licinius Crajfus came into Hifpania Vlterior , and in the fixth Year of his command ob¬ 
tained a Tripmph at Rome, for the Aftions he had pedormed there. It i? thought, there he 
gathered thofe Riches which made his Son Marcus Craffus the richeft Citizen in Rome. Du¬ 
ring the time that Crajfus was in Spain , Fulmtts Placet# by his good conduct, quieted fome ftirs 
that happened among th e Celtiberi, in the Year 660. At which time, Italy was alPin a flame 66 

with tile Civil Wars kindled by Marius and Grind, againft SyUa, and many of the Nobility Mdr °l , 
w«e by them put to Death. 'Marcus Crajfus, whofe Father and Mother had been put toDeath, and chia . 
fled, into Spain, where he had many Friends, on account of Favours they had received from 
his Father ^ but riioff Towns being of Marius 's Faiftion, ,he durft not appear in. publick, and 
therefofe hid himfelfina Cave, which was in the Land of one Ptbius Pact ecus, an intimate 
Friend of his. Who being informed of his coming, left his going to fee him might caufe 
fome fufpicion, ordered a Slave every day to leave; fuch Provifion as he would give him, up-; 
on a certain Rock, threatning him with Death, if he durft go to fee wh’oit was for, or dif 
clofe the fecret. In this manner Crajfus lived for fbme time, till the News was brought, that 
Marius an&cinna. Were overthrown by SyUa. Then comihg out of the Cave, by fair means, 
he drew tt> his Party, many Cities of Spain , and among them, Malaga , which, neverthelefs, 
was plundered by the Soldiers,, againft his will, as he pretended, but perhaps; he only coun¬ 
terfeited, and had permitted it to gain the good Will of the Army. The Cave where Craf¬ 
fus lay hidj is fhown t<? this day, betwixt Ronda , and Gibraltar , near a Town, called Ximena, 
in which, ’tis faid, are all the marks that Plutarch gives of it. ' 

■ From thofe Civil Wars at Rome, fprang another in Spain, which; tho’at firft it appear’d 
inoonfiderable, yet for the fpace of nine Years it withftood, and often foiled the Roman Pow¬ 
er; but at laft ended totheir fatisfaftion. Quintus Sertorius was the Man that managed it; sertorius-’ s 
he was by Birth an Italian, of mean Parentage, at Narfium, a Town near Rome. His Valour Aftions. 
was great, Us has betore been hinted; In the Civil Wars of Italy, he fided with Marius, loft 
an Eye, and was by SyUa Profcribed, which is the lame as Outlawed. Tofave his Life, and 
believing, that in this confufion, every one would keep whatever he could poflefs himfelf of, 
he being well beloved^ both by the Soldjers, and Natives, fled into Spain, refolving to make 
good his Party thefe. To this intent he fecured the Ports, and left on e Salinator with a 
fuffident Force to guard the Paflcs of the Pyrenean Mountains, whilft he himfelf went farther;.

Spain. Perpenna thought to have Lorded it himfelf over that Province, but either becaufe 
his Soldiers mutinied, or that he confidered better of it, he joyned Sertorius. As foon as 
Pompey and MeteUus had joyned their Forces, they marched towards the Enemy, to raife the 
Siege of Laurona, fuppofed by feme to be the City Liria in the ; Kingdom of Valencia,, four 
Leagues from the City of that Name, near the River Xucar. Their Defign was difapnointed, 
for 10000 Romans, who advanced to guard the Foragers, falling into an Ambufn, were all 
cut off,and with them, Decius Lelius,Pompey\ Legate, or Lieutenant. Thus the Belieged ha¬ 
ving loft all hopes of Relief, were forced to furrender, upon Condition their Lives Ihould 
be fpared, and they might carry away their Goods. This being performed, the City was 
fired, rather in fcorn to the Roman Generals, who looked on, than thro’ malice Orofius fays 
Pompey , was gone before Laurona was taken • that the Townfmen were either put .to the 
Sword,or fold as Slaves,and the Town plundered. Moreover,it is laid, the Roman Army con- 
lifted of 30000 Foot, ioooHorfe, whereas, Sertorius had double the number of Foot and 
8000 Hoi ie. Nothing more was done this Year. MeteUus and Pompey went to Winter near 
the Pyrenean Mountains 3 Sertorius returned to Lujitania, where his greateft ftrength lay 
As foon as the Seafon would allow it, in the Year 677. both Armies took the field The 677< 
Romans divided their Forces, Pompey took the City Segeda by ftorm 3 MeteUus fought with Kfl* 
Jitnuleyus, Sertorius ’s General, killed 20600 of his Men, and he himfelf efcaped by flight, of “ 52 -

taking Segeda, adventured to give the Enemy Battle, which was very bloody, and he had cer¬ 
tainly been loft, but that MeteUus, who was near at hand came in, and refeued him 3 fo the 
Annies parted with e jual lofs on both Tides, and no vilible advantage, as to point of 
Honour., 


After this Battle,. Sertorius for fome time, was extreamly Melancholy for the lofs of his Sertorm's 
Doe, which, he feared was taken by the Enemy, and he looked upon as an ill Omen 3 but laft ex- 
fhe on a fudden again appearing, he refumed his ufual Mirth, and applyed himfelf to the care P 10 ^™ 
of the War. Another Battle was fought about the fame place, near the River Tuna whi'h Death * 
runs thro’the Country'of Valencia, and is now called Guadalaviar. Both Parties’fou he 
with great Refolution,but Pompey got the day,and&rtw«i’s Army was entirely Defeated Hir- 
tuleyus, and his Brother, asalfo Caius Herennius, w?re killed.In the heat of this Figlir one of 
Pompey s Men flew his own Brother, thatfervedon the other fide, which, when he found as 
he was about ftripping of him, it fo fenfibly touched him, that after ffieding many Tears and 
laying the dead Body on the Funeral Pile, he fell upon his own Sword. Sertorius was at Ca- 
lahorra, gathering new Forces, which, when Pompey underftood, he marched to Befiege him 
m that place 3 but he broke thro*, and efcaped, tho’ with the lofs of 3000 Men • and having 
got together a mighty Army, offered his Enemy Battle, which he avoided, and marched 
into-Winter Quarters. MeteUus beyond the Pyreneans , and Pompey in Old Caftile Sertorius 
was naturally of a fweet Temper, had not Jealoufies altered his good Inclinations, and pre- 
vailed with him to flight the Romans, who yvere.difobliged, for that he committed the Guard 
of hisPerfon to the Celt then. Befides, he became Cruel, and killed feveralof his Friends 
and fome of thofe Youthshe had font to Ofca to Study, the reft he fold as Slaves; andthul 
he alienated the Affections of the Nattves, which, were his only fupporc. MeteUus in the 
Spring took in feveral Towns. On the contrary, Pompey was forced by Sertorius to raife the 
Siege he had laid to ralencsa 3 but having increafed his Forces, conftrained the Enemv to re 
tire, and purfued him as far as Cape St. Martin, near Denia, formerly, called Prom Hemero - 
fcopeum, where there happen’d a Skirmiffi betwixt them, and nbtbing elfe confiderable both 
Parties being unwilling to come to a Battle, by reafon of the fmallnefs of their Force’s In 
ftort, the affairs of Sertorius went to decay, till at length all fell to the Ground by his Death 
He was killed at Ofia by one Anthony, a Man of note, who ftab’d him as they fate together 
at a Feaft. This Defign was laid by Perpenna, and tho’ in part difeovered 1 for which fome 
were put toDeath,yet that very thing haftned the others to put it in execution. This was the 
end of Sertorius , by the Spaniards , called the RomanHamibdl He left no Children and died in 
the Year <S8 t. It is fuppofed, his Body was buried at Ebora, becaufe a Tomb was found in 
that City, as they were digging the Foundations of St. Lewis's Chorch, with an Infcription in 
Lattfto that effect; but for this, we have no Authority, but that of 4 mbro[e de Morales our 
Antiquary, belides.whom, no Author of Credit mentions any fuch thing, nor is’ any 
fuch Infcription to be heard of, tho’ it was infer ted in my Latin Hiftory, upon the bare Au¬ 
thority Of the aforefaid Morales. 1 .

Cantabri , or Bifcainers, went over to them but with bad Succefs, for 38000 Spaniards a r -'. juLPcx- 
faid to have perifhed in that Service. Strabo adds, that Crafus failed to the Blands Caffi m 

des, oppofite to Prom .Cranium, or Cape Finifterre, and eafily brought them undei Gaul.

He came not himfelf, being kept back by the charms of Julia, Cafar s Daughter, to gates^m" 
whom, he was newly Married, but fent three Legates, or Lieutenants toGovevn in his » me lo Govern 
thefe were Petreyus, Afranius , and M.Farro. To Afranius, he committed Hifpamct Ca 'ir if i - 
with three Legions; to Farro, that part which lies betwixt Sierra M orena, and Guaa.. . 
now called Efiremadura -, and to Petreyus, all the reft of Lufitania, and Betica, and th 
{tones, with two Legions. Thefe Forces curbed the fierce Spirits of the Natives :,fo u.-.c Spain 1 
enjoy’d Peace, at leaft, there was no Trouble of moment. In Italy , bevan a fu-, i■ • -;s nd 
bloody War, which foon involv’d Spain. Julia, Ccefar's Daughter, and Pmnpc/s W ik, dy¬ 
ing, that knot which held them together, was untied, and each ftrove for the Sovereignty of 
the World; whence enfued that Civil War, the effetts whereof, were felt throughout the . 
Roman Empire. It will be enough here, to relate fo much as appertains to Spain. Pompcy ^vvixt^ 
being gone into Macedonia to gather the Forces of the Eaft, fent Bibulius Rufus into Syvn. cV^'and 
with Orders to Petreyus, and Afranius, that they Ihould joyn their Forces, and by all pofli- rompy. 
ble means, hinder Cafar from getting any footing there. They inftantly obeyed, and leav¬ 
ing Farro to command in Hifpania Ulterior, with their united Forces, and 80 Companies they 
raifed among the Ccltiberi, incamp’d upon the River Segre, near to the C ity Lerida. This 
Town is felted on a high Ground, towards the North is another Hill that commands it -, on 
the Eaft it is watered by the River Segre, which, a littlsj lower, m'xes witli Cinga , and both 
a little farther fall into Ebro. Cafar having fettled all things to his mind in Rome, refolved 
to pafs over into Spain. By the way he was flopped at the Siege of Marfeilles, which re- 
filfed to receive him, and theretore fent Caius Fabius with three Legions before, tie having 
Defeated Pompey 's Forces that guarded the Pyrenean Mountains, flopped not till he incanip- 
ed in fight of the Enemy. There three Legions more, and 6000 Foot, with 3000 Horfe 
but of France joyned him. All thefe Preparations were making, bccaufe it was reported, 
that Pompey would very fpeedily come into Spain, by the way of Africk. 

Cafar finding he could not fo foon as he dciired, put an end to the Siege of Marfeilles, came ctfsr re- 
away to Lerida. At firft, they fpent their time in Skirmilhes, which always proved ad- turns in- 
vantageous to Cafar. Soon after ? the Rains falling, and Snow melting, the Floods were fo t0 
great, they carried away two Bridges Cafar had upon the River Segre, above Lerida, over 
which, his Foragers pafled. On the other fide there was no Relief, becaufe the River ding.; p e y s i> ia y. 
ran no lefs impetuous, and fwollen. The Army was reduced to great ftreights, and fuffer’d ^ 
much want of Provifions. Fame foon carried about this News, and the Letters of Pompcyh 
Officers fo heightned it, that in Rome they gave Cafar for loft •, whereat there was great 
Rejoycing, and many, that till then had flood Neuters, went over to Pompey. But all their 
ill grounded hopes vanilhed like fmoke, for Cafar with great diligence, laid a Bridge over 
the River 20 Miles above Lerida, by which, he was abundantly fupplied with Provifions, arid 
the Forces that came out of France, joyned him; fo w*s he delivered from that danger. Be- 
lides, many Towns declared for him, and among them, Calaborra, Huefca, Tarragona, the 
Aufetani,Lacetani, andllurgavonenfes. For this reafon, becaufe Cafar cutting feveral Channels, 
had made the River Segre fordable -, Pompe/s Generals fearing Cafar's Horfe, which was 
ilronger than theirs, might cut off iheir Provifions, they pafled the River-.Se^re at Lerida , 
and the Ebro at Ottogeffa -, fuppofed to be M eguinencia, with a defign to retire farther into the 
Country. But they being forced to take a great compafs about, Cafar was beforehand with 
them, and fecured all the Paffes of the Mountains, thro’ which, of neceflity they mull make 
their way. Thus without a Stroke, or fhedding one drop of Blood, they were forced to fub- 
mit themfelves. Cafar pardoned, and gave leave to the Soldiers to.Disband, and return to 
their Homes and the more to gain their Affeftions, reftored to them, all that his Men 
had taken from them, paying for it with his own Money. Some would have it, that Pompey 1 s 
Generals had fold Spain •, and Cato , after his fnarling manner, at Pbarfalia, upbraided Afra¬ 
mus with it. Farro in the farther Spain, at firft, had feemed inclinable to Cafafs Party, 
but hearing what Strciglits he was reduced to at Lerida, eaft off his Mask, and began to make 
all manner of Preparations againft him, railing Men, bringing together Galleys at Cadiz., and 
Sevil, and gathering Money from the Natives, without fparing the Temple of Hercules,

He being taken up 
in Celebrating four Triumphs at Rome, and fettling the Common-wealth, delayed his com¬ 
ing till the beginning of the Year 709. when fetting out from Rome , he made fifth haft, that / 7Qq> 
he came to Sagmtum, now MonviedrOj in 17 Days, and in 10 more to Obulio , now called cajar re- 
Torctma , betwixt Cordova and Jaen juft at the time that a Battle was fought at Sea betwixt turns to 
Didius , Cajar's Admiral, and Varro, who commanded for the Enemy. The lofs was equal, s $ iih ' 
but Varro fhow’d he had the worlb, by putting into the Port of Tarifd, andf drawing a Chain 
crofs the mouth of it. The People of Cordova being inclined to Cafar, fent Embafladors to 
him, (hewing they wfcre forcibly, kept under by the Enemy, and advifing, the Town 
might eafily be furprized by Night. Thofe of Vlia alfo fent Embafladors, acquainting him, 1 

they were reduced to great Streighfs, and could not long hold out-, unlefs relieved. Cafar 
being thus divided, fent Lucius Junius Paciecus with fix Cohorts to aflift Vlia. He got into the 
Town in a ftormy Night, thro’ the midft.of the Enemies, faying. He was fent by Pompey. 

This,and the hopes of being relieved,incouraged the Befieged to hold out. This done,to give 
a diverfion to thofe that lay before Vlia, Cafar having ordered his lieutenants' Pedius, and 
Folius to repair to him by a certain Day, himfelf encamped before Cordova. Sextus. furpriz’cL 
hereat, lent immediately to his Brother to quit Vlia, and come to his relief ^ which he ac¬ 
cordingly did, and ehcamped near Cafar •, but refufed to give Battle, and feme time being 
thus fpent, on a fudden Cafar fell fo Sick, that he marched away filently by Night to Jtte- 
gua. This Town was four Leagues from Cordova, where .there Hill appear footfteps of an¬ 
cient Buildings, by the Name of Teba the old. In this Town, the two Pompey's had laid up 
their Treafureand Stores, which moved Cafar to fit down before it; either to draw them 
to a Battle, or by taking the Town to weaken their Force, and leflen their Reputation. Oh 
the otherfide, Gneius being refolved not to fight, marched to two Towns* now called Ca- 
firoelrio , and Efpegio, formerly Cafira Pofthumiana, places of ftrength, where he might die 
fecure. Thence he pafled over the River Guadaxoz., that ran down .near Attegua. Having 
been there worfted inTome Skirmilhes, and no hopes left of relieving the Befieged, he re¬ 
turned to Cordova. The Inhabitants of Attegua , fent.Commiffioners to Treat of a Surrender 
but upon fuch haughty Terms, that nothing was concluded. This put the Garrifon into a 
rage againft ’the Townfmen , that favoured Cafar' s Party ^ and fuch was the cruelty of 
Numantius Flaccus, their Governour, that he killed $11 the Inhabitants who bore any affection 
to Cafar, and threw them over the Walls, the fame he did with their Wives and Children. 
Notwithftanding all this,the Townfmen furrenderCd on the 18 th of February. After this,C<e- 
farbnrrtt Attubi, and took many bther Towns, and then fate down before Munda, a Town 
feated on a Hill, five Leagues from Malaga, and near a little River that waters a rich, and 
beautiful Plain. At that time,it was a confiderable Place, how fmall,but ftill retains its Name, 

Near this place they came atlaft to a Battle, Cafar wasTtronger in number, and goodnefs of The fa- 
Men; GnciushaA the advantage of Ground ^ being encamped on the fide of a Hill. The ^ousBat- 
Battle was fought with great Courage and ReJolution on both fides, both left Wings were 
overthrown, and put to flight, the main Battles ftood l.ong, without giving any tokens of 
yielding the Vidtory \. much.blood was fpilt, and the Fields covered with dead Bodies. At 
laft, Cafar by his own Valour* purchafed fuccefs, for alighting frbin his Horfe, and taking a 
Target, he fougilit at the Head of his Men, and ftopt feveralof them ,that were about to fly. 

On Pompey's fide^ 30000Foot, and 3000 Horfe were flain * among the reft Varro, and La-' 
bierns. Thirteen Eagles belonging to the Legions, which were their chief Standards, were 
taken. Of Cafar's Men 1000 were killed, and 500 wounded. Two African Kings ferved , 

I under Cafar, the one called. Bochius, the tfther Bogud. The latter of thefe had the chief Ho¬ 
nour of the Vlftory *, for he in the neat of the Aftion broking into the Enemies Camp, was 
the caufe that Labienus haftily drew thither, and the reft of the A rm y thinking he had fled, 
and defpairing of the Viftory, turned their backs. This Battle was fought on the 17 th of 
March, on which Day the Feftival of the God Bacchus, was Celebrated at Rome. Cafar (peak¬ 
ing of this Attion, ufed to fay. He had often fought for Honour and Glory, but that Day he 
fought for his Life. > . 

Some will have it* that Gneius pompeiut being wounded in the Shoulder* fled to 7 arifa, and 
endeavoured thence to efcape by Sea, but was forced, by reafon his wound feftered, to land De / t ^ 
the fourth day, and being difedvered in a Gave ? was there flain. Floras fays, He was killed 
fighting near Laurona, now Liria * or according to. others, Laurigi. His Fleer was partly 
taken* and partly burnt by Didius. Sextus the Youriger Brother, fled into Hifpania citerior, 
where he had many Friehds. Scapula after the Battle, returning to Cordova, made a Feaft, 
at which all drank plentifully, and then he caufed his own Slaves to kill him. Munda (bill 
holding out* Cafar■ left FabiUs to carry on that Siege, with part of the Army, and' went him¬ 
felf to Cordova,«Nh\cn being taken by A (fault* he put to the Sword 20000 of thofe Citizens 
that had followed ‘Pompey's Fadion. Thence he inarched to Sevil, by the way he had the 
Head of Gneius Pompey prefentedto him, and with his ufual good fortune, poflefled himfelf 
of the City, which again Revolting, was reduced the fecond time* on the totft of Augtifi. , O- coidovt 
ther Towns in that Neighbourhood, following the example of Sevil, fubmitted themfelves * reduced 
and among the reft* the City Aft a, fituate two Leagues from Xeres, now a deferi place* but b y c *J* r - 
ftill tetaihs'the anefent name.

»-r» H E. po wer o f Julius Cafar was at its greateft height, when the Senators Cotffpiring a- 
1 gainft him as a Tyrant, flew him in the Senate on the 15 of March m the Year 710, 
7I0. giving him 23 Wounds. From that time fome begin the Computation of the Years of Au- 
a euflus his Reign, but the molt Commence from the following Year, when on the 22 of Sep- 
TtiS&tmbcrl according to Dio , lie was chofen Conful in the Place of C.VtbmPanfa, (lain near 
bate.

Italy was no.lefs embroil’d in Civil 
Wars at the fame time, the Senate fetting up Odavian, Julius Cafafs Nephew to oppofe the 
fin in defigns of M arc Antony, whom he defeated at Modena, where he had befieged Decius Brutus 
the place the Conful eled, for the enfuing Year. M arc Antony fled into Gaul, where he agreed with 
of Crf/ar. Le pid us ,and both of them foon after with Auguftus .This was the beginning of thoTnumvirate, 
which divided the Roman Empire into three Parts. Lepidus had Gallia Narbonenfis , and all 
Spain , Antony the reft , of Gaul, and Auguftus Italy , Africk, Sictty , and Sardinia.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. II. 

The Reigns of the Emperours Nero, Galba, Otho, Vitellius, Vefpafian, and Titus, 
with an Account of the Colonies , Free Towns , and Courts of Judicature then in 
Spain. 

C laudius the Emperour was Poifon’d by an Eunuch, or as others have it, by his Wife 
Agrippina , to the intent her Son Domitius Nero might obtain the Empire y which prov'd 
fatal to her. Certain it is, he dyed in the Year of Grace 55. Nero , his Son-in-Law, and 
Succeflor, held the Empire 14 Years • the firft 5 he govern’d well, as Trajan ufed to teftify, Ner0 c. 
after that he funk into all manner of Vice and Debauchery , like a wild Bead, that breaking ?- ei & ned 
loofe from its Cohfineraent, bears down all before it. To fuch a degree did his Cruelty rage K cen 
that he kill’d his 6wn Mother, of whom he would firft have had Carnal Knowledge $ he alfo 
flew his Aunt, his two Wives, OS avia 3 hd P opea, his Matter Seneca y the Famous Poet Lucan 
and a great number of Men of Quality. His Luft was'fo extravagant, that he publickly Mar¬ 
ried a Young Man, and caufed a Boy to be cut, that he might make ufe of him as a Woman. 

He ufed to ling in the Theatre like a Player * for his Sport fet Fire to Rome , and then to ap- 
peafe the raging People, charg’d it upon the Chriftians, againft whom , upon that fcore, he 
raifed the firft Perfection. On the one hand he profufed the publick Revenue, and on the 
other, by all unlawful means, feiz’d the Riches of private Perfons. In his time liv’d the fa¬ 
mous Apollonius Thyaneus - y and in his Travels came into Spain. The fame is faid of the Apo- 
ltle St. P<?K/,but other Authors mmy his coming hither - y and for St. Peer’s ever being in Spain , 
as Metaphrases affirms, there i^jlW little ground to^believe it. Servius Sulpicius Gdlba had go- Galba go¬ 
vern’d Spain the tenpfef^ight Years, he was very old, being above 70 years of Age, when ve ™ s 
Julius Vindex , who govern’d Gallia Narboncnfis y aftonifh’d at the Cruelties, and other Bruta- s ^ in - 
lities of Nero y by Letter invited him to put a ftop to all thofe Evils, by accepting of the Em¬ 
pire. But Galba excufing himfelf on account of his Age, and the danger of fuch an under- 
taking, Vihdex declared .himfelf, and took up Arms agairift Nero. This news being brought 
into Spain , Galba in an Aflembly of the chief Men of all the Country, whom he had called 
together to Cartbagena , declar’d the caufe, why all Men were oblig’d to put their hand to re¬ 
ared fo many grievances^ and relieve the Commonwealth. He inveighed againft the Cruelty 
and Vices of Nero, fhowing the mifehiefs he had already done, and what they might expedt 
from him. There happen’d to be there prefent a Child banifhed by Nero into Majorca, 
which fo heightned the indignation of all there prefent, that with loud Acclamations they 
Proclaimed Galba, Augufiits , and Emperour. He would not accept of that Title, but offered i s p ro _ 
himfelf to be General of the Romans, and Lieutenant for the Senate againft Nero, which was claimed 
an extraordinary Token of his Modefty. Otho Silvias , then Governour of Lufitania, was a. Emperor, 
great Inftrument in forwarding thisWork.for he refolv’d to follow Galba ,and to that purpofe Otho i oinS 
Coin’d a vaft Qpantity of Gold and Silver, he had gathered. Upon this Account Otho was him ' 
prefer’d to the New Emperour’s Favour, and had the firft Place about him, which T. Junius 
his Lieutenant aimed at, but neither could he attain, or was he acceptable to the People, as 
one that fold the Favour of his Prince ; whereas Otho efpous’d the pretenfions of the needy 
without any profpeA of advantage. Julius Vindex being betrayed in France , where he had 
declar’d againft Nero, kill’d himfelf. Virginias Rufus who vanquifhed him, would not accept 
°f the Empire, but left all to the difpofal of the Senate , which was a Angular Moderation. 

The misfortune of Vindex fo ftartled Galba, that he retir’d almoft in defpair to the City Clu- 
nia, but the News of Nero 7 s Death being foon after brought to him , he reviv’d and took 
heart again. The manner of Nero’s Death was thus. As foon as the Senate underftood what 
Vindex had done in France, and Galba in Spain , they conceiv’d hopes of deftreying the Ty¬ 
rant, and in order to it, they declar’d him an Enemy to his Country. Immediately his 
Guards,andServants forfook him, and he fled to theCountry Houfe ofone Ptow, a freed Man 
of his own, where defpairing of making his efcape, he kill’d himfelf in the 321k Year of his Ner0 
Age. Thus ended the Crimes of this Prince, and in him the Family of the Cafars and Claudii. himfelf. 
Galba underftanding what had happen’d , refolv’d to march with all fpeed tb Rome ; for his 
Guard he carry’d with him a Legion of the choiceft Soldiers in all Spain. With him alfo went 
Fabius Quintilianus, a Native of Caiahorra, the Famous Rhetorician. When Nero dy’d Silius 
Italicus was Conful at Rome, which was the Year of Grace 69. Galba being come to Rome en- 69 
joy’d the Empire but 7 Months, grid was then (lain by the Pretorian Bands in a Mutiny they Galba but 
raifed, becaufe he gave them not the Donative he had promis’d, and kept a ftritt hand over 7 M °ntiis; 
them, which they being us’d to liberty, could not brook^ as alfo becaufe he was heard to fay, 
he chofe, but did not buy Soldiers. But the greateft Promoter of this Mutiny was Otho, who 
offended that 6’<j/fo? had adopted one Pifo , a Youth , of great hopes, and thereby cut him off 
the reward, he expected for the affiftance he had given him ; caus’d himfelf to be carry’d in a 
Chair to the Pretorian Bands, who faluted him Emperour, and Murder’d Galba •, together 
with Pifo, and Titus Junius. His ill gotten Power was not lafting, for he was Emperour only otbo only 
thefpaceof 95 days. The German htgwns, in imitation of thofe of Spain, declar’d their 95. days.

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CHAP. III. 

The Reigns of the Emperors , Domitian, Nerva, Trajan, Adrian, Antoninus 
Verus, Marcus Aurelius, and Commodus , the Perfections under them, the build¬ 
ing of the City Leon, and rife of the Herefteof f^Gnofticks. 

T H E virtues and good qualities of Titus, were fet off and received the greater Lufter, by . 

the disorders, and extravagancies of his Brother,and Succeflor Domitian, a Man fo vici¬ 
ous he rather refembled the Neros, than the Flavij. His madnefs was fuch that he caufed his 
Wife, to called Augufla, which none of his predeceflors had done, and himfelftobe ftiled 
Lord and God. He perfected the Chriftians, barufhed St. John the Evangelift to the Ifland 
Patbmos , killed Marcus «ASlius Glabrio, and Flavius Clemens, who had both been Confuls, 
and banifhed Flavia Domicilla Wife to the latter, into the Ifland Ponsut, without regard to 
theKindred he with had both of them. This his cruelty to th<j Chriftians,is thought to have 
fhortned his Days, his death being foretold by Flalhes of Lightning, that continually fell for 
the {pace of eight Months. His Avarice made him the more odious, tor he feized upon the 
Eftates of the Martyrs, therefore fonte, to pleafe him, accufed Domicilia's Steward, that he 
had concealed her Riches. The Steward whofe name was Stephanas, having notice of it to . . 
avoid that danger ventured upon a greater, for with-fome others he confpired to kill the Ty- , “years 
rant, which he put in Execution, within his own Palace on the eighth of September in the ^Months. 
Year 97. He dyed at the Age of 45 having Reigned 15 Years and 5 Months, his Death; 
was pleafing- to all Men except the Soldiers, to whom he denyed nothing that they might jffmltkn 
ltand .firm to him. In Spaing put out an Edidtby which it was forbid to plant any more Murder- 
Vines! About the,fame time Eugenius, Difciple to Dionyfius 4reopagita , fent by him ed. 
to Preach inS)rfm,and firft Archbilhop of Toledo,^ led his blood in defence of the Faith of Jefus 
Chrift, in France, whither he went to vifit his Mailer. At this time three Famous Spanifh 
Poets Flourilhedat Romefviz. M. Valerius Martialis horn at Brlbilis , now Calatayud, Cam 
Canius, at Ca'diz., and Decianus at Merida. ■ ' 

The Seriate upon the Death of Domitian chofe Caius Nerva Emperor.^ He was a Perfon of 
great Authority, but very Ancient, and therefore the more expofed to contempt, which he 
being fenfible of adopted M. Vlpius Trajanus a Spaniard born at Italica near Sevil a -Man much 
in Efteem and of gre# parts, and appointed him liis Companion arid Succeflor. He repeal’d 
all the Decrees and Edi&s made by Pow>t»<wi,whereiipo'n many returned from bannilhpient,and 
among the reft St. John the Evangelift from the ifland Pathmos, to his Church at Ephefus. 

Nerva was Emperor only ijxteen Months, and then upon his Death, <JM. Vlpius Trajanus, 
his adopted Son undertook the Government in the Month of February, and the Year of Grace 
99. His great virtues were anfwerable to the hopes had been conceived of him. His good na¬ 
tural parts being much Cultivated by the inftru&ions of fo good a Mailer as was the great rr ^; 
Philofopher Plutarch. ■ ' Trajan built two Bridges of wonderful ftrutture ; the one in Germany i 9 years, 
over the Danube the gveateft River in Europe ♦, the other in that part of Spain, we call and a half. 
Eflremaduya, over the River Tagus, and is known by the name 6f the Bridge of Jlcantara. 

By an inscription that is Hill to be feen on that Bridge, it appears that many Towns of the 
Neighbourhood contributed to the Charge. This is one of the moll remarkable pieces of An- 
tiquity in Spain. In a Town of Andalusia, called Aragua , belonging to the Knights of the 
Order of St. James,on. the Wall of the Palace,are two ftoneftyhich were once the Pedeftals of 
two Statues ere&ed in Memory of Matidia , and Marcia Sillers to Trajan, as appears by the 
infeription upon them. • At the fame time the Soldiers of the feventh Legion called Gemma , 
quiting the City Sublancia in AJlurias , becaufe it was feated on the ridge of a hill, two Lea- 
gues, below it founded a Town which from them was called Legio, now the City Leon, and 2 J 2 ' 
but flenderly peopled!, yet was once the Court of the Kings of Leon , when after the deftruclir 
on of Spain, the Chriftians began to gather ftrength, Trajan governed the Empire the fpace of 
ninteeri Years and a half. In the third year of his Reign, he raifed a more cruel perfection 102.

Alexander Severus, Coufin-german to Heliogabalus, fucceeded him in the Empires his Virtues 
equalled the Vicfes of the other, and he had proved one of the moft glorious Emperors had j kxmdi,r 
keen cut off by Death. He was fo far a favourer of Chriltians, as to caufe the Image iTSsi 
°1 Chnfoto he placed among thofe of his other Gods, he overcame the Pdrthians, and then 
Waging War in Germany, was bafely Murdered by Maximinus , in the Twenty Ninth Year 
of his Age, when he had Reigned Thirteen Years, and nine days equal to thebeft for 
Juitice, Clemency^, Prudence, and Meeknefs. There is no Memory of any thing remarka¬ 
ble that happen d m Spain, in the days of thefe Emperors. At Guadix, is the Pedeftal of a 
Statue erected in honour of Mammea, the Mother of Alexander the Emperor, the inferintion 
of it is as follows. .

Therefore Pope Sixtus I > , fuc- 
ceflor to Stephen , in his Epiftle to th&Bilhops of Spain, tells them, the Decrees of the Fathers v 

are not to be altered, nor Bilhops depos’d without acquainting him of Rome. " How this Dif¬ 
ference ended, is not known 3 but certain it is, all thefe three Popes fufFered Martyrdom un¬ 
der ralerianus, as did St. Laurence, the Honour of Spain , born at Hrnfca, and alfo Ormcirn 
and Pacientia, both accounted Saints..

in the Empire. Cams was killed by a Thunderbolt, or flalh of Lightning, near the River U scmts 
Tigris, in the fecond Ye Af his Reign *, and Numerianus murdered in a Litter, in which he 2 Years, 
was carried, becaufeof h*ore Eyes, by his Father-iri-law Aper, in hopes of making himfelf 
Emperor. Hereupon, the Army chofe Dioclcfian, who overthrew and killed Carinus, that 
pretended to the whole Empire by Right of Succeffion. At this time, a Prefect, called Ai. andM ix/- 
Aurelius, Governed Hifpania citerior , as appears by certain Infcriptions upon Stones, (till man 20 
preferv’d in Spain •, by which, it alfo appears, that the Emperors, befides all tfieir other Ti- Years, 
ties, ufed the Name of Proconful •, as may be feen upon a Stone preferved to this Day in the 
Market-place of Mo^wedro. 

Dioclefian was a Native of Sclavonia, Defcended from Slaves, and neverthelefs, was made 
Emperor of Rome, in the Year of Chrift 284. He was not inferior to the greateft Princes 
for Warlike Exploits *, but blemilhed all the Actions of his Life with an infatiable thirft pf # 
Chriftia r blood. In the fecond Year of his Reign, he declared Uaximianus Herculeus his 
Companion in the Empire, and foon after, gave the Title of Cafars to Galerius Maximinus, 
and Confiantius Clorus. Galerius was married to Valeria, Dioclcfian^ Daughter. . Conjlantius 
by his cammand, was Devorced from Helpna, the Daughter of a King of Britain, and Mo¬ 
ther of Confiantine the Great , and Married to Theodora , the Daughter-in-law of Maximian. 

During the whole Reign of thefe two Emperors, the Pei fecution againft the Chviftians, was. A bloody 
fo violent and bloody, as it never had been before, or was after in any part of the World. 

Many fuffered in Spain ; but efpecially after the.coming of the Prefidev.t Dacianus, no , corner 
of it was free from theBlood ofMartyrs.JDice/r/;«w grown weary of theGoyenment,and defpair- 
ing of ever being able utterly to Extirpate the Chriftian Religion, as he haddefigned, re¬ 
nounced the Empire at Milan, after he had held it 20 Years, and retired to a private Life. 
Maximian by his perfwafion, did the fame at Nicomedia 5 an example rarely to be feen. By 
this means: Confiantius and Galerius, were left abfolute, in the Year of Chrift 304. .

This was the 
Founder of the famous Seft and Herefie of the Arians: The holy Martyr St. Luciams, was 
Mafter to Arius, but not in this madnefs; his fellow Difdples, Friends and After tors, were 
the two Eufebii of Nicomedia, and Cafarea. Ambition was the principal Motive of his Fall, 
being offended that after the Death of St. Peter, Biihop of Alexandria, Alexander was promoted 
to that See, without any regard had of him. From hence fprang that Divifion betwixt Chri¬ 
ftians, which fpread over almoft all the World, and feemed to threaten Deftruftion. For ' 
many Men of Note, as well of the Clergy, as Laity, followed the new Opinion, without 
giving ear to the Advice and PerfuafiOns of thofe that continued firm in the true Faith. The 
Emperor was highly concerned at this-Schifm, and fent Hofius, Biihop of Cordova i to Alex¬ 
andria to.compofe thofe Differences, as being the moft famous Man-of that Age for Learning, 

Prudence and Authority, He handled that Affair with much Circumfpe&ion; and for the 
better reconciling the Matters in Difpute, isfaid to have been the firft that invented the 
words Oufia, which fignifies EJfence , or iBeing , and Hypoftafis , which is the Suppofitum, or Per- 
/o». Nothing was of force to convince the obftinate^rittf ; whereupon,he was Baniihed Alexan¬ 
dria ; and afterwards being Summoned to appear at Costflantinople, he there going to eafe him- 
,ffelf,.voided his Entrails,and fo made a miferakle end ; as St. Athanafius,who lived at that time, 
teftifies. The evil ftill encreafirig, and taking root, the Emperor refolved to have recourfe The 
to the laft Remedy, which was to call a General Council. Nicea, a City in. Bithynia, was the Councilof 
place appointed by Conftanttne for the Bilboes to meet, and thither,by his order repaired 318 N,ee ' 
from all Parts. In this Council, Arius and his Dodtrine were Condemned. Meletius was al- 
fb deprived of his Bifhoprick, becaufe he foo hotly reproved the eafinefs of Peter , Biihop of 
Alexandria, in reconciling, and admitting to the Church foch as had fallen from the Faith; 
and by this his Zealotry, had bred Divifions in the Churches of Egypt. There were great 
Difputes about the time of Celebrating the Feaft of Eafter ; that alfo was fettled, and or¬ 
dered to be kept at one and the fame time throughout the World. The Eaftern Clergy were 
grown very Loofe and Diforderly in their Lives; particularly, in what related to living 
Chaftly; and it being thought hard to reduce them to the Rules Obferved before, therefore 
By the Advice of Taphnucius, the Fathers condefcended to allow them to keep their Wives. 

All Perfons were forbid keeping the Books of Arius, upon pain of Death ; the faid Books were 
all ordered tQ be burnt. Some fay, the manner of reckoning by Indidtions, was firft brought 
bp in this Council, and that it commenced in the Year of Grace 313. becaufe in that Year, 
the Emperor Conftanttne faw the fign of the Crofs in the Sky. The Great Hofius was prefent 
at this Council; and fome: Will have it that he Prefided in it for Pope Silvbfter , together with 
the two Priefts, Vitus and rincentius , fent from Rome to that purpdfe. At the fame time,* or 
foon after, was held in Spain, the Council called lliberitamm , of the City Jliberis which flood 
in that part of the Province Betica, where now is Granada ; as appears by a Gate of that Ci¬ 
ty, ftill called Elvira , and a Hill near it of the fame name. They miftake, who hold that 
this Council was held near the PyrAteans at Colibre , then called Eliberis ; becaufe the difference 
betwixt , the Names of thofe two Cities, ftill continues, and no Biihop of Prance, or the adja¬ 
cent Country, was prefent at this Synod, except Valerius, Biihop of Zaragopa. This is one 
of the ancienteft Synods, and in which, feveral weighty Matters were handled. In it menti¬ 
on is made of Virgins confecrated to God. The Bilhops here difpenfed With the Falls of the 
Months of July and Auguft , a Cuftom before received in France , tho’ not in Spain , where 
there was more need of it, becaufe of the great heat'. They forbid Married Women writing 
and receiving Letters, without the knowledge of their Husbands; and alfo the painting of 
Saints on the Walls of Churches, that they might not be defaced by the decay of the Walls. 

They likewife mention Metropolitans, before called Bilhops of the firft Chair. To return to 
Conftanttne , he Rebuilt the City Bizjtntium, deftroyed by the Emperor Severus, and removed 
the Imperial Court thither, calling it of his own Name, C'onftdntinople. He inftituted four 
Prafe&i Pretorii, two to command in the Eaft, and two in the Weft, one of thefe over Italy, 
the other over France and Spain ; the Refidetice of the latter; was in France, and under him 
a Vicar Governed Spain . Conftanttne having fettled dll things to his mind, dy’d in the Year conflan- 
°f our Lord 337. having Reigned 30 Years, 9 Months, and 27 Day., His putting to tine’s 
Death his Son Crifpus , and Wife Faufta, gave occafion to fome to Hander this great Monarch, Death - 
and many other CalnmnieS have been raifed to deface the memory of liis glorious Actions. 

But many Learned Pens have writ of him in particular, and it belongs not to lis to enlarge 
upon this Subjeft.

He undertook theWaragainft the Perfians, was at firft fuccefsful, but 
thereupon advanced fo far, that 0 his Army was in danger'of perilhing, and he himfelf flam faiitn 
With a Dart, as fome fay accidentally, thrown by his own'Men, or the Enemies, others fay killed, 
he was ftruckhy the Martyr, St* JMercurius with a Spear, which was then found bloody upon 
his ToMb. Hq lived 32 Years, and ReignM one year, 7 months,, and 27 days. The whole 
Army upon his’deatb offered the Empire to Flavius Jovianus & Perfon of very Excellent parts, 3 ^ 4 \ 
who refufed it faying,/* ms a Chriftian!,and would not govern tbbfe whowere not fitch, but they all 
declaring themfelves to be Chriftians, he condeftended to their requeft. Being invefted in Months, 
the Imperial dignity,lie made peace with the Perfians , tho* not advantageous, yet fuch as 2 days, 
was requifite to deliver himfelf and Arrty, from the danger into which the rafhnefs of Julian 
had run them. Catholicks were reftored to their honours and dignities; the revenues to 
Churches, St. Athanafm, and others recalled from banilhment, and all things, feemed to be 
again in a flourifhing. Condition, but this bappinefs fcwas not to be laftmg, for the Empe¬ 
ror in his way to Rome, betwixt Galatia, and Bitbynia, was ihfled to death, by a pan of 
Coals that was left in the Rooih where he lay, which was newly whitened. He dyed at the 
Age of 40 Years, and Reigned only 7 months, and days. By him it was made death to 
offer wrong to any Virgin confecrated to God, tho’ upon pretence of Matrimony.

He declared the Council of Ariminum, to be void and of 
no force; as gathered without the confent of the Pope, depofed Auxenttus Bilhop of Milan, 
as being an Arrian, ordered the PfalmoiDavid, fliould be Song in Churches, with the vetfe 
Gloria patri, &c. at the end , inftituted faying the Confiteor , at the beginning of Mafs, built 
two Churches at Rome, the one in honour of St. Laurence, the other of St. Peter and Paul, 
ad Catacumbas , in the Via Ardeatina , where he buryed his Mother and Sifter, and was a great 
Fripnd to St. Hierom, whom he much refembled in his Life and Learning. The Empire was 
pot altogether in a traceable Condition, for in the Eaft one Procopius, a Kmfman of Julian , 
called lhimfelf Emperor, and raifed new troubles.

Recourfe was had to the laft 
Remedy, which was to Cite the Hereticks to .appear before a Synod at Zar ago fa, there to 
anfwer for themfelves. They appeared not, whereupon, the Bifhops Inflancm and Salvtanus, 
as alfo Eipidius and Prifcillianiis , who were Lay-men, and' with them Algtdinus, Bifhop of Cor¬ 
dova, who of an Enemy, was become an Aflerter of their Doftnne, were all Excommunicated. 

Itacius Sbjlubenfis, as Severus Sulpiciut has it, but it fhould be Offonovenfis, that is, Bifhop of * • 

Fftombar in Portugal,had the charge of publifhing and notifying this Sentence to them. St. lfi- 
dorus only fays he was a Spanifh Bifhop, and Sigibertus, that he was of Lamego. He was a 
paflionate and talkative Man, reproved thofe that fafted, and was much given to read the 
Holy Scripture. This ltacius and Idaeius , obtained an Edift from the Emperor Gratian, then 
living whereby thofe Hereticks were ordered to be expelled all Churches and Cities. In- 
(lancius Salvianus and Prifcillian, then by the afliftance of his Adherents made Bifhop of Avila 
went to Rome to anfwer for themfelves but could not obtain Audience of Pope Damafus, 

They returned to Milan, where the Emperor Gratian was. St. Ambrofe would, not. give ear 
to them, foY all Men tvere offended at .that new Dodtrinc. Yet they were no way difmayed, 
but Bribed Macedonia , the Emperor’s Steward, and by his means the former Ed id was va¬ 
cated, and Prifcillian, and Injlancius r'eftored to their Churches, for Salvianus dy’d at Rome , 

In this manner they returned to Spain fo encouraged, that they accufed Itacitts as a Seditious 
Perfon. Zolventius the Vicar, caufed him to be Apprehended v but he Appealed to France. 

Thence, being not well received by Gregory the Prefed, he went on to Treves to feek Fa¬ 
vour with Clemens Maximus, who ftil’d himfelf Emperor, with whom, lie fo far, prevailed, 

thar the bnfinefs was again referred to a Council of Bifhops, who, by his Command met at 

Bordeaux. Prifcillian and Injlancius,. appearing^ the latter was Depofed, the other Appeal’d 
to Maximus. The Appeal was allowed of, fo the Caufe of the Hereticks was again put into 
the hands of Lay-men j a thing then very new. The Caufe being try’d at Treves, and ma- ^ 
naged by ltacius,Prifcillianus wasConvided of Sorcery, and of entertaining fcandalous Meetings and 
of Men and Women by Night, under colour of Religipn y for, Which Crimes lie received his Ad- 
Sentence of Death, and was Executed; and with him FeliciJJimus, Armedtus and Latronianus, herents • 
who is reckoned among the Poets of that Age. Injlancius fubmitcing to the Judgment of the 
Bifhops, was banilhed into an Ifland on the North of England. St. Martin, Bilhop of Tours, Death> 
oppofed all thefe Proceedings, faying. That Hereticks ought not to be put to Death, efpeci- 
ally at the inftance of Bilhops. A meeknefs perhaps, fuitable to thofe times, but, which ex¬ 
perience has taught is not at all agreeable with ours. Thefe Evils did not ceafe.by the Death 
of Prifcillian the dead Bodies were brought to Spain, and by the Followers of that Doctrine, 
honoured as Martyrs ; among - whom, it was held the moft facred Oath to fwear by the Name 
of Prifcillian. On the other fide, ltacius, and Idaeius , (IJidorus calls him Vrfacius) .were ac- 
crifed of what they had done, and Condemned to Banilhment. Thefe Hereticks, not qo fpeak Prifdiii- 
of the corruptnefs of their Lives, confounded the Divine Perfons, allowed of Divorces held Er- 
it a Crime to eat Flefh, faid that the Souls proceeded from the Divine ElTence, and defeend- ™rs. 
cd thro’fqven Heavens by the hdp of certain Angels, as it were by fteps to the combat of 
this Life and there fell into the power of the Prince of Darknefs, the maker of this World. 

They made Men wholly fubjeft to the Stars, and taught they were Governed by the r 2 Signs. 

Pope Siricius who fucceeded Damafus in the Government of the Church, wrote a Letter to 
Himerius Bilhop of Tdrragona, in anfwer to many Queftions he had put to him concerning

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Tbeodofm the Great, and he wasFather-in-Law to Honorius the Emperor. Tbeodofm had 
thus ordered,that thefe three might be in the nature of Tutors to his Sons, and eafe them of 
the burden of the Government, but they giving way to Ambition, and forgetting their duty, 
attempted to ufurp the power and fo deftroy the Empire. Gildus was the firft that rebelled 
in Africk. His own Brother Mazecel was fent to fupprefs him, who vanquilhed and flew him, 
and then himfelf ufurped the name of Emperor, and came to the fame end. Rufinas , by 
birth a Britain, or French-man , ftirred up the Goths , and other barbarous Nations, but the 
Treafon being difeovered, loft: his Head. Thefe Examples were not of force enough to de- 
terr Tray tors, tor Stilico intending to make his .own Son Eucherius Emperor, and deftroy the 
Children of Tbeodofm the Great , invited leveral Nations to invade the Empire, and particu¬ 
larly, made a private agreement with the Alans, a fierce People, and the Vandals, of whole Ahm -> and 
Country he was.The Goths were the firft: that appeared in Arms, offended that their pay was 
kept from them, which was done defignedly. After over-running all Thracia , and the y 
Neighbouring Countries, they broke into Italy in two Bodies. Radagaftus , one of their 
chiefs, without any oppofition, pierced as far as Tufcany, and there, near Florence, was (lain 
with all his Men by Stilico. He might have deftroyed Jlaricus, who commanded the other 
party, but would not, to keep the Emperor ftill in awe,but worfted htm,and then afligned his 
Men places to inhabit in the fartheft: part oiFrance.Stilico was unwilling they fliould leave Italy t 
and therefore fent one Saul a Jew, to fall upon them who was killed, and his forces routed, 
and the Goths provoked by this injury, returned into Italy, where they flayed fome Years. 

The treachery of Stilico was not fufpefted at firft , but being difcovcred foon after, his head 
was cut off In the Year 408. His Wife Serena, and Son Eucherius were alfo executed, and 40 $, 
Honorm put away his Wife in hatred to her Father Stilico. Great was the mifehief, the 
Goths did throughout all Italy, and never ceafed till they fate down before Rome the head, of 
World, which after a long fiegethey entred, putting afl within to Fire and Sword. Rome 
was taken in the Year 410 according to the belt computations. Vlacidia, Sifter to the two Em- in the 
perors was there taken , and marryed to jitaulfus Brother-in-Law to Alaricus , and foon Y ear 
fucceeded in the Kingdom, he dying at Cofettcia, a City of the Brutij , now Calabria. By ^ 
means of P lacidia, Ataulfus , and Honorius agreed, and the Goths went to inhabit thofe parts of Akfi(k 
France and Spain, which lie next the ?yrcnean Mountains.

There is no doubt but 
all thefe People and others like them, at feveral times came from the North, and entred the 
Provinces of the Roman Empire, their own Native Countries, being ovcrftocked with Mul¬ 
titudes of People , and the barrennefs < 5 f its foil obliging them to feek more 
plentiful and pleafant Seats. As this in general is certain , lo is it no lefs doubtful 
from what particular parts or. provinces each of thefe Nations came, there is great 
variety of Opinions, and the ignorance of thofe times gives us but. ljttle light to difeover 
the Truth.

Therefore 
leaving Maximus at Tarragona , he marched with an Army into France, took the City Kerne, 
and flew Conftans the Cofar •, but hearing Conftantius* was coming upon him, returned into 
' Spain where the Spaniards fet fire to his Houfe and burnt him. Maximus having loft Geron¬ 
cius 'who was his fupport, laying afide the Imperial Robes, fled, and led the reft of his life 
in mifery which lafted till the time of Paulus Orofius ,as he himfelf teftifies. Mean while theTy- 
rant Conftantine and his Son Julian ,as alfo Jovius and Sebaftianus, who had Rebelled in France , 
were killed by Conftantius, and all France reduced under the obedience of Honor ms, in the 
Year 413. Two Years after, by the Emperor’s confent, the Goths poffefledi themfelves of the 4 * 3 '- 
Country about the Pyrenean Mountains, and chofe Narbonne for the Court of their Kings, in 
the Year 41 <. whence that part of the Country came afterwards to be called Gallia Gothica 
the Bounds whereof, were often changed, according to the various Succefs they had m their 
Wars with the neighbouring Franks and Romans.

Hermenericus was their King, and he dying of a tedious Sicknefs, 
hi the Year 44.0 and the 32 d of his Reign, Fechila his Son, a hot and fiery Youth, following 
h s Father’s Footfteps, near the River Xenil met Ardebotus fent bythe Emperor into Spam, 
overthrew^and killed him in Battle. The Booty was fuch, as left him rich enough to fup- 
nort the charge of the War. After this Vidory he Conquered all Betica, and took Sevtl, a 
CiyJhenbf reafon ofthe Wars, not fo confiderable as it was before, or is at preftnt. 
Thence he tinned into Lufitania, and took Merida, whereby, what remained of the Alans, 
was whX brought unde/: It was no fmall help to the Suevians that at that time the Coun- 
try^was naked and without defence 3 for Sebaftian th zRoman General,was gone over into 
to Zioltte Vandals, where hewas by them flam, as Partus Moms _relates it Where- 
fore the Suevians went on, and fubdued Carpetama, or the Kingdom of Toledo, and the Pro¬ 
vince of Carthagena but foon after agreeing with the Romans they reftored thefe two P10- 
Zees Recbila dy’d in the Year 448. and left his Son Recctanus to fucceed him who was 
the firft ofthe Suevian Kings that received the Faith of Chrift, and propagated the true Re¬ 
ligion among his People in Spain. Thus much of the Suevians. 
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CHAP. III. 

The Reigns of the F£jings Theodoredus , Torifmund , and Theodorick. Attila 
Kjng of the Huns, twice Routed. The General Council of Chalcedon. 

T HE Goths and their King Theodoredus, Kinfman and Succeflor of Walt a, poflefled but a Theodore- 
fmall part of Spain , to wit, only that which is now Catalonia 3 but 1 in France they d “ s K ; °f 
flouriflied both in Riches and Honour. For this reafon, and becaufe they were uledto t ‘ ,e ° ethi - 
make the end of one War, the beginning of another, they broke the Peace with the Romans , 
and began to fpread a Terror. Theodoredus *s numerous Iflue much encreafed his Power 3 for 
he had fix Sons, Torifmundus , Theodoricus , Euricus, Fridericus, Reccinerus , and Himericus 3 as 
alfo two Daughters, one Married to Hunncricus the Vandal, Son of Genfericus , who Perfe¬ 
cted the Catholicks in Africk, and upon a groundlefs Sufpicion fent her home, after cutting 
offherNofe. The other, to Recciarius, King of the Suevians in Spain. About this time, 
the Huns, led by Attila , commonly called, jfhe Scourge of God, had entred France, after burn- K " 
ing Rome, and laid Siege to Orleans , which moved the Romans, Franks , and Goths , to join in Hu ^ s ; a 
a League in order to oppofe them. Theodoredus, King of the Goths, fearing that Barbarian France. 
might fall into Guienne , was the firft that made head againft the common Eriemy, and oblig’d 
him to raife the Siege, and draw off into the Plains called Catalaunici, by others, , Marocbii, 
and Maurifii, near JoulouJ'e. zAstius, Valentinianh General, and Meroveus ,King of the Franks 
came pp now, and joyned the Goths. The Forces being come together, they ordered their 
Battles. Theodoredus commanded the Right Wing, zAStius the Left, the Franks and Sanguiba- 
nus. King of the Alans that lnhabited about Orleans, were placed in the Center. On the o- 
ther fide, Attila made up his Wings, which extended along thofe, vaft Plains, of his Auxili¬ 
ary Forces, poffing the on the Left againft the Vifogotbs, the Huns, where he was 

in Perfon, made the Main Battle. Betwixt both Armies was a rifing Ground, very advanta¬ 
geous to thofe that fhould poflefs themfelves of it. Both Parties ftrove for it, but the Ro¬ 
mans gained it. This fomewhatdifmay’d Attila ''s Men, but being encouraged by him, the 
Huns gave the Onfet with great Fury, and were received with no lefs Refolution. The Bo¬ 
dies doling, theue was a great havock, both Tides fighting obftinately for the Empire of the 
World, 180000 Men were killed in thisFi|ht •, which gave occafion to frame fome Lyes, as 
that a Rivulet which ran hard by, overflowed with Blood, and that the noife of Arms was 
heard in that place three days after, as if the Ghofts ofthe Dead had continued the Aftion 3 
meet-Fables to exprefs the greatnefsof the daughter. King Theodoredus was killed at the be¬ 
ginning ofthe Fight, being trod to Death by his own Men, by reafon of his age and weak- 
nefs 3 tho’ fome will have it, that he was flain by an Oftrogoth, called Andages. What would 
have diicouraged others inruged his Men, for Torifmundus and Theodoricus , his Sons, with a 
ftrong Body tufioufly charged, and broke the Enemy, and forced their General to fly, after 
he had done all that could be expe&ed from a wife Commander and brave Soldier. The 
two Brothers went fo far >in the Purfuit, that at Night they patted near the Enemies Camp, 
where they were in fome danger, Torifmundus was beat off his Horfe, wounded in the Head, , 
and brought off by the Valour of his Men. Attila who had before thought the World' too 
little for his Conqueft, retired to his Camp with a Refolution if he were prelied, to kill him- 
felf, having to this purpofe, kindled a great Fire. The Carts he had drawn up about his 
Camp, and Night that came on, faved him, which he forefaw, and therefore began the Fight 
after Noon. zAtius fpent the Night with no lefs fear under Arms, having made a Trench 
of the dead Horfes and Armpur. But the next day finding the Enemy refufed to give Battle, 
he Befieged him in his Camp at firft, and when he could with eafe have deftroyed him, fuffered 
him to march out of France, and return into Pannonia. The Joy of this Vidtory was much 
abated by the efcape of Attila, and Death of Theodoredus •, yet it was believed, the Death of Amu Dm 
fo Powerful a King was not difpleafing to the Romansand Franks. This Battle was fought , 54 . was 
in the Confulflup of Martianus Auguftus and Clodius Adelphius, in the Year of Chrift 451. and thegreac 
the 3 i/i of the Reign of Theodoredus. Some are off opinion that.Recciarius, King of the Sue- battle 
vians, was in this Battle, upon account of his Affinity with the King of the Goths. Certain 
it is, that after over-running the Vaftcones, who inhabited that part of Spain, now called Na- ^ K> 0 f 
vane, and ftill were fubjeft to the Romans, he paffed into France to vifit his Father-in-law, the Hum , 
and then affifted by the Gvtbs, wafted the Country of Carthagcna, and Carpetania.

At this time St .Leo wasPope,he,who by the ftrength of his Eloquence per- 
fuaded sfttila to turn back when he was marching toRome, and Genfcricus th eEandal from burn¬ 
ing of it. Toribius , Bilhop of Aflorga, was familiar with Pope Leo ,and by his Advice,gather’d 
. a Synod of Spanifh Bilhops at Gelents, in Galicia, where the Heretie of Vrifcillim, then agaift 
Murde-" Revived, was Condemned. Let us return to Ton/wwjd,who,becaufe he Governed with more 
red. feverity, and rigour than that fierce People could bear, was murdered by the contrivance 
of his two Brothers Tbeodoricus and Fridericus, and by the hand of Afcalernus , his great Fa - 
vourite, as he lay Pick in his Bed, in the firft Year of his Reign. In the entiling Year, which 
45-5. wasofChrift 455, Tbraftla, a Souldier of ey£tius\ killed the Emperor Palestinian, in Re r 
venge, as fome will have it, of his Generals Death 4 but in reality, at the Initiation qf 
Maximus, who upon it Ufurped the Empire, and the better to fecure himfelf therein, 
Marry’d Eudoxia, VakntiniaW s Widow. By the Death of Valcntinian, the Empire of the 
Weft fell quite to ruin, for nine Ufurpers, or unhappy Emperors that fuccceded one another 
afterwards, fcarce delerve to be named. M.arcianus,who fucceeded Theodofius the Leffcr, in 
General the Eaft, Attembled a General Council of Bilhops at Cbakedon, in which, was double the 
Council • number of Prelates that had been at Nice. They Condemned the wicked Opinions ftarted by 
at cktlce- j)j 0 j- corus anc i Eutyches, concerning Chrifb. Tbeodoricus began his Reign over the Gotbs with 
Tbeoiorid Angular Prudence and Moderation, and might have been reputed an excellent Prince, had he 
K. of the’ not been infefted with Arianifm, andblemilh’d his Life with the Blood of his Brother. Si- 
cotbs. donius Apollinaris, Bp. of Sir vernum,OT Clermont, in anEpiftle to^ricofrt,l\ighly extols the Virtues 
of Tbeodoricus. Avitus refided at t.he Court of Tbeodoricus, as Emballador from Maximus Au- 
gujlus, him the King perfuaded, upon the News of his Matter’s Death, to poflefs himfelf of 
the Empire of the Weft, and attifted him with his Counfel and Forces. In requital for his 
Service, it was agreed, the Goths fliould enjoy all they could gain of the Suevians in Spain, who 
incroached upon the Roman Territories, and aimed at the Sovereignty of the whole. It 
was convenient before the War was declared, to find fome plaufible colour for it. To this 
purpofe, an Embatty was fent to Recciarius , advifmg him not to Invade his Neighbours, with¬ 
out Provocation given, and withall threatning, in cafe he proceeded, that the Gotbs would not 
be wanting to alfift their Friends and Confederates, the Romans. Recciarius haughty with his 
late Succefs, anfwered. He would foon be at Touloufc, where the Matter in Debate fliould be 
■rheodorici, try’d in Battle. Tbeodoricus having received this anfwer, refolved to bebeforehand with him, 
Goth in- C and having raifed a great Army of his own,with Supplies of Franks and Burgundian staffed the 
vades* " tyr«»taMMountains,and near the RivetVrbicus ,which runs betwixt Iberia and Aflorga,\n Galicia , 
Spain. after a bloody FightOverthrew and put to flight hisEnemy.Great was the flaughter made of the 
Suevians. Recciarius himfelf was wounded, and not thinking himfelf fafe in any part of Spain , 
attempted topafs over into Africk, but was forced back by a Storm to the City Porto in Por¬ 
tugal, at the Mouth of the River Duero, where, by command of the Conqueror he was kill’d, 
4-56. in the Year 456. according to Ado Vtennenfis, Braga was plundred, but no Blocd of the Citi¬ 
zens fpilt •, the Booty was rich, by reafon, as is fuppofed, it was the Seat of the Suevian Kings, 
After the Battle, Tbeodoricus having lubdued Galicia, placed one Acliulphus of the Family of the 
Vdrni, not of the Gotbifh Nobility, and a difloyal Perfon,' Governour there. Next, he en- 
tred Lufitania , where, at the requeft of S. Eulalia Prote&refs of Merida, he forbore plundring 
that City. This done, Ceurila with part of the Army was fent into Andaluda, Ntpocianus 
and Nericus to Galicia, againft Acliulphus, who forgetting his Duty, had Rebelled, and kept 
that Province to himfelf. Tbeodoricus returning to France, took up Arms againft the Romans 
and Majors anus, upon account that they had forced Avitus to renounce the Empire, and as was 
faid before, Avitus and. this King were Friends. He wafted the Country of France, plun¬ 
dered the Towns, and patting on as far as the River Rbofne, fack’d and deftroy’d.Z,fonr. Thus 
much in France, in Spain, Ceurila unexpe&edly entred Andaluiia, the People fent Embafla- 
dors to him, offering to fubmitthemfelves to the Gotta, faying. They had not joined with 
the Suevians againft the Romans, and were ready to give Hoftages, and obey whatever other 
commands fliould be laid upon them. All Towns received him Peaceably, and furnifhed his 
Army with Corn, and all other Necettaries. Thus Andalusia without any Bloodfhcd was 
brought under the Power of the Gotbs. In Galicia the War was carried on with more Vi¬ 
gour but at length Acliulphus, who ftiled himfelf King, was in a Battle near Lugo, taken, 
and loft his Head. The Suevians fent Holy Men with the Veftments of Churches, and o- 
ther Sacred things to Tbeodoricus, to implore mercy, and he not only forgave, but allowed 
them to gather the remains of their Nation, and choofe a King. The Ele&ors being divided, 
one Party ele&ed Franta for their King, and the other, M afdra. This laft, within two 
Years was killed by his own People. Rcmifmundus, his Son and Succeffor, in the Year 460. 
making a League with Franta , and joyning his Forces, entred Lufitania, putting all to Fire 
and Sword j yet could not wholly fubdue it. Majorianus, who Dcpofed Avitus, and made 
himfelf Emperor, came over into Spain, and having fettled Affairs, provided a Fleet at ear¬ 
th agena topafs over into Africk to fubdue the Vandals ■, but was difappointed, part of his Ships 
being burnt, and part taken by the Enemy. Hence he went into France, and recovered all 
the Gotbs had taken from th eRomah Empire *, but was at length killed at Detrona in Italy,in the 
46 r * Year 461. Vtbius Severus with the afliftance of Rccimer the Murderer of Majorianus, and Im¬ 
perial General, fucceeded in the Empire. During thefe Troubles, Tbcodorick recovered the

Synods. Defeat of the Franks. And Tryal by Ordeal. 

A Laricus left two Sons, one by his Wife Theudicoda call’d Amalaricus, and one by and- 
ther Woman, nam’d Gefaleycus. The principal Men among the Goths chofe thes latter 1 Tor 
their King, by reafon the other was but five Years of Age.

ls when he had Reigned 4 Years. Authors do not agree who Succeeded Ge^Ie>cHJ, moft of 
!. them affirm; that Tfoodmck theOjlrogotb, from thence forward called himfclf King of he 
Vifogoths. This Opinion is confirmed by the Synods then held in Spam , in which is feen^tbe 
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Name of Theodorick , and Year of his Reign. Others fay, AmalaricUs fucceeded,and Theodorick 
only A&ed as his Tutor. I can no way give Credit to what Spantfh Authors write, viz.. 

That Theodorick came into Spain , Married a Wife of the old Spanijh Race at Toledo, and 
at her requeft, reftored them to their, ancient Liberty, lince no Foreign Writer makes men¬ 
tion of any fuch Journey of his, efpecially CaJJiodorus, and others, who - writ his Adtions 
very particularly. Certain it is, that Theudius , or Theudvs , who had ferved iheodoykk as 
his Efquire at Arms, wa^ by his Favour appointed to Govern, during the Minority of the 
young King, which was the firft ftep by which afterwards he afeended to the Throne. In 
the Year 516. a Council of Bifhops was held at Tarragona', here we find the firft mention 51$.

As foon as Amalaricus commenced his 
Reign, he made Peace with t\\z Franks, and to bind it the falter, Marry’d Crotilda , their 
King’s Sifter, and Daughter to Clouvs. In Dower with her, the Country of Touloufe was re¬ 
ftored to the Goths. Crotilda was a Perlon of Angular Piety, an$ had been Religioully Edu¬ 
cated in the true Faith by her Mother* who was of the fame Name. This highly offended 
her Husband, who was an Arian, When fhe went to Church, the Rabble did not only Re- 
yile,but would often throw Dirt at her. ,Her Husband did not only wink at it, but when flie 
came home, frown'd, gave her ill Language, and at lalb proceeded to- bbjws, infomuch, 
that feveral times he made the Blood gufh from her. Long file endured,hoping with Patience 
and Meeknefs to foften his cruel Heart f but finding there was no hopes of mollifying him, 
at laft fhewrit to her Brother Cbildebert , and together with the Letter, fent him a Handker¬ 
chief dipt in her own Blood. She complained of her ill ufage, and implored his Affiftance to- 1 

wards her Relief. The Kingdom of the Franks was then divided among the Sons of Clouvs. 

Cbildebert had Paris •, Clotariut, Saiffons • Clodomim, Orleans and Theodoricus , Metz. 
in Lorrain , who all called themfelves Kings. They all inraged againft the Vifogoth , for the 
wrong he did their Sifter Crotilda , joyn’d their Forces, and with much fpeed marched to¬ 
wards him. Amalaricus was wholly tfnprovided, befides, his ill Confcience terrifying him, 
he refolved to fly. God, who had decreed his Punilhmsnt, blinded him 5 for, whereas he 
might have efcaped, he returned to fave part of his Treafure into the Gity, fuppofedtobe 
Barcelona. In this Diftrefs, he thought to have taken San&uary in a Citholick Church ; but His death, 
in the way was killed by a Soldier. St. Ifidorus writes he was killed in a Battle, fought near 
Narbonne. But 1 rather believe Gregory of Tours,who lived before him,and relates the paffaga 
in this manner. Ado Viennenfis fays, the Franks overran all Spain, deftroy’d. the City To¬ 
ledo, after a long Siege, and took maiiy other Places. Procopius fays. They took from them 
all that the Goths poffefs’d in France •, yet this, no other Author fpeaks of, and we find the 
Dominion of theGorfci in the followingReigns extended as far as theRiver/dw/»e. Befides,it ap¬ 
pears that Amalafiuntha , after the Death ofher FatherTfceodone^gave Provence to K.Theodorick 
of Lorrain , that .he might not be diffatisfied that the O/lrogoths poffefs’d fome part of France, 
the reft (he left to the Vifogoths, contenting her felf with the Dominion of Italy. Amalari¬ 
cus dy’d in the Year 531. Having feigned five.Years, unlefs we commence from the Death 531. 
of Gefaleycus , and then it will extend to 20 Years. His Wife Crotilda dy’d in her return to 
France. In the 51b Year of his Reign, was held the fecond Council of, Toledo. Mont anus. Second 
Archbifliop of 7 We^, Prefided in this Council, of whom, St. Ildefonfus writes. That being of 
accufed of Incontinency, to clear his Innocency, he held burning Coals of Fire in his Bo- 
fome all the time of Mafs, and yet neither his Linen nor Flefh were damaged thereby, tho’ 
they were taken out afterwards light as they were put in.

being blefied by a Prieft after Mafs 3 if the Party accufed, handled the one, or drank the p- 
ther, and efcaped unhurt, he was acquited. This Cuftom was ufed in many places, till 
Pope Honoritis III. forbid this way of Compurgation. About this time flouriihed in Spain 
four Bifhops famous for their Learning, thefe were Juftus Vrgelitanus, Juftinianus Valentinus, 

Nebridius Agath'enfis, and Elpidius befides thefe, Aprigius, Bilhop of Beja in Portugal , Re¬ 
nowned for his Commentaries upon the Revelation.

I Ngundvs , Daughter to Sigibert King of Lorrain, and Brunechilda his Queen, was Married to 
Ermenegildus in the Year 579. "She was Grandchild to Athanagildus , and Gofuinda bv . 
thefe means thofe two Royal Families were United, and Levuigildus thought thereby to fecure 
the Kingdom to his Pofterity. Ingundvs came out of France with a great Retinue. Her 1 r 
Grandmother Gofuinda for fome time ufed.her with all poffible kindnefs, in hopes to prevail wife to 
with her to forfake the Catholick Religion, embrace the Sedt of Arr'rn , and be Rebaptiz’d.

This cruel ufage no way mov’d Ingundis to alter her refolution but on 
the contrary it is believ’d, that through her means ,Ermenegildus then began to think o’f becom¬ 
ing a Catholick. St. Leanderf Btfhop of Sevil, was very inftrumental in this good work for 
finding him well inclin’d, he inftrudted him in all matters of Faith. They had the better op¬ 
portunity to do this, becaufe Leuvigildus was gone to Toledo. Ringundvs the Daughter of 
Cbilperick King of France , and Fredegmda , was about this time contrafted to Recaredus • and 
vyas on her Way to Spain to her Husband. Being come as far as Touloufe. She receiv’d the 
news of her Father’s Death, foho was Murder’d by Candrictis his Conftable, and thereupon 
file fuddenly return’d home. Recaredus having loft this Match, afterwards Married the Lady 
Bada, whofe Country and Family are not known. Some fay • Ihe was of the nobleft Blood of Bads Wife 
tHe Goths, as being Daughter to JFontus Count of the Partimonii. Whilft Leuvigildus was to gome- 
buly making up thefe Matches, his Son Ermenegildus compleated the work of his Converfion 
This Princes Converfion was the Caufe of a tedious and bloody War, betwixt the Father and Err * enc - 
the Son. Gofuinda,who ought to have appeas’d her Husbands Paflion, and labour’d for an ac- $ 
commodatjon, being her felf naturally obftinate, and a Mother-in-law, blew the Coals, and Corfvert- 
ltir a up the King, who was fufficiently provok’d upon that fcore. Before they broke out ed. 
into open War, the Father indeavour’d, by fair means, to bring his Son to complyance and 
to tins purpofe, fent Embaffadors, and writ a Letter to him, the fubftance whereof was to 
this efFedf. ‘That he had rather have treated with him Face to Face than by Letter. That 
he had bred him with all the tendernefs of a Father, and when grown up made him his Com- 
pamon in the Throne. That if he defir’d more or refented his Brothers having a (hare in Meflages 
the Kingdom, he ought to have made his Complaint to him. That it was only Ambition betwixt 
which hiov d him to defpife his Father, and forfake the Religion of his AnceftorS. To the Father 
conclude,perfwades him to take wholfome advifce,and fubmit himfelf to hisFather from whom andSon “ 
fo doing, he might hope for Forgivenefs, or if he perfifted, expeft to find no Mercy Er¬ 
menegildus was much troubl’d at this Letter, but being refolv’d not to alter' his Opinion he 
anfwer d his Father, Acknowledging the Favours he had done him to be beyond his Merits 
protefting he defir’d nothirtg more earneftly than to appear grateful,, and'exprefs his utmoft 
duty to him as a Father y tuit withal Ihewing how his firft duty ought to be to God and his 
own Soul, in taking care of which he thought he had offended no body. He ends, praying to 
S •j W S d,rea hls Fatber for tbe common good of his Sor.s and People. The Kingdom was 
divided into two Faftions. The Catholicks, who were numerous, but not in Power, either 
openly, or underhand, favour’d Ermenegildus , the Arrians , who were more powerful fol- 
lowed Leuvigildus. Gregory of Tours fays, that Ermenegildus , when he was Confirm’d, and 
rcceiv d into the Church by the Arrians ,took the name of John. This feems to be contradicted 
by the Gold Com ftatnp’d in the heat of that War, as is fuppos’d, which on the one fide 
bears the Name and Effigies of Ermenegildus , and on the Reverie the Image of Victory, with 
this Infcription, Alan fly from the King.

Authors fay, Recaredus’<t\\c fecond time from Narbonne , made roads into the Coun¬ 
try of the Franks , an<! did great harm. Childebert who was moft expofed to the danger^ and 
concerned for the injuries done to his Sifter , and Brother-in-Law, the better to fecure 
his-revenge, invited Mauritius the Emperor (whofe offers before he had (lighted^ to joyn his 
Fbrces with him, in order to oppofe the Longobards, whq had pofleffed themlelves of Italy, 
and the (jotbs in Spain. This Alliance being concluded, he marched into lta]y with a great 
AriAy. The,‘Enemy at firft avoided coming to a Battle, whereupon the Franks growing Franks 
fecure and defpifing them, they fell upon them by furprize, and put their whole Army to ®. ver " 
the rout, with the greateft Slaughter that had been known of that Nation. This difafter 
doubtlefs made Childebert more complying wjth. the Goths, befides; that the Emperor being 7 
otherwife employed, affifted his Confederates, rather with his Name than Power, and In - 
degundis,tho caufe of this War,was now dead, feme fay in Africk, others in Sicily, for Authors 
do not agree about it,neither is it known what became of her Son. There is an Account that 
he was carryed td the Emperor, and is fuppofed to have, dyed foon after. Maximus fays . . 

the Mother dyed at Palermo} and the Son was long after her at Constantinople, Leuvtgildus 
defiring to extirpate the Catholick Religion in Spain , for that as h$ thought it had been the the catho- 
caufe of all paft misfortunes, banilhed all the beft and holyeft Men, as.thofe that fupported licks, 
and maintained it. Among the reft were Leander Bilhop of Sevil, and Fulgencius of EzJja, anA 
Maufoha of Merida. The King feized upon the Revenues of the Churches, abolilhed all the 
Ecclefiaftical Priviiedges, and put to Death many Men of note, feme on juft caufes, others 
upon falfe informations, and enriched the Crown with their Eftates. His chief aim was, fo to 
Weaken all other Families that none might afpire to tho Crown. Many not only of the Com¬ 
monalty, but even the Nobility Terrified with thefe proceedings, fubmitted’themfclves to 
tl)e Kihg’sWill, and embraced the Arian Herefie. Among othQvs^Vtncencius Bifliop of Zara- 
gdya,t\ivmngJrjan,by his ill Example drew many into the fame ruin .Severus Bifliop oi Malaga, 
and Licinianus oiCartbageria, his Contemporaries writ againft him. The Kingdom of the 
Goths, which by thefe pra&icesTeemed to increafe in Power, was. at the fame time Augmented 
by the additions of the Dominions of the Suevians in Spain, which hap’ned in this manner, smvuws 
King Eboricus, the $on of Myrus, was outed that Kingdom by Andeca, a Noble Man, who reduced 
was Marryed fe Sifegunda, Eboricus his Mother-in-Law.

The two Earls were overthrown in Battle by theporces of Rvcaredus^ and all the aarms 
they had done to the Catholicks reveng’d on them. This Revolt hap’ncd, and. was quell’d in 
Gallia Narbonetifis in the 10 tb Month of the King’s Reign, at fuch time,as he pubUcldy ab- n ecir dus 
iured the Avian Herefie, and embraced the Catholick Religion. To the Churches, he re- reftoren 
ftored all their Revenues and Pofleflions, Whereof they had been deprived by his.Farher, and the 
■Built, and Endow’d many Churches and Monafteries with Royal Magnificence. Many Sub- 
iedts he reftored to their Lands and Honours, of which, they had been ilripp d by his Fa- on9i 
ther, whofe Severity, he oot-did in Goodnefs. Thus the King was employed, and God 
pvofnered his Affairs. King Guntrandus had lent his General Defidcrtus with a great Army 
to revenge the harms done him by the Goths, on their Lands in France. Recaredus s ^Forces 
drew together, and gave them Battle near the City Carcajfome. At firit, the Goths were 
■ worftfed" and fled into that City, but rallying, and drdwing up there, they Sallied out a 
frefh upon' the Pranks, whopurfued in Diforder, with fuch refolution that^he Fortune of 
the Day Was changed, their Enemies totally Routed, and they obtained a comp eat Victory. « c ^ 
The General of the Franks was killed, and more of his Men remained in the Field dead, than FrMu 
efcaped. This was in the firft Year of the Reign of Recarcdus which was of Chrift 587. as 5 s 7 .

That is In the Name of the Lord , the Church of St. Mary, in the Catholick quarter , (or after .

The attempt was defperate, becaufe, Duke Claudius Governour of Lufitama, a Zealous (.a- 
thblick, refided there with a ftrong Garrifon. Whereupon, the Confpirators being fenfi¬ 
ble oftheir danger, refoived to kill Claudius , as well as faufona. Witemus a Noble 
Youth who was bred in the Houfe of Claudius, and came afterwards to be King of the Goths, 
was employ’d to put this in Execution. It was requifite to find fome good opportunity to 
perform this wicked Aft. In order to it, ■?««»<* defired to have a time and place ap¬ 
pointed, where he might vifit Maufona, who fusing the Arian, defired Claudtui to be 
prefent at their meeting, thinking his Power arid Authority might prevent any evildefign. 

This, the Confpirators thought a proper opportunity to execute their Defign in. The ap¬ 
pointed time being come, after the. firft Salutations, the Plotters made a fign to Wtencus, 
who flood behind Claudius : but notwithftanding, he endeavoured it, he could never draw 
his Sword. However, they were novways difmay’d, but refolved at a publick Procefllon 
that was to be made to the Church of St. Eulalia, in the Suburbs, to kill the Bifhop, and all 
that accompanied him. To this effeft , they hid a great number of Swords in certain 
Carts they brought in loaded with Corn. Providence prevented the Execution for Witen- 
cus altering his mind, difeovered the whole Contrivance. Claudius immediately fell upon 
Sunna and his Party, killed fuch as made refinance fecured the: reft, gave the King an ac¬ 
count of what he had done, and by his order, Banifhed the Offenders, and Confifcated all 
their Goods. Sunna, tho’ undeferving, having his choice given him, either to depart Spam, 
or abjure his Herefie • being obftinate, went over into Afrtck WttertcUs was Pardon d for CoilfpiraW 
difeovering.

new Levies made throughout his Kingdom, in order to go himfelf in Perfon againft the Ro¬ 
mans, who ftill held fome part of Spain about Cadiz., and along the Coaft of the Ocean in An- 
daluzda , and Portugal. Having entred that Country, he defeated the Enemy in two Battles n 
Jiook from them many Towns, and fcarce left the Romans a foot of Land ih all Spain. What throw of 
was moft commendable he made jife of his fuccefs with great Moderation, fetting at Liberty Homes. 
a great number of Captives takeii by his Soldiers, in refpeft that they-wefe Catholicks, and to 
take away all caufe of difeontent, paid their ranfomsto the Owners out of his own Coffers 
C*farius, a Patrician * who governed for the Emperor in Spain, moved by the goodnefs of Si¬ 
febutus , and defpairing of being able to withftand him, being fo far from relief, was willing 
to fet a Treaty of Peace on foot. A. fit opportunity offered it felf, for Cecilius Bifhop of 
Metenfa, being tfefirous of a more quiet Life, quitted his Bilhoprick, and retired to 'a Mo- 
naftery within the Precin&s of the Romans. The Kinjpted him to appear, and anfwer for . 
what he had done. Cafarius, tho’ fome Perfons oppofed it* caufed him to be delivered to ' 
the King by Ariftmundus, whom he fent as his Ambaflador with Orders, if he found a fit 
opportunity t> Treat of Peace, This Embafly was pleafing to Sifebutus, being himfelf inclinable Peace witli 
to an accommodation, and therefore he fent an Ambaflador of his own called Tbeodorick to Ca- the mens 
farius , who fent him with others to the Emperor Heraclius, to ratify the Conditions of the 
Treaty. The Etoperor gave-much credit to an-Aftrologer, who told him the Chriftian Em¬ 
pire would be in great danger fronj thecircumcifed People, which being meant bTthe cAfdors 
and Saracens fat mifapplyed to thejews,and therefore ufed all poflible Means to oppreifs them'. 

Now he eafily was prevailed upon to ratify the Peace the Ambafftdbr had concluded - only i n, 
eatneftly recommending it to the King Sifebutus, t^at he would Banifb the* Jews out of all n^hed. 
his Dominions, which was granted, *an<J fuch rigor was ufed towards them, that many againft 
their Wills were forced to be baptized, a thing forbid among Chriftians. Among the An¬ 
cient Laws of the Goths called Fuero jufgo, are. two to be feen, to this effeft, eftabliihed by 
Sifebutus in the 4th Year of his Reign. Hereupon a great. number of Jews went over into 
Erance, whence not long after they were alfo expelled together with the Native Jews, by T>a- 
gobert King of the Franks, at the requeft of the fame Empteror Heraclius. King Sifebutus ta¬ 
king* great Liberty in relation to the Ecclefiaftical affairs, depofed Eufebius , Bifhop of Barce¬ 
lona, and gave that See to another* as appears by his own Letters. The pretence for fo do¬ 
ing was, that certain A&ors had been permitted by the Bifhop to reprefent fome things re¬ 
lating to the fuperftltion of the Heathens, and offenfive to Chriftian Ears. By the King’s Or- Synod at 
der a Synod of 8 Bilhops was held at Sevil, in which the Se&of the Acephali, formerly cbn- Sevii ‘ 
demned in the Eaft, ana now brought into ^^m, by a Bifhop that came from Syria, whs 
Anathematized, and he obliged to abjure it. The King being thus employed, was fnatched V 
away by Death* in the Year of Grace 621 . having Reigned eight Years, fix Months, and fix- 62U 
teen Days. Several ftories have been fpread abroad relating to his Death. Some faid the sifebutus ,. 
Phyficians gave him a Purge, good as to its quality, but that .the quantity was too great i o- his Death.' 
thers that inftead of a Purge they poifoned him. It is C||Ctain, many falfhoods are always 
fpread abroad upon the death of Princes. His Funeral was performed with great Pomp, and 
many Tears, expreffing the great efteem he was held in by all Men. In the plain near Toledo 
upon theBanks of Tagus,bands anAncientChurch dedicated to S. Leocadia,vihich threatens ruin* 
and is generally fuppofed to have been built by Sifebutus. It is alfo attribuedto Sifebutus * 
that he extended the Dominiqn of the Gotfoj upon the Seas, .either to fecure their Conquefts 
oh the Land, or with a defign to extend then! into Africk. Some of *our HiftorianS Vvrite, 
that Mahomet the Founder of that wicked Seft, after he had fubdued part' of Afia, and Af- 
riek, caitte over into Spain, and fled from Cordova for fear of St. Iftdorus. But tms relation is 
wholly to be reje&ed as Fabulous, and not agreeing with Chronology and Foreign Hiftories. . 
To Sifebutus Tucceeded his Son Recaredus , too young to take upon himfo great a charge} Sned 
he Reigned but three Months, and then dyed, without leaving any Memory of what 3Months^

excufmg hijnfelf on accoqnt of his great Age, and begging they would hot lay f6 heavy l 
burden upon him. He perlifting firm in refufing, ah Officer of note, with his drawn Sword 
threatn’d to kill him, unlefs he accented of the Crbwn. Wamba fubmitted to thefe threats* 
but fo, that he fhould not be Anointed, as the Cuftom was, before he came to Toledo , re- 
ftr ving this honour for that City,and by that means gaining time,that thofe who were for him 
might alter their refolution, or at leaft fuch as oppos’d him be brought over, and io no dif- 
ftntion might enfue. He fet out for Toledo ,where he was Anointed on the 29 th ot September in 
the Church of St. Peter and Paul, near the Royal Palace. Iii ex])refs terms he fwore to ob- 
ferve the Laws of the Kingdom , and procure the wellfare of the People. Quirkrn Arch- 
bilhap of Toledo, SuccefTor to St. lldefonfus , perform’d the Ceremony. Julian Archbiffiop of 
Toledo writes, that when King Wamba was Crown’d , there rofe from his Head a Cloud in 
the form of a Pillar yatfd a Bee was alfo feen to Mount on high from his Head. It may be 
laid, that the People often fancy or imagine fuch things, but the Authority of the Author is 
X)f great force. All the Nobles did their Homage to the new King, and among them Aik/; 
a Kinfman , as forae imagine to the late Kings: but the name of Paul not ufed among the 
Goths, and his Difloyalty, make the Opinion of others more likely, who fay he was a Grecian. 

Wdthba was born in that part of Lufitania, formerly called Igeditania, where is now a Town 
known by the name of Idania la Piejit, or Old Idania •, and near it a Farm, with a Fountain, 
which retains the name of Wamba. The People of thofe parts are perfwaded, as having re¬ 
ceiv’d it from their Forefathers ■, that this fame Farm was part of Wamba 1 s Eftate, before he 
came to the Crown. 


CHAP. V. 

The War with the Rebels it’s Gallia Gothica. Paul Waniba^ General jofns with them « 
The KJng marches againft them, and reduces all the Country to his Obedience. 

% 

T H E beginning of Wamba's Reign was fall of Commotions and Troubles, the Subjects 
growing infolent, as believing him not well eftablifh’d in the Throne. The People of - 
Navarre, hieing of an unfetled temper* revolted.- Wamba raifed Men in Cantabria or Bifcpy, 1 
to be the nearer to opprefs thofe Rebels * when at the fame time news was brought him of 1 
more dangerous tumults in Gallia Gotbica. Many of that Country were dilfathfied at his be¬ 
ing Elected, and refus’d to acknowledge him as their King. They confpir’d together , and 
refolv’d to have recourfe to. Arms. Hilmick Earl of Nifmes in trance, was the firft that de- i 
clar’d himftlfy confiding in the great diftance he was at from the King, and his own extra- i 
ordinary Power* Gumildus, Biihop of Magalona , and an Abbot, whole name was Remigius, 1 
join’d with him. They labour’d to bring Aregius , Biihop of Nifmes, to their Party; but 
not being able to prevail, banilh’d him to the inward part of France , and fet the Abbot Remi¬ 
gius in his place. All things were carry’d on violently, and without regard to Equity or Jii- 
ftice; fo they call’d out of France to their affiftahee, the Jews, who had before been Banilb’d 
the Dominions of the Goths. Paul being a Man of great Wifdom and Experience, was ap¬ 
pointed General to quell this Rebellion; with fuch Forces as were thought fufficient to op- 
pofe the Revolters. All fell out contrary to expectation, for Paul being falfe in his heart' 
march’d flowly,and gave the Rebels time to grow ftrong; and at the fame time, he contriv’d 
how the chief of the Goths might fall off from the King. By the way he agreed with Ranbfitt - 
dus Duke of Tarragona , and Hildigifus Gar dingus , which was a dignity like to a Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant .of a County. Both of them were Men of note, and by their means he polfefs’d him- 
felf of Barcelona, Girona, and Pique, Cities in Catalonia. Theif Forces being thus increas’d 
they refolv’d to march into France, and join fftlpericus, not doubting they fhould be then in a 
condition to make head againlt the King. AtgebaudUs Archbilhop of Narbonne, thought to 
have kept the Rebels out of that City, but they were fo quick upon him-that he was forc’d to 
temporize, and feemingly join with them, rather through fear than affe&ion. Paul having 
enter’d the City; call’d together the Citizens and Souldiets* and after reproving the Arch¬ 
bilhop for having offer’d to keep him out; Condemn’d the Election Of Wamba as illegal, and 
advis’d to proceed’to a new one. Ramfindus^ with a load Voice, cry’d out, he knew none 
fo fit, and deferving to be a King, as Paul himfelf. This was only executing in public^ 
what they in private had before contriv’d. All that were of his Party being mix’d with the 
Croud* approv’d of what had been faid. With great Acclamations, whilft the wifer fort Were 
filent, not daring to gainfay. Thus Paul was declar’d King, and a Grown which King Reba- 
tedus had offer’d to St. Felix, put upon his Hedd. £0 far had the SpiKt of Rebellidn tfan- 1 
fported them, that they feiz’d not only the Riches of the publick, but laid their Sacrilegious 
bands upon the Trealures of the Church. Hilpttick Earl of Nifmes, the firft that rais’d this

The King who was no lefs merciful than 
brave, promifed a General Pardon to all, except the heads, of whom alone he ddigned to 
makoan example. But Argebaudus ftill preffing that there might be no exceptions, Wamba 
with an angry Countenance, bid him be fatisfyed with what was granted, and think all was 
favour that extended not to the Lives of the leaft Offenders. 




CHAP. VI. 

\Vamba returns into Spain.; Punifies the Heads of the Rebels. His fubltck Works.

t-r^H E King Marched to the City with the ftrength of his Army. At his Arttval ail that retaken 
• I held out before fnbmitted, and Paul delivered up the Theater, where were with him 
Gumildus the Biftiop, and other Heads of the Confpivators,who were all fecured,dnd Paul him- 
fclf led by the Hair of the Head,betwixt twoOfficers,to the King’s Prefence. All the Criminals 
caft themfelves a; theKing’s Feet,who giving Thanks to Almighty God^gave them their lives, 
vet fo that they ftiould remain in Guftody till he determined what (hould be done, with them. 

Some French and Saxons, that were found in the Town, part as Hoftages and others who 
came to fetW were well Treated and fent home. This was the end of thofe great Commo¬ 
tions which threatened deftruftion to the Dominions of the Goths, Many thought this a 
Judgment of God upon thofe People, for Robbing the Churches, and Wamba, after making 
a ftridt Search caufed all that could be found to be reftoted. He ordered the City Walls to 
be^epaS,'thedcad Bodies to be Bury’d, which took up three Days. Jhen the Rebels 
were brought into the King’s Prefence, and Sentence paffed upon them. After, the Ring had 

fechisFoot upon their Necks, and other Formalities, Pol and all his Adherents were Con¬ 
demned to Death, and toforfeit their Eftates, yet in cafe the King ihould Pardon their Lives, 
at leaft they flwuld have their Eyes put out. The Hair was a Mark.pf Nobility, therefore 
Wamba to be thought merciful,was content only to have their Heads Shorn. Now news was 
brought that Cbilperkk, ,the fecond King of France , drew near with his Army in Battalia. 

Wamba having taking theField,and waited four days,thought he had done enough,as unwilling 
to break intoflie Territories of France, and make himfelf the Aggrefibr, and therefore 
refolved to return into Spain. At the fame time he was informed, that Lupus,* French Gene- 
ral.wafted and deftroyed all the Country of BezJers. He moved towards him but the French¬ 
man thinking himfelf too weak to withftand . retired to the Neighbouring Mountains leav¬ 
ing all the Baggage,J>ehind, fo that it looked more like flight than a Retreat. With this and 
toother BobM got in Police, the King’s Army was enriched, and returned to Narbmne, 
whence the greateft part was difperfed into theNeighbounog Garrifons in France, Others at 
Canaba a Town in the Country of Narbonm,had leave given them to return home and enjoy 
the Fruits of their Labours. A great number ftayed with the £ing, who from thence returned 
into Spain,kt Toledo he was received in manner of aTriumph,as was dye for having performed 
fuch great Aft ions in only fix Months, which was the time fince he fet out from that City. int0i y^ ; 
The order of it was thus. In the firft place went the Rebels upon Camels their heads and 
beards Ihorn, barefooted,and ill Cloathed. Paul, in dention, had on his Head a Crown of 
black Leather. Then followed the Soldiers in their heft attire. Laft of all came the King, 
whofevenerableGray hairs, and the Memory of his exploits, added to the Mpjefty of his 
Countenance and Perfon. All the City went out to meet him, with loud Acclamations,wifti- 
mg him long Life and Profperity. To conclude, the Criminals were confined to perpetual

Only 17 Bilhops, and 1 o T oie.de 
Deputies aflifted at this Synod, and approv’d , and receiv’d the Council of Conftantinople, Many f 
Condemning, as that had done, the MonotMteland Apollinarians, who aferib'd to Ghrilk Jgg 
but one Will -, this Council they counted the 5th, and placed it next to that of Cbalcedon • ;or ;iail 1ts 
it was a common Error ihro’ Sptyn, Africk and lllyricum, not to admit of the 5th General chn; 
Council, held in the time of the Emperor Jtiftinian. Ervigius , notwithftanding all the Councils, 
means he had ufed to fecure himfelf, and pieafe the People, was much perplexed, fearing, mge* 
their Hatred did not abate, and might in time, light upon his Children. To prevent any 
fuch Difafter, he Marry’d his Daughter Cixilona , to a powerful* Man of Wamba s Family, aamimpie. 
called EgicajaMng him fwear he would Proteft and Deferid his Mother and Brothers-in-law. 

After this, having Repealed fome of Wamba\ Laws, too fevere for that corrupt Age, and 
particularly, that relating to Soldiers ; hedy’d at Toledo , upon Friday , the 15th of Novem¬ 
ber 687. having Reign’d 7 Years, and 25 Days. In this King’s Reign there hap’ned a great Fa- 687. 
mine in Spain , and the Bridge and Walls of Merida,. Were Repair’d with great 
Mflsninccncc ■ 

Ervigius the Day before hedy’d, nam’d his Son-in-law Egica. to fucceed him, and that sgit* a- 
the Nobility might without any fcruple, fwear Allegiance to fiim, heabfolv’d them fn.m pointed 
the Oath they had taken to him. The Ceremony of Anointing, was performed 9 Days at- * in 6. 
ter, at Toledo, in the Church of St. Peter and Paul. This King foonmade it appear that 
the memory of Injuries ismore-lafting than that of Benefits; for, at the very beginning of his 
Reign, in hatred to his Father-in-law, he put away his Wife Cixilona , notwithftanding, he, 
had by her a 9o«, tailed WitiM. Some are of Opinion, he did it by perfuafion of Wamba , 
who under the Cloak of Religion, concealed his hatred to Ervigius , to the end of his Life. 

Befides he puniihed fome of the Nobles, who had a hand in the Depofing of Watnbif. This 
is what fome blame in Egica ; for the reft, he was not inferior to the heft Kings in Juftice, 

Piety, Meeknefs and Prudence in Governing. He Convened the 15th Council of Toledo , -ax The i-jth 
Which, were prefent 66 Bilhops, who held their firft Selfion .on the 1 $th qf May, 688. One Council of 
of the principal Points decided in this Council, was, that the Oath Egica, and the Nobility “ 
had taken, to proteft the Widow and Children of Ervigius, did not extend to maintain ’em 
in the Pofielfionof what they had wrongfully taken from others. Here alfo, Julian, the 
Archbifliop, compofed a new Apology in Vindication of that fent by the laft Council to 
Pope Benedia • in which, he found fault, that they had faid, tl\e Will proceeded from the 
Will and the Wifdom from the Wifdom. Pope Benedia was dead, when this fecond Apo¬ 
logy came to Fome, and Sergius, his SuccelTor, approved and highly commended it. This 
Julian is reckohed m the number of Saints. The faults of his SuccelTor, made him the more 
admired . Sisbertus was the Man, who after prefuming to put on the Veftment which was 
brought to St. lldefonfus, from Heaven, ran from one Crimp to another, till he raifed a Re¬ 
bellion againft the King, and, as is believed, ftirred up Strangers to Invade the Country. 

Three Battles were fought with the Franks, in all which, the Goths were defeated; "yet we Got ^ s 
have no Particulars of any of thefe Aftions. • The King by his Prudence, quell d the Rebelli- thrice de- 
on in its firft rife.. Sisbertus, theCaufer of all thefe Mifchiefs, was firft Baniflied by the King, feated; 
afterwards,he wasDepofed andExcommunicated by the Bilhops, who to the number of 66,Ce- 
lebrated the t6th Council of Toledo,6^.Here was madea Confeflion of Faith,whichexpreiles, 
that in God.lheWiU proceeds from theWill,the Wifdom from theWifdom, the EITence from The 93 J *^ 
theEfience,and,that Chriftour Lord defeended into Hell.Such Jews as Ihouldfincerely embrace Coun ciio 7 
Chriftianity,were declared Noble,and free from all Taxes.

He left two Sons, whofe Names were 
JEba and Sifebutus. Some People favouring thefe two Youths, and others their Adverfary^ ' 
there arqfe great Contefts artd.Coftfufions,-which ended in a greater Deftruftion than could 
have been imagined. r 

Since the Divifion of th i Goths, about theft two Families, brought on their total Defolation, 
it will not be amifs to declare the Defcent of them both. Cbindafuintbus, by his WikRksbeA Origlual 
ga, left Recefuinthus, who fucceeded him,in the Crown, Theodofredus , Favila,and one Dangh^ °f r the d ]' 
ter, whofe Name is not known. Recefuinthus dy’d without Ifiue, therefore the Nobles ^ 
chofe Wamba to fucceed him. Chindafuinthus > s Daughter Was Marry’d to Jrdebaftus, who thC - 
tho*at 7 rfe-fe, for his Valour and Birth, merited the King’s Daughter, and had by her ErvU 
gins, he that was the Beginner of all thofe Calamities, Ufurping the Kingdom, and Depo- 
ling Wamba by wicked means; Ervigius by his* Wife Liubigotona, had a Daughter, called 
CixiUna, Marry’d to King Egica, a Kinfman of Wamba this Marriage being defigned to 
cut off all Animofities, by Uniting thefe two Houfes. Of this Marriage, were born Witiz.a 
that was King, Oppajs, Bilhop of Sevil, and a Daughter, as grave Authors fay, Marry’d to 
Count Julian. Witiza, as was faid^^above, had two Sons, ,Eba and Sifebutus. Theodofredus, 
the fecond Son of Cbindafuintbus, by his Wife Ricilona, a noble Lady, had Roderick, thePlague 
and Ruin of Spain. Favila, the third Son of Cbindafuintbus, had Pelayus, no way like 
his Coufin, for by his Valour, the Chriftians in Spain began to make Head, after they had 
been caft down, and opprefs’d thro’ the madnefs of Roderick. 

Spain being in this condition, Roderick excluding the Sons of Witiza, afeended the Throne „ \ .; 
of the Goths, by choice, as is believed, of the.Nobles. The Kingdom was full of Diltra&i- 
ons, by reafon Of the feveral Interefts, the People were grown Effeminate^ giving themfelves the 
up to Feafting, Drink, and Lewdnefs ^ the Military Difcipline was quite loft, and the King- Throne; 
dom of the Gotbt was now running headlong to Deftru&ion. The new King had good natu¬ 
ral Parts, and feenried to be well inclined. He-was hardy, refadute, bountiful,- and had ex¬ 
cellent ways of gaining of Men. Such Ji c was before his Acceffion to the Crown, but no 
fooner put into polieffionpf it, than He fullied all thefe Vertues, with no lefs Vices. Above 
all, he was implacable when offended, wholly given up to Luft, and had no Difcretion in his 
Undertakings -, and in finO,was more like toWitizA,thzo to his Father,or Grandfather. There 
are Pieces of Money of his to be feen, with his Name, and Effigies armed, and with a ftern 
Countenance, on the reverfe, thefe Words, Jgedttania Pius, a Motto he merited not^but 
was given to .Flatter him. King Roderick enlarged, and beautified the Palace built by his Fa- 
thernear Cordova, which the Moors afterwards, called Roderick’s Palace. He called home 
his Coufin Pelayus, and made him Captain of the Guards, the greateft Truft at Court. Wi- The fa- 
tiza'i Sons he treated fo ill, that they, for fear of worfe Corilequences, fled into that part of mous 
Barbary that was fubjeft to the Goths, called Mauritania Tingitana. At that time. Count Re- Count fa 
quila Governed that Province as Lieutenant, I believe to Count Julian , a Man infuch Power, wh ° 
that befides it, he had the Government of that part of Spain about the Streight of Gibraltar, w* y t e 0 1 
Whence, is a fliort cut into Africk. Befides all this, he held a great Eftate of his own, about the mors: 
Confuegrd, inferior to none in the Kingdom. Hence fprung all the Mifchiefs that enfued, for 
Witiza's Sons before they went over into Africk. had fowed the Seeds .of a . Rebellion, and 
were affifted by Oppas the Biffiop, who was of the Blood Royal, and very Powerful. Thefe 
Beginnings,which obght to have been fupprefied, were heightnedby another Accident. It 
was the Cuftom of Spain, for the Sons of the Nobility to be bred up at Court,and attend upon 
the King, and their Daughters upon the Queen/ Among the latter, was a Daughter of 
Count Julian, c^Xed Cava, of fingular Beauty. As Ihe played with her Equals, it fell out 
file difeovered fome part of her Body, which the King from a Window perceiving, was fo 
taken with her, he could think of nothing elft. The continual fight of her, blew the Coals, 
and having ufed all poffible means to gain her Confent, without any fuccefs, atlaft he Ra- , .. 
vilhed her ; and by that Aft, call himfelf, and his Kingdom, headlong into Deftruftion, as £ av [(h es 
a diffolute Man, and one wholly abandoned by God. Count Julian was at that time io Africk, count 
his Daughter in a Rage, wrote to him,'lamenting her Misfortune, and ftirring him up to faim\ • 
Revenge. The Count having received this News, refolved to haften the Execution of the Daughter* 
Treafon he had till then been hatching. .Therefore putting an end to his. Affairs in Jfrisk, • 
he came over into Spain, being well skill’d,in the Art of Difiimulation. Being come tO Court, 
both in regard of his good Service, and for the fake of his Daughter, he was highly Ho¬ 
nour’d and Intrufted. The better to Carry on his Defign, he perfuaded the King, fince Spain 
was at Peace, to fend all the Forces he hid towards the Frontiers, to oppofe the Moors and 
French, who committed fome Hoftilities on the Borders, by this means to leave the King¬ 
dom naked and defencelefs, • This dqne, he gave the King to underftand, that his Wife be¬ 
ing Sick in Africk, nothing could be fo great a Comfort to her as the fight of her dear Daugh¬ 
ter. The requeft was fo reafonable, and he urged it fo, that the King could not deny it.

737. Pelayus the firft King of Spain after its Defolation, being of a great Age, and renown and ytjrich 
ed for his Exploits, departed this Life at Congas. His Body was Buryed in the Church of JW 111 * 
Saint Eulalia Ptlanienfis, which he himfelf had founded in the Country of Catigas. There al- 
fo his Wife, Queen Gaadiofa was interred. His Son Favila, by Confent of all the People jtaMfuc- 
fucceeded him, and Reigned two Years, being more famed for his Unfortunate Death, ceeds him. 
and diflolute Life, than for any good Aftions he performed. For notwithftanding,the mighty 
War he had in hand, and that hU Kingdom was ftill tottering, as fubfifting rather by thfe 
Confofion of the times, than the ftrength of the Chriftians,yet he apply’d himfelf, not to 
the cares of the Government, but was wholly devoted to his Pleafures, negledting the Pub- 
lick good. Particularly he was addi&ed to Hunting, and at this Sport purfuing a Bear, was Iskilledby 
killed by it 1 inglorious both in his Life and Death.' His Body was interred, in the Church a Bear, 
of theHoly Crofs, built by himfelf in the Territory of Cangas,m which formerly was to be feen 
the Tomb of his Wife Froleud. About this time one Julian a Grecian and Deacon, Learned in 
the Greek and Latin Tongues,wrotc the Antiquities of Spain , and A&iOns of Pelayus at Toledo.

Maroan, though of the fame Family of the Humeyas , flew Ibrahim, and Ufurp’d the 
Crown. Abdalla, a wife and refolute Man, of the Family ofthe Alavecines, defeended from 
Fatima, kill’d Maroan, and ftep'd into the Throne, the better to fecure himfelf in which 
he indeavour’d to extirpate the whole Race of the Humeyat. Abderbaman,viho was of that Fa¬ 
mily, for his own Safety, was forc’d to fly into Spain 3 where the Moors being all well affix¬ 
ed to the Benhumeyws, with their afliftance, he erefted a new Kingdom , independent of the 
M iramamolins of Africk, or Caliphs of Afia. He chofe the City Cordova for the Metropolis 
of his new acquir’d Dominion, as will further appear hereafter. 


GHAP. IV. 

The Re/giy of the KJngs, Froy la, Aurelius, Silon, Alonfo, Mauregatus, and Ve- 
remundus, qr Bermudo. Monarchy of the Moors, eretfed in Spain, by Abderrlha- 
man, his Death , and Wars among his Sons. 

U Pon the Death of King Alonfo,. his Eldeft Sort, called Froyla, Or Frttela, fucceeded in the 
Throne of the Chriftians in Spain± in the Year of Grace 757. He Reigned eleven 
Years, and three Months, his Government was a mixture of Good and Evil, being ofa harfh 
Temper, rather inclined to Cruelty than Mercy. Some A&ions of a good Prince he did, 
for he Built the City Oviedo in Afturias, and made it a Bifhoprick. Befides, he forbid Priefts 
Marrying, a Cuftyn introduced by Witizjt, and confirmed by the Example of the Greeks 
which in the Opinion of the Wifer fort, had provoked God’s Wrath, and brought fo many 
misfortunes upon Spain. This Aftion,as it gained hilh the Efteem ofthe better fort.fo it drew 
on him the hatred of theCommqnalty and Priefts,by which his Memory was ftained more than 
he deferved. Belides, his other good qualities, he follow’d the Example of his Father, in ma¬ 
king war Upon the Moors, and in the fecond Year of his Reign overthrew Ju'aepb , who then 
governed Spain for the Infidels, and had entred Galicia, killing 54000 of his Men. This 54000.In- 
lofs was the ruin 6f Juzepb, who for the fpace of four Years had oppofed Abderhaman , and " d . ds 
now being.opprefled by the Humeyas, he fled from Cordova , but was taken by his Enemies flain ’ 
at Granada, and making his efcape thence to Toledo, was there killed by his own People. 

From this time, which was the Year of our Lord 759. and according to the account of the 759* 
Arabs, tip, all the Moors in Spain were again United under one Head. Abderhaman Abenbu- Abderh f 
meya, who after took the Sirname of Adabil, founded a new Kingdom of his own Nation, S abro- 
independent of the Moors in- Africk or Afia, as has been hinted before. Only the City Valencia lut eMorijh 
held outfome time,but after a longSiege was forced td fubmit and joyn with the reft. Such was King in 
the hatred this Prince bore the Chriftian Religion,that the Chriftians qf that City were forced s t ahu 
to depart thence,and fetled in the fartheft part of L«yJw«fa,about Promontorium Sacrum, carry¬ 
ing with them the Body of St. Vencent, from which that Cape now takes its Name -. A Moor 
of>,fpme time .after,Hunting about that place, daughter «1 thefe People, and carryed over 
their Children into Africi,< from whom the place was afterwards known, where the Holy 
Body had been b.uryed. Abderhaman, proud with his great Succefs, made War upon Galicia , 
and at the fame time befieged Beja in Portugal 3 but was repulfed in both places,by the Valour 
of King Fruela, who with the fame Felicity, not only defended his Dominions againft the 
Infidels, but fubdued his Rebellious Subjects of Galicia and Jsiavarre , in the Year of our Lord

Hereupon, KingAbderhaman, many Chriftians Tiding with him in Condemning* their Bre¬ 
thren, as was done by a Synod of Bifhops that' met at Cordova, put to Death, during the • 
fpace of 10 Years, great numbers of Chriftians , who are reckoned as Martyrs, for that their* 
great eft Crime, was the Profeffion of the true Faith, and their Perfev’erance in the fame. 

In the Year 852. dy’d King Abderbaman. The Chriftians fa id, It was a juft Judgment of 852. 
God for the Blood he had fpilt, and it was the mom likely, becaufe befell down, and dyM Abde / bi ° 
fuddenly, without fpeaking one word, as he flood looking upon the Bodies of the Martyrs Death, 
that hung rotting on Gibbets. This hap’ned the beginning of the Year of his Reign. 

He left 44 Sons, and 41 Daughters, In his time the Streets of Cordova were Paved, and 
Water brought to the City from the Mountains in Leaden Pipes. By him it was firft Efta- 
blifhed as Law, that the Sons fhould inherit, without any regard of the other Kindred, 
which was not till then, punctually obferved. In purfuance of this Law, his Son M dhomet 
fucceeded him, and Reign’d 3$ Years and an half* In the firft Year of his Rfeign, he Banifh* 
ed all the Chriftians from Court, and not fo fatisfied , the fecond Yeav raged againft 
their Lives, which he continued to the end of the 10 Years above-mentioned. 1 . 

After the Solemnity of the Interment of D, Ramiro the late King, his Son D. Ordorn en- ^onm's 
tered upon the Government. He was Mild, Affable and Modeft, which gain’d him the AT- Reign, 
fedions of all Men •, but being very Zealous for Juftice, fome ill-defigning Men made of this 
Vertue, a Bait to draw him into fome Mifcarriages. Four Slaves belonging to the Church of 
Compoftclla , accufed their Bifhop Athaulphus , of a grievous Sin the Hiftory of Compojiella 
fays, it was Sodomy. Being fent for to Court to anfwer for himlelf, he firft faid Mafs, and 
went tq the King in his Pontifical Robes. At which inftead ot being appealed,the King was Miracu . 
fo incenfed, that he cauffed a.wild Bull, anger’d by the Dogs, to, be let lofe at him. The loisTryai 
Bifhop making the fign of the Crofs, the Bull came tamely, and fuffered him to lay hold of ofaBi- 
his Horns, which dropt off into his Hands. At this light, the King and Nobles were fo a- 0»op. 
ftonifhed, that they fell down at his Feet, begging Pardon for the wrong they had done him, 
which he moft readily granted. Some write, he Excommunicated his Accufers^ arid retired 
to Afiurids, where he led a moft holy Life, having refigned his Bifhoprick. The Horns 
hung for. many Years on the roof of the Church of Oviedo , as a Memorial of this Miracle.

In the fecond Year of this King’s Reign, one Dlvl C ,01t 
Muza, of the Blood of the Goths , but by Profeffion a Moor , well skilled in W arlike Affairs, thT" 8 
ftirred up againft hinifelf the Arms of both Chriftians and Infidels, for he openly Rebelled a- infidels, 
gainft the King of Cordova , and with incredible Celeritj^pofTeired himfelf of Toledo , Zarago- 
ca, Huefca, Valencia , and T %delct. Then . he over-rail the Frontiers of Trance, where he 
took two Generals that offered to oppofe him. This {truck fuch a terror in that Country, 
that the King of France , Charles the Bald, thought fit to gain his Friendlhip with Prefents. 

Proud with Succeifs, he turns his *Force againft J£ing Ordorn , with whom, and the King of 
Cordova , he called himfelf the third King of Spain. Breaking into the Terri tot J of fyoja, 
he took Alvelda , and'Fortify’d it. King Alonfo 7 s Chronicle fays, he built and called it Al- 
bayda. D. Ordorn gathering his Forces, left a part before that Town, and with the reft 
marched towards the Enemy, who, he was informed, lay upon Mount Laturfus. At the 
firft fight the two Armies Encountred, calling their Darts and Javelins, and that done, fell 
to their Swords. The Chriftians fought refolutely for their Country and Religion> and Great 
tho\the Battle was obftiriately maintained, they remained Victorious, killing 10006 of the^ V c rc j, rov j 
Enemies* among them many of note, and particularly, one Garcia, Son-in-law to the Ty*t>fthe 
rant. Muza efoaped with difficulty, being much wounded, whereof, I fuppofe, he after- floors. 
wards dy’d. All the Camp of the Mo»rs, with a rich Booty, fell into the hands of the Chri¬ 
ftians. At the fame time, Mahomet , King of C'ordova, was making Preparations againft the. 
common Enemy, and refolved firft to attack Toledo, as being the firft that had Revolted,and 
might be a means to reduce the reft. Lupus, the Son of Mm*.*, held that City for his Fa¬ 
ther, and underftanding the Defeat of his Army, to prevent farther mifehief, entred into a 
League with King Ordorn, to the end to be fupported by his Forces. The King feat him a 
number of Soldiers of Navarre and AJturias, under the command of his Brother f>. <>arfia. 

Mahomet not relying oft open Force, had recourfe to Stratagem. He lay Encamp’d near the 
City, and therefore lays an Ambufh at Guadacelete , a Brook near ViUaminaya. This, done, 
he in Perfon, with a fmall Party, came up to view the City. The Befieged feeing that finall 
number, ruined out as if they went to a certain Booty, not to Fight 3 and fowereeafily 
drawn into the Ambufh, where being charged in Front and Rear, many of them Were loft, ■'.

For good Inclinations, he was inferior to none of his Predcceflbrs; of 
Body bill, hi Countenance pleating, very Affable Merciful, Valourous and Meet In 
Warlike Exploits, he was Singular, and very Liberal to the Poor, {pending upon.them nbt 
onW what h?s Father left him,.but what he got himfelf. He was Zealous of Religion, and 
beautified Churches, but particularly, that of St.. James thelApoftte, which had only Mud 
Walls 'he built from the Ground of Free-ftone, with Marble Pillars, a tfnag in thofe day 
wonderful, as well for the want of curious .Workmen as of Money.

Eylon. a Kinfman of Zenon, governed Alava for the 
King y He relying upon theConfufion of the tiroes, or the Aififtance of Zenon, Rev °l te ^' 
gainft his Mafter, who came in Perfon from Leon, to appeafe thofe Commotions, which he 
did without Bloodfhed, took Eylon , and kept him Prifoner at Oviedoas Jong as he lived. 
Not long after, he overthrew, and took Zenon alfo,and put himmto the feme Prifon. T 
Zenon, is faid to have left two Daughters, one called Toda, was Wife to Tmgo Anjta , Kin| 
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of Navarre, the other Married Zuria, who was afterwards Lord of Bifcay^ from whom, 
fortie will have it, the following Lords of that Country defeended till it was Incorporate 
in the Crown of Caflile. The Punilhment of thefe two, was an Example to terrifie others 
from attempting the like. After this, Alava was given to a Nobleman, called Count Vigi- 
la, or Mela. The Lordlhip of Caftile was in the Poffeflion of the Count D. James PorceUos ; 
all this was in the firlt Year of the Reign of D. Alonfo. The following Year began ihore hot, 
for Iritmdarus and Alcdma, Moorifh Generals, fate down before Leon, but the King obliged 
them to raife the Siege, with great (laughter of their Men. To ftrengthen himfelf the more 
againft the Infidels, he made a League with the trench and Navarrois, and the more to bind 
this Alliance, Married a Lady of the Blood Royal of France, called then, Amelina, after¬ 
wards Da. Ximena. By her he had D. Gar fid, D. Ordono, and D. Fruela , all three fuccef- A Rebel ; 
lively Kings, and D. Gonpalo, Archdeacon of Oviedo. The Broils among the Moors offered Hon a- 
the Chriftians a fair opportunity of carrying op Come Entcrprize. The People of Toledo mong th* 
provoked by the Cruelty of the Kings of Cordova, and relying on the ftvength of their City, Moors. 
Rebelled, and chofe Mahomet Avenlope for their King j but were foon fubdued, and Aven- 
lopt, with his Brothers, fled to the Prote&ion of King Alonfo, who received and entertained' 
them favourably; believing they might be ufeful to him’in his Wars againft the Moors. Soon 
after, taking thefe along, and aided by French, Navarrois and Bifcainers, he entred theCoun- 
try of the Moors, Plundering arid deftroying all he met, and without doing any thing more 
confiderable, difmiffed his Army, rich with the Booty they had taken. In the following 
Year, which was 874 the People of Toledo, as is fuppofed, to oblige their King, made an 8 . 
Inroad into the Lands of the Chriftians, as far as the River Duero but the King unexpected- Great 
ly coming upon them, near a Town called Pulviraria, upon the River Vrbicus, now Orbigo , flaughter 
killed 12000 of them, and foon after, deftroyed an Army that followed the others from 
Cordova , in fuch manner, that only 10 of them were found alive among the Dead. Almu- de s * 
dar. Son of the King of Cordova, followed with the main Body of the Moorifh Forces, but 
underftanding the great flaughter of his People, durft not advance to Sublancia, where the 
King was, and therefore marched back again by Night. A Treaty was now fet on foot, by 
means of Abubalit, who had been taken in Galicia, and was well affe&ed towards the Chrifti- AXruce 
ans, the conclufion was a Truce for three Years. This time being expired, the King broke for j 
into the Country of the Moors, and paffing the River fagus, advanced as far as Merida, and Years, 
ihence returned loaden with Spoils, having met no oppofition. Bernard del Carpio, is 
feid to have had a great (hare in all thefe A&ions, and that as a Reward of his Services, he 
begged his Father’s liberty, which the King refufing, he rofe in Rebellion, and built the Ca- 
ftle of Carpio, from which, he took Name. Befides, tlie Moors at his Inftigation, infefted 
the Lands of the Chriftians. After this, he delivered up his Caftle upon Condition his 
Father lhould be releafed * but the King not performing, he fled to France and Navarre, and 
there dy’d in Banifliment. All thefe TranfaSions have no good Authority to back them ,, and have 
much of Romance in them, therefore it is better be fuccintt in Relations of that nature. D. Fruela A coh- 
the King’s Brother, on what account, is not known, confpired to kill him, but being difeo-. fpiracy . 
vered, was Condemned to lofe both his Eyes, and live in perpetual Imprifonment, the fame deteftedj 
punilhment Was inflicted on D. Nuno, D. Bermudo , and D. Odoario, all his Brothers, for at } ( J P u * 
confpiring with D. Fruela. This punilhment being thought too Cruel, caufed fome new mlftecl ’ 
Broils. For D. Bermudo efcaping out of Prifon, took Aftorga, and Fortified ir, then coming 
to a Battle with the King, was overthrown, and fled to the Moors. This moved the King 
to make the greater havock on the Lands of the Infidels, particularly, he fo harraffed the 
Country of Toledo, that fome Years after, they were forced with great Sums of Money to 
purchafe a Truce for three Years, to the great Honour of the Chriftians, and Difgrace of 
the* Moors. 

About this time dy’d Atbaulfus Bilhop of Compoftella and Sifenqndus, a Perfon of great Piety X he 
and Learning, fucceeded him. In his time the Church of St. James was made an Archiepi- Church of 
fcopal See -, and the feid Church then newly finifli’d, Confecrated by certain Bilhops that held s - 3 ams 
a Synod there. It was not lawful, without the confent of the Pope , to call a Council of 
. Bilhops, therefore Several and Defiderius, were fent Embaffadors to Rome , and obtain’d the f copa i See, 
confent of Pope John the Eighth, and his Bull, Conftituting the Church of Oviedo a Metro¬ 
politan See. Together with the Kings Embaffadors the Pope fent one called Reginald. There 
met at Compoftella i4Bifliops, who Confecrated the Church of St. fames the Apoftlewith 
great Solemnity, on the 7 th of Miy in the Year 87 6, Eleven Months after this the fame Bi- 8?6> 

(hops,by theKing’s Command,met at Oviedo ,and decreed in purfuance o( the Pope’sOrder,that 
that See for the future lhould be Archiepifcopal, and Ermenegildus was chofen for that 
dignity. . 

For fome Years the Moors were quiet, and nothing hapned worthy of memory. Only in 881. 
the Year 881. there were Earthquakes throughout all Spitin, which deftroy’d many Buildings. Great 
King .Mahomet being at his Devotimg, a flalh of Lightning kill’d two that flood next to him 
in the Mofque, ( to the great terror «Ethe reft. The Year following Abdalla the Son of Lope, q 
forgetting the favours .he had receiv’d from the King of Leon , and envying his Uncles, in 
Whom the faid King repos’d fo much Confidence, that he entrufted them to breed his Son D.

To return to the King, the Fortune of War, feemed wholly 
changed after the Battle of Junqucra. Neverthelefs the two Kings of Leon and Navarre, 
ipade an incurfion into the Country of the Moors, and wafted the Territory of Rioja, after 
Which D. Qrdoho returned to Zamora. In the midft of this joy dy’d the Queen M unina El¬ 
vira, a Lady of great worth, and left thefe Sons, D. Sancho, D. Alonfo , D. Ramiro , and D. 

Gracia, and one Daughter D. Ximena. After her Death, the King Marryed the Lady An- 
gpnta, a Woman of high Birth in Galicia , and in a little time put her away wrongfully, as 
appeared afterwards! Inftead of her, he took Santiva Daughter of D. Garci lhiguez King of 
Navarre, with the confent of King Sancho her Brother. The two Kings joyning their Forces,

After his Death, 
Ludovicuf Pi'us bellowed that Earldom On Wifridus, for it was not Hereditary, but the free 
Gift of the Emperor, during pleafure. Garcia Auaar, Soh oi Ximeno Amar, was now Earl 
of An agon-. At the fame time, D .Sancho Garcia infefted the People of Navarre beyond the 
Pyrenean Hills, that were fubjeft to the French, and never defifted till they fwore to maintain 
perpetual Amity, with the Kings of Sobrarve, This King is faid to have been fl^in in the 
Wav againft that Muz^a, who, as was faid, Rebelled againft the King of Cordova, that is a.- 
bout the Year 853. Next to this King, a certain Author, names Xitneno 'Garcia, no other 
t^lftov.y makes mention of him •, but here the Royal Line expired, whereupon, thefe enfued 
an Interregnum for four Years. During which time, the Hiftorians of, Navarre fay, they; 
Confuted the Pope, the French, andth^Lombards, by whofe advice, they. took the beft of

7 euda , the Daughter of Zenon, Lord 
of Bifcay, and had .only one Son, (not known by which of the two) called 
Garci luiguez, who .inherited the Kingdom. The Monaftery of S. Salvador de Leite 
feated amo'hg the Pyrenean Mountains, and remarkable for the beauty of its Structure, and 
gieatnefsof Revenue, is fuppofed to have been Founded by King Arifta. This Princeex- 
tended the Bounds of his Kingdom, adding to what he had before, the Plains of^ Navarret, 
whereas the former Kings had contented themfelves to live within the Mountains! Pamplo¬ 
na and Al0va, fallen again into the.hands of the Moor*, were by him recovered; whereupon, 
he ftiled himfelf King of Pamplona, as appears by Grants of thofe Kings.

Arifta dfd, the moft probable Opinion.is, it was about the Year 888. Garci Ximenes , his 
Son, fucceeded him at the age of i 7 , but was not inferior , either for warlike Exploits, or ■ 
civil Government to any ofhis^^ Predeceffors. For being come to riper Years, he gained 
much Reputation by many Vi&ories he obtained, too tediou? to. be here inferted. His 
Wife’s name was D*. Vrrapa, Sifter to Fortun.Ximenez^ Earl of Aragbn, or as fome will have 
it, his Kinfwoman, Grandchild of Galindo, and Daughter of Endregotus, frjom whom, his 
Uncle Ximeno Garcia Ufurped the Earldom of Aragon. This King had two Sons For tun and 
Sancho Abarca, and a Daughter called San&iva, Married to D. Or dom. King of Lem, when 
he was Old, and hid had two Wives, as has been faid before. He was killed by the Moors, 
in a Battle he fought with them in the Valley of Ayuar, the Archbifhop D. Roderick calls it 
Larumbe, for he often niade Inroads into the Country of the Moor*, being deOrous to enlarge 
his Kingdom, and Extirpate all the Race of the Moor* in Spain. His Death was in the Year 
905. as appears by the Chronicon Alveldehfe. His two Sons fucceeded him, .firft Fortun, and 
then Sancho, in whofe time, as is before related; the Chriftians loft the great Battle of Jun- 
qtiera The Monaftery of 9 .

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Affairs. Nuno Rafax'a, being a Perfon of known Pirudencc and Experience, was to take care * 
of the Civil Government, and Admiftration of Juftice, Which he commonly performed at 
Burgos, and fometimes in other parts of the Province. Two Leagues from Medina de Pomar, 
is a Town called Bijudico, and in it an ancient Judgment Seat, on which, the People there 
have a Tradition theie two Judges ufed to fit and hear Caufes.

Records of Antiquity. This appears plainly throughout all Ages, but particularly in this we 
now write of. They fay that King Garci Ivigulz., being Haiti in a Battle by the Moors, his concern. 
Wife Da. Vrraca, then great with Child, was alfo killed^ that D. Sancho de Guevara, palling ing them, 
by where fhe lay, faw the Child put out its Arm at one of the Wounds, the Mother had re¬ 
ceived, and therefore ripping her open, took out the Infant, and bred him privately, till he 
came to Age.. That after, an Interregnum of 19 Years, this Child was brought to the Parlia¬ 
ment, and being there made known, was Proclaimed King.- It is needlefs to Ihow how in¬ 
congruous and ridiculous the ftory is, the weaknefs of the fidtion is too obvious. The Re¬ 
cords of the Monaftery of S. Salvador de Leyte, tell us, that Fortun the elder Brother of D.

Befides he palled the Pyrenean Mountains, and fubdued that of part Navarre 
lying on the other fide thofe Hills. Whilft he was bufie in this War, the Moors thinking he 
could not paE the Mounts in Winter, laid Siege to Pamplona. D. Sancho having notice of it. King 5^- 
furnilhed all his Army with Buskins, to endure the cold, and this is the true reafon he was ebo Abmn 
called Abafca, fignifying a Buskin. It was eafie for him that had Conquered Nature, to over- wl W fo 
icome his Enemies, they were Forced to raife their Siege. Much mention is made in thefe called * 
Wat s, of one Centullo, an Officer of*great Courage and Conduft. D. Sancho by thefe actions 
* had gained Immortal Glory, but he call a bleniifil upon it, by making War againft Caftile, 
which befides, thedifgrace turned to his lofs, as*will appear hereafter.

D . Alonfo the Fourth, called' the Monk, by the Death of D. Fruela, recovered the ^°. the 

. Kingdom, which had been wrongfully taken from him,in theYear 924. John Arch- K V * of 
bilhop of Toledo dying, the Moors would not fuffer any to be chofen in his place, therefore Lt0 * 
the Clergy to prevent all difputes, gave' the Supreme Authority to the Curate of St. Juft a, 924. 
and obeyed liihi dS Bilhop, which Cuftom was obferv’d till Toledo was regained by the Chri- Fernan 
ftians. At this fame time the Fame of Fernan Go&alez Eartof Caftile, fpread through all 
Spain. Whether he had the Titreof Earl from theKing of Leon, or took it by confent of the Ca ^ il6r 
People is not known. The Virtue,} that made him Famous, were Juftice, Meeknefs, Zeal of 
Religion, and his great Experience in Warlike Affairs. By which means; lie not only De-; 
fended his own Territories; but reduced thofe of the Kingdom of Leon, to the farther fide 
of the*River Pifuerga. From the Moors he took feveral Towns, and curbed, the infolency 
of the Navarrois killing their King D.. Sancho Abarca. The People of Navarre did much 
harm on the Frontlets of Caftile , and not content with that, affronted the Etnbaffadors; fent 
to demand.fatisfaftion, fothe matter came to lie decided by Arms. The Earl broke into the 
Country of Navarre, driving all before him, the Enemies Army met him near a Towri 
called GoUanda.

By reafonof the Young Princes infan¬ 
cy, the Government was long in the hands of his phkle jeniofredus, Earl of Vrgel, which was 
a ftep for his Heirs to poffeft themfelves of that Principality.Whilft this Seniofredus governed, 
a Synod of Bilhpps was held at a Tdwn called Fuentecubierta i{l the Territory of Narbonne. 
SeniofredusJEoxl of Barcelona,dying without lffue, php’ Marryed to Mary ,the Daughter of King 
Sancho Abarca, 5 oreWo,Earl of Vrgel, Son to the other Seniofredul, by Force poffelled himfelf 
pf the Principality of Barcelona, for he could Have no right to exclude Oliva , Brother to the 
deceafed. King Ramiro growing Ancient, began to give his Mind toPeaee, and apply him¬ 
felf to Religious Exercifes, therefore with the fpoils 01 the Moorj, he Built a Monaftery for 
Nuns at Leon, ofthe invocation of S. Saviour, where he caufed nis Daughter Da. Elvira to 
take the Habit. 1 Befides this, he Built Four other Convents, and when he was bufied about 
thefe Affairs, Civil broils obliged him again to unjheath the Sword. Fernan Gonpalez, and 
James Nunez, two Men of Note, Rebelled, and finding themfelves too weak, called th e t Moors v 
and their General Accipba to their Aid. Firft they deftroyed the Territory of Salamanca, 
upon the River Tormes, then the Country of Aamya, and part of AJlftrias were wafted. 
D. Ramiro drove the Moori out of all the Country, took the Promoters of this Sedition, yet 
foon after fet them at Liberty, only upon taking the Oath of Allegiance over again, a great 
Demonftration of the King’s Mercy. Fernan Gonzalez , Earl .of Cafiile, by his Wife Da. Vr¬ 
raca, had a Daughterof the fame Name, whom he Marryed to D. Ordoito, Son to the King 
of Leon. After this the King, tho’ Aged, being an Enemy to Idlenefs, made another incur- 
fion into tjje Enemies Country, as far as Talavera in the Kingdom of Toledo , and overthrew- 
an Army of Moors .that came to oppofe him, killing 12000. and taking 7000 Prifoners. 
This Viftory fupported his Reputation, which often decays as Kings grow Old. Beihg re¬ 
turned home, he dirmifled his Army, loaded with the fpoils of the Enemy, arid went himfelf 
in Pilgrimage to Ovieig, to vifit the many Bodies of Saints, that were there, and give 
Thanks to Almighty God for fb many BlelGngs. At Oviedo, which is an unhealthy place, he 
fell Sick, yet returned to Leor\, and there refigned up the Crown to his Son. Then having 
received the Sacraments of Penance, and the Holy Eucharift, at the hands of the Bifhops, and 
Abbots there prefent, he dyed in the Year of our Lord 950. on the 5 th Day of January, and 
was Buried in the Monaftery of S. Saviour, which himfelf had Built. This Year was very 
remarkable, for the many Towns that in it were either Built or Repaired, which were Ofma, 
Roa, Riapa, and Clunia among the Arebaci, now called Coruna. Fernan Gonzalez,Earl of Ca- 
ftile, much about this time, alfo Built Sepulveda in a place naturally ltrong, and by his Valour 
the Chriftian caufe was not only kept from’decaying, but was daily advanced, and increafed 
in honour. *, 
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CHAP. IY . 

'The Reigns of D . Ordonno the Third , D. Sancho the Grofs , Kjngs of Leon, 
and of Garci Sanchez, Kjng of Navarre, and aftions of Fernan Gonzalez, Earl 
of Caftile. ; ■ . 

B Y the Death of D. Ramtro, his Sob D. brdono inherited the C?rown of Lebn. He wris a H^Th rd 
Man of great Courage, expert in Warlike affairs, and had Prudence to govern, but the inherits* 
fhqrtnefs of his Reign which laft fiut ^ Years,and 7 Months, gave him not time to Exercife his theCrown 
many Virtues. At Jhis firft Acceflion to the Crown, D. Sancho his Brother ftirred up D.Garci of Leon. 
Sanchez his Unkle King of Navarre , and the Earl Fernan Gonzalez againft him. The Forces of 
both thofe Nations, at .once entred ttye Territories of Leon, and the Aing being'unpro¬ 
vided, and not yet fecure of the affeiftion of his Subjects, refolved to Fortify himfelf, and 
not come to a Battle. His Enemies reaping no benefit by this attempt, returned home to 
tfieir owfi Countries. But he to be revenged of the Earl, for joyning with his Brother and iln- 
kle, without any Provocation given, him prefently was divorcedfrom Da. Vrraca the Is divorc’d 
Earls Daughter, and Marryed Da. Elvira, fuch Was the Pra&ice of that Age. By this Wife ^ 
he had D. Bermuda , who in procefs of time, after many changes came to be Aing of Leon. Marr ’ ie5 
"fhe tumults railed in Galicia, for the Love that People bore D. $dncbo, were foon appealed another, 
by the Aing, who to make the greater advantage of this fuccefs. entred that part of Luftta- 
nia Subje^ td thfc Moors, plundering all the Country as far as Lifbon , whence he returned 
home.

The Earl Garci Sanchez, being thofen; td-Command on that fide behaved himfelf. better, for 
furprizing tlje Normans near the Sea, as they ntarched loaded with plunder, and out oi or¬ 
der he.made a great flaughter of them. This Captain Gunderedus Was killed, the Booty and 
F i fifoners recovered,, and of their Ships not one efcaped being taken or burnt. Thus Spain 
after long fuffering by thoffe Cruel and Barbarous People, was at length delivered from that 
Calamity, by fa total an overthrow of them, as they had fcarce received the like in any other 
Country. Let Us now fee what was doing among the Infidels,, whom Ambition often di- 
ftrafted to the advantage of the Chgftians. In the Year 97^ dyed Alhaca King of the Moors 
at CWo^|k,TheTame Yeai‘, the Moor Rafis lent his Commentaries, writ in Arabick , of the 
affairs oflHN? to Balbarab Miramamolin of Africk , by whofe order they were compof'ed. 

Alhaca lefFEight Sons, all very Youngs and the Moors not- agreeing which of them Ihould Divifions 
fucceed , referred it to the Miramamolin of Africk, who* appointed Hiffem, tho’ not above among 
ten Yecfrs of Age. He Reigned 34 Years,only in fliow,fpr all the Power was in the hands of the Moors. 
Mahomet Alhagib , that is the Viceroy, who took the name of Almanzor for the.many. Victo¬ 
ries he obtained. Hence fprang civil Wars among thofe People, as is ufual when Kings give 
themlelves up to chcir cafe, and fo far they went, that Hiffem loft the Crown. Our affairs 
were in no better Pofture, for the King being bred among Women, was effeminate, befides 
thap his Queen Da. Vrraca ^managed'^him as the pleafed, without any regard to the prudent 
advicri of his Mother, or his Aunt. He feldom gave ear to his Subjefts, and for* the moll 
part returned havfli Anfwers, which highly oiFended the Nobility, of Galicia , a People natu¬ 
rally fierce, who finding all the Commonalty diflatisfied rebelled. . D. Bermudo the fflngs 
Coufin, and Son to D. Ordono the third, headed tnc Rebels, in hope* to recover his Fathers 
Kingdom, which he nvAended was wrongfully kept from him. This danger awaked the 
King out of his LethfluL The War was begun, and lafted two Years, with various fuccefs, 
the People being di^PIbetwixt the two parties, At .length a Battle was fought, near a theKing 
Tqwii’ called Portcla Armaria, many were killed on both fides, and they parted upon equal of i«o«. 
Terms. After this Fight D. Bermudo, remained Mafter of Galicia, and placed his Court at 
Compoflclla. Pelayo, the Son of Eav\ Roderick, was made Bifhop of Compoficlla, but for his 
Wicked Life depofed, and Peter Manform a Monk, and Abbot of approved Vertue,put in his 
place. Earl Roderick to reftore his Son,brought in the Moors ,who took the City Compoftella, and 
phrew down one fide of the Church of S. James.' This Sacrilege went n<?t unptinifhed, for 
phe greateft part of that Army perilhed by thp Flux. Almanpor himfelf, asking the caufe of 
this difteraper, and being told by a Moor, chat one of the Dilciples, of the Son of Mary was 
there b,uryed, refolved to defiftfrom that enterprize, but dyed in his return home at Medina 
Gelt, upon the Borders of Aragon. On the other,fide alfo, the Moors took many Towns, as 
Guzman,Atienpa , and Simawas, where D. Ramiro who came tO Telieve it was defeated. Never# 
was Spain in a more defperated Condition. After the departure of the Moors, by the indu- 
ftry of the King and Archbiihop, the Wall of $. James, his Church was repaired, and the 
Church reconciled, foi it had been profaned by the Infidels. Pelayo, a wicked Prelate fuc- 
ceeded Peter, and he for his Scandalous Life being depos’d, his Brother Wimara was fubfti- 
ttited, who prov’d np better, and was drown’d in the River Mino. In thofe days the Clergy 
was very debauch’d, riot only in Spain, but molt parts of Chriftendom. In Rome there was 
a Schifm, Boniface, Beneditt and John ftriving for the Chair.- Let us return to D. &ttwiro,who 
fpent his Life in Eafe and Idlenefs. Thus Death feiz’d him at Leon in the Year 982. His 9 g 2 

Body was Intert’d in the Monaftery of ■ Deftriana , built by his Grandfather D. Ramiro* in the 
Valley Ornmfisff^ the Invocation of St. Michael. .Thence 200 Years alter, by .Order .of 
King Ferdinand the Second, he was Tranflated to the. Cathedral of Aftorga. Sampyrus !; Bi- 
fhop of Aftorga, of whom v(e have made much ufe hitherto, ended his Hiftory in this place. 

Pelagtus Bifhop of. Oviedo goes On, he lived in the timd of D. Alonfo t*he Emperor. The Cre¬ 
dit of both thefe Authors is great, becaufe they write of things theywvere Eye Witneifes to, 
but Sampyrus is moft Efteemed, and loqked upon as the Graveft Author.

With them were 200 H9rfe,afmall number’for the Multitude of Moors , 
that fell on him. TheTreafon being difeovered, the Brothers fought defperately, npt fo 
mgeh for any hopes of Vidtory, 'as to revenge their own Deaths. They were all killed, and 
With theni their Tutor Salido, the Heads being fent to Cordova, afforded a pleafant Specta¬ 
cle to the King* but a fad one to their Father, to whom, tho’wounded and disfigured, they 
were fhown. This misfortune moving the King to Compaflionhe freely difmils’d Gonzalo 
Gttftio . begoten on the King’s Sifter, being 14 Years of Age, was by her fent to

H E mighty Wars that hap’ried in^riiri,the great Calamities arid Dbfolation there- Pofture of 
of arid the irreconcilable Enmities betwixt near Relations, and even Brothers, 
may be a fufficient warning to Sovereigns not to divide their Dominions, efpeci- 
, ally when their Limits are but narrow. It is a certain Maxim, that Sovereignty' 

admits of no FeUoyvfliip, and Ambitioh is not curbedby any ties, Aho’ never fo Sacred. Hence 
may be inferred how much King’s err,, who milled by.Father y Affedion^rend their King¬ 
doms to raife many Monarchies to their Children. D_ Sancbo, King of Cajltle and Navarre, 
v^hofe Life was related in the laft Book, has left us an exainple of that fatal Policy. The 
Chriftian Dominions, then well extended in Spain, were for the molt par t reduced under one 
head as if Heaven had purpofely contrived it fot the Extirpation of the Moors, who thro 
their* own diftraftions, were evidently tending to ruin. But this King, by dividing his Do- 
minions, caufed that Opportunity to bri loft. We now enter upon more variety of matter, 
and confequently (hall rim be fo condfe as hitherto Therefore in.the firft place, jtvfill be 
requifite to lay down the pofture the Affairs of Spam werem } after the Death of King San- 
tbo. He divided his Kingdoms among his Sons, in this manner. D. Gama the eldeft, had 
Navarre, and the dominion of Bifcay, with all the Country that lies betwixt the Ciry Nd- 
jar 7 and Mountains Doca.

It is laid, the Monks of a Monaftery called Lormanus, (or rather Lorvao )(were a1 great help 
towards carrying on the Siege, by relieving the King’s Army with great ftcre of Provifion 
they had laid up unknown to the Moors. What return the Xing made, is not known. By 
the taking of this City, the Territories of the Kingdom of Leon were extended to the River 
jWow^Fo/which runs rfiro’ it, and is called in Latin Monda.

A T the time that Spain wafted it felf with Inteftine Wars, Henry the Second wild tran- General 
dated the Empire out of France into Germany, was Emperor.

g rown very diflolute, called a Council to Florence, in the Year 1055. Thence he fent Hil- , io ^. 

tbrand, a Monk of Clunt, whb for his Learning and Ability, had been created Cardinal, ARoman- 
to move the Emperor, to reduce the Clergy, to their Primitive Purity of Life, as alfo to tick reiati- 
fupprefs the Herefie ofBerengarius, then breaking out at Tours in France. Our Hiftorians 
add, that at his Gouncel there were Embafladors, from the fame.Emperor, who among p- exempted 
thtr tilings complained to the Pope and Fathers, that Ferdinand of Cafttle, had not only from the 

difowned the Emperors Authority* hut proceeded fo far in his Arrogancy and Pride, as to Ron™ , 
Ufuvp the Stifo and Title of Emperor. Whereupon they exhorted the Council to (land up Hm P ire - 
fot the honour of the Empire, and in return the Emperor would Efpoufe the caufe of the 
Cftiirch, other wife if they refufed, he Ihould be obliged to take up Arms in defence of the 
Imperial Honour and Authority. The Fathers Anfwered , they would indeavour to give ihe 
Emperor content, and declared themfelves for fe/w, averting ihe juftice of bis demands. Embjif- 
fadors were fent to King Ferdinand,‘ to warn him in the Name of the Council, to fubmit him- 
fell to the Empire, and not prefume for the. future, to ftile himfelf Emperor. They had 
Orders in cafe he refufed, to Excommunicate liim. The King having heard their Embafly, 

Was perplexed, and knew not what Anfwer to return, and therefore refolved to convene his 
S?ate9 0rParliameht, that it might be there debated, what was beft to be done.

•TpHE late troiibles caufed 4 >y the Emperors pretenfidns, gaye the Moori an opportunity of TheJW<w» 
1 cafting offthe heavy Yoke King Ferdinand had laid on them. At the fame time, as it rifeagainft 
were by common confent, they all appeared in Arms, but chiefly in the Kingdom of Tbledo, 
and among the Celtiberi , which is part of Aragon. Thc King was old, and tired with con- fU p p *«| ed 
tinual Wars, befides the revenues were exhaufted, and the Subjefts wafted with heavy Taxes. 

Qiveen Sancho, a: Woman of a Mafculine Spirit,being defirous to advance Chriftianity, offered 
towards the charge of the War, all the Money, Plate, and Jewels that belonged to her. This 
fupply fo incouraged the King, that raifing a powerful Army, he attack’d the Moors about 
the RiVfer Ebro, and made a great flaughterof them. Thence he advanced as far as Catalo¬ 
nia, and Valencia, and returned loaded with Booty. He had the fame fucceefs againft the 
Kingdom ol Toledo , and obliged them all to fwear,thcy would punftually pay the Tribute im- 
pofcd on them. This donehe returned home in Triumph. Some Authors write, that near 
Valencia, S. ifidorus, to whpm he had always a particular devotion, appeared to him, bid¬ 
ding him to prepare for he Ihould foon die. His ficknefs, which prefently followed, confirm: 
ed this Opinion, wherefore having fettled all things with the Moors, he returned toward? 

Leon, being carryed in a Litter upon Mens Shoulders, the Soldiers and Officers driving who 
Ihould carry him. On the firft of January 1065. he entred the City of Leon, and as he was 10<y , ; 

ufed: vifited the Bodies of the Saints, proftrating himfelf on the ground, begging a happy 
death: and tho’ the diftafe increafed, ftayed at Matins, heard Mafs and received. The Day Feriimd 
following he returned to the Church of S. Ifidorus, and three days after Dyed. This is what* Dlc »- 
the Archbilhop D. Roderick^ and D. Lucas de Tuy write, yet others fay, he dyed at Cabepon, 
a Towii near Valladolid neither do Authors agree in the time of his death. King Ferdi¬ 
nand's Life Was fo holy,, that his Feaft is Celebrated $t Leon as a Saint. He built many 
Churches,, and repaired, others. Queen Samba was not inferior to her Husband in Vertue, - . f 
jhe dyed two Years after him, and was buryedbythe King, in the Church of S. Ifidorus. Queeu

Spain being divided, it was impoffible.it Ihould enjoy Peace, all Peo¬ 
ple were,in fufpence^ e^peding great revolutions upon the King’s death. To prevent thefe 
misfortunes, many of the Nobility had endeavoured to dilfwa 4 e, him. from this Reiolittion, 
and the matter had been handled in Parliament. Arias Gonzjalb, an Aricienr, Wife, aridExpe- 
rienced Man, had ftirred moft in this affair , but Fatherly Love, fuffered not his Prudent 
advice to take place. D. Sancho, became the Throne, as being a Comely and Graceful 
Youth,better verfed in .War than, in State, affairs, and therefore called the Strong. Pelages 
Ovestnfn fays, he WaS very Beahtiful and Expert in Martial affairs. He was naturally Mild 
ahd Affable, if not provoked, or incenfed by falfe Friend?. Upon the death of his Father,he 
openly complained of the wrong had been done him,by dividing theKingdom.Yet his Mother 
whilft Ihe lived, reftrained him from falling rtpon his Brothers, efpeciallyfor that after the 
King’s death, the Crown pf Leon devolved upon her, as being her own Dower. D. Sancbo 
Reigned 6 Years, 8 Months, and 25 Days, At the beginning of his Reign, he, bad. War 
With the Moori, and foon after with the King of Aragon. King RamiYoof Jr agon, dehring 
to enlarge his Territories, laboured fuccefsfully, to expel the remainder of the Moarr out of 
that Kingdom. He obliged Almugdadi King of Zaragopa , and Amudafar Ring of Lcrtda, 
to become tributary, and overthrew the,, King of Huefca. ; Thofe about ZaragopA, having 
been fubdued by King Ferdinand^ were become tributary to him, but nowupmi the change of 
Rings, and relying on the affiftance of D. Ramiro , they refolved to fall off . King 
having fpeedily gathered an Army, marched againft them. Thok of Toledo immediately 
frtbmitted but the Aragonians ftood out. Hereupon having wafted all the Country, he lay- 
'ed Siege to Zaragopa , and preft’d 5 t fo vigoroufly, it was forrehdred to him upon Condition,

He of Cafttle undei ftana- 
ing their deiign, thought to be beforehand with them, and broke into A^viirre^ithout flop- 
inf tilThe came in fight of tfana: There the two Kings met him,and they came to a Battle; 
infvhichthe Cafiilians were defeated * and their King having loft many Men, teturnd into 
his own Country, The Victors refolving to make ufe of their Succefs, broke into the Terri¬ 
tories of Riola and Briviefca, where they recovered all that King Ferdinand had, taken. 1 hus 
were thofe three Princes deftroying oije another, without reflecting upon what they might ex-, 
pert from the Moors. The King of Caftilc could not at that time take revenge of his Coufin^ 
being ingaged in a new War againft his Brothers. He was ambitious, ralh, and hot, . and 
pretended^ right to all that hid been his Fathers, and did not want other grounds to raife a 
Quarrel upon. 8 His Brothers, tho» weak, could not be perfwaded to Unite tiheirForma^ 
gainft their common Enemy. D. Sancbo having gathered a powerful Army, 
on his defigns. On the other fide, D. Alonfo , whom that ftorm threatned firft, having lent 
Embaffadors to procure afliftance from his Brother and Coufins, gathered a number of good 
Soldiers, and marched toward the Enemy. Both Armies met near a Town called Ptantaca, 
where was fought a Bloody Battle, both Tides for a long time refolutely maintaining their 
Ground, but at length, D. Alonfo was dilcomfited, his Army put to the rout, and he forced 
to fly to’the City Leon.

tcine Sin*'"\F Ing Alonfo after the Defeat above-mentioned, having with all pOfljble fpeed Recruk- 
Wars JV cd his Army, met the Enemy again near a Town called Golpelara (according to Pela~ 
upon his pius. Bifhop of Oviedo , the Archbifhop D Roderick , calls it Fulpecularta) on the Banks of the 
Brothers. ^ ver carrion. Here the fortune of the day was changed, and the Caftilians routed. Rode¬ 
rick Dyaz. who accompanied.King Sancbo in all his Wars, guefling that Succefs would pro¬ 
duce fecurity to the Vidors, rally’d his fcattered Soldiers, and by break of day fell upon the 
Enemy in their Camp, as they lay buried in Sleep and Wine. In this confufion fome tied, 
others flood to their Arms, all commanded, and none obeyed. Thus m a fhort time were 
they overthrown i D, Alonfo retired to the Church of Carrion, which he had Ganfoned. 
There he was taken,and fent Prifoner to the Caflle of Burgos. The Princefs Vrraca, Sifter to 
both Kings, who loved D. Alonfo, and the Count D; Per angles, who never toriook him, in¬ 
ter poling, King Sancbo confented that his Brother fhould go to the Monaftery ot Sabagun, on 
the Banks of the River Gea , and there renouncing the World, took upon him the Religi- 
1071. ous Habit.- He took the Habit in the Year 1071. but after feme time, at the perlualion or 
King Aon. thofe that brought him thither, fled, and put himfelf into the hands of Almenon, the Moor- 
fo flies to iftj King of Toledo, who had been a great Friend to his Father. The Moor received him with 
the Moors. J an dAffeaion,gavq him a Houfe near the Palace to live in, and affigned him a Penfion. Qh

the other part, D. Alonfo fwore to be true and faithful to that King, and to be ready upon all 
pccafions to ferve him.He being of a graceful,comelyPerfon,modeft,difcreet,liberal and affable, % 
foon gained the affeCtions of thofe People. D. Vrraca, his Sifter, fbllicited for him * foe 
obtained leave of King Sancbo for Count Peranaules , ahd his two Brothers, Gonzalo and 
Ferdinand , to go wait upon 0 . Alonfo. With thofe three went many others, all whom, the 
jlioorifb King received into pay, that they might not want Subfiftancc, and might be fervice- 
able to him in his Wars againft the neighbouring M«»b. Thus that banifhed Prince fpent his 
time, when the Wars ceafed, he gave himfelf to Hunting * and forthe greater conveniency, 
built a Country-houfe, whither others reforting, and building, it became a noted Place, 
now called Bribuega , a Town not obfcUre, in the Kingdom of Toledo. His ordinary 
Rcfidence was inToledo, where he often converfed with the K. who was very much taken with 
him. It hap’ned they went out one day to Recreate themfelves to a Garden, near the City, 
now called the King’s Garden, where D. Alonfo fell a'fleep. The King and his Courtiers, 
who lay hard by, under a Tree, began to difeourfe of the great ftrefigth of Toledo. One a- 
mong the reft, faid there was but one way to take the City, which was by Famine, keeping 
it blopk’d up feven Years together. D. Alonfo, who was not quite alleep, or elfe wakened, 
was pleafed to hear this difeourfe, and charged his memory with it. Another day he being 
with the King, his Hair ftood up an end, andtho’the .King ftroked it down two or three 
times ftillit rofe again. The Moors, who are very Superfluous, faid that was an Omen 
he would poffefs himfelf of that Kingdom, if they did not prevent it by killing him. But 
Who can prevent the Decreesof the Almighty ? The King, who was compaflionate, could 
not be perfuaded to break thfe Laws of Hofpitality * but was fatisfied with D. Alonfo’ s 
Oath that he would ever be a true Friend to him.This is what hap’ned at Toledo.King Sancbo 
grown haughty with Succefs, poffeffed himfelf of all the Kingdom of Leon, fome places 
fubmitting, others being taken by force, as was- the City Leon, after holding out a long Siege. 

All being reduced, he advanced into Galicia , againft his other Brother, who was in a very KtS(tr/cho 
weak condition, his Kingdom being all divided into Faftions, and full of Mutinies, by reafon expels his 
of the heavy Taxes he laid upon the People, as alfo, becaufe he put the Government of Brother 
himfelf and his Kingdoms into the hands of a Servant, who was his Favourite. The Garc ^ 
Nobility offended at this, killed that Servant in his prefence, and not fo fatisfied, took up 
•Arms and .put the whole Kingdom into an uproar. This was the condition of <?rfiic»a,when 
King Sancbo invaded it. D. Garcia finding it impoflible, his Subjects being in Rebellion, 
to withftand his Brother, fled with only 300 Men to the Moors ip Portugal, and there endea¬ 
voured to ftir them up to efpoufe his Quarrel, and fo to revenge their own * but all his per. 
fuafions were of no force, and he obtained nothing. Being difappointed in that part * yet 
he refolved to try his Fortune, with fuch as reforted to him, fome of whom came out of 
hatred to King Sancbo , others in hope of plunder, and were of both forts, as welt Moors as 
Chriftians. Thus entring his Kingdom, the Towns oi Portugal eafily fubmitted, to him. 

King Sancbo marched to quench this flame that began to blaze, before it could grow to^jhead. 

He marched as far as Santarem, formerly called Scalabis, there the two Armies met, and 
came to a Battle, ip which, the Cafiilians were Victorious. Great flaughter were made of 
the Enemies, many of them were taken, and among the reft D. Garcia himfelf, who was 
kept Prifoner in the Caftle of Luna, in Galicia, all the remaining part of his Life. He was 
naturally floathful and negligent, talkative, and unfit to weather fuch great Storms as were 

r ^ d ^S^havi'ng ftriped his Brothers, and being now poflefs’d of all his .Father’s Domini- K . smho 
ons, grew more haughty, and made no reflection upon the inconftancy of Humane .Felicity. Beiges 
Having defpoiled his Brothers, nothing remained, but hiS Sifters, whom alfp he defigngd tp 
deprive of the Lands their Father had left them. The City Zamora was well fortify f ; had 
a ftrong Garrifon, and ftore of Arms and Provifions. The Inhabitants were faithful and re- 

folute, always ready to oppofe any that fliojild affault them. Anas Gonfalo, an ancient, ex¬ 
perienced, and difereet Gentleman, was their Commander, and by his advice the Princefs 
Vrraca was governed. ’ fhe King feeing there was no hopes that they would fubmitto him 
by fair mean! fate down with his Army before that City, with a, resolution not to defift till 
he was Mafter of it, The Siege was carried, bn with Vigour, apd all forts of Engines then in 
ufe, apply’d againft the Works; fo that the Citizens being ftreightned, began to waver and 
think of a Surrender. Such was the condition of the Town, when a treacherous Fellow, 
called VeUido Delpbos, (whether of his own defign, or by advice of others, is not Knownjre- 
folved to Murder the King, and by that means, put an end to the Siege. .He got admittance ^ Sancbo 
to the King, upon pretence of difeovering the defigns of the Befieged, and Ihowing him the treacher; 
weakeft part of the Wall. Men eafily believewhat they defire, fo the King went out with oufly Mur- 
only that* Man to view what he promifed to (how him •, but when he 
ledo Dolphos threw a Spear he had in his hand at him, which pierced thro h:

The Booty, he took, 
was extraordinary rich, of which, he lent 30 Horfes, led by as many Moors, and 30 Scymi- 
ters of a Prefent to King Alonfo, who received it with great figns of Satisfaftion. All the 
People extolled his goodnefs and merit, comparing him to the Heroes, Antiquity has fo much 
boafted of. King Alonfo gave a courteous Anfwer to the Meffengers that brought the Pre¬ 
sent, but would not recall their Mafter , left the Mom fhould be offended, if he for¬ 
gave him fo ‘ foon but leave was given to all thofe who defired it, to follow and ferve un¬ 
der him. This was not done only to oblige him, but to rid the Country of many trouble- 
fome People, whobeing bred in Arms, knew not how to be idle.

' The Citizens of Toledo ceafed not to Sollicite, 1 - the Chriftians to undertake the GOnqueft of 
jthat City,, Exaggerating the CalamitiesThcy endured,- begging relief, and prgtelling if they 
Were not fpeedily delivered from fhe Tyranny of their King, they mu ft have lecourfe to c- Th r v 
ther Moerr for' Afliftance. King Alonfo was perplexed, and knew not what to do, fearing qudto 
on the one hand, what might be faid of him, and confidering on the other, the great ad van roiedo. te, 
tage of gaining that City. Therefore he refolved to put it to tlie Votes of the Chief Nobility Solved up¬ 
end Perfons, of moft Underftanding. Opinions, as is ufual in fuch cafes, were various.. The 011 ' ^ 

jhoft bold and daring, were for undertaking that War, Ihewing the great advantage that 
would Accrew to the King, and to Chriftianity in General. .Others more wary, faid there 
tould be no reafon to attempt fuch a Conqueft, it being-contrary to Confc’ience and Honour, - 
to break the Peace Eftablifhed with thofe Kings, where the King had received fuch Obligati¬ 
ons. The King having hpard all their Opinions, at length, yielded to the defire, he had of 
Conquering that Noble City, ^nd having pofitively dedared ' liis intention to be fuch, the 
whole Council eafily agreed to it, and it was unanimoully decreed to make War upon the'Moon-. 

This being refolved, the King applyed himfelf to other ftore of Arms, Provifions, Horfes, 
arid all pther NeceflTaries.. He made new Levies, and offered rewards to fuch of the Old 
Soldiers who Were 'difperfed about the Kingdom as would ferve." All things were furniflied 
with the more fpeed , becaufe News was brought that the Maori, “having called the King of 
Bddajoz. to their AfUftance, he was preparing to relieve them. Such was their expedition, 
that both Armies arrived together in fight of Toledo but the Moors perceiving King Alonfo 
had a Gallant Army, returned without attempting any thing. Yet the City could not be 
taken at that time, for that the King of it was well provided againft a Siege, and the na¬ 
tural ftrength of the place deterred all*Men. The Chriftians wafted the. Country, burnt the r 
t Corn, drove the. Cattle and many Prifoners, and then returned .home. This deftrudion was 
* began in the Year 1079. and continued the next, and feveral Years afters. Canales and Olmos, fe^wafted 
two Towns near that City,were taken, well Garrifoned, atm thence all theCountry continually 1079. 
infefted. Thus'by degrees the City began to be ftraitrieef, and fuffered much want. Toledo 
is for tlie moft mrt furnilhed with Provifions brought from afar^ becaufe the Country about 
it is barren, bemg Sandy and Stony, there is alfo much fcarcity of Springs, and it rains but 
feldom, it being very remote from the Sea, and the^higheft Land in Spain. Only along the 
Meadows, through which Tagus runs, the Land is Fruitful and Pleafant. At the fame time ^dmei 
the Conqueft of Toledo was undertaken, Roderick Diaz, continued the War in Aragon, with Diu^deBi- 
>reat fuccefs, taking feveral ftrong holds from the Moors, and wanted nothing to per fed his ^hisfur- 
mppinefs, but to be reftored to his Prince’s favpur which he much defired. It fell out ve- ther A &i : ‘ 
ry opportunely, that in theYear 1080. the Moon ofAndaluzJa fell at variance,for that aMan of ons 1 “ 0 g 0> . 
note among them had-feized the Caftle of Gradot. Adofir the rightful Owner, had recourf* 

.Jo King Alonfo for Afliftance to recover his Caftle. The King finding it advantageous to 
“himfelf, granted the Moon requeft, fent a Body of Troops before, and followed with a grea¬ 
ter Force in Perfon, but the Enemy being fubtle’protraded the War; fo that the King fear¬ 
ed Slipping the Seafon of going to Toledo. This moved him to fend for Roderick Diaz.,who was 
then in Aragon, and to whom he gave thatCommand, having received him with great affedion, 
and the more to oblige him, ordained that for the future, no Gentleman Ihould be Obliged to 
go into Baniflunent under Thirty days warning, whereas before they had but Nine. The 
King marched to Toledo , and Roderick Diaz, put an end to the War in AndaluzJa, recovering 
the Caftle of Grados, and taking the Moor that had feized it, whorii he fent to the King. 

Thus much in AndaluzJa this Year. The next which was jo8i. . D. Garcia, the King’s Bro- Io8lo 
ther departed this Life, having caufed his Veins to be opened in the Prifon, where he was d. Gmit 
kept, fo highly did he refent the lofs of his Kingdom and Liberty. His Body was cairryed die King’s 
to the City Leon, and there honourably buryed, in the Church of St, Jfidorut his two Sifters, «f°edsto 
many Biihops, and Nobles attending the Solemnity.

daluzJa, returned to the War in Aragon, where in Battle he overthrew the Moorifh King of 
D enid, and D. SaHcbo, King of Aragon’ who aflifted him. This Viftory was fo confiderable, ^ oyer _ 
that King Alonfo Tent for him,didhim much honour,arid gave to Him,and his Heirs,the Three throw gi- 
Towns of Briviefca , Berlanga, and Arcejona. Alfagio, the Moorifh King, having recruited ven the 
his Forces after the .defeat entred Caftile , wafting theCountry, as far as Confuegret. Tho’ Infidels. 
King Alonfo was then bufy before Toledo, ht^gedily marched to oppofe the Infidel. Both 
Armies met, a gtfeat number of Moors wsPllWi, and their King efcaped by flight to a 
Caftle. The joy * of this Vidlory was much allayed, by the unfortunate Death of James Ro- , 

driguez. de Bivar, Son to Roderick Diaz., a Yohth of great hopes, who began to follow his Fa- 
ther’s Footfteps. His Body was buryed in the Monaftery of 3 t. Peter de Cardeua.; where his m Mur -

C H A P. IX. 


The famous City Toledo clofely Befieged, and Surrendred 1 , Many, other Places taken* 
IQ rig Alonfo Jtileshitnfdf Emperor. 

T HE continual wafte the Chriftians made in the Country about Toledo, burning^ plun¬ 
dering, and driving all before them, had reduc’d the Moore of that City to great 
r°eed Be * ftreights; The Chriftian Inhabitants ceafed notto prefs' Xing Alonfo to (it down before it, . 
ies ' promifing, they Would foon opemthe Gates, to him. That lafting War had exhaufted the 
Subjefts, yet the King’s refohmoft overcame all difficulties. .Great Levies were made, and 
all things provided with afuH defign never to defift till the City were taken. It is naturally, 
ftrong, and fo feated, that there was a neceffity of dividing the Army into feyeral Bodies, and 
confequentiy, a greater Force was requifite; It is a matter of great confequence to have the 
good Will of neighbouringTrinces, as appeared in this War, for befides the King’s own 
Subje&s otCaJlile ,’ Leon, ‘ Bifcay , Galicia and Afiurias. Sancbo , King OiAragon and JSldvarre % 
broughta good Body, of Men to the Siege, Supplies alfo came from Italy and Germany, and* 
• the French , as being nearer, came in greater numbers. Becaufe the latter ferved well in this 
War, and upon other occafions, great Privileges were granted to^fuch of them as would ftay; 
in Spain whence, gs I fuppofe, (uch as are free from Taxes are an^ong us called Franc. 
Of all the feN at ions was formed a mighty Army,which marched without delay towardsTo/wfo, 
full of hopes of fpeedy fuccefs. The Moorifh King made all - the neceflary Preparations to 
endure a Siege, but molt of all rely’d on the natural Strength of the Place; encompafted with 
high and craggy Rocks, thro’ which the River I'agus in a wonderful manner breaks his way, • 
and runs almoft round the pity, except on the North fide, where is a fteep and difficult 
Theman- afcent » defended by two itrong Walls, one above the other. To Befiege this Place, the 
nerof en- Army was divided into feven Brigades, which took up all the Avenues, fo that no Relief 
clofing could be carried in. The King, with the belt of the Army, Encamp’d and Entrench’d himfelf 
the City. j n the Meadows, at the foot of .the .Hill on Which the Town Hands. Some Skirmiihes hap’ned 
near the Wall, but nothing remarkable in them, except that it was obferved the Chriftians 
were the better Foot, and the Moors the experter Horfe. • To.Wers of Wood were made, 
and all other forts of Engines apply’d to the Wall,which,tho’ they beat down part of it,yet ic 
availed not, becaufe .the afeent was difficult, the Streets narrow, theHoufes highandftrong, 
and the Defendants numerous. Thus the Siege was protracted, Provifions were fcarce, the 
Country about being wafted, the heat of the Summer came on- and the Army began to be 
fickly. All thefe things caufed the Soldiers to wilh for fome Honourable Accommodation: 
At this time, Cyprianus, Bifhop of Leon, acquainted the King that 9 . Ifidorus had appeared' tot 
‘ him, alluring the City would be taken in 15 Days. The Befieged fuffered grqatwant; .hav¬ 
ing fpeht all their Provifions. Whereupon, gathering in a Body, they repaired to the Pa- 
‘ lace with clamours, requiring the King to Capitulate. He having endeavoured to appeafe 
them, affirming they ffiould be fpeedily relieved, and finding they perfifted in their demands, 
fent out Commiffioners to Treat. Some dM^Bping fpent in Expoftulating, and debating 
Articles the Matter, at length the Treaty was .conouema upon thefe Articles. ‘That the Palace, 
of fnrren- 1 city Gates, Bridges, and King’s-Garden, be delivered up to King Alonjb." That tbeMoor- 
d er - t jjh King may go to Valencia, or where he (hall think fit. The fame liberty to be allowed the 
* Moors that will bear hini company;;and they may carry their Goods and Moveables. Such 
‘ as will ftay in the City, (hall not be rfiolefted imtheir Perfons or Goods. The'chief Mofque 
‘ fhall continue in their pofleffion. No dther Taxes fhall be impOfed on them, but fuch as 
. ‘ they paid to their own Kings. They fhall be Try’d by Judges of their oWn Nation, and 
Toledo fur- 4 no others. Thefe. Articles were folemnly Sworn to on-both fides, andHoftages given 
rendered, for performance ; which done, King Alonfo, with great Joy; in the nature of a Triumph;

A T the time when King Alonfo dy’d, his Daughter D. Vrraca, Heirefs of the Kingdom 
was abfent with her Husband. He had no great confidence in the Nobility of Caftile; 
who had oppofed his Marriage, and therefore would not venture* amohg>them without a 
good Body of his oWn Subje&s. This kept him back from taking pofleffion of that large 
Kingdom. The Queens Lewdnefs, which was great for a Pcrfon of her Rank* was conceal¬ 
ed and hid. Garrifons of Argoniam were pot Into many Cities and Caftles, to keep the Cafti - 
■ Bans in fiibjedion. Peranailcs having great Alliances in both Kingdoms, was entrufted 
With the Government, and kept all things in good order. His Power lafted not long, for 
the Qpeen, a turbulent Woman, being fent before by her Husband, inftead of Honouring 
Kim, as became his great Merit, treated him ill, not only removing him from the Govern¬ 
ment, but ftizing upon his Eftatei All the pretence foe had for this raft a&ion, was becaufe 
in his Letters, he Ailed her Husband Kingof Caftile This is wbat was given out* but in 
r eality.fhewaS forry fhe was Marry’d, becaufe her Husbandctjrb’d her Lewdneft, and as 1 an 
apt to believe* that difereet Marircpfovedher andalousLife.

He fearing the QjKOlY<diF> 
plea fure, withdrew to the Earldom of Vrgel, whereof, as was W above,'he bad the dmgej 
A new War hoWbroke out in Andaluzid Halt, King of the iMiorir, hearing King Akmfb was 
dead, brokeintothe Chriftian Territories; add in fight Of Toledo demolilhedtheOiftle of 
i:Aueca,znA drittoy’d the Mdnaftery of S. Servandus, whilft all theCountry aborit Wasina 
f flame. Not content with this, he laid Siege tothe City; and for thefpace of 8 days batter¬ 
ed it with all forts of Engines. Its own natural ftrength, and a Wall built at the bottom of 
the City by King Alonfo, faved it. Alvar Fanez,, a great Man in thofe days, by his Valour, 
contributed much to the fafety of the City. All hopes of prevailing ‘being loir, the Moots 
raffed the Siege, and in their way home plundered Madrid and Talavera u threw down their 
Walls, and departed with a mighty Booty. In Aragon, the King was fuctefsful againft the 
Moors, and took Exea, a Town of note in Navarre, in the Year mo. Near Valterra, he 
overthrew Abuhafalem, King of Zaragopa in Battle. After this, he afliimed the Title of Em¬ 
peror of Spain, as bis Father-in-law had done before him. Having at length fetled the Af¬ 
fairs of Aragon^ he came to Caftile in the Year 11 i i. His principal Study was to gain the 
• Affeftion* of the People, and to that end, he Honoured the Nobility* Relieved the Diftrefs’d,’ 
Protected the Weak, and was Affable to all People; infomuch, that he got the good will of 
" all Men. Only the Queen’s hard Heart was inflexible. He ordered Vittcrado, Berlanga , So¬ 
ria, and Almapan, Towns ruined by the Wars, to be Peopled, and then returned to Ara* 
go*i refolving to carry on the. War againft the Moon. King Alonfo, was third Coufin to the 
Queen, his Wile,for D. Sdncbo the Greater, was Great-Grandfather to them both. It was 
not then ufual for the Pope to difpence in thofe Cafes, and therefore many Princes had been 
Divorced. For this reafon, 1 fuppofe. King Alonfo is not reckoned among the,Kings of Ca* 
file.

Thither the Chriftian Ar% marched, and encamped before it, at fuch time as the The City 
Fleets of Barcelona zn^Gentia, according to what had been agreed, having Coafted along j av Aimem 
in fight of the Port. The City was attacked by Sea and Land, and having made aftBreadr laken ’ 
and poflpfled themfelves of certain Towers, it was at laft taken by ftorta, on the 17th o? 

OSober, in the Year 1147., 20000 Moor*, who had retired into the Caftle, were forced to "47* 
buy their Li ves for a film of Money. Thus was that Neft ofPyrats, that infefted the Coafts 
pf Spain, France, and Italy, taken away. The plunder was given to the Soldiers. To the 
Genoefes , was giyen a dilh r made of an Emraud, which they valued above all the Booty and 
prefcrveto this day, in their Treafury. Others fay,that Jewel wa^ found at the taking of 
Qefarea in Stria. Winter drawing on, the Army returned home, loaded with Riches. Ray- 
taund Earl of Barcelona, not to let flip this opportunity of the Genoefe Fleet, agreed with 
them to afiift him in the Expelling the Moors, from part of A tagon, and the Iflands of Majorca 
and Minorca. In return they'were to have the third part of all that was taken in that War. 
in all Towns recovered from the Moors, they fliould have a Church, and a Tribunal of 
of their own, and that all their Merchants Ihould be free from Cuftoms and Taxes. Thefe 
conditions being accepted of, they ftood alttrig the Cdaft of Catalonia, and with their united l 0rt0 ^ ta * 
Forces took the City Tortofa, feated at the Mouth of Ebro, and therefore a proper place for 
Traffick. This was done in' the Year 1*148. The following Year Lerida and Fraga two Fr^a 
Towns of note were taken by the Chriftians. Lerida, was given to the Earl of Vrgel, in re- 
ward of his great Services during that War. William Perot. Bilhop of Roda, was appointed 
to the See of Leyida, ftijl retaining the Cities of tfoefa-and Barbafiro, to be included in that 
Diocefs, and fome Bifliops of Lerida, loiig after this time, continued to ftile themfelves Bi- 
Ihops of Roda and Barbafiro. 

The affairs of the Moors in Spain, went very much down the wind, and the Chriftians Lisbon Be- 
grew daily ftronger. Many Caftles, Towns, and Cities^ were taken from the Infidels. Al- iiegedand 
moft in the middle of Portugal, on the Coaft of the Ocean, the River Tagus forms a Capaci- taliC1 ‘ l) y 
ous Harbour, the entrance or bar is fomewhat dangerous, but the Port within large and fe-^ el,e * 
cure. On the Northern Ihore of this Port, is feated the City Lisbon, the nobleft and rieheft in S/J 
Portugal. At the back of it are certain Hills of eafieafcent, and the Tops of them covered * 
with buildings. .The breadth of the City is not fo much as the length, the Ancient Circum¬ 
ference of the Walls is not very great, but the Suburbs are large, and ftill increafe. Molt 
of the Streets are narrow, and crooked, and in fome places very' fteep, but what is new built, 
much finpafles the old in Beauty. About it are many Villages, and good Country Houles, 
and a foil beautified with Vineyards and Orchard, of Oraiige. and Lemmon Trees. D. Ahn- 
fo,. ardently defifed to make himfelf Mafter 4 of this i’mpbrtant place, which forved as a 
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Bulgak to all that the Moors held in thofe parts. His own Force was not fufficient for fuch an 
undHEkinjg, and the Kings of Spain had thtir hands full in other places ^ for which reafon, 
as foon qs he had tqken Sinpra, he made advantages Propofals to the Englijh , Flemings, ana 
French, to induce them to affift him with their Fleets. Thele Fleets kept the Mouth of the 
Harbour, that no Relief might come*to the City b^r Sea. *The Forces of th'e Natives encamp’d 
where now is. the Monaftery of S. Vincent, the Foreigners in the place where that of S. Francis 
wasfince built*, both places are now within the City. They batted theWalls for many days, 
and on the day of S. Cr'tfpin and Crifpinian, gave a geijeral A flank, the King himfelf (landing 
by, and Encouraging his Men. Here'the Service was defperate, the Chriftians driving to 
gain the Breaches, and the UWoors powring fhowers of Weapons and Stones upon them in 
fuch manner, that fcarce any fel^without doing executioq| our Men thronging upon one ano-? 
ther. At length, having broke open the Gate call’d of Alfama, the City was entfed, much 
Blood fpilt, and all that-fubmitted made Slaves. All the Plunder was given to the Soldiers, 
and prov’d greater tfian had been imagin’d. Gilbert , a Perfon of great Learning and Vertue, 
was chofen Bilhop, tho’a Stranger, and Confecrated the principal Mofque. In the very 
place where the King had encamp’d, he built a Monaftery of .the Invocation of S. Vincent, and 
plac’d therein Canons Regulars.' Many of the Foreigners being taken with, the pleafant- 
nefs of the Country,' refolv’di^.ftay, and inhabit there, and are faid to have built Almada , 


King Alon- yillflverde, Arruda, Zambrdla,' Caflaneda, and other .Towns in that Neighbourhood. After 
this, the King following his good Fortune, with wonderful Succefs, took from the Moors 
ther Sue-* Alanquer , Obidos, Ebora, Telves, Mura, Serpa, Beja, and many other Towqg and Caftles in 
ce rs. that part of the Country. All things fubmitting to his great Valour and Condudf. True ft 
is,the greateft part of thefe Aftions fell fome Years later. Let us return to the Courfe of our 
• Hiftory. . - ; 

At this time Eugenius III. govern’d the Church of Rome. The Affairs 6f the Chriftians in 
the Holy-Land went to decay.

L Vis King of France, cili'&ihetomger, being fufpicious,' that the Emprefs his Wife, was 
not lawfully begotten, refolv’d to come into Spain ,to be better inform’d, but that the de- 
kTb of ft £ n ofih^ioming might not be known,pretended to goonPilgrimage to theChurcfi of S. James 
p,.° ce |he Apbjp in Galicia. His FSther-imLaw, the Emperor Alonfo , with his two Sons, and the 
comes in-. King of Navarre,, went as far as Burgos to meet him, and thither reforted all the Nobility, 
to Spain, fo their greateft Splendor, to ihew the riches of Spain to the French. In this manner they Tra¬ 
velled to Compofiela, and having performed their devotions,returned to 7oM>,where,a Gene¬ 
ral A'lfembly of the States, Or Parliament, as well of the Moors Subjett to the Emperor, as 
the Chi iftians,wasby him called,'the more to manifeft his Power and Grandeur. Among the 
reft,came Raymond Earl of Barcelona , with a very Splendid Retinue. King Luis confidering 
theGrandeur of thisAflembly, confeffed he had not feen any to compare to it, and Praifea 
God that he had to Wife, the Daughter of Alonfo the Emperor, and Neice to the Prince of 
Aragon. All forts of Sports were exhibited with great Magnificence, and rich prefents of-

am men . ^ returiJc ^ home well pleafed. Raymond of Aragon , bore him Company as far as Joca, 
where they were received with much Grandeur.On the 28th of Auguft dy’d the Earl of Vrgel, 
Grandfon to Peramjules, for diftindion fake, he was call’d Armengaud of CaftilL Upon 
Friday the nth of November 1155. Blanch , Wife to Sancho, King of CaJHle , was deliver’d 
of a Son, called Alonfo, wliocame to inherit his Fathwmnd Godfather's Dominions. It had 
been propofed in the Treaty of Tudelin, to have this clay divorced! as being under Age, but 
Juftice, the Love her Husband bore her, and her own innocencc,prevailed. Hugh Bauce,and 
his Brothers the Sons of Raymond , and Grandfons of Gr/fwt,grounding their t ight on a Privi-* 
ledge, of the Emperors granted to them, ftrove to pollefs themfelyes of all Provence, but the 
Earl-of Barcelona f matching with a powerful Army to proteft his’Nephew, they were foon 
reduced. At the fame time Jacintusfhz Popes Legate,fettled the affairs of the Church in Spain,

I N Caftile, the, People.growing weary of the King of Leon, invited their young King A- 
lonfo, to take upon him the Government, promlfing, all would declare for him; Thefe 
invitations, and the perfuafions of the Nobility, prevailed, and he refolved to depart from 
Avila , and vifit the principal places of the Kingdom. This was in the Year 1168. as fome 
write, 1 rather beiievc two y tors fooner, by the computation of time* for when his Father 
died, he ;was 4 years of age, ahdatthis time 11.

His Body, as 
firftKing he had ordered, wasbury’d in a mean Tomb in the Church of Santa Cruz ., built by him, gnc|' 
ofP on, & i t fience remov’d by King Emanuel, to a ftately Sepulchre of Marble; He was a Man acconv 
dks ‘ plifh’d in all manner of Virtue, the Founder, and Conqueror of theKingdom ofPortugal^ 
His Zeal for Religion, appears by the many Churches and.Monaftcries he Founded, in Lisbon, 
Ebora and other places. His Queen Malfada, was not inferior to him in Piety, and per¬ 
form’d many like Afts of Chriftian Generofity. Spain enjoy’d Peace after the latfc Agreed 
ment among thCChriftian Princes, and Death of Abenjacob, the MooriJJ) King. Peter Ruiz, dt 
Apagra, Lord ot Albarazjn, was willing toafiiftthe Chriftian. Kings in their Wars, but 
would not be Subject to any of them-, and therefore, ftiled himfelf the Vaft’al of S. Mary. The 
ftrength of his City, and the Emulation of the Kings, each ftriving to draw him to himfelf, 
o 6 fecund his Pofleffion. In the Year 1186. in January, the Kings of Caftile and Aragon, m&t-; 

11 ing at Agrcda, fyy mutual confent; Banilh’d out of their dominions all the Kindred of the faid 
Peter de Apagra, that Were of his party. No more was done at that time. At the begin- 
1187. ningofthe Year following, Gafton , Vifcountof Beam, did Homage to the King of Aragon, 
Jerujaiem at fjuefca, as his Predeceffors had done. This Year was unfortunate for the talcing of Jeru- 
,oft * falem, Baldwin, King of that City, and the Great Mafter of theTemplers, by Saladin. In 
Caftile, King Alonfo regulated the Order of Calatrava. In the Year 1188. dy’d Frederick, 
King of Leon , at Benavente, having Reign’d 31 Years, and was bury’d in the Royal Chappel 
at Santiago. He was judg’d more fit for War than Peace,immoderate in the defire of Ruling, 
but brave and generous. Martin, a Prieft of Leon , at that time writ many Books, and fc 
faid to have attain’d all his Learning in a Vifion, in which S. Ifidorus appear’d to him, and 
gaye him a Book to eat 4 whereas before he was very Ignorant. 

Sancho fucceeded King Alonfo, of Portugal,'and Alonfo IX..his Father Ferdinand ,iq theKing- 
fift Leon. Upon the Death of his Father, Alonfo turtfd back, bejng then on his way 

ceedsto to Portugal, whither he was going only to fhun his Mother-in-law, who accounted him a 
theCrown Baftard, and could not endure that he Ihould take place of her ChiUken. Hence arofe contir 
of Portugal nua i Difgufts, and tho’ the new King allowed her thejoynter fetled by his Father; yet at laft 
Alonfo 9th was oblig’d to retire to Najara, where (he (pent the remainder of her Days. In the Mo- 
iw/ 1 ° f naftery of S. Mary Royal, in .that City, are the Tombs of that Lady, and Her Brothers, D r 
Lope , Bifhop of Segovia, and. D. Martin de Haro. Alonfo , King of Leon, was twice Marry’d, 
firft with Terefa, Daughter of King Sancho of Portugal, by whom he had three Children, 
Sancha, Ferdinand, who dy’d young, and Dulch ', then being Divorc’d, by reafon of Con- 
fanguinity, he Marry’d Berrngdria, Daughter to Alonfo, King of Caftile, his Coufin-german.' 
Sancho the firft of the Name, King of Portugal, call’d the Peopler ,and the Fat, was Marry’d to 
, Aldonfa Dulcis, Sifter to the King of Aragon. By her he had many Children, which were 
Alonfo, the eldeft, Ferdinand, Peter, and Henry, who dy’d young, and 5 Daughters, Terefa, 
Malfada; Sancha, 'Blanch and Berengaria. After the Death of the Queen, he had imny 
Childrpn by two Miftreffes ^ by the firft, call’d Johanna, he had Vrracd 'and Martin •, by the 
other, whofe Name was Mary, Terefa, Egidius, Conftance and Roderick. Terefa was Marry’d 
to Alonfo Telio, who Founded the Town of Albuquerque. Alonfo, King of ^Caftjle, by one 
Wife, had eleven Children, whereof Blanch was the happieft, for that' beihg'Marry’d to 
Luis VIII. King of France, (he was Mother to S. Luis. After Blanch , follow'd Berengaria, 
Sancho , Vrraca, and Ferdinand, born in the Year 1189. then Malfada and Conftance, then 
1189. .f wo or t hree Sifters, whofe Names are not known, andlaftly, Ettenor and Henry j the young- 
eft, who came to fucceed his Father, as fhall be fhown in its place. The King or Caftile ms 
A League the greateft Potentate in Spain, and confequently, terrible to the others, which mov’d them 
‘L&ajnft to joyn in a League Qftenfive and Defenfive. ..They endeavour’d to draw the King of Lean 
cajtiie. i nto this Confederacy, but he was more inclinable tp his Coufin, the King of Caftile-, and 
therefore as foon as fetled in the pofieffion of his Kingdom, lie went of his own accord to 
Carrion, where the Cortes, or Parliament of Caftile was held;in the Year 1188/ There he 
1188. Was Knighted by the King,and killed his Hand •, a Submiffion misbecoming the Regal Autho¬ 
rity. Conrad, Sdn tothe Emperor Frederick'BaKbaroJfa, who Was going a Pilgfimage, an’d 
Raymund, Earl of Toulouzje, were prefent Aflembly, and Knighted by thfe King, ac¬ 

cording to the Cuftom of Spain. A Match was alfo agreed upon, betwixt Conrade and BereA- 
garia, the King’s Daughter 1 but at laft it took no eftett.

hament at Cainon, m the Year 1192. for carrying on the.Wifr againft the Moors. Leaft 
the Kmgs of Leon and Navarre, with whom Caftile was at Variance, fhould take any advan - Caflih 
Pge, while the King was employ’d againft the Infidels, a -Peace was concluded with thofe c ^- 
Princes. Then Martm Archblfhop of Toledo,' was Ordered to Commence the War asa mences 
-prelude to what follow’d. In Aragon, the Earl of Vrgel, who fince his Father’s death’ had ^M With 
been out of the Kingdom, upon account of the Enmity betwixt him,and Ponce de Cabrera a Po- 
werful Man, now at length came, and fubmitted himfelf to the King. Gaft on Earl of Bearne 
Marry’d a Daughter of BernardP^xX of Cominges, and with her had in Dower,the Lordfhin of 
Btgorre, in Feof of the King of Aragon. Berengafm Bifhop of Tarragona,w as kill’d on the 16th 
'of February 1794. b Y Michael de Moficada,as is reported, but the caufe of their Enmity is not 
known. On the 17th of June following dy’d at Pamplona, Sancho King of Navarre lor his im ' 
more than Ordinary Learning Siriiamed the Wife, His Body was bury’d with great ’pomp in w”r kL 
the Cathedral of that City. He Reign’d 43 Years, 7 Months, and 6 Days. By his Wif e XS 
Sancha, Aunt to the King of Cafttle, he left Ferdinand, Ramiro, Berengaria, Terefa , Blanch dies, 
and the eldeft of them all that fucceeded him. Was Sancho VIII. King of Navarre who for 
thtf greatnefs of his Spirit, and Warlike aftions, obtained the Title of the Strong. He was 
alfo called The Confin'd, for that towards his end he was long fhut up in the Caflle’of Tudela 
by reafon of a Cancer he had, and would fuffer no Body to fee hup. There- remain manv 
Footfteps of his Magnificence, and particularly, he turned the Channel of the River Ebro 
to bring it to Tudela, and built a Bridge Over it. He founded two Monafteries of Ciftercians ’ 
called Fttero and Oliva, and a Chiirch of the invocation of St. Mary at Romefvalles for him- 
feltand his Succeftors to be Burl’d. His Wife was dementia. Daughter to Raymund IV Earl 
of Touhuze, by her he had Ferdinand, who dy’d before his Father, of a fall he had from his 
Horfe m hunting, and wasbury’d in the Church of S. Mary at Tudela.

Martm Avchbifhop of Toledo, had broke into Andaluzia, and made great havock putting 
all the Couhtry to fire and Sword, and no Body attempting to oppofe him, returned with 
a rich Booty. The Moors incenfed at this lofs, gathered all their Forces, and Abeniofebh 
Mazxmute Mtrdmamolin of Africk, came into Spain with a vaft Multitude of Men, for not ^ 
only the Almohades but the Arabs and Ethiopians follow’d him. This Inundation pafs’d over “fflb 
SterraMorena, and mcamped near Alarcos, a Town built not long before by the Chriftians comointo 
King Alonfo was no ways daunted, but having fent to the Kings of Leon and Navarre for aid s P ain - 
advanced to Alarcos, and pitch’d his Camp near the Enemy, whofe Multitude fill’d all thofe 
Hills and Plains. Some advifed to wait the coming of the two Kings, others more hot,would throwTbv 
not give them any (hare m the honour of that Aftion, The worft advice took place, both the 7 n- 
Armies drew out, and a Battle was fought near Alarcos, upon Wednefday the 19th of June fidels.

P ntto % hc » great Numbers flain, and among them Martin Martinez. Great 
Mafter of Calatrava. Some fay, Martin Archblfhop of Toledo was in this fight. James de 
Haro the Principal Promoter of this War, behav’d himfelf ill, and withdrew at the begin- 
mgof the Battle to Alarcos, either defpairing of fuccefs, 01 as fome will ’have it, being dif- 
gufted with the King, for comparing the Gentry of AndaluzJa to the,Nobility of Caftile 
in Bravery, The Moors after the Vidtory, not only cook Alarcos, but entred the Kingdom 
ot Toledo, as far as Yevenes, which is Six Leagues from that City, and then turned back! In 
our days there remain only fome ruins of Alarcos, and a Church of Our Lady held in great 
Veneration, it is fuppofed the Infidels deftroyed that place. This misfortune was deem’d 
a Judgment of God on the King, for that Neglefting his Wife, he was fallen in Love with a 
Jewim Woman, whom the Nobility in fcorn caufed to be killed. The King being in a rage 
;? r th ® lo *f. °, f , an Angel appeared to him in the fame foi^n,he had one painted, and with 
threats obhg d him to give over that fondnefs. In the Church of lUefcas, on the right hand of 
the High-Altar, is a Chapel called the Angel, with an Infcription fignityirig that to be the place 
Where the Angel appear’d to King Alonfo the Good, fo he is ftiled. The Kings of Leon and 
NfvMre, hearing of the difafter befallen at Alarcos, drew bsick their Forces. He of Leon

Such was the 
Moors. blind Pgffion of the two Kings,that to be St leafure to invadeW<*z/nm?,they concluded a Truce 
for ten Years, With the Moor Abenjofeph. At this time Sancho King of Portugal , was bulle re¬

. Penclla, and others, which he gave fome to the Xnights of Santiago , fome to thofe of Avis , 

who then firft began to be known. With the affiftance of a Fleet of Englijh, French and 
Flemmings , he took the City Stives, near Cape S. Vincent. His Brother-in-Law Philip Earl of 
Flanders , fent 27 Ships, and a good Body of choice Soldiers. Authors do not agree about 
1199* the time of this A&ion, fome fay it was the Year 1199. others 10 Years before. Many Pro¬ 
digies teen about this time, Terrfied all Men, efpecially the Vulgar, who are more Snperfti- 
plague & tious. In Portugal there was a raging Plague and Famine at once, which the Commonalty 
Famine m attributed to Gods Vengeance, for that Alonfo Xing of Leon , and Tertfa Princefs'of Portugal, 
Portage, wcre nQt divorc’d, as the Pope had exprefly Commanded, by reafon of their Confanguinity,fo 
that Portugal was under an interditt, and all Pcrfons who oppofed that Separation Excom¬ 
municated. To add to thefe misfottunes, the City' Silves was recover’d by Abenjofeph the 
Moor. 

1200. At length in the Year 1200. the King, of Leon was divorced , and immediately began to 
King of treat of Marrying Bereptgaria, Daughter to Xing Alonfo of Caftile, with whom he had a; near 
Leon di* xindred as with the former but ftate Policy bears down Conference and Religion.

Peter Ruiz, de Apagra, Lord of Albarazin, be¬ 
ing reconcil’d to both Kings, was at this Congrefs and here was concluded a tender Alli¬ 
ance on the 30th of November. This fame-Year, according to our Hiftorians. Richard King 
of England Married Berengaria the Daughter of Sancho King of Navarre, Englilh Authors 
fay it was a Year fooner, and that he dy’d this fame Year. King Alonfo of Caftile , by the 
benefit of the Truce with the Moors,> repair’d all the places they had deraolifh’d •, and at the 
fame time ceas’d not to prefs the Xing of Aragon to join his Forces againft Navarre, as 1 had 
been agreed.

His labour was loft, for the enmity was irreconcileable, and the Preparations made by the 
Moors, oblig’d him to return into Spain. Whilft the Truce with theMow lafted airUniver- 
fity was Founded at Palencia , at the King s charge, and by the perfuafion of Roderick, Arch 
bifhop of Toledo, and Profeil’ors of all Sciences brought out of Fye, upon promlfe of great 
Salaries.' At Huelgas, near Burgos, the King alfo built a greatjvfonaftery for the burying of 
Kings, and an Holpital adjoyoing to it. Conftance , Sifter to the King of Aragon, and Dow¬ 
ager of Hungary , by whom Ihe had a Son call’d Ladijlaus , by perfuafion of Pope Innocent HI.

To the 
Knights Templers, he gave the Town of Tirtofa for their good fervice Perform d in the late 
Wars. Ferdinand, Son to the King of Caftile , entred Andaluzta, and plundred all theCoun- 
try about Baeza, Anduxar and Jaen. About the fame time, Mahomet, King of the Moors, 
call’d the Green, from the colour of his Turbant, took Salvatierra, part of the Inhabitants 
1210. were put to the Sword, the reft made Slaves, ft was Befieg’d in iaio. and taken m 
£ in “ J September, King Alonfo was marching to relieve it, but at Talavefa his Som Ferdinand met, 
ScSii and allur’d him there was need of a greater Army to engage the Enemy. Prince Ferdmand 
Death, dying in OOober, the following Year, put a flop to the King’s further Proceedings forth© 
prefent. His Body was carried from Madrid, where he dy’d, to Httelgds, and there bury d. 
However, the Cortes, or Parliament, was held to furnilh Supplies for the War. Embalues 
were fent to obtain Succours of other Princes, and the Archbifhop of Toledo, to Rome, to 
obtain the Croifcdc for all that fhould ferve in that War. On ihe other fide, the Moors dili¬ 
gently fortified their Frontiers, and fent for Recruits out of Afrtck. Alonfo, Ring ot Cafttle, 
the more to terrifie the Enemy, broke into their Territories, and took fome Towns along 
the River Xucar. Then returning to Cuenca, met the King of Aragon there, and had allurance 
of Afiiftance from the King oVNavme, By his Embaffadors. The Argibiftop of Toledo, 
A vaftAV- ftirr’d up all forts of Peoplein France and Italy, to take upon them the Croifade, and fuc- 
my of Fo- cecded fo well, that Authors affirm, there were got together 10000 Horfe, and 100000 
rentiers foot of Foreigners.

The way feem’d to lead quite 
ff ora the Enemy, fo that the Moon thought they retir’d for want of Provifions. All theAf- 
cent was difficult and craggy, yet the Men refufed no labour, being allur’d of the Vifiory if 
once they gain’d the top of the Mountain.

The Kings of Aragon ond Navarre upon the 
Wings, he of Navarre, on the Right, and he of Aragon, on the Left. On the other fide 
the.Moor* drew up in the fame manner they had done before. That part of their Camp where 
the King’s Tent flood, was hem’d in with Chains oflron, and guarded by the Braveft and 
Nobleft Moor*. The number of the others was fo great, that they cover’d all the Hills and 
Plains. On both fides, the Generals encourag’d their Men, and our Bifhops went thro’ the 
Batallions, ftirring up the Soldiers to gain the Indulgence granted by the Pope. This done 
both Parties charged with great Refblution. No figns of Viftory appear’d on either fide for 
a long time, every Man fought with fuch Refolution, as if he had contended for Empire.

All the Moorijh .Kings Equipage which 
only was preferv’d, James de f/aro,equally divided betwixt the Kings of Aragon and Navarre, 
particularly hisTent,whichwas ofRed andCrimfon-Si!k,was byKing A/om/o’s Special Command, 
given to theAragonian.¥o\K\ngAlonfo coveting nothing but honour,freely refigned all the Booty 
to his Companions. It was not thought fie to have the other prey equally divided, for fear 
of a mutiny, but every Man was allowed to keep what he had got. Some fay, that a Crofs 
feen in the Air, contributed much towards the gaining of this Victory, but neither the Afcfi- 
bi(hop who was prefent in his Hiftory, nor the King in his Letter to the Pope, mention a- 
ny fuch thing. Yet all agree,that ?afcualis,then a Canon of 7 * dedo, and who can y’d the Arch* 
bilhops Crofs before him, broke twice through the Enemies Battle with it unhurt, tho’ they 
all aim’d at him, and many darts thrown at him, ftuck on the ftaflf of the Crofs. So great 
a number of Lances and Darts was found, that tho’ the Chriftians during two days they ftay’d 
there, ufed no other Fewel, they co.uld not confume them all. Fame firft, and then Mef- 
fengers fent on purpofe, foon fpread the News of this Vidory through all Parts.

All the Nobility was more intent upon their private, 1 
than the publick lntereft. In Caftile, many ftrove to poflefs themfelves of the Government \ 
fothe King s Name. Some ip Aragon not focontent, endeavoured toUfurp the Crown,thefe ! 
were SanchO' and Ff dmnd before-mentioned. Both pleaded that the young King Jaime

reforted 4.12 Prelates, 71 of which were Archbilhops, befides thePatnarchs of jmtfalm and 
Counci1 * Cmftantmple, Thofe of Antioch and Alexandria, came not themfelves, but fent their De- 
puties.The number of other Pricfts.isnot to be reckon’d. Many matters of gre^ moment were 
handled in this Council \ but the chief were the renewing the War in the Holy-Land, and 
quieting France, then embroil’d by the Hereticks. This Council was open’d in the Month of 
November, and in the Church of S. John Lateran. Among all the Prelate/, Roderick, Archbi- 
fhopof Toledo, fignaliz’d himfelf, making a Latin Speech fo fct oM variety .of other 
Languages, that the Fathers in admiration, faid The like bad not beenhfardfince the turn 
Apontes. Here the Jurifdiftion of the Church of Toledo was debated/for that the Archbi- 
fhops of Taragona, Braga , Santiago and Narbonne, would not acknowledge its.Supreme Au* 
Honours thority. On the behalf of Toledo were produced Bulls of former Popes,, their Deterrmna- 
done the trons, Decrees of Councils, and many Arguments deduc’d from Antiquity. Much alio Was 
faid by the other Party, but the cafe was left undetermin’d, becaufe tome of the Parties oOn- 
Toledo cern’d, were abfent, and it was fit they fhould be heard. Yet the Pope.granted/o Roderick 
the Archbifliop, the Legantine Power for ten years • and alfo, that in cafe the City SeQil 
Were taken from the Moor*, as was hop’d, by reafon of the fittall Power of the Almcf)ades,\t 
ibould be fubjedt to the Archbifliop of Toledo, as its Primate, and no Appeal to lye from this 
Decree. Befides, he gave him power to Legitimate 300 Baftards, and to place Bifhops nt 
all fuch Towns as fhould be taken from the Moors. The Archbifliop gain d great Reputation, 1 
in that Council, not only for his knowledge in many Languages, but for his extraordinary 
Learning, ndt tifual in that Age; He writ the Hiftory of Spain, another of the Moors, ana 
a Treatne of the Jurifdiftion Of his Church of Toledo. Touching the Holy-War, it Was de¬ 
creed, that all Church-men fhould contribute towards it, part of their Revenues. With 
this Sublidy, Recruits were fent over, and the Town of Damiata , m tAEgypt taken. As to 
the Affairs of France, the two Rdymuntf s. Father and Son, Earl’s of Toulouse, appear d in the’ 
Council againft Simon of Mont fort, who had defpoil’d 'them of their Dominions. The Refute- 
Was, that they were Condemned as Hereticks, and Toulouxx, with all other peaces he had 
taken, adfodg’d to Simon of Montfort. Whereupon, %JHontfm did Homage to^he King of 
France for thofe places, and fetled an Alliance with him. Yet not relying on the Fidelity of 
thofe People, he caufed Toulouve, Carcajfonm and Narbonne, to be difmantled, which, toge¬ 
ther With the heavy Taxes he laid on the Subjefts, rendred him fo odious, that many Towns 
along the River Rbofne, revolted from him to Raymundthc younger, and not long after, he 
sitiuK of | 0 ^.

«t Liberty. William Monredon , Mafter of the Templers, fear’d the King might in like man¬ 
ner betaken from him,and then others would reap the benefit of felting'him at Liberty,whilffc 
he fhould undergo the blame of having kept him confin’d. He therefore confultcdwithPe- 
ter de Apagra Lord of Albaracin, and with Peter Ahones, both Men v iri great Power,who jbyn’d 
with theinfelves Afpargus Archbifhop of Tarragona, and William of Tara forth, Thqfe in 
the Month of September, tefolVed to fet the .King at Liberty, and commit the Government 
of the KingdoniTo him, notwithftanding he was but Nine Year of Age, jmd tools an Oath 
to bind themfelves to the performance hereof. This was not done fo "privately, but that 
Sancho the King’s Unkle, who then governed the Kirigdom, had notice of it, and in--a ragev 
The King threatned to wafh the way the King was to go With mood* With this fefolution,he march’d 
of Aragon with a good Body of Men to Selga, a Town on the road, the King was to take. 'This being 

efcapes known affrighted the King, fothat tho’ in that tender Age,he put on a Coat of Mail, to fight 

Keewsrs. there were occafion. ty. Sancho, tho* he could not have failed of fuccefs, there being fo 
\ ^ fmall a Number with the King, durft hot attack them, and the King having Reap’d that 
danger, went on to Huefca, and thence to Zaragopa. There, and in all places he was recei¬ 
ved with great Joy, all Men hoping his Liberty, would put an end to the publick Calamities. 
For the eitablimlng of good Order, it was requifite toraiffe Money, the Revenues being 
wafted in the late troubles. This want was fupply’d by the Catalonians , who raifed the Tax 
called BovaticUm, becaufe it is laid on Oxen and other Cattle. It is fare that this Tax is laid, 
and notwithftanding King SPeter had levy’d it three times , yet it Was now granted to his 
Ill 7 * Son Jaime, in the Year of Grace 1217. By thefe Means* a fufficient Fund of Money was 
Furnifhed to fupply the King’s Wants, and raife Forces to quell any Infurreftion.

Ferdinand Prince of Leon fucceedsg his Mother 
Berengaria renouncing heir right. Orders of S. Dominick , S. Francis, and La 
Merced injiituted. . ■ _ . 


Troubles , T , JH E Enmity betwixt D. Alvaro de Lara, and Queen Berengaria, put the Kingdom into 
of caftile. A Confufion, and was the caufe that many Murders, Robberies, and other ViUanies were, 
committed. D Alvaro added one fraud to the perfecting of all his Proje&s. The King be-' 
ing at Maqueda, a Town not fat from Toledo, Queen Berengaria, lent a Man privately to ad** 
vertife him how affairs,flood. D. Alvaro having notice of it, feized the Meflenger, and 
Counterfeiting the Queen’s Hand and Seal, produced Letters as /rom her,dire&ing the King 
. to be Poifoned, and the more ro credit his invention, caufed the Meflenger to be ltranglU 
This impofture being known, incenfed all Men againft D. Alvaro, and the Inhabitants of Mrt- 
vseda had flain him, but that he withdrew with the King to Huete. Thither “the Queen again 
fent one Roderick Gonzales de Valverde, to confult with the King, how he might make his 
efcapetoher. This Man alfo was taken, and fent Prifoner to Alarcon, but was not put to 
. Death, for fear of the People. All the ftorm fell upon fuch Nobles as adhered to the Queen. 
The King kept his Lent at Valladolid, thence D. Alvaro, fent Forces to Befiege Adontalegre 
where was D. Stfero Tellez. Girpk, a Man of Note, well provided to defend himfelf. He bad 
two Brothers Ferdiand Ruyxt, and Alonfo Tejlez, that might have relieved him, but would 
not out of refpeft to the King. D. Suero, being fummon’d in the King’s name, tho’he 
They could long have held out, furrendred the Fort. After this the Country was wafted, and the 
breakout King inPerfon fete down before Carrion. Thence he moved t crVillalva. D.Ahnfo de 
into open Menefes who held it, being then out of the Town, was forced to make his way in with his 
• Sword, not without danger, being himfelf wounded, and many of his Servants kill’d. Ne- 
verthelefs he held out fo long, that the King was glad to quit that enterprize, and return 
to Palencta. At the feme time the War was carry’d on againft, Roderick and Alvaro Cameros 
who held the City Calaborra. The King going thither, foon made himfelf Mafter of that 
Cttfr Oarci Zapata the Governour, delivering up the Gaftle to him. After the taking of 
that City, they Marched againft D. Lope de Haro, Lord of Bifcay. That Country is Moun¬

end might have been put to all the Troubles, but the King thought himfelf'too fecure. Thus 
p. Alvaro having delivered up to the King all the Towns that belong’d to the Crown, was 
not oidy fet at Liberty, but received into Favour. His Brother Ferdinand refufmg to deliver. 
Caftrotfsriz and Orejop, yvas permitted to jiold them as the King’s Lieutenant. This Peace 
was notaafting, for thofe Men being ufed to Rule, could not be content with a private Life^ 
but gathering Forces, fpoiled the Country of Campos. King Ferdinand foon drove them ouc 
of his Dominions, and they fled to Lem, where they ftirr’d up that King, who was prepa¬ 
ring for it, to Invade Caftile. Some Gentlemen of Cafiiie broke into Leon , and that King 
coming down, Befieged them in Caftellon, betwixt Salamanca and Medina del Campo .. Men 
flocking on the one fide to relieve, an 4 ,on the other, to prefs the Befieged, at laft a Treaty, 
D. Alviro, was fet on foot, and a Truce concluded betwixt the Father and Son.. D. Alvaro dc Lara\ 
D 'p. rdi ' being at that time fick, caufed himfelf to be carry’d on Mens Shoulders to the City Toro , and 
m thd/”*" l ^ erc having at the time of his Death taken the Habit of Santiago, as was then ufed, to 
Death! obtain the Indulgences granted to that Order. He was bury’d at Votes , the head Monaftery, 
of that Order. His Brother Ferdinand, who had fled to Africk, liv’d in a Town caljdl El- 
Fora, near Morocco, where he alfo ended his days, having taken the Habit of S. John. The 
Death of thefe turbulent Men raifed the hopes of all Men, that a lading Peace might now be 
concluded with Leon. Thus all were bent upon carrying on the Wars againlt the Moors •, the 
Pope granted Indulgencies, great numbers of Men were raifed, rather in hopes of Plundfer 
than to get any Pardon of their Sins. They ranfack’d all Eftremadura, and laid Siege to Ca* 
petes , but wereforc’d to quit it, by reafon of the great Rains, which oblig’d them to break 
1218. up, and gp into quarters, in the Year of our Lord 1218. 

. Whilft thefeConfufions reigned in Spam, the neighbouring Countries were no lefs confum- 
derofs e< * w ‘ t}l * nte ^‘ ne Broils. War is the Nurfery of all fort Of Vices, which now, confequently 
Dominik were at their full growth. In the midft of this darkriefs, God enlightned the World with 
and hNiar- the example of many virtuous Men, who taught the way to Salvation. Neither wanted there 
r<ri,forRe- many that followed them. Among them all, one of the chiefelt, was the Holy Father S. Do* 
dcmption born at Caleruela, betwixt Ofma and Aranda. He was fit ft a Canon Regular, then la- 

tivcsln- boured much to root out the Herefie of the Albigenfes, as was faid before, and Inftituted the 
ftituted. Holy Order of Preaching, confirmed by Pope Hmorius. He Founded feveral Monafteries in 
Spain, and returning into Italy, dy’d at Bolonia. The fame Year another Order was Inftitu¬ 
ted in Spain, called de la Merced. It was firft thought of by Jaime, King of Aragon and 
perfected by Peter Nolafcus, a Frenchman. This Order was Inftituted for the Redemption of 
Captives. Their Habit is white, as alfo their Hood * on the former, the Arms of Aragon 
s Francis an< *a Crofs in a red Field. Next was S. Francis, born at Affis in Italy, Founder of the Or- 
of Ajfu. der °f bis Name, and S. Anthony of Padua, of the*fame Order. In Caftile, the War was re¬ 
newed againft the Moorr, at the inftance of Roderick, Archbifhop of Trtedo. 200000 Men 
were gathered in the Year 121 9. They plundred the Country, took'fome Places of no note 
and laid Siege to Requena, but were forc’d to quit it. In fine, the Succefs was not anfwer* 
able to the Preparations, for only a rich Booty was taken, and the Army difmifs’d. ' ’ ^ 



CHAP. VI. 


The Marriages of two Kjngs , Ferdinand of Caftile, and, Jay me of Aragon*; 
Ferdinand quells many Commotion's. Death of the Kjngs of France and 
Portugal. 1 • . . ' 

T HIS Year of our Lord 1219. there hap'ned a great Famine arid Mortality in Spain: 

At the fame time Jayme, King of Aragon, was about removing his Uncle Sancho front 
the Government, but upon his promife of aCting better for the future, forgave him. The 
King, tho’butn Years of Age, began to give tokens of Valour, and take delight in Arms; 
and Martial Affairs. One Roderick de Ltzana, a Man in great Power, was at variance with a 
Kinfman of his own, called Lope Albero , and of great Friends, they were become mortal Ene¬ 
mies. Roderick watching his opportunity, feizes his Adverfary, and carries him Prifoner to 
his Caftle of Lizutna. The King commanded him to ufe no further Violence, but be content: 
with what he had done, but he refufed to obey. This fo offended the .King, that gathering 
a Body of Men at Huefca, he marched to Albero, a Town Lizana had poflefs’d himfelf of,and ■ 
in two days recover’d it. Thence he came before the Caftle of Lizana , the Patrimony"of 
that rebellious Gentleman * and becaufe the Garifon refufed to furrender,caufed a famous 
gine to be brought from Huefca, which would caft 1500 Stones in 24 Hours. With this the 
Wall was fhaken, many Men killed, and the Garifon obliged to furrender. Albero was re¬ 
stored to his liberty, and his Adverfary having loft the Caftle, fled to Aibarapin, where Pc* 
ter Fernandez, de Apagra was his great Friend. Thence havings according to the Cuftom of 
thofe times, in Writing, Renounced his Country and Allegiance, he infefted the Borders of 
Aragon. The King flufh’d with his former Succefs, inarched to Albarazin, a final!, but very 
ftrong Place, being encompafled with Rocks, and almoft furrounded by the River Turia 4

Alonfo,Eerderick, Philip , Sancho, Emanuel, EUenor who dy’d Young U! t<r 
and Berengana who was a Nun, rathe Monaftery of HUelgas near Burgos. At the fame time M s Iffac ‘ 
the Aragonians, t defiring to fecure the Succeffionof the Crown, fent Emballadors to Pueen 
Berengana, to Treat of a match betwixt their King, and her Sifter EUemr -. This ProSofal 
being very advantageous to her, was eafily accepted, and the Town of Agreda on the Bor- 
dors ofCafttle and Aragon, appointed to Celebrate the Nuptials. Aieen Berengaria came 
firft with her Sifter, and foon after King Jaime, with a Noble retinuS The Marriage was 
Gelebrated in the Year 1221. yet the Bride, the King being yet .very young, continued a Ar - agort 
Maid a yeapndtalf after, as he himrelf relates in the Hiftory, he writ of his own Life On e'S of 
the loib of June, Roderick Archbilhop of. Toledo, confecrated the Church of S. Romanus in ctfUU.* 
the higheft .part pf that City. Upon the 23d of November, was born King Ferdinand's Eldeft 
Son, called Almfo. About the beginnig of December a great Earthquake (hook many Build- „ t 
lffisandmighty floods, and Winds following upon It, part of the Walls, and many Houles 
fell down. Thefe things were the more terrible, becaufe the City being high, and built FlS 
upon Rocks, feemM the fafer againft fuch difafters. B andStoras 

Navarre , Portugal , and Lew, now enjoy’d Peace. The Moors wafted themfelves with 
Civ,if Wars. ^ In Cafiile and Aragon, there were feme Commotions, but not confiderable. Common 
Roderick Lord of Cdtoeros, a Man . in great Power, confiding in his ftrength, prefiim’d^o tions fu 
pillage the Country about him. Being fummon’d by the King, to Anlwer for himfelf he a ^ le - 
Anfwer’d, he had taken tbeCrofs, in Order to go to the War in the Holy-Land. This was a 
apmon excufe in thofe times, the Pope’s among other priviledges, having granted,that fuch 
as ware the Crofs, feduld not be Try\l before the Civil Magiftrate, but in the Spiritual 
Cofirfs. But that fluft availed him nothing, for he was conftrained to appear at Valladolid 
wither the Courtw^ remov’d from Burgos, and being accufed of many Crimes, he fled*. 

He was attainted, and hisEftate Confifcated. Yet being a refolute Man, he fortified him¬ 
felf, fa the ftrong holds he had, wherefore to prevent a War, he was not only Pardon’d 

14000 Duccats given him,to quit thofe Towns he held for the King.After this follow’J Twofeve- 
aapt^r revolt D. Gonzah Nmez.de Lara, who only remained of the Three Brothers rai Rebel. 
Mifywded D. Gonpalo Perez Lord of Molina, to invade the Neighbouring Country about ^“squei’d 
jp* hoping by thefe troubles to be reftor’d to his Country, for he was ;in Barbary,ever fince 
Wth of his brother Ferdinand , having gone thither with him. Some aftion there was 
but pot confiderable, for the Lord of Molina, perceiving the danger he was in, begg’d par- 
do^^and obtain d it, tiirough the intercelfion of £uecn Berehgaria. Thus D. Gonzllo de 
Lara defpairing offucceefs, went into AndaluzJa, where among the Moors, at Baepa he elid¬ 
ed hi* Days, neither Godly nor Honourably. Such was the end of thofe Three Brothers, 
ffqra whom is dofeended the Family of Manriquez , well known in Spain. Itwas now the Year 
!.W. when %\# King of Leon,, gathering a great Army, as well of Soldiers in pay, as thofe 1222 
WhP taking tjie Croft,- ferved upon their own expence, entred Eftremadura, and laid Siege 
tiyCaceres. The Moon to raife the Siege, promiled a great fum of Money, they expefted 
C^t of Africk, bi* having obtained their ends, performed not, and we were not in a Con- 
ditrpn then to force them.

0 f Dumber, pardoned Gerard Viftount Cabrera^bo during the troubles,had pollened himfelf 
by force of tlje Earldohi of IV^fpoiling Aurlmbiafi Of the Patrimony lfeft him, by his Father* 
Armengaud. This Was dorie upori Condition, he Jhould ftand.to' the Judgrtient; that ftould 
be given betwixt that Lady and him. Sancho Eafl of RttJJilion , the Kirtg sUnkle, was ftill 
Living. His Son Num governed that Country, with whom William of Moncada, Lord Of 
Beam, tho’ they were before great Friends, being offended, he entred the Lands ot Rujfttton, 
doing great harm. Nunn not able to oppofe him, had recourfe to the King of Aragon^ w? 
fering to ftand ttf Arbitration, and make reparation of any damage fhould be laid to his- 
Charge. The King warn’d Mamada to forbear violence, and ftand to judgment* and he 
refufing, invaded his Lands fo furioufly, that he took from him 130^ Towers and Cattles^ 
and the Town of Cervellon near Barcelona. The Cattle of Moncada being ttrongly fortified, 
1223. and William himfelf in it, could not be fo eafily carry’d. Thus much in the Year 1123'. 
Death of j n w hich on the 15th of July dy’d Philip King of France dt Medun. His SOU Luis VIII. Hull 
the Kings band to Blanch oi Caftile, and Father to S. Luis fucceeded him.

Roderick Alfonfo of Leon, the king’s Ballard Brother, making an In- 
curfion into the Territory of Granada , was defeated by the Moors. SeveVal Perfons of Note, 
and a great 'number of Soldiers being kill’d in the Adtion. This Succefs encouraged the 
Momjh KJag to .wafte our Frontiers, no Body offering to oppofe him. King Ferdinand be¬ 
ing advertiz’d hereof, order’d his Son Alonfo fpeedily to fecure the Xingdom of Murcia, re¬ 
volving^ himfelf to march for AndaluzJa. Being come to Andujar , he ravaged the Terri¬ 
tories of Arjona and jfaew, then in the hands of the Moorx.'

Near the Cathedral, 
lieve is mi- is another Tower of Brick, exceeding all the others, being 60 Yards in breadth, and four 
l ' mes that height, upon it another little Tower, now White-waftied, and Painted-with fun- 
ei S u dry Figures wonderfully beauteous’. It would be too tedious to relate all that is great and 
extraordinary in this City. There were in it at this time 24000 Families, divided into 28 
Parifhes. The firft and chiefeft, is S. May, and is the Cathedral, none in Spain compares 
with it for greatnefs. It is a common faying of the Churches of Spain, that of Toledo is Rich, 
that of Salamanca Strong, that of Leon Beautiful, and that of Sevil Great. The Revenue of 
the Church is 30000 Ducats, the Archbilhops 120000 ? the-Canons, and other Dignities pro* 
portionably. The Country is plain, pleafant and ‘fruitful. A grtat part is planted with 
Olive-trees, which produce large and pleafant Fruit, thence fent to other panjf. It has fo 
great a Trade, and the Farmers are fo numerous and rich, that in the time of the Moors, ini 
Olive-Orchards call’d Axarafe, there were 100000 Cottages and Oil-Mills, which number.

TT^ Ing Alonfo the Tenth of the Name, as was of right, fuccceded his Father Ferdinand His 
JV Reign for the ftrange,variety of Revolutions that happen’d , prov’d much more’won¬ 
derful than glorious. For what can be riiore ; admirable than to fee a Prince bred in War and 
fo Learned, thatiew private X erfons could compare with him ; reduc’d to that Unfortunate < 
$^te, he could neither obtain the Empire, offer’d him by Strangers, nor fecure the Kingdom ' 
lWt him. by his Father ; but to be reduc’d almoft to the ftate of a private Man. He fully’d' 
the Title of the fVife, purchas’d by his Learning, by not knowing how to forefee and prevent 
the Calamities that fell upon him. At Sevil , where he was when his Father dy’d he was Pro- 
claim’d King. His firft aftion was to reneyv tjie League with the /(Ting of Granada • and he 
remitted him the fixth pa^t of the Tribute he us’d to pay. This was done in refpe’ft to his 
gopd Services, and to encourage him to continue faithful.. That Prince was fo great an ad¬ 
mirer of A" ing Ferdinand, that, tho’ a Moor , lie Tent Yearly 100 Wax Torches to Sevil for 
that .Kings Anniversary. Ther,e was great fcarcity of Moifcy, to relieve which want, it was 
thought fit, that mftead of Peptones, a Coin fo call’d, that was made 0/ pure Metal there 
ftiould Burgalefes be us’d,which were bale, and full of allay. This was no relief to the King’s 
wants •, for all things grew dear,and he was forc’d to raife the Salaries of all Officers.But the 
People were much mot e inrag’d, when another fort ofMoney was invented,call’d Black becaufe 
it had much Copper; 15 pieces of this Money were worth a Crown, one Bur gaits was worth 
two Peptones. This Method of railing Money has often been found very prejudicial and 
foon made King Alonfo odious to his Subjects. King Alonfo. was troubled for the Barrennefs 
Of his Queen Violame ; Flatterers advis’d there might be a Divorce obtain’d , and the King 
was eafy to be perfwaded. He fent to conclude a Match with Chrijlina Daughter to the King 
oi Denmark, and fhe was brought into Spain, Ring Jay me of Aragon indeavour’d by fair 
means to alter this t efolution, but thofe failing, had recoui fe to Arms. Thus the War broke 
out, incurfions were made on both fides, and the Frontiers plunder’d. Theobald King of Na¬ 
varre dy’d, now on the 8th of fitly, 1253. As, he was worthy of praife for his zeal towards 
the ploly Land,fo he was Blameahlc for invading the rights of the Church,on which account it r 
is faid,' that Kingdom was fqr the fpace of three Ycars undera general Interdict. After that J 
time was ex pit d Peter Rtntigius, 01 Gafoliz.B\(ho[i of Pamplona, who had been Banifhed was a 
reconciled to the King, and return’d to his Church.

Befides, the Princes and Governours did him Ho¬ 
mage.' All thefe Circumftaneds pleaded for Richard's right, whereas King Alonfo had per¬ 
formed none of the ufual Ceremonies. Both the EltCtor Palatine, and King'of Bohemia , who 
are the Umpires, when there is any thing depending,bad declared for Richard. On the other 
fide, King Alonfo pleaded, that he was Elected according to Cuftom, within the City Walls, 
That the Archbifhop of Cologne, and the Palatine came with great Military Power, as it were 
Contefts to f° rce others, and had made a Separate Election without the Town. That the Princes 
about the in the City, had waited fo long fo reduce them to obferve Order, and at length, the Arch- 
Imperial bifhop of Treves , with the Duke of Saxony, who had alfo the Marques of Rradcnburgb’s Voice, 
Crotfn- had EleCtcd King Alonfo, the King of Bohemia's Embaflador joining with them.

A New and more dangerousWar than any of the former/eem’d now to threaten Spain from n, 
£\. a new Empire lately erefted in Africk. The Family of the M erines having overthVowh milv of* 
add deftroy d the Almohades, Teviv’d the former Valour of that Nation, and purpos’d' to the 
qiarch over into Spam to reftoi e its Empire there. After the Death of Mahomet , called the rines ob * 
Green. who loft the famous Battle of Nabas de Toiofa, Arrafms, his fcrandfon and Soil of tains . the f 
BMo, who dy’d. before his Father, fucceeded him. When the Empire of the Almohades ex- 2 g* ° 
tended from the Ocean as far as eAigypt, the Government of Tremecen, a City on the Shore of ' 
the Mediterranean was given to a Moor, call’d Gomaran f a, of the Family of the Abdaluefts' 
which is very.Noble and Rich. «I his Man was the firft that effer’d to Revolt from hisPrinc^ 

Arrafms coming to fupprefs him, was treacheroufly Murder’d. No Enemy is fo dangeroui As 
u faMe Friend. A Kinfman of Gomaranca pretending to defert from him, flew the King 
He being dead, his Forces Were eaiily vanquilh’d by the Rebel, who Sally’d' out of the Cattle 
TrentefeJJirj Where he was Belfeg’d. Such as efcap’d the Slaughter fled to Fez, which is near 
to that part of Africk call’d Algarve, or the Plain Country. Bucar M win, Governour of Feta 
under pretehee of revenging his Matter, gather’d thefe broken Forces, overthrew the Rebels 
?nd then, asf a Reward of his Viftory, laying a fide the Title of Governour, afliim’d the StilO 
of Ring, fechring the Empire of Africk to*himfelf and his Succcflbr.

ThefeWtrfethe Families that Rul’d in Africk. In Spain, Mahomet Almabar, was King of Mnn 
Gr *m jteiarid.fltafc>i of Murcia, both Weakand Tributaries to King Alonfo of Caftile. Thefe K in 2 to 
two gijtoveary of theiv Subjection to the Chriftians, and hoping to be reliev’d by Jacob, Spain Re* 
King 6 i Jfrick, who began to gain great Renhwn,,agreed among themfelves to Revolt. Tho’ volt, 
(.before they were mortal Enemies, yet their hatred to the Chriftians, and hope of catting off" 
their Yoke , made them Friends. They carry’d their Defigns very private, left being too 
Toon difeover’d;. they might accelerate their* Ruin. King Alonfo, either that he had know- 
ledge of thefe Practices, Orelfe defil ing utterly-to expel the Moors, had no other cafe but 
Of renewing the War againft them. Some Cities in Andaluzict refus’d to fubmit to him which 
he thought to reduce by force. To this effect, Pope Alexander IV. granted the Croifade to 
alb that would ferve in that War at their own Colt and Charges. EmbafTadors Were fent to 
tWo*neighbouring!Princes to obtain Supplies, particularly it was demanded of the King of 

Aragon, 
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Aragon, that he would give leave to his Subje&s to take Arms in that Holy War, as had 
been agreed by the Treaty at Soria. The King, of Aragon neither flatly dent’dr.or fully 
granted, for he excepted all the Nobility, , who either aependedon him-for their Eftates, or 
receiv’d hjsTay^.but he allow’d, that theirVaffals, and others of the Commonalty,, might 
take Arrfli This old King defign’d by ttiefe means to fecure the Nobility^ of whofe Loyalty 
he was not fully fatisfy’d, it they Ihould get into Caflile. This aofwqr foJirovok’d King A~ 
Imfo, that he once defign’d to turn his Forces again it Aragon , but at lalt the Publi'ck Good 
prevail’d. Having taken this Refolution, he deliver’d up the Caftles that had been agreed at 
Soria, to be put into a third hand, by way of Caution or Security. They were put into the 
Hands of D. Alonfo Lopez, de Haro, for him to hold in truft, and that he might perfornut 
with freedom, he was abfolv’d of his Allegiance to Caflile. The Caftles were Cervera, Agft- 
di t, Aguilar , Arnedo and Autol. Whilft the Chriftians were taken up with thefe Debates,, 
the Moors underftanding all thefe Preparations were level’d againft them, not to lofe time, 
took the Caftle of Murcia, and other places in that Neighbourhood, in which were Chriftian 
• Garifons. Next, they Brib’d the Moors in Sepil, to Murder the King, but thatdefign failing, 

sinThe” having gather’d Forces from all parrs, they Invaded the Chriftian Territories with fuch fury 
W ar . and fuccels, that on a hidden they recover’d Xerts, Areas , Be jar, Medina Sidonia, Rhoda and 
Sanlucar. Garci Gowet,Commander of the Fort of Xerez., gave a molt notable Teftimony of 
bis Valour and Loyalty, for when all his Garifon was kill’d or wounded, he could not be pre¬ 
vail’d upon to furrender upon any Conditions, tho* there was no hope of Relief. The Moors 
admiring fbmuch Bravery, even in an Enemy, and defiring to fave his Life, contriv’d with; 
agreatlron Hook to draw him off the Wall, had his Wounds carefully (Jrefs’d, and gave 
him his Life. .King y#«/o,whowas gone to. the inward Parts of Spain to raife Men, the follow* 
CuiM , v ing Year came down to put a flop to the Currentjof the Enemies Succefs. By the way, n'qt 
H&tl built, far from the Ruins of Alarcos, where there was r ‘a Village call’d Pofuelo de S. Gil, about a 
League from the River Guadiana in a pleafant and fruitful Plain, he Founded a large Town, 
and called it Villa Real. King John 11 . of Ca(lile, afterwards chang’d it to that of Cuidad Real, 
which it Hill retains.The intent of building thisTown was to reprefs thelncurfions of th eMoors, 
and thence to ravage their Lands. Thence he advanc’d into the Enemies Country,doing much 

1263. hannwhereever he came. The damage the Moors fuftain’d in. the Year 1263. is not to be 
computed. This Year a great number of Voluntiers came to the Camp, induc’d by a Grant 
from the King, which made all fuch as ferv’d three Months every Year with Horfe ard Arms 
at their own coft, free from a Tax call’d Martiniega. The Moorr perceiving they were no 
way able to withftand fo great a Force as was that of the Chriftians, made frefti Inftances to* 
the King of Morocco, prefling hard for Relief. Their Embaffadors declared to him the great 
danger they were in, if not fpeedily fuccour’d. That King having heard them, granted their 

Towns re- Requeft. He fent them ioooLight-Horfe, who Mutinying, put the Affairs of the Infidels 
tT V Ch ‘ nt0 a wor ^ e condition than they were bdore, to fuch a degree, that Xerez and all the other 
ftians rt * Towns lately taken by the U* foors, were again ^recover’d by the Chriftians. Near Port S. 
Mary, (formerly call’d PortusMucflus') was built a Town of the fame Name upon the old 
Ruins,which fliow’d the footfteps of its formerGrandeur and. Bq^uty. In Toledo, alfo the King 
built the ChurchofS. Leocadia , behind the Pallace. Thefe things being perform’d in the 

1264. Year 12.64. the King return’d to Sevil, part of rhe Army was put into Winter-Quarters* and' 
the reft difmifs’d. Fame,, which magnifies all things, now gave it out, that the Enemy did 
not only follicit for Supplies and Auxiliaries, to be fent them out of Africk, but for a com- 
pleat Army to regain their Empire in Spain. Thefe Rumours perplex’d the Caflilians and 
Aragonians, who lay moft expos’d, and on whojm, of neceffity that 'ftorm mult firft fall. 
King Alonfo fearing the dangerous Confequences of this War, kntPeter Yanez, Mafter of 
Calatrava, his Embaflador to the King of Aragon, to propofe to him the joyqing of their 
Forces againft the Common Enemy, urging the publick danger, the Kindred that was be- 

Troubles tween them, and the Honour of the Chriftian Religion. The Affairs of Aragon were not in a 
in Aragon, peaceable pofture, nor had the King’s Sons laid afide their Animofities, the Nobles were di¬ 
vided into Factions, and the Commonalty followed their Example. Thefe diftradions pro¬ 
duced Robberies, Murders, and all fort of Crimes, infomuch, that the Cities of Aragon, 
which (land in the Mountains, were obliged to inftitute Brotherhoods to fuprefs thole Out- 
Laws, and by framing new and fevere Laws, to terrifie thofe wicked Men. The greivouf- 
nefsof the PunUhments were terrible. Indifferent Crimes were chaftized with Death, the 
leaft with Whipping, or fome other (hahieful Penalty. The Minds of the Nobility were 
wholly alienated from their King.. They complained all Honours were beftowed on Stran¬ 
gers, or mean People. That their Liberties wetfe intringed,and the Authority of the Juftice 
of Aragm, who is to fecure the Franchifes of the People, was diminilhed. That not only the 
Commonalty but the Nobility were oppreffed with Taxes. Thefe were the Publick Com¬ 
plaints. Befides thefe, every Man had his private Grievance. Therefore the King at Barce¬ 
lona, defining to raife the Tax called Bovaticum, Raymund Folch , Vifcount of Cardona, ob- 
ftinately oppos’d him , affirming, unlefs the King altred/his method of Government,he would 
, never give over. He had not flopped here, but that fome other Men of finality told him it 
was an unfit feafon to ftir up the People to Mutiny, that it was better to wait a fitter oppor¬ 
tunity, and not oppofe the publick good.

The 
wifdom of Xing Jaytne prevented it, for he perfuaded the Earl toTubmit himfelf to the.King 
Difordcrs of France, and fo the difpute ended. There were fome apprehertfions of Troubles within the 
in Aragon, Kingdom. Peter, the Xing*s eldcft Son, being offended at Ferdinand Sanchez, his Ballard 
Brother, for that in his return from the Holy-Land, he had been nobly entertaitfd byCbarles, 
King of Sicily, and he fufpeded they had contriv’d fomething prejudicial to the Kingdom, 
Ferdinand was at Burriana, thither Peter came with a number of Soldiers, and Ranfackrd the 
whole Houfc. Mean while Ferdinand, and his Wife AldoHpa, made their efcape. From this 
beginning, greater Troubles arole, the Nobility being divided between the two Brothers, 
with fuch heat, that Ferdinand’s Party doubted not to raife War againft the King himfelf; 
All the Effedfc was that theVifcOunt of Cardona,atid other great Men,loft their Eftates .Ferdinand 
Sanchez being taken by hjsBrother in the Caftle of Pomar,was S|rangled,and caft into theRiver 
Cinga. The Head being taken off, the other Confpirators were foonfubdued. But the 
Death of Fcrnan Sanchez hatftsed thxqt Years latef. He left a young Son, from whom the 
Family of Cdftro, in Aragon defeends.

A T the fame tfoije'in tyfijte great Preparations were made for the War witl^P’i^^.^^ 
The Moorijh King’s tender Years, and the Diftra&ions among the Infidels ofler a a good V* r 
Opportunity, of making fome confiderable Advantage. Befides that a Son of Ozjmin, call’d 
Abraham the Drunkard, bedmfe he drank much W ine, had defer ted to the Chriftians. With 
him came a good Body of Men. King Alonfi went.to Sevil, and from thence made Incurfi- 
ons, wafting the Enemy’s Country. He took from them Olivera, Prunaand Ayaminte. Thus 
the Summer was fpent, and Winter coming on, the Souldicfs return’d Rich with Plunder, to 
Qiiarter in Sevil. D. Alonfi Jofre the Admiral, brought tnither the News to the King, that 
he had defeated 24 Galleys ofth&#/«<-«, taken 3, and funk Some of thefe belong’d to 
Granada, the reft were of Africk. Imfioye 1200 Moors were kill’d and taken. ‘ Embafladors 
were fent to Treat about the King^Marriage. D. John Manuel feeing the King refolv’d to 
put away his Daughter, pubiicklj(iien6uncmg his Allegiance, joyn’d in League with the 
Kings of Aragon and Granada. Befides he made‘Inroads from ChinchtU and Almanfa, two 
ftrong Places^,wafting all, the Country. At the fame time the Kingat Sevil gave the Title 
of Earl of Trafia'ftiara, Lems, and Sarriato Alvar Nunez. Ofirio his great Favourite, an Ho- 
j ^iour had not beep given in Cafiile for many Years paft. The Ceremony was very odd. Three 
Sops were put into a Cup of Wine, and fet before them the King and Earl compliinented 
one another three Times about taking the firft j atlaft the King took one and the Earl ano- 
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' thefr. The Earl was allow’d in the Campto keep a-Kitchin apart for his Company, and in 
the Army to h^ve Colours with his own Devife and Coat of .Arms. His Patent being fign'd 
and read* alt that were prefent cry’d, Let the Earl 'Live. This was the manner of creating 
an Earl in thofe Days. At Cordova the King caus’d Johffi.mce to be Beheaded, fprth&he 
had not obey’d his Orders in reftorftigtlfe Qaftle ,of Cabra>j$ 0 j» Knights, of Sahtid$, 'jfjfom 
whom he took it during the late Troubles, befides he was a Seditious Perfon. 

ny pitizens of Cordova iuffer’d the fame Punifhment for the lame, .pother like Crimes. Gar- 
cUmJo de la Vega was murder’d.at Soria in the Church at Mafs, by tn^f contrivance of the No¬ 
bility. The King was much concern’d, and, had fent him not long before from Stvil to 
thwart the Defigns of D. John Mamet. Efcalom a firiall Town in the Kingdom of Toledo mu- 
Scveral tiny’d, and was for joyning with the Rebels. In Cafiile there were Uproars, particularly 
^ ,a /r/ S ! B Twof Zamora, and Valladolid had rpyolted. The chief Contriver of this Rebellion was Her- 
* **’nan Rodriguez, de Balboa , Grand Prior of the Order of S. John. His Prfitence was the Great- 
nefs pf the new Earl, Alvar Oforio and Jofeph the Jew. The King lay’d Siege to Efialona, 
but hearing the News of Cafiile, was forc’d to quit it. He came to Valladolid, where they 
would not admit him unlefs he caft off the Earl Oforio,, which was accordingly done. This 
Affront was fo hainoufly refented by Ofdrio, that he Rebell’d and ioyn’d with D. John Manuel, 
which prov’d his utter Ruin. Ramiro Fltres de Guzman counterfeiting he fled from the King, 
gam’d his Friendlhip, and finding an Opportunity^ ftabb’d him. . The King prefently feiztt 
all his Lands and Treafure, and declar’d him a Traytor, no body appearing upon Summons 
to^yindicate him. Jofeph the Jew yvasprote&ed by his Meannefs, and general Contempt of 
m^jtfatiori. The King was married’at, ,Ckidad Rodrigo, where with him of Portugal he con- 
tririjdto draw away the King of jtejrqb ftom the Intereft of D. John Manuel. To this pur¬

T HE Death of Abomelique was much lamented m Afirkh, and ftir’d up an earneft defire 470^, 
of Revenge. Great Levies were made throughout all that Empire, in order to in- in¬ 
vade Stain: Thus 70000 Horfe, and nooooo Fpot were rais'd; the greateft Army ever Vet vadcS ^' ft - 
enter’d#®#. Befides the Moors fitted out 150 Ships, and 70 Galleys. Whilft the King of 
Cafiile was afflifted with the Thohghts of making Head againft that Multitude, another Mif- 
fortune increas’d his Trouble. D. Gontalo Martinez, or Nune^ Matter of Calatr*va was lm- 
peach ? d‘dftfeveral hainous Crimes, and being Summon’d to appear and anfwer for himfelf 
fled toitjfolttftg 6 f Granada. Befides the Admiral Ot Aragon making a defeent near AlgezJrl 
was kill'd iri a skirmifh With the Moors. Neverthelefs in the Spring the King went into An- 
ddurJa, and befieg’d the Matter of Calotrava in Valencia, a Town within the Bounds of the 
Antient Lufitania. He was taken, condemn’d as a Traytor, Beheaded and Burnt for a Ter¬ 
ror toothers.' D. NumChamiz.o , a Man of known-worth was chofen in his Place. Alboa- 
cen began to fend over his Army into Spain, and had Landed 3000 Horfe, who made an In- 
curfion into the Territories of Xerez.^ Arcos, and Medina Sidonia.

Peace with tfct Moors at any rate, being in no Condition to withfl|h#them4Dthers refolute- 
ly oppos’d that Opinion; and would hear of nothing but carrymgon th^:War, fince flo 
Peace could be then Honourable or Secure, This advice prevail’d, Und it was refolv’d to 
follicite the Kings tof Aragon zni^f iml to foyn their Forces with Cafiile. The Fleet Was 
refitted at Sanlucar, arid the ComriflyfoTof it given to JD. Alonfo Artiz. Calderon, Great Prior 
of S. John. The King of Aragon fent his.Eljpet^ commanded by Peter de Moncdda , 15 Galleys 
came from Genoa, at the Charge of the Kijig of Cafiile. John Martinez, de Lej.va wentTm- 
baflador to the Pope, and obtain’d the Croiidde for all thofe that ferv’d three Months at their 
own Expence. To oblige the King of Portugal he of Cafiile confented that the Lady Confiancei 
Daughter to JD.

tion of ouf Army, Burnt their Engines and poffefs’d themfelves of certain Hills near their 
Camp. They, intrench’d not, believing the Vi&ory fecure. Our Army being come to a 
Village call’d La Pena del Gieryo, there difcover’d the Eltcmy, and held a Council of War.

the reft of the Army was order’d to refrelh themfelves, and be ready, for the Fight at break 
of day. Great Joy was among the Chriftians that Night, .they offer’d up their VOjWs to 
Heaven, and fwore to ftand by one another, and never to return Home, unlefs Vi&orious. 
At break of Day, the Kings and others by their Example receiv’d the Holy Communion, 
and then the Army was drawn out: D. John de Lara, D. John Mound, and the Mallet of 
Santiago commanded the Van,D. Gonzalo de Aguilar the Rear, and tbi.Pero Nunez, a Referve of 
Foot. The main Body was headed by the Two Kings, and with* them the Arch-Bifhop of 
Toledo, and many Prelates and Nobles. A French Gentleman call’d Jugo, by the Popes ap¬ 
pointment, carry’d the Standard of the Croizade, and all the Spiers wore ared^Cfofs on 
their Breafts, in Token they fought for the Faith. The Kingbf Portugal undertook to 
charge him of Granada, and had With him, befides his own People, the"Maflbrsof Cala- 
Thc Battle trava and Alcantara. The King of Caftile, juft as the Armies were ready to fall on, ertcou- 
ofi Salado. ra g’d hisMen*, and then the Signal being given, they mov’d towards the Enemy. - Betwixt 
the two Armies was a River call’d Salado, which not far from thence, falls into the Sea j from 
this River the Battle took Nan\e, and was ever called of Salado.

The Two Brothers Gonzalo and Garcia Lajfo parting over a fmall Bridgej were the 
firll that ingaged. They were in great danger, being overpower’d by Numbers, when 
Alvar Perez, de Guzman reliev’d them, and theri all the reft follow’d. The King of Portugal 
march’d on the left, along the Hills*, he of Caftile Uking a Circuit by the, Shore, fellfuriouf- 
ly on the Enemy. Both Sides rent the Skies with hideous Cries, and being come to Handy- 
Ill okes, Hood their Ground without giving way, the Generals caufing the Standards tube 
advanc’d where the greatefl Danger was. Certain Bands of Chriftians,. through By-ways, 
gottothe Enemies Camp, which they plunder’d, having flain thofe that were left to Guard 
Iofideb The y that Fought underftanding what had happen’d, were difmay’d, and foon after fled. A 
flab. mighty Slaughter of them was made. 200000 are faid to have been kill'd, and a great Num¬ 

ber taken. Only 20 Chriftians are reported to haveperilh’d, which feems abfolutely incre¬ 
dible. Thofe .Soldiers that belong’d to the Fleet did no Service, for all the Aragonians re¬ 
main'd aboard. Navarre fent no Succour, that King being taken up in the Wars of France. 
Reginald, Pone ins a French-man govern’d that Kingdom. The Arch-Bifhop of Toledo never ftirr’d 
from the King of Caftile s Side, during the Battle, and hinder’dhim from cafling.himfelf de- 
fperately among the Enemy, being almoft-forfakenby hisMen. ThisBattle wksfought in 
the Year of Grace 1340. Authors vary about the Day, but 1 look upon the moll certain Ac¬ 
count to be, that it waiupbn a Mmday the 30 th of Ottpber, as it is fpt down in the Kalendar

The Cardinals came out of Town to meet John Martinez de Leyva, 
the Embaflador. The Pope himfelf after faying a thankfgiving Mafs, fpoke much in Com¬ 
mendation of King Alonfo. The King of Caftile appointed Giles Bocantgra a Genoefe Admiral, 
giving him in Charge, to fecure the Strtights Mouth, left the Moors fhould return. This was 
done to oblige the Genoefes, that they might not recal their Galleys as the Aragonians and 
Progrefs Portuguefes had, tho they foon after fent them again more in Number, than at firft,.itbe-

with his Friend John de relafo * the Palace. This- Guitlema n *m 
lelf, and had not long before the Town ofyillalpando in Dower with his Wife. His Fa¬ 
ther was Peter Hernandez. deVelafco, who dy’d with many more at the Siege of Lisbon, and 
was the Founder of the Noble Family in which the Honour of Conftableof Cafiile continues 
tp this Day. D. Peter de CafiiHa, Bifhop oiOfma, and John Abbot of Fufelos, two great 
friends of the Arch-bilhop were alfo apprehended. It was look d upon as a great difre- 
fpea to apprehend fuch eminent Churchmen, but the pretence of the publick Good ex¬ 
cus’d it. Zamora, PalcnciawA Salamanca were put under an Interdift, the King and all 
the Nobles concern’d were excommunicated. But the Prifoners were foon releas’d, giv¬ 
ing Sureties. The Archbilhop gave four of his Kindred as Hoftages, and put his Towns 
bt Talavera and uilcala intQ a third Hand. John de Fdafco deliver’d the Cattle of 5 w/*, 

Which he held for the King. Abfolution from Ecclefiaftical Cenfures was begg’d of the 
Pope, which he impower’d his Nuncio Dominick, BilhopofS. Ponce, and of Aim in France, 
to grant. The King in the Cathedral of Burgos on his Knees fwore to be obedient to the 
cShurfch, and make Satisfaction to the Arch-Bifhop, reftbring-him his Towns, y^fhen . 
was abfolv’d on the 4 r h of July. The Interdift was taken ott, and to make this 
more compleat, the Duke of Benavente through the good Management of .the Arch-bifhop^ 1 
of Santiago, who did all, disbanded liis Forces, and fubmittedto the Ring.

Henry de Vtllena, a Man no lefs remarkable for his extraordinary Learning,^thah for the Mi£* 
fortunes he underwent; and, was at that time depriv’d of his Inheritance; andthe Mafter- 
fhip of the Order of Calatrava. The manner of it was thus. D. Gonzalo deGazhtan dying 
D. Henry de Villen* through thp Favour of King Henry the IIM obtained that Dignity. Ma¬ 
ny of the Knights objefted that he was marryd, and therefore according to the Conftitu- 
tions of the Order could not be Mafter. His Ambition was fuch, that he refolv’d to be 
Divorc’d from his Wife the Lady Mary fie Albornoz, tho her Portion was great, Ihe being 
Lady of Alcoper , Salmeron, Valdolivas, and tile other Towns of the Infantddo. To carry on 
this Divorce he own’d himfelf naturally Impotent, and to the end his own Eftate might not 
fall to the Order, made_over to the King the Townsof Tineo and CangdS, and his Right to 
the Mar<jnifate of Villeha. The Commepdaries of the Order eafily perceiv’d this was all 
Fraud. They alfemblcd again, and hdving taken this Affair into Confideration depos’d D. 
Henry as illegally elefted, choofing D. Luis de Guzman in his Place. This Eleftion caus’d Dif- 
putes, which laftedtfYears. All the Knights of that Order did not agree, fome were for 
the firft, fome for the laft Mafter. In condufion, the Ciftercjan Monks by order of Pope 
Benedict , having hear’d both Parties gave Judgment in favour of D. Luis de (iuzman.

ir coSts neditl, they agreed to meet at Morelia^ a ToWn in the Kingdom of Valencia on the Borders 

With Pope of Aragon and Catalonia. The King fignaliz’d himfelf in treating the Pope with all manner 
media. ofRefpeft. For firft he led the Horfe on which he rode to the Church, and thence to his 
Lodging, carry’d his Train ; next day he waited upon him at Table, and Prince Henry did 
tjie Office of Cup-bearer. His Service, which was of Pewter, he chang’d.into Silver and Gold, 
all to foften his obdurate Heart. They met feveral times to treat of the Affair in Hand. 
The Pope would not yield to lay down that Dignity,'and his followers obftru&ed it: <0 
Days were fpent and nothing concluded. At the fame time came News from Italy of the 
Death of Ladijlaus King of Naples, who <vas reported to be poifon’d in tHS height of all his 
Profperity, when he might have hop’d to make himfelf Mafter of all Italy. He had no Iffue 
for which reafon that Crown fell to his Sifter Joanna, 'Widow.of William Duke of Aufiria 
yiot above 30 Years of Age, and *no lefs leud than the other Queen of Naples of the fame 
Name, tvehave before mentioned. Many Princes confidering a Kingdom was her Dower 
were ambitious to marry her, and Ihe was contra&ed to John, fecond Son to the King of 
Aragon, who on that Account went over to Sicily,- and yet the Match was broken ofl~ and 
that Queen marry’d to James of Bourbon, Earl'of Marche, a comly Youth. Pandolphtts Alo¬ 
ft* was greater with the Queen than became the Regal Dignity, which was penfur’d by the 
People, and refented by the Nobility. AH hopes of reducing Pope BenediB being loft, the 
Council chriftian Princes ftill continu’d their Refolution of aflembling “a.General Council, and ap- 
P ointed the City Confiance in Germany to be the Placeo’fMeeting. The Bifhopsof/M/y and 
France came firft. Pope Gregory fent his Embafladors with full Power to renounce the Pkpacy. 
for him, if requir’d. Pope John came in Perfon, relying on his Friendlhip ( with the Emperor. 
King Ferdinand ceas’d not to prefs Popd B'tneditt to comply as well as hfe Competitors. Af¬ 
ter much contefting they fent an Embaffy to the Emperor, defiring they three might meet 
in fome convenient Place. The Prelates continued to affemble at Confiance, and about 300 
met. The Council was open’d on the 5 th of November. * At the fame time in Aragon a great 
Jcmzm.

day he made a long Harangue in defence of his Right, allcdging, that if ever there was any 
doubt of the duenefs of his El eft ion it had now ceas’d by. the ReiignatiOn of his Competitors., 
he only being left as foie Governourofthe Church ■, that the Older he was the more caule 
he had to fear offending GOd, by timoroufly yeilding to quit his Charge. He fpent 7 whole 
Hours in this Difcourfe without the leaftfign of Wearinefs, tho he was 77 years of Age* 
and the Auditors tir’d flip’d away one after another. At laft he urg’d, that in Cafe he were 
not the true Pope, yet the choofing of another appertain’d to him alone, as being the only 
Cardinal left alive of thofe promoted before the Schifin by a Pope, whofe Right was indif- 
Pope Be- putable. Much time was fpent in thefe Debates, and no hopes of any Gonclufiort. The Em- 
vedift aif- p eror weary of thefe delays departed from Perpignan, threatning Pope Benedift to indke ufe 
oxvn’d in Qf Force, fince he could not be reduc’d by fair means. Yet he made feme ltay at Narbonne, to 
AYagW% fee whether King Ferdinand could work upon that hard Heart but all was in Vain,, for Pope 
Benedift fled to Pinifcola , hoping to maintain himfelf there, it being feated on a Rotk en- 
compafs’d’ almoft on all fides by the Sea. At length the only remedy remaining was made 
ufe of, which was to difown him in Aragon, as was done by Edift, and all Perfons forbid to 
14:6. acknowledge him as Pope. F. Vincent Ecrrerim, who had always adher’d to him, was the 
Man that now advis’d to call him eft! Some Perfons ftill retain’d a fcruple, but the gene¬ 
rality eaftly confented. Benedift himfelf was lb offended, that he fay’d, he who was, moft 
beholding to him was his chief Enemy, and he hop’d God would for nis Ingratitude deprive 
him of the Kingdom which he had given him. fc/hilft theft things were hbtteft in Debate, 
Ellencr Queen of Navarre dy’d on the' 5 th of March at Paniplona. She lies iri an Alablafter 
Tomb in the Cathedral of that City, with an Infcription fignifying the time of her Death. 

King Ferdinand’s Diftafe continu'd, and he erfrneftly defir’d to return to Caftile , to try 
whether his Native Air would recover him. Sickly Perfons, efpecially at the Point of Death, 
fancy whatever they defire. Befides he was felicitous to promote the Intereft of Caftile on 
account of his Kindred with that King, andasGovernour to him during his Minority. He 
alfowas defirous that Kingdom ihould caff off Pope Benedict, as Aragon had doiie. To this 
purpofe he return’d froi ^..Perpignan to Barcelona , and at the beginning of the Summer fet out 
for Cajlile. Travelling increas’d his Diftemper, and he was forc’d to take up nilgitalada, 6 
Leagues from Barcelona. There the Pfoyficians gave him over, and having receiv’d the Sa- 
Ferdinand craments, he dy’d like a good Chriftian upon the id of April. He was a Prince endu’d with 
ot Aragon excellent Perfeftions, of a graceful Prefence, and dextrous at gaining the good Will of all 
, dies * Men. Some accufe him of being very flow-, for abandoning Pope Benedift, for making his 
Advantage of the Revenue of Caftile, for being lavilh of his own, and covetous of what be¬ 
long’d to others to fupply his Extravagances. He reign’d 3 Years, 9 Months, and 28 Days. 
His Body lies at Poblcic in a very mean Tomb. By his Will made feme Months before at 
Perpignan , he provided for his Children in this manner. To Prince John he gave the Eftate 
of Lara, and Medina Ad Campo, alfo the Town of Monblanc, with the Title of Duke in Ca¬ 
talonia, andfeveral other Towns. To Prince Henry he left Albuquerque, and to D. Sancbo 
Mcntalvan. He appointed Alonfi his eldeft Son, Heir to the Crown. In cafe all the Brothers 
ihould die without Iflue, lie order’d the Sons and Grandfons of his Daughters, Mary and 
EUenor , ihould fucCeed, yet excluded the Mothers. King Ferdinand’s Death was the caule that 
\s£ Caftile for feme time continu’d to give Obedience to Pope Benedift. He had many Friends, 

' whom he had oblig’d in Caftile , and particularly.the Arch-biihopsof Toledo, and Sevil, D. 
Sancho de Rojas, and D. Alonfo do Fxea ftickl’d for him. 

New ' ” Frefh Tumults began in Caftile , which ihew’d how necefiary the Prudence and Valour of 
Troubles King Ferdinand had been for the Peace of that Country. Queen Catherine immediately entred 
in Caftile. upon t j ie w hole Government of the Kingdom. She committed the Education of the King to 
the Arch-biftop of Toledo, and joyn’d with him John dcF'elafco, and James Lopez, de Zuniga, 
the chief Juftice. Many complain’d they had no lhare in the Preferments given, and among 
them were p. Alonfo Enriquez, the Admiral, and D. Buy Lopez, Davalos the Conftable. At 
1417- the beginning of the Year 1417, a Truce was concluded with the King of Granada for two 
Years, by which he was oblig’d every Year to rcleafe 1 co Chriftian Slaves. The Prelates 
if at the Council of Conftance attended to all that was for the Advancement of the Church. To 
jdn ms pacify the Rebellion in Bohemia , and .reduce the Hereticks, they brought their Heads, John 
and Me- Husb and Hicrome of Prague to that City, having obtain’d them a fafe Conduft from the 
rome of £ m p eror . Herefy once fix’d, is hard to be rooted out. They both fled from the City, and 
burnt 4, being apprehended by Parties fcrit out after them, were publickly Burnt. The Hereticks 
being punifh’d, and their Herefy condemn’d, the Bilhops again apply’d themfelves to make 
up the Divifions in the Church. On the 26th oi July they exconnnunicated Pope Benedift, 
who only remain’d of the three, and depriv’d .him of any Right he could pretend to S. Pe¬ 
ter’s Chair. This Sentence being made publick, they proceeded to theEleftionof a new 
Pope. There were prefent 22 Cardinals of thofe that had follow’d the three Popes *, to 
theft were joyn’d 30 other Eleftors, fome of them Bilhops, the others Men of Note, all 
which were font up in the Conclave. All of them to a Man agreed to theEleftionof the 
Cardinal, Otko Colonna, a Native of Rome. This was done on the nth of November, and he

The Death of the Moorith KJng of Granada. . A Truce betwixt Caftile and Portugal.

A T Toledo C whither the King of Caftile went, as foon as the Cortes broke up ) the form Govern- 
of Government was alter’d, the Town being before divided into Factions, and fub- ment 
jeQs to Mutinies. It was the Cuftorti every two Years to choofe 6 Officers, fomewhat in‘ To!ed ! al " 
thfe nature of Aldermen, 3 of tlie Commonalty, and 3 of the Gentry. Thefe with the two tCrcd ' 
Alcaides \ who are not unlike to out Sheriffs, and the chief Alguazil, made up a Court, or 
Council', and govern’d all the Affairs of the City. All Men were free to come totheir 
Confults, and Vote with them, which occafion’d Ditbt'dcrs. The King regulated this Af¬ 
fair, and order’d as King Atonfo had before done at Burgos, that there fhould be 16 Regidorcs 
or Aldermen, chofen half of the Gentry, and half of the Commonalty, who were to con¬ 
tinue for Life, and the moft Votes among them fhduld take place. When any of thefe dy’d 
khe King was to name another. This caus’d another inconveniency for thofe Places were 
expos’d to fale. At Pamplona, the Government of that Place which was divided betwixt 
three Govetnours, was afterwards alfo reform’d. One of thefe Governours had charge 0 f Pi,w P lmit ' 
the Suburbs, another of the City, and the third ofa certain Quarter call’d Navarreria, which 
often caus’d Difputes about the extent of their Jurisdiction. King Charles ordained there 
Ihould be but one Gcrvernbiir, and with him 10 Aldermen, who Ihould have the whole 
Power in their Hands, and that all the City Ihould compofe but one Body and be fubjedt to 
one Tribunal. John Earl of Faux had now a Son born to him calj’d Gaft on, who in time G n 
through ftrange Revolutions' came to be King of Navarre, Prince Charleston to Prince Hei/ot 
John of Aragon, and the Lady Blanch his Wife dying. He ought to have inherited his Navarre 
Grandfather’s Crown, and his Father fent his Mother with him to be bred in her Father’s k° rn - 
Court. As foon as the Prince came to Court he was created Pi ince of Viana, and feveral 
other Towns, particularly Corella and Peralta given him, a thing iiew in Navarre , but done 
in imitatibii of the neighbouring Kingdoms. It was enafted that thofe Dominions ihould 
for the future fever belong to the Heir of the Crown. This Law pafled on the ioth of Janu¬ 
ary 1423. Five Months after to fatisfy the defires of the People, the Oath of Allegiance to 1423- 
the Prince, as next Heir was taken by the three Eftates, at Olite, -where the King being 
very antient, commonly refided, by reafon of the Pleafantnefs of the Seat, and the Beauty 
and Magnificence of a Palace, he himfelf had built. Ever fince his Minority, the King of 
Portugal had prefled him of 'Caftile to fettle a lafting Peace, and enter into a League, both Na¬ 
tions bfeing wafted with tedious Wars, ana deiirous to put an end to the Miferies it occafin’d. 

So far the Portngues was comply’d with, that a Truce was concluded for 29 Years, and it Truce be- 
was alfo agreed that after the Expiration of that time neither Party Ihould commit any Ho- twixt c a - 
ftility upon the other, without declaring War a year and a half before fuch Breach made.^'^ an '* 
This Tl uce was proclaim’d at 'Jfvila, where the King then was, to the great Joy and Sa - 1>mugaL 
tisfaftion ofthe People. Proceflions of Thankfgiving were made, and all manner of Sports 
to exprfefs the publick Satisfaction. In certain Juftsthat were kept at Court, Ferdinand de 
Caftro , the Portngues Emballador, was Challenger, and all others refufing to run againft him, 

Roderick de Mendopa. Son to John Hurtado de Men do fa, threw him QUt of the Saddle at the 
firft fhock, and had like to have kill’d him.

King Alonfo fear’d the Inconftancy of the 
Queen, and could not bear with her openLeudnefs, therefore he order’d a Fleet to be fitted 
out in order to fend her away to Catalonia. This was not carry’d fo privately but the 
Queen had notice of it, and from that time the Friendlhip betwixt thofe two Nations began 
to grow cold. Both parties complain’d that their Adverfaries dealt not ingenuoufly; but 
lay’d Snares to intrap them, and it was true enough. The King kept at Cafteinovo, the Queen 
at Porta Cap,tana, a ftrong Place. From this beginning fprang two Fadionsin Naples, one 
of the Aragomam, and the other of the Andegavenfis , or Anjovines, Names odious in that 
Kingdom, and which lafted till our Days. The Enmity and Contrivances went on. King 
Alonfo feign’d himfelf fick. John Caracciolo the Senefchal, came to fee him. He was great in 
the Queen’s Favour, and that more than became her Modefty, therefore he was fecur’d at 
this Vifit, and the Aragon,am immediately repair’d to Porta Capuana. The Queen’s Partv 
(hut the Gates, and drew up the Bridge, fothat King Alonfo was forc’d to go off not with 
out fome Danger *, for they call Darts at him from the Walls. Thus by degrees they came 
to fight in the very Streets. At firft the Aragoniam got the better, poflefs’d themfelves of 
the City, and having plunder’d and burnt feveral Houfes, befieg’d theQjieen in her ftrone 
K. Atofo Palace. Its own Strength, and the Refolution of the Garrifon defended it againft all tho 
agr Attempts oft he Aragoniam. Sfircia, who lay near at Hand, came to relieve the Qpeen, and 
the Queen * er ” ard i* came DUt of Stcll X t0 ™nforce the King, as did a Fleet of 22 Galleys and 
Of Naples 8 large Ships from Cataloma. This Fleet arriving at Naples, on the i oth of June recruited 
in l«r the Aragomam , who Were now grown weak and declin’d. Encourag'd with 
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offer d to ftand by her.' Prifoners on bothfides were exchang’d, and thus Caraedahreco- 
vered his Liberty. At length on the 21 ft of June the Qiieen at Nola recall’d, and made 
void the Adoption of King Alonfo , as an ungrateful and unworthy Perfon. In his ftead fhe 
^ , adopted and appointed her Succeffor, Luis Duke of Anjou, the third of the Name and Son 
Luis Duke to the 2 d. To this effed file fent for him from Rome, and created him Duke of Calabria i*

himfelf, either not likmg the Party, or becaufe he hop’d to make himfelf Mailer of that Citv 
and all its Territory. For this reafon King Alonfo was oblig’d to refolve upon returning 
to Spam to fettle his Affairs and gather new Forces to carry on the War, tho he save out 
it was to fet at Liberty his Brother Prince Henry. He left his other Brother Prince Peter 
his Commiflioner with foil Power to Command in his Abfence. With him flay’d James 
Caldora , and feveral other confiderable Officers of both Nations.

Thus noth ing was 
concluded* and the Embafladors departed. The King of Caflile went away to Burgas at the 
lame time that his Daughter Catherine dy’dat Madrigal, a Town in Old Caflile, on the 10 tb 
of Angit She was bury’d in the Monaftery of Hnclgas. Soon was the Grief conceiv’d for 
hm* her Death converted into Joy, the Queen being deliver’d on the <$th of January 1425, at 
-JewTof of Prince Henry. In April the three Eftates took the Oath of Allegiance to him, 

c.nftik as Heir to the Crown. The King of Aragon was making all neceflary Preparations for 

bom. War at Zaragofa. At Valladolid a Council was held to make the neceflary Provifionto op- 

pofe him. Opinions vary’d, as is ufual in fuch Cafes. Some were for declaring War im- 
/ mediately •, a hot fort of People, where there is no Danger. Others morn prudent faid, all 

porhble means ought to be us’d to prevent a Breach. The King was doubtful, and knew 
not which Advice to take. Charles King of Navarre fearing this Difpute might be deftru- 
ftive to Spain, fent Peter Peralta his Steward, and Caret Falces his Secretary, Embafl’adOrs 
to Caflile, to offer himfelf as Mediator. When this Propofltion was ready to be embrac’d, 
it was obftru&ed by Letters from the King of Aragon , requiring Prince John his Brother to 
repair to him immediately. He having obtain’d leave of the King of Caflile, fet out for 
vidory Aragon, and had Commiflion to treat with that King of an Accommodation. The Army 
• biTthc* °f Aragon lay atTarapona, ready to break into Caflile, and the King was fo intent upon this 
Queen of Expedition, he feem’d to have lay’d afide all Thoughts of Naples. And Yet he had receiv’d 
Naples. Intelligence that Braccio who befieged Aquila, was overthrown and killed before that Place 
on the 25 th of May. James Caldera General of the Pope’s Forces in the Service of the Queen 
, obtain’d this Vi&ory, being aflifted by John and Sancho Carrillo , Nephew's to the Cardinal of 

that Name. They in purfuanceofthe Vittory foon made themfelves Mafters of Marca de 
Ancona , which Braccio had before taken. The Body of Braccio was carry’d to Rome, and 
bury’d before the Gate of S. Laurence, he being an Excommunicated Perfon. In the time of 
Pope Eugeniw the IV, he was tranflated to a beautiful Tomb at Per ofa, by Nicholas Forte- 
brachiQ, who took Rome, and did this Honour to his Uncle by the Mother’s fide. In May 
’at Florence dy’d D. Peter Fernandez.de Frias, Cardinal of Spain 3 his Body was brought over 
and bury’d in the Cathedral of Burgos. He was of a mean Extra&ion, but his good Parts ob¬ 
tained him that Preferment, together with the Favour of the Kings, Henry and John. His 
Life was fcand&lous for Avarice and Leudnefs. Having fome Words at Burgos with the Bi- 
■ fhop of Segovia, a Servant of his cudgell’d the Bifhop, which render’d the Cardinal very odi¬ 
ous, tho afterwards the Servant confefs'd he had done it without his Mailer’s Knowledge. 
Yet many faying he ought to be punifli’d, he was forc’d to withdraw into Italy, The King 
feiz’d upon all the Mony he had gather’d,, which was a great Sum. He was Governour of 
Marca de Ancona for the Pope, and in Caflile built the Monaftery of Efpeja of the order of 
S. Hierome. Prince John was nobly receiv’d by his Brother at Tar a fon a. Whilft the faid 
Prince John made Propofels for an Accommodation, and expe&ed a more ample Commifli¬ 
on from the King of Caflile to determine the Points in Debate, the two Brothers march’d 
' into the Territories of Navarre , but without doing any harm, and encamp’d near Milagro, 
betwixt thc heat Summcr Wag then over. The Commiflion being come from Caflile , certain Per- 
CafliU and f° ns a U three Kingdoms met at Aruel , and on the 3 d of September came to this Conclu- 
Arai<m. fion: That Prince Henry be immediately fet at Liberty, and all his Honours and Eftate re- 
ftor’d him, as alfo the Arrears of the Profits thereof which had been depofited during his 
Confinement. The fame was decreed tin favour of Peter Manrique , who was alfo banilh’d. 
This Refolution appear’d very hard on his fide to the King of Caflile, but it was natural 
for Prince' John to favour his Brother 3 befidesthat the King of Aragon would hear of no

The Drethof King Charley/Navarre. Kjng John proclaim*,ft. D. Alvaro de Luna 
fonijb'd the Coart of Caftile.

U Pon Saturday the %rh of September, being the Feaft of the Nativity of our BlCfled Lady charle * K * 
dy’d Charles the Noble King of Navarre, at Olite, of a fudden fit that feiz’d him and of Na ' • 
no remedy could be found for it. His Body was bury’d with great Pomp in the Cathedral wwdlcs ‘ 
of Pamplona . ' His Daughter Blanch was with him at his Death, and had been not long be¬ 
fore deliver’d of a Daughter called alfo Blanch , who prov’d very Unfortunate. As foon as 
her Father was dead Ihe fent her Husband the Royal Standard in token of his Acceffionto 
the Crown, and he was proclaim’d King of Navarre in the Camp. Soine blamed this A£ti- K John 
on as Precipitate,, afid faid they ought firft to have taken the ufual Oath of prefervirig the pro-. 
Liberties of the People. The News of Prince Henry’s being fet at Liberty reach’d his Bro- 
thers in a day and half, it being fo order’d that the Beacons Ihould be fir’d, whereof there 
is a great number in Caflile. Hereupon the Forces of Aragon return'd to Tarapona, and in 
November following were difmifs’d. Prince John went as far as Agreda to meet his Brother 
Henry, andconduft him to the King of Aragon. It was a joyful Day for the three Brothers 
not only for the Liberty Prince Henry had obtain’d, but becaufe' it was a fort df Vidory 
to have reduc'd Caflile to Complyance. About the feme time at Valencia, on the iytb of 
November, dy’d D. Alonfo the younger Duke of Gandia , without Ifliie. His Dominion of 
Ribagorca was given to Prince John at this time King of Navarre. D. Henry de Guzman 
Earl of N'.ebla after many Difputes was parted from his Wife the Lady Viol ante. Daugh¬ 
ter to Martin King of Sicily, to the great Regret ofherBaftard Brother O. Frederick Earl 
of Luna. It griev’d him to fee his Sifter fo wrong’d without any fault committed on her 
Side, only for the extravagant Amours of her Husband, and therefore endeavour’d to gain 
the Affedions of the Nobility of Caflile , hoping that way to fecure his Revenge. 

Prince Hcmf s Liberty reduc’d the Affairs of Caftile to a worfe Condition than they were 
in before. Till this time the Kingdom was divided into three Fadions, that of D. Alvaro de io 
Luna, and thofe of the two Princes, John and Henry of Aragon. The reft of the Nobility 
according; to every Man’s Inclination adher’d to fome one of thefe Parties. Now thetwo 
Princes wing reconcil’d, the three Fadions were reduc’d to two* Moft of the Nobility con- 
Ipir’d againft D. Alvaro. It griev’d them'to fee him and a few Creatures of his ingrofs all 
the King’s Favour, and Envy pulh’d them on to contrive his Ruin. But he relying on his ’ 
Prince’s Favour, with whom he had been Familiar from his tender Years, defpis’d them ail 
infomuchthat it was given out, and great Men affirm’d, he had the Boldnefs to make Love 
to the Queen, but this could never be prov’d, and it is to be believ’d that many things were 
wrongfully lay’d to his Charge through the Envy of his Adverfaries. This Conlpiracy was 
firft begun againft him at Tarafona w hen the three Brothers of Aragon met. It was Brought to 
Perfedion the following Year 142 6 . The King of Caflile kept his Chriftmas, and new Year ia> 6 * 
at Segovia , and John the New King of Navarre at Medina del Campo with his Mother, hav- Coofpira.

The Queen Dowager of Arafon with her Daugh¬ 
ter the Princefs Ellenor went to Valencia, at the Rcqueft of the King herSon, but foon re¬ 
turn’d to Medina del Campo. She was unwilling by her long Abfencfe to offend the King of 
Caftile, who had now font the Earl of Vrgel from Caftrotaraf , whither he had been remov’d 
from the Caftlc of Madrid, into the Kingdom of Valencia, fuppofing he might be ufefol in 
Aragon by reafon of the. Troubles that threaten’d Caftile. He was putintotheCaftle of 
Xativa, where he ended his Days, andjfedious Imprifonment. At Toro the Cortes met, where 
it was propos’d to Retrench the King’s Expences, becaufe they exceeded the Revenue.There- 
fore the Guards that conilfted ofioooHorfc were reduc’d to 100, and D. Alvaro de Luna 
made their Captain, which increas’d his Power, and the Envy conceiv’d againft him. At 
this fame time dy’d John de^Mendopa, Steward of the Houlhold, and Alonfo Enriquez the Ad¬ 
miral fell lick ota Difeafe that carry’d him offthree Years after, their Employments were 
given to their Sons. _ The great Men by Letter, that their Meeting might not Caufe Sufpi- CwfpTr* 
tion, aflociuted themfelves.

Ferdinand Alonfo de Robles had got the ftart of all others, 
for having been in Favour before, now his Competitor was remov’d, he grew ftill greater, 
infomuch that upon pretence he was indifpos’d, the King and Nobles often went to Coun¬ 
cil to his Houfe. It rais’d Envy in many to fee a mean Perfon lifted up to that Height, and 
the King was difpleas’d at him for having ralhly given Judgment againft D. Alvaro de Luna 
to whom he ow'd many Obligations. His^ Enemies making ufe of the King’s Difpleafure, 
prevail’d with the King of Navarre to accufe him of many Crimes, as that he was a Se¬ 
ditious Perfon, kept Correfpondence abroad, and Conlpir’d with the Nobility againft the 
King, and often fpoke irreverently of hijn. His Cafe, being hear’d he was feCUr’d at Se- 
• govia, and at laft dy’d a Prifoner at Vzxda, leaving an Example of the uncertainty of 
The K. of Court-Favour. This Year the King of Granada was by his Subjctts expell’d his Kingdom, 
exodi-d anc * went over * n am ‘f era bl e Conditio&to jbeg the King of Tmez. his Affiftance. Mahomet 
by hii* a call’d The Little, as foon as he was feated in’ the Throne perfecuted all the other King’s 
Subjefls, Friends, putting feme to Death, banilhing others, and feizing their Eftates, which he pro*’ 
digally gave away. One Jofeph of the noble Family of the Abencerrages, who was Go- 
vernour of the City, feeing no hopes of prevailing againft the Ufurpcr, fled to Murcia, 
hoping to bring'the Forces of Caflile upon the new Tyrant before he was well fix’d in the 
Government. At the fame time two remarkable Things happen’d in Caflile. One was 
that the King obtained of Pope Martin the Thirds of Ecclcliaftical Revenues for ever. -The 
other, that the Order of St. Hierome was divided into two Branches. One F. Lope de 
Olmedo, who was familiar with Pope Martin, was the Author of this Separation. Near 
Sevil he founded a Monaftery of the Invocation of St. Jfidortu, which was the Head of his 
Reformation, and of it the Fryars were called Jfidorians. This Divifion lafted till King 
Philip the II again united the whole Order under the Antient Rule of St. Hierome. Let us 
return to the Troubles of Caflile. ,

baniflfd Kjng of Granada re fiord. Some Affairs of France, and final end of the 
Schtjhs in the Church . , 

Strange C Ome natural Sympathy, or other extraordinary hidden Caufe .it was doubtlefs, thatfo 
tS be- liak’d together the Affedtion of the King of Caflile, and D. Alvttro de Luna, that they 

twlxt the could not live afunder , notwithstanding on that Account they both became odious, but 
King and particularly D .Alvaro to fuch a.degree, that it exceeded all the Malice the Antient Ro- 
D. Aivm mans ever bore Sejanm , or any other the Favourites of their Emperors. They were fo blind 
elm*, jj, their Affedtion that neither the King took Notice how prejflAicial that Familiarity was 
to him, nor D. Alvaro was fenfible that he was driving headlong to his Ruin. Nothing 
pleas’d the King, nor was his Countenance ever ftnooth orferenefince D. Alvaro was re¬ 
mov’d from him; Of him he commonly fpoke in the Day, and thought of him at Night. 
The Courtiers perceiving that of neceflity, D. Alvaro muft fhortly be reftor’d, and that 
then his Power and Intereft would be much greater than before, as having overcome the 
Malice of his Enemies,, and conquer’d his ill Fortune, matte all their Efforts to gain his 
Favour. Even the King of Navarre , being envious that his Brother Prince Henry fhould 

have 
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have a greater Intereft in the King of Caflile than himfelf, began to favour D. Alvaro , and 
follicit he might return to Court. On the 6 th .of January 1428 dy’d D. Ruy Lopez. Davalos i 42 g. 
at Valencia, where the King of Aragon then was. This Gentleman was more Fortunate in T fi= Fa. 
his Iflue, than In his Life. . By three Wives he had feven Sons and two Daughters. From milv . of 
them in Italy are defeended the Earls of Potencia and Bovino, the Marquefesdel Vaflo and DlVa tI ‘ 
Pefvara , and many other Honourable Families in Spain. His Body was depolited at Valencia, 
thence afterwards tranflated to Toledo, and bury’d in the Monaftery of St. Auguftin. He us’d 
to give ear to Aftrologers, being himfelf much addicted to that vain Science, yet he could 
never forefee his own Fall. When he dy’d he had not altogether lay’d afide the hopes of 
recovering his Eftate. Prince Henry of Aragon began to labour to bring it about, but For¬ 
tune and all his Friends fail’d the Unfortuate Ruy Lopez. Only Alvar Nunez, de Herrera, a Fidelity ^ 
Citizen of Cordova, his Steward in the time of Prosperity continu’d faithful to him till the of a Scr- 7 
laft, and was call into Prifon as acceflary to the Crim<*his Mafter was accufed of. As foon vam * 
as difeharg’d he never gave over profecuting John Garcia , the Forger of that Contrivance, 
for Perjury, till he was executed on that Account. To relieve his Mafter he fold all he had 
got under him, and gather’d 8000 Florins in Gold, which he put into the Timber of a 
Loom, that it might not be difeover’d, and loading it upon anAfs, fent his Son a Foot in 
ft Difguiie with it to him. A wonderful aft of Fidelity well deferving a particular Encomium. . 

His Death fecut’d D. Alvaro de Luna in the Miniftery. The King of Caflile refided at Sego - ^ 

via, his thoughts taken up in difeppointing the Defigns of the Nobility, and breaking their 
Cabals. He publifh’d an Order, commanding them to Teleafe one another of the Iblemn 
Promifes they haditiade to ftand together ? and granted a general Pardon for all paft Faults. 

To the Princefs Catherine, Wife to Prince Henry, in lieu of Villenu, he gave the Cities of 
Truxillo and Alcaraz., and feme Idler Towns in the Kingdom of Toledo near Gattdalajara, as 
alfo 200000 Florins, which was a prodigious Portion. At the Inftance of Prince Henry the 
King alfo revers’d the attainder of Ruy Lopez. Davalos, but his Eftate and Honours were not 
reftor’d to his Children, as of Right they ought to have been. After this the King went 
to Turuegano. Thither by his Order came D. Alvaro de Luna , with a great and fplendid p a \ va 
Retinue, and joyful for the Victory he had obtain’d over his Enemies. He advanc'd daily d-Luna r ° 
in the King’s Favour, and his Intereft alone was greater than that of all the Nobility. The return* to 
Lady Ellen or. Sifter to the King of Aragon was contracted to Edward Prince of Portugal, who Court - 
was 36 Years of Age, the Marriage by Proxy was folemniz’d at a Village call’d Ojos Negros 
in the Territory of Bar oca, the King of Aragon Jteing prefent. Her Portion was 200000 
Florins. The Lady Conftance de Tovar , D. Ruy Lopiz. Davalos his Widow, was appointed her 
firft Lady of the Bedchamber. This Princefs from Valencia travelled through Caflile , and 
at Valladolid the King entertain’d her nobly, and thence fee went on richly prefented to¬ 
wards Portugal to meet her Husband. The Joy for this Match was the greater, becaufe that • 

Prince had fo long put it off? and it was fear’d he would not Marry. At the fame time Pe- Peter in- 
ter. Brother to Prince Edward, after his long Travels, in which he vifited the Emperor Si- fan « of 
gif mend and Tamerlan the Tartar, return’d to Spain, and many fabulous Stories are writ of PcTtu t al * 
his Peregrination. He landed at Valencia in June, and in September marry’d Elizabeth the eldeft 8rWt Tra * 
Daughter of the Earl of Vrgtl, who was in Prifon. By her he had Elizabeth, afterwards Cr ’ 
Queen of Portugal 3 Philippa who became a Nun 3 Peter Conftable of Portugal 3 James a Car¬ 
dinal and Bifhop of Lisbon 3 John King of Ciprus, and Beatrix, Wife to Adolphus Duke of Cleves. 

Prince Peter after his Marriage vifited the King of Caflile at Aranda, and came fafe to Por¬ 
tugal. Whole Towns went out to meet him, admiring him as if he had dropp'd from Hea¬ 
ven, the Ignorance of that Age making his Travels appear Supernatural. The King ofC<i- 
flile having fetled Old Caflile, and releas’d Garci Fernandez. Manrique, who as has been laid 
was apprehended at the fame time with Prince Henry of Aragon, and reftor’d him his Eftate* 
return’d towards the end of this Year to the Kingdom of Toledo, and having fpentfome 
time at Alcala , went thence to J/lefcas. Thither came to him Jofeph Abencerrage, who fled 
from Granada to efpoufe the depos’d King’s Quarrel. The King treated him generoufly 
and fent along vixtiimmAlonfo de Lorca to the King of Tmez, to exhort him to take Com¬ 
panion on that Injur’d King, andaflift him with his Forces to recover his Cfown, promifing 
not to be wanting on his part. The King of Tune*, encourag’d by this Embafly fent King 
Mahomet into Spain with a good Fleet, and 300 Horfe. He landed at Vera, and immediatly a The ba. 
wonderful change appear’d, for all places fubmitted to him, and even the City Granada was nifh’d K* 
deliver’d up at the beginning of the Year 1429. The Ufurper retir’d to the Caftle call’d 
Alhambra, where he was foon after taken and put to Death, leaving the Crown he had un- 4 eftor ‘ 
juftly poilefs’d to the rightful owner,' Thus much in Spain. France could hardly be in a* ’ 
worfe Condition, the Engltjh being Matters of Paris, and tfie greateft part of that Coun¬ 
try. Charles the VII, King of France in that Diftrefs, fent Embafladors with great Snbmif- 
fion to beg Afliftance of feveral Princes, and among them of the King of Aragon. Mathias 
Rexaejue fent on this Embafly, came to Barcelona in April. At that time the King of Aragon 
was bent upon two feveral Wars. That of Naples troubl’d him moft, Prince Peter his Bro- Preparati. 
ther being return’d thence into Spain, having loft all hope of Succefs. Daltnatitu Safer a was °n » foT * 
left in his Place to prefcrve what remain’d in the Hands of the Aragonians. Befides, the King w,r in 
of Aragon was making great Preparations for a War with Caflile, For thefe reafons the AT * lv '‘ 
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trench Embafly bad. no Succefs: But the Affairs of France were recover’d out pf thatddfi 
perate Condition by a wonderful Providence. The Fngifty had belieg’d Orleans feven Months, 
and Hunger began to pinch the befieg’d, when on a judderi a Maid about iS years of Age, 
whofe Name was Joan, and is commonly called The Maid of Orleans, perfuadedthe French 
(he was Pent from Heaven to relieve Orleans. She gain’d Credit, and put Relief into the 
Town, and at lengh the Siege was rais’d. From this time the Englifls loft many Towns, 
this Maid encouraging and leading the French. At laft (he was taken by the Fnglifli, carry d 
to Roan, where (he was tryed, condemned, and burnt for a Witch.

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CHAP. I. 

The War betwixt Aragon and Navarre on the one fide, and Caftile on the other. The 
• KJng 0 /Navarre crowned, John Kjng of Caftile breaks into Aragon with a power¬ 
ful Army, and does much harm there. 

S pain had of late years enjoyed Peace, the Kings there of being tyr’d with the former 
Wars, and now ally’d to one another in a very drift Degree. With the Moors of 
Granada there was a lafting Truce, or if there happen’d any Breach it was of no great 
Moment. True it is, the Chriftians wanted not the Will to extirpate that perverfe 
Nation, and a good Opportunity feem’d to offer it felf, the Moors being divided into feve- 
ral Factions among themfelves. But thefe Thoughts were lay’d dfide, by reafon of a AeW w ?r be- 
War that broke out betwixt the King’s of Aragon and Navarre on the one fide, and him of twixt Ca- 
Caftile on the other, and yet the noife prov’d much more than the Execution. We lhall now*"** 
relate the caufe of this War, and its event, as alfo the rife and fall of D. Alvaro de Luna, mvarrtt 
who now the fecond time began to tend to his utter Ruin, perfwading the King at his re-, 
torn to Court, to command an the Nobility to retire from Court to their own Houfes, 
whioh Advice was bad in it felf, and prov’d fytal to him that gave it. Peter Fernandez de 
Velafco , Peter ds Zuniga, D. Roderick Alonfo Pimentel, Earl of Benavente, and the Maftersof 
the Orders of Calatrava and Alcantara undemanding the King’s Pleafure, immediately re¬ 
tir’d to their own Houfes. There only .remain’d the Princes of Aragon, who feem’d too 
oveat to be turn’d off \ but D. Jllvaro vvasfo bold he doubted not to ingage them. He fitfft 
attack’d the King of Navarre, whom all the World blam’d for neglefting his own, to apply 
himfelf to the Buiinefs of another. This Cenfure of the World was pleafing to the King 
and D. Alvaro , and fome Perfons of Note were^fent to fignity the King’s Pleafure to him. 

Queen Blanch his Wife forefeeing the Danger, fent to invite him home in the Name of all 
the People of Navarre. King John was offended at thefe Contrivances of D. Alvaro, yet 
feeing he muft fubmit to Neceflity, he had a Conference with the King at Valladolid, where 
the Cortes then fat. Here the League before made betwixt Caftile, Aragon, and Navarre Peace coO. 
was renew’d and fworn to by the two Kings. Dr. James Franco was fent Embaflador to get eluded, 
the Ratification of the King of Aragon, who was not prefent at the Treaty. Thefe things 
being thus concluded the King of Navarre went away to his Kingdom. He of Aragon after 
many delays at Barcelona, told Dr. James Franco he did not approve of mahy of the Arti¬ 
cles, which ought to be alter’d, and believing this Embaflador a fit Man for his purpofe, he 
fent by him a private Mcflage to D. Alvaro , acquainting him that Peter Manriejne was the 
Man who blew the Coles, and fow’d Difcord betwixt his Brothers. That he was a Doubly 
dealing Perfon, and therefore ought to be expell’d the Court. The caufe why the King of 
Aragon was difpleas’d ?With Peter Manrique is not known. At the fame tinidthe Archbi- 
fhop of Zaragopa was caft into Prifon, where he dy’d. The manner of his Death is van- 
ouQy reported, fome fay he was ftrangl’d, others that he was caft into the River. Seve¬ 
ral Citizens of Zaragopa were alfo executed, 'they were accus’d of keeping^ private Cor- 
refpondence with D. Alvm\ the Truth is, they were too free in fpeaking of the Kirig, fly* 
ing he ought to be oblig’d to ohferve the Peace made with Caftile, left the whole Kingdom 
Ihould fuffer for his Mifcarriagcs. Francis Clement Bilhop of Barcelona fucceeded. the Arch- 
bllhop. The two Brothers, Kings of Aragon and Navarre, plotted to joyn their Forcesto 
ruin D. Alvar ode Luna . He of Aragon call’d to him his Brother Prince Henry at the begin¬ 
ning of April 1419. They met at Tervel, and refolv’d upon the War with Caftile. . The 1419; 
King of Navarre was not prefent at this Interview, being then bufy about the folemmty of King 7^* 
his Coronation which was perform’d at Pamplona on the x $th of May. The King and Queen 
in their Royal Robes, and their Crowns on their Heads* after the manner of the ■ Goths, 
were lifted up on the Shoulders of the Nobility, the Royal Standards were duplay d, and 
they proclaim’d by a Herauld. Prefently after Levies of Men were made underhand in both 
Kingdoms. It was given out thole Preparations were to affift the French, but in truth they 
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were defign’d again Xt Caftile. This could not be fo fecrefVt the King of Caftile underftond 
it. Embafladors pafs’d betwixt them, but to no effect. ;>?Then the two Kings advanc'd 3 
Brwch of fa V as u P on the Borders of Aragon, defigning tfe break into Caftile onthat fide. To 

t!ic Pcicc. thk putpofe James Corner de Sandoval put a Garrifon into Penaficl , and Prince Peter of Ary- 
'gon came to the Camp from Medina, del Campo. The King of Caftile m^dc great Levies 
and commanded all the Nobility to affift him, particularly Prince Henry of Aragon and 
Frederick Duke of Arjona were fumjqion’d. Befidcs he oblig’d the three Eftates to take an 
Oath they would ferve him faithfully in that War, and difeover any Defigns-againft him 
making a Vow if they fail’d to go bear-footed to Hicrnfalcm , without ever defiring to 
be abfolv’d of that Vow. This was done at Palenda at the beginning of May. XX Al¬ 
varo de Ltina , the Admiral, Peter Mamique , and Peter Fernandez, de Velafco were appointed 
to guard the Frontiers with 2000 Horfe, no fufficient Force to oppofethe Aragonians. fames 
Lopez, de Zuniga was. order’d to follow them, as a referve with another Body of Horfe. 
The King himfelf with part of the Army undertook the Siege of Pchafiel. He encamp'd 
before it, and fummon’d the Inhabitants to furrender upon pain of being us’d as Traitors. 
The Townfmen immediatly furrender’d and were pardoned. D. Peter de Aragon , and James 
" Gomez, de Sandoval Earl of Caflro retir’d to the Caftle, which was not befieg’d becaufeit 

would require much time. The Kings of Aragon and Navarre enter’d Caftile by the vrA 
of Cogoltsida , and encamp’d in an open Plain. The Caftilians on a Hill a League and half- 
diftant. The Forces of Aragon and Navarre confuted of 2500 Horfe, 1000 Foot' all well 
Armed and old Soldiers. In the Camp of Cafiile there were but 1700 Horfe/and 400 
Foot. Both Parties being eager to fight mov’d forwards on the firft of July, the’Generals 
exhorting their Men. D. Alvaro de Luna , when the Enemy came in fight perceiving the 
greatnels of the Danger, order’d the Carts to be drawn up about his Men in the Nature 
of a Trench, refolving not to fight unlefs he had fome Advantage, or were forc’d. Prince 
Henry for the one fide, and the Lieutenant Peter Manrique for the other met, and conclud¬ 
ed nothing, having only affronted one another. Some Skirmifiies pafs’d betwixt them but 
the Cardinal of Faux, the Pope’s Legate in Aragon interpoiing, the Battle was defer r’di till 
next day. That delay prov’d Advantages, .for the Queen of Aragon, a Woman of a man¬ 
ly Spirit came and pitched her Tent betwixt the two Armies, and manag'd the Affair fo 
Kint. 7 fl im difcreetly ’ that Peace was concluded, and as foon as the CaflUiam had fworn to obferve it 
of cafiile -Hoftilities ceas’d. The Cafiiliam flay’d in the fame place, but the Kings of Aragon and in¬ 
breaks in’ varre returned home without doing any, harm to the Country. Prince Henry was of late 
to Ara&n. very near furprizing the City Toledo, -blit failing a little before the Skirmilh, went'and 
joyn’d his Brothers. Now relying on the Articles of Peace, he went by the way of Signer 
fa to Teles, refolving if what had been agreed upon in relation to him were not obferved to 
raife new Troubles. Neverthelefs the King of Cafiile advanc’d with 10000 Horfe, and 
50000. Foot. His Sifter the Qtfeen of Aragon, and the Cardinal of Faux told him what 
had been agreed, and advis’d to lay down his Arms. But he delirous of Revenge faid that 
■ * Treaty was concluded without his Con^nt, and that it was but rcafonabletochaftize the 
Infolency of the two Kings. ' He lay near B alma fan, a Town on the Banks of the River 
Duero. Thither came Frederick Duke of Arjona, and Earl of Ttaftamara, who was imme¬ 
diately apprehended and fent Prifoner to the Caftle of Pehafiel, now in the King’s Power 
where he dy’d the following Year. Thence the King of Cafiile mov’d into the Dominions’ 
of Aragon ftriking a mighty Terror into that Country. The Country People with what 
they could fave fled to Places of Strength, whilft the Soldiers burnt and plunder'd the defo¬ 
late Villages. Hariz.a is a ftrong Town feated on an Eminence, thither the Army came 
and becaufe the Townfmen retir’d into the Caftle the Town was plunder’d, and great 
part of it burnt. At the fame time Peter Tclajco, who commanded upon the Frontiers of 
Navarre, enter’d that Country with a Body of Caflilians. They took and burnt the Town 
of St. Vincente becaufe the Caftle was not tenable. The Bifhop of Calahorra, and James de 
Zuniga his Nephew took the Town and Caftle of Guardia. Befides : D. Roderick Alonfo Pi¬ 
mentel, Earl of Benavente, with other Forces poftefs’d himfelf of the Towns and Forts be¬ 
longing to Prince Henry in Cafiile. He forfaking Ocana, the Head (if his Patrimony, with- 
S /^ r 1 y a Caftle °. n tbe Borders of Portugal upon the Banks of the River Guadiana. 
There he left the Princefs his Wife and return’d to Truxitto, to endeavour frnce he had loft 
the reft, to do fome harm on that fide. Thither came to him his Brother Prince Peter, a 
youth of a great Spirit, and who had learn’d experince in the Wars of Naples.

C Aft He was now Succefsful, had gain’d Reputation, and cllaftiz’d the infolency of its Ene- 
mies. It was tedious to befiege the Caftle of Hariza, and the Advantage when taken 
JmalH therefore the King of Cafiile return’d to Medina Celt, where having difpos’d good’ 
Garnfons along the Frontiers, he difmifs’d the reft ofhis Army. About theend of Autumn 
the King went away for Medina del Campo , where he had appointed the Cortes to meet 
him. His Abfcnce encourag d the Enemy. The King of Navarre was gone to defend his 
own. The fdfoman gathering his Forces enter’d Caftile by the way of Soria, took the Town Arams 
of De f«, and the Cafties of Cma, and Borovia: Bozgnediano was fold to him by the Govern -ansLadt 
our. Thus having taken a great Booty of Corn and Cattle, and many Prifoners thevre C *W*. 
turn d without any Lofs to Calatayud, whence they fet out. On the Borders of Portugal 
next the River Guadiana, the Princes of Aragon did greater harm, that Country of Elfre- 
madura, being plentiful of Cattle. Nor could the Earl of Benavente, fent thither to that 
purpofe, make Head againft them. Therefore D. Alvaro de Lima, and by his Order Peter 
Ponce, Lord of Marchena, repair d thither. They fent to demand the Booty of the Kine of 
Portugal becaufe it was convey’d into that Country, bqt obtain’d nothing. For the King of 
P^Wwas glad of the Troubles of Caftile, which gave him an Opportunity of fixing hhn-

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Enriquez, the Admiral with the Fleet to do all the Mifchief he could upon the Coafts of that 
Kingdom. Both the Kings of Aragon and Navarre prepar’d for War, but advanc’d little* 
their Subjects looking upon that as very unfortunate. On the 14^ of ^«(?EmbafTadors from 
the King of Aragon arriv’d at Ofrna to treat of Peace. Being admitted to Audience 
they call all the Odium of that War upon the King’s Favourites, whereupon D. Alvaro and 
the Earl of Benavtnte fpoke forthemfelves and others, which rais’d fome hard Words among 
them. Raymund Perelios one of the Amgonian Embafiadors offer’d to make good what had 
been fay’d by Combat,' but the King being prefent the Difpute ended.

U p 0n thefe Conditions j That Commerce fhould be reftor’d: That the Princes of Aragon 
fhould deliver Albuquerque, and not. come into Caftile during the time of the TruceThat the 
King of Caftile fhould not take from them the other Towns they were then poflefs’d of * and 
laftly, That Frederick Earl of Luna, and Godfrey Marques of Cortes , who were then fled into 
Caftile fhould not be wrong’d by the Kings of Aragon and Navarre. To agree other Diffe¬ 
rences feven Comraiflioners fhould be appointed on each fide, with Power to determine. Im¬ 
mediately this Truce was proclaim’d in the Camp, and foon after in all other Places, to the 
great Satisfaction ofthe People. Exprefles were fent to carry the News, and particularly to 
Portugal , where that King then celebrated the Nuptials of his Daughter Elizabeth with Phi. 
lip Duke of Burgundy. Of her was born Charles the Bold , Duke of Burgundy , no lefs famous for 
his great Exploits, than for his unfortunate End. The King of Aragon fent a Fleet to bring 
his Brothers from Portugal , defigning to employ them in the War of Naples, upon which he 
had bent all his Thoughts, but they came not then. The Army of Caftile broke up at Ofma , 
with Orders to be in a readinefs the next Spring to make War upon the of 
All' the reft of that Summer the King fpentat Madrigal , where the Queen then was. 

War with The end ofthe War of Aragon was the beginning of two others, viz., that of Naples , and 
the Moors, that of Granada. Mahomet the left-handed being reffor’d to his Crown, as has been faid, re¬ 
fus’d to pay the ufual Tribute. Yethcdefir’d a Truce which was neither granted nor de- 
ny'd whilftthe War of Aragon was in Hand, but an Embaflador was fent to amuze the Moor. 
Now another Embaffy came from him to the fame Effttt, it was anfwer’d nothing could be 
concluded till he pay’d what was due. Alcnfo de Lorca fent to the King of Tunez with rich 
Prefents to acquaint him how ungratefully the King of Granada a&ed, prevail’d with him to 
fend Mahomet no relief out of Ajrick. The Cortes met at Salamanca, and granted a greater 
fupply than had been ask’d, becaufe the War was againft the Infidels. D. Gonpalo Bifhop.of 
Jaen, and James de Ribera Lieutenant of Andaluzia, with 8ooHorfe, and 300 Foot enter’d 
the Plain of Granada, where theylay’d two Ambufhes. 80 Horfe advanc’d to draw out the 
Moors, who purfu’d them cautioufly till they faw the firft Ambufh fly, as had been order’d. 
Then the Moors thinking the Danger over follow’d diforderly, and fell into the other Am - 
bufeade, where 200 of them were kill’d, and 100 taken, the reft knowing the Country 
efcap’d. Ferdinand Alvarez■ de Toledo with a Party made an Incurfion towards Ronda, but was 
forc’d to retire with fome Lofs. Soon after Roderick Perez Lieutenant of Cazorla, making 
another inroad was furpriz’d, moft of his Men cut off, and he had much ado toefcape. Gar-

dertook that defperate Enterprize relying on her Affiftance. ThO Puniihment qf the Earl no 
way difcouragea. the Princes of Aragon from proceeding in their wicked Practices after they 
were expell’d Cafiile. The King of Cajlile complain’d that they violated the Conditions ot 
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the Truce agreed upon not long before, and therefore fa id it was requifitc to fecure the pub- 
lick Peace they fhould be fent out of Spain. The King of Navarre having hear’d the Embafta- 
dors, perfwaded the Princes his Brothers to go over into Italy, whither he would foon follow 
them, telling thein the Kingdom of Naples once conquer’d it would be eafy to recover their 
Eftates in Caftile. They went over to Sicily, where King Aionfo then was endeavouring to gain 
the Affections ofthe Neapolitan Nobility, and to fettle a Peace with the Princes of Italy in or¬ 
der to poftefs himfelf of Naples. Above all he labour’d to reconcile Pope Eugenia* whom he 
knew to be his Enemy. A fair Opportunity feem’d now to offer it felf, the Queen having 
been long Sick, and the Nobility at variance, and a great Misfortune befalling the Pope in 
this martner.^wfw?)' Colonna Prince of Salerno coining to Rome , the People mutiny’d and expell’d Po R e Eu ‘ 
the Pope, being inrag’d for that he perfecuted the family ofColomia^ and becaufe through his f x "Scd 
Fault Francis Sforcia with fome Forces of the Duke of Milan had wafted the Territory of Rome. Rome by 
The Pope fled down the Tiber in a Boat, the People throwing Stones at him, and in the Gal- tf >e Peo, 
leys he round at Oftia, went away into Tufiat.y. This Aff ront offer’d the Pope varioufly af- P 1 *' 
fefted feveral Princes. Some of them faid he had well defervd it for provoking the People, 
arid oppofing the Council of Bafil. The News of this Accident reach’d the King of Aragon at 
Palermo on the 9th of July. He hop’d this might be a means to gain the Pope to his Intereft. 
Therefore he fent Embafladors to condole, and offer his Affiftance for vanquifhing his Ene¬ 
mies, and pacifying the People. The Pope accepted not his offer, for within the 5 th Month 
the Tumults of Rome ceas’d, and the Citizens fubmitted themfelves to him admitting a Gar- 
rifon into the Capitol , which done they were abfolv*d of the Cenfures they had incurr’d by 
affronting the Pope. On the 1 6th of September dy’d D. John de Contreras Archbidiop of Toledo 
at Alcala de Htnares. His Body was bury’d with Pomp in the Cathedral of Toledo. The 
Chapter was divided about choofing one to fuccCed him •, fome were for Fafco Ramirez, de 
Guzman Archdeacon of Toledo , others for the Dean Ruy Garcia de Villacpuiran. This difagree- 
ment gave the King an Opportunity to intrepofe, and by his Procurement D. John de Cereguela 
Archbifh'Op of Sevil was elected. At the fame time that the King was at Madrid ', D. Henry 
de Villena dy’d there. He fuftain’d the Lofs of his vaft Fortune with great Patience, living to v> 
a great Age, and wholly devoted to his Study. His Inclination to Learning was fuch, that 
he ftudy’d Magick, and fome of his Books were afterwards burnt by the King’s Order. The N °WIIry 
Nobility of Naples weary of the Government of a Woman, and of her Extravagances in- 
din’d to favour the King of Aragon. He drew to his Party with great Promifes, Nicholas Aragmfi 
Picinus then a renouned Captain in Italy, and Kinfmanto Braccio. At Palermo he alfo joyn’d *ns. 
in League with the Prince of Taranto, and all his Adherents, who being injur’d by the Duke 
of j 4 njou and James Caldera, had recourfe to the King of Aragon for Relief It was agreed they 
fhould efpoufe the Quarrel of the Aragohian, he aflifting them with 2000 Horfe, and 1000 
Foot, which they judged a fufficient Force to oppqfe the Enemy, but it prov’d otherwife. 

For the Prince of Taranto was foon ftripp’d of all his Pofieffions, which were great, except 
fome few fmall Places of very g.reat Strength. The War feem’d to be near an end, when the 
Duke of Anjou worn with Fatigue, and overcome by the Unhealthinefs of the Air dyed in 
Calabria about the middle of November in the Flower of his Age, and the height of his Pros¬ 
perity, being almoft poftefs’d ofthe Kingdom, and then newly marry’d to Margaret , Daugh¬ 
ter to Amedee Duke of Savoy. The Queen of Naples alfodeparted this Life in thatCity, at ^ n4 .Q.- 
the beginning of the Year 143 5* Her Body was bury’d with little Ceremony in the Church dies ** 
Annunciada. The Death ofthe Queenand Duke advanc’d the Intereft of Aragon, and weaken’d 1433, 
that of the French. Yet the People of Naples without any Order, or confulting the Nobili¬ 
ty proclaim’d Renee, Brother to the late Duke their King, as the Queen had order’d in her 
Will. But there was little help to be expe&ed from him, being then a Prifoner. He had 
marry’d the Daughter of the Duke of Lorrain , and he dying without Iftue-male poftefs’d him¬ 
felf of that Dukedom. Antony Earl of Vmdemont. Brother to the deceas’d, overthrew, took 
him Prifoner, and deliver’d him up to the Duke of Burgundy.Orin Carracciolo, George Alemani, 
and Baltafar Rata, the moft noted Men ofthe French Faftion were appointed Governours at 
Naples. In Spain D. Roderick de ITdafeo , Bilhop of Palencia was unfortunately kill’d by his own 
Cook, who being diftra&ed and going about with a Club in his Hand, was ask’d what he de- 
fign’d to do with it, he anfwer’d, kill the Bilhop, but being a Forreigner and not well un- 
derftood, becaufe he fpokenot plain was laugh’d at, yet prefently after he came upon the 
Bilhop and beat out his Brains*

Mighty Inundations throughout Spain. A great Victory over the Moors. The further 
Aft ions of the Aragonians at Naples. The Kjngs of Aragon and Navarre taken by 
the Genocfes, and fet at Liberty by the Duke of Milan. 

Great 'TPHIS prov’d a dangerous Winter in Caftile, by reafon of the great Rains. The Roads 
Floods In I were fo deep there was fcarce any Travelling. Many Buildings were carry’d away by 
caftile . the Floods at Valladolid, and more at Medina del Campo. In 40 Days no Corn was ground j 
fo that the People fed upon the Grain.boil’d for want of Bread. At Sevil the River Guadal¬ 
quivir fwell’d within a Yard of the top of the Walls. Some of the Inhabitants liv’d aboard 
Ships for fear of being drown’d, others Day and Night were repairing the Walls, and Cauk- 
ing the Gates. Thefe Rains and Storms began on the 28 th of Oftober, and, .continu’d without 
ceafing till the 2 %th of March. Mean while the War with the Moors was< $rry'd on with va¬ 
rious Succefs. James de Ribera the Lieutenant at the Siege of Alora was kill’d with a Dart 
from the Wall. At another place in a Skirmilh the Moors flew John Faxardo , Son to Alonfo 
' Faxardo the Lieutenant. Perafan Son to James Ribera , tho but 1 <; years of Age fucceeded 
him, inrecompence for the good Service done by his Father. Thefe Lofles were in fome 
mcafure made up by the taking of Huefcar , a very ftrong Town, by Aflault. Roderick Man- 
ritjjue. Son to the Lieutenant Peter Manriqne, took it. Befides, a great Body of Moors that was 
marching to the Relief of it was overthrown by the Lieutenant of Caforla, and the Lord of 
Valdecomeja, whereupon the Caftle, which jftill held out, furrendred. But another Misfor- 
7 tune foon allay’d the Joy of this Victory. D. Gutierre de Sotomayor , Matter of Alcantara made 
anlncurlion into the Lands of the Moors with 8ooHorfe, ana 400 Foot to attack Arcbidona. 
Slaughter The Moors gave the Alarm, firing their Beacons, upon which about 500 Men got together 
6# the Arm’d, with Darts and Slings, and fecuring the Pafles kill’d moft of the Chriftians, lothat 
Chrilti- he efcap’d with a very few. This Misfortune mov’d the Lord of Valdecomeja to raifethe 
Siege he hadlay’dto Huelma, tho it was near furrendring, fearing the Moors, encourag’d by 
this Succefs, would come to relieve it. He foon gather’d more Forces, and joyning with the 
Bi/hop of Jaen wafted all the Territory of Guadix , burning the Corn which was fit to cut. 
His Force was 1500 Horfe, and dooo Foot. A great Number, of Horfe, and 40000 Foot 
A fmall march’d from Granada to oppofe him, Nothing daunted at that Multitude he engag’d, and 
Body of put them to flight, killing 400, the Night hindring the purfuit. This Day the Lieutenant 
chriftians ggngliz’d himfelf, for his Horfe being kill’d, and hewounded in the Leg, he (till fought 

greatone fo bfavejy afoot that the Moors were glad'to leave him. In the Kingdom of Murcia, not far 
of Moirs. from Huefcar, there are two Towns, call’d Velez, el Roxo, and Vrlez.el Blanco. The Lieutenant 
Faxardo lay’d Siege to, and had them both furrendred. Thefe things we have related are 
what happen’d in three Years againft the Moors-, we have put them together to avoid con¬ 
founding the Memory. This Year we now write of was Remarkable for the Peace conclud¬ 
ed betwixt France and Burgundy , which prov'd very Advantageous to France, but this belongs 
to their Hiftories. In Spain the Queens of Aragon and Navarre, whilft the Kings their Huf* 
bands befieg’d Gaeta, as fhall be related, obtain’d of the King of Caftile ( who was going 
, from jMadrid to Buitrago to be entertain’d by Inigo Lopez, de Mcndofa ) that the Truce Ihould 
be prolong’d till the firft of November. John de Luna Lord of Jllueca fent Embaflador on this 
Account, obtain’d this of D. Alvaro de Luna, who then manag’d all things, and was joyful for 
th^t he had a Son born at Madrid, who was call’d D. John. The King express'd great 
Sntisfcdion for it, and the Nobility feign’d it to gain his Favour.

of the a- to have made way for the King of Aragon to obtain the Crown of Naples. Many of the No- 
ragonims bility having confulted together, feiz'd the City and Caftle of Capua, and fent thence Regi< 
at Naples. Aquino into Sicily to offer their Service to the King of Aragon, provided he would ini-- 

mediately cometo their Aid, before the Enemy gather’d ftrength. With the King were his 
three Brothers, all of Age, lit for War, and well inclin’d to it. Prince Peter was left in Sicily 
to gather the Fleet. The King with his Brother of Navarre, and Prince Henry fet fail from 
Mejftna only with 7 Galleys. He touch’d at the Ifland Ponpa, then at Jfchia, and laftly came 
to Seffa, whither a great Number of Noblemen was come from Capua to meet him. The 
chief of them was Antony Marfdno , Duke of Seffa . Here they confulted about carrying on 
tbe War, and it was refolv’d to befiege Gaeta. On the 7 th of May it was inverted by the 
Neapolitan Forces at Land, and the Fleet of Aragon at Sea. The Prince of Taranto came thi¬ 
ther with his Forces. The King of Aragon ponefs’d himfelf of Mount Orlando , which over¬ 
tops the City, whereby great hope was conceiv’d it would furrender, theTownfmen being 
in a Confternation, and wanting Provifions. But the Genoefes, who were numerous there by 
reafon of their great Trade, refolv’d to defend the City. They chofe Francis Spinola, a Man 
of Note, who chiefly encourag’d them, for their Commander, and then turn’d all ufelefs Peo¬ 
ple out of the City, whom the King of Aragon reliev'd and fent to the Neighbouring Villages, 
which gain’d him the Affections of the Befteged, and of all the Country. The Senate of Genoa

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undcrftanding, the Danger their People were in by the Duke of Milan's Order fitted out 12 
great Ships, 2 Galleys, and a Galliot, Manning them well, and putting in ftore ofProvifi- ’ 
ons. Bias Afaretd was appointed to Command this Fleet, a notable Souldier, who had rais’d 
jhimfelf from a very, mean Condition to that height by his Valour. The King of Aratronlt t 
out to meet this Fleet with 14 Ships, and 1 1 Galleys.

Galleys were of no ufe, the Ships being ingag’d together, and fo much higher above the Wa- 
ter tbattlhe Galleys. It wasnow late when the 3 Genoefe Ships, which at firft were thought 
to fly, fell athwart the Aragonians, and gain’d the Viftofy. The Enemy enter’d the King’s 
Ship, and he hnding it made much Water, fay’d he yeilded fiimfelf Prifoner to the Duke of 
Mjlani tho not prefent. tn the fame Ship were taken the Prince of Taranto, and Duke of 
Seffa. ri other Ships were taken , and in them many Prifoner,s of Note, among them the 
O'#: Nftvarre, whofe Life Roderick Robolledo fav’d at the beginning of the Fight.

The Affairs of Italy after the Kjng of Aragon rvas releas'd. Peace concluded Betwixt 
Caftile and Aragon. The Prince of Caftile marries the Princefs o/’Navarre. The 
Portugues Lofs in Africk. , 

r HPHE Peace concluded at Milan was the caufeof a bloody War, for the Genoefes openly re¬ 

rebel and 1 volted againft the Duke of Milan, complaining he reap’d the fruit of their Victory by 
joyn with releafing the Kings, whilft they lay under the Odium of having made them Prifoners jbefides 
Pope Eu- t | iat the Duke had chang’d his Protection they had implor’d in time of nee^into abfolute Ty- 
T'n if ranhy. Thus having underhand made a League with Pope Eugenim, and the Duke of Anjou, 
yjS* they declar’d War. Paccio Alciato, Governour of the City for the puke, was kill’d and ma- 
J ’ ny others. The chief contriver of this Revolution was Francis Spinola, who had gain’d Re- , 
putation by defending Gaeta, and was therefore puffed up with Pride, befidesthat he did 
it in hatred to the Family of .the Flifcos an di Fregofis , who favour’d the Aragonians. Many 
other Towns follow’d the Example of Genoa , and expell’d the Milanefe Garrifons.They kept % 
the Spanijh Prifoners they had, for whofe Ranfom the King of Aragon was forc’d to pay them 
70000 Crowns. The Sicilians , on account of antient Friendfhip, were releas’d Gratis. Only 
3 Sons of John de Fintemilla remain’dlcng Prifoners at Genoa, the caufe of detaining them is 
not’ known. The King of Aragon at the requeft of Duke Philip endeavour’d to pacify the Peo¬ 
ple of Genoa with the Fleet his Brother Peter fent him from Gaeta, but defifted for fear of 
lofing time in reducing thofe People when the Affairs of Naples ca\YA upon him. From Porto 
Fenere he fent his Brother Henry into Spain, and gave him the Territory of Ampurias , order¬ 
ing him to be afTifting in the War againft Caftile , in cafe that King did break, as was fear’d 
he would when the Truce expir’d. The King himfelf fet fail, and arriv'd at Gaeta on the 2 d 
of February. Mean while Prince Peter his. Brother had taken Terracina , to the great regret of 
the Pope, to whom that City belong’d. Upon the King’s Arrival the Neapolitan Nobility re¬ 
pair’d to Gaeta. He appointed Francis Picinino General, to oblige Duke Philip , whofe great- 
confede eft Favourite the Father of this Francisms. All Italy was alarm’d, and many Cities combin’d 
facya- " to drive the Aragonians out of Italy, and particularly the Fenetsans, Florentines and Genoefes 
gainft the joyn’d in a League at the Sollidtation of Pope Eugenia*. At the fame time the War with the 
Aragani.

Man- 
riaite, who was abroad with a Party. ^Soon after Henry de Guzman, Earl of Niefla, having be- 
fieged Gibraltar at the Mouth of the Sir eights 1 was drown’d with 40 Men, the Boat he was in 
overfetting being too full, and the Sea running high. p. John de Guzman his Son defpairing 
of Succefs after that Misfortune rais’d the Siege' and return’d to Sevil. This Gentleman was 
the firft Duke of Medina Sidonia, King John honouring him With that Title to comfovthim, 
for the lofs of his Father, and reward his fignal Services. The King was come to Toledo, af¬ 
ter having been at Alcala and Madrid. Nothing was feen at Court but Sports and Paftimes, 
cam & without any regard of the War. In this City the Peace betwixt Caftile, Aragon and Navarre, 
dragon wasconcluded onthe id of September, to the great Joy of all People. Thefe wete the Ar- 
make t i c i es agreed upon. That Henry Prince of Caftile Ihould marry Blanch , eldeft Daughter to

Godfrey Marques of Cortes, on the Part of Navarre. Thus the Truce was chang’d into a 
League Defenfive and Offenfive againft all Princes whatfoever, excepting the Kings of France 
and Portugal on the Part olCaftile, and on the Part of Aragon , the Duke of Milan, and Gaft on 
Earl of Faux, whofe Father dy’d not long before. Gaft on inherited the Earldom at 15 years 
of Age, and was contracted to E lienor the younger Daughter to the King of Navarre. Great 
Toy, and publick Thahfgiving was throughout all Spain upon the proclaiming of this League. 
The Earl of Caftro foon after obtain’d his Pardon and return’d to Caftile, where for the fu¬ 
ture he behav’d himfelf better, being humbl’d by his long Banilhment. What is faid relating 
« to .the Earl of Caftro is taken qut of the Chronicles of Caftile. Thofe of his Family produce

her. For itwas ontjie firft of^'W’J 1441, that the King was in Danger in the Hofpital. 1441, 
The King went away to Torrijos , and leaving Pelayo de Ribera, Lord of MalpU-a with 100 
Horfe to fecure that place, remov’d to Avila, whither D. Alvaro came to coni alt about car¬ 
rying on the War they had in Hand. His coming more incens’d the Mutineers. Moft of 
them were at Arevalo , and the Queen her felf favour’d her Son and Brothers again It the King 
her Husband. The King fent the Bilhops of Burgos and Avila , to try if there were any way 
of compofing Differences, but they could not prevail. James de Valera , a.Gentleman who 
follow’d the Prince, wrote a Letter to the King, advifing him to incline to Mercy rather 
than Severity. It being read in Council, no Body faid any thing to it but the Archbifhop, D. 

Gutierre de Toledo , who anfwer’d, Let Valera give w sljfiftancc, for Advice we want none. 

This Valera was a Man of very good natural Parts, was twice Embaffador in Germany , and 
writ a lhortHiftory pf Spain, of him called Valeriana. But there is another Valeriana writ by an 
Archdeacon of Marcia, and quoted in this Work. Prince Henry being fent for by his Father 
to treat of Peace, came to Avila, but nothing was concluded. The Prince being return’d to 
Segovia, defir’d the two Queens, his Mother, and Mother in Law then in Caftilc, to go as far 
as Santa Maria de Nieva, to endeavour to appeafe thofe Commotions. In that Town Blanch 
Queen of Navarre dy’d on the firfl: day-of April, and was bury’d in the famous Church of that 
Place. This grave Authors affirm, but there is no fign of it in the Church. Charles Prince cl ’ arles K 
of Viana, her Son, inherited the Crown,but took not the Title of King out of refpe& to his Fa- K ' ■ 
ther. > This Prince Charles was very ftudious, and there are fome Works of his Extant, as^,^’ 
Arifiolef Ethicks tranflated into Spamjh, a fhort Hiftory of Navarre, and many Compofitions 
in Verfe which h,e us’d to fingto the Gait ore. A Youth deferving of a better Fortune, and 
a more peaceable Father. He was 21 years of Age when his Mother dy’d. Heir, Death put. 
an end to the Treaty of Peace, and the Queen of Caftilc return’d to y 1 rcvalo, whcrc fhe was 
hefore. War broke out in feveral Places at the fame time. The Chief Heads of the,Rebel¬ 
lion were Prince Henry of Aragon , the Admiral, and the Earl of Benavcnte. D. Alvaro de La¬ 
na, and his Brother the Archbifhop of Toledo bravcly.’made head againft the Rebels. Inigo t 
Lopez, de Mendo fa efcap’d being kill’d very narrowly, with a v.^ry few, of his Men, all. the reft 
being cut offby John Carrillo, Lieutenant of Cayorla, who lay'd an Ambufh for him. At the 
fame time another Party of the Malecontents wa^defeated by the Forces of D. Alvaro, near a 
Town call’d Grefmonda. In this • Adlfon was kill’d Laurence Davalos, Son to the Conftable 
D. Ray Lopez. Davdos. John de Mena a famous Poet in thofe Days lamented his Death in Ele- 
giack Verie. * At the fame time the King of Navarre came into New Cafiileyiith a good Body 
of‘Men in favour of,the Rebels, becaufe the Royalifts were too hard, for them, ahd being 
difperfed about the Country plunder’d it, and ravifh’d the Women. In Old Cafiileihe King 
took Medina del Campo, and Arevalo from the King of Navarre. At a Village call’d Nabarro 
in that Neighbourhood, he had a Conference with Ellenor, Queen Dowager of Portugal. No¬ 
thing was concluded touching the'Rebels, .but the King fent Embaffadors to advife 7 'e/vr,Duke 
of Coimlra to do the Queen right. The King^of Aragon alfo fent an Embafly from Italy to 
Portugal to the fame effed, but nothing was done,* for that Prince would not quit the Govern¬ 
ment^ and the Kings were not at Leafure to ufe Force. So that Qyeen Elienor ended her 
days in Caftile. The Princes of Aragon\v&c& out of the Kingdom of Toledo to Old Caftile to 
fecure their Intereft there. Arevalo open’d the Gates to receive them, and thence they went 
to Medina del Campo and fat down before it. Some Skirmiffi happen’d, but the Siege lafted 
notlong, for fome of the Townfmen by Night gave entrance to the Rebels. The King had 
difpos’d his Forces about the Streets, and publick Places. The Townfmen kept clofe in their 
Houfcs. D. Alvaro de Lana, his Brother the Archbilhop of Toledo, and the Matter of Alcan¬ 
tara in Difguize efcap'd through the midft of their Enemies, being advis’d fo to do by the 
King, knowing their Livescwere in Danger, if taken by the Rebels. They came and kifled 
the King’s Hand, conducing him to the Palace with feign’d Refpeft. The Queens and Prince k, John of 
Henry hearing what had happen’d came thither, and after a long Confultation in hatred to D.cqjtiu 
Alvaro , all the Officers of the King’s Houlhold were remov’d. Others that had adher’d to o’ 3 * a 
the King were turn’d out of the City. It was propos’d to compofe Differences, the King be- S at i 
i.ng then a Prifoner, and Judges were appointed to decide all Controverfies. D. Alvaro was ^| 5 8 e 
commanded not to depart out*of fuch Towns of his own as Ihould be affign’d during the term 
of 6 Yearsj and that he Ihould not write to the King, unlefs the Letters were firft perus’d by 
the Queen and Prince Henry. Moreover that he ihould not make any new Alliances, or main¬ 
tain S.oldiers, and for Security that he would perform all this he ihould deliver his Son D. 

John as-Hoftage, and nine Caftles within 30 Days. Thefe things much affli&ed D. Alvaro, 
who yet ceas’d not toftudynew ways to rife. But all Men ihun him that is falling, ahd the 
Rebels ftrengthned their Party by freih Allyances. Joanna , Daughter to the Admiral was 
contrafted to the King of Navarre. Beatrix, Daughter to the Earl of Benavtntc, to Prince 
Henry of Aragon. Thefe Matches were contriv’d by James Gomez, de Sandoval , Earl of Cajho, 
who fought by that means to unite the Malecontents, and ruin D. Alvaro de Lunas

The Marriage was celebrated at Coi dova. oa marries 
the, i\ft of May, with great Solemnity and Joy, the Nobility and Commonalty, froin all 
parts flockingthither: 1 There was running at Tilt, and other Sports and Shows among the the K^of 
Military Men. • Some looked upoff it as an ill Omen that the Marriage was folemnized in the p 9 m &a i. 
hCat'Of War, and therefore faid that Joy would not be lafting. They were married by 
the A fchbi(hop of Tours, then Embadador in Caftile from the King of France, with whom 
Cuftili Was in amity, and at odds with the Englijh, they being mortal Enemies to the French. 

Thc fa'lne of the War againft-the .Moors brought fuch Numbers of Men, that the Army 
cOrififted of 14000 Horfe, and 50000 Foot. With thefe Forces three Incurfions were 
made into the Territories of the Moors , firing all the Plain even in fight of the City Gra¬ 
nada. -The Moors aflembled on all fides, but the King thought not fit to come to a Battl'e, 
haVirig refolved for three Years continually to deftroy the Corn, and by that means re¬ 
duce' then! to extrCaih’want. This highly offended the Soldiers who gaped after Plunder, 
aud’ they threatned fince fo many Opportunities were let pafs, they would not fight when 
their Officers commanded. The Nobility alfo confpired to feize the King and carry on the A Conrpi 
War after another manner. Peter Giron , Matter of Calatrava , was the chief of the Confpi- ra 9 ^' K 
rators.' Inigo de Mendopa, third Son to the Marques de Santillana , advifed the King to return ^ ' 

from 'Alcdiedeie, where that contrivance was hatched, to Cordova , without acquainting him 
what was intended againft him. At Cordova the*King was informed ofthe Confpiracy. 

For that Reafon, as alfo becaufe the Seafon was far advanced, he difmifled his Army with 
Orders to be again ready in the Spring. The Nobility were alfo difmifled, and their 
Pofftgiven to others, which was a Punifhment for their difloyalty, and (hewed their Intrigue 
was difOqveved.

At, Penalver, a Town 
in the Country of Alcarria, it was reported, a Child of thyee years. ofAge foretold the 
Troubles that would enfue, unlefs the People did Perinance for their Sins.. Tile King’s 
Lions at Segovia fought,.: and the little one killed the biggeft and* eat'part of him. The 
People 'made Proceffions to appeafe God, being terrify’d'with thefe ftrange Omens, but 
they mended not their Lives. Particularly the Clergy was extraordinary depraved, info 
much that about this time D. Roderick de Luna , Archbijhop of Santiago forced away a Bride 
on her Wedding Day to debauch her, which caufed the People to Mutiny, being Headed 
by D. Luis Oforio, Son to the Earl of Traftamara. In revenge of that hainous Crime they 
depofed that Biftiop, and feized all he had. His End was anfwerable to his Life, the reft 
whereof he fpent in Poverty, yet wickedly and hated by all Men. ’ Thus he foon endiired 
the Punifhment of his ihort Pleafure, being feverely .chaftizedby.the Hand of God, as he 
had well deferred.

As toon as D.Alonfo de Fon/eca : was gone to Valladolid , the Marquifs de Villena went into the 
Kingdom of Toledo, and at the (amc time the Matter of Calatrava came to Aranda de Dutro 
with 2foo Horfe. With that Force the King of Caftile marched towards Almacan The Ara 
gonians were much alarmed ; but the Army marched away towards Navarre ‘and in Mai 
came to Logrmo, a great Town in the Territory of Rioja-, there having received Suppliesfroih 
all Parts, they advanced mto Navarre . The Town of St. Vincent and Quardta lurrendered 
Viana was befieged, and at laft delivered up by Peter Peralta , who was Governour thereof 
and Conftable of Navarre. Levin was very ttrong, and could not be taken. D. Alonfo, Son 
to the King of Aragon, took the Town of Arbacuca by affault, all die Caftillian Garilon being 
killed or taken. Ail thefe high Defigns came to nothing, by the death of Charles Prince of 
Viana at B arcelona : It was (uppofed Trouble and Toil was the caufe of his death ; but the Bia charles 
montefes could never be perfuaded but he had a flow Poifon given him in Prifon. He died ori ^ rince - of 
the 23d of September, begged pardon of his Father at the Hour of his death, and was buried " a ” ad> ' i - 
at Poblete. He lived 40 Years, 3 Months, and 26 Days, more famous for his Misfortunes than 
any other thing- His Device was Two fierce Mattives fighting for a Bone, denoting the 
Kings of France and Cafhle, between whom Navarre was.confumed. Other great Men died 
now, as Charles VII. King of France: His Son Lewis XI. fucceeded him. Prince Henry Uncle 
to the King of Portugal , departed this Life on the 13th of November, having never touched ‘ 
Woman, tho 77 Years of Age. Of all the Brothers only D. Alonfo theBaftard Duke of 
Braganfa,- remained, and he alto died the next Year. By his Wife Beatrix, Daughter to the 
Conftable Nuiio Pereira, he had a Son called Ferdinand, from whom are lineally defeended the 
Dukes of Braganfa in Portugal. 

Prince Charles dying, the Caufe of Difcord was taken away; and yet the Effed ceafed not 
Ferdinand , Brother to the Decealed, was immediately fworn Heir to the Crown ; firft at Gala- 
tiiyud for Aragon, and then at Barcelona for Catalonia. Neverthelefs, the People took Arms 
the Nobility giving it out that the Prince was poifoned by his Mother-in-Law. The chief In¬ 
cendiary was F. John Gualves a Dominican, who with feditious Sermons ftirred up the People A Friat 
to Rebellion. Barcelona being in an Uproar, the Queen went away thence to Girona The flirs 
King of Aragon perceiving the Danger that threatned, follicited foreign Princes, particularly th fl eo ^* 
the King of France and Caftile, to aflift him ; or at lead that the latter would not offend him, wTto 
lince Prince Charles was dead. King Henry was at Madrid, joyful that‘the Queen was with Rabelli- 
Child, having caufed her to be brought thither on Men’s Shoulders, that the Journey might °"- 
not do her harm. At the beginning of the Year 146a, (he was delivered of a Daughter called H 6z - 
Joanna, who was immediately fworn Heirefs of Caftile. The People believed her the Daugh¬ 
ter of D. Beltran, and the more becaufe he was then created Earl of Ledefma. Andrew de Ca- 
btra, his great Friend, was made Steward of the Houlhold, which was a ftep for him to at. 
tain vatt Wealth. The Count d'Armagnac was then at Court, as Ambaflador from the King 
of France to fettle Peace. The Archbilhop of Toledo being reconciled to the King, held the 
Supreme Power. On the 23d of March , the Aragonian Ambafladors at length concluded a 
Peace between Caftile and Aragon ; and for Security, Cautionary Towns were given to the 
King of Caftile, who put others into a Third hand, to remain as Pledges on his part. On 
the t2th of April, the King of Aragon made a League with the King of France at Olite: It was 
there agreed, That the King of France (hould (end the Aragonian 700 Men at Arms, and 
r.oocoo Crowns, for which the States of Cerdagne and RuJJiUon were mortgaged to him, the 
Revenues thereof not to be accounted any part of Payment.

Here the Judgment given by the King of Frame, as 
Arbitrator between Caftile and Aragon , was read ; the Heads whereot were, That the Cafii- 
Hans Ihould quit Catalonia and Navarre: That the City Eftela and its Liberty Ihould remain 
to King Henry : and chat the Queen of Aragon and her Daughter Ihould remain at Raga, in 
cuttodv of the Archbilhop of Toledo, as Holtages for performance of Articles. This Judg¬ 
ment offended all the Three Nations concerned, and nothing more was effected at this Con¬ 
ference. Philip de Comines, a famous French Hiftorian, abfolutely condemns this, and all luch 
Meetings of Kings, as the Incentives of Emulation and Difcord; whereas all they can pro- 
pole to do at an Interview, may be as well fettled by their Ambaffadors, without any Ha¬ 
zard or Difcontent to either Party. He relates how the Spaniards came over into France , 
and were entertained by the King } That King Henry had an unpleafing Countenance, and 
his Garb was difagreeable to the French ; whereas the Spaniards attributed the Plainnefs of the 
French King’s Habit to Covetoufnefs. He adds, the only Fruit of this Meeting was Plots and 
Contrivances among the Nobility, which at length proved the Ruin of King Henry, whom, 
he fays, he law forlaken by his Subjects, and reduced to Mifery. This Year, on the 12th of 
November, patted from this Life to a better the Holy P. James de Alcala, in the Monaftery of 
Francifcans at Alcala de Heneres , built by D. AlonfoCarrillo, Archbilhop of Toledo: He was born 
at S. Nicholas, in the Diocels of Sevill.

Crown, and delivered to the Nobles, which caufed new Troubles. In lieu pf the Ma- 
D. Beltran ftcrfhip, the King created D. Beltran Duke of Albuquerque, giving him that Town, Cuellar, 
d: la Cue. g na Molina, Atienpa, and other Revenues in Andaluzia. The Rebels, chofe D. John Pacheco, 
•vo.thera- in[ j’ t j ie g ar i 0 f plajtncia ■, The King Peter Hernardez de Velafco, and Gonzalo de Saavedra , on his 
cheated' part, to be Judges of the Differences between them. The Archbilhop of Toledo, and the 
Duke. Admiral, were reconciled to the King, but their Friendfhip was not lading, and therefore 
fufpe&ed to be feigned. It was feared if thefe Judges came to give Sentence,* they would 
leave the King nothing but that bare Title. He therefore ordered the Matter of Alcantara, 
and Earl of Medellin, in whom he repoled much Confidence, to come *to him with what 
Force they could gather, to dilappoint the Defigns of his Enemies. Gonpalp de Saavedra, and 
Alvar Gomez,, the Kings Secretary, to whom he had given Maqueda , Torrijon de Velafco, and 
S. Silvefire, in the Territory of Toledo , were fent for.. The Rebels perlwaded all four, that 
tlie King defigned to fecurethem, and therefore their only way was to join with them. The 
King hearing hereof, protefted againft the Judges, as Partial, and ordered Peter Arias, a Ci¬ 
tizen of Segovia , to take Terrejon by force, which he did, and left that Town to the Earls of 
Ptmonrofiro his Succeffors. Peter de Velafco fided with the Rebels, notwithstanding his Father, 
the Earl of Haro, blamed, and would not fupply him with Money, which caufed him to be 
but poorly attended among the Nobles. On the 14th of Augufi at Ancona died Pope Pitts II. 
He was carried to that City, tho then fick, defigning to gather the Forces of Chriftendow, 
and go in Perlon againft the Turks. He held the Papacy but 6 years. Cardinal Peter Barbo , 
a Venetian, was chofen his Succeflor on the 30th of the lame month, and took the Name of 
Paul II* He was but Forty feven years of Age when Elected, proved a great Friend to 
Spain, and aflifted King Henry in his Troubles. 


CHAP. IV. 


Proceedings and Defeat of the Rebels in Catalonia; Death of Ifmael King of Granada; 
Progrefs of Rebellion in Caftile, and mofi ViUanom Aftion of the Rebels, who Pro¬ 
claim Prince Aionfo King ; The King and .they Disband. 


P Eter Conftable of Portugal his coming to Barcelona animated the Catalonians above their 
ftrength. Lerida , after a long Siege, was forced to furrender to the King. All that Pro¬ 
vince was miferably wafted with the War. D. John Archbilhop qf Zaragopa, Baftard Son to 
the King of Aragon , and fitter for the Sword than Miter, commanded for his Father. Philip 
Duke of Burgundy lent a fmall Party of his Subjefts to the Afliftance of the Conftable. A- 
bout 2000 Catalonian Foot, and 600 Horfe, joined them at Manrefa. The Earl of Prades 
befieged pervera for the King, and the want of Provifions had almoft reduced the Town. 
D. Peter refolved to Relieve it, The greateft part of the Kings Forces were upon the borders 
of Navarre, to reduce that Kingdom. Prince Ferdinand, thp but 13 years of Age, was fent 
with feme Forces by jhe King to join the Earl of Prades. Neceffity obliged him to take up 
Arms lo young, which is the reafen he never learned to write well, as appears by .his Hand. 
The Conftables Forces marched to a place called Prados de Rey , with a Relblution to Fight. 
Prince Ferdinand advanced to meet the Enemy: He halted on a infill, from whence the Ca¬ 
talonians were difeovered. The Port aguefe chofe his Ground, and intrenched on another Hill: 
He drew out his Forces. Peter de Depa led the Van, in which were the Burgundians. Beltran 
and John Armamhria followed him with the Cajliilians and Navarro/s. D. Peter himfelf com¬ 
manded the Rear. Prince Ferdinand had but 700 Horfe, and icoo Foot. The Earl of 
Prades led the Van, Hugo Rocaberbi, and Matthew Moncada , commanded in the Wings. Henry 
Son to Prince Henry of Aragon, had charge of the Refervei Prince Henry was in the Rear 
with many Noblemen. Bernard Gafcon was ordered with feme Foot to fecure the Mountain, 
that they might not be attacked on that fide. Before the Fight Prince Henry Knighted feveral 
Men of Quality. The Signal of Battle being given, the Catalonians loon gave way, and at 
laft fled, the Foot to the Mountain, .the Horfe along the Plain. D. Peter having call off his 
Pioced- Upper Garment, mixt himfelf with the Vigors, and the next day made hisefcape. Moll: of 
ingsofthe the Burgundians were killed, of the others many taken, and among them the Earl of Pallas, 
Rebels In t | ie chief Promoter of this War. This battle was fought upon the laft day of February 1465’. 
Over-” ^ N° c 0Iie tlie Aragonians was killed, and but few wounded. D. Peter returned to Manrefa, 
throw of Beltran Armendario, with great Courage, put part of the icattered Army into pervera, and 
the Re- fortified it. Thence the,fury of the War was carried to Ampuriar , the Aragonians ftill getting 
bels. tire better. The Tumults in Navarre were hear quelled, the Biamontefabzmg reduced and 

1 . 4 ^ 5 - pardoned. The Earl of Faux, and Eleanor his Wife, were alio declared Heirs of that King¬ 

dom. Ifmael King of Granada, died on the 7th of April $ his Son Albohaz,en, a Man of great 
Courage and Relblution, fucceeded him. This King had Two Wives, one a Native Moor, 
Mother to Boabdil, afterwards called the Little King j the other a Renegade Chriftian, called 
Zoroyra, who had two Sons, Cado and Nacre , who when Granada was taken by King Ferdinand, 
became Chriftians, as did their Mother. In Italy King Ferdinand of Naples having lubdued all 
his Enemies, fettled his Kingdom. He overthrew John Duke of Lor rain, and forced him to 

fly 
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fly to the Wand If chi a, and thence afterwards into France. This done. King Ferdinand bn the 
14th of September • came to Naples where he was received withgre.itJoyandPomp. Queen 
Elizabeth, his Wife, viliced the Churches, paying her Vows to Heaven, being a very Virtuous 
and Devout Lady, but died foon after the Kingdom was pacified. After this her Husband, 

King Ferdinand, Reigned above 30 years, always fuccelsful in feveral Wars lie undertook for 
his Allies. Aionfo Duke of Calabria, his Son, overthrew the Turks, who had poffeifed them- 
felves ol Otranto , and drove them out of all the Country. 

Prince Aionfo of Cafiile, being in the Power of the Nobles, Was the caufe of greater Troubles 
Troubles, which were defigned to be quelled bv thofe very Means. The King fromGiW ^create 
went to the Kingdom of Toledo, and the Nobles to Piafenda . D. Peter G/Vw/, Mailer o fa!/*. iaCtt J hls: 
trava, went away to Andalufta, where he had the Town of Offuna, defigning to llir up that 
People to Rebellion. D. John de Valencnela had the grand Priorfhip of S. John taken from him 
and the Bifhop of Jaen his Goods and Revenues, only becaufethey were Loyal to their King! 

Befides this, D. Peter Giron raffed Men, and endeavoured with large Promiles to Debauch ali 
the Nobility of that Country. The Duke of Medina Sidonia, the Earl of Areas, D. Aionfo de 
Aguilar, and the Councils of Sevsll and Cordoua, refolved to join with the Rebels. King 
Henry perceiving the Storm gather, aflembled a Councel at Madrid, where he asked what was 
bell to be done in that Exigence. All being filent, the Archbilhop of Toledo laid his Opinion 
was. The firft thing to be procured was, tha't Prince Aionfo Ihould be put in^the Kings 
Hands, as the fitted Perfon to fecure the Pledge of Peace; which if the NobilityWifed, .-hen 
they ought to be proceeded againft by force of Arms: That to this purpofe the Court Ihould re¬ 
move to Salamanca, to be near to the Rebels, either to Treat of Peace, or to carry on the War, 

Thefe things being thought to be meant as they were laid, were eafily agreed to. A Melfage 
was fent to the Nobles, and the Forces ordered to march to Salamanca. The King himfelf went 
away to Old Caftile, and with whatForces he had laid Siege to Arevalo, then held by the Rebels 
Thence the Archbilhop of Toledo putting off his Dilguile, went away to Avila, whereof he 
was made Governor by the King: Thither the Conlpirators repaired tp him. The Admiral 
as Kad been agreed, feized Valladolid, where they defigned their Forces Ihould Rendezvous 1 
Thefe fad News having awaked the King out of his Lethargy, he is laid to have fallen down 
before a Crucifix, and uttered thefe Words ; Thy Aid I implore , my Lord, C hr ifl the Son of God 
by whom Kings Reign ; To thee I Recommend my Perfon and Dignity ; I only beg this Pttnifhment 
which I confcfs inferior to my Deferts, may be for the good of my Soul' Lord {rive me Patience to e»i 
and P ermit not r the ?eo ? le t0 M' er fa my fake. Then he halted away to Salamanca. 

AX Avila the Rebels refolved upon a moft Barbarous Action, to the Eternal Infamy of Spain : a mofl 
Without the Walls of that City they Ere&ed a Scaffold, and placed on it the Statue of Villanom 
King Henry in his Royal Robes on a Throne with his Scepter and Crown. Thither the Vil- Aftionof 
lanous Nobles, and a Multitude of People, reforted. Then a Cryer proclaimed Sentence r , he 
againft the King, laying to his Charge many horrid Crimes. Whilft the Sentence was reading, / T 
they lealurely ftripped the Statue of all its Robes, and at laft, with Reproachful Language, 
threw it down from the Scaffold. ThisVillany was afted upon Wednesday the yth of June 
Immediately Prince Aionfo, who had been all the while prefent, was’brought upon the Scaffold 
there lifted upon the Shoulders of the Nobles, and proclaimed King, the Royal Standard be¬ 
ing Dffplayed in his Name, as was the Cuftom at the Inauguration of Kings. The Multitude 
prelently cryed, God Save King Aionfo , which was ingaging themfelves in the Quarrel. The 
News of this horrid Trealbn being ipread abroad,, feme approved of, others condemned it. 

It was eafie for the new King to be Liberal of what was not his own, to Gutierre de Solis , at 
the Requeft of his Brother the Mafter of Alcantara, he gave the City Coria, wich the Title 
of an Earl. Burgos and Toledo approved this Aft of the Nobles. On the other fide many 
great Men declared for King Henry. D. Garcia de Toledo, Earl of Alva, being reconciled, 
came to him with j00 Horfe and 1000 Foot. The Queen and Princels Elizabeth were fent 
to the King of Portugal, to beg Succours of him: They met him at Guardia on the Borders 
of Portugal, yet obtained nothing but good Words and Civil Entertainment. The Rebels 
Rendezvouled at Valladolid , the Loyalifts at Toro , being more Numerous than wellDilciplincd. 

Pcnaflor was befieged by the Rebels, who becaufe it made a Vigorous Defence, threw down 
Us Walls to terrifie other Places. Thence they removed to Simancas, whither the King fent 
John Fernandez Galindo with 3000 Horfe, which fo encouraged the Befieged, that the’ Rabble 
formally condemned the Archbilhop of Toledo, and having dragged his Statue about the Streets, 
burnt it, in revenge to the Affront offered to the King at Avila. Hereupon the Rebels railed 
the Siege, buhefpecially becaufethey heard the King had an Army of 80000 Foot and 14000 
Horfe at Toro. This Army marched to Simancas j By the way, in a Skirmilh, John Carillo, 
a Captain of the Rebels, was-wounded,.and taken ; being at the point of Death, he difeo¬ 
vered a Confpiracy, naming the Perfofts ■. concerned in it to the King in private, but the 
King fearing his Difeovery might be feigned, concealed their Names. Me laid Siege to Va’ia. 
dolid, but could not take it, by reafon it had a ftrong Garifon, or rather becaufe the Kings 
Men had no ftomach to fight. There a Treaty was again let on foot. King Henry and the 
Marquis de Villena met again: Much was promifed, and nothing performed ; yet the King 
was perfwaded, lincehis Revenue could not bear ib great a Charge, to dilmils his Army, 
and then Prince Aionfo, quitting the Title of King, with all the Nobility, would llibmiu 
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Rebels Thus both fides disbanded, and the Noblemen who were with the King, tho they had’done no 
Disband. Service, were highly Rewarded. The Rebels went away to Arevalo, and lb Valladolid re¬ 
turned to its Duty. Prince Alonfo was kept in the nature of a Prifoner, and they threatned 
to kill him becaufe he defigned to make his efcape to his Brother. The Treaty of Peace 
went on, and the Rebels promifed to liibmit, provided the Princefs Elizabeth were Married 
to the Mailer of CaLtrava. The King confented, and immediately lent the Duke of Albu¬ 
querque and Billion of Calaborra from Court, becaule they were Enemies to the Mailer. This 
Project affli&ed the Princeft, who wept bitterly, and having told the caule of her Grief to 
D a . Beatrix de Babadilla, her full Lady of the Bedchamber, that Lady Ihewing' her a naked 
Dagger, promifed Ihe would with it kill the Mailer of Calatrava rather than he Ihould have 
her. But God ordered it better, lor as he hailed from his Town of Almagro to celebrate the 
1466. Marriage, he fell-Tick by the way, and died at Vtllarubia, at the beginning of the year 14 66 j 
He was buried in a private Chappel at Calatrava. His Two Sons inherited his Ellate. D. 
Alonfo Tellez, Giron , the eldell, in purliiance of his Fathers Will, was Earl of Unha, D. Rode¬ 
rick Tellez, Giron, the younger, had the Malrerlhip of Calatrava , having before obtained the 
Popes Bull to that effed. He had alfo a third Son called D. John Pacheco ; all three unlaw¬ 
fully begotten. Not long before the Mailers Death, in the Territory of Jaen , there appeared 
fiich a multitude of. Locufls, that they hid the Sun. Every ope interpreted this and the like 
Prodigies as his Fear didated, rather than according to any Reafbn. At this time Roderick 
Sanchez, dmmevalo, who commanded the Callle of S. Angel at Rome, wrote in Latin a Hi. 
llory of Span, more Devout than Elegant. It is called Valentina from the Author, who was 
afterwards Bifhop of Valencia. Pope Paul II. gave him that Bilhoprick at the Requell of King 
Henry, to whom he Dedicated that Hillory. The laid Roderick Sanchez,, tho a Spaniard, was 
very familiar with that Pope. 


CHAP. V. 

Peter the Conjlahle of Portugal dies ; Thr Rebels in Catalonia choofe the Duke of Anjou 
for their King ; The Battle of Olmedp; The Death of the Queen of Aragon. 4#^ Prince 
Alonfo of Caftile ; The King recovers Toledo ; The Rebels of Caftile Affront the 
Popes Legate, and are Excommunicated. 

Confufi- AfiiU was full of Confufion and Tumults, nothing but Rapine and Murders appeared in 
ons in V-/ all Places, the Government being too weak to punilh thefe Infolencies. For this Rea- 
Caflile. f on tp e Towns and Cities Affociated themfelves, and by the Kings Conlent Rules were pre- 
feribed the Heads of the Aflociation to be governed by. The People generally feared left 
the Moons Ihould again Conquer Spain, the Kingdom being no lels Debauched than in the 
time of King Roderick, and the Archbilhop of Toledo was commonly in fcorn called D. Op. 
pas, which was the Name of him that had helped to betray the Country to the Infidels when 
they over-ran it. Thefe Divifions encouraged the Earl of Faux to invade Navarre , as his 
Wife’s Dower, not content to expedt the Death of his Father-in-Law, tho he had blamed 
that forwardnefs in his Brother-m-Law Prince Charles. Not fb fatisfied, he refolved to o- 
blige King Henry of Caflile to deliver up thofe Towns of Navarre in which he had Garifons. 
At the fir ft onfet he took the City Calaborra, and laid Siege to Alfaro, King Henry fent [fames 
Enriquez, del Caflillo his Chaplain, who alfo wrote a Chronicle of this King, to Treat with the- 
Earl, but he finding nothing was to be done by fair means, gathered what Forces he could, 
and drove him out of the Country. Calahorra was alfo reftored to the King, the Townfmen 
expelling the Garifo'n of the Earl of Faux. In Catalonia the Aragonians in feveral places worft- 
Peter the ed their Enemies, and recovered mapy Towns. But what was moft confiderable, DePeter, 
pretended the pretended Earl of Barcelona , died at Granobla on the 29th of June. His Body was buried 
Earl of at Barcelona, He was thought to be poilbned, as Was very ufual in thofe days.

At the beginning 
of Summer the King removed from Madrid to Segovia, and the Rebels poflefled themlllves of 
Olmedo Peter de Silva, Commandant of the Garifon, delivered it up. • Mot,a de Medina 
belonged to the Archbilhop of Toledo, and there was danger it would fall into the hands of the 
Lords. King Henry moved by all thefe Affronts, ordered great Levies to be made. Then he 
fummoned the Nobility. There came to him the Earl of Medina Celi, the Bifliop of Cula 
horra, the Duke of Albuquerque , who till then had been abfentfrom Court: and Peter Honan, 
dez, de Velafco, who being pardoned his former Fault, was now fent by his Father with 700 
Horfe, and a good Body of Foot. For this Service he had the Tenths of the Admiralty 
granted him. SogreatFear had poflefled the King, and he was fo defirous to gain the Nobilityf 
that to fecure the Marquis of Santillam, he delivered up his Daughter Joanna to be kept by 
him m his Town of Buytrago. Every one fold his Service the deareft he could. The Kins 
having gathered a good Army marched towards Medina, but being come to Olmedo the Re¬ 
bels drew out to hinder his Paffage. King Henry was defirous to avoid fighting, but could not 0M0 
contain his Men. Upon the 20th of Auguft the Two Armies met, and after a fharp .Engage- doubtful 
ment parted again upon equal Terms, yet both fides pretended to the Victory. Night fepa F'gktof 
rated them, the Rebels returned to Olmedo, and the King with his Forces, which were 2000 th . e Kin S 
Foot and 1700 .Horfe, marched on to Medina del Campo.

Neither was theMarquefs de Villena there, being then 
at a Chapter of the Order of Santiago, where he was chofen Matter, which made the No¬ 
bility very jealous, feeing him Preferred and Rewarded, when he deferved the feveredPunifh- 
ment. Ellenor Countefs of Faux Governed Navarre for her Father. Nicholas Echavaria Bi 
Ihop of Pamplona, recovered Urania , which till then was held by the Caftiliam.

Ellenor, his Baftard Daughter, was Married to D. Luis de Biamonte Earl of Lcrin. Her Portion 4 ‘ 
was 1 yooo Florins, and the Defign to fecure-that Family fo Powerful in Navarre. The Queen 
held the Cortes of Aragon at Zaragopa for the King her Husband. There fhe died on the 1 
nth of February, to the great Grief of the King, who lamented it the more bccaufe he was 
fo aged himlelf, and his Son, to whom fhe might have been a.great fupport, fb young. Not 
long before fhe met her Daughter in Law, .the Countefs of Faux, at Exea on the Borders of 
Aragon, and there they concluded a League Offenfive and Defenfive. Her Body was Buried 
at Poblete. Only one Crime was laid to her Charge, which was the Death of her Son in Law 
Prince Charles, and this they fay troubled her Confcience at the hour of her Death. 

•The News of the Troubles in Caftile was come to Rome. King Henry follicited tire Pope to ThePopes 
Depofe the Bifhops that were in Rebellion, and to Excommunicate the Nobility if they would Legate 
not fubmit. Antony Venerio , Bifhop of Leon , was therefore fent Nuncio into Spain. Firft he Affronted 
waited upon the King at Medina del Campo. Then endeavouring to Treat with the Rebels Mi« 
was by them twice put off with Reproachful Language; and he threatning to Excommunicate 
them, they anfwered, The Pope had nothing to do with the Affairs of the Crown, and that 
they would Appeal to the next General Councel. Another Misfortune befell the King, which 
Was, that D. John Arias, Bifhop pf Segovia, in revenge that his Brother Peter Arias had been 
wrongfully imprifoned, tho now fet at liberty, refolved to deliver up that City to the Lords. 

The Place is ftrong, being feated on the Mountains that part Old and New Caftile. The 
Queen and Dutchefs of Albuquerque, who were there, were fo furprized at the coming of the 
Rebels, that they could fcarce have time to get into the Caftle, nor were they eafily admitted, 

Peter Munfires the Governor, being of Intelligence with the Rebels. The Princefs Ehzaheth,vt\\<> 
knew of the Defign, flayed in the Palace, and then went to her Brother Alonfo, designing to take 
part with him. This News was foon carried to Medina del Campo, where King Henry was which trou¬ 
bled him'more than any other Lofs,becaufe he loved that.City,kept his Treafure there, and it was 
the place where he Diverted himfelf. From this time forward he leemed difturbed in his Brain,truft- 
ed no Body, was fufpicious of all Men,and unfetc!ed,fometimes for Peace and fometimes forWar,but 
l eace was more fuitable to his Nature. He appointed to meet the Marquefs de Villena. at Coca, 
notwichftanding all his Friends oppofed it, which made many forfakehim. Nothing was done 
at Coca, therefore they agreed to meet again in the Caftle of Segovia. There they agreed 
upon thefe Articles, which were no better obferved than others had been ; That the Caftle of 
oegovia be delivered' to Prince Alonfo ; That the King have Liberty to take out his Treafures, 
which flail be kipt in the Caftle of Madrid by Peter Muncares; That the Queen be left with the 
Archb’jhop of Sevil as an Hoftagc for Performance hereof j, That thefe things performed, the Nobles 
ten bin 6 months Reftore the King to the Government, and fubmit to him, Thele were hard Con- 
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ditions for the King. But the worft was, that the Queen in the Caftle of Alahejos, whither 
the Bifhop lent her, took a Liking to a young Man, and proved with Child by him, which 
confirmed all the former Sufpicions of her Difoonefty, and made for the Rebels. The King 
diftrafted with thefe Misfortunes, went from place to place, a'.moft like a Private Man, for- 
faken of moll Men, only io attending him. He refolved at laft to try the Earl of Via. 
fencia , and put himfelf into his Power. He was there well received, and lived about 4 months 
The Re- in the Caftle of that City. The Pope fent a new Nuncio to perfuade the Lords to fubmic 
bels Ex- to the King, but they perfifting Obftinate, he Excommunicated them. This did not correft, 
communi. tho ; t UO ubled them fo much, that they fent Deputies to Rome , who were not fufferedtocome 
caccd - within the Walls of that City till they had taken an Oath, not to give the Title of King to 
Prince Alonfo. The Pope feverely Reproved them in the Confiftory, afluring them God 
would punilh their Difloyalty, and that it was to be feared the young Prince would come 
to an untimely Death for the Sins of others. This Saying of his proved Prophetick, and his 
Severity did lome kindnefs to King Henry. At the fame time the City Toledo was reftored to 
the King. Veter Lopez, de Ayala was Governor of that City. F. Veter de Silva of the Order 
of S. Dominick, and Bifhop of Badajoz, his Brother in Law, Treated with his Sifter, the 
Governors Wife, about delivering up the City to the King. They lent to him, he came 
from Vlafencia in two days, and ending the City by night, was lodged in the Dominican Mo* 
nailery. His coming being known, a Bell was Rung, and the People took the Alarm. Veter 
Lopez advifed the King Ihould not (hew himfelf, becaufe the People would not pay him any 
refpeft. Therefore about midnight he left the City, with him went Perafan de Ribera, . and the 
two Sons of Peter Lopez, de Ayala, Veter and Alonfo : At the Gate the King found his Horfe 
was tired, having travelled 18 Leagues that Day. Hd asked one of the Company to give him 
' his Horfe, which he refufed ; but the two Sons of Veter Lopez immediately alighted, t and on 
their knees begg’d of the King to accept of theirs, one for himfelf, and the other for his Squire 
of the Body. The King did fo, thofe Gentleman followed him a Foot : Being come to 
Olias, the King gave Veter Lopez de Ayala and his Sons, for ever an Eftate of 70000 Mervidies 
a‘Year. The Bifhop alfo was forc’d to leave the City; yet within Four days the Governors 
Wives tears prevail’d with him to call the King again. He came, and found all things better 
difpos’d than he expefted, and at the fuit of the People, confirm’d their Charter, granting 
them new Privileges. But Veter Lopez de Ayala was created Earl of Fuenfalida , and continued 
Governor of the City; then the King went away to Madrid , there he fecur’d th? Governor 
of that Place, Peter Mu fares, but foon after diimifs’d him. The Iofs of Toledo lb nearly 
touched the Rebels, that they immediately Matched frbm Arevalo where their Forces were, to 
Befiege that City. In their March near C ardenofa. Prince Alonfo fell lick and died on the ph of 
July, which put a ftop to their proceedings. His Body was Buried in the Church of St. 
Francis at Arevalo \ thence afterwards tranllated to the Carthufian Monaftery of Miraflores at 
Bums. Some faid he died of the Plague, which then raged in thofe parts, others that he was 
poiloned. Alonfo de Valencia who wrote his Hiftory,pofitively afferts his being poifoned by the 
Marquefsof Villena : But I cannot find to what purpofe that Nobleman Ihould undertake fuch a 
hainous Crime. 


CHAP. VI. 

John Duke of Lorrain Supports and Heads the Rebels in Catalonia, for his Father ; Fer¬ 
dinand Prince of Aragon declared King of Sicily; The Crown of Caftile offered to 
the Vrincefs Elizabeth, (he refufes it ; Peace betwixt the King and Nobles, 

'John Duke D Enee Duke of Anjou, having accepted of the offer made him by the Catalonians, becaufe 
of terrain I\, he was himfelf too Old to undertake that Expedition, fent his Son John Duke of Lor. 
jn cat ah. ra i„ } w ho we faid before was by the Aragonians drove out of Italy. The King of France not 
for his regarding his League with Aragon , fent him .Supplies as loon as he had ended the Civil War 
i'atner. vv ; t g gg § rot h er t g e Duke of Berri, and Charles Duke of Burgundy. John Earl of Armagnac , 
between whom and the Duke of Lorrain there was a profeffed friendfhip, brought himfomeSup- 
plies $ with thefeForces he began the War fortunately, but the end was notiuitable. Barcelona 
received him with joy, and it wasrefolved to carry the War to Ampurias. The King of Aragon 
tho’ Old and Blind repaired thither, near Rofes a Party of Aragonians was defeated. ( TheBody 
of the French Army marched towards Girona, relolving if the Commandant Veter ‘de Rocaberty 
Came out, to fight him; if he kept dole, to Befiege the Place. The Aragonians Marched out, 
and in feveral Rencounters worfied the Enemy. Prince Ferdinand came and put his Forcesintp 
the City, whereupon the Siege was railed. Soon after, the Prince going out with a Party, 
was defeated by the French , and many of his Men killed ; Roderick Rebolledo who had behaved 
himfelf bravely in defence of the Prince, was taken. It was refolved to wear out the heat of 
the French, therefore all the Frontiers were Garriloned, and Duke Alonfo de Aragon left to 
Command there, and obferve the Enemy. Prince Ferdinand returned to Zarogoza, where the 
Cort.es fate, and was prefent when his Mother died (as has been faid above.) His Mother be¬ 
ing dead, and his Father 70 years of Age, all the weight of the Government fell upon him, 
therefore to give him the more Authority, he was declared King of Sicily. This was about 
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the time that Prince Alonfo of Caftile departed this Life, as we have declared. The death of 
Prince Alonfo being known at Zaragopa, immediately Peter Peralta was fent to the FaftiouS 
Lords of Caftile to ask the Prmcefs Elizabeth m Marriage for Prince Ferdinand His Fa hS 
flayed at Zaragopa and he went away to carry on the War in Catalonia. The Duke of Lor al 
defiring to poifefs himfelf of Gtrona, railed ifoooMenin Ruff,Uon and Cerdarne', which with th« 

Forces he had Ibefore,was a Powertoo great for the Aragonians to cope with] io that thev conlS . 
put no Relief into the Town, which was clofely befieged. Neverthelefs, ’through the'Vafour 
of the Bifhop, of D. John MeUguente and other Commanders, it held out. Mean while 
. Prince Ferdinand had a Town called Verga delivered to him on the 17th of September From 
this time the Affairs of the -Aragonians began to look with a better Afpeft, and the more for 
that the King recovered his Sight, a thing then thought miraculous: A Jew of Leri da under 
took the Cure, and couched a Cataraft in the Right Eye on the 11 th of September , when 
he refufed to proceed to the other, faying. There was no favourable Afpeft of the Heavens- 
but being prelfed by the King, on the nth of Othber he perfefted the Cure upon the Left 
Eye. To add tb this Publick Joy, the Weather and want of Neceffaries obliged the Enemv 
. to raife the Siege of Girona. In Portugal, Prince John married bis Coufin Eleanor not reear 
ding the Promife he made to marry Joanna Princefs of Caftile: Her Mother’s loofe Life made 
her Birth fufpefted. Ferdtnpnd Duke of Vifeo, Father to the Lady Eleanor , pafTed over into 
Africk, obtained there fome Viftories over the Moors , and returning home, by his Wife Bea¬ 
trix, the Daughter of D. John Mafter of Santiago i n Portugal, had a Son called Emanuel, who 
came in time to be King of Portugal. The Vmuguefes talk of ftrange Prodigies feen at the Birth 
of that Child, denoting his future Grandeur. 

Upon the death of Prince Alonfo, many fubmitted to King Henry- but the Peace wasc » 
not lading, and the War that eniued wafted the Power of Spain. Burgos returned to its 2 f u b 
Duty, and at Madrid the Archbifhop of Sevill, the Earl of Bmaveme , and other Noblemen did mir but 
Homage to the King. The Rebels having loft Prince Alonfo, refolved to offer the Crown fre ^'oii. 
to the Princefs, Elizabeth , as they did at Avila, the ATchbifhop of Toledo making an Harangue blcs enfue 
to perfuftde her, and railing at the King. She thanked them for their Offer, and wifhtne in Cafiile ' 
long Life to the King her Brother, intreated them to pay to hpn that Duty they offered to 
her. Her Modefty lurprized them all, and fee was thought the worthier to Reign. Thev 
bent theirThoughts upon Peace, and the more, becaufe the King had fent Commiflioners to 
offer them all his Free Pardon. At length Peace was concluded at Avila, by the Archbifhop 
of Sevill and Andrew de Cabrera Lord Steward of the Houlhold, upon thefe Articles • That 
the Princefs Elizabeth be (worn Heirefs to the Crown: That the Cities and Towns of Avila 
Ubeda, Medina del Campo, Olmedo, and Efcalma, ‘be given to her; but upon Condition foe 
mall not Marry without the King’s Confent: That the King be divorced from the Queen' 
the Pope confenting to it : That foe and her Daughter be fent to Portugal -. That all die re¬ 
volted Nobility be pardoned and reftored to their Eftates and Preferments taken from them 
during the Troubles. Four Months were allowed for the Performance of thefe Articles. 

Thefe Conditions pleafed hot the Marquis de Santillana and his Brother s, who thought it more 
for their Intereft to have the keeping of the Princefs Joanna. The Queen, with the Affiftance 
oTLuys de Mendopa , was gone away by Night, from the Caftle where foe was kept, to her 
Daughter at Buytrago. This.much troubled the Archbilhop of Sevil, who had the Charge of 
keeping her. During her Confinement, foe was delivered of Two Sons, Ferdinand and Apo- 
fiol, who it is affirmed were bred in the Monaftery of S. Dominick the Royal of Nuns in To¬ 
ledo. The Monaftery of Guifando, in the mid-way betwixt Madrid and .Avila, was appoin¬ 
ted for the King and the Lords to meet: There many Conditions were agreed to, and much 
granted to the Nobles, none of them doubting but the King and his Sifter being weary of 
thofe Confufions, would refufe them nothing they could ask. It is faid the King and Mar- 
quefs de Villena had a private Conference, the Subitance whereof is not known ; but by what 
followed it was fuppofed it only tended to the fecuring the Marquefs and advancing his Fa¬ 
mily. On the 19th of September , the Nobility did their Homage to King Henry, and fvvore 
the Princefs Elizabeth Heirefs to the Crown. Immediately, upon the Snbmiflion of all the 
Cities to the King, he took the Government of the City and Caftle of Segovia from the Two 
Brothers of the Houfe of Arias , and gave it to Andrew de Cabrera , who afterwards obtained 
great Preferments and Riches. About this time, near a Town called Peromoro , in the Ter- A Prod;, 
ritory of Toledo, great ftore of Blood ran from' the Sheaves of Com newly mowed, whichvSY- 
then furprized all Men, and afterwards was found to denote the great .Calamity that enfued 
in Spain. The Marquifs de Villena being reftored to his former Favour, grew abfolute, to the 
great Diffatisfaftion of the Nobility. He perfuaded the King and Princefs Elizabeth to re¬ 
move to Qcana, at the beginning of the Year 1469. His defign was to marry the Princefs I4(5 o 
m the King of Portugal • and to that purpofe D. Alonfo de Nogncra, Archbifliop of Lisbon, ^ 


me would not marry in Portugal. The Marquets advifed to man y her by force. King Henry 
Was dubious; but at laft refolved to diiinifs the Pcrtngnefe Ambafwdor, telling him it w.13 not 
Sf} time to treat of that Affair. The Cardinal of Arras came Ambaffador from Luis XI. 
King of France , to demand the Princefs Elizabeth in Marriage for his Brother Charles Duke of 
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Beni which caufed more Divifions among the Nobles. Andalusia was not yet perfectly re¬ 
duced John Duke of Medina Stdonia dying, Henry his Ballard Son inherited his greate Eftate 
and rebellious Spiri;. D. Alonfo de Aguilar, and the Earl oi \ Areas fided with him, and di- 
fturbed the Peace of that Country in the Name of the Princeft Elizabeth. It was thought fit 
the King fhould*go in Pcrfon to quell thofe Troubles. TheMarquels deVillcna at the. fame 
time refmned and made over that Marquilate to his Son Jams Lopez, Pacheco , hoping to obtain 
tlie Confirmation of the Maflcrlhip of Santiago from the King and Pope. The Princefs was 
left at Ocana being again obliged to fwear Ihe would not marry or treat about it, without the 
Kine her Brother’s Confent or Privity. The Earl of Benavente and Peter Hernandez de Velafco 
went to- Valladolid, to Govern the Kingdom during the King’s ablence. 


CHAP. VII.

duced. r *' JV Soon after, he reduced the City Cordova, delivered to him uponfArticles by D. Alonfo 
de Aguilar, and quelled the Tumults railed by that Gentleman and D. Peter de Cordova, Earl of 
Cabra. In the Summer he went to Sevil, and did the lame there. The Moors did not in- 
feft our Borders, being clofely obferved by thofe that Commanded on the Frontiers, and di¬ 
vided among themfelves. Alquirfote, Governor of Malaga, an able Soldier, finding himfelf 
Mailer of that City, rebelled againlt his King Albohapen, many fiding with him, who were 
Rebelii- difgufled by the King, or out of their natural Inconilancy. They came to a Battel, and 
ous Moors Alquirpote being the weaker, was overthrown.

His Father the King of 
Aragon left no means uneffayed, but gave rich Prefents, and made large Promiles. Gurierre de 
Gardena was her great Favourite, and Gonzalo Chacon his Uncle govern’d him: .To the lall was 
promiled the Town of Cafarrubios, and that of Arroyo Molinos ; to the other the Town of Ma- 
yueda, befides rich Gifts in hand, and Alfurances of Favours to come. By their meahs, with 
the Affiftance of the Archbilhop of Toledo , the Match was made up, and Articles agreed 
upon, which chiefly tended to the giving *11 due Refpeft to Kin'g Henry as long as he lived, 
and after his death that the whole Government Ihould be in the Power of the Princefs; fo 
that the King fliould bellow no Preferments on Strangers, nor on others, without her Con¬ 
fent. That Match was privately concluded. The War in Catalonia detained King Ferdinand, 
for Girona was again befieged by the Enemy, and at lall forced to furrender: Befides, another 
A BHhop Storm was raifed in Navarre. Nicholas Bilhop oi Pamplona going to Tafalla to meet the Prin- 
* murdered. C efs Eleanor, was murdered by the Procurement of Peter Peralta. Mellengers were lent to the 
King of Aragon to demand Jullice ; they allb complained the Murderer had poffeffed himfelf 
of Tudela, and that the King was too free in giving Charters to feveral Towns. They alfo 
prayed he would recover Eftela and its Territory, Hill held by the Cafiilliam. The Earl 
of Faux was diffaiisfied, and feemed to threaten War; for which reafon he was no left 
hateful to the King his Father-in-Law than Prince Charles had been.

The 
Princeft Elizabeth being uneafie, fled from Ocana towards Old Caftile ; and being denied 
admittance at Olmedo , went to Madrigal, where her Mother was.

For the King of France had not long before a Son born, which cut off the Duke of Guienne's 
hopes of inheriting that Crown, and he died two years latter, as fhall be related in its 
place. . 


C H A P. VIII. 

The Tumults and Confufions in Aragon, Sardinia, and Navarre ; The King of Caftile 
Labours to Reduce his Rebels ; Pope Paul II. Dies, Sixtus IV. Chofcn ; King Alonfo 
of Portugal takes Arzila and Tangier in Africk. 

. A S’ the Power of Aragon had been increafed by the Marriage in Caftile, fo was its Quiet 
much ditturbed by the War which ftill continued in Catalonia , and new Commotions 
Sardinia, itl Sardinia and Navarre. Leonard de Alagon , Son to Artal de Alagon and Benedict a de Arborea, 
and Na- in her Right pretended to the Ettate of that Family, the Marquels de Oriftan Salvador de Ar- 
'varre. horea dying without Iflue. He fought to do himfelf Right by force of Arms, and took fo- 
veral Towns belonging to the King and other great Men. Nicholas Can os, the Viceroy, had 
Hot' a fufficient Strength to fupprefs him. In Navarre the Earl of Faux, with the Affiftance 
of the Biamontefes, poflefl’ed himfelf of great part of the Kingdom, and laid Siege to Tudela. 
The King fent the Archbilhop of Aar ago pa Before, and notwithftanding his great Age, fol¬ 
lowed him with a good Force, which obliged his Son in Law to raife the Siege. A Treaty 
was let on foot, and at length at Olite it was Agreed, That the King of Aragon fhould Hill 
retain the Title .of King of Navarre , but the Government Ihould be wholly in the Power of 
the Earl of Faux and his Wife. News was here brought them of a lad Misfortune that had 
happened in France , which was. That at a Feaft of Tilting made by Charles Duke of Guienrn 
for Joy of his Marriage, a Splinter from his own Lance broke upon his Adverfary, ftru<!k 
Gafton, Son to the Earl of Faux , through the light of his Helmet, and killed him. This was 
on the 27th of November. He was 26 years of Age. His Body was carried to Botirdeaux, 
and there buried in the Cathedral of that City. He left Two Children by his Wife Magdalen, 
a Son call’d Francis Phebus, and a Daughter named Cat her me, who both came to the Crown 
of Navarre. This grieved the King of Aragon, but above all the Danger of his Son Ferdinand, 
whom he thought notfafeto leave in Caftile, where he had many Enemies, and among them 
that King, nor yet to call him away unlefs he had fogured his Succellion to that Crown. He 
was the more perplexed, for that the Bifhop of Toledo , a Man of great Power, was Difcon- 
tented, and took it ill that King Ferdinand was more Familiar with, and had more Confi¬ 
dence in Guterre de Cardenas , and the Admiral D. Alonfo Enriquez, than in him. Befides, that 
King had let fall a word, fignifying. That he would not luffer himfelf to be governed by any 
Man. This troubled the Archbifiiop, and he refolved to withdraw. The King of Aragon 
being informed of it, endeavoured to appeale him, writing a Letter fo bis Son, wherein he 
Advifod him to Prefer the Archbifiiop before all others, and ule him as a Father. Yet this did 
not fully fatisfie the Archbifiiop. The Affairs of Aragon were in a good pofture in Catalonia, 
for John Duke of Lor ram died at Barcelona upon the i6th of December , and was buried in the 
Cathedral. The Rebels were not at all difniayed liereat, but hoping the King of France would 
ftand by them, publifhed an Ordinance, enjoining all Places that were without Governours, 
not to admit of any, unlefs Renee Dpke of Anjou, or his Grand (on Nicholas , Son tothede- 
ceafed, came to them in Perfon. In Caftile the King of Aragon ufod all Means to Oblige the 
Nobility.

Thefo 4 Canons were appointed by the Chapter but 
through the Contrivance of the Matter of Santiago they proceeded not upon that Affair 
To the Matter of Santiago the King gave the Town of Alcaraz , and to D. Roderick Ponce Eari 
of Areas, the Ifland of Cadiz, and the Title of a Marquefs, by way of Portion with Beatrix 
Daughter to the Matter of Santiago, in order to make an Intereft againtt the Duke of Medina 
Sidonia, who was an Enemy to them both. Bifcay was again in an uproar, Avendam and 
Moxica, the Heads of the Mutineers, being returned from Banifhmcnt by the help of the Earl 
of Trevino, who afllfted them in hatred to Peter Fernandez de Velafco, Earl of Haro who ba- 
nifhed them. Both thefo Noblemen marched with Forces into Bijcay, and on the 27th of 
April came to a Battle near a Town called Monguia. The Earl of Trevino was ftrongeft in 
Foot, which were of molt ufe in that uncouth Countrey, fotliat he overthrew his Adverfary. 

Many were killed, elpecially of the Gentry, and more made Prifoncrs. King Henry hearing 
of it, potted away to Burgos, and thence to Ordiiha, upon his coming all was prefontly 
quiet. He made a Truce between the Two Parties till luch time as they could be fully Recon¬ 
ciled, and fet all the Pi ifoners free. After this great Levies were made throughout Caftile , and 
the Nobility was fummoned, to the end to force King Ferdinand and Elizabeth his Queen, to 
depart the Kingdom j yet by the Advice of the Matter of Santiago this Defign was laid afide. 

Toledo and Sevil mutinied at the lame time, both Cities being divided into Faftions. Thofo Mutlny 
of Toledo were the Ayalas and Silvas. The Earl of Cifuentes was Head of the Silvas, and he at Toledo 
of Fuenfalula of the Ayalas.

The Faction of the Silvas having got their Chief among them, armed againtt their Adverfa- 
ries with fuch fury, that King Henry was forced to come thither in Perfon, and having ap¬ 
pealed the Tumult, deprived the Earl of Fuenfalida of the Government of .the City, whi$h . 
he had held many years, and put Garci Lopez into that Command, with the Title of Deputy. 

At Sevil the Marquefs of Cadiz was expelled that City by the Duke of Medina Sidonia. Hence 
enfued a formal War, which was ended by D. Tnigo Lopez de Mendopa, Earl of Tendilla, font 
thither to that purpofo, he ufing more Art than Force or Severity. Medina Sidonia wasaeftored 
to its Owner. It was a very great lofs for Caftile , that Pope Paul II. died on the ayth ofp ope Paui 
July .. During his Papacy he did much for the good and advantage of Spain. On the 9th of II. dies, 
Auguft was cholen in his place the Cardinal Francis de Ruvere of the Order of Friers Minors, sixitu IV. 
he took the Name of Sixtus IV. a Man of no left Merit than his Predeceflor, and as well af- cflofen * 
felled towards Spain. At the fame time a Body of Moores broke into the inward parts of An- 
daluzia, and made great havock in the Territory of Alcantara; The Booty.they took was fo 
great, they could obforve no Order in marching. In Revenge for this Affront, and to Divert 
the Enemy, by the King’s Order, the Marquefs of Cadiz, with his Forces, took the Town 
of Cardeda in the Kingdom of Granada by force, but he leaving a weak Garifbn in the place, 
it was fqpn recovered by the Moores.

reduced. _£ ra in, Girona was furrendred to the King. What remained of the Enemy, whole Chief 
Commanders were Reiner, Baftard Son to the Duke, and James Galeoto , were either befieged 
in a Town called S. Adrian, on the Banks of the River Bcfe, or overthrown by the General 
D. Alonfo de Aragon , as they marched to relieve that Place. The King, tho* fo old, ceafed 
not to prefs the Enemy in Ampurias. As he lay encamped near Loretta, he is faid in a Dream 
to have feen a notable Soldier that died in that War, who advifed him not to decamp from 
thence, becaufe it would prove dangerous to him. The King took no notice of this Dream, 
but moved thence, and having taken Rofes, and laid Siege to Peralada, was in great danger of his 
Life by a Camilade given at Nighc by the Earl of Campobafo , who.commanded the Enemy. 
He was lo furprized, that he fled half naked to Figueras. Neverthelels next day he returned 
to the Siege, and wafted the Country, which obliged the Town to furrender. All that Coun¬ 
try being fubdued, he marched with his Army and late down before Barcelona, the iiege of 
which Place lafted long, he being relolved to carry that Town by Policy, rather than open 
Force. In Old Caftile, King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth laboured to draw the People to 
their Party, fome Towns liirrendred to him, and among them Sepulveda. This done, they 
lent for the Archbilhop of Toledo, relblving to reconcile him at any rate, and being come, 
went with him to Tordelagum, a Town of his, on purpofe to oblige him. Charles, Duke of 
Gnknne, not regarding that he was contracted to the Princefs Joanna , as doubting whofe 
Daughter Ihe was, was now making a Match with the Duke of Burgundy' s Daughter.

The Portugiies placed no great Confidence in the 
meet. J King, or the Mafter of Santiago, befide that King Ferdinand and his Queen became daily 
more acceptable to the People. For the prelent the Infolence of the Earl of Feria was 
wihked at, but not long after King Henry went into Andaluzia, with a Relolution to punifh all 
the Mutinous Lords. He came to Cordova , and would not go on to Sevil, becaufe the Duke 
of Medma.Sidonia was poffeffed of that City, and had in it a good Body of Horfe, for fear, 
as he faid, of the'Mafter of Santiago, his Enemy. For this Reafon, as allb becaule Toledo 
was again in an Uproar, the King returned without effecting any thing. In Toledo, the Earl 
of Cifuetites poffeffed himfelf of the Caftle of S. Martin, then very ftrong, and fecured the 
Deputy-Governor. Scarce were the/e Tumults in Toledo quelled by the King with the Afli- 
ftance of the Canons of that Church, when News came from Segovia , that that City was all 
in Confufion, which perplexed the King, and forced him to fpeed thither, hisTreafure being 
there. Great was the Mifery of thole Times, as well in Ecclefiaftical as Civil Affairs. The 
Money was either Counterfeit, or of bale Allay. Many Petitions were prefented to the 
King for Redrefs of thele Grievances, but all in vain. Ferdinand del Pulgar, & Man famous 
in thole days, wrote a Paftoral Dialogue, being a Satyr upon the King and Nobles, refle¬ 
cting feverely on the Milcarriages and Abufes in the Government. The lame Year, on the 
12th of May, died Charles Duke of Guienne at Bourdeaux, having then concluded a. League 
with the Dukes of Burgundy and Brit any againft the King of France. Bloody Wars followed 
afterwards between the King of France and Duke of Burgundy, which we leave to the French 
Hiftorians. Gaft on, Earl of Faux, has relation to the Hiftory of Spain, as pretending to the 
Crown of Navarre, in Right of his Wife Elienor, but Death cut him oft' this Year at Roncef 
valles, in his way from France to Navarre.

Princefs Joanna to Wife. With him came his Mother, the Lady Beatrix Pimentel. The Ma¬ 
iler himfelf went as far as Rcftena to meet him. Notwithftanding all this, the Match was 
Prince of b ro k e 0 ff by the Contrivance of the lame Mailer of Santiago , for that the Perfon of the Duke 
scgorve di(J nQC an f wer t b e Expectation conceived of him,and particularly becaufe he was Haughty,and 
toSv' n ’ when the Nobility came to pay their RelpedS, ftretched out his Hand to be killed. Befides, 
the Mailer was jealous, that if he came to be King, he would recover the Towns that had 
been his Father’s. Thele were the true Realons of difappointing him, tho* it w'as given our, 
there was need of a more powerful Prince to quell all the Tumults then in the Kingdom. 
The King was unwilling to break his’Word, and impofe upon that Prince 1 , but the Mailer 
replied, There would be need ,of much Money to carry on the War. This was levelled againft An. 
drew de Cabrera , who had the keeping of the Royal Treafure in the Caflle of.Segovia, In that 
City before this time, by the Contrivance of the Mailer, and after the Example of Andaluzia, 
a Mutiny had been railed againft thofe that defeended from Jews; Andrew de Cabrera quel¬ 
led it, but not without much Trouble and Hazard to his Perlon. An Ambailador, fent pur- 
pofely by the Pope, brought the Bilhop of Siguenpa the Cardinal’s Cap, and gave it him at 
Madrid , the King coming thither to Honour him, and granting him the Title of Cardinal of 
Spain. Henry, Duke of Segorve was not permitted to come into Madrid, but ordered to Hop 
at Xetafe, a League from that Town in tlie way to Toledo. There he fpoke to the King in a 
Field, and it was agreed he Ihould, remove to Odon, another Village hard by. For delaying 
his Marriage, they pretended it was neceflary to exped the Pope’s Dilpenfation. Thus that 
Prince was impofed upon, who, by reafon of this Misfortune* was ever alter called D .Henry 
Fortum. King Henry went away to Segovia to get Money, becaufe Andrew Cabrera fupplied 
him flenderly to croft the Mailer of Santiago, who he knew aimed at the Government of that 
Caltle, having before taken from him that of Madrid. Befides, he favoured King Ferdinand, 
and was married to Beatrix de Bobadilla, who had ferved the Princefi Elizabeth. The new Car¬ 
dinal’s Revenue increafed upon the Death of D. Alonfo^ de Fonfeca Archbilhop of Sevil, being 
promoted to that See, and ftill retaining Siguenfa, a Thing then altogether new. An Army of 
20000 French Foot and iobo Men at Arms, under the Command of Philip, Duke of Savoy, 
fate down before the City Perpignan , in the County of Ruffellon , on the 9th of April. The 
King of Aragon threw himfelf into it, relblving to undergo any Danger, father than quit that 
Place, which is very llrong, and feated on the Borders of France. To encourage the People, 
he aflembled them in the Church, and took an Oath pever to leave them till the Siege was 
. railed. A defperate Adion at his Years, and not to be commended in him on whom depended 
Signal the Welfare of all the Country. Peter de Peralta, Conllable of Navarre, gave a fignal De- 
Loyalty monftration of his Loyalty, for being well skilled .in the French Tongue, in the Habit of a 
Peralta. Franeifean Friar, he palled through the Enemies Army, and got into the Town to bear his 
King company in that Danger. Of the King of Arragons three Sons, D. Alonfo was with 
his Father, the Archbilhop of Zaragopa with a good Body of Men threw himfelf into Etna, 
which is near Perpignan, to be ready upon all Occifions. King Ferdinand marched with 
400 Horfe he gathered in Caftile, and 100 he gathered by the way : With this Force in June 
he late down before Ampurias , which lo furprized the Enemy, that they foon railed their 
Siege, concluded a Truce till Ottober, and cleared that Country. Thus the War being ended, 
the King of Aragon made his Entry into Barcelona in Triumph, under a Canopy, fitting on a 
Chariot covered with Cloth of Gold, and drawn by four white Horfes. On both lides of 
him was the Nobility and Magiftrates, and vaft Multitudes of People covered the Fields and 
Ways. His Son was gone to Tortofa to hold the Cortes of Aragon, but was hindred by Sick- 
neft, and being called back haftily into Caftile. About this time a certain Moor of the City of 
Fez. Hole away the Bones of Piince Ferdinand Mailer of Avis, and brought them to Portugal, 
where they were buried at Aljubanota with great Solemnity. 

All Spain AH other Parts of Spain at this time enjoyed Peace, except Caftile, which was under con- 
m Peace, t j nua i Alarms, the Nobility being always at Variance, and the People, led by their Example, 
Mutinous. Moll Cities and Towns were divided into Fadions. King Ferdinand and Queen 
Elizabeth's Forces ftill increafed, and many came over to them daily ; whereas on the con¬ 
trary, King Henry’s Authority was lelfened, the People being diflatisfied with him. In Com¬ 
monwealths, as well as in the Body of Man, thole Dileales are moll dangerous that proceed 
from the Head. In Bifcay the Dilorder was great, becaufe the new Conllable uled Force to 
reduce that fierce People who had more than others adhered to King Henry. On the other 
fide, the Earl of Trevino, who favoured the Aragonian with all his Strength, oppoled him, and 
the Bifcainers were of old better afteded towards his Family. Thus that Country of it felf, 
not very plentiful, was wafted and confumed; frefit Tumults broke out at Toledo. The Earl 
of Fuenfaiida confiding in the Alfillance of the Mailer of Santiago, attempted to lurprize the 
City 7 ole do, and turn out the Marclchal Ferdinand de Ribadtneira, who Hood flint to King Hen¬ 
ry. The Citizens repulfed hint, and ,the King having notice of that Attempt, came himfelf 
and quieted the City. All things being reduced to good order, fuch as had a hand in that 
Uproar were pardoned, which made thofe Diftffeded Perlons the more bold. After this, 
D. John Pacheco , Mailer of Santiago, withdrew to Pehaftel , where his Wife was, being defirous 
at laft to live at eale, and fearing he mult be odious to many Men, having long continued 

great 
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great at Court, which he thought his Abfence would remedy. In his Place lie fent his Son 
James, to whom, as has been faid, he had before refigned the Marquifate of Villtna. The 
King received the Marquels with as great Demonflrations of Affedion, as if his Father had 
done him feme fignal Services. He had a good Prefence, was in the Prime of his Youth and 
his Garb luitable to the Greatneft of his Fortune. From Toledo the King returned to Segovia 
where his Affedion to him daily encreafed to that degree, that he went daily to vifit the* 
Marqueft, who was lodged in the Monaflery of Friars of S. Hierom, called El Panal A 
Propofal was made of reconciling Andrew de Cabrera and the Family of Pacheco, and that he 
Ihould deliver up to the King the Caltle of Segovia, and all the Treafures in it. In lieu of it 
they offered him the Town of Moya, near the Borders of Valencia , and not far from Cuenca 
where the faid Cabrera was born. He was willing to harken to thefe Propofals, but the 
Townlinen underftanding it, mutinied, and brought in an Aragonian Garrifon. John Fernan¬ 
dez de Heredia brought thofe Forces from Valencia, and took Poffeffion of the Town in the Elizabeth, 
Name of the Princefs Elizabeth , which much troubled King Henry, The Lady Elizabeth went Sifter to

only grievous to the King, but more to the Earl of Medina Celi, to whom he h?d given that 
Town. At this time D. Alonfo Carrillo, Archbilhop of Toledo, who accompaniedlfhe Princefs 
to Aranda, aflembled in that Town a Synod of the Bifhops of his Province. Befe the Bi A Synod 
fhops, many other Ecclefiailical and Secular Perlons of Note repaired thither. It-was given 
out, they were aflembled lor Reformation of Manners, but it is rather to be lufpeded the * tArand *' 
Defign was to fhengthen the Aragonian Fadion, and gain the Affedions of thofe that came 
thither. On the 5 th of December they publifhed Four Decrees and no more,which were thele • 

That Bifhops in Publick always wear a Surplice. That every P'rieft be obliged at leaft three or four 
times a Year to fay Mafs. That Churchmen fhall not take Service, or receive Wages from any Man 
whatfoever , except the King. That no manner of Benefice be given to any who does not at leaft well 
underftand Grammar. Scarce was the Synod broke up, when King Ferdinand came to Alma, 
pan and Berlanga, where the Earl of Medina Celi, and Peter de Mendofa Lord of Almacan 
entertained him fplendidly. Thence he went on to Aranda, to give Life to his Party by his 
Prefence. This Year died in Caftile, D. Frederick the Admiral, and D. Gomez de Caceres ySo - 
Its Mailer • of Alcantara, to whom fucceeded D. John de Zuniga, as has been laid before. In 
France, Nicholas, Son to John Duke of Lorrain, departed this Life. His Grandfather Renee ’ 
was ftill alive, whofe Grandfon by a Daughter, called alio Rente, inherited the Dukedom of 
Lorrain. , This Duke was famous for a Vidory he obtained over the Flemmings near to Nanci a 
City in his Dominions. In this Fight, Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy, was defeated and 
llaln. John, Earl of Armagnac, after his flight into Spain, was never looked upon by his King. 

Being tnprefore difgufted, he made War in Guiennc with Forces of the Duke of Burgundy, ana 
there took Peter de Bourbon, Governor of that Province, Prifoner, he being betrayed by his 
own Men. This Prefumption much more offended the King, efpecially for that he would 
not releafe. him till his Town of Leffour, which had been taken from him, was rellored. 

The Cardinal Albigenfis, with lbme Forces he gathered, took Le&our and deftroyed it, and 
put the Earl to Death notwithftanding he liirrendred upon Conditions. Tho’ the Adion in 
it felf were not jultifiable, being a Breach of Faith; yet moll Men laid. He had well defer- 
ved that Fate for his many horrid Crimes, and particularly for Counterfeiting the Pope’s Bull 
to duppnfe with him to marry his own Siller, which he did, and lay with her.

T Here was no end of the Difcontents of the Nobility of Caftile.. The Aragonian 
Faftion increafed daily in ftrength. The Malter of Santiago ceafed not to heap up 
Riches, and only dreaded the Aragonians (hould prevail, which would endanger 
his Eftace, great part whereof had belonged to the PrinCes of that Houfe. This 
made him endeavour to obftruft the Mariage of Prince Ferdinand with the Princefs Elizabeth 
and that of D. Henry of Aragon with the Princefs Joanna. His great Aim was to poflefs him! 
felf of the Caftle of Segovia, as well as that of Madrid, looking upon them as his greateft fe- 
curity. Only Andrew de Cabrera, who had great Intereft with the King, and was a Man of 
much forecaft, oppofed him. This caufed Animofities betwixt them, and each ftrove t<5 un¬ 
dermine the other. The Mafter was more Powerful, but more Fortunate and Poli¬ 
tick. He ufed all his Endeavours to Reconcile King Henry to his Sifter* the Princefs Elizabeth 
which the abfence of the Mafter of Santiago much forwarded ; And finding the King one day

nand met again accidentally. The Earl of Bemvente had fome time before the Town of Car - 
r/ow given him by King Henry, which he Fortified. TheMarquefs de Santtllam was offended 
at it, and perfwaded the Earl of Trevino to Surprize it. He did fo, and the Marquefs March¬ 
ed from Guadalajara with Forces to Support him. The Earl of Bemvente moved from Segovia 
to take Revenge of them both, and many of the Nobility flocked with Forces to favour the Party 
they inclined to. King Ferdinand Marched with fome Troops to Affift the Marquefs de Santtlla. 
m, and King Henry planted himfelf between the two Armies, to periwade them to an Accom¬ 
modation, which he effeaed. The Earl of Bemvente wholly referred himfelf to the King, and 
conlented to Raze the Caftle of Carrion, and refign the Town to the Crown, the Archbifhop 
Oi Toledo giving him the Town of Magan in lieu of it. After this, the Marquefs faw the 
Princefs Elizabeth at Segovia, whence he returned to Guadalajara, with a resolution to change 
Parties. King Henry having been at Valladolid and Segovia, went to Madrid at the perfwafion of 
D. John Pacheco. He perfwaded the King to go to the Borders of Portugal, to make a Match 
for the Princefs Joanna , with‘the King of Portugal-, but his main defign was to take Poffeflion 
ot Truxtllo; which was given him by the King.

Neverthelefs, John Folch Earl of Cardona, and Hugo de Rocaberti CaMhn of Ampojla, were lent riance - 
Ambaffadors to France, with a fplendid Retinue, to endeavour the compofing this Affair ami- 
C'fbly. They pretended the Money was not lent in time, and that contrary to the Agreement 
Jobn M Duke of Terrain had been fupported out of France. As the Ambaffadors returned 
without concluding any thing, they were, detained at Lyons, contrary to all Law and Equity. 

Thole Lords being detained in France, the Aragonians durft not attempt any thing. Yet the • 
beginning of the Summer, 500 French Horfe Commanded by John Alonfo, Lord of Aluda, 
entred Rufillon, and joyning with the French Garrifons, lac down before Elna, the lower part 
thereof as being weak, the Citizens abandoned. The King of Aragon then held the Cortes of 
Catalonia at Barcelona, and prepared for War, tho’ Aged, and lick of a Quartan Ague. He 
had no great Force, and therefore fought to get Supplies trom abroad. King Ferdinand of 
Naples, lent him yoo Horfe by Sea. Ferdinand his Son in June poffeffed himfelf of Tordcfillas, 
a-good Town in Old Cafiile, being invited thither by the Townfmento oppofe Peter Menda- 
via Governor of Cafiro Nuno, who with a Company of Robbers did great harm thereabouts. 

From Segovia whither he returned, he refolved to go Vifir his Father, who was fick. By the 
way at Alcala, he Vifited the Archbifliop of Toledo, thinking by that Civility to gain him to 
his Party. At Guadalajara he alfo Vifited the Marquefs de Suntillam, and lo went on to Bar. 
celona, _ where his Father lay. In the Kingdom of Valencia , the Towns of Segorve and Exerica 
Mutinied at the fame time, and took up Arms. The People of Exerica, to free themfelves 
from the Tyranny of Francis Sarfuela , who they pretended opprelfed them. Thofe of Se¬ 
gorve, to follow D. Henry de Aragon contrary to the King’s Will and Pleafure. Thele Con- 
fufionslafted long, but nothing remarkable hapned in them, only, that at length Segorve was 
confilcate, and Exerica reftored to its Owner. King Ferdinand was at Barcelona confulting 
with’his Father about the War in Rufillon, when News was brought him from Cafiile, that 
that D. John Pacheco , Mafter of Santiago, departed this Life on the 4th of Oclobir, upon 
whqfe Death the Nobles were worle divided than before. Many aimed at that Mafterlhip. 

T^ie Dlike of Medina Sulonia, the Marquefs of Santtdana , and the Earls oi' Albuquerque and Be. 
navente, confided in their Riches, and hoped that way to carry it. D. A lot jo de Cardenas, , 
chief Commendary of Leon, was cholen in that City j and D. Roderick Manrique, Earl of 
Paredest, at Veles. The Marquefs de Villena pleaded, the Pope during his Father’s Life-time, 
had given him that Dignity ; but becaule he produced no Bull, it was liippolcd he only did 
it to delay time, till he fcould maka.yn Intereft with his Holinels. As he went towards Villa, 
rejo de Sahancs , to meet the Earl of Ofirm, he was apprehended, and lent Prifoner to Fuen- 
tiduena. King Henry Relenting this Affront, and believing the Earl of Ojfiano would not obey 
his Orders, fate down with fome Forces before Fuentiduena , tho he was then much indifpoled. 

Many Lords, as well Spiritual as .Temporal, repaired thither to ferve him. Delays were dan¬ 
gerous, the King’s Sicknels increafing, and the Weather being bad, therefore they refolved to 
o^pofe one Fraud againft another.. Lope Vafquez de Acuna, Brother to the Archbifhop of 
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Toledo, pretending to Treat with the Earl of Oform's Wife; fecured her, and a Son of hers, 
and carried them away to Huttc. This obliged her Husband to releafe the Marquefs. 
Thus the Defigns of the Earl of Oform were dilappointed. King Ferdinand being informed 
what had hapned, lefc the Care of the War in Ampur'uu to his Father, and returned 
t6 Zaragrfa. There he thought, if the Affairs of C a file would permit, to alTemble 
the Cortes of Aragon in order to raife Money, whereof he flood in great want. The 
more becaufe the French Forces daily increafed, and they had befieged Elm with 900 
Horfe and icooo Foot. That place being reduced to great extremity, furrendred on the 
yth of December , upon Condition, the Garrifbn fhould march away in fafety. It was much 
feared left Perpignan fhould be loft, the Caftle being already 4 in the Hands of the French, 
as were all the Garrifons about it. This year was particularly Remarkable for the Ha- 
vock made among the Jews in all parts of Sicily. The Rabble without refpetft to D. Lope de 
XJrrea , their Viceroy, who punifhed fbrne of them, killed many of thole Wretches, and plun¬ 
dered their Houles. The Peace with the Moores of Granada was duely obferved on both fides. 
In Navarre there were Tumults between the Biamnttfes, who took part with the Princefs El~ 
lenor , and the Agramontefes , who favoured the King of Aragon. 


CHAP. II. ? 

The Death of Henry King of Caftile; Ferdinand and Elizabeth ufurp the -Crown of 
Caflile from Joanna the Rightful Eteirefs , and are proclaimed King and Queen j The 
King of Portugal undertakes the Frottttion of the Rightful Heirefs , his Ncecc. 

Henry K 17 " Henr/s Indifpofition, which had held him long, daily encreafed, and, being height- 
of cljiiit JA- ned with Troubles and the Toil of his late Expedition, became mortal. The Phyficians 
«Ucs. ordered him to be carried to Madrid, hoping the Air might contribute to his Recovery $ but 
neither that nor any Medicines proved effectual. On the nth of December, having prepared 
himfelf as became a good Chrillian, he gave up the Ghoft, at the end of the 4 fill Year of his 
Age, and having Reigned ao Years, 4 Months, and 22 Days. His Will was not made in 
form, but written in hafte by John de Oviedo his Secretary, in whom he repoled great Confi¬ 
dence. He appointed the Cardinal of Spain and Marquefs de Villena his Executors. Being 
asked by F. Peter de Mapuelos , Prior of S.Hierom in Madrid, who Confeffed him at that time. 
Whom he appointed to Succeed him ? He faid, the Princefs Joanna, whom he recommended 
to his Two Executors, as alfo to the Duke of Arevalo, the Marquifs of Santittana , the Earl oF 
Benavente , and the Conftable, in whom he moft confided. His Body was depofited, with¬ 
out much Ceremony, in the Monaftery of S. Hierom at Madrid , and thence, as he had or¬ 
dained, tranflated to the Church of Guadalupe. This Prince was for nothing fb remarkable 
as for his loofe Life. He left no IfTue Male, and was himfelf the lafl oP the Male Line of 
King Henry the Baftaid. 

Caflile di- King £fc»r/s death caufed a mighty alteration in Caftile : The greateft number took part with 
vided be. (he Princefs Elizabeth j yet many adhered to the Princefs Joanna j particularly the Marquefs 
RfehtfuT de Villena and the Duke of Arevalo, with all their Kindred and, Followers, fiipported that 
Princefs Lady. They expe&ed foe fhould have the Title of Queen, and they all the Power, chu- 
yeama, fing a Husband for her where they thought fit. All the Country, from Toledo to Murcia, 
and Eliza- fided with thefe Two Noblemen, as did all the Men of Note in Galicia , with fuch Refolution, 
ir/Athe that they took Arms againft D. Alonfo de Azevedo y Fan fee a, Archbifhop of Santiago, becahfe 
urper ’ he declared for the other fide. At Segovia, fuch as were there prefent, publickly took the Oath 
' of Allegiance to Qyeen Elizabeth, upon a Scaffold railed for that purpofe. Then King Ferdi. 
mnd and Queen Elizabeth were proclaimed by a Herauld, amidft the loud Acclamations of 
the People. All kiffed her Hand, and conducted her a Horleback to Church. Few Lords 
• were then in Segovia, and none of them Grandees. The firft that came to exprefs their 
Loyalty were the Cardinal of Spain, and Earl of Benavente ; foon after, the Archbifhop of 
Toledo , the Marquifs de Santittana , the Dukes of Alva and Albuquerque, the Conftable and the 
Admiral. Others did their Homage, and took the Oath of Allegiance by Proxy. No Oath 
was taken to King Ferdinand, till he cameapd fwore to preferve the Privileges of the King¬ 
dom. He was then holding the Cortes of Aragon and Zaragoza, and endeavouring to 
raife Money; but as foon as he heard of the death of King Henry, he let out for Caflile. He 
left his Sifter Joanna, Contracted to Ferdinand King of Naples, then a Widower, to prefide 
in the Cortes. It was ufoal with the Nobility of Caftile to fell their Loyalty as dear as they 
could. The King being at Almazan, the Earl of Medina Cell fent to acquaint him, That the 
Kingdom of Navarre appertained to the Lady Anne his Wife, as Lawful Daughter to Gimlet 
Prince of Fiona: He faid if King Ferdinand would not affift him in recovering his Right, he 
fhould not want Aid elfewhere, meaning from France. Having fent away the Meffenger 
without any Anfwer, the King went on to Turuegano, where he flayed till the City Segovia 
147 was provided for his Reception. He made his Entry into that City on the 2d of January , 

Ferdinand 147 y, and was received with great Pomp. All the Three Ellates did Homage to him, and 
inuM- h* s Hand. Some Debate arofe about the manner of Government: The Queen’s : S&-' 
' • vants 
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vants contended King Ferdinand ought not to intermeddle in the Government, nbr fo riiueii 
as call.himfelf King of Caftile ; to which purpofe they brought Examples of Queens of Naples- 
On the other fide the Aragonians pleaded, That King Henry having left no Heirs Male/the 
Crown was devolved upon King John of Aragon, as Hdad of the Fariiily. But this Was eafily 
anfwerjsd by Examples of many Women that, had inherited the Crown of Caftile. At length 
the King and Queen agreed the Matter between themlelves upon thefe Conditions} Thatiri 
all Charters, Patents, and upon the Coin, King Ferdinand fhould be named before Queen 
Elizabeth j That the Arms of Caftile fhould be on the right of thofe of Aragon ; That allGar- 
rifons fhould be held in the Queen’s Name, and all Officers of the Revenue take their Oath 
to her; That Grants of Benefices fhould be in the Name of both, but only in the Difpofel of 
the Queen t That when they were together, both fhould have equal Authority in the Admi- 
nittration of Juftice; and when in different places, each in that part; That the Affairs of 
other Provinces fhould be determined by Him or her who was neareft to the Council, which 
fhould be obferved in ffie Choice of Civil Governours. King Ferdinand was concerned, that 
his Siibjetfts fhould preferibe Laws to him. But thought fit to wink at it for the prefent. And 
the Queen is faid to have mollified him, promHing, that the whole difpofal of all things fhould 
be in him. This done. King Ferdinand appliedTiimfelf to the Care of Settling the Kingdom, 
which was much diftra&ed by the late Broils. 

The Marquefs de. ViUena at the feme timeheld Correfpondence with King Ferdinand, and iviarquefi 
King Alonfo of Portugal. He was no left Politick than his Father, and it was not doubted, but * ViUena 
he would incline to that fide where he expe< 5 led the greateft advantage. Of King Ferdinand he ^ is double 
demanded, that his Two Competitors to the Mallerfhip fhould be declared illegally chofen, Dcalin *’ 
and he fecured in that Dignity. This Requell feemed to the King fomewhat harfh, not think¬ 
ing it fefe to add fo great a Revenue to one fo Poweiful, and in whom he could repofe but 
little Confidence:’however he gave him a favourable Anfwer for the prefent, which was to 
promife, he would favour him in obtaining his Defires, provided he would deliver up tho 
Princefs Joanna to a Third Perfon. He replied he would not do it, nor fhould ever be pre¬ 
vailed upon to break his Word to King Henry, having ingaged to him to take care of his 
Daughter. At the fame time he fent Perfons in whom he confided, to perfwade the King of 
Portugal to take upon him the Prote&ion of his Neecej fince it appertained to him as the next 
of Kin, and as fuch he ought to take upon him the Government of Caftile. He blamed his 
fearfulnefs, and conjured him fince he was fb powerful a King, not to forfeke that Innocent 
Lady, affuring he would find many in Caftile that would appear for him as foon as they had 
a Head to whom they might, have recourfe. The King of Portugal was at Eftremoz, on the 
borders of his Kingdom, when King Henry died. He immediately called a Council, and laid 
before them what was propofed by the Marquefs de ViUena. Opinions, as is ufual in fech cafes, 
varied. Moft were for declaring War, and invading Caftile without delay, pleading they had • 
great ftore of Treafure heaped up having long enjoyed Peace, great numbers of Horle and 
Foot, and a powerful Fleet at Sea. John Prince of Portugal was the chief Promoter of this 
unfortunate War. Only * Ferdinand, . Duke of Braganpa, whom Age made more Cautious and 
Circumfpetft, was againft ingaging in that Affair, which fome attributed to Fear, and others 
th Aflfeftion to Queen Elizabeth, who was hjs Brothers Grandaughter. He urged, the Mar¬ 
quefs de ViUena and his Party were the feme who not long fince proclaimed Prince Alonfo 
King, and declared the Princefs Joanna a Baftaid; That they offered no ftrong Holds for fe- 
curity of performing what they promifed; and, That it was hard to perfwade a Prejudiced 
People, that the Princefs Joanna was Legitimate. Thefe Precautions were approved of by 
the Wifer fort, yet the plurality of Voices prevailed, the common Misfortune of Councils, 
where Number takes place of Weight. However before they pofitively declared, Lope de Al- Nobles of 
luquerque was fent into Caftile, to Examine into .the Poftureof Affairs, and at his return caftile 
brought an Ingagement figned by many Noblemen, wherein they promifed, That if the King i oin with 
of Portugal would Marry the Princete Joanna , they would when it was time appear for him. f°’^ a/ 

It fell out very opportunely to advance thisDefign, that the Archbifhop of Toledo being dif* of the^ 
gufted, withdrew from Segovia the 20th of February , pretending to retire for his Eafe, having Rightful 
lived long at Court- , This Was the pretence, but in reality he wasdifpleafed, He complained, Heirefi. 
he was kept in Hand with Specious Promifes, without receiving any Reward for his great Ser¬ 
vices; or in Recompence of fpending his Paternal Eftate, to beftow the Crown upon thofe 
ungrateful Princes. Above all it grieved him to fee the Cardinal fo much in favour, that no. 
thing was done without him. Means-were ufed to appeafe him, but all in vain. He threat- 
ned to make it appear how dangerous a thing it was to provoke the Archbifoop of Toledo. 

Neither were the Prayers, mixed with Threats, of his Brother the Earl of Buendia, of any* 
force. For he being Proud, and lavifh of his Tongue, grew worfe when good Advice was 
given him. Befides, one Ferdinand de Alarcon, who being of the feme Temper, was his great 
Favourite, ftill was buzzing in his Ears, and inflamed his Paffion. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. III.- 

The King of Portugal calls bimfdf King of Caftile, and u affifed ly many of the Nobi - 
.lity, being Contracted to Joanna the Rightful TJeirefs ; Ik takes feveral Places in 
Caftile ; The French make Peace with England, and ingage to affift Portugal again ft 
Ferdinand. 

Ferdinand *T-»HE Di(guft of the Archbilhop of Toledo did not a little perplex the King and Queen, 
labours to fearing he might caufc great Revolutions, being Rich and Powerful.. This made them 
NobiHtv careful to gain what Friends they could, and to appeafe the Nobility. The firft reduced was 
of Cafiile Henry of Aragon, which was done by reltoring to him his Patrimony of Segorve and Ampu. 
rias, and pardoning all part Faults, which highly obliged the Earl of Benavente his Coufln, 
It was now the ealier to content him, becaufe he had loft all hopes^of Marrying the Princefs 
Joanna , lhe being.gone from Efcalona to Truxillo, in order to be Married to the King of Par. 
tugal. "The Town of Perpignan being preffed with a long Siege, lur rend red on the 14th of 
March, upon Condition the Aragonian Ambalfadors detained in France, Ihould be releafed, and 
the Townfinen have Liberty either to ftay there, or depart whither they pleafed. A Truce 
for 6 months was concluded between France and Aragon. King Ferdinand fent an Embaffy 
into France to propofe a Peace, and Treat about Reftoring Rufftllon. The King of France 
received the Ambalfadors Honourably, and lent one to Caftile to propofe a Match betwixt the 
Dauphin and the Princefs of Caftile, which if concluded, he promifed Supplies of Men and 
Money to Reduce the Nobility of that Kingdom, and to ftand to the Judgment of Arbitrators 
as to the Affair of Rujfillon. King Ferdinand was not averfe from this Propofal, but the King 
of Aragon Relented it, and Complained that fuch Important Affairs Ihould be Managed with¬ 
out his privity. Above all, he feared left the Archbilhop of Toledo Ihould endeavour to let up 
another King in Caftile. The King of Portugal was ready on the Frontiers with an Army of 
y000 Horfe and 14000 Foot. Thus all hopes of Accommodation being taken away, the King 
and Queen prepared for War. Andrew de Cabrera to make himfelf the more acceptable, de¬ 
livered up the Royal Treafures, for which he was created Marquels of Moya, Earl of Chin- 
chon, and Hereditary Governor of the Caftle of Segovia* Medina del Campo, a great Town of 
Trade, was fecured to the Kings Intereft, the Galtle being delivered up to him by the Duke of 
Alva. The Rendezvous was at Valladolid, whither the King and Queen went, and loon ga¬ 
thered an indifferent Army. King Ferdinand ftayed in OldX^ftile, where the People were 
well affe&ed towards him, and Queen Elizabeth paffed the Mountains to endeavour to appeafe 
the Archbilhop of Toledo • but he to avoid feeing her, went away from Alcald to Brihuega, a 
fti ong little Town, pretending there was a defign to kill him. Peter Fernandez, de Velafco, the 
Conltable, fent by the Queen upon the fame Errand, could not prevail with him. However 
the Queen’s Labour was not loft, for (he fecured Toledo, putting a Garifon into that City, and 
expelling the Earl of Cifuentes and John de Ribera, who favoured the Archbilhop. - She went 
not to Madrid becaufe the Marquels de Villena held the Caftle. This done, lhe returned to 
Segovia to Coin all the Silver and Gold that was there. King Ferdinand fecured Salamanca, 
but the Houfes of (itch as were of the other Party were plundered. Zamora opened the 
Gates to him, but Alonfo dt Valencia , the Governour, would not deliver up the Caftle, of which 
he was Governour. He thought not fit to attempt reducing it by force, nor to go to Tiro, 
fearing John de Ulloa , a Powerful Citizen, who was inclinable to favour the Portuguefes , having 
deferved Death for leveral Crimes. The King and Queen being come to Valladolid , the City 
of Akaraz, lubmitted to them, and the Citizens laid fiege to the Caftle. The Earl of Pa. 
redes, the Lord of Coca , and the Bilhop of Avila, affifted theTownfmen, and the Marquels 
de Villena came to raife the Siege, but finding himfelf too weak, defifted. This lols moved him 
by Letter to haften the King of Portugal j That King was on the Frontiers near' Badafoz, in 
May, upon the 18th day of which month he had a Grandlon born at Lisbon, which was looked 
upon- as a good Omen $ he was called Alonfo, was Sworn Heir to the Crown, (but lived not 
long. The Earl of Feria, who ftood firm to King Ferdinand, was in Badafoz,, and had lately 
taken a Town called Xerez,. The Portuguefes ought to have taken the Righc Hand way, and 
broke into Andulutia, where Carmona, Ezija and Cordoua were for them, fo that having fe¬ 
cured Sevil they had left no Enemy behind them. Yet they turned to the Left, and marched 
through - Eftnmadura to Plafencia-. In this City the King of Portugal was Contracted to the 
jlmftYL. Princels Joanna, and tho they Confummated not the Marriage, expecting a Difpeniation be- 
of Portu- caufe of the near Kindred that was betwixt them, yet they were Crowned and Proclaimed 
ga! |M0- King and Queen of Cajisle, Flere the King created Lope dc Albuquerque Earl of Penamacor, 
Kb's? of to Reward his Labour in gaining the Nobility of Cajltle.

CHAP. IV. 


Prime John of Portugal comes into Caftile with Forces to his Fathers /Ifflfiance ; The 
Battle of Toro betwixt King Ferdinand and him of Portugal; The latter defeated ; 
The Caftilian Nobility forfajke him , and he returns home. . 

John Pr. of J0!j„ p r ; nce of Portugal was left at home to govern the Kingdom; He .being a forward 
Por-vgnt 1 Youth and undemanding his Father advanced little in Caftile, railed 2000 Horfe and 8000 
Foot, but ill Armed, and Uridifciplined. With this Recruit he fet out to join his Father. 
ILrsaf- Having palled the Bridge of Ledefma, he attacked theiTown of SO Felices. , but wasrepulfed. 
fiflance On the 9th of February he came to Toro, where he found his Fattier had 3foo Horie, and 

into ca. 20000 p oot j n Winter Quarters. King Ferdinand lay before the Cattle of Zamora, with only 
M 2-oo Horfe, and double that number of Foot; Thence he fent Orders to all his Fprces tq 
join him, being allured the Vortnguefes would oblige him to iaile the Siege, or come to a 
Battle. The King of Aragon adviled him not to hazard a Battle, as of dangerous Confe- 
quence if loft, and coftly tho gained- .With King Ferdinand were the Cardinal oi.Spain, 
the Duke of Aha, the Admiral, and hisUncle the Earl of Aha Ltfte , the Marquefs of After - 
ga, and the Earl of Lcmos. At Alahejos lay with a Body of Men, D..Henry of Aragon the 
King’s Coufin, D. Alonfo his Brother, and the Earl of Trevino, ready to inarch t 6 Zamora, 
which is not far diftant. Queen Elizabeth from Burgos returned to Tordeftllas, to be the nearer 
* upon Occafion. The King of Portugal reinforced by his Son, refolved to relieve the Cattle, 
or at lead: to make a fliew of fo doing, and accordingly marched out of Toro as if he intend" 
ed to move ftreight towards the Enqmy. Yet on a fudden, as if he had changed his Refo* 
lution, patted the Bridge, and marched on the other fide ot the River, encamping over- 
againit Zamora, near the Monaftery of St. Frapcis. He planted his Cannon at the Foot of 
the Bridge which led from the City to his Camp, fo that he could not obftrutft the Battering 
of the Cattle, nor was there any accefs to give him Battle. Thirteen days were therefpenc 
in fruitlefs Difputes. On the firtt of March, at break of day, lie marched back, breaking the 
Bridge that the Enemy might not purfue. King Ferdinand having fpent fome time in repair¬ 
ing the Bridge, refolved to follow, and fent before D. Alvaro 4 e Mendoza, with $00 light Florle, 
to engage the Enemies Rear. Thus the. King of Portugal marching but flowly by reafoqof 
his Baggage, King Ferdinand had time to overtake him, after patting a Defile, and entnng a 
large Plain about a League and a half from Toro. This was about Sun-letting, neverthelefs 
the Enemy could not avoid fighting,' King Ferdinand being fo near, and there being no way to 
tight be- efcape but over the Bridge. Hereupon the Army halted, and the King drew it up in order ol 
tvvixt the Battle.' King Ferdinand was dubious, but the Nobility and Officers being alitor fighting, the 
Poring! Hgn.il was given, D. Alvaro de Mendoga , with his 3 00 Horfe, gave the firtt on-fet. John 
Prince of Portugal , who led the Van,, in which were 800 Men at Arms, mixed with 
Muiqueteers, received them fo hotly, they were put to flight. Both. Kings were in the Body 
of (heir Armies, which charged fuiioufly, and the Battle flood a longtime dubious, both Par¬ 
ties being difordered, and fighting confuledly. A hot Difpute was about the King of Portugal’s 
Standard. Peter Vaca de Sotomayor took it from the Bearfer called Duarte de Almeida , hut o- 
Defew 0 f there coming on both fides it was torn to pieces. Almeida was taken, or as others will have it, 
the Porta- killed. His Arms inttead of the Standard hang at this day in the Cathedral of Toledo. In fine, 
glides. the Vortuguefcs lied, and the King with a few made his way to the Mountains, without ever 
flopping till he came to Caftronuno. Night flopped the purluit, but Plenty Earl ot Aha Ltjlc , 
who had gone as far as the Bridge of Toro , was taken by a Party of the Enemy, under the 
Command of John Prince of Portugal, who made good his Ground upon a Mill- King Per- 
uimind thought' not fit to attack them, becaule his Men were difpevlcd nlunderinf. Both 1 ar- 
ties flood looking upon one another fcveral hours, but the Portngueja flayed lall, which Acti¬ 
on their Hittorians magnifie, and affirm the Prince had the Victory.'

drew Sumer with fome Galliesof Aragon did harm along the Coaft of Portugal. So many 
lolles perplexed the King of Portugal, and moved many of the Nobility of Caftile who Tided 
with him to think of making their Peace at home. Among thele, the firtt was the Duke of 
Areyah who gave the Town of Pinto to Roderick de Mendoza for affifting him in his reconci- 
liation. He fubmitted and did Homage to Q>ieen Elizabeth, whereby inttead of punifliment 
he obtained fingular favours In particular D. John de Zuniga. his Son was made Matter of 
the Order of Alcantara , which before was in dilpute betwixt him and D. Alonfo de Monroy 
Soon alter the Lady Beatrix Pacheco Countefs of Medellin fubmitted. On the 4th of May a 
Match was concluded betwixt Ferdinand, Grandfon to the King of Naples, and the Ladv 
Elizabeth, Daughter to the King of Caftile. The King of Naples was tofecure her zocooo 
Crowns, and her Father tyoooo, in cafe Ihe had Ittue Male. King Ferdinand was won to 
make this Match by a great Sum of Money offered him, whereof he flood in great need. 
The King of Portugal 1 indirig all things combined againft him, refolved to leave Caftile; but 
With a defign to procure Forces out of Prance to March into Spain, finceof himfelf he was 
too weak, and the Nobles that'followed his Party either could not, or would not fupporc 
him. < Before his departure, he propofed a Peace, offering to refer himfelf wholly to the Ar¬ 
bitration of the King of Aragon and Archbifhop of Toledo. But the War being near ended, 
it was too late to harken to luch propofals. He left the Earl of Marhlva to Conuaand at 
Toro, and returned to Portugal on the 1 jth of June. Some Gentlemen of Caftile bore him 
Company, being refolved to flick by him, rather-becaufe they defpuired of Pardon, thrfn 
out of any affection. 
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CHAP. V. 

The Tumults of Navarre ; The King of Portugal his Voyage into France ; Toro recover¬ 
ed by the Caftilians, from the Portuguefes ; Several other Places retaken', Charles the 
Bold Duke of Burgundy, and GalcazzoLMe of Milan, Murdered.

I N Ritffillon and Cerdagne , the French, notwithftanding the Truce, had taken Salfas, a ftrong 
Caltle oppofite to Narb.nne, the Bulwark of Spain , and laid Siege to Lebia, a ftrong Town 
in Ampurias. Besides this, the Soldiers under Luis Mudarra who had ferved well at the Siege 
of Perpignan Mutinied for their Pay. They took feveral Towns, and made War as if they 
had been Enemies, and it was feared they would join with the French. There was no fuf. 
ficient Force to fupprefs them, therefore the King’s Party in Ltrida gave them Security that 
they (hould receive their Pay, and by that means they were pacified. Still they were not 
ftrong enough to oppofe the French, the King of Aragon being then in Navarre, where the 
Factions ran as high as ever. The Biamonttjes had the better, being poffeffedof Pamplona 
and having laid Siege to Eftela, King Ferdinand aUo favoured them, which much offended his 
Father, and it was requifite to provide, that the French might not get Footing there. Thofe 
People were perfwaded the King of Aragon and Princefs Elenor contrived to deliver up the 
Kingdom of Navarre to King Ferdinand , and exclude Francis Phebus the Soil of Gafton Earl of 
Faux, Grandfon to the Princefs Ellenor. King Ferdinand went ito Bifcay toappeafe the Tumults 
and Relieve Fuenterabia. For the Relief of that Place,'he ordered a Fleet to be provided* 
which he gave in charge to D. Ladron deGuevera a Noble Perlbn. To fettle the Affairs of 
Navarre, he defired his Father to give him a meeting at Vitoria. Queen Elizabeth refided at 
Tordef lias ^ on the River Duero , to Curb the Portugm Garifon of Toro. D. Alonfo de Aragon her 
Brother in Law was alfo there with 300 Horfe, and defpairing now of being Reft ored to the 
Mafterfhip of Calatrava, he Married Ellenor de Soto , one of the Queens Lady’s, the Pope 
having dilpenfed with his Vow of Chaftity. This fo incenfcdhis Father the King of Ararat

that he took from him the Towns of Ribdgorpa and Villahtrmofa , and gave themm H. John hi s 
Baftard-Son. D. Jaime de Aragon, pretended tliefe Places belonged to him by Inheritance, and 
took up Arms to defend his Right, but it colt him his Life. The Citizens of Segovia Mutini¬ 
ed and Befiegedthe Caltle, where was the Princefs Elizabeth, and it was given out theyhad 
taken it. Alonfo Maldonado raifed this Tumult in hatred to D. Andrew de Cabrera, who put him * 
out from being Lieutenant. D. John Arias Bilhop of the City, and Luis deMefa affifted him 
Queen Elizabeth repaired thither with Speed, and pacified that InfurreAion: fomeof the Mu' 
timers fled, others were Executed. In Auguft the King of Aragon came to Vitoria being de 
tained ciU then by a fore Foot. Therewith great Joy tofeehis Son King of Cafiile, whence 
he had been himfelf formerly Expelled, he embraced and killed him. He would not fuffer 
him to Ms his Hand, but gave him the Right. The Princefs Ellenor was prefent at this meeting 
They confulted about their Affairs, and fome write that the King of Aragonhad refolved to 
rcngn up that Crown to his Son, but defifted, becaufe Cafiile was not then entirely Reduced 
and Colora the French Admiral was gone with a Fleet to Portugal, to carry that King into 
France He was then preparing for that Voyage, and being in a readinefi. Sailed firft over 
!™° tofecure his Conquefts there. With him went the Duke of Braganca the Earl of 

Pcnafid his Favourite, the Prior of Ocrato , and D. John Pimentel, Brother to the Earl of Etna.

Aragoniavs took the Town of St. Laurence, the French wafted the Territory of Ampurias. 
Lutthe worft was, that the Natives were in an Uproar, and therefore could not oppofe the 
Enemy. At tire fame time the King of Aragon returned from Vitoria to Ttuhla bemrr verv 
defirous to put an end to the Troubles of Navarre. The Princefs Joanna was'left to Go¬ 
vern Catalonia, during her Fathers abfence. Knowingher own weaknefs, fhe endeavoured to 
come to an Accommodation, and Ambaffadors were lent on bothfides, bur all they could Con¬ 
clude was a Prolongation of the Truce The King of Portugal made the belt of his way to 
Tours, where the Kingof Prance wasattiiStt time.

The Marquefs Teemed molt inclina¬ 
ble to Submit j but demanded the reftitution of Vidtna, and above 20 Towns taken from him 
in that Neighbourhood. The Archbiftiop was more obftinate, tho the Kingof Aragon ceafed ' 
not to advife to compound with him at any rate. But that Bufinefs was not yet ripe. They 
began' by the Marquefs de Villena , and promifed to reftore to him his whole Eftate, provided 
he furrendred the Caftles of Madrid and Truxillo which (till held for him. The feme offer was 
made to the Archbiftiop of Toledo. D. Lope de Acuna his Nephew delivered up the City Huete 
which had been given him with theTitlc of-a Duke in the tim.e of his troubles by King Hen¬ 
ry. At the feme time were killed two powerful Princes, Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy 
and Galea'zzo Duke of Milan, Murdered in the Church whilft he was at Maft. * 


CHAP. VI. 

King Ferdinand poffejfes himfelf of the Mafterfhip of Santiago in Truft, which has tv& 
fince continued in the King's of Spain; War with the Moores of Andaluzia; The King 
of Portugal, after having Abdicated his Crown, returns home and is teftored by his Son. 

Q Ueen Elizabeth wifely put an end to a Debate that arofe about the Mafterfhip of Sarnia. 

( go. D. Roderick Manrique Earl of Paredes , who called himfelf Matter of Santiago t and 
was 'famous for taking the Town of Huefcar from the Moores, died in November at Vcles. His 
Son George Manrique wrote a learned Elegy upon his death. D. Alonfo de Cardenas his Compe¬ 
titor being dead, refolved to go to Vcles with armed Men, and force the Electors to chufehim. 

Many other great Men aimed at that Dignity. The King and Queen confolted at Loro what 
was beft to be done in that Cafe, and refolved rather to make ufe of Cunning than Force. 

The King ftaied at Toro , but the Queen made fuch hafte to Vcles, that as Ferdinand del Vulgar 
writes, (he came to that Place in three Days from Valladolid. She perfwaded the Knights td 
go with her to Ocdha. which being a bigger Town and ftrong, they might with thore Se¬ 
curity proceed upon their Election. There by the means of D. Alonfo de Fonfeca Bilhop of 
Avila, and her Secretary Ferdinand Alvarez de Toledo (he prevailed upon them, that to avoid . 
Contention, they (hould for fome time Create King Ferdinand her Husband Adminiftratof of kihgftr- 
that Dignity. This was it that firft weakened the power of that Order, and foon after thofe 
of Calatrava and Alcantara followed their example. Yet it was not long before the King and fter6f 
C^iieen conferred that Honour upon D. Alonfo de Cardenas , only obliging^him to pay a certain smtiagtisi 
Penfion towards carrying on the War with the Moores, which highly offended the other No- truft. 
bles, who thought they had as well deferved as he. King Ferdinand having fettled the affairs 
of Old Cafiile, and concluded a Truce with the Enemy, went away to Ocana at the beginning 
of the Year 1477. Then he again pardoned and received into hisfavour the Earl of Unna, 
who now feemed perfectly reconciled. From Ocana he went with the Queen to Toledo, where 
in purfuance of a Vow made, if they overcame the King of Portugal , (lie ordered (obe Built 
the famous Monaftery of Francifcans (till tabs feen in that City, and Galled Sc, Juan de los Re- 

Thanes’ 
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2Jey«. Thence they removed to Madrid, and there received Advice that the Vortuguefes infefted 
the Country about Bad,fir and Cuidad Rodrigo. D. Gower de Figueroa Earl of Feria was lent 
before to oppofe them,: and the Queen followed loon after towards the Frontiers of Portugal. 
King Ferdinand ftaied at Madrid in hopes to reduce the Archbilhopof Toledo, bat he was lb 
obftmate he would not fee the King. Therefore on the 24th of March the King let out for 
Old Cafiile to endeavour topacifie Navarre, which again laboured under the forn\er Factions, 
the Agrsmoutefts having taken Eftela, and the Princefs Elctior labouring to recover it with her 
own, and the Forces of Caftile. At the fame time the King and Queen were furprized with 
the News that Albobacen King of Granada, notwithftanding the Truce which had laftfld feveral 
lumi of Years, had broke into the Kingdom of Murcia with 4000 Horfe, and 50000 Foot. This 
Granada attem p t terrified the Chriftians who were wholly unprovided, and the more for that on the 
™* ci l 6th of April he took a little Town called Ciefa by Storm, which he burnt and put all the Inha- 
bitants to the Sword. Befides he took a great booty of Cattle, and returned home without 
any lols, tho Peter Faxardo Lieuteanntof Murcia endeavoured tooppofehim. The harm done 
was not lo great, but that Cafiile not being yet pacified, there was no hopes of taking revenge. 
Cantalapiedra and C afiromiho two Cattles that held for the Portuguefts were again befiged and 
forced to liirrender. The People were fo incenled againft Caftromno for the harm had been 
done them from thence, that they levelled it with the ground. The Garrilons of both Places 
according to Articles were conduced to Portugal. Mendavia Governor of Cafiromuo receiv¬ 
ed 7000 Florins, and deferves great praife for having lb long defended that Place againftfo great 
a power. The Queen was no lets intent upon reducing Tmxillo , the Caftle of whice Place 
was held for the Marquefs de Villena. Peter dg Baeza the Governor being fummoned, an- 
fwered at firft, that he would not furrender unlefs the Marquifate of Villena were reftored to 
his Lord, as had been agreed. The Queen olfered to put thole Towns into the power of a 
Third Perfon to be named by the Governor, who foould deliver them to the Marquels at the 
end of 6 Months. But he fearing Ibme Fraud would not. fubmit $ at laft the Marquels to 
pleafe the Queen, went into the Caftle, and could hardly perfwade him to lurrender. The 
Governor was fo higly offended that he dilcharged himfelf from ever more ferving the Mar¬ 
quefs, who had not Capitulated for him, and his Men. King Ferdinand on the one fide de- 
fired to go to Andaluzia, whither the Queen his Wife called him, and on the other had a great 
mind to fee his Sifter Joanna before Ihe Embarked for Italy. Navarre kept him employed, 
and he could not well depart thence. That Princefs Sailed from Barcelona in Auguft , aboard a 
Fleet brought thither to carry her, by D. Alonfo her Son in Law, D. Peter de Guevara Marquels 
del *Gafto , and many other Perfons of Quality. She touched at Genoa , was there Nobly enter¬ 
tained, and laftly arrived at Naples. There her Marriage was Celebrated, with all expreflions 
of Joy imaginable. John Lopez, de Medina-eeli , Archdeacon of Alma pan Built a Colledge at Si.

the (hong Thofe very Cities were divided into Faftions. In Sevil fome favoured the Duke of Medina Sido. 
holds. nia, others the Marquefs of Cadiz. In Cordova were the factions of Alonfo de Aguilar and the 
Earl of Cabra. Queen Elizabeth , tho advifed to the contrary, as having no fufficient Force, 
went firft to Sevil. There fhepoffeffed her felf of the Caftle of Triana, and the other works 
belonging to the Duke of Medina Sidonia. King Ferdinand leaving Navarre , and having in 
Ibme manner fettled Old Cafiile, conftituted Peter de Villaldrando Earl of Ribadeo, Governor 
of Galicia , and his own Brother D. Alonfo de Aragon with the Conftable Lieutenants of Cafiile. 
This done he fet out towards Andalusia, by the way vifited the Church of Guadalupe and or¬ 
dered the Duke of Alva and Earl of Benavtnte to bear him Company, being fuipicious of 
them, becaufe it was given out they were affociating with others of the Nobility. On the 
3 d of September he came to Sevil, There he found the Marquels of Cadiz was fufpefted, 
and it was find of him, that he was inclinable to affift the Portuguefes, and to that purpofe 
kept a Garrifon at Alcald de Guadaira. , under the King’s Nofe. It was propofed to gain and 
appeafe him to this purpofe he had a meeting with the King, by himfelf at Night. It was 
moved that he Ihould deliver up the Forts he had taken. He anfwered he could not do it, 
. unlels the Duke of Medina Sidonia at the fame timefurrendred the Fortreffes of Nebrixa and 
Vfrera, and other Caftles, otherwife it would be only weakening of him, toftrengthen his 
Adverlary. This Demand was thought realonable, and therefore both of them delivered up 
their Forts to. the King. The reft of the Lords and Nobles were induced to follow their ex¬ 
ample, erpecially becaufe at the fame time a Truce was concluded by D. James de Cordova, 
Earl 01 Cordova with the King of Granada, in whom they repoled their greateft Confidence. 
The affairs of Navarre were in a worfemofture, and no hopes of any compofition, becaufe 
the old animofities went on. The Princefs Elenor fought fome remedy, and put them in mind 
that the term of 16 Months wherein they had promifed to accommodate all affairs, was near 
expiring. At the fame time foe protefted that fince there was no help in her Father, or Bro¬ 
ther, foe would have recourfo to fome other, the blame whereof muft lie at their door who 
were the caufe of it j for if fome care were not taken, that Kingdom muft inevitably run to 
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ruin} Great misfortunes make theaffli<ftedfpeakboldly. Ncverthelefs all were deaf tothefe 
complaints; both Kings being far off, and they embroil’d with affairs of their own. Befides , 
the affairs of Ruftllon thofe of Sicily and Sardinia perplexed the King of Aragon. RaimundFolch P‘^ ort j sr2 
Earl of Cardona was Viceroy of Sicily. He went over to Naples with Queen Joanna , and re- ands/at: 
turned thence to his Command, at nich time as D. John de Cabrera dying young, his Earldom 
of Modica fell to his Sifter Anne. Many aimed' at that Eftate, fome would exclude her* others 
afpir’d to Marry her. The King of Aragon becaufe it was convenient to find a Husband to 
that greatEortunp, refolv’d to Marry her to D. Alonfo de Aragon, Baftard Soh to his Son 
King Ferdinand. This did not fucceed, but afterwards Frederick Son and Heir to the Admiral 
of Cafiile, carried |icr from all his Rivals, and by this means join’d that Earldom to his own 
Patrimony. In Sardinia, Leonard de Alagon Marquifs of Orifian mutinied, he had never been 
thoroughly pacified, and now complain’d of new wrongs done him by Nicholas Carroz de Ar. 
borea. Neither Age nor Sicknefs hindred the King of Aragon from attending publick Affairs. 

The Marquefs of Orifian was Impeached, and Judgment given againft him at Barcelona on the ' 

15 th of October, by which he was declared to have forfeited his Eftate. One only Ship was 
fent with Recruits, w^iich being a fmall fuccour the Warlafted long. King Ferdinand after 
reducing Andaluzia, was Hill in Care about Portugal. He rejoiced that tho 5 the King of Por¬ 
tugal had brought home a- difpenfation from the Pope*to M,arry the Princefs Joanna, yet he 
had obtained no foccours in France. On the othpr^fide, he wfs concern’d becaufe it was re¬ 
ported the .Archbifoop of Toledo did Court that King to return to Caftile. That Prelate being 
very old and paflionate, fcafee knew what he did, and therefore never reflected how weak 
that King was. It is reported that the King of Portugal having loft all hopes ofAfliftance, in T(ie Kin(t 
defpair let out from Paris, refolving to go in Pilgrimage to Rome and Hierufalcm, and then 0 f Ptmt- 
become a Fryar,rather out of dilguft to the World, than affection to that Life. He went fome gal re¬ 
days Joumey,and then lent back one of Three Servants that were with him to open a Scrutore lb p es £ 
he left , at Paris, where were found two Letters, one for the King of France, giving him an g0 . ,n Pil ' 
account of his defign. .In the other he advifed his Son immediately to caufe himfelf to be fotfom/i- 
Crowned King. His Son having read this'Letter, was Crowned on the nth of November, /,*, >a nd " 
only Five days before the arrival of his Father at Cafcaes. For the King of France had imme refigns his 
diately lent feme Perfons after him, who forced him to come back. He advis’d him to return £ ro ' vn t0 
to his Country, which he accordingly did. The King came to Portugal very fad and lean. ^| w Son ' 
His Son went out with joy to receive him, and reftored him his Crown and Dignity. This p r j nce c f 
was the event of the King of Portugals Voyage and Attempts, which at firft were hot, but Portugal 
in the Conclufion fell to the Ground. The following Year 1478, was unfortunate, and reftores 
remarkable, becaufe on the 25th of January was Born in Flanders of the Lady Mary, Heirefs p Vfi 
to Charles the Bold Duke of Burgundy, and Maximilian Duke of Aufiria, Philip who was 
afterwads happy in the great Dominions he acquired, and the Siicceffor he left, tho his pro- 
Iperity was hot lafting, Death fnatching him away in the prime of his youth. In the Month 
of April, in the City of Florence, certain Citizens confpiring againft the Brothers of the 
Houle of Medicis, who they fofpedted defign’d to Ufurp the Sovereignty 01 that City, till then 
Free, Murder’d Julian in the Church of St. Librada , the other called Lawrence de Medicis 
laved himfelf in the Sacrifty of the laid Church. Hereupon the other Citizens ran to Arms, 
and apprehended Salviafo Archbifoopof Pifa, one of the Confpirators in the Pallace of the 
Seigneury whither he went.to exhort the People to defend their Liberty. Without farther 
Procels he hanged him out of the Window. The Cardinal of St. George, who was laid to fa¬ 
vour the Conlpirators, was in great danger. Florence was Excommunicated for the Murder 
of the Archbifoop, but the King of France interpofing, the City was abfolv’d, rather through 
fear than for any good-will. The Pope and King cif Naples hadalfo made War upon the 
Florentines, but now alfo a Peace was Concluded, and they were left at Liberty as they 
were before; * 
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Sardinia entirely reduced', The Birth of John Prince of Caftile; The Inquifition firft fettled 
in Spain ; Peace Concluded betwixt France and Caftile; the death of King John of 
Aragon. 

I N Sardinia the War continu’d hot, and both parties looked for fupplics from abroad. The 

Genoefes who ought to have affifted the Marquels de Orifian, as their ancient Allie, forbore Sardinia 
becaufe they had lately concluded a Truce at Naples, With the Iloufe of Aragon. Frefo fee- reduced, 
cours came daily to the Royallifts from Aragats and Sicily, and at laft the Earl of Cardona 
Viceroy of Sicily went over in Perfon. After feveral skirmifoes, the two Armies met near 
a Caftle called Machomera. There the Battle was given, in which the Marquels was killed, 
and his Army routed. Artal his Son endeavouring to make his efcape in a Boat, was taken 
by Two Aragonian Gallics, and carried Priloner into Spain by Villurmrin the Admiral. He 
was Confined «o the Caftle of X-ttiva, and all his Eftate which was confiderable, as well in 

Sardinia 
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Sardinia, as the Continent Confifcate. Particularly the Marquifates of Orifian and Gociarn 
were lor ever annexed to the Crown, and added to the other regal Titles. This Battle was 
fought on the 19th of May-. Thus that Ifland which had been fo long contended, for, was at 
lalt wholly lubdued by the Aragonians. King Ferdinand of Cafiile, tho the Affairs of Andaluzia 
were not altogether fettled, and his Queen was with Child, returned to the Kingdom of Ara. 
gon for two realons. The firft, to reduce the Archbifhopof Toledo, and perlwade him not 
to call in the King of Portugal again. The other to revive the Affociation of the Towns againft 
Robbers and Outlaws, which decayed much by reafori of the great charge of keeping Soldi- 
diers in Pay. To this effe& the Cortes were held at Madrid, where the Affociation was con¬ 
tinued for Three Years longer. Nothing could be concluded with the Archbifhop, tho en¬ 
deavours were ufed to fatisfie him, there had been no defign of killing him. After the Cor- 
tes broke up, King Ferdinand returned to Sevil , the Qyeen carneftly defiring it, becaufe Ih© 
was near her time. Thither came Ambaffadors.froni the King of Granada to defire the Truce 
• might be renewed, which was refufed, unlels befides doing Homage, he would pay the Tri, 
V bute ufed formerly. The King fent Ambaffadors to Granada, to treat of it, and the Moore 
anfwered. That the Kings who ufed to pay that Tribute were dead many Years before, and 
that at prefent in the Mint of Granada no Gold or Silver was Coined, but inllead of it they 
made Spears, Darts and Cimiters. King Ferdinand , tho’ offended at this Anfwer, neceflity 
Bitth of obliging him to it, renewed %he Truce. , On the 28th of June the Queen fell in labour, and 
Prince was delivered of a Son called Prince John, who was unfortunately cut off in the Flower of 
j obnoi his Age, as we fhall relate in its Place. The King of Aragon tho tired with Age, demanded 
Child mould be fent to him, to be bred up after the manner of Aragon. At this time the 
King of Aragon contended for the Archbifhoprick of Zaragoza. His aim was to confer it up¬ 
on D. Alonfo Baftard Son to King Ferdinand. The Pope was willing to difpence with his Ille¬ 
gitimacy, but not with his Age, for he was but Six Years old, and therefore defiredtobe- 
Row that See upon the Cardinal Auftas Defpuch , believing the King would allow it by reafon 
• of the great fervices done by Iris Brother, the Matter of the Order of Montefa. It proved 
otherwife, for the King in a paflion feized the Cardinals Eftate, and affronted his kindred. 
The King of Naples interpofing, who was great with the Pope, the King of Aragon obtain¬ 
ed his defire, and that Dignity was given to £. Alonfo as perpetual Adminiftrator. This was 
the foundation of a Cuftom prejudicial to the Church, ever fince in ufe, and meerly extorted 
fe?m the Pope at that time. It was then the Cuftom in, Spain that all Bilhops had their no. 
mination from the King, whence enfued another, difpute about the See of Taracoza, for tho 
Cardinal Andrew Ferrer , dying, the Pope bellowed it upon Andrew Martini *, King Ferdi¬ 
nand oppofed it, defigning that Church for the Cardinal of Spain, who at iaft carried it. 
Sucli another debate hapned about the See of Cuenca , in which the King alfo prevailed. A 
Bull was alfo granted, by which the whole power of nominating their Bilhops was granted to 
the Kings of C afiile for ever. Four years before another Bull had been obtained, which ex¬ 
cluded for the future all Strangers from reverfions of Bittiopricks. James Saldana Ambaffador 
from King Henry J? Rome- procured it. He went to Portugal with Ihe Princefs Joanna and 
from him is defeended a noble Family thereof his Name. F. Alonfo de Burgos Bilhop of Pa. 
lencia Built at Valladolid the famous Monaftery of St, Paul, of his own Order, that is, the Do- 
mmicms. It had been began in the time of King Alonfo the Wife. The Church wasdoubt- 
lefs built lately by the Cardinal John de Terquemada, who had his Education in that Houle. 

At this time the holy Tribunal of the Inquifition Was firft ere&ed in Cafiik. . There were 
Inquijiu- before certain Inquifitors of this nature, tyt they had not the power, nor the method, that was 
fetcild in now introduced. The principal promoter and founder of this Court was the Cardinal of 
s P* in > moved to it by the great corruption caufed by the mixture of Chriftians, Jews and 
Moores. Many Jews who had been Converted, relapfed to their former Error, and particu¬ 
larly the number was great at Sevil, where the Inquifition firft executed its Authority. If 
their Crimes were hainous, they were burnt, if of a letter hue their Goods were Confifcate, 
their Perlons condemned to perpetual Imprifonment, or obliged to wear what they call a 
Smhnito, that is piece of yellow Baife hanging on the Breaft and Back with a red Croft upon it, 
which was a mighty Infamy. It was thought too much feverity that the Children fhoulcl 
tuner for the Crimes of their Parents, that the accufer Ihould not be known nor confront the 
party accufed, as had ever been ufed in all Courts, and laftly, that Sins of this nature Ihould 
be punilhed with death. Some wholly condemned this feverity, yet others approved of and 
defended ir. The event has made it appear this Court has been very neceffary and advanta¬ 
geous to the Kingdom. Many wholefbme Laws were at firft Enadted, and have fince been 
enlarged to relh ain the power of the Judges, and keep them within the bounds of modera- 
tl0R » diat th ey niA y not be debauched by Avarice. But the greatell fecurity confifts in that 
• c . c Inl P|py iRCRts aie always bellowed on Perfons of great learning, and known integrity and 

piety. The nrlt Inquifitor General was F. Thomas de Torsjuemada , of the Order of St. Do¬ 
minick, Confeflbr to the King and Queen, and Prior of the Monalict y at Segovia.

B Y the Death of the King of Aragon , his Dominions were divided : Aragon fell to King 
Ferdinand, and Navarre to the Princefs Elenor in the Right of her Mother. She had been 
7 Years a Widow, and confequently expofed to great Misfortunes. That Kingdom was 
hill divided betwixt the old Factions. The Biamontefes, Enemies to the new Queen were 
moil prevalent. Thefe troubles feemedtobe a Judgment for the Mui deis commuted upon 
Cbarlef Piince of Viaua, the Princefs Blanch his Sifter, and the Bilhopof Pamplona. Queen 
Ettcmr Reigned not a whole Month. She was more Fortunate in her lffue than in her 
Life for fhe had 4 Sons, Gafton , John , Peter , and James and c Daughters, Mary, Joan, 
va * Mar otter it e, Catherine and Ellemr , we ihall briefly freak ol them all, great Families be- 
j n g defeended from them. Gafton died, as was laid before, and_left two Childi en. Ft anas 
PbAus and CrtrAeriue.who both Reigned in Navarre fucceflively. John was Lord of Narbonne, 
which h-bought of his Father, and had UTue, Gafton and Germ ana Gafton was killed at the 
Ba de of Ravina, where he was General for Luis the 12 th of France. Germana Married 
King Nrdtnand after the death of his firft Wife. Peter applied himfelf to learning and piety 
Pope Siam made him a Cardinal. James followed the War and was never Mamed 
Mary the Eldeft Daughter was Married to William Marquefs of Monfettat. Joanna to Jobs 
17ai/of Armagnac. Margaret to Francis Duke of Bntany, and had lfllie Ann and Elizabeth, 
Jinn the Heir els being Married, firft to Charles the 8th, and afterlus death to Luis the 12th 
of France , joined that Dukedom and Kingdom. Catherine 4 th. Daughter to Queen Ellenor, 
Married Gafton dc Faux Earl of Condole, and brought forth 2 Sons and a Daughter called^ww, 
Married to Ladiftaus King of Hungary. Ellenor the Youngeft Daughter died a Maid. Queen 
Ellemr died on the 12th of February at Tudela, where Ihe began her Reign. 

Ordained out of her own Money a Monaftery of Franeifcans ftiould be Built at Tafalla, and 
tliat her Body ftiould be Buried there, and the Bones of her Mother Quean Blanch be alfo 
Trandated thither, from the Monaftery of Nueftra Senora delsievatn Old Laftde, where they 
were depofited. The Revenue was fo exhauited, that Ihe was iorced to Sell her Jewels to 
Live. Francis Phebus, fo called for his extraordinary Beauty, being but 11 Years ol Age luc- 
ceeded her. Flis Mother the Lady Magdalen , and his Uncle Peter th ® 9 ar .^ a kij« d p 5 ° 
Adminiftration of the Government till he came to Years, and difeharged then Truft Pru¬ 
dently in thole difficult Times. The late Queen during her Troubles, had no helpTrorniher 
Brother the King of Caftile, therefore Ihe made no mention of him in her Will, but directed 
the Governors fo Adhere to France, as they did, which was the Caufe they foon loft that 
Kingdom. Thus much of Navarre. In CaQtile fome new Oppinions in matters of Religion 
were broached. One Peter Oxomenfis a Profeffor of Divinity at Salamanca , was the Author. 
Bv Order of Pope Sixtus, the Archbiftiop of Toledo aflembled feveral 1 Peijonsof gieat Learn¬ 
ing at Alcala, where he Refided, who all Condemned thofe new Opinions, and the Au- 
:jl thor was Excommunicated, unlefs he recanted. Sentence was given on the 24th of Wy* 
ns and loon atcer Pope Sixtus confirmed it by his Bull. John Prexanns a famous Divine n 
ia * that Age. afterwards Bilhop of Cuidad Rodrigo, wrote a Book againft the laid Peter The 
Marquilate of Villena was now the Seat of War, for the Marqudf, becaufebe 
not performed with him, had recourfe to Arms, and relieved the Town of CLwcMi, be 
fieped bv the King’s Forces. Peter Ruiz de Alarcon , who Commanded a Pai ty ol -the King s, 
was defeated near Alberca by Peter de Baefa, and D. George Manrique, who in another Ski r- 
mifli with Peter de Baec* was Wounded, of which hurt he afterwards died. A great pitty, 
that fo ripe a Wit ftiould be fo foon cut off Hereupon the Marquefs was liable as having 
been in Arms againft the King’s Forces. He cxcufed himfelf, laying the blame.upon the 
Tnfolency of thole Officers who forced him to do• fo, and pleaded he had no dea.ings eithe 
with the King of Portugal, or Archbilhopof Toledo. 1 hefe excules, whether True or Coun- 
terleit, prevented any "farther proceedings againft him. In this War there happjiedan e-

Spirit above A Woman, for die kept her own Son D. John Portocarrero, fome years a Prifoncr, 
and at lall turned him out of Doors, which was the caufe {he was in Arms, fearing left flic 
Ihould be obliged to reftore the Earldom to her Son, who laid Claim to it as his Father’s In¬ 
heritance. She alfo defigned to keep the City Merida , in which fhe had a Garilon. D. Alonfo 
was digufted that the Mafterlhip of Alcantara was taken from him, and given to D. John de 
Zuniga, upon which Pretence he feized feveral Towns belonging to that Military Older. 

The King provided for the War with Portugal , which it was feared would prove more bloody 
than before ; yet both Parties being exhauited, a Treaty was propoled. This was the more 
Welcome to the Portuguefes, becaufe on the 24th of February they had received a great Over¬ 
throw near Albufera , two Leagues from Merida , by the Forces under the Command of the 
Matter of Santiago. The Slaughter was fo great that few elcaped to Merida , which, as was Over¬ 
laid, held for the Counted of Medellin . In this Battle the Mailer and other Officers figna- t!l,mv of 
lized themlelves, and among them James de Fera, who killed the Vortugues Standard-bearer, ^ ,ie Po /~ 
and took the Royal Standard. As a Reward the Mailer had thePenfion of 3 Millions he was usu 'l <s ‘ 
to pay out of the Mafterfhip, remitted ; and other Favours were bellowed upon James de 
Vera , and the reft. The Lady Beatrix Dutphels of Vifto, Aunt to Queen Elizabeth, and Mo- 
rher-in-Law to John Prince of Portugal, took upon her to Coinpole Differences betwixt 
Caftile and Portugal. King Ferdinand was in hafte to take pofleffion of his new Kingdom, 
and the more, for that the Aragonians to curb the Navarro is, who had taken foine Strong Holds 
on their Frontiers, had aflembled the Cortes without acquainting him ; which Allien was 
contrary to the known Laws of that Kingdom. Therefore the King left Queen Elizabeth 
to conclude the Peace with her Aunt. Alcantara was the place agreed upon betwixt them King Kr- 
Two for their Meeting. This done the King went to pay his Devotions at Guadalupe, and dtmnd 
thence by the way of Santollalla, Heriza, and Calataynd , to Aragon. He made his Publick £ oes ,nco 
Entry into Zaragoza on the 28th of June with great State, and the general Applaufe of the A ,,gm ' 
People, who went out to meet him. Next him went Luis Nay a the chief Magillrate of the 
City. The King was richly Cloathed, and under a Canopy, and the People with loud Ac¬ 
clamations wifhed him a Long and Happy Reign. There he fpent lome time in hearing the 
Complaints of all that thought themlelves aggrieved. Soon after he went to Barcelona, where 
he made. Propofals about Recovering Rufftllon and Cerdagne, but it took not effect then. Yet • 

Four Judges were appointed to determine all Differences betwixt France and Aragon , as had 
been agreed at Bayonne, From Barcelona the King went onto Valencia, there he was fplendidly 
received as in other Places, and applied himfelf to pacifie certain Tumults occasioned by 
D. Ximeno de XJrrea , Vifcount de Viota, who had by force of Arms feized D. Jayme de Pallas , 
Vifcount Chtlva, and his Wife, on pretence that Chelva and Manfanera poflefled by the faid 
D. Jayme , belonged to him. By the King's Command both Parties laid down their Arms. • 
Afterwards when the Suit had depended three years, the Judges offended at the Infolency of 
D. Ximeno , in preluming to ufe Force, gave Sentence againft him, and adjudged thofe Towns 
to his Adverfary D. Jayme de Pallot. 


C H A P. IX. 

A Peace concluded betwixt Caftile ^ Portugal; The Turks get footing in Italy, and art 
I \ again expelled ; King Alonfo of Portugal dies ; Henry the late King of Caftile 
Grants vacated by the Cortes ; Prince John, Son to King Ferdinand, ftrorn Heir of 
Caftile. 

Q Ueen Elizabeth , and her Aunt the Dutchefs of Vifeo % met, as had been agreed, at Alcan- Peace 
tar a, and after fome days fpent in Debating, fixed upon thefe Articles. That the King 
of Portugal fhould not Stile himfelf King of Caftile, nor give the Arms of that Kingdom ; CaJ}iU 
and King Ferdinand Ihould do the fame in refpeA to Portugal. That Prince John, Son to King and P „. 
Ferdinand, as foon as he was of Age, fhould Marry the Princefs Joanna. That in cate Prince sugat. 
John, when at Age, ftiould diflike that Marriage, then his Father and Mother Ihould be o- 
bliged to pay iocooo Ducats to the Princefs Joanna. That if fhe thought the time too long 
to flay, ftie might have liberty to become a Nun. That the Princefs Elizabeth of Caftile 
ftiould be Married to Alonfo, Grandfon to the King of Portugal. That theDifaffe<»ed Nobles 
of Caftile ftiould not be protected in Portugal. That the Conqueft and Difcoveries on the 
Coaft of Africk, and in the Ocean, Ihould entirely appertain to Portugal. Laltly, That for 
Security of the Performance of thefe Articles, the Princeffes Joanna and Elizabeth, and Prince 
Alonfo ftiould be delivered as Hoftages to the Dutchels of Vifeo, to be by her kept in the 
Caftle of Mora, and the King of Portugal on his part to deliver up to her four other Cadies 
on the borders of the Kingdom. This was the end of that tedious and expenfive War. 

Great Rejoycing and Thankfgiving was throughout all Spain for the Peace. King Ferdinand 
from Valencia , where he received this Joyful News, returned to Toledo about the end of the 
vear. There Queen Elizabeth, his Wife, exported him, and their Joy was redoubled by the 
Birth of the Princels Joanna , whom Heaven had decreed to inherit the Kingdoms of her 
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Anceftors. Soon after the other Princefs Joanna, Daughter to King Henry, perceiving how 
(he was impofed upon, became a Nun in the Monaftei y of S, flare at Comb:ra where flic 
led a Virtuous Life, and perfevered till her Death. Neverthelefs the Princefs Elizabeth and 
Prince Alonfo were delivered up to the Dutchefs of Vifeo according to Articles. The Coun¬ 
ted of Medellin and D. Alonfo de Monroy fubmitted, as did other Nobles of Caffile, who had 
been the chief Vupport of Portugal. The Marquefs of Villena, his former Articles being feme* 
what altered, was reftored to the King and Queen’s Favour about the beginning of the year 
148°. j.go By tl^s ne w Contra# the Marquefs was left poffeffed of Efcalom, Belmonte, Villena, 
and Almanfa, the other Towns of his fell to the King. Neceflity obliged him to fubmit to 
thele hard Terms. In January died Renee , Duke of Anjou, in France , a Prince no Ids famous 
for his ill Fortune than long Life. Till the laft he Stiled himfelf King of Aragon, Sicily , and 
Hierufalcm, all empty Titles. In his Will he appointed his Nephew Charles his Heir. To 
Renee Duke of Lorrain, his Grandlonby the Mother fide, he left the Dutchy of Bar , which he 

poffeffed in France. . 

At Toledo the Cortes of C a file were affembled: Great numbers of People relorted thither, 
and many Grievances were laid before them. The Country complained that the Nobility 
oppreffed the Poor, and .devoured the Revenues of the .Crown, which was the cade that 
heavy Taxes were daily impoled upon the People. Commiffioners were appointed toinfpeft 
Grant *. into this Affair •, and they having confidered of it, declared, that all Grants made bs King 
KiS H-n Henry, or extorted by force, ought to be void. Yet all the Power of the Laws anc Magi- 
ry . deck.* Rrates was not of force to curb the Infolencies of the Nobility. In May all the Three Eitates 
red void fwore Prince John Heir of the Crown after the death of his Parents. Now Cajiile being thus ■ 
by the Cm- £ tt ] ec ^ t j ie Ki, lg an d Queen went firft to Medina del Campo , and then to Valladolid, where 
Us - fome Noblemen received exemplary Punifhment for Crimes committed, which terrified others. 
Galicia was not perfectly reduced, that being a fierce fort of People. The Cities Lugo^Orenfe, 
Mondmedo , Bivcro, and Coruna, would not fubmit: Ferdinand de Acuna, and a Civilian called 
Garcia Chinchilla, were lent to pacifie them. Thefe Two affembling the People at Santiago, 
and putting to death the Marefchal Peter Pardo , and fome other Gentlemen, brought the 
Country under fubje#ion. King Ferdinand was then gone to Catalonia upon this account: 
Mahomet the Great Turk having in vain befieged Rhodes the fpace of three Months, vyas for¬ 
ced to quit that Enterprize. Part of his Fleet failed to Vallona in Albania, oppofite to Apulia, 
a Province of the Kingdom of Naples. Thence Achtnet Balia who Commanded, paffed over 
The Turks j nto j ti1 ^ anc j t00 k t he City Otranto on the 13th of Augufi , where he made a great Slaughter, 
Sparing neither Sex not Age. From this Place the Turks made Incurfions into the Country, 
deftroying all they came at, to the great Terror of all Italy. This moved the Chriftian 
*Princes to think of joining their Forces to llifle that Flame. Particularly King Ferdinand fent 
Gonzalo Bcteta Ambaffador to Pope Sixtus, who was then much difpleafed with the King, as 
appeared upon feveral occafions, and now more efpecially; for he conftituted the Archbifhop 
of Toledo his Legate in Spain, without acquainting the King with his Defign. The publick 
Danger made private Animofities be forgot. The King alfo fent D. John Melguerite, Bifhop 
1481. of Girona, in the Month of February, 1481. to make a League with all the Princes of Italy. 
At the lame time the King gathered a Fleet of 2 y Sail of all forts at Barcelona. - The 
King of Portugal fitted 20 Ships for this purpofe h but thefe Succours went on flowly. There¬ 
fore D. Alonfo , Duke of Calabria , with what Forces he could gather in Italy , at la If laid Siege 
to Otranto. It fell out happily that Mahomet the Great Turk died at Nicomedia in Bithynia , on 
the 3d of May. News hereof being brought to the Turks in Otranto, they furrendered that 
City the ^th Month after it had been befieged, upon condition to depart freely. The Duke 
of Calabria retained in his Service about 1500 Turks, defigning to make ufe of them againfi: 
the Florentines. It was the vulgar Opinion they well deferred it, becaufe they had called in 
the Turks ; yet many believed this was a Policy of the Duke, to caft the Scandal of retaining 
thole People upon his Enemy. The Succours of Aragon and Portugal were of no ule, for 
they arrived in Italy after Otranto was liirrendred. Befides the diftance, weighty Affairs kept 
thofc Kings employed, and diverted them from fending thofe Succours fooner. King Ferdi¬ 
nand held the Cortes of Aragon at Calatayud , whither Queen Elizabeth by her Husband’s Order 
brought Prince John. D. Alonfo Enriquez, the Admiral, and Peter Fernandez, de Velafco the 
ConRable, were appointed Commiffioners to Govern Cafiile. The King’s aim was to have 
di his Son fworn Heir to that Kingdom, as had been before done in' Cafiile, and was allb perfor- 
nJJ's Son f here on the 29th of May. Sbon after, the lame was done at Barcelona for the Principa- 
fworn Hey of Catalonia. Befides thele Cares, another was added from Navarre. Peter the Cardinal, 
Heir of and James his Brother, Unklesto the young King, came to Zaragopa: There being admitted 
cafiile, a- t0 Audience, in a long Harangue they laid before King Ferdinand the Misfortunes Navarre la- 
r c*t»imia boured under, the Rebels being polfelfed of the mod confiderable Towns and Cities. The 
a ma ' Biamontefes had Pamplona , the others Eftela, Sanguejfa, and Olite. They reprefented. That 
their King had nothing left him but the Title: That the Earl of Levin ceafed not to commit 
all manner of Crimes. Therefore they begged King Ferdinand to pity that young King, and 
deliver him from the Slavery of his Subje< 5 ts. King Ferdinand having heard the two Bi others, 
promifed he would band by King Francis $ and to fhew his readinefs, fent certain Pcrfons 
with the Two Princes, who from him fhould advife the Rebels to fubmit to their King.* The

ftom, the King's AlgUaziles, or Officers, by his fpecial Command, apprehended and puni/ft-, 
ed Malefaftors upon their Eftates. They conliilted together, and expefting no Redrefs by 
fair Means, refolvcd to ufe Force. The Heads of this Confpiracy were the Dukes Ferdinand 
of Braganpa, and James of Vifeo, the liioft Powerful Men in the Kingdom, and of the Blood 
Royal. Many others joined with them, as the Maitjuels de Montemor , the Earl of Haro, the 
Duke of Braganca 1 s Brothers, D. Garcia de Menefes Bifhop of Ebora, his Brother Ferdinand , 
and D. Lope dn Albuquerque Earl of Venamaccr. This Conlpiracy was difcovered after this 
manner. The Cortes fate at Ebora. Some good Laws were Eftablilhed, and among other 
things it was provided, that the Nobility (hould not have the Power of Opprefling the People. 
This tile Duke of Braganca complained Was a Breach of the ancient Priviledges of the No- 
bility, and offered to produce the Grants of Kings to his Pi edeceffors. Lope de Figueredo , his 
Comptroller, fearching for thefe Papers, found among them others which made our, that the 
Duke held Correfpondence with the King of Caftile, to the prejudice of the Crown of Portugal. 
He carried thetn privately to the King, who having viewed them, ordered him to Copy 
them, and return the Originals to the place where he found them. It hapned the Queen in 
the Spring of the year 1483, was fick at Almarin after Lying in. Her Brother the Duke of 
Vifeo , and her Brother in Law the Duke of Braganpa, came to vifit her. The King Enter¬ 
tained them kindly, defiring to put a flop to that Mifchief without hazarding a War. At 
length one morning after nearing Mafs, he took the Duke of Braganpa afide, there he told 
him how he was informed of all his Defigns and Treafonable Correfpondence with Caftile, that 
he was with much difficulty induced to believe it, and yet being convinced of the truth, was 
willing to Pardon, and bury it in oblivion, advifing him to confider none could be more his 
Friend than he that was fo near a Kinfman, and that if any thing had been amifs he ought 
to have advifed him better, or winked at any Error in the Government. This Difcourfe of 
the King’s furprized the Duke. He begged the King would not give Credit to Informers, who 
ftrive to rife upon the Ruins of others, alluring him he would not lay the ltain of Difloyalty 
upon his Family, and affirming with great Imprecations upon himfelf, that all he faid was true. 
The King went away to Santarem, the Dukes to their Eftates, no way departing from their 
R . Defigns. Mean while F. Ferdinand de Talavera, Prior of Prado , a Monallery of the Order of 
cions of” S* Hierome near Valladolid , and the King’s Confeffor, was fent to Portugal to Ratifie the late 
the Peace Peace, and Propofe, that the Prince and Princefs given as Hoftages, might be reftored to 
betwixt their Parents, which was accordingly done. , Only this Alteration was made in the former Ar- 
CafiiU and deles, that Prince Alonfo fhould Marry the Princefs Joanna , the youngeft Daughter of King 
Ponurai. Ferdinand, becaufe they were both of an Age. In May the Princefs Elizabeth returned to 
Caftile, and Prince Alonfo to his Father, the Duke of Braganpa accompanying him to Ebora, 
where the Court was. There he was apprehended, updn Intelligence given by Gafpar Jufane, 
that he (till held Correfpondece with King Ferdinand \ by the means of Veter Jufarte. Both 
Brothers were Rewarded for the Difcovery. The Duke was impeached of High Treafon, 
Tried# and Condemned to Death. His Execution was on the 22th of June. With him fuf. 
fered 6 other Fidalgos or Noblemen, found guilty of the fame Crime. The Conftable of 
Portugal , the Dukes Brothers, and others fled. The Dutchefs, as foon as fhe received the News 
of her Husband’s Death, fent her 3 Sons, Philip , James, and Denis, to Caftile. Philip died 
there a Batchelor, James was Pardoned, and returned to Portugal, Daw Married the Hei- 
refs of the Earl of Lemos in Caftile. His youth faved the Duke of Vifeo, the King only 
giving him a Reprimand the day after the Execution of the other. Neither the Punifhment 
ot the one, nor the Mercy extended to the other Duke, had influence enough to prevail 
with the other Confpiratorsto defift. They complained that no Man was fafe,and that the Duke 
of Braganf a had been wrongfully put to death. Therefore it was refolved the King fhould be 
murdered, and the Duke of Vifeo fet up in his place. They only waited an opportunity to 
give the Stroke, but before it could be performed all the Confpiracy was detected after this 
manner. James Tinoco had a Sifter who was Miftrefs to the Archbifhop of Ebora : She ha* 
ving found out what was contrived, dilcovered it to her Brother, and he to the King put* 
ting on the Habit of a Francifcan Frier to (peak to him at Setuval, that it might be the more 
private. Vafeo Coutmo, whofe Brother Gutierre Coutmo was one of the Confpirators, gave the 
King the lame Account: He was afterwards Rewarded with the Earldom of Barba and Eftre- 
moz. The King went out to Vifit a Church near Setuval, and with him the Confpirators,being 
refolved to execute their Defign as he came out of the Church. By good fortune one of his 
Bed-chamber, whofe Name was Faria , warned him of the Danger he was in. He fpoke cour- 
teoufly to the Confpirators, which abated fomewhat of their Rage ; however he got into ano¬ 
ther Church in the Suburb of that City, called Nueftra Senora la Antigua . This he did to gain 
time till more of his Followers could come up, and therefore continued long talking with 
Vafco Comma. This perplexed the Confpirators, fearing if that Opportunity were loft, Ionic 
of the Number might obtain a Reward with the Ruin of the reft. The King having efcaped 
that Danger, fent, upon fome other Pretence, for the Duke of Vifeo, who was with his Mo¬ 
ther at P almela, waiting the iffue of the Contrived Treafon. Not imaging any Difcovery, he 
adventured to obey the King’s Call. No fooner did he enter the Chamber where the King was, 
but the King himfelf, in the prefence of a few that were there, Stab’d him, faying thefe Words, 
G t o ted the Duke of pragawja whft all his Contrivances are come to. The Duke of Vifeo was about 
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30 years of age when he came to this end. Aftrologers had Prognifticated he fhould be a 
King. All his Eftate was given to his Brother Emanuel , with the Title of Duke of Btja. He 
afterwards came to be King of Portugal, and created his Tutor James de Silva Earl of Porta- 
legre. Some of the other Confpirators were taken, as the Archbilhop of Ebora, his Brother 
Ferdinand, and Gutierre Coutmo. _ The reft lived poor, and died miferably in Caftile. On the 
30th of Auguft died Luis XI. King of France, near Tours. He ordained in his Will that Ruf. Luis XI 
fillon and Cerdagne fhould be reftored to the former Owner. His Son Charles VIII. fucceeded King of 
him, being but 13 years of age, fickly andmifhapen. His Father caufed him to be bred at FraMt 
Antboife , allowing but a few Servants to converfe with. him. Neither would he allow him dies ‘ 
fo much Learning as his Grammar. He faid all the Latin he had need of was thefe Words 
Qui nefeit dijfmulare , nefeit regnare. But we have out-run the time we were upon j to begin the 
next Book, it will be neceffary to turn back to relate the Affairs of Caftile.

W E will begin this Book with the famous War of Granada, which was begun 
and carried on by King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth , for the (pace of ten 
Years, and in which happened many things very remarkable, and bloudy 
Battels were fought. The end of it was fortunate to Spain , and delightful 
to all Chriftendom, fince it put a period to the Monarchy of the Moors , which had conti¬ 
nued in this Nation above 700 Years, to our great Shame and Reproach The Kingdom of 
Granada lies between Murcia and Andaluzia , is about 700 Miles in compafs, and extends far¬ 
ther in length than breadth. From Ronda to Huefca it is counted 60 Leagues in length, and 
from Cambtl to Almtihecar only 25 in breadth. It is bounded on the Eaft with the Kingdom 
of Murcia , on the South with the Mediterranean Sea, on the Welt and North with Andaluzia. 
The Country is pleafant, and as fruitful as any in Spain , the very Mountains being full of 
Springs, and confequently always green. This occafions the Weather to be temperate both 
in Summer and Winter, efpeciallyin the City of Granada, the Metropolis of the Kingdom, one 
of the nobleft and largeft of all Spain, from which a]l that Province takes Name, and the 
City it lelf had it of a Cave which reaches to a Village called Alfahor, where it is reported 
the Natives formerly ltudied Art Magick. Gar in Arabick fignifies a Cave, and certain Sol¬ 
diers who came over with Tar if to the Conqueft in Sjgin, being Natives of the City Nat a in 
Syria, after that unhappy War was ended, fixed their abode in that Place. Of Gar and Nat a 
was framed the Name Granada , as fome Learned Men will have it. Other Etymologies of 
this Name are to be found, but it is needlefs to fpend time in difeufling that point. It is 
certain, that when this War began, there were in that Kingdom 14 Cities and 97 Towns. 
The principal Cities next to the Capital were Almeria , Malaga , and Gtuulix, called by Pliny 
Acci. They are all three Bifliopricks, and well Peopled. The Divifion of Spain under fo 
many feveral Monarchs,' and the continual Supplies lent out of Afrkk , maintained this King¬ 
dom of the Moors fo many Ages. As foon as the Holy Inquifition was eftablilhed, and the 
Authority of the Magiftrates reftored to its Vigour, Spain gathered Strength to extirpate the 
Dominion of the Moors ; Befides the former Animofities betwixt the Two Nations of Moors 
and Chrijliam on account of Religion, and Wrongs fuftained in an Opprefiion of fo many 
Years, the Infidels now added a new Motive for declaring War. Which was, That on the 
27th of December , 1481. King Albohacen having Intelligence the Town of Zahara was unpro¬ 
vided, he furprized it, that Place having been in the hands of the Chrifiians ever fince Prince 
Ferdinand , Grandfather to King Ferdinand, took it from the Moors. It was taken inadarkftormy 
Night, all the Townfmen that made refiftance being put to the Sword,and the reft carried away 
Slaves to Granada. This Town the Moors fortified. ^.Ferdinand and QElizabcihyjv ho were at Me¬ 
dina delCampo, demanding what had hapned,fcnt Orders to the Commanders on the Frontiers, 
and the Cities, to prepare for War, and be upon their Guard. The Moors excufed themfelves, 
pleading it was cuftomary during a Truce to make Incurfions on both fides, and even to 
take Towns, provided above % Days were not fpent in the Attack, and they did not for¬ 
mally encamp before them. Under this lame Pretence, the Infidels, at the beginning of the 
following Year, 1482. attacked Cafiellar and Other a, but could not carry them. Thele Wrongs 
moved the Chriftians to leek Revenge. A good Body gathered at Scvil with all Neceflaries. 
Whilft they confulted on which fide to make an Incurfion, advice was given them that the 
Town of Alhama was ill Gariloned, and might eafily be lurprized. fames Merlo, Deputy of 
Scvil , and the Marquefs of Cadiz , with 2500 Horfc, and 4000 Foot, inarched 3 Days, 
and came to a Valley encompafled with high Hills. There they informed the Soldiers, who 
were much fatigued, that Alhama was but half a League from them, and encouraged them to 
undergo the linall Labour that remained chearfully, putting them in mind of the rich Booty 
that Place would afford. 300 cholen Men advanced, and came late at night to the Walls. 
Perceiving no noife in the Caflle, they applied their Scaling-Ladders, and mounted the Wall. 
The firft that got up was John de Ortega, then another John born at Toledo, and the third Martin 
Galindo, all three refolute Soldiers. They killed the Sentinels, who were allcep, and fome 
others; then opening the Gate, all the others rufhed in. The Townlinen fpeedily caff up

T HE Sorrow conceived by The Chriftians for their lofs, was foon allayed, by a greater

The 
Governor feemed inclinable to furrender the Town, and by that means gamed time till 
the Count de Cabra could come to his Relief Upon the news of his approach, the Enemy 
raifed the Siege, and began to March off with the Booty which was very great. The befieged 
Defeat of Sallyed and Charged thfcr Rear to keep them in Play till the Earl of Cobra came up.

The Enemy 
fuddenly gave way and tied. The King alighted off from a white Horfe, and endeavoured 
„ to hide himfelf among the Trees and Bullies on the Banks of the River. Three Foot Soldi- 

Kin’fr* ers found him, and he difcovered himfelf for fear of being killed. He was fecured and fenc 
* cl " 8 to Lucena. Inthe purfuit which lafted till Night, above 1000 Horfe were killed, and among 
. them Alatar being 90 Years of Age, about 4000 Foot were either flam or taken. All the 
Booty was recovered. Having received the news of this Victory, Queen Elizabeth went a- 
way to the Borders of Navarre, to haften the Marriage betwixt her Son and that Queen. 
And King Ferdinand halted to Andaluzia to profecute the War. Being come to Cordova, it 
was refolved to raife greater Forces, becaufe after the taking ui Boabdil, the Moores were again 
united under Albohactn, and he had recovered Granada , notwithftanding many of the Citi¬ 
zens hated him for his Cruelty and Avarice. King Ferdinand at the head of 6000 Horfe, and 
40000 Foot dcltroyed the Suburbs of Yiora , and having taken Tajara by Aliaulc, utterly de- 
itroyed it. Thence he Marched, and Encamping on the plain of Granada, fent out Parties, 
who burnt and deftroyed all about them. King Albohacen having no confidence in the Citi¬ 
zens, durft not venture out of the City, andonely feme finall Parties came out to endeavour 
to pick up Staglers. That King ,fent to offer the Earl of C fluent es aflcKNine more of the 
principal Priloners he had taken for his Son Boabdil. He alfb propofed Conditions of 
Peace but fuch as were haughty and violent. King Ferdinand anfwered, he was not come 
to receive, but to give Laws, and would not hear of any Peace till they laid down their 
Arms. The Marquefs of Cadiz and others, ceafed not to perfwade the King to releafe Boab. 
dil, becaufe it was a mean- to keep the Enemy divided, which would redound to our ad¬ 
vantage. King Ferdinand having wafted the Country and left a good Garrifon in Albama 
under the Command of Tnigo Lopez de Mendopa Earl of Ttndilla, returned to Cordova. Thi¬ 
ther the Moorijh King was brought Prifbner from the Caftleof Porcuna. Being come, before 
the King he offered to kifs his Hand, but King Ferdinand Embraced and Entertained him 
courteoufly. After feme time they concluded a League upon thefe Conditions. That Bo- 
Mil fhould give his Eldeft Son and 12 other Sons of the principal Moores as Hoftages, that 
he would always continue faithful to King Ferdinand. That he fhould pay the yearly Tribute 
of izoco Ducats and come to the Cortes when Summoned. That in Five years time he 
Mtorifh fhould Releafe 400 Chiiftian Slaves. Upon thefe terms he was difniiffed. King Ferdinand

Alora and other Placet taken from the Moores; Albohardil ufurps the Crown.of Gra¬ 
nada, and defeats the Earl of Cabra ; The Rebellion in Naples ; Birth of the Pnncefs 
Catherine of Caftile* afterwards Wife to Henry .VIII. King ‘/England. 

Aly.i TN Andaluzia our Forces never ceas’d to harafs the Enemies Country. At Cotdcua a Coun- 
takirt I c j| was t0 agree about undertaking fome Enterprize, and tho the falter of Santiago 
from the wjs 0 f anot her Opinion, the Mai quels of Cadiz, his Advice prevailed, which ,was to attack 
Mmet> Alora , a Town almoft in the mid-way between Antequera and Malaga. It is ftronger by 
Nature than any addition of Art. The Army was ready to march when king Ferdinand 
came and approved of the Enterprise. The better to amuze the Enemy, he gave out he was 
going to put new Forces into Alhama , but being come to Atttequera turned /hprt, and fet 
down before Alora unexpe&ed. Our Cannon lobn beat down part of the Walls, which fo 
terrified the Moores, that they furrendred on the 21th of June, upon Condition to carry 
their Goods with them. We loll not one Man in this Siege. Several other Places were at¬ 
tacked and at one called Caparabonela, where there was a Skirniifh with a Body of the pnemy, 
D. Gutierre tie Sotomayor, Earl of Btnalcapar , befog too eager, was killed in the prime of his 
Aee After this 200 Knights of Calatrava were put into Alhama, under the Command of 
Garzi Lopez, de*Padslla, choien Mailer of that Order, in the place of Roderick Tellez, Giron, de- 
cealed. The King Inarched on, and incamped in fight of Granada. His Army confifted of 
6000 Horfe, and fcarce 10000 Foot. In the City there were reported to be 70000 Comba¬ 
tants a number fcarce to be believed. However King Ferdinand ravaged all that placp, and 
having l’pent 50 days in this Expedition, returned with his Army entire, and loaded with 
plunder to the Chriftian Territories. The Command of Alora hp gave to Luis Fernandez, Por- 
tocarrero. D. Alvaro de Mendopa., Earl of Cafiro, was made Admiral, that he being a Man of 
fingular Conduct, might hinder any Succours from palling out of Af ick. After the heat of 
tho Summer was over the Chriltians again took the Field. They pattered a Caftlp near Ma¬ 
laga called Septenil, which the Befieged, terrified with the Cannon, furrendred, being payed 
for the Provifions they left behind them. Thence our Army marched towards Ronda, a llrong 
and alnwft inacceffible City, being feated betwixt craggy Mountains, the greateft part of it 
encompaffed by a River, the reft covered with Rocks. The Inhabitants of this place were 
Refolute and Warlike, and well' provided with 'all Neceffaries for their Defence. Our 
Forces being come in fight of the Walls, deftroyed all the Orchards and Olive-Trees there¬ 
abouts, but Money growing Ihort to pay the Soldiers, they made but a fhort ftay there. The 
Army" being put into Winter-quarters, the King and Queen went away to Sevif aod.caipe 
to that City upon the ad of Othber. In the month of January , 1485, the King took the 
Field, thinking to furprize the City Lcxa, but defifted by »eafon of the Rains and bad Wea¬ 
ther, as alfo becaufe a Soldier of Note, called John de Ortega, faid, that defign was impracti¬ 
cable. The Nobility came in daily with theirTroops, fothat in a little time the Army amount¬ 
ed to 9000 Horfe, and 20000 Foot. With this Force it was decreed to profecutethq War. 
At the lame time the Citizens of Almeria , as if their King Boabdil were the Caufe of all their 
Misfortunes, affaulted his Palace, killed his Brother . and fecured his Mother, who had been 
BMi the chief Incendiary betwixt the Father and Son. King Boabdil himfelf being then out of the 
the Mooriflt Town, as loon as he received the News of that Misfortune, ;!ed with a few Followers to. Cor. 
King flies ] n h a bitantsof Rcnda, whole numbers were much decreafed, were in a great Con- 

fternation. A Moore called Jofeph Xerife , gave notice of it to the Marquels of Cadiz,, and 
it was decreed to undertake that Enterprize. Firft they attacked a Town called Cohine near 
Alora , which they took by Affault, and razed becaufe it was too large to be defended. Ano- 
.. ther Town called Cartama , of which all the Valley takes Name, was alio taken. The Mailer 
of Santiago was made Governor of it at his own Requeft. This done they marched to Ma. 
laga, where Albohardil, the Moorilh King’s Brother, refided, in whole Valour the Moores 
chiefly confided, for the Reputation he gained in the Slaughter of the Chriftians on the Moun¬ 
tains of Malaga. Little was done there, and the Army returned the way it came to Ronda. 
The Forces were divided into y parts, that they might encompals the Town on all fidcs. 
The King with the greateft Body encamped before the Caftle. All the Avenues were fecured 
that ho Succours might get into the Town, which was then much wcakned, a great number 
of the Inhabitants being abroad upon Parties to plunder in Andalufia. For chele Reafons, and 
taken, becaufe the Chriltians advanced their Works with great Induftry, the Befieged luncndred 
upon Articles the 2 3d of May. Among the other Conditions it was agreed, that feme of the 
Principal Inhabitants Ihould have Revenues affigned them at Sevil, out of the Eftates of Gonp.do 
Picon, and others condemned by the Inquifition. A good Garrilon was put into that City. 
Several other Towns along the Mountain furrendred, the chief whereof were Cupar aboncla, 
and M.irbella , which lies near the Sea. The Moores were in a great Confternation, and had 
little help hr their Kings, the one.being ,fled, , the other ancient, fickly, and almoft blind. 
This moved them to choofe for their King Muley Albohardil, who refided at Malaga , and was a 
Man of great Courage and Qtfduft. He immediately accepted of the Crown they offered 
W him, 



him, went away to Granada , andentred that City in Triumphant manner, ; being proud that 
he had killed 90 Chriftians by the way, who lay Very fecure upon Sierra Nevada. The Ci¬ 
tizens with. great Acclamations proclaimed him King. Albohaz,en at the beginning of this 
Mutiny Went away to AlmuYiecar, where hisTreafure. lay. There his cruel Brother caufed 
ftim to be Murdered, only tb fecure himfelf in the Throne he had ufurped. 

King Ferdinand, tho many were of Opinion the Soldiers who were harafied with the late 
Expeditions ought to reft, commanded the Army to Rendezvous at Alcala Rial, becaufe that 
Town was Upon the ‘Frontiers, and went himfelf thither from Cordma upon the firlt of Sep. 

(ember , nbtwitHftanditlg the Heat was exceffive, that part of the Country being naturally 
hotter than the reft of Spain. The Earl of Cabra defiring to fignaiize himfelf, begged he 
might firft enteh the Moorijfi Territories, as he did with 700 Horfe and 3000 Foot. He was 
ordered to take wijch him Martin Alonfo de Montemayor , and to fit down before. Moclin , a ftrong 
Town near Granada, the King promifuig to back them with the whole Army. The Earl 
marched day and night to forprize the new King Albohardil, who he underftood was quartered # 

near that place with 1500 Horfe, and a greater number of.Foot.* This Defign beingdif CtfoAW 
covered to the Moore, he removed to a Hill, and at break of day fell upon the Chriftians in defeated, 
certain Defiles with fuch fury, that the belt Soldiers were killed, and moft of the Foot. The 
Earl loft his Brother Gonpalo , and he with a few Horfe fled towards die way where he ex¬ 
pected to meet Garti Lopez, de Padilla, Mafter of Calatrava , who followed thofe that had ad¬ 
vanced before. This Lois fo troubled King Ferdinand, that he retired for fome time. OH 
the Frontier hear Jaen , are two Towns and Caftles called Cambil , and Albahar. The River 
Frio runs betwixt them, and tho fmall, is difficult to be Waded, becaufe of its high Banks. Both 
thefe Places were befieged, Albahar is beyond the River, and near it is a Hill that command* 
it, on which the King, tho with much labour, caufed the Cannoft to be planted. This fo 
terrified the Moores , that they furrendred both Towns and Caftles on the 23d of September, 
being the very day on which they were loft 120 years before. After this the King put the 
Army into Winter Quarters, and went himfelf with the Qyeen to Alcala de Henares. Dur¬ 
ing this Expedition died D. Alonfo de Aragon , Duket de Villahermofa the King’s Brother, z 
brave Commander. His Body was depofited at Baepa, and thence cranflated to Poplete, the 
burial-place of his Anceftors. Of him are defcended the.Dukes of Villahtrmofa, and Earls of 
Ribagorpa. In Toledo the Inquifition feverely punilhed thofe who renouncing the Chriftiad 

Faith became Jews. A great number of thole People who were reconciled, and implored 

Mercy, was pardoned. They are now called De la Gracia, that is, the People of Grace. 

The Nobility of Naples had now raifed a Bloody War againft their King Ferdinand, upon the 1. «• 
ul'ual Pretences. Pope Innocent favoured them, but it was rather in Words than Effect, for he in Naples 1 
was ancient, and otherwife employed. ’ The chief of the Confpirators were the Princes of Sa- * 
lerno, Bafgniano, and Altamura , as alfo the Marquels del Gaflo. It was reported that Frederick , 
the King’s Son, under-hand lupported the Rebels, but this could never be proved. The 
Wicked Life of Alonfo , Duke of Calabria , the King’s Eldeft Son, Was one great Motive of 
this Revolt. The King relblved to reduce the Rebels rather by Policy than Force, and there¬ 
fore gave his General Pardon to all the Mutiniers. King Ferdinand of Spain alfo fent the Earl 
of Tendilla his Ambaflador, to ingage to thofe Noblemen for their fafety, provided they laid 
down their Arms. But the King of Naples, as foon as the Storm was over, made no account 
of thofe Promifes, and at feveral times, as occafion ferved, feized the Pleads of the Rebellion, 
and put them all to death. King Ferdinand of Cafiile ceafed not to proteft againft thofe Proceed¬ 
ings, but he of Naples ceafed not to proceed in cutting off his Enemies, which proved fatal 
to diim at latl, as we Ihall lee iiyts place. Let us turn back. On the 16th of December Queen 
Eltz,abetb at Aloalade Hen ores, was delivered’ of a Daughter, called Catherine , well known in 
the World as Wife to two Brothers, Sons to the King of England, and for her great Sufferings 
caufed by the inordinate Luft and infidelity of her Husband, which alfo drew great Calamities 
. upon the whole Engliji) Nation. Their Sins and Rebellion drew Judgments upon them. 

Richard III. having murdered his Two Nephews, Edward and Richard, the rightful Heirs of 
the Crown, uferped the Kingdom. He Govern’d like a Tyrant, and ended accordingly. 

Henry Earl of Richmond , who had been a Piifoner in Britany, having obtained his Liberty, 
overthrew the Tyrant in Battle, and killed him. By that means he fecured the Grown to 
himfelf. ,This Henry had a Son called Henry like himfelf, who was the Eighth of that Name 
King of England, and famous for his lncontinency, for putting away Catherine his Wife, and 
for difowning the Supremacy of the Pope, befides many other Crimes which have left an in¬ 
delible (tain upon his Name. 
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CHAP, V, 

The Tufa tilts in Aragon, and tacalouia; Several Towns taken from the Moores; A 
Sedition in Galicia; King Alboliardil attacks the Qafle call'd Albaizin in Granada, 
and is repulfed ; Azamor on the Coafi of Africk delivered to the Portuguefes. 

■’Tumults rOme fmall Tumults hapned In Aragon, but thofein Catalonia weremoredangerous, yet 
in Aragon the Prudence of King Ferdinand overcame them all. The City Zaragoza isleated in a 
andc at*. p| a j u on t | ie j3 an k s 0 f the River Ebro, and is in Beauty, Riches, and number of Inhabitants, 
hnia - almoli equal to the beft in Spain. This Place has often Mutinied in defence of its Priviledges, 

as it hapned at this time. John de Burgos , the King’s Algttaz.il , gave fome ill Language to 
peter Ctrdan , the Chief of the Aldermen, and Head of their Counfel. Others coming in 
S apprehended the Atguaz.il, Tried, Condemned, and Hanged -him, which was a great Aftiont 

to the King. He was then upoju the point of ending upon the Kingdom of Granada with his 
Army, and therefore fent Orders to John Hernandez, de Heredia , fupream Governor of that 
Kingdom, to punifh all that had a Hand in that Affair with the utmolt rigor, and at the fame 
time told the Deputies fent by the City, that no harm fhould be done; for he was ex¬ 
pert in Diffembling. The Head of the Aldermen could not be apprehended, becaufe the 
Chief Juft ice of Aragon protected him, but Martin Pet-tufa, who was the next, and had been 
very active in the Bufinefs of the Alguaz.il, was fuddenly Executed, the King’s Letters being 
carried before him upon a Spear to awe the People, who were ready to Refcuehim. This 
• ftruck' a Terror into the others, and fo the Sedition was appealed. Soon after another Tu¬ 
mult hapned upon account of a more Haiftous Crime than the laft. Peter Arbuc was Inquifi- 
tor in that City, and punilhed Offenders according to their Grimes. Certain wicked Mur¬ 
derers, under colour of Handing up for their Liberties, attempted to Murder him in his Bed, 
but net being able to force the Iron Bars of his Window, they Stabbed him in the Church 
before the High Altar, as he was at Mattim, on the 14th of September. He died not till the 
night following, which time he fpent in Singing Piaifes to Almighty God. His Body was 
buried in the fame place where they Murdered him, and foon after a Lamp was hung over 
his Grave, an Honour never allbwed to any but Canonized Saints Charles V. the Emperor, 
obtained of Pope Paul III. that his Feaft might be Celebrated on the 1 yth of September, aS is 
duely now oblerved. All his Murderers died unfortunately within a year. After this, for the 
fafeiy of the Inquifitors, they were lodged in the Caftle called Del Aljafcria. This in Aragon. 
In Catalonia , and particularly the Territory of Ampurtas, thole Vaffals who are vulgarly called 
Pagefes, were ojipreffed by their Landlords, and Treated like Slaves. Thole Lords obliged 
them to pay the heavy Impofitions laid on them by the Mrnes, pleading Prefcription to juftifie 
this Proceeding. The Hiftories of Catalonia do not mention what Impofitions thefe were, 
they only lay they were very heavy, and that none was exempt from them but fuch as Ran- 
fomed themlelves like Slaves. This moved the People often to take up Arms to deliver them- 
felves from that Tyranny , but the Efforts of the Multitude for the molt part are weak. They 
had recourfe to their Kings for Redrefs, and level al of them ordered thole Impofitions to be 
moderated, yet the Nobility would not part with any thing of what had been left them by 
their Anceftors. King Ferdinand at laft, with his ufual.Succefs, and good Conduct, put an 
end tolill thole Debates. From Alcala de Henartz, the King and Queen went to Segovia, and 
thence to Medina del Campo. By the way they vifited D. Garaia de Toledo , created by the King- 
Duke of Alva , who now lived retired by realbn of his grejjr Age, having left his Son Frede¬ 
rick to ferve in his place. This the King did not only to Honour him, but to Reconcile him 
to the Conftable Peter Fernandez, de Vtlajco, to whom with D . Alonfo de Fonfeca , Archbilhop 
- of Sevil, he intended to leave the Government of Cafiile, whilft he profecuted the War in 

1482. Granada. In order to it he went to Guadalupe,, where on the 28th of April he decided 
the Affair of the Pagefes , ordaining, that in lieu of the old Impolition every one of thofe 
Vaffals Ihould pay to his Lord 70 Sueidos, or Shillings of Barcelona yearly, which tho a heavy 
Barden, was joyfully accepted by thole People, and the more for that they were allowed to 
buy it off at 20 years purchafe. Thus after long Difputes that part of Spain was pacified. In 
Portugal all was quiet fincc the death of thole Nobles we have Ipoken of,and.the King laboured 
Azamr iii to make his Kingdom renowned. Azamor, a City in Mauritania Ttngitana bn the Ocean, ha-’ 
(ub ntt v ‘ n g formerly been Tributary to the King of Portugal, now took an Oath of Fidelity to him, 
to the S ar, d” in acknowledgment of fubje&ion obliged it feif to give yearly 10000 Alolas, which is a 
Pwtugue- lore of Filh that abounds there. It was a greater Honour to that Nation and its Princes, 
V"- that they had not only formerly maintained their Liberty, and Ere&ed a Kingdom to 
which they had no good Title, but did now fubdue remote Cities and Provinces to their great 
glory and advantage. 

The Kingdom of the Moores decayed apace: Civil Difcord conlumed them no left than the 
Enemy abroad. In the City of Granada, Boabdil being called in by his Party, poffeffed him* 
felf of a Caftle called Albaycin, and the Citizens fought and killed one another in the Streets, 
among nS Yet die Y joined to oppofc the Chriftians, and the danger being over to War among them- 
the Infi. fclves again.

John lie Aragon, Earl of R.bagorpa f.gnalized himfelf in this Ingagement, and had his Horfe 
killed under him. king I'oWw.W, the Summer being near fpent, Garrifoned the Towns he 
had taken, and left D. Frederick , Son to the Duke of Alva, to Command on the Frontiers 
by that means ending the Competition betwixt die Nobility of Andalazia about that Poft 
At this time Galicia was in an uproar, becaufe the Earl of Lemos had poffeffed himfelf of Pn« 
ferrada, a very ftrong Town and turned out the King’s Garrifon. The Earl upon his fub" 
miffion1 was pardoned, only that Town with lome others were taken from him, and annexed 
to the Crown. The King and Queen having performed their Devotions at Santiago, returned 
to Salamanca at tbe beginning of the year 1487.

' „" ‘ Cantain The People of Malaga defpairing that they (houid be able 

toroid ouXng XtSS Rieir Govantfr, with thetflifta/ce of John Je R.Ues, who had 
been long a Slave in Malaga, came to the Army to Treat of a Surrender. Certain Soldiers 
of Barbary who were in Garrifon there, having notice of this Defign, feanng left they fliould 
be delivered up to the Enemy, and in a rage becaule they had not been confulted in that 
Affair, poffeffed themfelves of the Caftle that commands the City, called Akaeva, turned 
out the Garrifon that was in it, and killed a Brother of Abenconmxa . Then placing Guards 
on the Walls, and (hutting the Gates, they put any of the Townfmen to death tjwt wcie 
fufpeaed of holding Correfpondence with the Chnftians. The thoughts oi. .1 Sui render fail¬ 
ing, the King caufed heavy Cannon to be brought from Antequera, and incamped on the 
1 ah of May! before Malaga, The City is feated on ai Plain, but on a nfmgGroundare two 
Caftles, the lowed called Akaeva, the higheft Gebalfaro It is fmall m compafs, but beau¬ 
tiful, and well Peopled. It is alfo a Seaport Town, and towards the Land is. encomnafied 
with Mountains, on which are many Orchards and Country. Houfes. Between the two Caftles 
runs a Line of Communication. The Country is pleafant and fruitful, and was then rich1 by 
reafon of the Trade of Africk, and the Laft. In the King s Army was moftol the Nobility d 
Andaluzia and Cafiile , and many Aragoniam. It was refolved to draw a Trench round th. 
City, to terminate at the Sea on bothfides, and to keep a Force on the Hi I on which the 
leffe Fort ftands. The Marquefs of Cadiz, commanded on the Hill. The C^ueen came to

On the 19th of May jooo Moores Tallied, and attacked 
the Marquefs of Cadiz, his Quarters, killing the Out-guards, and entnng his Works. The 
Marquefs nothing daunted,-having drawn up his Men, charged the Enemy. Many were 
killed on both Tides, and the Marquefs wounded, but at laft the Infidels were obliged to re- 
tire. Some in the Town believing themfelves loft, relolved to kill the king. Among thefe, 
one who was accounted a Holy Man, to compafs his Defign^ fullered himiell to be taken- 
He defiled to be carried before the King, who at that tune, as GodI orderedit, was.takinghis 
reft, therefore the Queen commanded him to be carried before the Mai quels ot My a 1 he 

Moor, by the Riches he faw in the Tent, guefe’d it to be the king s, and drawing a Girnuer, 
which through overfight had not been taken from him, made at D. Alvaro de l onagri who 
was accidentally talking with the Lady Marchionefs. He bowing his Body, cicaped the Blow, 
and the Mtort was killed by thofe that came in to relcuc D. Mvart, finis tliiough Gut., 
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Mercy that danger was diverted. The Array was increafed by the arrival oF the Duke of 
Medina Sidoma. Mamdun Duke of Aufiru, who was afterwards Emperor, lent two'Shins 
from Nmdert laden with > 11 ^manner of Warlike Stores, under the Command of D. LadrJje 
Guevara. The number of thfe Befieged alfb increafed, for that fome got into the Citv throueh 
the Works next the Sea. Hunger pinched, and yet the Barbary Soldiers would hear of no 
Capitulation. The Citizens were for furrendring. One of them called Derdax, a Man of 
great Note, went, out to Capitulate. The King faid, there were no Conditions to be al¬ 
lowed, but they mull furrender upon Difcretion. This was inpublick, but under-hand he 
promifed Dorditx, that if he managed that Bufinefs well, he and all his Kindred fhould not onlv 
be fet free, but well Rewarded. The Moore undertook to do it, and accordingly admitted the 
Chnftians into the Caftle, and fet up their Colours on the higheft Tower. This terrified both 
the Citizens and Barbary Soldiers, yet at the fame time they hoped the Capitulation made bv 
Dordux would extend to them all. Bor this reafon they packed up their Goods to deparr b 4 
they were decayed •% their Goods and Liberty were taken from them. The lame hapned 
to the Soldiers who drew out near the Sea to march away. All the Africans , with their Com¬ 
mander Ztgrt, were made Pi ifoners. Many Chriftians who had fled to the Moores were put 
to death. The Jews who after being Baptized, had relapfed, were burnt. All the other 
Jews -and mores, .who were Natives of the City, were allowed to Ranfom themfelves at an 
eafie rate. This Noble City was taken on the 18th of Aug, ft, for which there was General 
Rejoycing and Thankfgiving throughout all Spain. It appeared, that in the time of the Goths 
it had been a Biihoprick, and therefore the Pope granted his Bull to reftore that DipnitVt 
The general Joy for this Succefs was fomewhat abated by the News that Bajazet the Great 
Turk, provide^ a' mighty Fleet to invade Sicily , by chat means to divert the Spaniards from 
the Conqueft of Granada . 

Whilft the Moorei were running, to ruin, the Portuguefes fending out Fleets every year, o- Dlfcdv* 
peried themfelves a way to the Eaftern Countreys. A mighty Undertaking, firft commenced sies of 
as has been faid, by Prince Henry , who firft caufed the Coart of Africk, along the Ocean’ t,,e p f' 
to be difeovered. • This Work was continued feveral years after without incermiflion. But tMSU * ai 
the Profit in thofe Difcoveries not anf'wering the Trouble and Coft, they defigned to pafs on¬ 
ward to the rich Provinces of India, to bring home to their Country the Riches of thofe Parts 
which Heaven had fo largely bellowed upon thofe People, as all forts of Spice Precious 
Stones, Pearls, Gold, Silver, Ivory, and many other Things which the infetiable Pride of 
Man rather than Neoeflity has caufed to be highly valued. Things ftrange and at that great 
diftance are never truly reprefented, but highly magnified. It was reported there were Woods 
of great tall Trees, of Cinnamon, Caffiafirtula, and Cloves, great rtore of Pepper and Gin¬ 
ger, Beafts of extraordinary Shapes,- and Men of ftrange Cuftoms and Countenances. The 
Wifer fort thought it a great JVfadnefs for a Kingdom fb fmall, and of fo little ftrength .Is 
Portugal, to feek out thofe Nations, feated in refpeft to them, in the utmoft bounds of the 
Earth, and parted from them by fiich a vaft Ocean. But all Difficulties yielded to Avarice 
and Ambition. To this purpofe the King of Portugal fome years fincefent Bartholomew Diaz, 
an able Pilot, to the Cape of Good Hope, which is the utmoft point of Africk to the South* 
and beyond the Eysinottial. ITe parted that Cape, and came to a River which he called Del 
Infante, With Bartholomew Diaz, went F. Antony of the Order of S. Francis, who was an 
A&ive and Bold Man. He having viewed a great part of Africk and Affia, travelling from 
that place came at laft to Hierujalem. Laftly, he returning by Land, and Bartholomew Diaz by 
.Sea, gave an Account to the King of what they had difeovered.. This encouraged the Port,,- 
guefes to proceed in fb great an Undertaking. For the better carrying on of their Dcfigii, 
they chole two Men off Courage and Experience, and that were great Mailers of the Ara- 
bick Language, to proceed in this Difcovery, one of them was Peter Covillam, and the other 
Alonfo de Payva. To fave the vaft Charge of a Fleet they were fent by Land to difeover the 
inferior Parts of- Africk and AJm, each of them taking one of thofe Parts of the World for 
his Province. With'thefe Inftruaions they fet out of Lisbon on the i jth of May, took Naples 
and Rome in their way, thence parted to Hterufalem, then to Alexandria, and fo to Grand 
Caere, the principal City of Egypt. Here they parted, Peter Cavillam for Ormuz, an Ifland at 
the mouth of the Pcrfian Gulph, and thence to Calicut. Alonfo de Payva undertook, to exa¬ 
mine the Inland of Ethiopia, where he, died. For this Reafon, and becaufe he received Letters 
from the King, ordering him not to return till he had fiirveyed all thofe Provinces, Peter Co - 
villam went into Ethiopia. Alexander, Nats, and David , fuccelfively Emperors of Ethiopia, 
and vulgarly called Prefer John , took an Affeftion to Covillam, and therefore would .not fuf- 
fer him to return home, but gave hima Wife and Land to live upon. Since he could not re¬ 
turn, he thence fent an Account to the King in Writing of all lie had fecn. He laid Calicut 
Was the Richeft and molt famous Place of Trade in all the Eaft, the Inhabitants of a Sallow 
Complexion, not Warlike, and Extravagant in their manner of living : That they went 
Naked from the Wafte upwards, wore much Gold and Silk, their Arms loaded with Pearls, 
a Cimiter hanging from their Shoulders. That one Woman Married feveral Husbands, for 
which reafon no body Knowing the Father, the Nephews, being Sons of Sifters, Inherited. 
That in Ethiopia were many large Provinces of Blacks, that they all profefs Chriftianity, but 
much corrupted with, Jew ft and Heretical Cuftoms. That they were all fiibjeft to one power- 
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ful King who maintained mighty Armies of Horfe and F oot, and always lived in the Field. 
To conclude, that he believed thofe People might be eafily reconciled to the Church, if 
Ambaffadors were fent, and Peace and Commerce fettled with them. But molt of thefe 
things hapned fome Years later. It is time to return to Caftite. • 


C H A P. VII. 

Tumults in Aragon, the Cities Ajfociate there; The War with the Moores renewed, 
and feveral Places taken from them , which they with the fame facility recover ; Maximi¬ 
lian King of the Romans aimes to Marry the princefs Elizabeth of Caftile 

T W A Fter the taking of Malaga, when King Ferdinand thought to have gone on in his Con- 
i n X “ queft, the troubles in Aragon oblged him to go thither, to put $ 4 top to the Murders 

flop the and Robberies committed there. At Valencia D. Philip de Aragon Matter of the Order of 
progrefs Monte fa killed John de Valterra, a noble Youth and his Rival, for both Courted the Lady 
f. Ellenor Marchionefs of Cotron , and Daughter ot Anthony Centellas , which occalioned great 
Granada Tumults in that City. To obviate thefe harms. King Ferdinand fet out from Cordova, and 
' arrived at Zaragoga on the 19th of November, The manner of choofing Magn ates in that 
City was altered. The Council and Commons ufed before to have the Election of them, 
and now becaule that produced Difputes and Mutinies, they defired for the Future the No¬ 
mination of them fhould be in the King. Befides the Towns affociated after the manner of 
Caftile, each engaging to contribute to the Maintenance of 156 Horfe, who were to Travel 
about, and punilh all Malefadors. It was Ordained that the King fhould have the choofing 
of the Captain of this Affociation, or Brotherhood, out of 3 Citizens* of Zaragofa, named 
by the Council of that City* Laws were alfo Enatfted to prevent their abuling the Power 
1488. given them. This was concluded at the beginning pf the Year 1488. At the fame time 
came Leonard \ Tocco a Grecian, and of the Family of the Grecian Emperors (whom the Turks 
had drove out of his Dominions, and obliged to lly into Italy ) Ambaffador from the King of 
Naples, % t o conclude the Match before piopofed betwixt the Grandlon of that King, and 
the Princefs Elizabeth, Daughter to King Ferdinand. This Affair took not Effecft, becaule the 
King defigned to Marry his Daughter to the King of France ,* or elfe to the Prince of Portugal, 
hoping that would-be a fecure Band of friendlhip with either of thofe Nations. Inttead of 
her, he offered his Qther Daughter, the Princels Mary. From Zaragcca the King and Queen 
went to Valencia , thither came to them Alan Father to John aP Albret, King of Navarre, He 
came to ask Succour againft the King of France who bad Conquered part of that Kingdom, 
and the Navarrois themfelves who were in Rebellion, particularly the Biamontcfes were pofief- 
led of great pare of Navarre, and kept the King out; notwithstanding, but three Years be¬ 
fore all things had been agreed, and the Earl of Lerin with his whole Family and followers 
had been reitored to their Polfeflions, and others given them that they might relt contented. 
It was alfo propofed that the King fh.ould Proteft Francis Duke of Britany, whofe Daughter 
Ann , many Princes (ought to have to Wife, becaufe he had no Heir Male. Charles the 8th, 
King of France made War on him on this account, Monfietir d'Albret and the Duke of 
Orleans favoured that Duke. Maximilian then King of the Remans was a {faulted by the People 
of Bruges in Flanders, and kept Prifbner. All thefe'things troubled the King becaufe Maximi¬ 
lian was a friend to Spain , and d' Albret who gave the Intelligence, bis Confederate. In fine, 
a League was concluded betwixt the King and Alan, againft all Princes, except the King 
of France , \yhom it was not convenient for Alan or his Son to difoblige, becaule their Domi¬ 
nions were either in his Power, or at leaft lay expofed to him, yet all this was Counterfeit, 
for the real defign was to make ufeof the Forces of Spain againft France. It was agreed a- 
mong other things, that a Fleet fhould be fittedout on the Coaft of B if cay, and Men railed to 
be lent to Britany, under the Command of Michael John deGralia a Catalonian. All this 
Affair was Concluded and Signed on the 2 ithof March. 

Several The Cortes of Valencia were opened in that City, and broke up at Origuela, to fettle that 
Places ta- Country, which done, King Ferdinand made haft through the Kingdom of Murcia, tharbor- 
kenfrom ders on the Moorish Territories. Great preparations were made lor carrying on the Warj 
the Metres. anc ] f u bduing that Country where Albohardil with much difficulty fupported the Tide of a 
King, tho’ ftill ftronger than his Nephew, as being poffefled.of Guadix Almeria, and Bap*, 
with .all the Mountain Country of Granada , which was as far as the Sea, whence he gathered 
a greater Revenue becaule the Mountain was untouched, befides the great advantage made 
of the. filken Manufacture which is the beft of all Spain, The Natives hated Boabdil, looking 
upon him as a Coward and Friend to the Chriftians, and Albohardil had gained Reputation 
by taking a great Booty about Alcala Real, John de Benavides who Commanded ther e, foon 
revenged this Lois, burning all the Territory of Almeria. The Warlike preparations v/cu: 
not carried on with that Vigour the King could have wifired, becaufe Andalvzia had luffered 
this Year and the laft by the Plague. The King Ordered the Rendezvonz to be at Murcia, 
where lie was refolving to Attack Vera , a Town upon the Sea-coaft. No reliftance was 
made, but it furrendred on the 10th of June, Mtixacra, Velez el Blanco and VxU ss el Rubh

New Tumults broke out in Aragon, upon account that the Nobility were for 
breaking off the Affociation not long fince formed betwixt the Cities, as a thing that Curb¬ 
ed them. They never gave over til) fome Years after; at the Cortes held at Barcelona they 
obtained the Affociation fhould be diffolved for Ten Years. John de Fonfeca and Alvaro Ar- 
ronio were lent Ambaffadors to Flanders, to procure the Liberty of Maximilian King of the 
Romans, imprilbned by the People of Bruges. They.managed their bufinefs fo well that he 
was Releafed and Reconciled to his Subjects. His firft. Wife the Lady Mary, to whom be¬ 
longed the Dominion of Flanders being dead, he alpired to Marry the Princels Elizabeth of 
Caftile. Her Father and Mother did not confent, becaufe file was promifed in Portugal yet 
they offered one of that Prineefs’s Sifters for Philip his Son and Heir. Frederick the Emperor 
his Grandfather upon this defign of Marrying him in- Spain gave him the Title of Archduke 
of Auftria, whereas before they were only called Dukes. The Fleet the Lord eP Albret was 
fitting out on the Coaftof Bifcay, contributed much towards the obtaining the Liberty bf 
Maximilian , the People of Bruges being jealous it was defigned againft them. The Fleet 
Sailed to Britany , where the Duke of Orleans and his Confederates were overthrown by the

CHAP. VIII. * 

The Maflerftips of all the Military Orders in Spain, annexed to the Crown forever 5 
Three Cities and other Places taken from the Moores; Elizabeth Princefs of Caftile 
Married to Alonfo Prince of Portugal 5 Tits and his Fathers death. 

A T the end of this Year died Gazri Lopez de Padilla, Mafter of Calatrava. Many afpired Maftrf- 
to that Dignity,^ but .King Ferdinand by virtue of a Bull obtained of Pope Innocent to fhipsof 
that purpofe, annexed it to the Crown. The fame was afterwards done with the other Ma- Military 
fterfnips, whence it followed that rewards due to Soldiers were afterwards beftowed on orders aru 
Courtiers. The ufual Confufions at the Election of thofe Matters, and the Lownelsof the "l X £ t0 
Kings Revenue were the caufeof this Alteration. In the Eaft Bajazet the Turk gathered a ttieCrowfl 
mighty Army and Fleet, which Allarmed all the Chriflian Princes,, but his defign was a- 
gainft the Soldan of Egypt. Only 11 Galliots of Pyrats invaded the Iflandof Malta, and 
plundered it all up to the very Walls of the City. This Illand having Two Ports, can contain 
any Fleet, The Ports are divided by a point of Land called of Santelmo. This Point ic 
was judged neceffary to Fortifie, that the Enemy might not poffels themfelves of the Iflahd, 
and from thence Infeft the Coafts of the Chriftians. A Fleet Sailed from Sicily in fearch of 
thefe Pyrats, but came ^00 late, for they were gone with their Booty. Another Fleet Sailed 
from Spain, with Ferdinand de Acuna who went Viceroy into Sicily. It was defigned not on¬ 
ly to defend their own Coafts, but to Invade thofe of Africk. King Ferdinand joined in 
a League with the King of Fmgftand, and Honfe of Auftria. againft the King of France.

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All this tended towards (ubduing of the Kingdom of Naples , whicli fome of the Banifhed 
Nobility offered to King Ferdinand, and others to the King of France , as the more Powerful 
*aSo and an Enemy to the Houfe of Aragon. At the beginning of the Year 1489, 1000 Horfe 
and 2000 Foot were fent into Brit any to iiiccour the Lady Ann, who fucceeded her Father 
in that Dukedom. D. Peter Sarmiento Earl of Salinas Commanded that Body. The War . 
againft the Moores of Granada was of more Moment, and greater advantages were expefted 
from it, therefore theKing and Queen fet out from Medina del Campo towards Andalusia upon 
Three Cl- the 2* th of March.

This done Bapa 
the Mures was Inverted. This City is Seated on the Side of a Hill, down which, and along the plain 
below it, runs a fmall River, on all other fides.it is encompaffed with other rifing Grounds. 

It was well Garrifoned and fumiftied with all Neceffaries for if Months. The Situation 
did not allow any Engines to be brought up to the Walls. About 1000 Horfe, and 2000 Foot 
fallied out of the City and did us fome harm, our Men being intangled betwixt the Chan¬ 
nels of Water, but others coming to their Relief, the Enemy was repulfed with confiderable 
lofs. Several other Skirmilhes happened, our Men deftroying all the Orchards 1 : about the 
City. Out Men could not deal with the Enemy upon equal Terms, but they overpowred 
them in number. Thus the Siege was prolonged, and King Ferdinand was dubious whether 
he had not beft raife the Siege, efpecially becaufe he loft many of his Men by Sicknefs an<J 
other accidents. The Marquefs of Cadiz, then made a Duke, advifed to raife the Siege 
However the. King relblved to continue it, and the more to Curb the Befieged caufed a 
Trench to be drawn quite round the Walls, with Nine Forts at convenient diltances, all 
ftrongly Guarded, to prevent being furprized by the Enemy, Sallying. All the Army was 
conveniently Potted about the Place, and the Duke of Cadiz, with 4000 Plorfe had charge 
of the Artillery. Thus no relief could enter the City, but they had plenty of Provifions. 
In the Camp there was great fcarcity of Bread and Money, and yet freJh Troops came 
in daily. About October catlie the Dukes of Najara and Aha, in Mourning for their Fa¬ 
ther lately deceafed. The Admiral alfo came, and the Marquis de AJlorga . Soon after 
arrived the Queen, .with the Princefs Elizabeth, the Cardinal of Toledo and other Prelates. 
The Queens coming, as I believe altered the refolution of the Befieged, believing now the 
Siege was fixed. Hazen the Governor having confultcd his King, who was at Guadix, 
tho’ lie might have held out much .longer, furrendred the City, when leart the Chrittians 
expected it. On the 4th of December the Capitulation was Signed, and the day following 
the King and Queen entred the City in triumphant manner. James de Mendosus, Lieute¬ 
nant of Gayrla, and Brother to the Cardinal of Spain was made Governor. This ftruck 
fuch a Terror into the Moores that many Towns furrendied, gave Hoftages, and furnifh- 
ed Corn and all other neceffaries. Among thefe the chiefell were Tavema and Seron. 
What is more wonderful, the Cities Guadix and Aimer]a, either of which might liave en¬ 
dured a long Siege, fubmitted of their own accord- King AlbokardU himlelf confented to 
it, and came out of Almeria to meet King Ferdinand in the Camp, by whom he was. fplen- 
didly entertained. Befides, Two ftrong Cattles upon the Sea Coaft were taken, the one 
called Alrniimcar, in which the Treasures of the Moorijh Kings ufed to be kept. The other 
was Solobrena , where the Brothers and Sons of the Kings ufed to be kept in the nature of 
Piifbners. Francis Ramirez, General of the Artillery, who had behaved himfelf bravely up¬ 
on feveral occafions, was appointed Governor of that Cattle. After performing fuch great 
A&ions, ^ Review of the Army was taken on the laft day of December preceding the Year 
J4 0 1490, and it appeared by the Mutter Rolls 20000 Men were loft, 3000 of them killed 

by the Moores , the reft confumed by Sicknefs. Many of the meaner fort were frozen to 
death. 

Tliei Mm- King Ferdinand let flip no Opportunity of pulling down the tottering Kingdom of the 
ijh King Moors. Gutierre de Cardenas, Chief Commendary of Leon , who did great Service during this 
fubmits, War, concluded the Treaty with the unfortunate Moorish King. By Virtue of this Capitula- 
• tion, he had the Town of Fandaraa on the Mountains of Granada, with all its Dependencies, 
amounting to the Yearly Value of 10000 Ducats, allowed him for his Maintenance. A fmall 
Rccompence for a Kingdom, but good enough for him who began his Reign with the Murder 
of his Brother. The new conquered Moors were allowed to keep their Lands and Pofleffions, 
but not to live within Cities, left they fhould have the Power of Fortifying themlelves, and 
Rebelling, for which caufe they were all difarmed. Thefe Conditions were proclaimed at 
Guadix. This done,’ the King and Queen went away to Ecija, and thence to Scvil. All 
Places by the way received them, as if they had dropped from Heaven. Foreign Princes, 
Elizabeth m ?

F .Anthony Wlillan, Guardian of the Francifcan 
Convent at Jordan lent by the Soldan with this Melfage, bv the way vificed the King of 
ATy,r, and coming thences into Spain, delivered his Embaify, bringing alfo a Letter from the 
King of Naples who was fuppofed to be a greater Friend to the Moors, than became a Chri- 
ftian Prince. He advifed King Ferdinand, fi„ Ce the Moors had dona him no Wrong, not to 
opprels them only upon account of Religion, which might occafion greater Harms. King Fcr- 
was no way difeouraged at the Threats of the Soldan, nor approved of theKing of 
Naples his Advice. Yet after the War was ended, he fent Peter Martyr, His Ambaffador, to 
the Soldan to appeafe him. Hea fo, before he enter’d upon the War again, fent his Reafons 
lor fo doing to the King of Naples. The Guardian, both in regard of his Character as Am- 
battador and 1 the Opinion of his San<ftity, was nobly Treated, and difmifled with rich Pre- 
fents. King Ferdinand offered the Citizens of Granada, if they would fubmit, they lliould be 
treated m the fame manner as the others that had done fo before. This moved both the Fa¬ 
ctions in that City to join, in order to oppofe the Common Enemy: for the Moorifh King was 
convinced, that King Ferdinand , tho’ he pretended to be his Friend, would never defitt till he 
was Matter of that City.

CHAP. IX. 

The Wat with the Moors now effectually renewed ; The Defcription of the City Granada ; 
King Ferdinand lays Siege to it, and builds a Town for his Army to Quarter in during the 
Siege $ to Jheiv his Reflation not to depart without being Majler of that City. 

Wat with # T 1 HE King and Queen fpent the Winter at Scvil, and in the Spring renewed the War. The 
the Mtors A Queen Hayed behind at Alcala Reall with her Children, to furnifh all things neceilary, 
renewed. an d foon after to follow and take part of the Honour and Danger of that Enterprizc. All the 
Nobility came in Pei Ion, and the Cities lent Troops upon their own coft, with which and 
the other Forces King Ferdinand in three days appeared irt fight of Granada, upon Saturday the 
1491. 23d of Aprfft^x. He encamped at Gnetar, a Village a League and a half from Granada: 
Thence he lent the Marqueft <U Viltena with 3000 Horfe to Icour the neighbouring Moun¬ 
tains, promifing to follow him with the whole Army to reliever him, in cafe the Mountain- 
Moon, who aie bold and daring, fhould fall Upon him, or thofe of the City offer to cut off 
his Retreat. Accordingly he advanced to Padul, and repulfed the Moors of the City, who 
thought to fall upon the Mar quels’s Rear. By this means the Marquels was left at liberty to 
execute his Orders, burnt 9 Villages of the Infidels, and returned to the King loaded with 
Plunder. This beginning was looked upon as a good Omen of future fuccefs. They advan¬ 
ced together to ravage the remoter Parts of the Mountain, which they did fuccefsfully, plunder¬ 
ing and burning 15 other Villages. Befides, they defeated a Body of Moorilh Horle and Foot, 
who had fecured the Pafles againft our Army. The Booty was very confiderable, that 
Country being very rich, beeaufe untouched till that time, being naturally ftrong and well 
guarded, as was requifite, the City being fiipplied there with Provifions. All this being per¬ 
formed without any lofs or bloodfhed, the Army returned to its firft Quarters; there they 
fortified themfelves for the prelent. They muftered 1 0000 Horle and 40000 Foot, the very 
Flower of the Spanilh Soldiery, being all Men of tried Valour, and expert Soldiers. In the 
City was allb a great number of Horle and Foot, and all of them good Soldiers, being the 
Remains of all the late Wars. The multitude of Citizens was not of any moment, they 
being a lort of People always lavifh of their Tongues, but Cowards when they came to 
Dsfciipti- Action. The City of Granada , by realon of its Situation, Largnefs, Forts, .Walls, and Bul- 
cirv Gra. waiks > f eemed impregnable. On the Well-fide of it is a large Plain, about iy Leagues in 
nJa. ‘ compafs, pleafant and fruitful as well of its own Nature, as by reafon of the Blood that had 
been there Ihed for many Years, which made it fat: Befides, that 36 Springs running down 
from tht Mountains do render it more beautiful and rich than can eafily be imagined. On 
the Eaft of it i« the Mountain Elvira , where formerly Hood the City lliberis , as appears by the 
Name Elvira. The liiowy Mountain called Sierra Nevada lies on the South-fide of it, and runs 
down as far as the Mediterranean Sea: The fides of it are not deep or craggy, and are there- 
fore cultivated and well peopled. The City it felf is feated partly upon the Plain, and partly 
upon two Hills j betwixt them runs the River Darn, which as (ebon as out of the City, mixes 
with, and lofes itsNamein the River Xenil, that runs quite a-croft the Plain in length. The 
Walls are very ftrong, there bsing upon them 1030 Towers at diftances, very beautiful for 
their Number and good Structure. Formerly it had 7 Gates, now 12. It cannot well be en- 
clofed all round, bccaufe of its great extent, and the unevennels of the Ground. Towards the 
Plain where theaccefs is eafieft, it is fortified with Towers and Bulwarks: In that part Hands 
the Cathedral, then a Moorifh Mofque nothing curious, now beautiful. It is held in 
great Veneration by all the neighbouring People, and famous not fo much for its Riches as 
the Number and Piety of Clergy belonging to it. Near this Church is the great Market¬ 
place called Bavarambla , 200 Foot in breadth, and three times as long. The Buildings 
about it Hand in a Hreight Line j the Shops and Streets about it beautiful. Of two Cafiles 
that belong to the Cky, the cbiefcH lies betwixt the Eafl and Weft, encompaffed with a Wall 
of its own, and Handing above the other Buildings. It is called Alhambra , that is Red, of tie 
colour of the Earth about it, and is fo big it looks like a City. In it is the Royal Palace and 
Monaftery of S Franc u, the burial place of the Marquels dc Tnigo dc Mendoza, the firH Go 
vernour of it. King Mahomet Mir laid the Foundation of this Cattle; other Kings conti¬ 
nued the Work, and it was finifhed by King Jofeph Balbagix , as appears by the Arabick In- 
feription over the Gate on a Marble Stone, lignifying the Work was finifhed by that King, in 
the Year of the Moorifh Account 747, which according to us is 1346. This fame King built 
the Caftle of Alb Azin, oppofite to this Caffle. The expencc of this Work was fo great, that 
b .caufe ’twas thought his Revenue could not bear it, the People gave out he bad found the 
Philufopher’s Stone.

A Fter putting fo Honourable an end to the War of Granada, and totally fubverting the 
Kingdom of the Moores in Spain, King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth bent their 
thoughts upon greater and more glorious Undertakings. Left the great number 
they had of brave and expert Soldiers fhould be debauched with Luxury and Eafe, 
fince nothing remained to Conquer at home, they lent them to fubdue Kingdoms abroad. 
Thus the Dominion and Name of the Spaniards till then confined within the bounds of their 
own Country, was not only fpread abroad through France, Italy , and Barbary, but extended 
to the utmoft bounds of the Earth. I am lenfible the Work that lies before me is too great 
for my weak Capacity, and might ftartle the greateft Wits. For this Reafon in the Preface 
to nry Latin Hiftory, I laid I would conclude with the War of Granada, but feveral Learned 
People have perfwaded me, this Work would be imperfect ending there, that the Actions 
fince performed are fo glorious they will be an Ornament to all the reft, and chat every one 
is more deliehed with Modern Hiftory, than with that which its Antiquity makes dubious.

The Duke applied himfelf for Succour to j 
the Englijh, Germans, and Spaniards. To this purpofe, as has been faid, Alan d'Albret, Fa- 
ther to the King of Navarre, hoping to Marry the Lady Ann, came to King Ferdinand, then 
at Valencia , and prevailed with him to fend a Fleet and Land Forces under the Command of j 

John Gralla into Britany .' Thefe Forces and the Dukes were defeated by the French in the 
Month of Augufi 1488. After this the King of France and Duke of Brit ay were reconciled, 
the Duke promifing not to Marry his Daughters without that King’s Content, which he per¬ 
formed, for he died the following year, leaving them both Maids. He appointed the Ma- 
refchal of Britany Tutor to his.Daughter, and Governourof the Province, who favoured the 
Pretentions of Monfieur d’Albert, but the Earl of Dunou and the Chancellor oppofed, and 
.the Prince of Orange, who was her near Kiqfinan, fcized upon the Dutchefs and her Sifter. 

The Marefchal obtained Succours out of England. The Prince of Orange had recourle to the 
Kings of the Romans and of Spain. King Ferdinand fent 1000 choice Horfe under the Com¬ 
mand of D- Peter Gomez, Sarmiento Earl of Salinas, who landed in Britany at the beginning of 
the year 1490. This Succour did nothing there, and d 7 Albrct dcfpairing of fuccefs, upon pro- 
mife of being made Conftable of France, refolved to change Parties, and accordingly delivered 
up Nantes, the chief City of that Dukedom, to the French. King Ferdinand feeing his Forces 
were of no ufe in Britany, and upon hopes given him of being reftored to Ruffnion and Cer- 
daigne, called them home. Luis XI. King of France, had ordered that Reftiturion to be made 
in In's Will, being perfwaded fo to do by F. Francis de Paula, Founder of the Minims, whom 
he fent for out of Italy before his death. The Spaniards being gone, the King of France foon 
poffeifed himfelf of the greateft part of britany, and prefently after Manied Ann the Dutchefs.

Certain it is, that 
Ferdinand MagaUanes , a Portugues, being difgofted becaufe his King did not Reward his Ser¬ 
vices done in India, perfwaded>$he Emperor Charles V. Grandfon to King Ferdinand , that a 
new way might be found to the Moluco Iflands by the South Weft. He had * Ships given him 
for this Enterprize, and failed from Send in the year 1519. Having touched at the Canaries, 
he Coafted all along Brafd, and found a Streightin *3 Degrees of South Latitude, which ot 
him is called the Streight of Magellan. At the entrance of that Streight one of the Ships ftruck 
upon a Rock and was loft; another weary of that long Voyage ftole away by nighr, and re¬ 
turned to Sevil. With the reft he paffed the Streight, and was himlelf with fome of his 
Companions killed in an Ifland called Zubu. Thofe that were left being too few to Man alt 
the Ships, burnt one, and with the other two came to the Moluco Iflands. They loaded in 
the Wand of Ttdore , but one of them being very leaky was loft. The other coming round 
by the Cape of Good Hope , at laft arrived at Sevil, 3 years after his departure. The Ship was 
called the Viilory, the Matter John Sebaftian Cano , a Bifcainer , whofe Name ought never to be 
forgotten,as being the firft that failed round the World. Many afterwards attempted that fame 
Voyage, but the Profit not anfwering the Trouble it was laid afide, as alfo becaule King John 
of Portugal lent the Emperor Charles V- 3*0000 Duccats, upon Condition lie and his Heire 
ffiould defift from that Undertaking, till the Money were repaved. On the Right Hand of 
that Neck of Land, which we have faid lies between the North and South Seas, is the King¬ 
dom of Ne-in Spain , and the City Mexico , its Metropolis, feated in the midft of a Lake. 
Over this and many other large Provinces and Kingdoms Reigned the mighty Emperor 
Montezuma , whom Ferdinand Cortes in the year 1*20, with wonderful Refolution, apprehend¬ 
ed, and made Prifoner in his own Palace. He being killed accidentally by a Stone caft at a 
Window where he was looking out to appeaie his People, Cortes brought thofe vaft Provinces 
under the fubjeftion of Charles the Emperor, gained himfelf Eternal Honour, and left to his 
Succeflbrs the Marqueffes del Valle , a great Ettate in the Kingdom of Mexico. On the Left 
Hand of that Neck ojf Land Francis Pizarro, in the year 152*, difeovered the Kingdom of 
Peru, and 6 years after Conquered it, taking and putting to death Atabalipa Lord of than 
Country. This is the richeft Gountrey for Mines of Gold and Silver hitherto, difeovered, 
infomuch that all the Utenfils of thofe People, even to their Pots and Kettles, were of thefe 
precious Mettals. Pizarro fhared not the vaft Booty he got there fairly with James dcAlma- 
gro, his principal Companion in that Conqucft, and the reft of his Men, and yet the meanelt 
Soldier’s part came to 9000 Duccats, which the richeft Plunder ever ta ken till that time. 
His Force was about 300 Men, who in Battle overthrew above 100000 Indians. Riches and 
i’U-ntv produced - Pride and Infolence, for Ferdinand, Brother to Frauds Viz wo, undei Hand¬ 
ing 
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idg that Atmagro openly complained of the Wrong done Inin and meditated Reraice he 
murdered him. A Baftard Son of Almagro , whom he had by an Indian and whole Name 
was James, affaulted the Houfe of. Francis Pizarro in the City ol' LimJ, and kil'ed him in 
revenge of his Father. This was a bold Attempt/and to punifh ic the Govemour Chrifo. 
pher Vaca de Caftro, joined with Gonpalo Pizarro, another Brother of the faid Frauds and with 
their Forces overthrew and killed the faid James. This Victory and Ills great Riches fo Duffed 
up Gtnpalo Pizarro , that he attempted to make himfelf ablolute Lord of that Country Bhfco 
Nunez Vela was fent by the Emperor from Spain to be Viceroy of Peru, him the Rebel lions 
Spaniards took Prifoner, and put to Death. Afterwards the Licentiate Peter de Gafca tho 1 
Prieft, and one of the General Council of the Inquifkion, put an end to all thofe Tumults 
rather by Policy than Force. He put to death Gonpalo Pizarro, and the other Heads of the 
Rebellion. This done he returned into Spain , where he was firff Bilhop of Palendi then of 
Siguenpa till the end of his‘Life, which was very long. Ferdinand Pizarro, the only Surviver 
of die Three Brothers, was long a Prifoner in Spain , for before the Rebellion of his Brother 
he came to anfwer for the Murder of Almagro, which was the caufe of all thofe Broils • Thus 
God punilhed the Murder of the Emperor Atabalipa, not fuffering one of his Enemies to 
efoape fcotfree, and the ill acquired Riches perifhed with their Owners. The Cuftoms of a!! 
thefe People were ftrange, and all other things extraordinary. Their Fife, Bealls Trees and 
Herbs all different from ours. They had no ufe of Letters, no Money, no Weights nor did 
they build any Ships, only Boats of one Tree hollowed like Trays, which they call Canoes 
For Cloathing they had neither Linncn, Woollen, nor Silk, but only Cotton, whereof there 
is abundance. There was no Iron, and coniequently none of the Weapons and other Necef 
faries made thereof. Corn like ours they have none, but a Grain they call Maiz nor Oil nor 
Wine made of Grapes, but they wanted not other Liquors to make them Drunk to which 
they are much addifted. They know not how to make Candles of Wax or Tallow There 
were no Beafts of Burden, nor to Ride, nor Carts, or Litters. Prifoners taken in War 
and Slaves, were facrificed in fuch vaft numbers, that it is held for a certain truth above 20-00 
perifhed in this manner every year in only the City Mexico , whole Flefli they eat without any 
loathing. It was Cuftomary to have many Wives, and Sodomy was permitted, fo brutifh was 
their Government. Their Garb was ftrange, and many went quite naked. Afterwards Chile 
upon the South Sea was difeovered, where were found Warlike Indians , and difficult to be 
lubdued, and on our fide beyond Brafil and the River ds la Plata lies Paraguay and Tucuman 
extending to the Streights of Magellan. The Philippine. Iflands were found at another time" 
and took their Name from Philip II. King of Spain. The Lieutenant Michael Lopez de Le- 
gafpi, conquered the chief of them called Luzon, and its City Manila , on the 18th of May 
1572. Laftly, in the year 1*98, a good Body of Men under the Command of D.John-de 
Onatc, fet out from Mexico , to the Ccnqueft of New Mexico. This Country lies in about 30 
deg. of N. Lat. The Soil is’fruitful, the People more polifhed than the other Indians their 
Houfes 3 or 4, and fome 7 Stories high. It was known by hearfay ever lince the time of 
Cortes , and often attempted to be conquered, but never before with fuch a Power The 
Succefs was not anfwerable to fo great Preparations. This may fuffice as to the Weft.hulks 
Chiles VIII. King of France, being inflamed with the defire of conquering the Kingdom of *«#///«* 
Naples, to which he pretended he had a good Title, thought it neceflhry to fecure King For. and c «" 
dinand, by entring into a League with him, left he fhould in his abfenceinvade France the d ft s ” e ' s - 
Kingdom of Naples belonging to the Houfe of Aragon. To this purpoie a Treaty was carried r to 
on for reftoring Rujfillon and Ccrdaigne. King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth leaving the Go- !*■„,»v ' 
vetnment of their new Kingdom of Granada to the Earl of TendiUa, in June fee out towards 
Aragon, to be nearer to their Commiflioners who managed that Treaty. At Zaravoca they 
fettled the Government of that City, and went thence to Barcelona in Otfober. There as the 
King came out from giving Audience, according to Cuftom, one John Canamam , Z Cat ale. 
nian, came up with his naked Sword to kill him, and gave him a Wound under his Ear. This 
Fellow being apprehended, it appeared he was Mad, and had undertaken that Atf ion, be- 
caufe he Dreamed that if he killed the King he fhould fucceed him. However, he was torn 
with Pinchers and then burnt. The League betwixt Spain and France, after much alterca¬ 
tion, was laftly concluded at Narbonne on the 18th of January 1493, all Princes, except the 
Pope, being excluded. It was agreed that the King of Spain fhould not Marry his Daughters 
without the confent of the King of France, and that on this account Rujfillon and Cerdaigne 
fhould be reftored. However fome months paffed before the execution. Next, to pacifie 
Maximilian King of the Romans, the King ot France reftored to him his Daughter, and the 
Earldom of Artois her Dower, and gave him Security for the Reftitucion of the Earldom of 
Burgundy, and the reft of the Dutchy wrongfully detained from him. At the fame time died 
the Emperor Frederick, and his Son Maximilian fucceeded him. King Ferdinand continued 
Bill in Aragon and Catalonia, till fuch time, as according to Contra^, RuJfiUon and Cerdaigne 
were, delivered to him in September , the French Garrifbn marching out. All Hiftorians, and 
cfpecially the French , blame that King for parting with thofe Dominions he had in poffefrion 
upon an uncertain hope. Many lay the blame on the Bilhop of Albi, who was the French 
Ambaflador at the Treaty, and lay he was corrupted with- Span, ft Gold. 
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CHAP. III. 

Palma, one of the Canary JJUnds Conquered ; The Mafterflsips of the Three Military 6 A 
ders annexed to the Crown of Callile; The Original of the Neopolitan War\ The 
death of Ferdinand King of Naples. 

A T the lame time that King Ferdinand recovered Rujftllon , he was'in the fartbeft part 
of Spain reftored to the ifland of Cadiz, and its Port, which is one of the moft famous 
in the whole World. King Henry the IV. had with his wonted PrQdigality giv$n it to D. 
John Pome dc Leon Earl of Arm, who dying forne Months after the taking of Granada, that 
Ifland was taken from Roderick Ponce his Grandfon and Heir, and reftored to the Crown. 
Yet in lieu of it the Town, of Cafares in Africk , was given to Roderick Ponce, and his 
Palma, Title of Dari, changed into that of Duke of Arm. The Ifland Palma, one of the Canaries , 

one of wa S now Conquered by Alonfo de Lugo, lent by the King and Queen upon that Expedition. 

1 11 rn''”T ® ut die moll confiderable thing which hapned this Year, was that the King poflefled himfelf 
conquer- S °f die Mafterfhips of the Three Military Orders in Cafitie. The Matters were exempt frpm 
ed. ’ the Regal Jurisdi&ion, and were lb excelfive powerful by realon of their vaft Riches and ma¬ 
ny Dependants, that they were grown terrible to the Kings themfelves. For this realon 
Pope Innocent the VIII. granted the Catholick King Ferdinand Ihould hold thole Mafter¬ 
lhips as Adminiftrator. This Bull was obtained about the fame time that D. Garcia dePa- 
M a ft or- ( } t n a M a ft er 0 f Calatrava departed this Life, which was in the Year 1487, and D. Alonfo 
die\°Mi- ^ Cardenas , Matter of Santiago dying at this time, the King took poffefltonof that Mafter- 
]; tar yOrI Ihip. The following Year he agreed with D. Jobs de Zuniga Mailer of Alcantara to refign 
d«rs inf«- up that Dignity to him, and in lieu of it to accept of the Archbilhoprick of Sevil. Thus 
parabty the King became Matter of thole Three Orders lor his Life, and Pope Alexander joined 
“” ne * ec * with him Queen Elizabeth , appointing her to Inherit thole Dignities after his death. Lattly 
Crown P°P e Adrian lome Years after, to oblige his Schollar Charles the Emperor, granted to him 
and his Heirs the Prefentation of all the Bifliops in Spain , which before, the Kings had on¬ 
ly liberty to recommend by way of Suit. He allb afligned him the Adminiltration of 
the Three Military Orders for ever. To this laft Matter of Alcantara , who was afterwards 
a Cardinal, The Matter Antony de Nebripra dedicated his Di<ftionary. This was a Man wor¬ 
thy of Immortal Fame, and to have his Name Recorded in the Hiftory of Spain , as well 
becaufe he laid the Foundation of all the Learning of the Latin Tongue there, as for the ma¬ 
ny Books he writ, fraught with good Do&rine, and Learning. Among his other Works, 
he compofed the Hiftories of the Wars of Granada, and that of Navarre, which hapned 
feme Years after j true k is, in thofe Works there appears more of his diligence and fincerity, 
than elegancy. At the fame time that the Marquefs of Cadiz, and Matter of Santiago died, 
Henry de Guzman Duke of Medina Sidonia , and D. Peter Enriquez Lieutenant of Andaluzia de¬ 
parted this Life. D. John his Son fucceeded the Duke. Not long before, Peter Hernandez 
de Velafco the Conftable dying, Bernardin de Velafco , his Son fucceeded him, and Married the 
Lady Joanna de Aragon , King Ferdinands Baftard Daughter. 

Original .Nothing hapned about this time more remarkable, or that put Italy and the moft part 
ot' rhe 0 f Europe into a greater confufion, than the famous War in Naples , undertaken by Charles 

wir ' V ‘ die VIII. King of France , as has been before hinted. To (peak of this War, let us recoi¬ 
led wbat has been in other places faid of the Original Caufes of it. Pope Urban the VI. 
caufed Charles Prince of Durazzo to come out of Hungary to oppofe him, againft Joanna, 
Queen of Naples, who had favoured the Election of Clement the VII. his Competitor, where¬ 
by the Peace of the Church was much difturbed. She called to her afltftatice Luis Duke 
of Anjou, younger Son to the King of France, and adopted him her Son, ; and Heir to that 
Kingdom. This Luis had a Son of his own Name, who made War upon LadiJIaus , Son to 
Charles , and King of Naples , but his fuccefs was no better chan his Father’s, for both were 
unfortunate in that War. Luis the Grandfon was called by Pope Martin the V. againft Joan¬ 
na the younger, Queen of Naples , and Sifter to LadiJIaus. This Luis expelled Alonfo King of 
Aragon, whom the faid Joanna had adopted, and afterwards caft off! Renee his Brother fucceeded 
Luts j with him King Alonfo was long at War, and at laft forced him to return into France. 
John Duke of Lorrain was Son to this Rer.ie, and in the Barons War much dittreffed King 
Frederick of Naples, and afterwards headed the Catalonians in Rebellion againft King John. 
He dying at Barcelona , as has been faid, Charles Nephew to Renee, his Brother’s Son Inherited 
his Pofleffions. This Charles in his Will conftituted Luis the XI. King of Fnanct his Heir, 
believing Renee Duke of Lorrain his own Nephew could not be able to withftand the pow¬ 
er of the Aragonians. This was the original Caufe of the War in Naples. Another fecon- 
tlary Caufe was added in this manner, Galleazzo Duke of Milan being Murdered by his 
Subjects, Lais Sforcia bis 'Brother took upon him the Government of that Dukedom, under 
colour of the Minority of John Galleazzo , Son to the deceafed. Luis Sforcia had to Wife Bea¬ 
trix Sifter to to Hercules Duke of Ferrara. AHo Alonjo Duke of Calabria , Son to the King of 
Naples was Married to HippolitaSiftQc to Luss Sforcia , by whom he had Ferdinand , and Elh 
zabeth, Ferdinand was King of Naples after his Grandfather and Father, Elizabeth was Mar- 
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ried to John Galer.zzo the true Duke of Milan.' This Lady feeing her Husband excluded, 
tho 7 he had Two Children by her, pei fwaded her Father to reftore her Husband to the 
Inheritance left him by his Anceftors. Luts Sforcia perceiving what a Storm chreatned him 
from Naples, invited Charles the VIII. King of France to Invade that Kingdom; which he 
f.iid of l ight appertained to him. Many Men of- Note of his own Subjects encouraged tire 
King to undertake this Enterprise, as alfo forrie Barons of Naples’ Banifhed by King Ferdinand 
Philip de Comines (ays thole Noblemen were well received at firft, yet fuch was their enter. 
tainment that neceflity drove them to have recourfe to King Ferdinand\ who had a betcer- 
Titl'e "to 'that Crown, than the Poffeffors, who were of the Baftard Line. Yet the King 
perceiving thofe Lords only fought their own ends; and would confequcntly follow him that 
came firft, thought not fit to engage in that War, and only endeavoured to diffwade the 
French from it. By this time they were fo far ingagaged, there was no going back Both 
Parties lought to ftrengthtn themfelves with Alliances. The French and Mthmfes joyned in 
League with all the States of Italy, except the Florentines , who at firft favoured the Aragonians, 
and the Venetians who chofe rather to. ftand neuter, than favour either fide. Pope Alex, 
under, tho 7 at firft he appeared averfe from the Kings of Naples, at laft upon promife that 
his Sons Ihould have polTellions given them in that Kingdom, and that a yearly Penlion 
(liould be paid to him, he refolved to ftand by thofe who had obliged him. The King 
of Naples ceafed not to provide for the War, and make all the Friends he could. Parti¬ 
cularly, he fent an Ambaffador into Spain, to prefs the King to make War upon France. He 
urged their near Kindred, as being Coulin-germans, and Brothers in-Law, and put King 
Ferdinand in mind of the danger of Sicily, in Cafe the French became Matters of Naples. 

All this moved not King'Ferdinand to break with France, only he fent GarciDjj'o de la Vega 
to the Pope, to confirm him in his refolutioti of protecting the King of Naples', and D. 
Alonfo de Silva, brother to the Earl of Cifuentes, was fent to France to diffwade that King 
from the Enterprize he had in hand, and in cafe he would not defift, declare to him that 
King Ferdinand could not forfake his kinfman and Ally. This hapned at the beginning of 
the Year 149+, when King Ferdinand and Queen Elizabeth “hiving rill thenllaidin dragon, ^ 
went away from Aar ago pa to Tordeftllas, thence to Valladolid, and fo to Medina del Camp". 
There they received advice that Ferdinand King of Naples was departed this Life. lie died 
on the 2/ch of January, of a great Age, and in care for the War then in Hand. Un- K'" 
fortunate on the one fide, for leaving his Affairs in fo ill a Pollure,.the chief caufe where- 
of was his auftere Temper: Happy on the other fide that he lived not to fee the Ruin of 
that his flourilhing Kingdom. His Son Alonfo. fucceeded. him, and was np way more ac¬ 
ceptable to the People than his Father had been. Cardinal J-hn de Borgia lent on put-pole 
bv the Pone his Unckle, as Legate to- Naples, Crowned him. This Year alfo the Popebj# 
j .... ' . .

CHAP. IV. 

The French Invade the Kingdom of Naples; An account of Luis Sforcia Duke of Milan; 

The French King at Rome; Alonfo King of Naples Abdicates-, The French Pcjjejs 
themfelves of the Kingdom of Naples. 

T HE King of France being refolved to Invade Italy in Perfon, gathered all his Forces; Fl 

the Randezvouz of his Army was at Lyons. Thither came from Ojtia, whither he fled vod* .Wi¬ 
fe r fear of the Pope, the Cardinal of St. Peter to forward that undertaking. On the other K*'. 
fide D. Alonfo de Silva according to his Inftruftions in his King's behalf protefted agamlt 
thofe proceedings. Neverthelefs, the King of France committing the Government ot his 
Kingdom to Peter Duke of Bourbon his Brother-in-Law, let out 1mm that City upon Tuesday 
the 22th of July, with him went moft of the -Nobility of France. His Army confi led of about 
20000 Foot/and ?aoo Horfe. To pay thefe Forces, he borrowed Money ot the Nobility, 
befides icoooo Florins taken up of a Genoefe Banker, a limit Mini lor lo great an under¬ 
taking. King Alonfo fent a great Fleet under the Command ot his Brother hedemk, to I11- 
feft the State of Genoa. By Land he fent his Son the Duke of Cduua to Invade the Terri¬ 
tories of Milan. AU tilings fell out unfortunately, for Frederick . did nothing wprth naming, 
and the Duke of Calabria was flopped by the Forces of France and Mda», horn palling out 
of Romania. The King of France patted the Alpes, and oil the 9th ot Scptemaer caaio to 
Ape, the Bounds of the Dukedom of Milan , and then polfetted by the Duke of Orleans , 

J * Ooo who 
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who was in chat Expedition, and pretended a Right to the whole Dukedom. D. Alonfo 
the Spanifh Ambaflador, was very little looked upon at Court,'infemuch that he was or¬ 
dered to be diliuilled, but he winked at all, being a Perlonof great Prudence and Sagacity. 

At die City Ajh they flighted him' lb far, as to aflign him no Quarters, whereupon he was 
forced to go away to Genoa. There he began to treat with Luis Sforcia, who repented of what 
he had done, about joining in League with the Catholick King, giving him a hint that 
one of the Princetfes Ihould be Married to his Eldeft Son, for they could-not Marry with 
any other Prince by realon of the agreement made with France. This took lo much with 
Luis Sforcia , that he refelved to change Parties, tho’ at the fame time he repaired to Afa, 
to receive the French King, and gave him a Sum of Money to pay his Army. The King 
leaving the Duke of Orleans whodefigned to lay hold of that oportunity to poilels himlelf of 
the State of Milan , at Afie Marched with his Army to Pavia , where he vilitted the Duke 
TMS n^k" J obn who was then at the point of death, and was his Coufin-german, both their 

of wla, Mothers being Sillers, and Daughters to the Duke of Savoy. The Duke died on the 21th 
of October , and it appeared plainly he had been poifoned, which increaled the Hatred con¬ 
ceived towards his LJnckle. The fame day the King of France entred Plafencia, and with 
him Lewis Sforcia , who underllanding the death of his Nephew,* immediady returned to 
Milan, and there publickly took upon him the Title of Duke, notwithftanding his Ne¬ 
phew left a Son five Years of Age, as alio two Daughters and his Wife big with Child. 
So far did his Ambition blind him, that the lame day ne wrote to King Alonfo , giving an 
account of his Nephews death, and telling him the Nobility and People of Milan had obliged 
him. to take the Title of Duke, and that he believed this would be no way displeafmg 
to hifti, knowing how well aftefted he was towards him and his Kingdom. From Plafenpia 
the King entred into Tnfcany. Ambalfadors came to him from all parts, and particulaly 
from the Venetians , offering their Friendfliip. The Pope fent the Cardinal of Siena his Le¬ 
gate, who came as far as Pifa, but the King would not fee' him. The Florentines fent Veter 
ele Medicis on'the fame account. He contrary to his Commiffion and Inlfru&ions was agree- 
ing to deliver up to the French Sara^ana, Saracymella, and Piedrafanta , ftrong Holds belonging 
to the Republick on Mount Apennine , as alio the Caftles of Pefa and Leghorn , and lome o- 
ther things to this purpole. Hereat the People were fo inraged, that they Banilhed him 
and his Brothers, the Cardinal de Medic/s and Julian, plundered their Houles, andconfilca- 
ted all their Eftates, which were very great. Being come to Pifa, the King reftored that 
City to its Liberty, delivering it from the fubjeftion it was under to the Florentines. He 
entred Florence the lame day that Picas Mirandula died there at the Age of 34 Years, a Man 
of fuch an excellent Wit, that he was called the Phanix. He agreed with the Florentines to 
•eftore their Forts after the War was ended, that they for his fake Ihould pardon Peter de 
Medicis and his Brothers, and pay 120000 Florins towards the Charge of the War. Rome 
was in an uproar becaule the Cardinals could not agree, and the Nobility was divided, 
for Projper and Fabricius Coloma favoured the French , and Virginius TJrfinus the Neapolitans. 
The Colonnefes with Cardinal Afcan'm Sforcia had feized the City Ofiia, by which mean? Rome 
fuffered great want, no Provifions coming to it by Sea, It was genarally believed the Pope 
would agree with the King of France, or elfe depart Rome. Hereupon the People began to 
mutiny, and the Pope was obliged to fetisfie the Cardinals a,nd Roman Gentry, alluring them 
he would Band by the jufter Caufe, and if the King of France attempted to enter Rome 
with his Army, he would make head againft him, and hazard his own Life in the Quarrel. 
Ail he could fay, was of little force to encourage the People, who were terrified with the 
News daily brought of the approach of the. French, and their fecuring the Towns belonging 
to the Church. The Pope himlelf perceiving that neither "his own, nor the Forces of 
Naples, with a good part whereof the Duke of Calabria then lay at Burgos were fufficient 
to withftand the Power of the Enemy, retired himlelf to the Caftle of Santangelo, and 
French fent Word to the Duke to retire, left feme misfortune Ihould happen to him. In fine, 
Kinc at the King with his whole Army entred Rome upon the laft day of December, preceding the 
Rone.. Year 1495, all the People, and feme of the Cardinals making great expreflions of joy. 

1 49 S - He Lodged himlelf in the Pallace of S. Mark. At this time died the Cardinal of Spain, at 
Guadalajara , upon the nth day of January , aged 67 Years and 3 Months. He was a 
noble Perfon, excellently qualified, and had a great hand in the Government all his Life¬ 
time. He Founded a College at Valladolid , and ordered in his Will an Hofpital to be 
Built at Toledo , to which he left all he was Worth. The See of Toledo vacant by bis 
death, the King would have given to his Son Alonfo Archbilhop of Zaragoyi, but the 
Queen would not conlent. She offered it to D. Peter de Oropefa one of her Council, but 
he would not accept of it, therefore it was given to F. Francis Ximenesde Cifnlros a Friar 
Minor, of known Piety and Virtue, but of me^n extraction. When promoted to the 
Archbifeoprick, he was the Queen’s ConfefTor, feme Years after he was made Cardinal. 
At Rome , the Pope and King of France agreed that the Cardinal of Valencia Ihould go with 
the King as. Legate, that the Great Turk's Brother Ihould be delivered to him, and that the 
Caftles ot Civita Veecbia, Terrachta, and Spoleto Ihould be in his Power during the War. 
Hereupon the King obliged himlelf to caufe the City Ofiia to be reftored to the Pope after

League a. TwlO fooner had the French polfefled themfolves of the Kingdom of Naples, but all the 
i?ainft the -XiN Princes of Italy began to confider how heavy the Dominion of that Nation would lie 
French. upon them, iffuflered to fettle and root it felfin Italy* King Ferdinand of Spain was in the 
greateft danger for the Ifland of Sicily, whither he was informed the French deligned to pafs, 
as loon as they concluded the Affair of Naples, being chiefly animated to that Enterpi ize by 
the, Prince of Salfrno, one of the Outlaws, and principal Enemy to the Houle of Aragon. The 
better to oppofe them, he fought to draw the other Princes to a League againft France: To 
this purpofe. lie had forne Months frnce lent Laurence Suarez, de Figuera to Venice, and now lent 
a Gentleman called John Dez,a to the Duke of Milan , with Orders to make an Overture to 
him, not only of giving him one of the Princefles his Daughters, but of making him King of 
Lorn hardy', both which Propofols he willingly gave ear to. He'alfo pra&ifed to draw the Em¬ 
peror and the Englijh into tire League, and in order to it propofed croft Matches to 
ih engthen the Alliance between Prince John and the Princeft Joanna his Children, and Maxi 
milian and his Sifter Margaret on the pther fide ; which Defign was lo well profoeuted, that 
it was fully concluded by Francis de Rojas , fent on purpofe to Banders. Care was taken to raife 
Money in Caftile and dragon, to defray the Charge of the War. In Aragon the Cortes met 
which the King would have had the Princeft Catherine hold; but it would not be allowed^ 
and he was forced to come himfelf. Such Induftry was ufed, that at laft the League was con¬ 
cluded at Venice.. It was agreed this, called the Moft Holy League, Ihould laft for the fpace 
of 2 j Years,'and that between them all Ihould be raffed an Aimy of 34000 Ilorfe, and 28000 
Foot, proportionable to the Power and Ability of each of the Confederates.' It was given 
out the Defign was to protect the Church, and defend their own Dominions; but jn reality 
it was to drive the French'owe of Italy. This Bufinels was carried bn wijji fuch wonderful Se. 
crecy, that the French Atnbaffador Philip'de Comines, Lord of Argent m, a Man of great Wifdom 
'and Experience, then at Venice, had not the leaft Intelligence of it, and was io fur prized 
when Auguftin Barbadico, Duke of Venice, gave him an 'account of it, that he asked whether 
the King his Mailer might return with fofety into France. The face of Affairs was loon 
changed; for the Neapolitans repented of what they had. done, becaufe the lnfolencics com¬ 
mitted by the French were intolerable. The Duke of Milan was perplexed, for that the Duke 
of Orleans had fecured the,City Novara ; ^elides, he underflood that the French , endeavoured 
to draw the Genoefes from his Subjection, infbmuch that he was forced with great Submiffion 
to have recourfe to th&Vemtiam for their Afltftance. The King of Frame underHanding what 
had hapned, refolved to return with all fpeed before the way was Hopped. Before bis depar¬ 
ture, he appointed Gilbert Duke of Monpenfier, a Prince of the Blood, Viceroy of Naples ; with 
him he left part of his Army, and lome able Commanders. He alfo fent to the Pope to ask 
of hjm the Inveftiture of the Kingdom of Naples, and to let him know he defiled to pals 
through Rome to confer with his Holinefs about important Affairs. As to the Inveftiture the 
Pope anlwered he was ready to dp Juftice according as he Ihould find ; and as for his going to 
Rome, it could not be without fome great Dilbrcjer, becaufe the People were enraged againft 
the French. This unplcafing Anfwer made the King haften his Journey. He fet out from 
Naples on the 20thof May: Being come to Rome, he found, the Pope was retired to Perofa. 
King re- From Rome he went into Tufeany , (pent loine Days at Siena, and without entring Florence, went 
turns on to Pifa. The Florentines demanded the reftitution of that City, as had been promifod them: 
home. but the People ofPifa prevailed upon him. Thence he went into Lombardy, where Francis 
Marquelsof Mantua, General ofthe Venetians, came to cut off" his Retreat. The French be¬ 
ing fewer in number, would have avoided fighting, and endeavoured to join the Duke of 
Orleans ; but it could not be. The Enemies met on the Banks of the River Tarro, which runs 
Vm-vans" ^ c ^ ,n a ^ e3 B ue °f die C-ity Parma. The Venetians lay near Fomovo, a Village; at the Foot of 
over- ’ the Mountains, the French at the entrance into the Valley : There the Battel was fought, 
thrown by which was one of the moft remarkable that had hapned long in Italy. At firft the Italians had 
the French, the better ; but then falling to plunder and feize the Cannon, the French had jeifure to rally, 
and returned upon the Enemy with fuch Fury, that'they broke them with a mighty Slaughter. 
The King was in great danger, all his Guards being flain ; and tho* the Viftor could not ob- 
ram of the. Enemy a Truce for three Days; wherefore he was forced to ftcal away to Afte 
without bent of Drum. It was lty fmall help;to him in his retreat, that the River being 
fvvollen with the Rain, the Italians could not lo Ipon paft it to purfiie him. Yet he fiiftained 
much loft by the Light Horfe that kept in his Rear, and the Country-people who took Aims 
to fecure the Paftes. Above 4000 Italians were killed in the Fight. The Duke of Mantua im¬ 
mediately fate down before Novara, where he much diftrefled the Duke of Orleans.

Jnf Many Princes began to have an Eye towards that Crown and particularly theCa- 
tholick King, whofe Tide began to be urged both at Rome and Naples, but to ne effeA at 
that time, lor the Pope and other Piinces had rather have a weak King for their Neigh- 
hour, than the Power of Span. The Great Captain who might have done fortieth,ng m the 
AfTair, was employed at the Siege of the Caftlcof Cofenza which he hoped luddenly to be 
Mallei' of and thus to fecure all that Province. Soon alter having fubdued Calabria, and 
taken that Fort, he went to Nola, and leaving his Forces there, vifited the Queens, com¬ 
forting them for the death of the King. The new King lat down before Gaeta with all his 
Forces. It banned the Lord of Aubenie who was going by Land to Rome came thither at 
(uch time as tije befieged were much {heighttied, he entred the Town atid cauled it to be 
furrendred upon Articles. The French departed in a Galleon and Two Snips Loaden 
with the Booty, and Plate taken out of the Churches. One of the Ships perilhed in a 
Storm: the other ran aground near Terracina, which was looked upon as a Judgment. On 
the other fide the Emperor as he had agreed, patted the Alps, and entred Lombardy with 
1000 Horfe and cooo Foot. The Duke of Milan with his Forces joined him. From 
A fie he Summoned the Duke of Savoy and Marquefs of Monferrat , as Feudataries of the Em¬ 
pire but they lefufed to obey, as did the Duke of Ferrara, becaufe he had retuied him 
the inveftiturc of Modem and Reggio, which are Feofesof the Empire. The Emperor’s de- 
lign was to prevent the French poflefling themfelves of Genoa , which they had attempted. 
Befides, the King of France in his way from Naples had fet free the City Pifa before 
Subjeft to the Florentines. To maintain this liberty, the People of Pifa had recourle to the 
Princes of Italy, and particularly to the Venetians. The Duke of Milan coveted that City, 
and therefore advifed the Emperor jtb make War upon the Florentines in defence of it. 
To this purpofe the Emperor in Peribn laid Siege to Leghorn, but was forced to raile. it 
The r ;: u ‘ without doing any thing material. He had little Confidence in the Princes that fent forhim, 
^ and therefore thought of returning into Germany, and coniulted at Pavia with the Duka, 
XL,* in of Milan, and Cardinal BcmardindcCarvajal, the Popes Legate, about this hisdefign. This 
v a fn. Cardinal perlwaded him to (fay, and fuccour Genoa which was in danger. But now came 
News which broke all their Mealiires, which was that the Kings of France and Spain Tad 
concluded a Truce, fuppofed to be an introduction to a Peace. It hapned in this man¬ 
ner, During the heat of the War in Naples, Spain w as apprehenfive no lefs a Storm would 
fall upon it, becaule feveraf inroads had been made into France, and the Warlike preparati¬ 
ons made by the French were great. This moved the Catholick King to flay fome time at 
Gtrutia, with a great Body of Men he had gathered from all parts. But Autumn being 
fpent. and he dclirous to return to Burgos , whither he ordered the Queen to repair, to 
Celebrate the Marriage of the Prince, the Army broke up, and he went away. The King 
of France having Intelligence hereof, on a fudden gathered above 18000 Men. Charles de 
Alboin Commanded upon that Frontier for the Duke of Bourbon , Governor of Languedoc, 
he with thole Forces broke into Rofillon, and laid Siege to Saljas the Key of that Earldom, 
but ill Fortified, for tho’ it had a good Garrifon, the Works were old. For this reafon, 
the next day after he came before it, which was the 8th of October, he took the Town by 
J Aflault, 
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Aflault, and the Caftle upon Compofition, many of the Defendants being killed. D ILmj 
Enriquez, batted thither with what Forces he could gather, and halted at Ribafaltas a 
League from Sal fas, at fuch time as the Place was loft. He purfued the Enemy who quit¬ 
ted the Town as not Tenable,’ and retired to the Wood above Saif as, rcfblving not to 
luz-u d a Battle. Both Armies Igy fome days within a League of one another. A Treaty 
was fet on Foot, and at laft a Truce was concluded on that fide, to laft till the 17th of 
January of the following Year 1497. This Truce raifed great Jealoufies betwixt* the Con 
federate Princes, fearing left the Catholick King fhould abandon them, and make a Pe >c~ 
by himfelf. Hereupon the Emperor left Italy, and foon returned into Germany, without 
having done any thing worth mentioning. . 

After njiat, by the Pope’s Order Virginias Urfinus and his Son were contrary to Articles The Pnnf* 
apprehended, the Pope fent the Dukes of Gandia and Urbin, and Fabricius Colon* with his Invades 
Forces to Invade their Dominions.’/ They took fome Towns, and laid Siege to the Fort the Lands 
Bracbano. Charles Urfinus and Vitelceius , having railed fome Forces to divert them from the of the 
Siege, fate down before Vafam, a Town of the Church. The Enemy, tho‘ Inferior in V,finL 
Numbers, marched towards the Urfini , and they came to a Battle, wherein the Urfmi were 
at firft worded, but rallying, put their Enemies to flight. The Duke of Gandia was wound¬ 
ed, and the Duke of Urbin taken. This Defeat obliged the Pope to be reconciled to the 
Urfini The Great Captain had a hand in this Affair, and the Urfmi were much ob¬ 
liged to the Catholick King. The Gred’t Captain came now to Rome, and at the Pope’s 
requeft laid Siege to Ofiia, which the French were ftill poflefled of, and after Eight days 
Siege took it by Aflault. As the Great Captain took his leave of the Pope, to return to 
Naples, the Pope told him, his King was much obliged to him, and did not aft anl'vver- 
ably to bis Obligations, but that no Man knew him fo well as himfelf. Gone do Fernandez. 
took the liberty to anlwer, That he doubted not, he knew him as being his Subjeft but 
that it was Ingratitude to fay he owed him any Obligation, fince the Catholick King was 
the only fupport of him and his Family; therefore he begged him to behave himfelf bet¬ 
ter, and n< 3 t fcandalize the Church, left the King fhould be obliged to abandon him. The 
truth is, he was fo wicked that feveral Princes fent their Ambafladors to warn him to mo 
derate his Extravagancies, but all in vain. Soon after in an Aflembly of the Cardinals conven’d 
to give the Invcftiture of the Kingdom of Naples to King Frederick, he alfb propofed the 
giving the City Reinvent 0 to the Duke of Gandia, and releafing the Kings of Naples of the 
Tribute they paid to the Church, for Lands to be given tothefaid Duke. Nothing could 
have flopped his proceedings but the unhappy death of that Duke. On the 14th of 
the Duke and Cardinals of Valencia and florga* having Supped in a Garden, as the Duke Duke of 
returned home, he fent his Footman for his Arms, who returning found him not, nor could 4 

any Tidings be heard of him the next day. After much inquiry, a Waterman faid that a- 
bout Midnight he faw three Men carrying one a crofs a Mule, whom they caft over the 
Bridge, and one asking whether he funk, the others .faid he did, and fo they went away. 

Hie Place being fearchcd, the Body was found with Nine wounds, and nothing taken from 
him. It could never be known who were the Murderers, fome faid the Urfini but 
the common Report went, that it was his own Brother the Cardinal of Valencia, The 
Duke left a Son called John , who fucceeded him in the Dukedom of Gandia. 

The fame Fleet which carried the Princefs Joanna to Flanders, brought the Princefs Mar~ 
garet, Sifter to the Archduke, and Comraded to Prince John. She arrived at Santander in 
March, and was received by the King and Prince with a great Retinue. They met at Ret- 
noja, and were Married at Burgos at the beginning of April. The Queen would not fijifer 
any Alteration to be made in the Princefle’s Family, but that fhe fhould keep her own Ser¬ 
vants. A Peace was propofed betwixt France and Spain. Ferdinand Duke of Efirada was 
lent Ambafiador to France, and a Truce was agreed upon at Lions , to begin in Spain on 
the 5th of March, and with all the other Confederate Princes on the 25th of April, to laft 
till the firft of November. This made the great Captain haften his return from Rome to 
Naples, hoping before the Truce began to recover fome Towns of the Cardinal of St. Peter, 
but he was difappointed. The French had often urged, that fince King Frederick being of 
a Ballard Family, could have no Title to the Kingdonvof Naples, the Right mull cither be. 
m the King of France, or Spain, and therefore it were fit. they fhould agree about it. The 
Catholick King was for Handing to the. Determination of the Emperor. This propofal did v t 0 Dn r 3 u 
not pleale the French King; who offered, if the King of Spain would refign up his Pretenfi- concern- 
ons, he would make him amends in Money or otherwife, and offered the Kingdom of ing the 
Navarre. This Affair was debated at Medina del Campo, whither the French Ambafladors came Kingdom} 
to King Ferdinand. They offered the whole Province of Calabria upon' Condition; that if, of 
after the Conqueft of the Kingdom, if their King had a mind to it himfelf, he fhould give 
the Catholick King the Kingdom of Navarre , and 30000 Ducats a Year. Yet King Ferdi¬ 
nand rather inclined to have Frederick left in poflefflon, he paying to the French a Sum of 
Money towards the Expence of the War, and a certain Tribute yearly. Ic was alfb 
propofed that the Duke of Calabria Ihould Marry the Daughter of the Duke of Bourbon , 

Niece to the French King. Thus the Ambafladors were dilmHTcd, and becaufe it was be¬ 
lieved the War would again breakout after the Expiration of tlx; Truce, the Catholick King

endeavoured to fecui e himfelf on the fide of Navarre. He demanded of that King feme 
ftrong Holds for his Security, and appointed the Conftable Bernard™ de Velafco General upon' 
tint Frontier. The fame Precautions were ufed on the fide of Ruftillon. There hapned a 
•Mutiny at Perpignan , betwixt the Townfmen and Soldiers, and D. Henry the General 
coming to part them, was Wounded on the Head with a ftone, whereof he died. The 
Duke of Silva fucceeded in that Command, and the Fleet of Spain, of which D. Inigo Math, 
riejue was Admiral, was ordered to tepair to that Coaft. Thefe were the Preparations in 
Spain . In Italy King Frederick to gain the Duke of Milan, offered him to Wife his Daugh¬ 
ter Charlotte , and his Daughter Elizabeth to his Eldcft Son; but thefe Propofals were pie* 
vented from taking effect by the fall of thofe Two Houfes. He alfb prefled the Pope for 
the Invefticure of the Kingdom, which at length he obtained, and the Cardinal o ^Valenti* 
was lent to Crown him.

C H A P. VIII. 

Progrefs of the Portugucs Difcoverics in the Eaft; Peter Covillam and Alonfo de 
Paiva fent to India by Land; Vafco de Gama fent ta Difcover India by Sea t with 
Four Ships j Ills Forage till he came to Calicut. 

Progrefs A T the ^ ine time that the other Parts of Europe, and efpecially Italy, were confumed 
dfthePw- with Wars, and labouredunder theApprehenfions of Bill greater Calamities, Portugal 
tttguj'erdU • having enjoyed a lading Peace, was Imployed in extending its Dominions in remote Parts, 
coveries. a nd carrying the Light of the Golpel into the fartheft bounds of the World, even into In¬ 
dia. An undertaking at firft thought rafh, but which proved Honourable and Advantage¬ 
ous to that Kingdom. Prince Henry Brother to King Edward was the firft that attempted 
to difcover the Coaft of Africk towards the South. D eath cut him off, in the Year of Grace 
1470, and of his Age 67. King Alonfo his Nephew defifted from this Enterprizt by rea- 
fonof the unhappy Wars in which he was involved. King John the II. his Son took this 
Work in hand ag,un, and ceafed not till having paffed the Line, he difeovered the Cape 
called by the Sailers Tormentofo, or Stormy, by reafon of the great Tempefts they met with 
theie; but he called it the. Cape of good Hope, which Name it flill retains, becaufe it gave him 
hopes that way to fend his Fleets to the Coafts of Afta and India, and to partake of the 
Riches of thole Countries. For his better Information he fent Peter,Covillam and Alonfo de 
Pai va (as has been already faid) by Land to get fome knowledge of thofe Eaftern Coafts. 
Paiva died by the way, and Covillam having travelled all thofe Countries, fent his King 
an Account in Writing out of Ethiopia of what he had learnt, but was not fuffered to re¬ 
turn himfelf Mean while King John died. His Suijceffor King Emanuel was willing to 
t ; .ry on this Enterprize. He propofed it in Council, where feme advifed him to defift, 
orhers to proceed, others, to Imploy himfelf in the Conqueft of Africk, whereof enough 
war already difeovered. Among this Variety of Opinion, the moft Honourable took place, 
and accordingly the King Ordered Four Ships to be fitted. The Command of them he 
gave t .a Vcf ..) de Gama, a Man of a great Spirit, and it was fit he Ihould be fuch to be- 
f /': ■ h !il -the fongeft, and moft dangerous Voyage that ever was attempted in the World. With 
c . ■ ' 111 went his Brother Paul de Gama , Nicholas Coello , and other Men of Note. All his Force 

c exceeded not 160 Men, as well Soldiers as Seamen. They bfeffed the Royal Standard in 
a Church of our Lady handing on the Shore, Founded by Prince Henry , where afterwards 
King Emanuel Built the famous Monaftery of Belem. Thence they were Conduced by a 
great multitude of People who lamented them as dead Men, and lo they fet Sail on the 
yth of July They fteered their Courfe firft'to the Canary Iflands, and then to thofe of Ca- 
boverde, called by the Antients Hefperides. Having paffed thefe Iflands, and the chiefeft 
of them called Santiago, tliey flood to the Eaft ward crofting a mighty. Gulph, whereby 
reafon of the great Storms and fwelling Seas they fpent three Months before they difcover- 
ed Land. In 10 Degrees of South Latitude they difeovered a pleafant River whofe Banks 
\veie fhaded with Trees,, where they Anchored to take in frefh Water and refrefh them- 
lelves. The People here were Black, and had fbort curled Hair. Here they Traded by 
Signs and tor feme. Baubles* were fupplied with frefh Provifidns. The Gulph he called of 
St. Helena, and the River Santiago They continued .their Voyage to turn the Cape of good 
H'pc.. but the Weather proved fo bad they oft gave themfelves for loft. Here all the 
Commanders, refehition was requilite, his Men protefting he ought to turn back, and not 
tempt 1 leaven, but neither Threats nor Intreaties moved him. It was agreed to kill him; 
his Brother difeovered the defign, he fecured the Mafters and undertook to Steer his Ship 
h'mse.f. in tnis manner he reached the utmoft part of the Cape , and began to turnit on 
the zoth of November, it being then Spring there.

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CHAP. IX. 

A Short, hut particular Account of India; Whdt hapned to Valeo de Gama at Calicut 
His bold Enter prizes there , and a Relation of his Return to Portugal. 

B Efore we relate what hapned to Vafeode Gama, at Calicut, it will tlot be amifs to give 
fome fhort Defcription of the Greatnefs of thole large Provinces of A fa. India towards 
onot In- { | )e wd borders upon the Provinces of Gedro(ia,Arachofta, and the Paropomajjidas. Towards 
di *- t he Enp it extends as far as the Confines of the mighty Empire of China. On the North 

it is fii ut up by Mount Imam, which is a part of Mount Can:, if at. On the South its Limits 
are the Ocean. The mod famous River Ganges divides it into Two parts. True it is our 
People only call that India , which lies betwixt the two Rivers Indus and Ganges. This 
Country the Natives call Indofian. Along the mid fpace • betwixt thefe two Rivers runs a 
Ridge of Hills, down to Cape Contort. Many different Nations are fpread along thefe Goads. 
The chiefeft, Gambaya , which from the mouth of Indus extends to Malabar , and that to 
Cape Contort . Betwixt thefe two Nations in a finall lfland of the Kingdom of Decan isfeated 
the famous* City Goa. The Front of it is Walhed by the Sea, the other parts by two Arms 
of a River. Among the Malabars there are Four Conditions of People, the Nobility, cal¬ 
led Caymales ; the Prieffs, Brahmens, whole Authority is great; the Souldiery, ftiled Nayres* 
and the Commonalty, Inch as Tradefinen and Country People. Generally the Merchants 
are Strangers. From the Wafte upwards they go Naked, the lower parts are covered with 
Silks or Cotton, their Cymiters hanging down from their Shoulders. Their Cuftoms and 
Worfiiips are very ftrange. Let it fuffice to fay the Women Marry as many Husbands 
asthey pleafe, and therefore the Sorts do not Inherit the Fathers Eftates, but the Sons of Sifters 
are the Heiis. Malabar is divided into feveral Kingdoms, the chief whereof, whom all 
the others look upon as their Superior, and is therefore called Zamori , that is Emperor, 
is the King of Calicut , a Rich and large City, Seated alrftolt in the middle of the Coaft. 
The Houles in it do not Hand ciofe together, but at great Intervals, each having Gar¬ 
dens and Orchards belonging to it. Only the Kings Palaces and the Temples are of Stone, 
the reft of Timber, low and covered with leaves of Palm-trees. Neither the Nobles nor 
Pnfco de Commons are allowed to raife (lately Buildings. This was the pollute of Calicut, when 
adma at Vafeode Gama arrived there. Many Boats came out immediately to fee fuch ftrange People. 
Calicut. Gama lent alhore one of the Banifhed Men he had with him, a vaft, multitudeof People 
encompalted him. Among the reft vfrere two Moors Born at Tunez, thefe finding by the 
Habit, the Man was a Spaniard, one of them called Mott fay de asked him in Spanijh of what 
part of Spain he was, he anlwered of Portugal. He carried the Man Home, and having 
dilcourfed him went aboard to fee the Commander, whom- he informed he had faithfully 
ferved King John of Portugal when he lent to-Tunez for Arms, and having given him an ac¬ 
count of the Country, offered to ferve him in what lay in his power. Next day Gamale nt 
Two Ambafladors with Monday de to the King, to acquaint him he would not land with¬ 
out his leave, but having once obtained it, would deliver the Letters he brought from his 
King, and treat with him about matters of great Moment. The King was then at Panda- 
raw, a Town Two Miles from, the City. There he received the Meflengers friendly, an¬ 
fwered, he would gladly hear what their Commander had to propofe, and the mean 
while would have him bring his Ships under the Shelter of Pandarane becaufe thePlacewhere 
he lay was not fafe. This was accordingly done, and fome days after he fent the Gover¬ 
nor of the City whom he called Catual , to condudt Gama to his Pallace. Lie left his Brother 
to Command in his place,ordering him and Nicholas Coello that if any misfortune hapned to him 
afhore, they fhould immediatly hoift Sail and return to Portugal to give the King an account 
of their Voyage; but that they fhould flill keep their Boats well Manned upon the Shore. 
He carried with him 12 of his Men in the belt order he could. From the Shore he was 
carried on Mens Shoulders to the Kings Palace. There he was received by the Caymales 
and chief of the Brahmenes Cloathed all in White. This Man taking Gama by the Hand 
led him through feveral Rooms, the Door of each of them was guarded by Ten Men. 
They came to a large Room, the Hoor covered with filk Carpets, and the Walls hung 
with Silk and Gold. About it were certain fteps like a Theatre, which were the Seats of 
the Nobility. The King Sate on a railed Throne, Cloathed in white Cotton, adorned 
with Rofes of Gold, on his Head a Cap of Cloth of Gold in fhape like a Mitre, his 
Arms and Legs naked, but with Brazelets and Plates of Gold. On his Fingers and Toes 
were Rings let with Diamonds and Pearls of a great Value. His Complexion was Tawny, 
his Stature large, his Countenance Majeftick, Gama having faluted the King, and being 
Commanded to Sit, made 'an Harangue, telling the King, that he was lent to him by the 
mighty Emanuel King of Portugal , who moved by the Fame of his Grandeur which had 
reached the utmoft bounds of the IVefi, was ambitious to fettle a friendly Correfpondence 
and Commerce with him and his Country. That it would doubtlefs be very advantageous to 
both Nations to have a free Trade, and it would much redound to the honour of them 
both, to be ihe firft, who at that diftance had fettled Amity and Friendfhip. This laid, 
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he prefented the Letters he carried, written in Arabick and Portugues , as alfo the pre/ents 
he carried. The Embaffy was plealing to the King, who anfwered, that he willingly embra¬ 
ced the Friendfhip of King Emanud, and was ready to allow of a free Trade. He asked 
many Queftions concerning their Voyage and Country, and ordered the Commander and 
all his Men to be well lodged. The Moorifh Merchants fearing to lofe their Trade, and 
in hatred to die Chriffians, aflembled together, and laboured all that lay in theii power by 
falle Informations they deviled, to turn the Hearts of the K.ing and his Courtiers againft the 
Portugalfes. They laid they were Pirates and the common Enemies of Mankind, and that if 
they were admitted into Calicut, all the Moors would be obliged to remove and leek fome 
other place to Trade in. That it was worthy their Confideration, whether it were anfwer- 
able to abandon their old tryed Friends, who ' brought fo great a Trade to the Country, 
for a few Robbers. The Malabars are a People inconftant and eafily perfwaded, there¬ 
fore giving Credit to the Mo>rs , and at their instigation, they began to contrive how to 
deftioy all the Portuguefes: Motif aide gave Gama an account of their defign. He ftole a- 
way the beft he could, tho’ riot Without danger to his Ships, and flood out to Sea. Thence 
he wrote a Letter to the King full of great Complaints, and particularly againft Catual who, ‘ 
he was allured contrived to do him all the harm he could, and defired he would caufe cer¬ 
tain Portuguejes and fome Merchandize left afhore to be reflored to him. The King gave 
good Words, but performed not what was demanded. Gama refolving to ufe Force, took 
the firft Ship that came that way, and in it Six Men of Note with their Servants. The 
King to redeem them, lent the Portuguefes and Merchandize, with his Letters in anfwer to 
thofe brought by Gama. Neverthelefs he would not reftore the Malabars, thinking it con¬ 
venient to carry them to fhew in Portugal, that they might give a more particular account 
of that Country. 

Before Vafeo de Gama hoifed Sail to return to Portugal , Moifaide got aboard, fearing his ^ , fl r(V 
Correfpondence with the Portuguefes would coft him his Life. He left all his Goods at Ca- t u r „sto* 
Ucaty for lie had not time to carry any thing away. In Portugal he was Baptized, and Portugal. 
lived like a good Chrillian. The King of Calicut could not take revenge of Gama becaufe 
it being then Winter, his Fleet was laid up. However, he fitted out 7° Barques, and fent 
them well Manned to attack the Ships; but a Storm riling, the Barques were all difperfed, 
and our Ships which before for Want of a Wind had made little way, got off and lofing the 
fight of Calicut , came to certain little Blands that lie about that Coaft. They met 8 (mail 
Veifels belonging to a Pirate called’ Timoja, one of which they took and feattered the others. 

Thence they Sailed to another lfland called Amhediva^ to refit and repair their Ships thb 
heft they could. This lfland is diflant from Calicut aBout 70 Leagues, yet not above one 
from the Continent, which was the reafon that many came over from the main Land to 
lee the Ships. Among the reft, came one who faluted Gama^ in Italian. This Man told 
them that not far off was the City Goa , and that the Lord of it, who was called Zabayo % 
and with whom he had great Interefl, would be glad to be acquainted with them, and 
would give them good Entertainment. Gama asked what Country-Man he was, and he 
•anfwered, he was an Italian, that failing towards Greece he was taken by Pirates, and fo from 
one to another, at lafl was brought to that Lord. Gama fufpefting him by his Counte¬ 
nance, and becaufe all he laid was not Coherent, put him to the Rack. Then he con- 
leffed the truth, that he was a Jew, born in Poland, and that Zabayo his Lord had fent him 
as a Spie to view thofe Ships, defigning to fall upon them with his Fleet. Gama having 
got this Intelligence, with all the fpeed he could failed thence and profecuted his Voyage. 

He carried the Jew with him, who in Portugal was Baptized, took the name of Garcia , and 
ferved King Emanuel in Affairs of moment. The Ships for want of Wind made little way, 
yet at length turned that Cape of Africk called Guardafu, not far from the Mouth of the 
Red Sea. They came to die City Magadoxa , not far from the Cape, and underflanding 
the Inhabitants were Moors would not make a flay there any longer than whillt with their 
Cannon they battered their I loufes, and funk fome Veifels they faw in the Harbdur. Palling 
forwards, they met 8 Sail of Moors which they eafily defeated. At Melbule they were re- 
cived by the King with great affe&ion. They furnilhed themfelves with fuch Neceflaries 
as they Hood in need of, and as had been before agreed, took aboard an Ambaflador that 
King fent to Portugal, to fettle Amity with King Emanuel. The Ship which Paul de Gama 
Commanded, being much (battered both in the Hulk and Rigging, and there being want of 
Seamen, it was relolved to Burn her, and Paul de Gama went aboard his Brother. Thus they 
continued their Voyage, and dilcovered the lfland Zanzibar, which is very plcafant, full of 
Trees bearing feveral forts of Spice, lying 6 Leagues from the Continent pf Africk, betwixt 
Melinda and LfsUoa, and not far from Monbafa. At Mofambiyte they crafted a Pillar of 
thofe they carried for this pur pole. They anchored in the Bay of St. lVaje to take Wood 
and Water,- and turned the Cape of pod Hope upon the ?.oth of April To conclude, they 
palii-d by the lllands of Cabo Code, 'and thence taking a great com pa is, came to the 
7 t»Y<?r ( u, "where Paul de Gama died of ficknefs which had Ituck by him a longtime before. 

They arrived at Lisbon in September, having been out Two Years. The King was overjoy¬ 
ed at their Return, and all the City fignified their great Satisfaction. There was no end 
of hearing the ftrange Relations they gave, the Dangers and Storms they had been in, and

alfo brought from India were no lels admired for their Countenance, Language, and Grange 
Habit and his Companions were looked upon as fomething more than Men. Of Four

An Account of the Navigation of Vafco de Gama, and.of all the Africk, as 

they lay inhis way, Of the Iftand Zocotora, and of all the Co aft of Alia, ^ far as 
China, and of the Method obferved by the Portuguefes tn failing thither . 

Account »T*Hus Vafco de Gama performed this Voyage, which was the moll remarkable that had 
oftheNa- T been till then in the World, as well for the Length ol it as for the many Difficulties 
legation and Dangers he was to meet with: For then being ’Sonant what Coijtfe to fteer, and o 
Of rafn f a , f thofe va(t Seas, they went as it were blmdiold and groping. Tuik and Ex- 

nerience have made that Voyage eafie, io that the Seafon lor letting out, and the Courfe 
fhey fteer, Ts much other thah it was at firft, which l have thought fit to give fome account of 
for die Satisfaction of the Curious. It will be convenient, m the firft place, to defcribe all 
thofe vail Coafts. Beyond the Streights of Gibraltar , upon the left hand, lies the Coaft of 
Africk which runs along for many Leagues both on this and the other fide of the Aquino- 
aial Firft, the moll celebrated Mount Atlas cuts the greateft part olAfrtckhom Eall to 
Welt, and butts out into the Ocean. Beyond it is the .Cape, formerly by the Forties 
called Nam, that is. No ; becaufe they imagined fuch as paffed it could never return. Next 
isCaoe Boiador in 28 Degrees of Noith Latitude, oppofite to the lfland Palma which is one 
of th s Canines. ’ All thefeffiree Capes are Branches of Mount Atlas Then follows on that 
Coaft Cape Blanco. , in 2 1 Degrees of Latitude, and next to it the little lfiand Argun, which 
gives Name to all that Gulph. Beyond this is the Promontory Cabo Verde and ns Iflands be¬ 
ing in number io, the chief of them called Santiago, formerly known by the Name of He. 
fperides the’ lome will have it that .under this Name were comprehended all the Iflands we 
have difeovered to the Weft ward. Caboverde is in the Latitude ot 16 Degrees. North of it 
the River Sanagd falls into the Sea, and to the Southward another , for the abundance of 
Water it carries named the Rio Grande. They are believed to be both Branches of one great 
River that is, the Niger, much fpoken of by the Ancients, as rifing from the lame Springs 
with hile. Beyond Rio Grande , which is in ri Degrees of Latitude, is Sierra Leona a 
Mountain in the Latitude of 8 Degrees: In this Mountain there is great Thunder and. Light¬ 
ning, and great Lights are generally feen upon it from Sea, the Natives going out at Night 
to their Labour, which makes it appear at a diftance as if it were all in a Flame. Some will 
have this to be the Mountain called by Vtolomy the Chariot of the Gods , which he places in 
only c Degrees of North Latitude. Under the Equinoctial lies the lfland ot Syomas, not 
far from the Continent, and from Portugal fomewhat above 1000 Leagues. The Air of it 
is unhealthy, but it yields abundance of Sugar. Six Leagues beyond the Equinoaial is the 
Country called Mina , by reafonof the pure Gold Mines in it. Beyond it the River of W 
tiazo and Gulph of S. Helena , where Vafco de Gama put in for Water. Many other Rivers and 
Promontories there are, as may well be imagined in filch a vail extent ; but thele are the 
chiefell. The Cape of Good Hope, which is thefartheft Point of Africk, diftant [torn Portugal 
about 2000 Leagues, lies in Degrees of South Latitude. Turning this Cape, thole Shoars 
run a vaft length, with many Promontories and Rivers of Note- The Rivers of S.Blas, 
Natal, and Bom Sinais , are the moll Principal till you come to Zofala , which is one of the 
moll remarkable Towns on that Coaft, by reafon of the Gold Mines. Some are of Opinion 
that Zofala was Tharft «, whither, as the Scripture fays, Solomon down the Red Sea lent his Fleets 
to bring Gold and other Riches, and the Natives affirm their Hiltories do prove as much. 
Others affirm it to be the Promontorium Frafium of Vtolomy, which he places in 1 j Degrees ot 
South Latitude; but Zofala lies above 20 Degrees beyond the Line. Beyond Zofala on the 
right hand lies the great lfland of S. Laurence , commonly called Madagafcav , and on the left 
Mozambique a Place of great Trade, in if Degrees of South Latitude. Farther on, almolt 
at equal diftances, are Quiloa and Monbafa, with the lfland of Zanzibar, and Melmde near 
the Line. A hwadoxa is 5 Degrees on this fide, and in 10 Degrees is the laft Promontory of 
Africk now called Cape Guardafu, by Vtolomy Aromata. Near to it is the Uland Zocotora, 
which’was found Inhabited by Chrillians, but very barren and deftitute of all things neccflary. 
This is believed to be the lfland Ptolomy calls Diofcorides. Not far from thence is the Mouth of 
the Red Sea, or Arabian Gulph. Within it, on the fide of Africk, is the Port of /inutco in the 
Kingdom of Barnagaffo, fubjetf to Prefer John. On the Coaft of Arabia ftands the City

The Earls of Con fa and Lauria, his Confederates, 
bore him Company. He of Capacho being very old, put himfelf upon the King’s Mercy.

Duke Valentin with Forces brought out of Trance made War 
in' Romania, as General of the Church, againft foveral who had poflefled thenifelves of 
Towns in that Territory. He took Imola, and Fori , the Couneefs; whereof he. made Pri- 
foner. His chief defign was againft the Lord of Pc faro who had Married his Sifter, who 
underftanding his own danger, having Garrifoned the City, abfented himlelf. Luis Sforcia 
folicited the Emperor and Princes of Germany to aflitt him in recovering his Dominions. 
He railed Men among the Swifters and Grifoiu, and lending hjs Brother the Cardinal Afca- 
nius before with them, all Places he came td fubmitted to him. The People of Milan drove 
their Governor into the Caftle, whence he was forced the 3d day to fly towards Pavia. 
That fame day the Cardinal eiltred Mian, and after him the Duke with great Joy of the 
People, tho’ fall the Caftle was held by the French. Pavia', Lodi, Pertona , and Plafencia, 
did the lame. The main of the JFrench Army Rendezvouzed at Novaro, in order to oppofe 
the Duke.

, i All Europe was in luipence, waiting the Event of the War of Naples, undertaken by the joint 

■ /; J oi cesof France and Spain for the Ruin of King Frederick, and deprive him of that Rich and 
’ Noble Kingdom. The Catholick King lent advice of his Refolution from Granada to the 
( /.eat Captain on the ift of March, 15-01 . ordering him at the fame time to leave the War 
againft the Turk, and return immediately with his Fleet to the Port of Mefina. Soon afrer, 
; fent him the Title of his Lieutenant in the Dukedoms of Apulia mdCalabria: To oppofe 
i\ v: Turk, he prevailed with the King of Portugal to fend a Fleet to thofe Parts, which he did, 
under the Command of D. John dc Menefes, Earl of Taropa, who by the way attempted tfce 
Port of Mapalquivir near Oran, and being repulfed, failed on to the Ifland of Corfu, whence 
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he returned to Portugal without doing any thing. It was alfo propofed to the King ox Frame 
to fend his Fleet againft the Turks. That King made ehoice of Luis dPArmr.gnac, Duke of 5 
•Nemours, Earl of Armagnac and Guife, to Command his Forces that were to invade Naples. 
He would not give this Command to Luts de Luxembourg Earl of Lwm, who fiied for ir, left 
he.fhould caufe fbme diforder by the Right he- pretended to the Principality of Alt amir a. 
The Duke of Nemours made fbme flay in France: therefore the Lord of Aubeni, who was 
made Lord High Conftable of Naples , moved .with the French Forces out of Lombardy 
n wards Naples , and with him the Earl of Gay act, a Man of great Quality, who had lied 
from Naples. At this time Francis de Rojas, a very able Man, was lent co lueceed Laurence 
Suarez,, as Ambaflador at Rome. Ac tlie Lm^eroi ’s Court had refided for fbme Years with 
iliac CharaAer, D. John Emanuel, a Man of great Note, but Turbulent. In the Court of 
France John Michael Gralla was (fill reudent, and John Claver at Naples* The Great Captain, 
in purfuance of the Orders he had received-, repaired to Medina' with his Fleet; thence he 
vveht to Palermo to order the Viceroy John de Lanuca, to gather what Money and Forces he 
could for the Enterprize in hand. Some Mifunderlianding there hapned betwivc them,, as is 
tifual, where each arrogates to'himfelf a Superiority ; but at laft they agreed in what concerned.- 
the King’s Service ; and the Great Captain having gathered what Force he could returned to 
Mefina, where was the General Rendezvous. The Great Captain was poifofled in Calabria 
of the Dukedom^of Monte de Santavgelo, given him by King Frederick when the late War was 
concluded. Before he entred upon that Conquefl, he lent Captain Gcnp 4 o de Feces to excule 
him to that King-, to reftoretohiinthat Dukedom, and; renounce the Oath of Allegiance-he. 
had taken to him for the fame. The King abfolved him of his Oath, yeqgave him the Duke¬ 
dom again, wifhing it were better for his fake, upon condition lie Ihould not infeft his Sub¬ 
jects from the Caftles belonging to it.' This and the Intelligence his AmbalTadors fent from 
Spain , fully convinced King Frederick how near aiid'certain his Ruin was. He turned him¬ 
felf about, and found no Loyalty in his Subjects, no Strength in his Kingdom, nor no Sup¬ 
port from abroad. He font his Son Ferdinand to Taranto, a ftrong City in the far theft part 
of Apulia and of all Italy,- It was reported he font him to Vallona, to obtain.Succours of the 
Turk. He gathered all the Forces he could, which amounted to 800 Men at Arms, and*. 
4000 Foot, fortified Capua, where he left Fabriciits Colon a and Hugh de Cardona with 200 Men 
at Arms, and 1600 E J oot. The Great-Captain being a Man of a vaft Reach, eafiiy per¬ 
ceived that Agreement betwixt the Two Kitigs could not be lafting, as well for the natural 
Haiightinefs of the French , as by reafbn of the Difficulties that muft of neceffity arifo in di¬ 
viding of the Country, befides that Sovereignty admits of no Rival : Therefore he thought' 
it requifite to-anticipate the French, that they might not obftrudt his Conqneft. He font the 
.greatert part of the Fleet, under the Command of James de Mendopa , to the Coaft of Apulia , 
to hinder the Turks from coming over thither. The Fleet of Portugal came not in time. Me 
font Enigo Lopez, d*Ayala with the reft .of the Fleet to Naples, with Orders to tt anfpo\t Jo.mna 
the Queen Dowager of Naples into Sicily. King Frederick fuffored her to depart, tho* he - 
had before detained her, in hopes through her means to move King Ferdinand her Unkle to 
aflift him. The Great Captain palled the Streight of Mefina with his Forces, which confided 
of 300 Men at Arms, the fame Number of Light-Horfo, and 3000 Foot. The Span if Am- 
baflador at Rome font him 600 Spaniards, who had forved under Duke Valentine. Orders were 
left ip Sicily for fending after him 400 chofon Horfomen. With this Force in a few days he 
fubdued all Calabria, except the'ftrong Towns of Girachi and S. Agatha, all other Places de¬ 
claring for Spain. The Spaniards palled over to Calabria on the 5 th of July, and on the 
8th the French entred the Kingdom of Naples by the way of Rome. All Places fubmitted to 
them without refiftance till they came to Capua, to” which they laid fiege. All Abmz,z,o Pub- 
mitted to the French m like manner. Capua could have held out long, but that the Earl of 
Valcna betrayed it to them. They plundered the City, and took Fabricius Colona, Hugh de 
Cordona, and all the other Commanders that were in it. This News brought to the Great Cap- 
t.Vin at Nicdjlro on the 19th of July, made him haften to take the Caftle of Cofcnz,a. He ap- 
jlointed LMs Ailtidarra Governor of that Town, and theEarl 'of Ayelo of all Calabria, march¬ 
ing himfelf fpeedily to Apulia, that he might have done with that Province before the French 
ft Naples. All Places yielded to. him; at laft he fate down before Taranto, where the Duke 
of Calabria was, at fuch time as the French were pofleffed of Naples. Duk q Valentine having 
taken Faenpa and Poimbin, came now to ferve the French. King Frederick and the French Ge¬ 
neral agreed in Italy , That he fliould deliver up Naples' and Gaeta with the Caftles, and pay 
6 ooco Ducats for their Expence; .and they, were to fufier him to depart with his TJ^eafure. 
and Servants to I [chi a, where he hid 6 Months allowed him to confider whither he .would re¬ 
move. The King with his SVifc and Children, the Queen of Hungary, and Dutchefs of 
Milan, went over to that lliand. Thither repaired to them Pn/per and Fabricius Colona^ being 
Ranfomed. So that the French were now poftefted bf all. their Dividend of that Kingdom ;

Difagree- 'V'TO fooner were the French pofTeffed of Naples, but there arofe Debates betwixt them and 
meat be- t h e Spaniards, about fome Parts pi that Kingdom which were not mentioned’ in- the Di- 
twixt the v -q pn a g,. eec j upon by them. Thefe were Capitanata , Bafilkata, and the Hither and Farther 
Spaniards Principality. The French were fo forward, that they fent a Son of the Earl of Capacho to 
p ' caufe that part of Bafdicata to declare for Frame. They, alfo agreed with the Prince of Melfi 
• about that Principality, which is in the fame Province, and the King of France had already 
given it to John James Ttivulck. Some Noblemen were releafed,; who had been imprifbned by 
the Kang of Naples , and among them John Baptijia Morfano , after he had been almoft 40 
Years in cuftody. He boldly attempted to poffcfs himfelf of the Principality of. Rofano, which 
had been his Fathers, and is in Calabria. Alio Luis d'Arfi being empowered by the Lord of 
Ligni, railed the Principality of Altamura in Apulia for the French. Thefe were Heart-burn¬ 
ings at prefent, and Teemed to tend to a Breach. Methods of reconciling thefe Differences 
were firft propofed to the Lord of Aubeni, and then to the Duke of Nemours, who came after 
theSurrender of Naples.

For the better 
Defcripti- undemanding this Difpute, and the'clearing which fide had the moft Right, it will be con- 
of the venient to give a fhort Defcription of the Kingdom of Naples , and of all its Parrs. The 
Kingdom Kingdom of Naples contains all that Country which extends from Taracina or Fundi on the 
of Naples. Mediterranean, and the River Truento, that falls into the Gulp of Venice, to the Utmoft Point 
ofy Italy. Mount Apemne which joins with the Alpes. cuts this Kingdom and all the reft of 
Italy into two Parts. At the firft entrance into the Kingdom, on the Right-hand of thatMoun- 
tain upon the Mediterranean, lies the Principal -part of it called Campania , or Terra de Labor } 
of the ancient Liborii who dwelt there. In this Province are Gaeta, Nola ,■ Capua, and Naples 
the Metropolis of the whole Kingdom. Formerly all the Country from the River Tiber to 
Naples , was called Campania; now that which lies betwixt Rome and the Borders of that # 
Kingdom, goes by the Name of Campagna di Roma. On the Left-hand lies Abruzzso, con-* 
t.lining many of the ancient Provinces, namely, the Sabines, where is Afcoli; the Atanucini, 

■ where is Vacate ; the Ptltgm and Vefiini, in which are the Cities of Aejuila and Snlmcna ; the 
Marjt, where is the Lake Ficinus , and the Dutchy of Tagliacefo; and part of the Samnites, 
famous in the Roman Bjftory, arid reaching to Campania , The Moderns divide this Province 
into Abruzzo Citra, and Abruzzi Ultra, the River .of Pefcara being the Bounder of the Two 
Parts. Thefe Provinces, in the Divifion of the Kingdom, were adjudged to the King of 
France. On the fame fide with Abruzzo is Apulia , divided into Capitanata, Terra di Bari, and 
Terra di Otranto , which runs as far as 'Taranto and th» Confines of Calabria. On the other 
fide beyond Naples begins the Principality, whole Capital City is Salerno. Then follows 
Bafilkata ,. formerly called Lucania, and then Calabria, where were the ancient Bmtii, upon 
the Coaft of the. Mediterranean. In this Province is Cofenza the Capital City, and Regio upon 
the Streighc of Mtpina. The Inland was called Magna Gracia , where are Rofano , Catftn^ro, 
•and Cotrcn. As to the Principality, it is dubious whether it ought to be comprehended in 
Calabria. Touching Bafslicata was the fame Difpute, and therefore the Kings agreed theft 
Provinces fhouid be divided. Yet fome-affirmed, that this Territory lying aiqrtg the Moun¬ 
tains that part Apulia and Calabria, made no diftindt -Province from diem two, but that as 
much as lies towards the Eall belongs to Apulia, and towards the'Weft to Calabria. In Soft- 
iicata are Melfi, Atela, Barleta, and other Cities. Capitanata is that part which lies betwixt 
the Rivers Aufido and Tertoro; in it are Manfrtdonia, Monte Sautangdo, and Troy a. There is 
np doubt but that Territory was contained in the ancient Apulia , fince Vtclomy places Mount 
S. Gargamts, which is there Famous for the Church of S. Michael in Apulia. And the 
Moderns always undei flood that Apulia, began .where Abruzzo ended, and was dividedinto 
° thofe three Parrs already mentioned. Nay, leveral Authors mention Capitanata as a Territory 

of Apulia; and always the Duty of the Cattelof Aptilia was deceived in rim Territory. Let 
every dtte judge as he fliall think fit; it fuffices to our Purpofe, that hence the French and Spa.

Venetians againft the Turks, did nothing worth relating. That of Portugal only went to Cor - ri P l Pe * 
fitt„ and returned. The French went to the Ifland Sc to belonging to the Genoefes an d ha- ftil fl e, i ce r 
ving only hindred the Turks from receiving their ufual Tribute there, fuffered lb much by Pe- ofWca- 
ftilence, Strefs of Weather, and the Enemy, that fearce xooo Men of all the Fleet returned ‘her; 
home. They repaired to Apulia, and were courteoufly entertained by the Great Captain’s 
Order. TJie Venetians alfo returned home, who had but 2 f Galleys ill provided. This Year 
the Turk put no Fleet to Sea, which if he had, there was. no Force to oppofe him. In Spain the 
Catholick King publifhed a Proclamation, commanding all the Moors who were difoerfed 
throughout Cajlile * and Andaluzia , called Mudejqres, either to become Cliriftiaris, or depart 
the Country. About the end of the Year there was a certain Commotion, which if not 
preifentedin time, might have produced a War. D. Luis de la Cerda, Duke of Medina Cell 
upon his Death-bed married his Miftrifs to Legitimate D. John, a Son he had by her. D. Inigo 
de la Cerda, the Duke’s Brother,, whofe.Son Luis married the Duke del Infantad^s Daughter 
pretended he was Heir tothatEftate. The Dukeof Medina-Celt being dead, the Duke dd 
Infant ado railed Men,, and laid fiege to Cogolludo, in order to feize all the Eifate. The King 
ordered him to disband his Forces, and take his Courfe at Law. -The Duke was forced td 
obey, and D. John was left polfefied of his Father’s Eftate. News was brought that the 
Archduke with his Wife were coming through France. AU the way;they were ilobly enter- . 

tained. At Paris , on the 15th of December , both Parties fwore to-the Peace before conclu- TheAtch 
dedat Trent, and the Archduke did Homage to the King of France, as Earl of Flanders . The duIce . 
Princels would allow that King no Superiority. THence they fet forward,and through Guiome s 
came to Fuenterabta on the 29th of February, 1 p2. There they were received by the Con- ° 
ftable of Cajlile, the Duke of Najara , the Earl of Trevino his Son, and the Chief Commendary 
D. Guticrre de Cardenas. The more to exprels the Publick Joy, leave was given that fuch as 
might wear Silk Doublets, might alfo have Silk Coats, and coloured, which Ihews the Modefty 
of thofe Times. At the beginning of this Year, Lucrecia de Borgia was married to the Heir 
of the Duke of Ferrara; her Portion was icoooo Ducats. The Archduke and his Wife by 
the way of Burgos, Valladolid, Medina, and Segovia , came tyo Madrid. The Catholick King 
and Queen came from Andaluzia to Guadalupe. There to oblige Duke Valentine, and in him 
the Pope, they gave him "the City Andria, and other Lands' in Naples , with the Title of 
Prince. It was alfo propelled, that the Kings of Spain and France fhould fettle an Eftate upon 
King , Frederick and his Children. The King and Queen came to Toledo upon the 22d of 
April, as did the Princes on the 7th of May', having been flayed fome days ar Olios, by rea- 
fon of the Archduke’fclndilpofition. At Toledo on the 22d of My they were fworn^ Heirs of 
the Kingdoms of Cattle and Leon, in a great Affembly of Prelates and Nbblemen. They 
were tied, in cafe they Inherited thole Kingdoms, to Govern them according to their an¬ 
cient and known Laws'. 1 At the feme time that Spain rejoiced atthe coming of thefe Princes, 
pngland lamented the Death of Prince Arthur. The Princefs his Wife was fupp'oled to be 
left a Maid, tho’ they lived together as Man and Wife for j Months. But the Prince was only 
14 Years of Age, and of fo weak a Confticution, that it gave fufficient Grounds to believe this 
might be true. Ferdinand Duke d'Eflrada was fent by the Catholick King to Condole with 
King Henry, and to propofe that the Princefs might be married to his Second Son. But He 
neither reftored her Portion, nor could for fome time be brought to conclude that Match, 
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Which afterwards proved fo unfortunate. Soon after the News was brought of that Prince’s 
Death, Mary Queen of Portugal was delivered at Lisbon of a Son, whom they named Jehu < 
He afterwards Inherited his Father’s Kingdom, and was a moll Renowned Prince.

Afterwards, becaufe the Meffengers fent to King Frederick were 
not come back, the Truce was prolonged till the end of the year hpon the lame Articles as 
before.: This Term alfo expiring without any Anfwer, the Truce was Hill continued for 
Two months longer, and the'City put into the keeping of Bind, de Ftdmw, a Subject of the 
Catholick'King, in whom the Great Captain repoled great Trull,-upon Condition, that after 
that time the City Ihould be (urrendred without any farther delay, but that the Duke with all 
bis Treafui e and Family Ihouid be free. At the lame time the Caftle of Gerachi, a Place of 
great importance, 3 Leagues from the Sea, was furrendred; and the .Prince of Salerno came 
to Treat with the Great Captain about coming over to his Party, provided he and the Prince 
of Bi/ignano might be reftored to theiPEftates. He allb demanded the Earldom of Lamia , and 
jr>oo Duccats Penfion Which his PredeceiTors uled to be allowed by the Kings of Naples . 
Art thefe were extravagant Demands, and denoted he had but a Imall Inclination to fubmit. 
*.M,any of the Barons who had withdrawn with King Frederick to IJchia , came over now to the 
■Great Captain. . Of them he admitted fuch as he thought were molt important fofhis King’s 
Service, and among them Profper and Fabricitss Colona, being informed the Venetians endeavour- 
ed to draw them into their Service. D. James de Mendoza and Inigo de Ayala took the City and 
Caftle of Manfvedvnia, by Intelligence they held with the Governour that was to keep that place 
for King Frederick, notwithstanding the Lord of Alegre was marching at the fame (ime co*Re- 
lieve the Eelieged. At laft the City Taranto ,• according to. Articles, was delivered, with its 
Caftles, to the great Captain. And becaufe'one of the Articles of Surrender wafy That the 
Duke might have liberty to depart whither he pleafed, for the prefenthe went to Bari, which 
ftill held out for his Father (tho the City was weak, and the Caftle but'a plain Houle) refolving 
to ftay there for his Orders, without which, he would not do any thing. The Great Captain 
earneftly delired to reconcile him to the Catholick King, that he might not go to France, which 
might caufe lome Troubles. Propofols were made, and he offered him 30000 Duccats a 
year for ever, part in tlW Kingdom of Naples, and partin Spain, which was all he asked, or 
CQuld.expeft in that Condition,, The Duke liked the Offer, but would conclude nothing with¬ 
out his Father’s Gonfent. Soon after theDutchefs Dowager of Milan, his Coufin, rather than 
to go to Sicily, whither foe was invited with the Queen of Hungary her Aunt, retired to that 
City. This Lady prevail&PWith the Duke to write a Letter to the great Captain, praying 
him, that notwithftanding the Capitulation, by which he was at liberty to difpofe of himleli, 
/ he would lend him over to the Catholick King, becaufe he found his Father’s Defigtis were 
not for his Advantage, and yet he was not willing to a« 5 t any thing publickly in oppoluion fo 
him. It is to be believed the Duke did not continue long in this mind, for his Father by Letter 
preffed the Great Captain, ac^rding to what had been Capitulated, to give his Son his full 
Liberty, urging, that it was not like a Gentleman to break his Word, and that he ought rc> 
remember ’how much he. had been his Friend in the time of #6 Pi olperity. The Great 
Captain^ who kept a Guard upon him that he might not elcape, 4 o the end to bring him to 
•his Will, befides the Revenue he had offered before, novvpromiied in the Name of the Catho¬ 
lick King to Marry him eicher to the -Queen of Naples. his Neecc, or with t-be-Piinceis of 
Wales, both very advantageous Propofals. It was fulpetfed that the Earl of Pmez.a, D. J.U 
AeGtievera, who always ftuck by the Duke, led him which way he pleSfed. The Duke,' ti.o 
he went about Apulia in appearance free, yet was fo guarded that he could not get a wav, nor 
fcarce goa Hunting. In fine, this Bufmefs was fo contiived, that Mr Duke was hi ought hack 
to Torantjm and thence John dc ConchiUos had Orders to carry him in a Gaily to Suiiy, and fo to 
Spain, it Being believed?.Matters would be the better adjurted betwixt the Parties themlelvcs, 
and that the Duke would be eafier reconciled to the King, who was his near Kinlimn. It is 
plain this was a breach of Articles. In time of War Faith is not always obferved, but neither in 
Peace or War is there any regard to it where State Policy and the Inteielt of Princes is con¬ 
cerned.

the. Army; which made the Main Body. ‘ The Spanijh Foot were beft, if they had not been 
fo fatigued 3 but the Enemy had the Advantage in Horfe. In this manner the French marched 
to attack our Rear* It feemld impoilible for the Spaniards to reach Cirihola, where they had 
fortified their Camp, Without lofing their Baggage and many of the Foot, who lay about 
the Fields, overcome With Third and Wearinefs. This nothing difinayed the Great Captain, 
who caufed the Horfe to take up behind them fuch of the Foot as were mod faint, he himllif 
doing the lame, ahd carrying Drink to thofe that wanted mod. In this manner they reached 
their Gamp without any loistWO Hours before SUnfet. At this time the Enemy’s Horfe appeared, 
and the SpaHiards fodn drew Up within their Trenches. Fear often is more Powerful thari 
Wearinefs. The Great Captain went about encouraging his Men, and then the Fight be* 
jran It befog fo late, the Duke of Nemours was willing ttfhaye deferred it till next day; 
but the Lord d* Alegre prefled it Ihpuld hot be delayed, believing the Victory was certain. On 
each fide were ,13 Pieces of Canndn : The French played theirs firft, which did no execu¬ 
tion j but ours being plarited higher, made a great Slaughter. It was fired but once, becaufe 
fti Italian thinking the Spaniards had fled, fet fire to two Waggons of Powder. The Confu* 
lion that followed was great, atid the Fldme Ipread fo much, that all gave themfelves for lod. 
Still the Great Captain had fo much Prefence of Mind, that he laid with a chearful Counte¬ 
nance to thole about him, A gbod Omen , tny Friends j for tbefe dre Bonfires for the V'tLlory we have 
already in our bands. The Harm done by our Cannoh moved- the Duke of Nemours to join 
Battel immediately: He charged bur Body with 800 Men at Arms. Before our Men was a 
Trench* which he had not obferved, and obliged the French to wheel off, without breaking 
lance to put themfelves again into a pofture. Then the German Mufqueteers firing upon that 
Squadron, made a great Slaughter* After the Men at Arms followed the Lord Cbandiou with the 
Swift and Gafcom t Thefe the Spaniards charged With fuch Bravery, that they inftantly broke 
them, The Princes of Salern? and Melfi , who,werb fo the Rear advancing, were received by 
the Great Captain as became him. To conclude, the Enemy oh all fides fled, the Spaniards 
purfuing.them to their Camp* which was 6 Miles off, and Was taken at the fame Heat, our 
Meh finding their Supper ready, whereof they had need enough being lb tired. The Booty 
found there was ffreft. This famous Battel was fought upon the 28th of April! At the ifirft 
bntet was killed the "Duke of Nemours , whofe Body the Great Captain caufed to be Ho- 
riourably buried iri the Church of S. Francis at Barleta. Bbfidbs him died the Lord Cbandiou, 
the Count Marconi and mdft of the Swift Cortmknders. The Princes of Salerrio and Melfi , 
and Margucls^/e Lochito were wounded. All their Cannon and moft oftheir Colours were 
taken. The Slaughter had been much greater, but that Night coming on prevented it The 
Vigors having relied that Night* next day Cirinola furrendared upon Dilcretion, as did 
joo that had fled to the Caftlb. C dnofs alio declared for Spain. None but the Spaniards 
ughalized themlelves in this Battel, for the Germans , batiflg thb Volley they poured in 
upon the Enemy, did nothing. Among others* they that gained moft Hohour were of 
the Italians the Duke of Hermes , and of the Spaniards D. James de Mefidopa, df whom the 
Great Captain faid, He had behaved himlelf as became the Grandfon of fuch a Grand¬ 
father. Of the French it appeared 3700 were killed ; of the Spaniards only 9, and never 
a Man of Note. True it is* many died by the way with Droughth, and 1 joo could not 
be dragged from the Water they foilnd iri certain Wells, nor did any Service that Day; 
which rendred the Succefs the more dubious, and confidently the Vuftory the moft glo- 
riotts.

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fpired to fuccecd him, grounding their Pretentions on their Intereft rather than their Learn- 
ing or Piety. King Frederick had now an Interview with the King of France at Macon , and 
Propofals were made for reftaring him, but all to no purpofe. , 

Great apprehehfions there were of ,a War in Spain by reafon of the Forces .that gathered 
about Nar bonne. Hereupon the Catholick King went to Garage fa, rai fed Men, and. conOitUtcd 
f). Frederick de Toledo, Duke of Alva, General of RuJJillon. Some were for perfwading the 
King to be before-hand with the Enemy, and invade France. The diftruft conceived againft 
the King and Queen of Navarre daily increafed, all that Family being of y the French Intel eft, 
infomuch that the Lord of Vannes, Brother to the King, lerved under them at Naples, and 
his Father, the Lord fAlbrct, was now made Governour of Gnienne. Befide the Lord of 
Lujle intended to enter into the Valley of Anfo, which is pait of Aragon , to attack the Caftle 
of Verdun, and this could not be done without he were fuffered to pafs through Palde Roncal 
belonging’ to Navarre. That King endeavoured to clear himfelf, and had to xhat purpofe lent 
his Daughter Magdalen to be bred under Queeh Elizabeth, but this was now a fm'all tie, be- 
caufe this fame year was born to him a Son called Henry, who inherited tha’t Crown. Upon 
this fufpicion Queen Elizabeth ordered the Conftable of Caftile, and Duke of Najara , with 
their own Forces, and 5:00 Horfe flie fent, td draw- near the Frontiers of that Kingdom, tho 
John de Ribera who commanded there before, was putting all things info the belt pollute he 
could, no body doubting but the War would break out on that fide. So it proved, lor the 
King of France with all his- Forces, which amounted to 20000 Men, tho the ftrength of 
them confified in iocoo Foot and 1000 Horfe, refolv’d to invade RauffiUon, believing he 
fhould find no fufficient Force there to oppofe him. ' About the end of Auguft the Marclchal 
de Rieux having ailembled all thefe Forces, incamped on the Borders of Rouffihn at a Place 
called Palma. There they flayed fome days, and then marched towards Sal fas, the Foot 
over the Mountain, the Horfe through the Plain, leaving the PafTes guarded left our Forces 
fhould cut off their Provilions that came from France. On the 16th of September they fate 
down before Sal fas. The Duke of Alva was then at Perpignan with 1000 Light Horfe, 500 
Men at Arms, and 6000 Foot. Next day after he came D. Sane ho de Camilla, who Com¬ 
manded there before, threw himfelf into Sal fas. Some of the IDukes Parties went out to 
view the Enemies Camp and allarm them, the Duke himfelf came out of Perpignan, and en¬ 
camped at Rabaltas, above Salias and the French Army. There was no coming at him there 
by realon of the ftrength of the place, and lie was ready to lay hold of any Advantage fhould 
be offered, yet he offered Battle, which was too much boldnels confidering how much 
weaker he was than the Enemy, but he had much the advantage of the Ground. Whilft the 
French lay before Salfas, the Cardinals at Rome were fhut up in the Conclave to choole a new 
Pope. There were many Candidates. The Cardinal of Roan was ftrongly fiipported by 
the French, and the Cardinal Bcrnardin de Carvajall no lels by the Great Captain. Yet nei¬ 
ther of them, nor the Cardinal Peter Julia de Robere , nor he of Naples who alfo made Inte¬ 
reft, carried it, tho they flayed the Ele&ion gy days. The Cardinals agreed, that whofo- 
ever was chofen Pope fhould be obliged within two years to affemble a General Council, and 
that one ihould be .called every 3 years ever after to Reform all Abules. To this all the Car- 
dinals Swore, and then by Plurality of Voices made choice of Francis Picolcmini Cardinal of 
Sima, who had the Reputation of a Pious Man. He was Eleded on the 22th of September, 
and took the Name of Pius III. ift Honour of his Uncle by the Mothers fide. Pope Pirn II. 
His firft Thoughts were to Reform the Church and State, which he declared before his Co¬ 
ronation, refolving to call a General Council immediately. But Death fnatching him away 
26 days after his Ele&ion, put a Hop to all his Virtuous Defigns.

7he French hefiege Saulfes, or as the Spaniards call it Salfas ; The Siege raifed; Nine¬ 
teen Sail of Infidels deftroyed ; Pope Pius III. dies 3 Julius II. Chofen ; '1 he French 
Army marches through Italy, Ttro Defeats given them. 

Progrefs A T Salfas, or as the French call it Saulfes , they battered the Caftle fo furioufly, at the farrut, , 
of the time carrying on their Mines, that they, overthrew a large (pace of the great Tower ai d 1 

Siege of Bulwark that was not quite finifhed. Thus the Ditch being filled up, they made their Ap- 
Saujif. p roa ches to the Wall. The Befieged refolved to quit the Bulwark, which when they few co¬ 
vered with the Enemy, they blew up, and fallying upon fuch as had efcaped that danger put 
them to the Sword, fo that above 400 perilhed. Frclh Forces Bill reforting to the Duke of 
Alya, his. Army was now increafed to 400 Men at Arms, 1 yoo Horfe, and 10000 Poor. 
With this Power on the 13th of OStober he marched down, and flood till Sun let befoie the 
French Camp. The Enemy would not leave their Works tho our Cannon played upon them, 

7 and did fome Execution. At this time the Catholick King came to Girona, to gather the 
Forces that were coming from Caftle, no fewer in number than thofe at Perpignan , and bet¬ 
ter Armed. He gave out he would attack the French in their Works, if. they refilled to march 
out.

Thence he letit Micky} Jqhn'Gralla , and Antony AuguJHn, his AnribaiTfa- 
dots into Frartce, tb endeavour to fettle thb Affairs of Naples t for which the Catholick King 
was in Care, becaufe Supplies were going thither from France, but chiefly becaufe upon the' 

Death of Pope Plus III. the Cardinal of S. Peter, had been Elected Pope on the firft of Noc 
Member by the Name of Julius If. He was by Birth a Qe^efe, but in Affection a Frenchman, ti. 
and it was feared left he fhould embroil all Italy. Duke Vafentin had influenced this Lle&iOh. Pope. 

At this time the Archduke departed out of Savoy tq fee his Father, who advifed him nbt to 
brefs the bbferVaffon of the Peace he Concluded with France. He alfo offered if the CathoU 
lick King would fui'nifh him with Money, td make War in Lombardy , but the Catholiqk King 
repofirtg no great Confidence in him, time was delayed, and nothing concluded* It be¬ 
gan now plainly td appear that the Princefs Joanna was diftradted, which riiuch troubled her 
Parents. She prefled to be gone to her Husband, and her Mother put her off with good 
Words, becaufe the Seafon was nbt proper. It came to that, that Ihe offered to depart i- 
fbot from Mota Ji Medina, where Ihe was kept. No way was left to ftop her, but taking 
lip ihe Draw.bridge. She perceiving foe could not get away, flayed at the Farriers, and there 
eat, and lay in a KifcHtft, riot regarding the Coldnefs of the Weather, and incohveniency of 
the place. Neither could D. John de Fonfeca, Bifhop of Cordova, who. was with her, of the 
Archbilhop of Toledo, who came on purpofe, prevail with her to return to her Chamber, 
till the Queen/Carrie, who was Pick at Segovia.

The firft day he carri to the River^?»reJ!f<wo,' arid leaving Peter de Paz 
with a Party to fecure A Fafs there, advanced himfelf to St German. Then the French Army 
day a t Ponteidrvo, a ToWfi Of the. Church only & miles Off, It was reported they were 1000 
f'Curaflters, iooo Light Hbile, ahd 9006 Foot, molt of them Italians. They had 36 Pieces 
of Cannotl, whereof ib Were large, the reft Field Pieces.; Peter Navarro advanced with a 
Body to * ajttaclk the Caftle of Mahtecdfino , which ftill hefd fpr.the French. It was carried by 
’ main force, ttj> the greaLfhame of the French, who lay in fight, and durft not relieve it. It 
was , given out the Duke of Mantua ufed toboaft, he defired -nothihg more than to Come to a 
Battle with that Rabble. The Great Captain encamped within‘a mile of him, and then fent 
to offer him Rattle, fmee lie was fo deurous of it.

French Army with about 3000 Men. He prefled for pafling the River and fighting, hot tak¬ 
ing'warning by the laft Battle at Cirimla. They pafled the River at the Ford of Ceprant 
about the middle of OSober. Rqcafica was the firft Spanijh Town hbey came at after pafling the 
River. CkriftopherVillalva Pinane, and Zamujlp, were there in Garifbn with 1200 Men. 
With thefe Troops they fell upon the Rear of the French, and cut off 300 of thetp. The 
French laid fiege to the Town, but the Defendants Tallying killed above ado, and drove the 
reft to their Works.' Next day Proffer Celona , and. Peter Navarro, reinforced the Town with 
iooo Men, the Great Captain marching with all,his Army to their Relief, ’but the Enemy 
fearingk if any diiafter befell them, to lofo their Cannon, and the Weather being very Rainy, 
repalled the River. Two days after they palled again, and incatnped at Aquino. 6 miles from 
S. German, whither the Great Captain was returned. The great Rain hindrea them coming 
to a Battle, and the French drew back to Panmvo. The Great Captain to prevent their re* 
pafling the River, followed till beyond Aquino, .and bid them Battle. They drew into an ad¬ 
vantageous Poll with their Cannon, and the Spaniards were forced to return to S. Ger man. 
The -French repaired the River Garellano. At the lame time the JJrftni agreed with the Colo, 
ttefet 3!t Rome to come over to the Service of Spain by means of the Spanifh and Venetian Am. 
bafladors. For the Venetians were not fond of having luch a Powerful Neighbour as the King 
of Prance . The Vrjtni obliged themfelves to lerve with coo Men at . Arms, ibr which they 
were to have a Penfion of 6000 Duccars. Bartholomew de Albiano, chief of the Vrfmi, who 
Was in all the Service at Garellano, offered to ferve with 5000 Horfo and Foot. Fabricm Co - 
loha took Roea de Pandr a in fight of th&Frencb Army, which marched down the River to a 
place 18 miles from S. German , and but 12 from Gaeta , where is a Bridge which they defigned 
to pals. Peter de Paz., left to guard that Pals, with 1200 Foot and a few Horfe, 200 other 
Hprfe having fince joined him, made it good again!! the French Army 3 days and 3 nights. 
Mutiny By this time the Great Captain ^me up with all his Army, and firing a part of the Bridge, 
in the which Was of Wood, incamped at the foot of it. Here was great diforder among the Spa- 

spAwjh niards, who becaufe the Weather was bad, and they not payed, robbed the Country, and 

Army ‘ many deferted, infopuich that the great Officers advifed to draw off. It went io far, that a 
Private Centinel put the Spear of his Pike to the Great Captain’s Bread. He bore all with 
great Refolution, and gathering what Money he could, gave every Man Two Duccats, and 
to the Captains who prelfed him to retire he anlwered, 1 know of what Moment the Bufintfs in 
Hand is to the King, and am refolved rather to gain one fathom of Ground, tho it were to make my 
Grave in, than to give way, tho to live 100 years. This Difpute mufi be here ended, at it fall 
pltafe God, and let no Man gainfay it. The Colonels chiefly prefled to retire, and were there¬ 
fore fclpe&ed to hold Intelligence with the French. Many fled from the Spanijh Camp, which 
was much weakned. Hereupon the French laid a Bridge over the River, and above 1 joo of 
them pafling, by furprize drove the Spaniards from one of their Intrenchments. The Camp, 
which confined ofafmall number of Horfe, and 5000 Foot, taking the Alarm, the great 
Defeat of Captain friounted tprangehisMen. That done, he alighted, and taking a Halberd in his 
tht Fntuh. Hand, was the firft that charged the Enemy. About joooof them were already over, and' 
the reft continued to,pafs, their Cannon playing upon our Men from the other fide of the 
River. Nevefthelels the Spanijh Foot charged withfuch fury, that they obliged the Enemy to 
turn> their Backs, arid fly towardi.che Bridge. About 1400 were killed and drowned in the 
xfiight. * r The Great Captain not ’regarding the Enemies Cannon, came to the foot of the 
’Bridge, and lome of his Mcri»palfed over 'among the Frerkb, burin their Retreat (ullained 
fomeHofs from the Enemies Cannon, Tome Men of Note being killed, and others wounded. 
^G&ptaUi■' Zamuiso among the reft was dangerouflyhurt. Nothing is more admirable than the 
Notable v Valour of the Enfign Ferditiand de Illefcas, who having his Right Hand (hot off, held the Co- 
Vatour of, lours with his Left, and that being alfo carried away ,< hugged them betwixt his Arms without 
* s f an ‘ m ftirnng till the French were drove over the River. AMan worthy of Immortal Fame, and 
the great Rewards bellowed on him by the King at the* Inltance of the Great Captain. This 
Defeat fo diicouraged the French that they guarded the Bridge narrowly, left our Men fhould 
come over to them, not thinking themfelves lecture,*tho the River was between them. Befide 
great Differences arifing betwixt^e Marquefs ol Mantua, and die Lord of Alegre, the former 
revived to quit the Command of the Army, faying, he could niot bear the lnfolency of the 
French. In his ftead, till their King’s Pleafure were known, the Officers made choice of the 
Marquefs de Saluzes, then Viceroy, ^ Command General. The Great Captain, tho infe¬ 
rior in number to the Enemy,, refolved to pafs'theRiver and fight them. To this purpofe he 
ordered a Bridge of Boats to be feid over the River, 7 miles above that the French had made. 
Bartholomew dt Albiano had this glvenin Charge. As (bon as the Bridge was finifhed, he fet out 
from Sejja on .the 7 8th of December, and patted the River with 2000 Spanijh and i f 00 German 
Foot. He had left Orders wjth D. James de Mendofa j and Ferdinand de Andrada, to gather all 
the Horfe* which* was quartered thereabouts, and be with him„by break of day. As foon as 1 
the Spaniards h&d patted the River, the French quitted their Camp, and retired to the top of a 
Hill. Sui and Cafolforte, held by the French upon the River, furrendred. That night our 
Army lay incamped before Monforte, and thenext day marched down by the River to fight 
the Enemy. The French font .Peter de Medieis to carry part of the Artillery in Boats to Gaeta. 
Ee’ng come to the mouth of the River, tho the Watcr was rough, he would attempt to crofs

that were quartered thereabouts, were killed or taken by the Country People, who role and 
fecured all the Pafles, fb that very few of them efcaped. Bartholomew, de Alviano and D. Hugo 
de Moncada gave great Proof of their Valour in this Adliog, arid during the Whole time it was

the French to fortifie themfelves in; Mola with their Field pieces* believing that would be the firft Laptam ’ 
Place attacked, but, the Great Captain having rcirefhed his Men, to make his advantage of 
the Enemies Conflernation, marched diredtly to Gaeta. Very little Defence was made at the 
Mount, where our Cannon had before made a Breach, and the Garifbn had fcarce time to 
retire into the City. Here they loft .what had been fkved in the Fight, 1000 Horles were 
taken, and two Pieces of Cannon that'did us all the mifehief the firft Siege. • What is more, 
the French were quite difmayed, efpecially when they law the Spaniards intrench themfelves 
underrhe Works of the Town, 50 Men at Arms commanded by the Earl of -Mir.indtda, came 
out of the Town, and furrendred themfelves. That fame night 3 Deputies came out from 
the Marquefs de Salutes, to Treat of a furrender. Their firft Demand was to have the Pri- 
fbners Ranfomed, which was denied them. Then they offered to deliver up the City and 
Cattle of Gaeta, the Rock of Mondragon, and all the Spanijh aud Italian Prifoners they had, in 
Exchange for the French and Italian Prifoners on our fide. This Propofal was not difagreeable 
to the Great Captain, yet he would not rionfent to /eleafe the Italians, particularly the Mar¬ 
quefs of Bitonto, Mathew de Aquaviva, and Alonfo de Sanfeverino, Coufin to the Earl of Bifinia - 
no, whom he intended wholly to put into the Hands of the Catholick King. After fbme De¬ 
bate, the French abandoned the Italians, and on the firlt of January, 1^04, it was agreed. 

That the Lord of Aub 'gni, and the other French, fhould be difeharged; and that as to the Ita¬ 
lians the Catholick King fhould not Execute any of them.'cill fiich time as the King of France 
could fend Ambafladors to intercede for them. The Souldiers were to depart with their Arms 
and Baggage. The Citizens of Gaeta to be no • way molefted, nor the Inhabitants of any 
qther Place for haviag'fided with the French. Upon this Agreement fuch as were to go by Sea 
began immediately to imbark. Theodore Trivulcio marched out with the French and Italians that 
were to go by Land: This done, on the 3d of January the City and Cattle were delivered 
up, and the Prifoners on our fide relealed. The Government of the City and Caftle was given 
to Luis de Herrera , as he had well deferved. His Command of Lieutenant of Taranto was 
conferred on Peter Hernandez, de NicueJJd. Two days after the Surrender came thither the Lord 
of Aubigni, and about 1200 French Prifoners.’ Aubigni went prefently aboard, the reft were 
conduced by Land, but molt of them died by the wayi as did the Marquefs de Saluzx.es at 
Genoa. The Sieur de la Palijfe had before been Exchanged for D. Antony de Cardona. This D. 

Antony ferved very well, as did his Brothers, wherefore the Catholick King gave him Padula, 
which had belonged to the Earl of Caparlo, and created him Marquefs thereof Some blamed 
the Great Captain for giving fuch Advantageous Terms, but he had Reafons enough to juftifie 
his Proceedings, the chief were want of Money to pay his Men, who he feared 
might again Mutiny ; Then that the Pope waswholly Devoted to the French ; And laltly, the 
Treaty about Reftoring King Frederick, which did the Spaniards an incredible diskindnels. 

For fuch as were of the Spanijh Fadtion were difeouraged, and their Adverfaries took Heart, 
befides none of the Revenue was payed in, every one waiting to pay it to King Frederick if 
* he returned. Thus the Wants of the Army daily increafed. Therefore Gaeta being reduced, 
before any Change fhould happen the Duke of Termes was font to Govern Abrttzxo , and bring 
under the Eftate of the Marquefs de Bitonto in that Province.

8000 Ducats a Year, and 2200 among his Kindred,, according to every Mans merits. 
Thefe favours done to the fo nettled the Colonejes, that Pro/per Colona went to Spain to 

complain, and have the Government altered, and Fabricitss lent from Rome to ask leave to 
ferve the Florentines , which was granted, leaft he (hould have taken it, and lb the Breach had 
r been the greater.

Thus only Six Towns in 
that Kingdom, and thofe remote from the Sea, were left to . the French. The King of 
Franee pretended that all that was taken after fh^? day appointed for proclaiming the Truce, 
ought to be reftpred, as unlawfully gained, and fufpetted the Delay of proclaiming had been 
advifedly contrived to that purpofe. Oh the other, fide it was guefled, he never intended 
to obferve the Truce, and had only contrived it to have the better Opportunity of taking 
the Spaniards at an Advantage,'which might well be believed, becaufe at the lame time he 
had appointed John James Trivulcio his General in Italy , befides 5000 Swifllrs and joo Horle 
were daily expeded out of France , under the Command of the Lords of Aubigni and Alegre, 
and the Marquefs of Mantua and Duke of Ferrara railed all the Forces they could in Italy. 
At the lame time the Great Captain was dangerouQy fiek, which with the Report (bread 
aprpad of Re-eftablifhing king Frederick , and the Pope’s Eliciting to have him General of the 
French Forces, gave occafion to People to difeourfe varfoufly of matters of State, and particu- 
ferly the Colonejes took the Liberty to utter feme bold Speeches. All was again appeafed by the 
Recovery of the Great Captain, whopefently appyled himfelf to make all the ncceflary Prepa-

Hence Iprung theyhhief Article exhibited againft him, which was, that he 
gav^a^y Town^fiftatesf and Commands "as if they, were his own and presented the 
Clergy to the Pope for Benefices, a Prerogative only pertaining to the Kmg,and notto his 
Lieutenant. They ajfo alledged he did not put in execution the K^ng s Grants, as appeared 
in the Cafe of John Claver whom he kept out of «the Eftate of Aknfo de Sanfevertno,. given 
him by the King, as he had done in other CafeS.- That atlcatthe ought-ta have givenhis 
Reafonsfor fufpending thofe Grants, if there were any. There is no doubt but^m this par¬ 
ticular the Great Captain w?k to blame; but perhaps his Meanuig might be good, tho the

The King of France would have him Marry,G iermana de Faux his Niece, in cafe that 
King were Reeftabhffied; l?ut he rather, inclined to the other propofalof marrying Charles 
Son to the Archduke, with Claudia his Daughter. Some.Months were fpent in thefe Debates 
The King of Wc would' refer the matter to the Pope, and the King of Spain would have 
the Cardinals joined with the Pope. In ffiort, .they agreed in nothing. The: greateft Dif¬ 
ficulty was in reftonng the Barons of the French Faftion, for the King of France folemnlv 
Engaged when the _ Princes of Salerno , Bifgnam znA Melfi came to him,, rtbt to make Peace 
with bpain, unlefs they were reftored to their Eftates. • After much Cahvaffing the matter, 
without coming to any .Agreement, and the News coming that Pija had declared for Spain 
the King of France m a Rage ordered, the Spanijh' Ambalfadors GraUa and Antony Au/ufiin 
to depart the Court. They vifited the Queen and Legate, and the next day had a Con 
ference with King Frederick, alluring him of the Catholick King’s good-will towards him 
and telling* him he might by the Management of# Affafrs perceive whofe fault 1 it was that he 
was not Reftored to his Kingdom. This done, they took their Way towards Spain on the 
26th of Anguft.

The Leagtst betwixt the Emperor, the Archduke , and King of France; The League againft H f 
the Venetians -, The death of King Frederick of Naples, and Queen Elizabeth of Ca- 
Mo f Contention about the Government of Caftile betwixt King Ferdinand and King 
Philip; Treaties with France. . 

O NE of the principal Caufes of removing the Spanift Ambafladors was, that they , 
mighc not hinder the proceedings towards a League Offenfive and Defenfive Ibonllnr ' 
alter Concluded onthe 22th of September, betwixt the^^Emperor,the Archduke his Son, andlhe Archrluke 
King of France. The principal Articles were. That the Emperor ffiould attempt nothing and Kiag 
againft the Dukedom of Milan, or any other State then in League with France but ffiould of ***”“ 
pardon all Offences by them committed againft the Empire iince Kine Charles naffed thei oinin 
Alpes till that day. That if for the future they failed of their Duty, he might Puniffi them League ' 
and the King of France ffiould not *■ Prqteft them. That the Inveftiture of Milan ffiould 
within % Months be given to the King qf France for him and his Heirs, he paying 200000 
Livers for the'fame. That the King of France ffiould come to no Agreement with the Ca- 
tholick King about the Kingdom of N<»/)/ei without the Emperor’s Confent, and in cafe the 
Catholick King would , not be bfought to Compofition, the Emperor ffiould affift the King 
of France jto Recover that Kingdom. That Lands ahd Revenues ffiould be affigned in Franie 
to the Children of Luts Sforcia \a?t Duke of Milan, whenfoever they would go thither. 

That all thofe who were fled thence ffiould be reftored to their Eftates, and the King’s 
favour. Four months were allowed the Catholick King to come into the League, upon 
Condition he ffiould reflgn all his Right to the Kingdom of Naples, to Charles his Grandfon 
on the Terms before propofed ; and that each of the Allies ffiould have 3 -Months allowed 
him to bring his Confederates into the League. It much difgufted the Catholick King * 

arid moft Men obferved that neither the Emperor, nof the Archduke named him among 
their Allies. This l eague* w^is managed openly, but under Hand another was agreed upon 
betwixt the lame Princes and the Pope, on pretence of Uniting their Forces againtt the 
Turks, but the real deflgn Was againft th c Venetians. Each of thote- Princes pretended that 
Seigneury wrongfully detained feveral Towns of theirs, which now they propofed to Recover 
by Force: A tritghty Storm threatned that State* whereof Lawrence Suarez, de Figueroa gave r 
them notice, defigning to ‘draw them to join with Spaing The Enemy was Powerful, and 3 ? the 
the Catholi'ck King much Exhaufted, foriit appeared by his Books that he had already re- f'emtioru. 
turned above 3 ; i Millions for.'th'e Charge of that ; ^War in Italy. (F. Mariana names not what 
thefe MiUions were of, I guefs thk'm to be of Mardvedies, which will amount to above 160000 Founds 
Sterling , a vaft. Sum in thofe . days.) The Venetians would not believe anything of that- 
League, and Were refolved to ftand Neuters, and take. Party with that Side which proved 
■ftrongdt. At the fame time they held liit£lfigence with' thc Soldan of Egypt , for hindring 
the Fortugues Trade in Indiafty hicli totally. Ruined theirs at Alexandria. To this effect they 
lent an Ambaflador, to tlie Roldan, and Fouri'derstd caft Guns, as alfo Shipwrights to build Ships 
after our manner, and a great quantity of Mettal to be Cent forward to Calicut, the chief 
Mart of the Eaft for Spice, to the intent that King might drive the Portuguefes out of thofe 
Seas. They alfo pi opofed to the Catholick King to be Mediator betwixt them and the 
Portuguefes, for adjufting thpfo Differences, which he refufed, it being a matter not eafily 
to be reconciled, the intereft of both Parties being fo deeply concerned.

None of the Princes we have fpoken of enjoyed any great Satisfaftion. The|Emperor was 
• f* poor, and at variance with his Son. The Princefs, Wife to the Archduke, was not in her 
Princes, right Senfes. Queen JLlfoabetb laboured under a foul, tedious^ and.incurable Difeale, which' 
it. was laid would loon make an end ofher. It was feared her Death would produce Troubles 
and change of Government. What Satisfaction could the King, of France ave, feeing himfelf 
defpoilcd of a Kingdom he looked upon as his own? King Frederick ceafed not to contrivd 
ways how he might be reftored. Seeing himfelf lor la ken on all fides, Difcontent caft him 
irito an Ague, with which he returned from Blots to tours his ordinary Refidence. It grieved 
him to fee there was no way left to reconcile the Kings of Frame and Spain j but above all, 
that his Son the Duke of Calabria was not a Man of thofe Parts as to. wade through fuch Diffi¬ 
culties. Hereupon towards his latter days, he wrote a Letter to him full of Fatherly Advice. 
Ikjptuhe fetpersecuted this unhappy King, that one night the Houfe where he lay took .fire, 
HtdiriA and he had much ado to efcape naked with his Wife and Children. This ‘Accident increafed 
King of his Sicknefe, of which he. died in that City on thg jth of November. He left by his Firft 
N*pla dies yj\ ft. on e Daughter married in Frame, and by the Second fiveChildren, Elizutbethfjulia, Alonfo y 
Cafitr, jpd the Eltfeft of them, all Ferdinand Duke of Calabria , who received the News of his 
Father’s death at Medina del Campo, where, the Court of Spain then Was. Profper - Colona was 
" fent by the King to give’him the News, ana comfort him. The King himfelf was then much 
afflided on account of the,,Queen’s Sicknefs, Ihe being then in great danger. She .prefled to 
have the Archduke and Kis Wile come imp Spain, but the Archduke excufed Jiimfelf on ac- . 
count of the War he was engaged in agajpt the Duke of Guelders. The truth was, he had 
no mind to come, and feemed not to value the Inheritance of fuch large Dominions. At 
j. b ' (h length the Queen died on the 26th of November, She ordered her Body to be buried at Graf 
Queen of nada , where, hec^ufe the Cbapefdefigoed forte Ufe was not finilhed, ihe was depofiked In 
Spain dies, the Alhambra. By her Will me vacat.ed. fomfl Grants prejudicial to the Crown, made at the 
beginning of her Reign. She declared the Marquifate. of Moya had. been given to D. Bernard 
dtCorkraty’ her Content, for his good Service. Shealfb appointed the Princefs Joanna and 
her Husband the Archduke her Heirs j but in- cafe the Princefe, by realbn of her Indilpofition, ! 
or for any other Caufe, Ihould riot take upon her thq. Government; then, as had been before 
relblved in the Cortes, or Ahembly of the Three Eftates, King Ferdinand was to Govern till 
Pridce Charles were 20 Years of Age. Befides the Adminiltration of the Mafterlhips of the 
Three Militar y Orders granted by the Pope to King Ferdinand, Ihe left him half the Profits 
oft the Iflands and Continent newly dilqovered, and 10 Millions (of Mar ave dies) yearly, out 
of the Rev.enuearifing in the Lands of the Three Mafterlhips.

The 
New'King and hisCouncil protefted againft thele Proceedings of the Catholick King, fry¬ 
ing, It was prepofterous either to take the Title of King, or come into the Kingdom, if he 
was not to have the Power and Prerogative of a King. D. John Manuel, a Gentleman of a 
little Body but lharp Wit, heightned thefe Difconte.nts. The Catholick King to remove him 


from 



from the Archduke, commanded him to return to the. Emperor’s Court, but the 'A«Miiy 
Would never content* and ratjjer valued him the more, making him privy td all his Sefcrets 
This Project failing, the Catholick King endeavoured to gain him by large Promifes made to! 
his Wife the,.Lady Catherine de Cafiilla j but he ffistde ffioffe fiefeount of the prefent Bounty of 
a Young Prince, ttan the PrbmifeS of a bftafty Did King. Nor Was this all, the King grew 
jealous pi the Kingdom of Naples, fearing left the Great Capt 4 iu Ihould undine to favour Jiis 
Son-in Law. Profper Colona failed not to encreafe this Jealoiifie; tho’ he had Obtained all he 
came to Spain fo?, and particularly that Bartholomew d r Albiams Company pf 400 Men at 
Arms Ihould be reduced to 206’. Befides, thd Catholick King Ordered only uoo Meri at 
Arms, 600 Light-Horfe,-.and jo.ob Spanifij Foot, to be lefe in the Kingdom oi'Naples 2000 
Spaniards to be lent to Spain, and the.Germans difmiffed, -all to fave Charges, and weaken that 
Kingdom. A particular Council was erected in Cafiile for the Government of it. Ladrbn 
de Mauleon was lent Ambafladot from the King pi Navarre,' to ephfirm the ancient Alliance 
with King Ferdinand, by concluding the Match betwixt the Princ#pfr/^ and the Archduke’s 
Daughter. He aUo preffed to have Duke Valentine, then Prifonef, relea(ed, as did manv 
Cardinals created by Pope Alexander: The King'was willing to redew the League, and’in¬ 
clinable to the Match. As to the Duke he faid it could not be done at prefent, tho'at*the famd 
time he thought to make ufe of him in Italy to balance againft the Great Captain. He defired 
Security that he would be true to his Intereft, and Alonjd d'Efie Duka Pf Ferrara , offered to 
be bound for him. Emanuel King of Portugal lent thp Bifliop of Pol and James Pack co his 
Ambaffadors to Rome, to acknowledge Pope -.>/^ After he had lent levelal Fleets to' 
Trade in India, he now lent Francis tAlmeyda with the Title of Governour to refide there 
that all who paffed to thofe Parts might know who they were to obey. Many Difficulties 
attended the Profecution of this Enterprize, befides the length of ; the Voyage: One was the 
Oppofition made by the Venetians, as has been hinted before; Another, that the, Sdldan of 
Babylon , either at the Inftigation of that State, or of his own accord, undertook to ruin their 
Tra$e in thofe Parts. He fent Maurus , Guardian of the Monaftery at Hierufalem, with Let¬ 
ters to the Pope, complaining of the Proceedings of the Catholick King in the Conqueft of 
Granada and Converfipnof the Moors, add of the King of Portugal fox ruining his Trade in 
India and taking his Ships. He defired him to put a itop to any further prOgrels in this Af¬ 
fair, otherwife he threatned todeftroy the Holy Sepulchre, and put to death all the Chriftiam 
within his Dominions. This moved the Pope to fend the fame Religious Man with the Let¬ 
ters to Spain to both the Kings, neither of whom made any account of them or the Threats 
they contained.

King Ferdinand becomes odious to the People $ The Pofiure of A fairs in Italy; The Em - 
prour and King Philip of Caftilc Ratifie the Petce with France ; King Ferdinand 
agrees with thg French King. _ 

T HE Cortes at Toro paffed the Laws called of Toro, which had been framdd before’ the Ring &- 
death of Queen Elizabeth., After the Cortes were difmiffed, King Ferdinand continued at dmand be- 
Toro rill the end of April, to be thoroughly latisfied whether King Emanuel of Portugal appro- j° mes °* 
ved of his continuing in the Government. The Nobility, in hatred to him, gave out, that 
he treated about marrying the Princels Joanna, Daughter to King Henry , and to affert her Pie 
Title, which before he had impugned ; and by that means to maintain himlelf not only as 
Governour, but Rightful King of Cafiile , in oppofition to his Daughter and Son in-Law. 

It is farce credible how much this Report incenfed ’the People. Certain it is, his Vice- 
chancellor Alonfo de taCavalleria endeavoured to perfuade him to change the Name-of 
Governour for that, of AdminiftratQr and Guardian, as Fathers are to their Children before 
they are of Age; and Queen Joanna might be . account fecHi either in regard of her want 
ofSenle, or oi her being confined, and that, he ought to take the Title of King either on 
this account, or as Husband to Queen Eliz,abm. He brought the Example of his Father King 
John, who Itill called himfelf King oi Navarre , tho’he had Children, and that Kingdom had 
been -his Wife’s. The Nobility of Cafiile, and thofe oi the New King’s Council, were of ano¬ 
ther Opinion : «They faid it were better for King Fertlinand to retire to the Kingdom of Ara¬ 
gon, and from theiice tp aid his Children in wh^t they ihould defire, for that One Kingdom 
tfould not admit of Two Heads! Neither couid they agree as to his Kingdoms of Granada 
and Naples. The Catholjck King pretended a Right to Granada, as conquered in jiis Wife’s 
liie-time ; and as for Napk's, he (aid there was nodifpute of its appertaining to tl#Houfe of 
Aragon, and therefore highly refented that his Son-in Law Ihould pretend to dilpofe of it, 
without coniulcing him to whom only it belonged. This made him fufpicious of the Great 
Captain, who was a Cafiilian ; for the Emperor had fent to know which fide lie would en- 
• dine to, in cafe of a War, attd the Pope had put the iameQueftiort to him. To the Em¬ 
peror he anivvered in general Terms; to the Pope refolutely, telling him, It was plain he 

knew 
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knew not what Men he had to deal with, who were not ufe^ to commit any thing that was 
difloyal to their King, or unworthy themfelves., From torn the Catholick King Went to Sego, 
'via, and thence lent D. John ile Fonfeca, Bilhop,,of Valencia , Flanders, to, attend upon the 
Queen bis Daughter. From the Emperor and his Son came as Ambaffadors to the Catholick 
• King, Andrew de Bur go of Cremona,® nd Philibertjf °id de Vert who Was great with the Arch¬ 
duke, and had much Knowledge of the Affairs of Caftile. To him the l^atholick King made 
known his Grievances, and again attempted to draw £>. John Manuel from King Philip, but he 
infiead of it difeharged hjmielf King Ferdinand's Service, King Philip atfb.kept Lope de Con. 
cbilloi , Secretary to the Bilhop of Valencia ', a long time dole - Piiloner, fo* writing a Letter 
from the Queen to the King, committing to him the Charge of the Government; which. Let- 
ter was intercepted, and thereupon po Spaniard was liiffeied to fpeak to the Queen *, which fo 
heightned her Diltemper, that (he was Ihut up. In Italy the Great Captain Cent Num de Ocampo 
with xooo Men of thofe that .were ordered to be difoliffed, to defend Vlombin and Pifa. 
The Florentines laid Siege to$Y», but Nun? de Campo throwing himlelf with his Men into it, 
they 4 were forced to rile and depart without it. Th& Colonefs pjeffed to have Bartholonmv 
J'4lviam'$ Command reformed, which the. Great Captain delayedknowing the Worth of 
that Gentleman ; but afterwards underftanding he held Intelligence with the Pope, ahd des¬ 
igned to Favour the Houle of Medicis againft the Florentines, his Command was reduced. 
He knowing of it, thought to have feized Vlombin ; but being difappointed, aimed at P'tfa. 
The Great Captain cd$ijpanded him to defift, upon pain of Fbifejting his.Pofleflions and 
Command in Naples. The Florentines Ming, wait for him, overthrew and wounded him. 
At Naples for his Difobedierice his Eftate was feized, whereupon he went over to the other 
Party. The Spanijh Soldiers, who according to the King’s Order' were to be difmifled, 
tho* it was given out they Ihould be lent tp the Conqueft of Gelves mutinied, and much 
perplexed the Great Captain. Yet he appealed,. and lent them to Spfim as he was or- 
, dcred. ^ 

Th Fm The Emperor and King Philip met to raiifie the Treaty concluded with the King of France, 
peror arid from whom came alfo the Cardinal of Amboife, who took the Oath, and did Homage to 
King FhU the Emperor, in the Name of the King his Maher^for the Inveftiture of Milan, granted to 
i’P of ca- him and his Heirs Males j, and for want of them, was to devolve,tp his Daughter Claudia 
file ratific an <3 Charles her Husband. Yet in cafe that Marriage were difappointed through the King of 
w'rh C * Vranc **s means, then that Dukedom Ihould again fall to the Houfe of Aujlria. It was allb de- 
r!lvte. dared that Inveftiture was given laving .always a better Title, which afterwards th.e Sons of 
Sforcia pleaded for recovery of that Dukedom. On account of the firft of thele'Conditions, 
Prince Charles when Emperor pretended that Dominion appertained to him j but then the 
King of France was to be repaid the 200000 Livies he gave for the Inveftiture. Nothing 
was concluded concerning the Kingdom of Naples ; but the Marriage of Prince Charles and 
K Perdu t ' ie Princels Claudia being confirmed, it . was lupppfed to be defigned for her Dowry, as had 
Mflwrf'a-" been before agreed. Thefe things perplexed the Catholick King, who therefore contrived 
gr«switli how to gain the King of France , and fecure himlelf on that fide. He thought the belt way 
the French was to marry Germand de Foix, that Kjqg’s Niece. F. John de Enguerrd , of the Order of S. Ber. 
Kmg. nard, arid Inquifitor in Catalonia, wls^fenc to propole this Match. This was lo pleating to 
the King of France , that he refigned over the Kingdom of Naples to his Niece and her Heirs. 
On the other fide, the Catholick King conlented. That in cafe he had nolffueby her, that 
Kingdom Ihould devolve to the King of France and his Heirs. Belides, he engaged to pay 
him 500000 Ducats within the (pace of 10 Years. He allb promifed to reftore the Barons of 
the French Faction, which was hard fo be done. All the Priioners the Great Captain had 
were allb to be let at liberty, and namely the Prince of Rofano and Marquelsy/e Bitonto. Only 
Duke Valesstine and the Earl of Pallas were excepted. On thele Terms the King of France pro¬ 
mised to aid the Catholick King againft the Emperour and his Son, in cale they attempted to 
remove him from the Government of C afiile, Guicciardin addsThat the Catholick King 
engaged to afifift Gafion de Foix his. Brother-in Law, to conquer the Kingdom of Navarre, to 
which he pretended to have Right : As allb, 1 hatithe King of France Ihould fend the Queen- 
Dowager of Naples with her Children into Spain ; and if foe would not go, then to order 
her to depart his Dominions. -'Afi'-thcfe Articles were agreed upon this Summer, and on the 
2 5th of Augufi D. John de Sylva Earl of Cifucfttts, and hiker Thomas Malferit, were fent from 
Segovia to France, with the former Ambaffador 'F. John d'Enguetra to Sign them. They had 
aim Orders to releafe.the Priioners at Naples , and to fecure the return of thofe that were ba- 
nilhed. It was allb propofed co Robert de Sanftverino, Prince of Salerno, and Head of the Ba- 
nifoed Barons, to marry tlje Lady Marina d y Aragon, Daughter to D.AlonJod*Aragon, Duke of 
Villahermofa and Earl of Ribagorpa ; which VWs lo pleafing to. the King of France, that he en¬ 
deavoured to hinder King Philip from going into Spain, lending-his Secretary to require him 
not to uq^ertake that Journey, till the Differences betwixt him and his Father in Law were 
adjufted. To make die furcr of him, he encouraged the Duke of Guelders to profecute the 
War againft him with a greater Power. This Treaty put the Kingdom of Naples into an Up¬ 
roar ; and thole Barons who were poffeffed of the Lands of them that were fled, combined to 
liana by one another. Profptr Cclom went to Rime, and offered the Pope to conquer 
that Kingdom for him, provided the King of France would quft his Claim. The Nobility of

Cafiile were rid leii Hilgufted, Jt being reported. That Queen Elizabeth before, foe died ob¬ 
liged King Ferdinand to fweai he would nevetf marry, before foe committed to him the Govern- ■ 
menc of the Kingdom. Some blamed the Great Captains becaule he did not declare for King 
Philip, fince that March of King Ferdinandxut off Pri'nc§ Charles from Inheriting the Kingdpm 
of Naples, whethe'fthe King ha’d Ifliie or not. King Philip was not a little offended to have 
the Kingdom of Naples ablolutely difpofed of from him,; and 'Ihe Crown of Aragon left dis¬ 
putable, if Kin g.Ferdinand Ihould have a Son. The. Catholick King, to prevent further Mil- 
undei (landings, lent D. Peter Ayala the Protonotary, who had been before Ambaffador in Eng. 
land to Flanders, that he, with Gutierre Qomez de Ftunfalula his Ambaffador therc,lhould acquaint 
King Philip with the Treaty concluded j and endeavour the Enlargement of Lope lie Conchillos 
kept clofe Piiloner at Vilvcrde. As to.the Marriage, King Philip m general Terms anfwered' 
He rejoiced at it, that King Ferdinand was free* and might marry where he pleafed. For what 
concerned Lopede CcnchUlos , he laid, he was his Sd'fyant, and received Wages from him \ and 
therefore haying impriloned him for his Demerits, lie did'not defign to releafe him. Stiff the 
Venetians looked on, without perceiving how great a Storm tfireatped them. True it is, they 
compounded with the Pope, retaining Faenpa and Arimino, arid reitoring what, they had iri 
tlie Earldoms of Imila and Sejjena. On thefe Terms they took'into their protetf' an the Duke 
of Urbino, and the Prefect of Rome the Pope’s Nephew, wlYorii the Duke had adopted, and to 
the intent he might inherit the Dukedom,, given him to Wife the Daughter of the Marque Is 
of Mantua his Brother-in-Law. Advice, was givefl^o the Great Captain of the Peace con¬ 
cluded with the King of France, and he ordered to come to Spain, the Archbifhop of Zara, 
go pa being privately appointed Viceroy of Naples. The Great Captain expreffed Joy for the 
Peace, and caufed it to be,proclaimed at Naples y ; and as to his'departure, anfwered it Ihould 
be very fpeedily ; but ftill he found Excufes to delay it, which encreafed che Jealoufie before 
conceived of him, and furnilhed much matter of Difeourfe, tho* he fent his’Secretary John 
Lopez, de Vergara to juftifie him. 



C H A R ‘ VII. 


Mazalquivir in Africk taken from the Moors ; The Mobility of Spain divided for and 
again/l King Philip ; The Agreement made betwixt the Two Kings Ferdinand and Philip 5 
The latter in England. 

T HE Archbilhop of Toledo never forfook the Catholick King, but upon all occafions flood - 
1 by him with extraordinary Fidelity, and was- a great Check to many difaffefted Per- frf 

Tons. This Prelate was. a Man of a mighty Spirit,' and more; Generous than might have been t* 

expeaedol his mean Education. He often prefled th^King, even whilft Queen Elizabeth^- 
was living, to make War upon the Moors in Barbaryf a'^ lbon as that in Naples were ended. 

This Bufinels was To far advanced, that the King ordered part of the Spamfl, Forces to be foni 
out of Naples into Spain, which was accordingly done. The Earl of TendiUa offered,'if the 
King would aflign him 40 Millions of Maravedies, to conquer Oran and the Port of : Maz,al. 
cyuivir , with the Towns adjacent. In cafe any of that Sum were left after defraying the 
Charge, he promifed to reftore it; but if it fell foort, to make it up of his own. This Con. 
traft being well advanced, was broke off by the Queen’s death. Yet that the Enteiprize 
might not be wholly laid afide, and the Neapolitan Soldiers be idle, the Archbifhop lent the 
King 11 Millions towards 'carrying on that Defign. A Fleet was fitted out on the Coaft of 
Andalusia, at firft intending to take Tedeliz, a Town betwixt Bugia aqd Argiers, to which 
purpofe Intelligence was held with fome Perfons in’ it. But this appearing to be a Place of 
no Confequence, nor worth the keeping, it was refolved to attempt Mazalquivir, which in 
Arabick fignifies the Great Port, and Ptolemy calls it Firm Magnus. It ftands near to Oran 
almoft oppofite to Almeria, only a little more to the Eaftward. The Fleet confifted of 6 
Galleys, and a great Number of Caravels arid other finall Veflels, in which were about yooo 
Men, under the Command of D. James Fermndcz. de Cordova, a Valiant Officer. They (ailed 
from Malaga upon Friday the 29th of Augufi. D. Raymund de Cardona was Admiral. They 
met with bad Weather, and wqre'forced to put into the Port of AlmeriaS Thence they fet 
■forward on the nth of September, and came to an Anchor with the whole Fleet in the Har¬ 
bour of MazalquRotr. On the Point of the Harbour was a Bulwark planted with Cannon, 
with other Works, under which our Fleet entred. 1 p Horfe and 3000 Foot came to ob- 
ftruft our Men landing. The Landing-place was bad, and the Weather tempeftuous, yet 
the Valour of the Chrifiians overcame all Difficulties. Peter Lopez'Zagal, a valiant Soldier, 
was the firft that leaped afoot e. The Moors were forced back" to Oran, and only 400 left in 
ATizalqui-vir. The Fort was battered, the Commander of it killed by a Cannon- 
Ball, and their beft Guns dilinounted. This fo difeouraged the Moors , that the third day they 
luri endcred,. and the Spanijh Colours were fet upon the Walls. It fell out very fortunately in 
the firft place, that the Fleet was ftayed by ill Weather; for upon the News of their felting. 
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out of Malaga,* great Multitude of Moors aflfembled ; but having waited 8 days, and Pro. 
Sdons growing force, they thought our Fleet had llecred another Oourfe and lo they di U 
perfed. Next, that the tfery Day thefort lurrendered, a great number oF Moors came down 
ihelMountain to relieve the Befieged, v who might have done us much harm if they had come 
fobn enough. They joined with thole of Oran, and took the Field, in 01 dfer as was thought 
3 ive Bartel which vet the/durfi not do, tho’ our Commander drew out to meet them* 
Some Skirmilhes there^were with our Parties that went out for Wood or Water , of both 
which they were fcarce. The Command ot that Fort, with the Title oPCaptam General 
of the Conquers in Barbary, was given to Jams Fernanftez.de Cordova D. RummddeCar* 
dona returned with his Fleet to Malaga, on the 24th of the aiorefaid Month. Thole that 
were left at Mawlauivir concluded a Truce With the Moors at Oran, by. which a Free 1 rade 
was allowed between them, Which was very advantageous to the Moors becaule ot their Trade* ' 
This Eriterprize gained thfcCatbolick Ki$$much Reputation, tho at the fame time mahci. 
ous People gave out that was only a Colofr to gather Forces, which in reality were de. 
figned to keep out his Sondp Law^if he Ihouldattempt to come to deprive him of the Govern- 
ment. This good Beginning encouraged the Archbilhopol Toledo, to fpend molt of his Re¬

Iwered in general Terms, being in ftrict League with Kirtg Philip. In order to entertain wmw ’ 
whom, lie made great l reparations, and Caufed much I^fate to be provided either to Treat 
or prelent him, for it was believed he would Land in Andaluzda, and therefore might touch 
in iome part of Portugal.

King P^. f a ^i 0 n, might have caufed an abfolute Breach, had not the Catholick King prudently 
dates a- quenched the fpreading flame of Difcontept which began to appear in all Places. The 
S the ftumburs and Defignsof theTwp Kings were oppofite in all refoe<fts. As foon as King P/^ 
Treaty Landed he fent to require the Earlsof Benavente and Lemos, as alfo the other Nobility of Galma 
with King an j Caltile to Declare for him, which was the way to raife Tumults rather than ietde Peace. 
Ftrdinand. Finding t hfc,contrivance anfwered.his expectation, and that many freely declared for him, 
he presently profeffed he would not ftandto the late Treaty concluded at Salamanca. Fie 
alfo began to difeountenance his F&tfedn-LaWs Servants, and one day fpeaking to D. Peter 
de Mala told him, that tho* he had in Flanders and England winked at his Proceedings in op- 
poiition to his Service, hewould no longer bear with it ; and fince he was his Subject, helhould 
take care how he behaved himfelf He turned away the Alcaides, and Algmziles de Corte fent 
by King Ferdinand to attend upon* him, thinking his Father-in-Law defigned to choofe his 
Family. He was well inArufted not to allow of any Tutor or Overfeer, as D, John Ma. 
nuel called it. His followers exclaimed againft the Catholick King, efperially forhis Mar- 
riage, and the Articles of it, which gave away the Kingdom of Naples from his Daughter 
and Grandfon. In this particular, no doubt they had reafon ; but the King did it to gam 
the King of France. On the other Side the Catholick King, as foon as he heard of his Son. 
in-law, and Daughters' Landing, lent D. Raimund de Cardona and Ferdinand de Vega to vifit 
them, and went himfelf .towards Leon in order to meet them ; but flopped at Aftorga till he 
knew their Will ( He f ordered tJ^Marquefs of Mena who was come to Burgos with a great 
Train, and the Duke of Najara fyho was railing his kindred and followers' to goto Coruna in 
Warlike manner, t6 forbear proceeding after that manner, and to go thither,With their,uiiial 
Retinue. He prefled his Son-in*Law to difmifs 2000 Germans he brought with him, fear¬ 
ing that might give fome- caufe of, Difcontent to the People. He alfo Tent Almapan his Se¬ 
cretary to join with his Arpbaffadors D. Raimund, D. Fevdinand.de Vega, D. Peter de Ayah, 
and Gutierre Gomeztde Fuenfalida , that they might agree upon the Place Where he fhould meet 
his Son and Daughter, which he defiled might be very fpeedily, and King Philip's Jpl lowers 
laboured to delay as much as might be. Firfl Santa, then Ponfy-rada were the Places propo- 
fed for the interview, but none pleafedhis People, and particularly D .John Manud who 
' managed all, and feared that if the Two Kings met, the one being very fubtle and the other

Calumny often prevails above Truth, at leatt its firfl Efforts are rJlore vio- 
lenr. Thus the Catholick King refolved toufeall means to draw the Great CaS from 
Naples-, and to this purpofe appointed his Son the Archbifhpp of Zaragoca to gol and taE 
the Government ofthat Kingdom upon him. - At the fame time he fent John-Lopez de Ver¬ 
gara, Secretary to the Great Captain, with a Note under his Hand, wherein he folemnlv 
Swore, he would give him the Maflerfhip of the Order af Santiago, as foon as he came 
into Spam. This wls believed to be Snly.a Defign to intrap him, for at the fame time he 
Ordered [ Peter Navar^ created Earl of Ohvtto, io go with the Archbifhop, and Apprehend 
him tn Cafielnovo. The reafon why tho King changed his Mind, was becaufe he recei. 
ved a Letter from the Great Captain affuring him of his Fidelity, and fwearing to Itand 
by him and keep that Kingdom .at his Devotion, befides he promifed he would foon be 
in Sjam.

The Spaniards and Flemmings at variance upmtheir firfi meetingt diing Ferdinand 
raifes Forces# pretending to Refcue his Daughter ; Many ferfake him\ and he is forced to 
quit Caftile ; An Interview of the two Kings. 

N O fooner were the Noblemen come to Coruna but, there arofe Difputes and Contenti- r , . 

ons among them, nor could they agree with the Flemmings. The Marquefs of Vtllena ZTZllL 
took Place of all others, and as Lord High Steward, when the King heard Mals, flood next ords dif- 
the Curtin on the one Sideband Monfieur de Vere,a s Steward tor Flanders, on the other They agree, 
could not agree, about the Interview betwixt the Two Kings. The Cafkilianr were for hin- ‘ 
dertng of it, that they might not agree; the Flemmings as the more fmcere People thought it 
belt they Ihould meet to prevent Mifunderftandings. Monfieur de Vere was he that appeared 
nioft for the Interview, yet fome malicious Perions laid he did it out of malice to D. John 
Manuel, by reafon of his great Intereft in King Philip. But he at this time gave greater figns of 
Difeontent, than of being in Favour j the coming of fo many Noblemen having very much 
ftartled him, fearing leaft fome of them fhould flep in before him, and be the caufe of his 
fall. Allof them agreed in their Complaints ajgainft the Catholick King. Some thought it 
hard -he fhould take to himfelf half the Revenune of the Crown, and not divide the Income 
of the Maflerfhips. Some faid, how could Three Kings be endured in Caftile * and D. John 
Manuel produced a Grant paffed in F;vj«ce,wherein King FflttftwWStiled hirtifeif King of Caftile. 

Many reflefted, chat all Commands in .Spain were held in the Name of the Catholick King, 
who was ftill to appoint. Governors to many Cities; whereas it would not be in the power 
of King Philip in a long time to difpofe of thofe Pofls. Above all they exclaimed that he 
railed Men tinder Colour of fetting his Daughter at Liberty *, fhe being kept up, and not 
allowed to be feen by reafon of her Indifpofition.

The 
others Tubtilly laboured to do all things for the Advantage of their Matter, or at leaft to 
protract time, hoping at length the Catholick King being forfaken by all Men, would be 
forced to depart that Kingdom, and retiretp his own. The'Archbifiiop defpanmg of coming 
to any Conclufion, adviled the Catholick King to withdraw towards the Kingdom of Toledo 
There he offered to deliver'up to him all his Towns and Cattles, affirming, -that by reafon of 
the great diftance before Ifing. PhUifs I%ty could comedo him the Heat and want of 
Provifions would difperfe them, and the Entity which daily mcreafed Betwixt tl yzFlemmmgs 
and Caftillians, would turn to his Advantage. King Ferdinand would jt* confent,, bin rather 
was jealous that the Archbifhop defigned to leave him, as the reft had doifo. He refolved at 
any rate to fee his Son in Law, who was now come to Verm and thence lent D. James de 
Guevara to the Catholick King, then at Riomgro, to defire he would forbear going to meet 
hlni for fo it behoved. Still King Ferdinand perfifted in his Refolution. He faid his Son-in-

On his Right Hand Was the Archbifhop of Toledo, 
and on his Left D. John Manuel. Before he came up King Ferdinand placed himfelf on a 
rifinc Ground to fee the Company pafs by.

tenance. To Confer together they went into a Chappet that was hard by, and with then! 
the Archbilhop of Toledo and D. John Manuel. . The Archbifhop with his ufual Freedom laid 
to D. John, It id 'not convenient for Private Men to, be prefent at the Conference of Vrinces let its 
both be gone. D. John could not gainfay him. Being both together at the Door, the* Arch¬ 
bifhop bid him go out, for he would be Porter. Then he fhut the Door and fat dowh by it 
After the ufual Civilities the. Kings fell to Bufinefs, and the Catholick King told King Philip 
it was not for want of Bufinefs or Riches that he had pretended to govern Cable, for he had 
enough of both, and fhould advance ‘himfelf little by taking from his Children, but that he 
had done it as being , better acquainted, with the Humours of the People by his long Expe¬ 
rience, however he was willing to comply, and refignall up to him. He advifed him to be 
careful in the Choice of his Minifters and GounfeJjors, and recommended to him the Arch- 
bilhop of Toledo, as a Man fit to be trufted.

Upon thefe Terms they concluded a League twixc tho 
Defeftfive and Offerifive. , King Ferdinand Swore, to this League on the 27th of June at Villa- T . wo 
fafila, in the piefence of the Archbifhop-of Toledo, D. John Manuel, and Monfieur de Villat J Cln . f?sof ' 
Next day King Philip alfo Swore it. In private they both Signed a Writing, declaring the 
Queen’s incapacity to Govern. The Catholick King protefted he confentCd againft his Will, 
being in the power of his Son in Law* and then went away to Tordeftllas, There on the firft 
of July he publilhed Declarations, declaring his Defign had always been to refign up the Go¬ 
vernment, which he now accordingly performed. How this lints with the Proteftation ! 

Before he went thence, King Philip font to acquaint him with fome things that had paffed be¬ 
tween the Queen and himfelf, defii ing he would, as a Father, prevent the like for the future. 

King Ferdinand referred him to his own Confcience; From Tordpllas the Catholick King 
went ta l Tudela, a,Village near Valladolid, and King Philip to Mucientes. By the way he la¬ 
boured to draw fhe Nobility to confent under their Hands to fhut up the Queen. The Admi¬ 
ral being asked to Sign, defired firft to fpeak with the Queen. It was granted. So the Ad¬ 
miral and Earl of Benavente,- went to the Caftleof Mucientes, where the Queen was. They 
found her in a black Room, cloathed inlblack, her Face.almoft covered. At the Door flood 
GarzAlajj'o de la Vega, and within the Archbifhop of Toledo. The Admiral had fome Difcourfe 
. with the Queen, and (he never faid any thing from the purpofe. King Philip preffed fhe 
fhould be fnut up, the Admiral advifed him to be careful what he did, for it would be of evil 
Confidence to go to Valladolid without her, and might be a Motive to raile Tumults under 
colour of letting the Queen at liberty. That his Opinion was, he fhould never let her be J ealoufie 
from him, and fince Jealoufie was her greateft Diftemper, her being fhut up would only ferve th r e ^ aufe 
to increafe it. This being propofed in Council, it was decreed fhe fhould be carried to nS 
Valladolid. Before this it was agreed the Two Kings fhould meet at Renedo, & Village a League Queen’# 
and a half from Tudela, and two and a half from Mucientes, King Ferdinand defired, that DiW 
to avoid Scandal this Meeting might be with gleater.Demonftrations of Affection than the per ' 
former. On the fth of July, after Dinner, the Two Kings fet out towards Rerndo. King 
Ferdinand came firft, alighted at the Church, and there expefled his Son in Law. They met ^ 
with great Demonftrations of Afteftion, Difcourfed together an hobr and half, then called the 
Archbifhop of Toledo, before whom they ufed many Expreflions full of Kindnefs, no Bufinefs 
was fpoken of, nor mention made of feeing the Queen. This done they parted, and King 
Ferdinand went on his Journey towards Aragon. The Duke of Alva begged Leaye to.bear 
him Company to Naples-, whither he intended to go, but was not permitted, the King telling 
him, he had rather he fhould attend his Service in Caftile. King Ferdinand bore this fhameful 
Expullion out of Caftile with great Refolution, and appeared always pleafant to the Nobility 
that came to take their Leave of him. It any charged others with Ingratitude to him, he 
laid they had done him good Service, and he would Reward them as far as lay in his Power 
In more, he went away as if he expected foon to retiyn. 


Scarce 
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New Scarce, had King Ferdinand turned his Back, when there began to be great Commotions in 
Troubles Caftile, which tnade it appear to the People what mils they were like to have of the late.Go¬ 
bi coflile. ve ,. nm2nt . King Philip had fummoned the Cortes to meet at Valladolid . He ftill urged to (hut 
up the Queen on account of her Infirmity, and that Ihe Ihould not have any Hand in the Go¬ 
vernment. The Nobility complied,, and the Archbilhop of Toledo made Intdreft to get her into 
his Hands. Only the Admiral of Caftile oppofed it, and perfwaded the Commons not.to con- 
lent, they promifed they would not if any of the Nobility would Band by them, and he lo-' 
lemnly Swore never to forfake them.- Thus molt of them gainfaid it, and only Swore as they 
had done before at Toro, Queen )oann* Queen of Caftile in her own Right , the Archduke King as 
her Husband, and Prince Charles Heir to the Crown after his Mother's Death. They gave 100 
Millions of Maravcdies, toberaifed in two years, for carrying on the War againft the Moors, 
which was looked upon as a heavy Tax by reaton of the Famine then raging in Caftile. Spain 
was fupplfed with Corn out of Sicily, a, thing never before heard of. It was alfo furprizing 
that the Council of State began to interfere with tl\e Bufinefs of the Inquifition. They gave 
Ear to thofe who made Complaint againft James Rodriguez Luzero Inquifitor at Cordova , him 
and his Inferior Officers they defigued to remove from their Employments. The Earl of • 
Cobra and Marquefs of Priego ftood up for them. The People Mutinied, fecured the Judge 
and a Notary of the Inquifition, and .ejitred the Palace where the Inquifitors redded. They 
complained of the Archbilhop of Sevil , D. James de Peseta, wHo .was Head Inquifitor, and 
of all the General Council of the Inquifition, which was made up of Dr. Roderick do Mercado, 
the Mafter Azpeitia, the Licentiate Ferdinand de Montemayor, the Licentiate John Travera , 
who was afterwards Cardinal and Archbilhop of Toledo , and the Licentiate Sofa, all Men of 1 
kntown Integrity. They refided at- 7‘oro, and had in Cuftody a great number of rich Jews. 

It was no lels ftrange, that at once ail the Governors of Towns and Forts, and Generals of 
the Frontiers, were changed. This Alteration Was the caufe of Three great Evils, one, that 
many Places of Ti uft were given to Flemings . The.fecond, that the number of Preferments 
being lo great, they were not beftowed on Deferving Perlons,but as every Courtier or Noble¬ 
man was in favour, or elle as every one offered moijtMoney. The third, that all thofe who 
were removed thought themfelves wronged, being outed thofe Places without any caufe, 
which they had obtained by ,their Service. This was caufe of great Difcontent. The Dif- 
content of thofe who had loft their Places, the Ignorance of the new Officers^ and abov.eall, 
the Report that all Preferments were fold, arid that the Queen was ill Treated, gave occafion 
to the Multitude to Mutiny and Combine together lor Redreiling thole Grievances, and pre¬ 
venting greater they feared were like to follow. Now, it was thought, had the Catholick 
King returned into Caftile, all Men would have followed him, and the new King began to be 
held in fiich Imall Account, that when he would have made, GarcilaJJo de la Vega Prefident of 
the Council, and Tutor to Prince Ferdinand the Nobility would riot allow him either. D. 
John Manuel atted as Prefident till fuch time as that Employment was difpoled of. In An- 
'dalux.li the Duke of Medina Sidonia, the Earl of Urena , the Marquefs de Priego , and Earl of 
Cabra met, as was fuppofed, to Treat about fetting the Queen at liberty. T he King and 
Queen in Auguft went from Valladolid to Segovia , on account that- the Marquefs and Marchio- 
nefs of Moya would not refign the Command of that Caftle to D. John Manuel, as they were 
ordered. But they knowing Forces were railing againft them, lubmitted. The King hear¬ 
ing of it, returned to Tudela de Duero, defigning for Burgos and Vitoria , becaule it was re¬ 
ported the French had a Force in readinefs to invade the Frontiers on that fide. To fecure 
himlelf on the fide of Navarre , he appointed the Duke of Najara General of thofe Frontiers, 
in the place of D. John de Ribera, • and concluded a League with that King and Queen, for 
Caftile and Leon, without mentioning his Father in Law or the Kingdom of Aragon, which 
was contrary to the Agreement made with King Ferdinand at Vtlhfafila , and misbecoming the 
Duty of a Son to a Father.

Por this Reafon many proj^dted ftrange^Mcthods of Government ; and the day before King 
Philip died, there being no hop** of Life, there was fuch Contention among the Nobility 
as threatned a War. To prevent aii Difellers, the Conftable, the Admiral, and Duke del 
tnfantado Met, and Oeplared f 0 r (iis Catholick Majefty, and joining with the Duke of Na- 
WA and Margnefs <k ViAena, the Heads of the contrary Faflion at the Archbifhopof To¬ 
ledo's Lodging, they agreed that ^11 Debates arifing, mould be abfolutely decided by the.Arch- 
Bifhob, and 6. others chofw out of both Parties, and that their Determination fhould be 
binding. Thus on the Firll of October Articles of Agreement were Concluded upon among 
the tables, and they all Swore tp ftand by them, and they to continue in Force all the Month 
of December. Among Other things it was pecreed, that none Ihould prefume to levy Forces, 
Govern- *fhat none fopuld (ttfefit or Invade the Lands, Caftles and Towns of another.

— fhop of Valencia, and given to the Dominicans. The lame day the Nobility Concluded their 
Agreement at Burgos, the Catholick King-arrived at Genoa, His Voyage was tedious, con¬ 
trary Winds forcing him to touch at P alamos, and Toulon j and then to Coaft along b\ Sa¬ 
vona and Genoa. Before, he. came- tO thafCity, he was met by the Great Captain with the 
Gallies of Naples. The. King received him with great Affeaion, being then convinced of his 
Fidelity*, notwithftanding all Afigeriions call upon him, and (poke very much in his Com¬ 
mendation, both before him ana in his Abfence. Moll Men, but particularly the Jtdians 
King Firm cou ld hardly be perfwadetT that fo Wife a Man as the Great Captain would put himlelf in- 
iineni in to t h e Power of fo jealous a King. The City fern the King many Prefents, tho’ he would 
lia,J ' . not'Land, only idvifed them to *preferve Peace amopg themfelves, for he would be always 
ready to Affift his Brother the King of France. This made them quiet for the prefent, tho* 
foon after they obliged tho Kina of France to come into Italy to pacifie them. Putting to 
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his Party defired him to-return with all fpeeed . 

was-with him, with the Character of Ambaffador from King Philip. Yet he refolved to 
profecute his Voyage. He writ to the Prelates and Nobility, exprefling his Grief for the 
death of King Philip, and Recommending to them to continue Loyal to the Queen, pro- 
mifing to be with them as foon as he had fettled the Affairs of Naples. 

He comes From Pot toft he .went op to Gael a, where at Puzol he fpent feme days, to give the Neafoli- 
to Naples, tans time to prepare for his Reception, for they Had never believed he would cflme, efpecially 
after the death of King Philip. From Puzol he went to Caftel del Qvo , there on the Firlt ot 
November zo Galleys came out of the Port, and the King went aboard the Admiral. The 
Cannon of the Galleys was fired firfl, aftd then that of the Caftles and the Ships in the Har¬ 
bour. This done, the Galleys laid along the fide of the Mole. The King and Queen lan¬ 



ded by a wooden Bridge built for that purpofe. The Great Captain and all the Nobility 
came out to meet them. Being come to the lad Arch of the Bridge, the Great Captain lead¬ 
ing the Queen, there the King fwore to preferve the Privileges of that City. After which, 
they tookllorfe under a Canopy carried by the Elects of the People. Fabricm Colona carried 
the Royal Standard, give* him by the King himlelf, with' the Honour of Standard-bearer: 

Next him went die Kings at Arms, then the Great Captain, and on his Right-hand Profper 
Colona: After them, the other Nobility and Ambaffadors. But the pleafanteft Sight of all 
was, the Prifbnei s then fet at Liberty. Next behind the Canopy were the Two Cardinals of 
Borgia and Sorento. In this marker they were conduced through the Principal Streets, and 
Lanes of Gentlemen and Ladies richly clad, and great Companies of Vocal and Inftrumental 
Mufick. Being come to the Great Church, they were received by the Clergy and Religious 
Orders in Procefllion. At Caftelnovo , where the Cavalcade,ended, they were received by 
the Two Queens of Naples and the Queen of Hungary. Next day the King rode about the City, 
accompanied by the Barops, and to Honour the Great Captain alighted at his Houfe. He 
entred upon Bufinels, andl went about to i chore Ten Barons who had Forfeited their Eftates. 

A Parliament was held, where they took the Oath of Fidelity to the King, to his Daughter 
Queen Joanna, and their Heirs, without mentioning Queen Germana, contrary to the Agree¬ 
ment made with France. The Pretence was, that (he was indifpofed, and had already been 
Sworn Qyeen of Naples at Valladolid. Mean while Cattle was full of private Dilfention, yet 
nothing broke out in publick. The Queen neither would nor could attend the Government; 
only fuch as would, obeyed the Orders of the Council. Some would have the Cortes affem- 
bled to appoint Governours. This was chiefly urged by the Archbifhop of Toledo, the Con- 
ftable, and the Admiral. They could never perfuade the Queen to fign the Writs, and Uncertain 
therefore the Council ilfued them. The Duke of Alva, tho* not at Court then,, oppofed it, Govem- 
faying only the King could aflemble the Cortes. For this reafon, tho* foriie of the Commons ment 
met, nothing was done. All was in confufion, the Nobility at variance ; but yet the molt Ca F lle - 
agreed that King Ferdinand ought to Govern The chief .of thefe were the Archbilhop of 
Toledo, the Conftable, the Admiral, and the Dukes of Albuquerque and Bejnr. Some of thefe 
would not allow him to Govern, unlefs Ije were prefent; others (aid he might, tho’ abfent. 

Of thefe was the Archbilhop, who follicited the King and Queen to give him as ample Com- 
miflion as when he Treated with King Philip. The Duke of Najara, D. Alonfo Tellez, Bro¬ 
ther to the Marquefs of Villcna, and D. John Manuel , were of Opinion that no account ought 
to be made of the Queen, no more than if Ihe were dead, by reafon of her Weaknefi; and 
therefore her Son Charles ought to fucceed. But neither could they agree in this Point, for 
the Duke would have him brought to Spain, that fuch as the Kingdom made choice of might 
Govern in his Name. D. Alonfo (aid, the Protedtorfhip belonged to the Emperor as Grand¬ 
father by the Father’s fide. This Opinion prevailed above the Duke’s and the Empcrour was 
defirous to take upon him the Government, propofing to come himlelf into Spain. Some there 
were that would commit the Government to the King of Portugal and marry Prince Ferdi¬ 
nand to his Daughter Elizabeth , proclaiming him King, being utterly averle to Strangers. 

Others were for marrying the Daughter of King Philip to the Prince of Viana, and fo putting 
the Kingdom under the King and Queen of Navarre. Thefe were all Chimera’s, framed 
according to every Man’s Incercfv. They faid the Archbifhop aimed at a Cardinal’s Cap, 
and defired a Bilhopiick for his Companion F. Francis Ruyz. The Duke del bfant ado coveted 
the Bifhoprick of Palana for one of his Sons. The Duke of Albuquerque would have the Caftle 
or Segovia reftored to the Marquefs of Moya. The Duke of Najara was difpleafed to fee the 
Conftable lb great with the Catholick King, and the Marquefs de Villena was envious of the 
Duke of Alva's Favour. The Earl of Benavente would have the Fair granted to his own Town 
of Villalon by King Philip , confirmed, tho’ it was to the Prejudice of Medina del Campo. Others 
had other private Pretenfions, without any regard to the Publick Good. To prevent Dif- 
■orders, the Archbifhopof Toledo and the Deputies for deciding of Controverfies, agreed that 
the Nobility fhould Swear, That before the Meeting of the Cortes , they would not call in any 
Prince, nor make any tort of Contract with any ; and the Catholick King from Naples writ 
to many of the Nobility, promifing to content them in their Pretenfions. The Diffention 
among the Nobility gave occafion to many Diforders: One was, the elcape of Duke Valen¬ 
tine from Mot a de Medina. He fled to the Lands of the Earl of Benavente , and thence, with 
the affiffance of the laid Earl, to Navarre. D, John de Guzman, Duke of Medina Sidonta, lent 
his Son Henry with Forces tobefiege Gibraltar, a Place given‘him by King Hmy, and taken 
away by King Ferdinand. The Governour in it defended himfelf; and Relief being fent by 
the Earl of Tendittu and the Councils of fome Cities, the Siege was railed. The Archbilhop 
of Sevill promiled he would prevail with the Queen and tho King her Father to Band Trial 
at Law with the Duke. Afterwards the Duke and Archbifhop met at Tocina with the Earl of 
Urtha and Cabra , and the Marquefs of Pnego, and there engaged together to Band by the 
Queen and Kingdom, to obey all Orders from the Quean and Council j but as for the Cortes, 
they proceBed, if their Relolutioos were not lor the Honour of God and the Advantage of 
the Queen and her Kingdom, they thought not themfelves obliged to obey them. D. Rode¬ 
rick *e McnduCa, Marquefs of Cettite, was upon marrying the l ady Fonfeca *, but feme Difpute 
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ariling about it, that Lady was by the Queen’s Order fecured ,♦ yet the Marquefi took her by 
force out of the Monatteiy of Huelgas ax.Valladolid. At Toledo the Earl of Fuenfalida would hot 
allow Peter de Cafiilla as Governour; but the Family of the Syha’s, and fome Soldiers lent by; 
Ferdinandde Vega, Handing by him, the Earl was forced to defift. At Madrid the Family of 
the Zapatas , and D. Peter Lap de Camilla % took up Arms for the Catholick King, and John 
Arias to oppofe them. At Segovia tfie Marquefi of Moya fecured the Great Church and Gates 
of the City, hoping to recover the Caftie. Thus all the Kingdom was in a Flame, and no 
body to quench it.

wholly | 0 n nd-Saim-d&y having heard Maft in the Monaftery of Miraflores,afttr. Dinner Ihe caufed 
unlit to ^ Qogif, of the late King her Husband to be opened, as was believed fearing it had been carried 
0Vcrn ’ away to Flanders bythe Flemings, who prefled to be paid their Arrears, in order to return 
home. This being propofed to the Queen, Ihe gave no anlwer, but that Ihe would take care 
to pray to God for her husband. It was feveral times propofed to remove her from Burgos, 
hut Ihe could be perfuaded to nothing that did not hit with her own Humour. Her Com¬ 
pany Ihe moft delighted in was the Lady Joanna d'Aragon, the Marchione.fi of Denia, the 
Countefs of Salinas, and.the Lady Mary de TJlloa. Being very big with Child, Ihe refolved to 
remove to Torqucmada, and carry the Body of her Husband, in order to fend it to Granada. 
The day before Ihe fet out, fhe commanded John Lopez, de Laz,arra her Secretary, to write an 
Order, by which all Grants made by her Husband were vacated. This being a tiling of dan* 
gerous Conl'equence, the Secretary delayed it, and thereupon fhe called Four pf the Council 
to iflue that Order. She appointed fiich as had been of the Council in the time of her Mo¬ 
ther to continue, and the reft to be removed. Some of the Commons asking whether fhe 
would be pleated to fend Two of them to intreat King Ferdinand to come and aflift her in 
the Government: She anfwcred, fhe would be glad of the King’s coming, but faid nothing 
as to the Government. Yet fhe bid them be gone, and not meddle in any thing that related 
.to the Cones without her Order, which was as good as diffolving that Affcmbly. The Queen 
let out by night with the Body of her late King, and came about midnight to Cavia, and 
thence went to Torquemada, where fhe ftayed. At Burgos, remained the Council of State, 
the Archbifhop of Toledo, the Admiral, and Duke of Najara. Differences arofe about pro¬ 
tracting the Term prefix’d to the Agreement made betwixt the Nobility. The Conftable op- 
pofed, and the Admiral was for prolonging of it, and having the Council Obey till the Ca- 
tholick King came. To obftrudfc whofe coming, fome propoled the Queen Ihould marry; 
but the Queen would hear nothing of it.. 

Embattles Many Ambafladors from the Princes of Italy reforted to King Ferdinand at Naples. It was 
to K. F<r. contrived, with the AffiftanCe of the King of France, to obftru£t the Ijjrnperour’s taking the 
dinand at Government of Flanders into his hands, that fo neither he nor his Grandfon Prince Charles 

Ntplit. might come into Spain. The King of France endeavoured to join in League with King Fer¬ 

dinand and the Pope againft the Venetians , to recover fuch Places of his as they pofleflbd. 
The Catholick King was willing, that fb lie might regain what they had in the Kingdom of 

Naples. Yet he thought better to be at Peace with that Republick, that he might be at lei- 

fure to attend the more important Affairs of Caftie, > Some time before died his Ambaffador 
to that State Laurence Suarez,, and his Son Gonzatlo Ruyz, de Figueroa fucceeded him. The Pope, 
tho’ aflifted by the King of France againft John de Bentivoglia , who' had leized the City Bo- 
lognia , yet thought good to make ufe of the Catholick King, who lent to acquaint Bentivoglia , 
That he could not but affitt the Pope in recovering the Patrimony of the Church. Hereupon 
Bentivoglia offered to admit the Pope upon certain Conditions, which was accordingly done. 
King Ferdinand fent Antony d?Acuna to Congratulate with the Pope, and endeavour to join in 
aftruft League with him, to the-end to obtain the Inveftiture of Naples for himfelf and his 
Heirs, notwithftanding the Agreement made with France. For Kings regard nothing but 
their own Intereft. At the end of the Year he lent F. Giles de Viterbo, Vicar-General of the 
Older of S.Auguftn, to offer his Forces to the Pope for recovery of the Lands ofthe .Church, 
and to make War upon the Turks. At this time the reftoring of the Barons of the Fa&ion of 
Anjou to their Effates was in hand, a thing very difficult, their Lands being given to thofe 
that had Served the King. He was. forced to requite thofe that were in pofleffion, to buy 
out whole Eftates, and alienate part of the Crown-Lands to fetisfie them all. The Chief 
Men rellorcd were the Princes of Salerno, Bifignano , and Melfi , the Dukes of Tangeto and 
Arri, the Earls of Con^a, Morcon , and Monteleon • and befides thefe, Alonfo de Sanfevcrino. The 
Dukedom of Sep was bought outright, and given to the Great Captain, a Reward due to his 

great 
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great Services. Many Italians and Spaniards had the Lands before given them taken away, 
which the latter eafily condefeended to, being defirous to return to their Country, and content 
with any Recompence there. Yet even fome of thefts had no manner of Satisfaftioti made 
them in Spain. Special regard was had to content the Urfini and Colohefes , the Two Prin¬ 
cipal Families in Rome. Care was alio taken to gain the People of Siena, and the Lord of 
piembino. Two important Places for the Affairs of Italy. The Bifhop or Louvain and Luke de 
Reynaldts came to Naples from the Emperour, about fettling tto,'government of Caftie. They 
having Complimented the King upon his Arrival in that Kingdom, propofed, that the Gover- 
nours then in being might be continued ; and alfb that the Barons of the French Faction might 
not be reflored, becaule it was entertaining of fb many Enemies. Likewife, that the King 
fhould promote the Match before agreed upon, betwixt Prince Charles and Claudia Daughter.. 
to the King of France. In order to it, they laid it was convenient the king and Empe-P fa ^<cei 1 
rOur fhould meet. The Emperour defigned to go into Italy, under colour of being Crowned-, of tl »eEiii- 
but his Defign was tooppofe the.King of.France, who it was reported would go to Ronje, peror ’ 
to be Crowned Emperour, and create the Cardinal dAmboife Pope , of which the Emperour 
grievoufly complained in the Diet affembled at Con/lance. The King immediately anlwered 
the Ambafladors, That the Government of Caftie belonged only to his Daughter; and in cafe 
fhe could not or would not manage it, then it only appertained, to him as her Father, and 
the fame if fhe fhould die ■, and that as yet there were no Governours choien in Caftie. As 
for the Barons, that he had promifed, and could not avoid reftoring their Eftates. That iti 
what related to the Marriage, the King of France had acquainted him how difpleafing it was 
to his People to have Britany and Milan alienated from the Crown ; and therefore defired 
the Princefs might be married to the Duke of Angouflefme, who Was Heir to the Crown. And 
as to the Interview, he laid he fhould be glad of it when Affairs would permit. In a Second 
Audience, the Ambaffadors offered, that the Emperour would give the King the Title of 
Emperour of Italy , refign over all his Right to it, and alfift him in the fubduing of it. To 
this, he anfwered , it was not not convenient the Emperour fhould leffen his own Au¬ 
thority ; and for himfelf, he coveted no more, of Italy than was his oWn. Then they propel 
fed a League betwixt the Emperour, Kings of France and Spain, and the Pope, againlt the Ve¬ 
netians. To which he faid, if thp reft were agreed, he would not oppofe it. Then the King 
lent D. Jayme de Conchillos, Bifhop of Glrachi , his Ambaffador to the Emperour, on'pretence 
of prevailing with the Flemmings to admit of the Emperour as their Governour, for Prince 
Charles his Grandfon. But at ihe fame time the King’s Defigns. were quite different, as has 
been faid. '■ 

“ Queen Joanna was ; at Torquemada atthe beginning of the Year 15-07. There on the 14th , 1507. 
of January fhe was delivered of a Daughter called Catherine, afterwards Queen of Portugal. Q.foaima 
She was in great danger for want of a Midwife, which Want was fuppliedby theLady Mary de d 2 l,vereii 
TJlloa, her Favourite and Lady of the Bedchamber. The Council laboured to compofe the Daughter 
Differences betwixt the Nobility ; but their Orders were of fmall lorce. The Mutiny at 8 
Cordova about the Inquifitors enCreafed. . The chief Reafon was, That the Prifoners to make 
their Bufinefi the more intricate, had brought in many of the Nobility as accelfary to their 
Crimes. This the People attributed to the Malice of the Inquifitors. At Toledo the Silva's ahd 
Ayala's took up Arms; the latter in defence of a Judge lent by the Council with Power to 
controul the Governour and his Officers. The Silva's flood by the Gdvernour, and had fe- 4t 

cured the Gates and Bridges; but the People favouring the Ayala's, the Governour was tur - TtUdt ' 
ned out, and feveral People were killed and wounded in the Scuffle. Madrid was in a Mu¬ 
tiny betwixt the Two Parties of D. Peter Lap de Camilla, and John Arias, the former, being 
for King Ferdinand. Philip Vafquez, d’Acuna, Governour of Cuenca, kept the Council of that City 
under, lb that they could not obey the Queen’s Orders. James Hurtado de Mendopa turned 
him out of the City, and ordered that the Cou r.ci; ould chufe Two Alcaides, who ihould 
Govern the City in the Queen’s Name. At Segovia the Marquefi of Moya had belieged did 
Caftie, turned out all the Citizens that oppofed him, and burnt the Church of S. Romans, 
where fome of them made themfelvps ftrong. The Queen only ferved to hinder Bufinefi. 

To prevent thefe Mifchiefs fpreading in Andaluzia , the Marquefi de Priego, the Earl of Cabra^ 
the Earl of Tendilla Captain-General of Granada, and the Lieutenant of Murcia, aflbeiated 
thcmfelves in favour of the Queen, to preferve that Country in Peace till the coming of the 
Catholick King. The Earl of tJreha coming to Court, interpofed his Authority for reconci¬ 
ling the Nobility, tho’ at the fame time he made Ills Complaint, and had his Prctenfionsj 
which tended to be reflored to the Government of Carmona taken from him, and to obtain a 
Commendaiy for his Son Roderick. The Admiral railed Men to recover Villena and Villa, 
vicencio . wrongfully taken from him, as he feid, by the Duke of Alva. The Duke of Nfird 
had a Guard of armed Men, ‘and at Villamedina took up the Houle appointed for the Council^ 
who thereupon removed to Palencia. D. John Mamiel came to Taquemada with 60 Horic. 

The Marquefi de Villena and Conftable levied Forces. The Archbifhop of Toledo gathered 40b 
Men, and ordered the Ordinary Guards to be paid out of his own Revenue, and would have 
had them Sworn to the Queen and himfelf. Hereupon the Duke of Najara railed more Men, 
and they were near coming to Blows with thofe of the Archbilhop. t To prevent thefe Difor- 
ders, it was denied chat no armed Men but thole of the Queen and Archbifhop ihould re¬ 
main 
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main in the Town, upon which the Duke went away in a Palfioh. D. John Manuel the Ad¬ 
miral, the Marquefs of Villena, Earl of Bmavente, and Andrew de Burgo the Emperour’s Am. 
bailador, met at Grijota, in order to hinder the coming of King Ferdinand, unlefs he full la- 
ti^fied them in ail their Demands. They met again at Duettos, and gave out that the Arch- 
Ini hop and Gonftable kept the Queen Prifoner. Laftly, they'went to VUlaTon to levy Forces 
to relieve the Caftle of Segovia; befieged by thb Marquefs of Moya. The King of Portugal 
he'd Intelligence with the Mdfqivifs de Villena, to obftmdh the coming of the Catholick King, 
and promote the Emperor’s bringing Prince Charles, and taking upon him the Government. 
At this time came from Rowe D. Antony Acuna , being made Bifhop of Zamora. He had Or¬ 
ders xo make large Promifes to the Marquefs de Villena, as did D. Alvaro Ofovio to the Duke of 
Hi jar a and D. John Emanuel , if they would take Party with the Catholick King j but all was 
to no effeft. The Confiable complained that D. Antony Acuna his Enemy was preferred ; 
and the Council, becaufe he was not prefented by the Queen, lent Orders to the Chapter 
not to admit him; or if admitted, not to continue him. Thefe Orders came after he was 
in pofleflion, and the Alcaide Rowpillo was fent to put them in execution, but the Bifhop ap¬ 
prehended and kept him Prifoner. The Governour of Salamanca and Duke of Aha gathered 
a Force to revenge that Affront done to the Queen; but all in vain, for D. Antony kept his 
Bilhoprick. All the Kingdom was full of Tumults, Oppreffion, Complaints, and Pretenfions. 
Thebeft ffrove to fell their Loyalty at as dear a rate as they could. The Catholick King, 
tho’ he defigued not to take Revenge of thofe that oppoled him, thought it hard to buy what 
he looked upon his as Right. At this time the Council Prorogued the Cortes for 4 Months 
whereupon, the Commons, who Rill continued at Burgos, returned home. 


CHAP. Ill- 

The Death of Duke Valentine,- W Troubles in Navarre. The Treaty betwixt the Em. 
prorand King Ferdinand. The Great Captain courted to Command the Venetian and 
Pop's*Forces. King Ferdinand fettles the Affairs of Naples, and departs from that 
City. 

7 Hiift Cafiile was thus in confufion, new Troubles broke out Hi Navarre. King John 
V‘V taking the advantage of the Catholick King’s abfence, who always was a Check up¬ 
on him, refolvcd to be revenged upon his Confiable the Earl of Lerin, who had offered him 
manfy Affronts, and Hill been prote&ed by Cafiile . As loon as Duke Valentine , the Kings 
Brother in -1 aw, came into Navarre, he made him his General, retolving to leize all the Earl 
of Loins EH ate, as of an Enemy to the Crown. He.gathered 200 Light-Horfe, t yo Men 
at Arms, and about coo Foot. With this Force be fate down before Viana on the 10th of 
March. In this Place was Luis de Biamonte theConftable’s Son. The Night following being very 
ftormy, the Confiable with 200 Horfe put Supplies into the Place, leaving 600 Foot without 
in ambufh. Being difeovered in his return, he was charged by Duke Valentine with about 70 
Horfe, the King corning after with the other Forces. The Duke having killed and taken 
1 y Men, purfued to the place where the Ambufh lay; there he was wounded, and difmounted 
Duke Va- a Horfeman, and thofe that lay in ambufh rulhing out, killed and dripped him to his 
l ‘ nt . ine Shirt, without knowing who he was. He being llain, all the Forces returned to their Camp. 

Ud,n ’ The Confiable went away to Lerin. Thus died he that had been the Firebrand of all Italy. 

It was obferved he diedin'the Diocefs of Pamplona, which was the Firfl Bifhoprick he had, 
and on the fame Day he had firfl taken poffeffion of it, He left only one Daughter in the 
keeping of her Unkle the King of Navarre , who prefled the Siege, being reinforced with 
fome Troops from the Confiable of Cafiile. The Duke of Najara and Archbifhop of Zara, 
goca prepared to relieve the Place ; yet it was furrendered, and the King with 600 Horfe 
and 8000 Foot laid figge to Raga. The Council of Cafiile fent to require the King of Navarre 
to forbear ufing Force for 3 Months. The King offered to condelcend, if the Earl would 
K. Jthtbf come and beg nis Pardon, deliver up the Town of Lerin , fend his Sons to Court, and then 
Navarre himfelf depart the Kingdom. Still whilfl they treated, the King went on, took Raga and all 
fubilues ot h er places from the Earl; only Lerin held out fome time, but was at lafl forced to liibmit. 
it Upon this the Earl went away to Cafiile, and thence to Aragon, having not a Foot of Land 
iiom sue- hlm }n Navarre> NoW rhe Catholick King s Party, what with Promifes, and what with 
prefent Gifts, was grown confiderabie. Many died of the Plague at Torquemada, the Infection 
(breading this Year through all Spain ; The Queen went to Hornillos , a Village a League from 
that Town, refolving to expe<ft the cqmtng ot her Father thereabouts. She had reltored to 
the CounciMuch as were of it in her Mother’s time, and ditcharged the reft. It was endea- 
voured to pcriiiade her to recall that Order, but fhc could not be prevailed upon. At Segovia 
the Marquefs of My*, continued the Siege of the Caftle» and tho* well defended for 6 Months, 
it being undermined, the Befieged furrendered on the 15th of May. 


The 
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The Emperor’s Ambaffadors at Naples preffed for an Interview betwixt their Mafter and 
King Ferdinand, and propoled Nice or Rome for the Places to meet at, faying, They could 
difpatch more Bufinefs in one Day being together, than in feyeral Months at a diftance. King 
Ferdinand gave many Excufes to avoid meeting j whereupon the Ambaffadors required him 
not to return to Cafiile till all Differences were ad jutted; for other wife the Emperor would alio 
be obliged to go thither, and then all the Mifchiefs that mould follow, mutt be imputed to him Treaty 
that was the Caufe of them. This looked more like a Challenge, than an overture of accom- 
modation. Yet the Ambalfadours were appointed to treat with the great Captain, the Lord ror anc j P * 
Chamberlain and. Secretary. King Ferdinand pleaded that being the Queen’s Father he had King &r- 
Right to be her Tutor, befides that it was her own defire., and he had been appointed by the dinami. 
Will of Queen Elizabeth. For the Emperor it was urged, that the Queen being non Compos , 
the Prince wasto fucceed, and then his Grandfather by the Fathers fide ought to be Tutor^be- 
fides that the Catholick King was married contrary to his Promife made to Queen Elizabeth , 
and that the Nobility were againft him. As a medium between both it was propofed on the 
Emperors part thaf the Government fhould be committed to 24 Perfbns, i6tobechofen by 
the Emperor and 8 by the Catholick King, that of all Preferments the King fhould have the 
Gift of one $d part, and the other two fhould be in the difpofal of the Goverpours, that, the 
Revenue fhould bedivided into four parts, 3 for the Queen and the 4th for the King. That td 
fecure Prince Charles in the Succeffipn, all Places of Strength fhould be put into the Emperor’s 
hands. That fome Children of the Nobility fhould be fent to Flanders to he b|td with Prince 
Charles, and. Security given that none fhould fuffer for having taken part with King Philip. That 
the Inveftiture of Naples fhould be obtained in fuch manner as might not be prejudicial to Prince 
Charles. The Catholick King notapproving of thefe Conditions prepared to depart, notwith- 
flanding the Emperor required him not to ftir till all differences were agreed. Neverthelefs 
King Ferdinand being refblved to return to Spain, fent Bernard Dtzpuch Mafter of Monte fa, 

Antony Augufiino, and Hicrome Vic his Ambaffadors to do Homage to the Pope, which was dbne 
ontfhe 50th of April, and at the fame time an offer made of all the King’s Forces for the Ser¬ 
vice of the Church. The Pope was well pleafed j and in Token of his Affection fent the gol¬ 
den Rofe that is bleffed on Chrifimas Night to the King. He alfo offered the Great Captain 
to make him General of the Forces of the Church, which Employment the Venetians alfo offe¬ 
red trim in their Service, but the King prevented him from aeceptirfg either by promifing agairi 
to make him Mafter of the Order 01 Sanliago. That it might not be thought an empty Pro- 
mife, the King fiad given Orders to hiSjAmbaffador Antony Augufiino to obtain leave of the 
Pope to refignthat Dignity into the hands of the Archbifhops ofToledo and Sevil and the Bi¬ 
fhop ofPalencia, that with the Pope’s Commiffion they might confer.it upon the Great Captain. 

The Pope was willing the Great Captain.fhould have that Dignity, but would not agree to the 
Commiffion as a leffening of his own Authority. Hereupon the bufinefs Was delayed, which 
made it all to be looked upon as an Artifice of the King’s to draw the great Captain out of ft a. 
ly. He was then Duke of Sefia and Terranova and Confiable of Naples. King Ferdinand being 
defirous to alter the late Capitulation with France touching the Inheritance of the Kingdom of 
Naples in cafe Queen Germam had no lffue, promifed to affift the Cardinal d'Amboife towards 
obtaining the Papacy if he wbuld prevail with the King of France to quit his pfetehfions to that 
Crown. It was indeed but realonabte fince the King of France obftrudted the Marriage of 
Prince Charles with his Daughter Claudia and thereby cut him off the Inheritance of Brit any 
and Milan, that he fhould make him amends by quitting all Claim to Naples. The King of 
France would not hearken to this, being offended the Nobility at Naples had taken the Oath of Fi¬ 
delity to Queen Joanna without making mention of Queen Germana, contrary to the expreis 
Articles (worn to by the Catholick King. 

It was very requifite the Catholick King fhould hafteri his Return to Spain , but the Af- ., . 
fairs of Naples detained him- He preffed the Pope to grant him.the Inveftiture of Naples, 
which, the Pope at laft- was willing to grant upon condition he would recover for him the 
Cities of Faenca and Arimino taken by the Venetians. This being a thing could not be prefent- 
ly done the King refblved to depart. To oblige the great Captain the more, he eaufed a 
publipk Ihftrument. to be made in vindication of his Loyalty, Copies whereof Were fent to 
all Princes. John de Lamp, Viceroy of was come to Naples, him he refolvcd to 

leave with the feme chamber in that Kingdom. But both he and his Son dying before the 
King embarqued, he gave that Command to his Nephew D. John de Aragon Earl Of Riba- 
gorpa, and fent D. Raymond de Cardona to Sicily with the Title of LieVtenant General. The? 
Viceroy was commanded not to diloblige the C olonefes and Urfini, and Bartholomew d« Albi- 
arn , having fubmicted himfelf to the King, was. reftored to his Eftate. Befides the ordina¬ 
ry Forces, 200 Gendemeti were appointed to do Duty at Courc, and : yo Duccais pay al¬ 
lowed each of them. Philip. Ferreras was fent Ambalfadour to Venice to afiure that State, 
which was jealous of the Kings defigns. Ail things being thus ordered the King fet fail'on 
thea.thof June with 16 Galleys. Eight days before the Ships fet out under the Command 
of the Earl Peter Navarro. At this timd the Kingdom of Portugal was hr a moll ftourilh- 
ipg condition, and famous throughout the World, for the valour and prudence of its 
King. On the ythof June the Queen was deliver’d at Lifbon of a Son called Ferdinand , who 
died in the flower of his Age. Some Noblemen of Cafiile and particularly the Marquefs de 

Villena 
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Vtllma would have committed the Government of Caftile to the King of Portugal , to exclude 
King Fcrdnand. He thought nqt good to hazard anything upon the promifes of fo few, tho 
at the fame time he was willing to have had a hand in the Government of C aft He that he 
might marry his Children to thofe of Queen Joanna, and make ufe of the Forces of that 
Oown for advancing his Conquefts in India and Africk, or at leaft have conveyed that Power 
to the Emperour. The King of Navarre . alfb offered the Emperour. paffage through his King- 
■ dom, being jealous if the Catljolick King grew fo powerful he would never defitt till he had 
deprived him of his Crown. The Nobility of the Emperor’s FaXion prefled him to come 
over: and it is certain he had paHuiv'ely relolved to take a journey into Spain. 


C H A P. IV. 

* The Kins; of France enters Italy within Army'to reduce Genoa, has an Interview with 
/'/^Ferdinand, who returns to Caftile. The Spaniards defeated in Africk. The Empe¬ 
ror Offended at King Ferdinand. 

T he King of France was now in Italy,, whither he came with a great Army to reduce the Ge- 
nocfes , who had mutiny’d againff the Nobility, beaten down the French Arms, and cho- 
fen for theirjpuke one PauldcNobe-A ^ilk-Dyer. It was agreed that as the Catholick King re¬ 
turned to Spain he ihould meet the King of France at Savona. Bad Weather detained the Gal¬ 
leys fome time at Gaetq and upon the Coaft of Rome and Tufcany . On the 26th of June the 
Catholick King came to Genoa, where GaftondeFoix , Lord of Narbonne, his Nephew and Brother- 
in-law, went out to meet him with 4 Galleys. The King of France being before at Savona 
met the Catholick King upon the fhoar, and having embrac’d him, they went together under a 
Canopy to the Caftle- where they were to be entertained. King Ferdinand on the right hand 
, the King of France on the left rfhd the Queen in the middle. The more to honour them, the 
King in /. King of France went to lodge in the Bifhop’s Floufe. Op S. Peter's Day they heard Mafs to- 
taly f gether, the Nobility of both Kingdoms vying in coftly Apparel. That night the Queen top¬ 
ped with the King of France her Unkle, and the two Cardinals of S. Praxedes and d'Amboife 
with King Ferdinand. Next night the two Kings and Queens liipped together and with them 
the great Captain at the Requeft Of die King of Franc* who fpoke very honourably of him. 
King Ferdinand commended ’ the Lord of Aubigny, who thence conceived ‘hopes of recove¬ 
ring the Earldom of Venafra, which he was poflefs’fi of when the War broke out. It was the 
Subject of many reflexions, that the Catholick King put himfelf into the Power of his Com* 
petitor. The chief bufinefs difeourfed of at this Interview was about the League againft the 
Venetians, before defigned. The Kings having taken leave of one another, King Ferdinand 
profecuted his voyage which was tedious, by reafon of contrary winds. He arrived at Coda- 
yties' upon the Coalt of Catalonia on the nth of July , but becaufe the Plague was. in that 
Countrey , jailed away to Valencia, where he arrived the 20th of the fame Month, Peter Navarro 
with the Ships being there before. The King and Queen wer? received with great Pomp, the 
Queen under A Canopy it being the firft time fne had been there. Upon the arrival of the 
King Caftile eafily fubmitted, and particularly the Marquefs of complyed, upon promife 
that the King would Hand Tryal at Law with him. Satisfaction in Mony and Lands was 
promifed the Duke of Medina Sidonia for Gibraltar. The Archbifhop of Toledo was pleafed 
that befideY other Favours the King had obtained him a Cardinals Cap and the Office of Inqui- 
firor. General of Cajlile and Leon, the Archbifliop of Sevil refigning that place. F. John de 
Enguerra the King’s Confeffor was Inquifitor General for Aragon .*, Thus the Nobility were 
gained and all Caftile pacified, \tfhat gave fcandal was, that the King prevailed with 
the Pope to grant the Archbilhoprickof' Santiago to D. Alonfo de Fanfeca, a Youth of no Learn¬ 
ing, and what is worfe, his own Father refigning of that See to him upon the Title given him of 
Patriarch of Alexandria. True it is, they nad both done good Service which might in feme 
meafure excufe this odious Succeffion of a Ballard to his Father’s Bifhoprick, but yet it was no 
way juftifiabie. It remained now to reduce the Duke of Najara D. John Manuel, and the Earl 
of Lemos who in Galicia had taken the Town of ,Porferrada, belonging to the ‘Crown, and moll 
of the Marquifate,ofFf//rt/ ! r<j»Mtowhich he pretended a.Right. The Duke of Alva and Earl 
of Benavente were fent againft him with 2obo Horfe and 3000 Foot. . The Duke of Braganfa 
vypuld have aflifted the Earl, but the King of Portugal woqld not permit : yet he prevailed with 
the Archbifliop that the Earl fhouldnotbe put outby force of Arms, but by regular courfe of 
Law. At lall the Earl fubmitted,-reftored Ponferrada and the Marquif&te of Villafrrnca . D. 
John Manuel being refolved to go for Flanders whether all the Fkmmipgs were already gone, 
gave up the Caftle of Burgos to the Duke of Najara , and that of ,Jatn to the Earl of Cobra. 
Interview About this time the Catholick King received the News that the ^Icaide de los Donzeles Gover- 
ofthe tivQ nour c f Mazalquivir having made an Incurfion towards Ttemezeft with 100 Horfe. and 3000 
km B s ’ Foot, being upon his Return with a great Booty near Oran, was overthrown by the King of 
Tremepen. Tlie GQvernour fought his way through with 70,Horfe and got to Mazalquivir, on¬ 
ly 400 more efcaped by flight and as many were taken. Upon this News the King fent fome 
Galleys from • Valencia to the Relief of Mazalquivir; At Naples James Garcia de Paredes , James 
' de 
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de Aguayo, and Melgarijo turned Pyra*., James Garcia went to the Levant and did great harm 
thefC. The other two lay at Ifchia and robbed all that came in'their way* Micbaloi de Pratz 
a brave Gommander,fent by the Viceroy tofupprefs them nsurBelveder, in the Prince of Bife, 
nano's Country, took their VefTels, and they fled to the Shore. Scarce had Michalot done this 
when Caravel he went in was loft and he drowned in a fedden Storm. About this time 
Alonfo de Albuquerque, fent the laft Year WlthTriftan d*Acuna to India to fucceed Franc* de Aimer - 
da as Governour, before he came to him, fiibdued the Wand of Ormuz,, ons of the moft impor¬ 
tant Places in thofe Parts, lying at the Mouth ofthe Perftan Gulph j and tho barren, extremely 
hot deftnute of Water, and not above 4 Leagues in Length, yet for all this, vaftly rich and de- 
hghtful, by reafon of its great Trade in the Eaft. On the Coaft of Africk, upon the Ocean, the 
Portuguefes took Safin a large and populous City, once fubjeX to the Kings of Morocco, but at that 
time to particular Lords of itsbwn. 

^Queen Germana was left at Valencia, as the King*s Deputy, but fhe foon went away to Caf- king Fen 
tile. Count Peter Navarro fet out with moft of the Forces that came in the Fleet towards Alma - «- 

cen and the King fet forwards on the 1 ith of Auguft. The Archbifliop of Zoragoca, and * U T, W 
Dukes ot Medina Celt, and Albuquerque went out to meet him. On the 2ith of Auguft he Ca F il< - 
came to Montagudo , the firft Town in the Kingdom of Caftile, Thence he went to Almicm 
and Aranda All the way he was met by Prelates and Noblemen. Till this time Queen %- 
anna frayed at Hornillos , che Roof ofthe Church where her Husband’s Body lay was burnt, anti 
ffie Body removed to the Houfe where fhe lay: Hearing of her Father’s coming fhe went to 
Tortolet a Village near Aranda, On the 28th of Auguft the King came to Tmolet and the 
Queen falling at his Feet, he knelt down to take her’up. After embracing they withdrew and 
having conferred together the Queen went away to her Lodgings. Next day the King went to 
vifit her, and after that began to difpofe of all things. There they continued 7 days, and then 
went to Santa Mona del Campo. The King would have given the Archbifhop the Cardinals 
Cap there, but the Queen faid it was not fit fhe fhould be where there was any Rejoycings and 
therefore it was given him at the Church of Mahamud. He was honoured with the Title of 
Cardinal of Spain, but the private Name was of S. Balbina. Andrew de Fargo , the Emperour’s 
Ambaffiadorjceafed not after the coming of the Catholick King, toperfwade many to declare a- 
gainft his Government. The Kingfent himaway,and with him John Albion,to defire the Empe¬ 
rour to fend an Ambaflador that would promote the Peace and Welfare of thofe Kingdoms 
He undertook to reconcile the Admiral, Conftable, and Duke of Alva, and fecure them to 
hisownlnterefL He gave Orders for appealing the Tumults in Anialuzia, and for fecurihg 
the Sea-P6rts of Btfcay and Galicia , ordering the Earl of Lemos and D. Ferdinand de Andradato 
come out of Galicia, where they had gr^t Power. The fame was done at Cadiz , Gibraltar and 
Malaga, _and for more fecurity the Morifcot , that is, thofe defcended of Moots, were ordered to 
retire 2 Leagues from the Sea Coaft, that all thofe Shores might be peopled by the antient Chti- 
ftian Race, but this could not be compafled. D. John Manuel had pofleffion of the Caftles of 1 
Burgos, Jaen, Plafencia, and Miravite , which the King commanded his Lieutenants to deliver. 
il Burgos delayed, whereupon the King fent Peter Navarro with Forces to befifegc it, and 
then the Lieutenant fubmitted, as did all the others. D. John Manuel by the way of Navarre 
went mtoFrance defignmg for Germany . There only remained the Duke of Najara , who forti¬ 
fied that Town and levied Forces, hoping the Emperour would foon come, and therefore afted 
in the Name ofPrince Charles , as his Viceroy. To put a flop to thefe troubles, the King fet out 
towards Burgos, and from -^raufent Ferdinand Duke df Strada to require that Duke to deliver up 
his Forts. The Duke excufed himfelf. The King leaving the Queen at Arcot, becaufe fhe 
would not go to Burgos, where fhe loft her Husband, went on himfelf in order to force the 
Duke; Peter Navarro; was fent with his Forces, the Guards and Artillery, to jeize all the 

Duke’s Eftate and his Person. Several of the Nobility interpofed, and the Duke fubmitted to 
deliver up many Places of Strength. Hereupon, the. King pardoned the Duke, and not long 
after by degrees, reftored all thole Forts to Duke Antony Manrique, Earl of Trivtno, Son to the 
Duke. To oblige the Duke of Albuquerque the King propofed to marry the Lady Joanna dc 
Aragon Daughter to the Archbifhop of Xoragoga to the Dukes elfieft Son, but this Match did 
not fucceed, and fne was afterwards married to D. John de Borgia Duke of Gandiai 
The Emperor was much offended at the Kings of France and Spain, He complained of the 
Catholick King v for that he had feized upon the Government of Cattle without agreeing with The Em* 
him. It was reported he would fend 3000 Germans to Naples, to favour the Pretenfiohs of the P eror d»f- 
Duke of Calabria} and it was alfofufpeXed that the Great CaptafeJorwardcd this Defign,in 
to marry his eldeft Daughter to the Duke, and would accept ot the Command of General o (&*,„** 
the Forces of the Church, with a Penfionof 6000 Ducats. But thofe were mere Jealoiifies, and 
feon after the Emperor declared, he Would break through the Diitchy of Milan and with all 
his Forces invade the State of Venice. Thq Catholick King took care tb fecui e the Duke of Ca¬ 
labria, who was at his Court. The Emperor was offended at the King of France, for that he fup- 
ported the Duke of Guelders , and had made War in Burgundy at the tiriie that King Ferdinand 
went into Italy. He did not approve of the Conference betwixt the two Kings, and tobk it 
ill that the Match betwixt Prince Charles and the Princeis Claudia was broke off. At this time 
that Lady was contracted to the Duke of Angoulefme Heir to the Crown of France, and there¬ 
fore the Emperor pleaded the Inveftipire of che Diitchy of Milan, according to the Agreement

At Area lie took Prince Ferdinand from the QUeen againft 
her will, upon pretence of hii Health. He fiunmoned Forces id join him in order to pu= 
nifh that Infolence, and in purfuartce thereby the Deputy of Sevil y D. Bigo de Felafco Or¬ 
dered all betwixt 60 and 20 years of Age to be ready to march againft the Marquefs. The. 

Great Captain writ to the Marqueft his Cdufin, advifing him to ftbmit; and he intended 
fo to do. The Nobility, and particularly the Great Captain, laboured to appeafe the King; 
who was refolved not to give way to Intreaties. The Marquefs came td fubmit himfelf wheti 
the King was at Toledo , and was Ordered to Wait y Leagues from Court, and deliver Up' 
all his ftroiig Holds. He obeyed. With the King went to Cordova 1600 Horfe and 300b 
Foot. The Marquefs being taken, and charged with High Treafon, would make no d& 
feHfce ; but call: himfelf upon the Kings Mercy. Judgment was givert, fdme Gentlemen were . 
condemned to death, fome of the Commonalty executed. The Houfes of D. Alonfo de Carzd- P’uniOi- 
nta and Bernardin de Rocanegra who were in Prifon, were Razed. The Marqdefs * was ba* l nent °f 
nifhed for ever out of Cordova, and out of Andaluz.ia dwmg the King*s pleafure; who was 
alfb to fecure all his ftrong Holds, except his Houfe at MmtiU y which was to be de. ” WrS ’ 
molifhed. The Great Captain, and Conftable Were extreamly difgufted at this Severity; 
ihfortjuch that it was thought the latter would have departed the Kingdom. . From Cordova 
the King lent D. Henry de ‘Toledo and the Licenciat, Ferdinand Tetto to do Homage td the 
Pope, for the Queen his Daughter. At Naples died the Qyeen of Hungary ) fo very Poor, 
the Viceroy was forced to pay the charge of her Obfequies. She Was Buried in the Church 
of S. Peter, Martyr, where the Body of her Mother lies. King Ferdinand Went to Sevih 
where he was received with great Pomp and Joy. With him went the Queeri his Wife, and 
Prince Ferdinand. Henry Duke* of Medina Sidonia was left young by his Father, under the 
Guardianfhip of D. Veter Giron 3 to whofe Sifter he was concra&ed. The. Duke Was haughty, 
and turbulent, and had deigned to aflift the Marquefs ol Priego. To appeafe the King, it 
was offered he fhould deliver up his chiefeft Fortreffes, and the Conftable Wduld be Bound 
for his good behaviour. Neverthelefs, neither the Duke nor D. Peter Giron came to fubniic 
themfelves to the King, who thereupon put D. Peter from his Guardianlhip, banilhing hirti 
from Sevily and all the Lands of Medina Sidonia y and the Duke was commanded to deliver 
up all his Places of ftrength. They both fled to Portugal, arid the King Ordered their Lieu¬ 
tenants to deliver the Forts, Thofe of Niebla and Figneras would not fubmit, arid there^ 
fore Niebla was taken by force arid plundered. This Severity made all Places comply; This 
Eftate was put into the Hands of the Archbifliop of Sevily and the Council Ordered to 
profecute D. Veter Giron . The Nobility, but chiefly the Conftable refented this rigorous 
Proceeding, yet the King was refolved to humble their Pride, and the Archbifhopof Toledo 
, advifed him fo to do. . 

The Catholic^ King fpent all Autumri in fettling Andatuzia, and thence promoted the 
War in Africky affifting the Vortuguefes who were much diftreffed. The King of Feeing 
at variance with his Two Brothers, it was thought a good Opportunity to gain fome a<fl 
vantage in Africky and to this purpofe a Fleet was fitted out at Malaga. The Py rates of PtKon u 
Velez de la Gomera did much harm at this time along the Cbaftof Granada. Count Peter f/' “ k 
Navarro our Admiral gave-them Chafe, took fome Veffels, and purfued the others to an spah&rdi: 
Iftand opppfite to Vtkz^ and the common refuge of thpfe Corfairs. There Were ioo Moon * 
in the Forf of that Ifland, which they call Vernn j thefe thinking the Earl would Attack Velez, 
abandoned the Iiland, to defend the Town; but he immediately poffeffed himfelf of the Ca- 
ftle, which Commands the Harbour and City, and thence did them lo much harm, that the 
Moors Were forced to live under Ground. This Place was taken on the 2 3th of July , and 
Ordered to be Fortified and well Garrifoned. The Vortuguefes made War on theCoaftof 
Afrkk along the Ocean. A Moor called Zelurn , Coufin to the King of Fez, offered to put 
them in a way to take Azamor, a famous City on thatCoaft. King Emanuel giving Credit 
to him, fitted a Fleet which carried 400 Hone and above 2000 Foot, uncler the Command 
of D. John de Menefes. This Fleet failed from. Lisbon on die 26th of Juty, and found all 
things otherivife than they cxpe&ed, for the Citizens defended themfelves well, and Zelurn 
aided them, This brought the Vortuguefes into great Danger, and they were forced to d£ Pomigufct 
part without doing-.any thing. The Weather being bad, and the, Tides loW, forhe Veflcls, fuftain lofs 
and among them one Gaily llruek, the reft came to the fti eights Mouth. This lofsTeemed 
to be a fpecial Providence; for the King of^Feas With a mighty Power fate down before 
Arzila on the 19th of Othber. D. VafcoCoutwo Earl ofBorva W$s Governor, who the fifft^*” 4 ’ 
day repulfed the Moors with much BraVery; but the next day a Breach being made in the 
Wall, they entred the City by Force. The Earl was Wrunded in the Arm with a Dart, 
and obliged to retire into the Caftle, which was not Well provided for a Siege. The Ca- 
ftle was battered and undermined. This News being carried to Tangier , where D. Johndt 
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Mentfis lay, and to Smil vb here the Catholick King was, D. John fet out immediately with 
his Fleet. He fought Two days with the Enemy, who were already Matters of one of the 
Bulwarks, drove them thencd^and relieved thebefieged, reduced to extreamity. The King 
lent Ordefs to P#4ri$*ydrro who lay at Gibraltar to Succour Ary!a, Ramiro de Guzman Go. 
vemorof whereiri' were a^Foot and fbiti'e’Horfe, failed firft, and got 

ihto die JilmWAientfes. With WRelief the befieged not only defended them; 

leW; the Enemy frdiri jfwir Ditch and Out*works. Orf the 30th of 

O^kn came.Cieiliki^r Navarro, who pl^hb Cannon fo furioufly among the Moon that

ving burnt thefTblfti^ retired to* Alcaparquivin The favifig of this Place contributed much 
to, preferving of the others-on the Coaft of Africk.

Sum to the Governor of XHrMl They both excufed themfelvcs from receiving this Prefent, 
faying, they ferved the Gatholick King, and expend their Reward from hisBbUnty.

Confpira*. r-r-ijig Catholick King returned frorn ^eW to Cafiilt in; the dead of Winter: forT wo rea¬ 
lly" dif- fens.. One was^ that D. Peter Brother to D. James de Guevara, who 'wwlhJQer&sm' in 

covered, the EmperorV, Service, coming to Spain .dUgufeed in the Hab[t of a Footman, was taken, 
and being put to the, Rack, declared, that many of the Nobility held Intelligence with the 
Emperor; thechiefett of them, were the Great Captain, the Duke of Najara, and Earl of 
Urena. The other was, that the Duke del Infantado and other great Men confpired againft 
him, and the Cardinal of Spain had a Hand in thole Proceedings. The Earl of TendtUa by 
his Wifdom drew the Duke del Infantado and others of that Family from their pur poles, by 
his good Advice. King Ferdinand reduced the others, lotne by fair Promifes, andfoirieby 
Threats. In particular, he agreed with theMarquels of Villena, and in lieu of that City and 
Almanfa , befides the full value of them, gave him Tolox and Monda in the Kingdom of Gra¬ 
nada, wherewith he feemed content. The Emperor to be at leafure to Revenge himfelf of 
the Catholick King, was for compofing all Differences with France, and in order to it. 
League of the Princels Margaret on his Part; and the Cardinal d’Amboife for the Pope and King of, 
cambray. France met at Cambray . Thither repaired Jaime de Albion the Catholick King’s Ambaffador in 
France , and tho’ the Emperor defigned to exclude King Ferdinand, the Bufinefe was fb ma¬ 
naged by the Pope, that thole Three Princes joined in League with him againft the Venetians 
for Recovery of what that State had taken from each of them. He that firft recovered his 
own, was Obliged to aflift the. Others, and the Emperor and King of France to go in Perlon 
to this Expedition. The firft, day of April following, they were to commence the War. 
The Emeperor offered by chat time to give the King of France thfe Inveftiture of Milan, pro¬ 
vided he paid him .100000 Crownsjfor the fame, and fhould be obliged to alfift him to Re¬ 
cover Awhat thq Pinetians had taken from him/and yet the Emperor not to be obliged to 
Aid. him for recovery of what appertained to Milan. That Judges Ihould be appointed to 
decide all Differences betwixt the Emperor and the Catholick King, left they ihould be 
any hindrance to their Proceedings againft the Venetians. It was agreed the Duke of Savoy 
Ihould be invited to come into the League, on account of the Kjngdririfof Cyprus, which he 
pretended to, arid the Venetians were poffeffed of. Allb the Duke of Ferrara , and Marquels 
.of Mantua, WhO'ha^ thgi'r Pretentions. What is, more, the Kings of Spain, and France, to 
whom the People of Florence.aoA Pifa h^l referred all their Differences, delivered up Pifa 
to the Florentines, in hopes to draw them into the League, and for the Sum of 100000 
Ducats. A fhameful thing for fuch Princes to fell theLiberty of a Republick .ibat had put 
it felf into their Hands t/but chiefly jKirig Ferdinand a$-. to blame, Pifa being immediately 
under his Prote&ion. “’This Leagu‘e;[«ia§| concluded on the iothof December. Thence the 
Princels Margaret went to Franche Ciiiwr||tp itake Poffeflion of lorne Towns the King of France 
had ingaged to deliver to the Duke of’Burgundy. , This fame Month died at Naples Robert de 
y Sanfeverino, Prince of Salerno.- He left a young Son called Ferdinand , who was Heir of his 
Eftate, and Hatred to the Crown of Aragon, which produced his Ruin. King Ferdinand 
Iwore to the performance of the Articles aiorelaid, at Valladolid, in the beginning of the fol¬ 
lowing Year before the Pope’s Nuncio and the Emperor, and King of France’s Amballadors 
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Canfpon Seldon of Calre , moved by the Impottuhny of the Kirigs of Calicut and Cambaya, sbUam

Cambay# had joined the Turks with 34 SaiL Thele fmall Veffels failing under thetShore, the 
Portuguefes delcryed only 5 Ships, which they thought to belohg to Alonfo de Albuquerque, whom 
they expeded. Part of the Enemies Fleet entred the Harbour, and that day was [pent in 
Cannonading one another. Next day Laurence de Almeyda Attacks Min Hoztm's Admiral 
Gap, but could not grapple by reafonit was Ebb, and the Enemy lay inlhoal Water. He 
fuffained much lofs/becaule the Enemies Veffel was higher Decked, and was himfelf 
Wounded with Two Darts. Pelayo deSoufa and James Perez took each of them one pf the 
Enemies Gallies, and thus that day ended. The day/ollowing Melique came into the Port . 
with his Veffels, whereupon the Portuguefes, at midnight relblved to put out to Sea. But the 
Enemy perceiving them move, fell upon them, and fo pierced the Admiral which was the 
lalt, that ihe made much Water, and what, was worle ran a-Ground; and the Water 
Ebbing, none of the others could come in to aflift her. The Enemy Cannonaded her till 
fuch time as Laurence de Almeyda being killed with a Cannon-lhot, arid 80 of 100 Men 
he had, the other 20 with the Ship were taken: The reft put to Sea and recovered the 
Port of Cananor *, whence they lent advice of what had hapned to the Governor. This Battle 
Was fought towards the end of the Year. Almeyda and Albuquerque came both to Cananor* 
an* Albuquerque contending to take upon him the Government according to the King’s 
Order, Almeyda fent him Pr foner to Cochin. This done, he gathered the greatett Fleet he 
could, at Omr burnt feveraP Ships of Calicut, deftroyed the City Dabul and many Veffels 
there, and on the erh of 15-09, failed towards Diu , a Port of Cambay a where the 

Enemy lay. Mir Hozem placed, himlelf in fhoal-water under the Cannon of the City He 
had at this titne 3 Caraes, 3 Galleons, 6 Gallies, and 4 Ships of Cambay a, belides ' Meli- 
Ws finall Veffels. Almeyda had in all 19 Sail, and in them 1300 Portuguefes , arid 400 
MAabars. The Two Fleets Cannonaded one another, but could not draw near becaufe the 
Weather was calm. Next day they engaged, and after a very bloody Difpute, the Pw- 
tuguefes obtained the Viaory. Of the. Enemy 4000 were flain, of which number were 
air the 800 Mamalucs, except only 22. Three of their great Ships were (unit, befides ma¬ 
ny fmall Veffels; Two Galleons, Two Gallies and Four great Ships were taken The 
Commanders Mir Hozem and Melique efcaped. On our fide 32 were killed and 3^0 wound¬ 
ed. This done, Almeyda returned to Cochin, where there was much contention about the 
Government, which was ended by Ferdinand Coutinbo, who this Year failed from Lisbon 
with if Ships and Orders to put Alonfe de Albequerque in Pofleffion of the Government, 
as was accordingly done. From Valladolid the Catholick King went to Areas, where htf 
found the_Queen his Daughter fo ill Lodged, that the laft Winter Ihe fell lick through 
the coldneis of the Room fhe lay in.

the Cardinal of Spain takes Oran in Africk. The War againfi the Venetians and their 
Lojfes ; They recover Padua and ether Places . 


oran in /"''Rea* Preparations were made throughout all Spain for the Conqueft of Africk, and the 
ytfrick ta- VJ Cardinal of Spain did not only furnifh Money towards it, but defigned to go over in 
ken. Perfon. The Rendezvous of the Forces was at Carthagena ; Stores of Ammunition and ProVi- 

lidns were made there and at Malaga. About 14000 Men were gathered, as well Horfe as 
Foot. The Principal Commanders were fames de Vera, who had charge of the Artillery: 
£>. Alonfode Granada Vanrgas , Lord of Campo Tejar , who Commanded the Forces of Andalusia ; 
and Colonel Hierome Vianelo, accounted an able Seaman. Count Peter Navafro was General, 
and there was a great Number of Gentlemen Volunteers. , The Fleet, confifting of 10 Gal! 
leys and 80 other Veflels, met at Carthagena the laft Month. Before they fet fail, Ibme Dis¬ 
putes arofe betwixt the Cardinal and the Earl, on account that the former bellowed fome 
Commands qn his Servants, which the other had before promifed to others. Some Perfons 
interpofing, the Count fwore to obey the Cardinal in all things.' On the 1 6th of May they 
let Sail from Carthagena, and the next day being the Feaft of the Afcenjion , entred the Port of 
Mazalquivir. It was declared their Defign was upon Oran , a famous City in the Kingdom 
px Tremecen , containing about 6000 Inhabitants, feated near the Sea, partly in a Valley, and 
partly on the fide of a Hill, encompaffed with a ftrong Wall, the Streets all contrived after 
the rude manner of the Moors, diftantfrom the City of Tumtcen 140 Miles, and oppofite to 
Carthagena. It was once one of the moft Principal Marts on that Coaft, by reafon of the 
great reforjt of Genoefe and Catalonian Merchants, and was fo rich as to maintain a Irnall 
Fleet, which infefted the Coaft of Andalusia. Our, Fleet entred the Harbour at Night, and 
the next Morning began to land the Men. They drew them up in Four Bodies, each con¬ 
taining 2500 Men, with the Horfe upon the Flanks. Mean while the Cardinal was in the 
Church of Mazdyuivir , but when they were ready to join Battel with th e Moors that came to 
hinder their Approach to the City, he came out mounted upon a Mule, the Clergy and Re- 
ligious attending him. One F. Ferdinand , of the Order of S. Francis, carried the Croft, with 
a Sword girt upon his Habit, as had all the others by the Cardinal’s Order. He encouraged 
the Men, offeringto lead them into the midft of thcEnemy; but the Commanders begged of 
him to oner up his Prayers to God for them whilftthey fought. He complied, and return¬ 
ing to Mazalejuivir , continued at Prayers in the Chapel of S. Michael all the time of the Bat¬ 
tel. It was Three in the Afternoon, and the\Earl being doubtful whether it were not better 
to delay the Fight till next day, advifed with the Cardinal, who was of Opinion not to fuffer 
.the Soldiers to cbol. The Signal being given, they began to march up the Hill, and tho’ 
the Mow, to the Number of 12000, befides the Recruits that conftantly came to,them, caft 
down ail forts of Weapons upon them, they gained Ground. Some Soldiers of Guadalajara 
advanced contrary t6 Order, one of whom was killed, and the reft forced to retire. That 
Man’s Head being cut off, was carried fb'the City, and there rolled about the Streets, the 
Rabble crying the Alfayuin (lb they called the Cardinal) was killed j till a Chrifian Slave, 
who knew the Catdinal by fight, undeceived them. Our Horfe began to Skirmiih with the 
Enemy, among whom our Cannon did fome execution i and then the Foot came on, dri¬ 
ving them, tho* the Hill was uncouth, till they came to certain ConduAs of Water j There 
they halted a while, and removing their Cannon to the higheft part of the Hill, with that

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and their Swords put thd Moors to flight, purfuing them beyond the City becaiife |he Gate's 
were Ihut 'againft them. A great number of Moors Tallied out, under the Leading of the 
mZX Srnourof oJj and whilft theft, were hotlv engaged, feme of our Menat- 
retnpted to fcale ihe Walls, the Inhabitants opppfing them/«Prhev that were in the Galleys 
attacking the fide next th^Sea, had leifure.jo make themfelves Maftetsof certain Towers 
and aU fhe“/ cSSTtSs the City washed by the Cbrigm^M^ Thofe 
that fought in the Field feeing the ^ Colours upon the Ws, thojght to have got 
into the Town: but fome of our Men fallyingLthey were taken in.them.d^and agreap 
Slaughter made. 4000 of them were killed j epd about yooo taken. .This ViAory was looked 
upon as miraculous, becaufe of the Difordet■ dfjyrMen, but much morete^e immediatdy 
after the Mezuar oiTremecen came with fuch a Multitude, that it would have been impoflible 
tohavetaken the City had he come fqoner. Thjs Succeft was attributed to the Prayers of 
the Cardinal who entred the City with joy, and Confecmted the Great Mofque by the 
Nameof 1 S- Mary of Victory. Aft«. which,' he returned the: next day with his Galleys to 
Carthagena. He lei the Command of that City to Peter Navarro all the King’s Pieafure were 
known. From Carthagena he lent the King an account of the ViAory, and went himfelf to his. 

Town of Alcala , where he entred more like a Religious Man than a Conqueror, nor per¬ 
mitting anv manner of Publick Reception to be made for him. . _ . . ...... 

Bv the Leaeue concluded at Cambray, it was agreed that each of the Confederate Princes 
/hould begin to War upon the Venetians on his fide, by the Firft of Ami at fan theft. King J e nall p fld ^ 
Ferdinand lent Colonel Zamudio with 2000 chofen Foot to compleat thofe1 at Naples to 5000. 

All things proceeded very flowly, becaufe the Earl of Ribagorja was looked upon as a Perfon 
unfit for that Undertaking, or for the Government, as a fo becaufe it was differed chat the 
Barons of that Kingdom confpired to lhake off the Government. FabricsmColona alio 
advifed not to attempt any thing upon the Towns of the Venetians \ n Apulsa, nil there was a 
Fleet ready to hinder them from Relief by Sea, which was looked upon as Treacherous, or 
at leaft very weak Counfel. 1 he King of France fent la Trsmouslle vsith Forces over the Alpes 
as loon as the Seafon would permit, and himlelf on the Firft of May made his Entry into 
M»S. having gathered his Army, confifting of 40000 Men, he entred the Teintones of 

feveral Towns. The Venetians had raifed yoooo Men under the t^mtian 
Command of the Earl of Petillmo, and Bartholomew dPAlbiam, Two Great Generajs o!f t|e r J d< 
Family of the Urfini, and SubjeAs to the King oi Span .for their Eftate^sin Napes Near Rt- 
volta the Two Armies met and engaged. The Fight vyas long doubttul, till the Venetian 
Foot being broke by the French Artillery, and then charged by the Horfe, they were forced 
to fly. A great Number was killed. . Comtjetdlam - with a few efcaped. Bartholomew d Al- 
biand and mahv more'were taken. This ViAory, called of Gtaradada , was veryFamous, and 
in Memory ofit the King caufed a Chapel to be built in that Place, calling it S. Mary of Vt- 
tton. Immediately upon it the Cities of Crema, Cremona, Bergamo, and Brefa, were lurren- 
dered to the French , which was all they prided to according to the Amcles of the League. 

The Pope’s Forces took Solarolo, Faenpa, Arjmno, Ravena , and Serbia, whichjas all that be¬ 
longed tphim. TheEarlof Ribagory had, gathered his Army by the end of My. Vtllamarm 
Earl of Capacho the Admiral was ready at Mfftna with 12 Galleys and 10 Ships, and only ex- 
peAed the French Fleet to join him, in order to go upon the Coaft of Apaha ; but there 
was no need of thefe Preparations: For as foon as the Viceroy o Naples laid fiege to Tram, 
the Seigneury of Venice fent Orders to all thetr Governours on that Coaft to dehver up_the 
Cities 8 The .Duke of Ferrara and Mar s quefs of Mantua took fome I laces from the Venetians, 
to which they pretended a Title. Venice was brought fo low, that it was reported the Senate 
defigned to febmit it felf to the King of Hungary, to be by him proteAed. There remained 
the Emperour, who in June was 7 Leagues from on his way to It Ay. On the 8th 

of that Month the Florentines fubdued the City of Pj/^As foonas the Emperor came to 
Efiernan, the Venetians propofedan Accommodation with him,^and it was feid they'fent him a 
Blank figned for him to make his own Conditions, fo he would proteA them m that defperate 
Condition. As the Emperor marched all Places, fubmnted to him, fo -that the Venetians W 
hot a Foot of Land left them in Italy, except the City which the Emperor def^gned to

The Earl of P ft,llano, and all the 
Chief Commanders of Venice, threw themfelves into the City. Their greateft Strength con- 
fitted in 2000 Albanian Horfe, who did much harm among the Impenaliljs. A Breach being 
made the City was alfaulted, but the Enemy repulfed twice, frefh Supplies ftill coming in to 
Tipfieped till they made up 25000 Men. In the fuft Attack many of the Spaniards were 
Wiled^ S blown up in aBaftionthey gained. This difcouraged the Imperials fo, that 
ahout the beginning of OSlober they ratted the Siege. Their Retreat foon changed the face 
^Affairs The People of Vicenza being affifted from Padua , took Gafparde Sanfevtrino, left 
in that City with 2060 Germans. The Forces of Venice recovered Efte, Mmfilice , and Mon. 
Lnana , arid then laid fiege to Ferrara } but the Forces of France mti the Pope coming to 
the Relief of the Town, and having funk 17 of their Galleys on the Po, they were forced to 
draw off. Andrew Gritti had befose taken the Marquels of Mantua, and was about changing 
him for Bartholome d’Albtano, who was in great Efteem, tho’ blamed for his Rafhnefs at the 
Battel of Abdua. Verona was difpofed to lubmit to. the Venetians ; D. Jhen Manuel was in it 
with 2000 Spaniards ill paid, but fome French Forces came and fecured that Place, The main 
Strength of the French Army lay between Breffa and Verona. ■John James Trtvukio was in 
Brefc D. John Manuel refigned his Command to one Luis de Biamonte, who had been fome 
yews in the French Service.

D. Luis fought to recover his Eftate by force of Arm*. The Emperor and King of Spam pro- 
poled fome means to agree about the Government. The Catholick King, tho well fixed in 
the pofleffion of it, was willing to agree to prevent Diforders which the Difcontented Nobi¬ 
lity teemed to threaten. Yet he would keep the Government as long ashis Daughter lived j but 
if (he died, then to.refign to Prince Charles when he was 20 Years of Age. The King of 
Prance and Cardinal d’Amboife were chofen Arbitrators. Andrew de Burgo came to Spain to 
Capitulate, and was well received. The Bilhop of Catania was with the Emperour upon 
Accora the lame account. At length thefe two Princes agreed upon thefe Articles: That the Ca- 
hetwixc tholick King Ihould continue in the Government; but in cafe he had any llfue Male, then 
theEmpe- p r j nce charUs Ihould again be Sworn Heir to the Crown of Cafiile in the Cortes, and King 
X Zdinani Ferdinand Ihould alfo Swear to Govern that Kingdom to the Prince’s Advantage.

Florentines , on account of the delivery of Pi fa t6 them. King Ferdinand alfo offered to affift 
the Emperour againft.the Venetians with 300 Men at Arms, to whom he would give 4 or f 
Months Pay. It was alfo agreed, that whenfoever Prince Charles would go into Spain, a Fleet 
Ihould be lent for him, and Prince Ferdinand Ihould go to Flanders as foon as the other was 
landed in Spain. Upon thefe Conditions they joined in League, and all Differences were re- 
conciled. Becaufe the King of France and Cardinal d’Amboife had been chofen Arbitrators, 
thefe Articles were fent to them to perule, and they approved of the fame on the 1 2 th of

At firft the Pope was avei fe to it but after¬ 
wards confidciing the Aflillance of Spain , Would hand him In good Head to carry on the great 
Defigns he had in hand, he-refolved^to grant the Inveftiture in as ample manner as could he Invtfti 
wilhed. Pope Alexander having given the. King of *W,rhe Inveftiture of that part bfthe tureof 
Kingdom before mentioned, with the Titleof King of Naclei and Jerufalem , it wasliardtode Mf ' et 
prive him of it without a Caiife fhown. Therefore he declared that King had forfeited his 
Title for not paying the Acknowledgment he ought in fb many Years, and for alienating that L 7 
Feoffe of the Church when he agreed with the Catholick King, without obtaining the Content 
of the immediate Proprietor. Thus the Inveftiture was granted to King Ferdinand and his 
Heirs, upon Condition he fhouldpay every Year on theFeaftofS. Peter md Pauls 000 ounces 
of G(jld, and every three Years a white Palfrey. Befides he was for once to pay coo00 Du-, 
cats, as fhould his Succefforswhen they received the Inveftiture. Thele were the fame Condi¬ 
tions that had been impofed upon Charles the firft of France. About the beginning of 'fair this 
Grant was paffed by the Pope and College of Cardinals. On the 7th of Au*u$ the 1 W re 
rnitted the yearly Tribute and the yoooo Duccats, contenting himfelf with the white Palfrey 
and his Furniture, and 300 Horfe to lei ve him wherefoever there was War in the State 
of the Church, defigning to ufe them againft Ferrara. In the time of Pope Leo therewaS 
impofed an acknowledgment of 7070 Duccats, for the leave granted to the Cmp-ror CbZts 
the yth to hold that Kingdom together with the Empire, which was contrary to the indent 
Capitulations with the Houles of Any.-* and Aragon. The King of France was much offended it 
this Proceeding, and by bis AmbaiTador the Bilhop of Rieux, complained grievoufly thereof ro 
the CatholickKing whiift the Cortes lat at Mon f on.

He left James dt Vera in that City with a Garrifon pf 5000 Men, other 3000 he disbanded, be¬ 
ing unfit for Service ; and he with 4000 more and part bf the fleet, went out to fcowr the 
Coaft between Gelvez, and Tunez,. Bad Weather obliged hiriitb lie by moft part of the Winter, 
in the lfland Lam'padofa near Sicily. An infinite number of Moon about the end of this Year, 
layed Siege to the City Safin on the Coaft of Africk, and fubjeA to the Portuguefes. Ataydc 
the Gbvemour having received fome Supplies from the lfland of Madera, defended himfelf 
bravely; and the Siege being raifed made an Inroad as far as Almedina , 3 2 miles from Safin. 
He had feveral Skirmifhes with the Moors, tooka great Booty, but in his return liich great Num¬ 
bers came upon him, that he was forced to quit it. He made feveral other Incurfions and came 
up to the very Walls of Morocco , an A&ion of more Honour than Advantage. The fame was 
done by D. John Coutme Governour of Arzilla , and Peter de Soufa of Azamr- both brave^Com¬ 
manders, and ambitious of enlarging the Portugues Dominions in Africk , which might have 
been the more eafily performed, that Country being divided into many Kingdoms, and they 
at variance among themfelves. 


CHAP. X. 

Some Cardinals Revolt from the Pope ; Bolonia taken by the French; The Revolted Car¬ 
dinals fimmon a General Council, 

M Uch about the fame time the Catholick King having broke up the Cortes at Mon- 
fon, returned to Cafiile and Pope Julius let out from Rome towards Bolonia, The 
King was going to the Cortes of Cafiile, fiimmoned to meet at Madrid , to take care for 
carrying on the War in Africk , and no lefs to provide for the Affairs of Italy. The Pope 
King Fer- thought being at Bolonia to advance the War againft Ferrara, in which the Duke of Urbi* 
dinmtd af- made little Proereft; On the 6th of QBober King Ferdinand in the prefence of the Emperor’s 
fifts the an( j p r j nce Charles his Ambaffadors, and of the Popes Nuncio, took an Oath at Madrid 

rope " to Govern’that Kingdom as became a juft and rightful Tutor. He alfb Ordered Fabricius 

Colona with 300 Lances from Naples to go join the Forces of the Church, to ferve againft 
Ferrara , but not againft the King of France. To oblige him, he Ordered the Admiral 
VUlamarin with u Gallies that returned from Gelves to join the French Fleet at Genoa , in 
order to lecure that City. The Duke of Tertnem was in Verona with 400 Lances in the 
Emperor’s Service, and f*ved that City from falling into the Hands of the Venetians, who 
laid clofe Siege to it. The Pope when hefet out, Ordered all the Cardinals to follow him. 
Cardinals bu t fome t [ iem fl e( j to Naples, and not being admitted there, went thence to Florence. 
from the There they ftaid, tho’ the Pope preffed them to come to him. The French now attempt. 
Pope. e d to have furprized Bolonia, where the Pope and Cardinals were in great Danger, but 

Fahricm Bolona with his 300 Lances delivered them. The Pope fell fick, whereupon fome 
fcandafous Contrivances began to be among the Cardinals; which he having notice of,*a£ 
fembled them, and publifhed a levere Bull againft fuch as were.guilty of Simony in the E- 
leftion of a Pope. The Mutinous Cardinals at Florence thought of calling a general Council 
.to Reform the Church Difcipline, and alfb to Depofe the Pope, The Emperor apd King 
of France joining with them, and endeavouring to draw in the Catholick King. The Em¬ 
peror and King of France declared all the Confederate Princes were obliged to aflift one 
another, till they had Recovered all that was detained from any of them by the Venetians. 
They alfo would have the Pope remit the bufinefi of Ferrara to be Tried by due Courfe 
of Law, and in order to it, would have all Ecclefiaftical Perfbns, not excepting Cardi¬ 
nals or any others, to refide at their Benefices upon Penalty of Forfeiting their Revenues. 
This caufed the Pope to Excommunicate all the French Commanders in Italy, and all thole 
who had any Hand in the Galltcan Provincial Synods held to this effeft. The Catholick 
King never agreed to this Decree of the Gallican Church, but laboured to reconcile the 
Emperor to the Pope and the Venetians. It was now propofed to Marry the Queen of 
Naples, Niece to the Catholick King, to Charles Duke of Savoy, and the Treaty was fo far 
advanced, that 209000 Ducats wereafligned for her Portion, and fhe was called Dutchels 
of Savoy $ yet at laft it broke'off, and the Duke Married Beatrix Princeft of Portugal . At 
Naples the People mutinied, becaufe it was defigned to introduce the inquifition there, after 
the manner of Spain. The Tumult wasfo great, that the Viceroy to prevent farther mifehief, 
commanded all the Jews who were come thither from Spam in great numbers, to depart 
the Kingdom by the laft of March, as alfb that the Inquifition fhould not be Eftablifned. 
Thus the People was appeafed, the Pope himfelf being of opinion they ought not to have 
been provoked by ereding that levere Tribunal.

T HE Duke^of Alva continued at 5 . Johnde Pied de Porte, ahd his Forces took fome final! 

places of little ImpoFtance. Thither James de Vera with great difficulty brought the 
Artillery. The Dukes of Longuevitte , Bourbon , and Monpenfier, the Sieur de la Paliffe , and Mon- 
fieur At Lautrec , lay at Sauveterre and the neighbouring places, to dppOfe our Army. Their 
Force was 800 Men at Arms, and 8000 Foot. The Dauphin lay at Gantt, with another 
great*Body ready to fecond them. This only waited the coming of King John with his Farces 
to march into Navarre, f In hopes of their coming the People of the Valley of Salazar and 
Ron tales revolted from King Ferdinand. The Marefchal of Navarre alfo, who till then Had 
flood neuter, declared for France , and went away thither from Tudtla , whither King Fndi. 
nmd went to meet the Queen, after fhe had broke up the Cortes of dragon at Mohcon. This 
caufed King John to haften his march. There are two PalTes through the Mountains betwixt 
Navarre and Prance ; one is called Valderroncal, the other Valderronpas. At the entrance pf 
Valderrotfcof is 5 . John de fled de Porte , where the Duke of Alva then Was. Through the ! nv 
other Pals the King led his Army about the middle of October : With him went the Sieur de r ). ]■ ' 
la Paliffe . The Spaniards were no where ftrong enough to give them Battel; yet feveral Com- 
manders polled themfelves in the Straights of the Mountains. Among the .reft Ferdinand ai¬ 
der, took his Poftat which place was very Weak. The Enemy coming on, affaulted 
that place, and tho they loft 400 Men, carried it, killing many of the Defendants, and a, 
mong them Ferdinand de Voider,, ft is reported he expoled nimfelf to that Danger out of Pe- 
Ipair, becaufe when he returned after the Battel of Ravenna , the King faid, 7 he Good Men are 
l f there. - The Duke of Alva confidering the danger Pamplona was in, left James de Vera at 
J 0 rZ ‘“'P^dde Porte with 800 Foot, aoo Horfe, and 20 Pieces of Cannon, and refolveil 
hitnielr with the reft to repais the Mountains into Navarre. They Enemy might have pre¬ 
vented him, but they were overleen as well in that as in not marching direftly to Pamplona, 
which they might eafily have taken. This delay gave the Duke leifui e to march thither; and 
the Archbilhop ofZar^* to join him with 600 Men. Several Caftles that had revolted were 
reduced. Having taken Torla, and falling to plunder it, the People of the Valley joining 
with theTownunen, fell upon the Forces, killing above 2000, and taking all their Baggage, 
with, lome Field-Pieces. King John encamped at Utroz,, within two Leagues of Pamplona 
hoping the City would declare for him, but our Army had prevented it by expelling 200 
Citizens; befjdos. At Puente de la Reyna, which is hard by, a great Body affembled to relieve 
tho place if it were requifite. 1500 Men came ftomFrafmiera and Campos , and 900 from 
Bugia, Which were landed at Barcelona. Soon after, the Forces of Aragon tame thither. The 
Duke of Najara was chofen General of this Army. The French ftiU expetfted more Forces 
j the Sieur de la Palijje was diffatisfied for that nothing foccecded to 

his Mind. The French encamped fo as to cut off the provifions of the City. Another Body. »v - - 

leftbeyond the Mountains to divert the Forces of King Ferdinand, entred Guipufcoa. They “' 
paffed by Fuenterabia , and fate down before 5 . Sebaftian. Monfieur de Lautrec Commanded 
that Army, and refolved to attack that Town. D, John d*Aragon, Sen to the Archbilhoo 
of Zara^opa* was in the place, who fo encouraged the Garrilon, tho’ (mail, that the French 
r r^r J nto f*uienne. The Duke of Calabria , upon promile of being reftored (to the Kingdom 
°\ Naples, defigned to fly to the French, but was taken, with Four others that managed his In-. 
telligence. He was kept many years a Prifoner in the Cattle of Xativ* % and his Accomplices 
executed. The Seafon was unfit to lie in tlie Field, wherefore the French refolved to be the 
molt expedite they could: They lacked^wo Monafteties of Nuns that are without the Walls 
A German Captain opening the Tabernacle to fcale the Cuffodium, threw out the Bleffed Sa¬ 
crament upon the Altar. The Nun that was Sacriftan faid. How dare you commit fuch a Sacri-

like J ™**)* 0 have burn aiunder. They planted their Cannon, and gave two Affaults, but 
itiU the Defendants held out. The Duke of Najara with 600 Foot befides the Horfe, appear¬ 
ed on the top of the Mountain; defigning either to fight, or elfe to cut off the Enemy’s Provi- 
lions. On the laft Day of November the French raifed the Siege, and returned towards France. 

The Conftable of Navarre purfued theni, and killing feme, took 13 Pieces of Cannon. Ariel 
thus ended that War. All the Agramontefes fubmitted themfelves, and the City Pamplona was 
repaired, iand a place marked out to build a Cattle. 

D. Raymitnd de Moncada having fortunately fettled the Affairs of Florence 1 marched toward? 
Lombardy. At Modena he held a Council of War, to conlii'.t what was beft to be done. The 
City Breffa Was befieged by the Venetians , who hoped to poflefs themfelves of it. The Emp * 
peror pretended to it, and the Swiff would have it given to Duke Maximilian Sforcia , whole 
Quarrel they had efpouled. To end this Quarrel, it' was agreed the Viceroy mould hold k 
lor the League', till it could be decided who it belonged to. D. Peter tPUrrea and Andrew 
Burgo went to Rome to know the Pope’s Plcalure, .and lollieit the Payment of Ionic Mont:.*

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Brcjfi* ta. Arrears. He pleaded that Obligation had ceafed after the Battel of Ravenna , yet promifed 
kc/i by the fome Money if the Viceroy would quit Lombardy, and return to Ferrara, which above all things 
iceroy. j ie delired to poflfels himfelf of. To this purpole the Duke of Urbin was encamped with 2000 
Swift a.fmall Force, and even that deferred for want of Pay. D. Veter d’U/rea and his Com¬ 
panion fed the Pope with godd Words. He refolved to fend Bernard de Bibiena , who was 
afterwards a Cardinal, to acquaint the Viceroy with his Will. At this time the Marquefs de 
Tefaara being^ ranfomed from the French , came to Milan , and had the Command of the Com¬ 
pany of the Men at Arms, that, had belonged to Gafpar de Pcmar, killed in that City, given 
him. On the firft of Otfobtr the Viceroy patted the Po with 9000 Foot. Profper Colona was 
marching with above 400 Men at Arms, andVi ooo Foot, to join the Viceroy.' The Pope 
endeavoured to hinder him, but could not. He alfo laboured with the Cardinal of Sion, that 
the S vifs lliould not admit the Spaniards into Lombardy. At Verona,RocanJApbo,* Commander of 
the Emperor’s, joined the Viceroy with 2000 Germans, 400 Horfe, and 27 Pieces of Cannon. 
M .dtAubigni, before dilirefled by the Venetians, feeing this new Supply,fet up the Emperour's Co¬ 
lours. I Bernard de Bibiena now coming to the Camp, the Viceroy anfwered, He was too for¬ 
ward advanced to go back ; but as foon as he had put an end to that Undertaking, he would 
obey the Commands of the Pope. Mpnfieur d i Aubigni had leave to march out with his Gar- 
rifon Arms Baggage, add Horfes, to what part, he pleafed, provided it were not to the 
Calllc of Milan , or any other that held out for the French. The Garrifon of the Caftle agreed 
to lui render upon the fame Articles, if not relieved in 21 days. This fame day, being the 
25th ofO<TMer, the Spanifh Army muftcred zt'CaJlaneralanear Brejfa: It was found above800O 
Foot ftrong. Commendary Solis was left In that City With 1000 Men j the reft of the Army 
maephed to befiege the Caftle of Bergamo , the City being already (iirrendered. Admiral Vil- 
lamttrin failed from Naples with 7 Galleys, to join thofe ofthe Pope at Civita Vecchia, in order 
to befiege the Caftle of the Lantern at Genoa, which held out for . the French. They found 
there 2 Galleys of Venice fent to the fame effe&. Four other Galleys the Duke of Genoa had 
furnilhed, but ill equipped. The Siege went on flowly. At Marfeilles the French had but 6 
Galleys and one Galleon. The Schilmatick Cardinals .continued their Council at Lions, and 
tn«ide large Offers to (everal Princes. Hugo de Monvada^ Viceroy of Sicily , (ailed over to 
Tripoli, to give Orders for fortifying that Place. The Duke of Urbin lay between Ravenna 
and Bologna , with yoo Men at Aims and 1000 Swift. His Italians , who were more nume¬ 
rous, daily ravaged the Country, but did nothing confiderable. 

Duke m*. s f ore J a at Trm the French were quite expelled the Dukedom of Milan, 

nimiiim ?- Mtlanejet had fatisfied the Swift, who as they ftood firm to his Intereft, lb they would 
sfireia re- ha ^ e the,r lhar e m the Booty, The Milantfes agreed to give them 150000 Ducats in hand, 
coversWr-and 40000 yearly forever, and offered Three Strong-holds in that Dukedom fpr their Secu- 
Uin. nty. The Emperor coveted that Dukedom for one of his Grandfons, but the Princes of Italy 
were againft it. In fine, to put an end to all Diforders, Maximilian Sfirda entred that City upon 
...$* 29 * of December, immediately preceding the Year 1513. He was received with the 
Pomp and Joy ufually expreffed to the former Dukes. The Swifs Ambattadors prefented him 
the Keys with much Ceremony. Next care was to reduce thofe Places ftill held by the French. 
1 The Marquefs of Padula, with the Soanijh Infantry, foon took the ftrong Caftle Trezo, on the 

Banks of the River Abdua. That of Novara was furrendered to the Duke’s Forces. In order 
to conclude a Peace betwixt the Emperour and the Venetians , the Truce, which was expi. 
• rpd in January, was continued till the end of March. The Cardinal of Gurfe would have 
the fame Conditions the Pope promifed the Year before to the Emperour, but the Venetians 
would hear of nothing, unlcfs Verona were reftored to them. It was thought , convenient to 
make War upon them with the Forces of the Emperour, Spain , and Milan, without making 
mention of the Swifs, who it was believed would loon agree with the French , through the Ne- 
gociaiion of Monfieur de laTrimouille, fent to that purpole, which was the beginning of new 
Troubles. The Viceroy to fecure where the French had ftill footing, and Trivulcio , 
had gathered 5000 Foot, more Supplies daily referring to them, placed Profper Colrna at Afle 
with a good Body of Men to fecure that Pate. The Catholick King thought it convenient to 
make ule of the Power of England againft the French ; and becaufe. the Englijh were not wil- 
ling to mixrwith other Men, he perfwaded that King by the way of Calais to invade Nor. 
maudy, while at the fame time he undertook to conquer Gutenne, and deliver it up to him. 
Kingfltwrvifitted out c.oSail to transport 9000 Foot, all choice Men and well Armed; and 
and at the fame time follicited the Catholick King to fend him 50 Ships more. It was not 
eafie to anfwer ill fo many places at once; for befides all other things in hand,King Ferdinand 
was fick, and Andaluzia in an uproar. The occafion of his Sickneft was a certain extravagant 
Potion the Queen made him drink at Medina del Campo, in hopes of conceiving ; ftuDr Car - 
vajal and Peter Martyr relate it, as a thing allowed by all Meii The effect of it was fuch, 
that the King grew very weak, and delighted in nothing but being inthe Woods. His Difeafe 
daily encreafed , he had fainting Fits, and Signs of a Dropfie. Andaluzia mutinied upon the 
death of Henry Duke of My dm a Sidonia,. He had a Sifter by the lame Father and Mother 
called Mencia, and married to D. Peter'Giron-, and alfo a Brother only by the Father's 
hde, called D. Alonfo Perez, de Guzman. In his Will he appointed his Sifter to Inherit, affirm¬ 
ing the Second Marriage of his Father was invalid. Upon this account D. Peter Giron 
' ' 1 thought 


thought to pottefi himfelf ©f fear Mate, -'and : feea# Medina M Sidonia. The Ladv Elf 
nor de Zujbig* Stepmother; to D. M«ncia, and the late Duke ftood utf for her Son who tori 
the true Trttef and the King favoured his Caufe, intending he Ihould marry the Ladv Anne 
of f *i 6n K ^^htert^^ Archbifliop 6f Zaragoza.

Republick Ihould keep all its ancient Dominioris, except Cremona and Gm-adada, which were tS ^ 
reftored to the French, and Incorporated into the Dukedom 0 1 Milan. For Recovery of ^ ana 
that Dukdftm and of the Lands of the Venetians, the Republick was to furnilh 1000 Horfe Vtnki - 
and 5 ooo Foot under the Command of Bartholomew de Albiano, and the King 1200 Horfe 
and 12000. Foot' Robert.de la Marc was to be, Captain General of the Foot, Monfieur de la 
TrimovilU and John James Trivulcio Lieutenant Generals. As foon as this Agreement was 
made publick, Trivulcio entred the City Afie with the French Forces.

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CHAP. VII. 

The Defeat givers ^French by the Swifle near' Novara; The Viceroy Vanquifhes the 
Venetians near Vincenza; Alliens of the Englifli and Portuguefes; Venice Can¬ 
nonaded. 

T HE great Rendezvous of the French Army was at A fie, and in Piedmont Monfieur de la Rendir4 
Trimoui/le made all neceflary Preparations, and about 400 light Horfe were come to vouz of 
him out of France. With him Was John JamesTrivulcio, and Sacromoro Vifconte, who fbriakinti #t 
the Duke of Milan whom bp had Served, went over to the French, Bartholomew de AlbUm ^ 
made ready with the Venetian Army to Befiege Verona. In that City were'rooo Germans and 
Opo light Horfe, who ravaged all the Country as far as Vincenza , as if rhey had been Ma. 
i* e) ' s °* the Field* Near Vlacencia lay the Viceroy with 1400 Men at Arms. 800 light Horfe 
and 7000 Foot, all tried Men. With the Duke of Milan were 8000 SwiJJe, and he expetf 
. 5 °°° more. Neverthelefs not only Milan, but many other Places Revolted to theFrewA 
Neither durft the Duke give them Battle, but leaving the Camp, retired to Novara. H* 
entred that Piace on the laft of May without reflefting, that thofe very People had before 
petrayed his Father to the French. The Viceroy feemed willing to join the King • but no 
Money coming from Rome , as the Ambaflador Vic had promifed, and having received Or- 
r 1 j m S P ain to Retum to Naples , he was unwilling to engage to far in that War. He 
relolved to look on', arid only encourage the Affairs of Lombardy by his prefence. The 
Command of the Foot, Vacant by the MarqueO de Padula*s being preferred to be General of 
the Florentines , he gave, to Commendary Solis , and fent Lays kart to take charge of Breffa 
in his Itead.. He put the Forces of the Pope into Cremona, and afterwards fent thither Fer- 
ramofea mm 40 Men at Arms, joo Spaniards and yoo Italians. Yet Album for all this took 
that City, putting to .the Sword all the Men at Arms to the number of aoo, and diferming 
the Spantjb Foot. This fuccefs encouraged the French to lay Siege to Novara. Their Army 
confined of 800 Lances, and 8000 Foot, 3000 of them Germans, the reft bad Troops. Be¬ 
ing about to ftorm the Town, pews was brought them that 12000 SwiJJe were upon their 
march to relieve the Duke, and that the Baron of Altfaxe followed with rooo more. This 
caufed the French to return to their ftrength betwixt Gaya and Novara : LTpon the firft fop. 

E lies joining them, the Swift refolved to march towards the Enemy, without expe<fting the 
aron of Altfaxe. . The French would have avoided fighting, but could not : The Men at 
Arms and light Horfe did nothing, yet the fight lafted very hot for two hours betwixt the < 

Foot. A moft defperate Refiftance was made by the Germans, but the . SwiJJe got the day. 

On the fidcof the French above 7000 were killed, and among them all the Germans, and of 
People of Note Colio bam % Trivulcio and Luis de Biamonte. After the Victory came the Baron 
of Altjaxe,, and moft of the State of Milan fubmitted to the Duke. The Viceroy font the 
Duke 400 Lances Commanded by Profptr Colona, becaufe he was in great want of Horfe 
and all the Enemies Horfe Were left entire. The reft of the Army remained as before, near 
the River Trebia, not far from Placentia. Album's being prevented joining the French Army 
made that Viftory the eafier to be purchafed. He hearing of the Defeat, retired with his Forces > 
which were 1000 Lances, ;oo light Horfe and yooo Foot, molt of them bafe Soldiers. 

That Republick was fb ftreightned for Money, they were forced to 1 aife the 1 och of E- 
ftates, and one in the hundred out of all Merchandize. Albtam in his march took Lignamo 
defended by Captain VtUada with 200 Men. Thence he marched to attack Uerona-, but the 
Garrilon tallied, and cut off ;part of his*fmalt Forces. At this time the two Schiffnatick 
Cardinals publiekly^acknowledged their Crime, and Abjured cheSchifin thev had railed, and swftout 
on the z?th of July were received into the Church, and reftored to their Dignities. The theM-«A, 
Duke, of Milan preffed the Viceroy to join him, becaufe the French were with all Diligence 
recruting their Army. In 3 days march lie came to Saraftm , thence he fent the Marqueis 
dePefcara to Genoa, as was laid before, and went himfelf to relieve Verona , before which Al- 
biano mil lay. Pontevko, Urfonova and other Places forrendred, as did Bergamo promifing 
lome lupply of Money. The Viceroy went on to PeJejuera, leaving Mofen Vuch at Bergamo to 
receive the Contribution. Renfo a Venetian Commander having notice of it, and lome In- 
telligence in the Place got intp it by Night, took the Money and feme of Puch his Com¬ 
pany, he with difficulty faving himfelf in a ftrong Houfe. The Viceroy took Pefaue- 
ra which is ftrong, and the Cardinal de Gurce joining him with feme German Forces, they , 

lat, down before Padua about the beginning of Attgujl : Padua is large and ftrong, and Al- 
biano bad thrown himfelf into it, which obliged them to quit the Siege. During the Siege, 
in a sktrmifh Alonfo de Carbajal and the Captains Cardenas and F.Jpimfa wei e taken by die 
Alb'anefts. Here the light Horfe fent to Genoa with the Marquefe of Pefcara were much mif. 
fed. The Catholick King was nowold, fickly, and worn out with fo many Wars, and 
therefore thought of making Peace with France. It was propofed that Prince Ferdinand Ihould 
Marry the youngeft Daughter of France, and her Portion fhould be the Srates of Milan and 
Genoa, . and King Ferdinand Ihould give his Grandfon the Kingdom of Naples'. Thefe were' 
only Contrivances to gain time, efpecially on the King of France his part, who dreaded

T^e Kind's 
Minifters either to flatter him, or that-their Opinion was really luch $ affirmed, that fince the 
King defended not only the Laity, hut the Clergy, it was realonable they fhould all contribute 
to the neceffary Charges of the Kingdom, the Churches' enjoying a great part of the Revenue.

This laid, he 
repoled; and finding his Malady encieafe, Ordered his Confeffor to be brought to him 
from Goa , Which was not far off Having made, his Peace with God, he gave Up the Ghoft. 
He wasdoubtlefs one of the Braveft Men that Spain eve r bred. His Valour, Mildneft, Pru¬ 
dence, and JufHce reigned in an equal degree. He was patient of Labour, difcreet in his 
Relbiutions, quick in Execution, amiable to his own People, and terrible to his Enemies. 
It was a great Mercy of God to give to the Portugutfet Two fuch Governours at firft as was 
he and Francis d’Almeyda being both Wife and Relolute Men, and Zealous of their Prince’s 
r Service and the Propagation of the Faith, tho’ they differed in Opinions as to the Means of 

carrying on that Great Work: For Francis d’Almeyda, who wasthe firft, thought it befbonly 
to make themfelves Mailers of the Sea, and not undertake any Conquefts j whereas, on the 
contrary, Albuquerque was wholly for gaining Strong holds, in order to fecure the Trade, and 
have a Retreat for their Fleets. Experience has taught how much he was in the Right* Al¬ 
buquerque was never married, but he left a Son by a Servant, and a little before his Death re¬ 
commended him to King Emanuel, writing to him thefe Words: This is my laftj which I writ0 
with many Sighs, and ajjared Tokens tf my End. I leave only one Son, wbo l beg may find Favour 
in regard to my great Strvias . I will fay nothing of my Sufferings , hut refer tnyftlf to my ASlions. 
His Body was buried at Goa , in a Chapel he had built of the Invocation of the BleJJed Virgin. 
His Funeral Pomp was performed with Regal Magnificence, and great Grief of all forts of 
People. When the News of his Death was brought to Portugal ; the King was much concer¬ 
ned ; he lent for his Son, whole Name was Bias, but in memory of his Father he would have 
him called Alonfo >d’Albuquerque,. The King provided for him, and matched him Honourably. 
He lived many Years, and beautified, the Chapel where his Father, lay. King Emanuel defigned 
-to build a Fort at the Mouth of the River .Mamora in Africk , about xoo miles from Arzilai He 
fent Antony Noronha with a Fleet of 200 Sail, and in it 8006 Men, to perform this Work. 
They failed from Lisbon on the 13th of July, and came to the Mouth of that River on the 
23d. As the Work began, luch a multitudeof Moors came upon them, that they were forced 
4000 Pw-to quit that Enterprize, and return to Portugal with Difhonour, and the loft pf 4000 Men, as 
afin'in Cannon which they left in the Fort they had begun. '

In all of them he names Queen Joanna his Heirels, and Prince Charles her 
SonGovemour. In cafe the Prince was not in Spain, by his ftrft will he ordained Prince 
Ferdinand Ihould Govern in his Head; but in the other^wo. he changed that Article, and or¬ 
dered that during the Prince's abfence the Archhilhop of Zaragopa. mould Govern Aragon, and 
the Cardinal of Spain Cafiile. This was punctually obferved as he had commanded? True 
it is, the Dean of Louvain producing the Prince’s Commiffion, was admitted to the Govern¬ 
ment together with the Cardinal. To Prince Ferdinand the King his Grandfather left in the 
Kingdom of Naples the Principality of Taranto , jpid Cities of Cotron, Tropea t Amantia t and 
Gatipoli , befides a Penfion of yoooo Ducats out of the Revenue of that Kingdom, to be paid 
him tiff fuch time as his Brother fettled an equivalent Eftate upon him. He alio ordered, that 
the Duke of Calabria , tho* his Offence was great, Ihould be let at liberty, and charged the 
Prince to give him an Eftate to live upon.

have flopp’d his Paflage. Next he took Novara, and the Cattle, wherein 
he was much affifted by the Induftry of Count Peter Navarro, who weary of 
hislpng Imprifonment, and offended that he was not Ranfom’d, had taken 
Service with the French. Thence the French King* March’d towards Milan. With Duke Ma¬ 
ximilian, were the Swifs, Raymond de Cardona was at Krona, and Lawrence de Medicvs Ge¬ 
neral for the Pope at Placcncia. They not coming in time as they ought to have done, 
the Swifs marched out to meet the King; and tho the Battel was fo refolutely fought, swifs rou? 
that it laftedall day and part of the night, next morning the Swifs terrified with a felfe ted. 
Rumour that frefh Supplies were coming to the King, were overcome and put to flight 
The Duke was taken m the Cattle whether he fled for refuge, and fent Prifoner into France 
as his Father had been, and continued there in like manner as long as he lived. This 
memorable Battel was fought on the 13th of September. 

The Confequence of this Viftory was fuch in Italy, that the Spaniards, who before were Smn , drAs 
abfolute, being, drove out of Lombardy and the State of Milan, began now to be in fear expelled 
for Naples. The Catholick King railed Men, and endeavour’d to have Succours from all Fii&m. 
Parts; yet at the fame time he gave Orders to fecure the Great Captain Goncalo Fernandez.

Ferdinand the Catholick King died at Madrigalejo near Truxillo, as he was going to Sevil, K Ferdi- 
on the 27th of January, of a Dropfy which had troubled him many Months. It is re- rani dies 
ported that the Bell of FeliUa in Aragon which ufes to denounce fuch Misfortunes, had al- 
fo been heard to ring of it felf before this. He appointed his Grandfon Charles of Auftria 
his Heir. To his Grandfon Ferdinand he left the City Taranto and fome other Lands in 
the Kingdom of Naples. To govern during the abfence of King Charles, he appointed the 
Cardinal of Spain Archbifhop of T oledo in Caftile, and his Son the Archbifllop of Zaragoca 
in Aragon. Ferdinand Duke of Calabria he ordered to be fet at Liberty, and to have a 
competent Revenue afiigned him. His Body and that of the Qjieen his Wife, were buried 
In the Cathedral of Granada, as he had ordained in his Will. King Charles by his Letters 
Patents appointed Adrian, Dean of Lovain, to govern together with the Cardinal of Spain • 
and notwithftanding his Mother was ftill living, he took upon him the Title of King, with¬ 
out confent of the Nobility, yet he continued toufe that Stile, it being a thing of dange¬ 
rous confequence to oppofe him. 

Our Governours were in care for Navarre, fearing leaft now upon the Change of Princes fj ivme 
that Kingdom fhould declare for its own antient Kings. For this reafqn they chofe the pacified. 
Duke of Najara Governourand General of that Kingdom, he beingaPerfon veiy fit for 
that Employment, by reafon of the great Alliances he had among that People, his Eftate

Ivin" near at hand. Neverthelefs Peter of Navarre, Marefchal of that Kingdom and 
Marquis of Cortes raifed feme Commotions, which were not of any moment, for he wag 
taken and fent Prifoner,to Simancas, where he continued in Confinement as long as he 
lived. Befides, all thofe Contrivances ended in the Death of King John d Albret , who died 
in his Dominion of Beam upon Tuefday the Nineteenth of June.

„ „ ^ At Lisbon , in March , died Mary Queen of Portugal, , in the flower of her Age. She died 
TZrm'in Labour, and was buried in the Church called de la Madre de Dios , or of the Mother of 
Cod in that City. She had .the following Children, Prince John the Eldeft, Elizabeth, 
Beatrix , Labs, Ferdinand, A/onJo who was a Cardinal, Henry alfo Cardinal and King, Ed-

Adrian Florencm , born at Vtrecht m the Low Countries, Dean of Lovam and Bilhop of 
Tortofa in Spain was at Rome chofen Cardinal on the 27th of Jane. 

Charles of Aufiria the new King, arrived with his Fleet at Vtllavicofa , a Town in Aflu- 
the lyth of September. The Cardinal of Spain went to meet him, but died by the 
way at Roa. His Body was buried in the Colledge of Jldcfonfus at Alcala de Homes, 
which he had built from the Ground, and endowed with plentiful Revenues to be a Se¬ 
minary of Learning. The manner of it is after that of the Univerfity of Pam, if we may 
be allowed to compare fmall things to great, at leaft much Profit has redounded from it 
to Spain, a great number of Youth being there inftruded, and many Perions of great 
Learning having been brought up there. He was Archbiihop 22 Years. Cardinal Wil¬ 
liam de Croy a Fleming fucceeded him in that Dignity. 

_, This Year was remarkable, and no lefs Unfortunate, for two things that happened: One 
SrihKi- was the total overthrow of the Empire of . the Sultans of Egypt ■, the other the broacMng 
tans of of the Herefy of Martin Luther. Egypt, was Subjeft to the Roman Empire till the time of 
Egypt. * the Emperor Heraclius , when the falfe Prophet Mahomed conquer’d that Province. After 
his Death it was potteflM by the Caliphs, who as he had appointed were Supream in 
Spirituals as wellps Temporals. Thefe continued till the War of the Holy Land, when 
King Amalaricus ,of Hierufalem , having taken the City of Damiata formerly called Pelu* 
/turn, drove the Caliph tofuch ftreights, that he was forced to crave Aid of the Sultan 
of Stria. Sarraco was fent with thefe Succours. Hein requical for the Afliftanee given 
poflefled himfelf of the Kingdom of Egypt, leaving to the Caliphs only the Spiritual Jurif- 
diftion. Saladin the Son of Sarraco was Sydtan of Egypt and Stria, and having obtained 
many Vi&ories over the Chriiftians, and taken Hierufalem, reduced the Chriftians there 
to great ftreights. Not long after Melechfala being poflefled of that Empire, fiuding him¬ 
felf too weak to oppofe the Chriftians, bought of the Tartars a great number of Circajfian 
Slaves, with whofe help he‘did many great things, and among the reft took S. Luis King 
of France Prifoner at Damiata. The Slaves having murdered Melechfala, chofe a King 
from among themfelves called Turauemmus, upon condition'that neither his Sons lhonld 
inherit the Crown, nor the Sons of the othfef Slaves Ihould he admitted into theft Order, but 
that only thofe Ihould be Soldiers and bare command who being the Sons of Chriftian Pa¬ 
rents had renounced the Faith. Thefe they called Mamalucks, and from among them the 
King was to be chofen. This Government flourilhed 300 Years, till the time of Cayer- 
beyus, who obtained many Vi&ories over the Turks, and reigned in the time of King 
Ferdinand of Spain. Campfon his Succeflor, after the Turks had overthrown the Per fans 
near the City Tarvifium, fearing they would invade Siria, marched againft them with his 
Army, and was near Damafcus defeated and flain by Selymus the Turkilh Emperor. In 
his Head the Mamalukes fet up Tomombeyus, who being by the Turks in Battel put to the 
Rout, and the City Caire taken, was by them impaled. Thus the Turk Selymm having 
conquered the Provinces of Siria and Egypt returned home victorious, his Empire being 
much augmented, and his ftrength increafed by fo large an Addition. 

Herefy of Martin Luther took this Occafioii to fpread his new Dodtrine. Pope Julius had'begun 
• Martin the Stru&ure of the Vatican, and Pope Leo the Tenth his Succeflor to finifh it granted a 

Luther, jubilee throughout the World to fuch as gave fome Charity towards that Work. Albcrtus 
Archbiihop of Mentz, to whom the charge of publilhing this Jubilee in Germany was 
committed, gave it in charge to Tezelius, a Dominican Friar: Martin Luther, who was 
Profeflor of Divinity at Wirtemberg , and an Auftin Friar, fo highly refented that Commif- 
fion was not given to him, that he immediately began to preach againft it, and meeting 
with others that gave ear to him ran into many other Extravagancies, which loon fpread 
abroad.^ the many Abufes then crept into the Church, being a motive for the People to 
Revolt from it.

Soon after the 
Electors met at Francfort to appoint a Succeflor, atW tho there were many Pretenders, an dies 
and great Inftance particularly made by Francis King of France, yet Charles King of Spain Charles 
was preferred before them all, and declared Emperor on the 28th of June. But in re- the F ' ftk 
gard that the Kings of Naples could not accept of the Empire, they being fo engaged to p hofen , 
the Popes, he obtained a Difpenfation upon conditioii he Ihould pay yearly 7000 Ducats, fctnpcroR> 
as an acknowledgment for that Kingdom, and a White Haccnmy, as is done to this Day.

King Charles received the News of his Election at Barcelona , whence croifing all Spain 
he went to CoraHa, and failed thence in May fob Flanders. At Aquifgran the firft Crodm Charles 
of the Empire was put upon his Head on the. 22tli of OBober, by the Bilhop of Cologri, the Fifth 
whofe Office it is. At the fame time he freely refigned to his Brother Ferdinand all Au- Crowne*. 
firta and the other Hereditary Dominions of his Grandfather Maximilian. Cardinal 
Adrian, D. Ynigo de Velafco the Conftable, and the Admiral D. Henry Enriques, Were left 
Governours of Spain. Thfey omitted nothing that could be done to tpiell the CdWmdrtal- 
ty> wporofe in Rebellion, but could not prevent their taking up Ards, whence enfued Rebellion 
the Civil Wars called Communidades , or the Commons War, Their Pretences were, that in Spain. 
through the Avarice of tht Flemmings all the Gold of Spain was carried away, and that the 
Liberties of the Subjects were infringed by thfeir tyranical Government. The common 
cry of all rebels. The greateft Grievance was,*that Charles de Gevres, the new* Kings 
Tutor, not content that he had preferred his Nephew William de Croy to the Arch- . 
bilhoprick of Toledo, had by many knacks and contrivances raked together a vaft quantity 
of Spamlh Piftols. The principal Heads of the rebellion were John de Padilla, one of the 
firft Gentlemen of Toledo, and D. Antony de Acuna, Bilhop of Zaniord. Several Towns 
and Cities joyned with them. Several Engagements happened between the Loyallifts and 
Rebells in many places, with various fuccefs, till about the fend of this Year the Kings Ar¬ 
my took TordefiUas, where the Rebels had fortified thfemfelves and kept Queen Joanna. 

On the 23th of April the following Year, was fought the Battle of Fillalar, in which they 
were totally overthrown, and the Ringleaders of them taken, which were, John de Padilla. 

Bravo and Maldonado, who were executed, and the Bilhop was hanged at Simancas, where he 
was prifoner. Thus thofe Tumults were brought to an end by *the Prudence and good 
Conduct of the Councel, to whom the King tiad wholly committed that Charge. D 4 
Maria Pacheco, Wife to John de Padilla, in the placp of her Husband headed the Rebels, and 
encouraged them to hold together, but could do nothing worth remembrance. The Duke 
of Segorbc defeated the Germanats qf Valencia near unto Morvedre. So the Rebels in that 
part of the Country called themfelves.

William de Croy Archbifhpp of Toledo, died in Germany the uth of January, without 
coming into Spam, or having done any thing remarkable during his Life. D. A- 
lonfode Fonjeca, a Man of great Spirit at that time Archbiihop of Santiago , was tranflated 
to the See of Toledo. The Archbilhoprick of Santiago was given to John de Taveia, Ne¬ 
phew to F. James Deza Archbiihop of Sevil , at that time Bilhop of Cuidad Rodripo and 
Ofma, and of the Councel of the Inquifition. 

The Rebellion in produced a new War in Navarre. King Ferdinand to hinder Motrin 
any Infurrection had demolilhed all the Caftles in that Kingdom, and the laft Year all the over nm 
Garrifons and Artillery were drawn thence againft the Mutiniers of Caftile. Francis King b ? . tbe 
of fice defiring to reftore Hmry d>Albret to that Crown of Right appertaining to him, F ™ th ' 
laid hold of that favourable Opportunity, and fent a numerous Army to that efFea, un- 
der the Command of Andrew PEfparre, younger Brother to Odet Lord of Lautrec. He 
found all things eafier than he could have imagined, and over-run all the Kingdom, taking 
S^Capftal City Pamplona, abandoned by D. Antony Manrique the Viceroy. Only the 
Caftle held out, being defended by Jgnacius of Loyola , a Man nobly defeended in Guipuzcoa, 
then a Soldier, and afterwards Founder of the Order of the Jefuits. A Cannon Ball ftruck 1 
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up a Stone whic h broke one of his Legs and hurt the other, which brought him into 
danger of his Life. He being wounded the Caftle furrendred. The French Commander 
not content with having recovered that Kingdom, entred Cajlile, and for fome days lay 
before Logrono. Our Forces marching to the Relief of the Place, obliged him to quit 
the Siege " Not long after at a place called Noayn near Pamplona, they overthrew the 
Flinch and took their General Prifoner. After this Vi&ory the Kingdom of Navafre 
was with the, fame eafe again brought under the Crown of Cajlile. 

The King of France highly offended at this Difappointment, to revenge it fent a new 
French in Army into Bifcay, under the Command of the Admiral of France, who took Fuenterabia, 
Bifiay. a ftrong Town upon the Frontiers. Several Rencounters'happened betwixt our Forces 
and thofe of the Enemy, but at length the Town was recovered. 

Beatrix, youngeft Daughter to the King of Portugal, contra&ed to Charles Duke of 
Savoy , was carried to her Husband in a. Fleet fitted out for that purpofe. The Publick 
Emmiel Joy for this Marriage was not lafting, for that the Kifig of Portugal died in December.

Neverthelefs he is blamed, as having been given to his Pleafures more than became his 
high Dignity, and for immoderately extolling his Kindred, firft his Brother Julian, ahd 
after his Death Laurence his Nephew, Son to Peter his other Brother.

The Great Cofmo de Mediovs, who lived in Florence 100 Years before this, had a Son 
called Peter , and by him two Grandfons Laurence and Julian. Laurence had three Sons, 
Teter, John’ die prefent Pope Leo, and Julian, Julian had a natural Son bom after his Fa¬ 
ther’s Death and called* Stolw, whocame to be Pope, and was called Clement the Seventh. 
Peter, Brother to Pope Leo , had ai Son called Laurence the Younger, who was General of 
hisllnkle the Pope’s Forces. He by a Miftrifs had Alexander afterwards Duke of Florence, 
by his Wife Magdalen of Bolonia left Catharine, who came to be Queen of France, where¬ 
by the Houfe of Medicos is related to many Royal Families. The fecond Julian , Brother 
to Pope Leo, had a Son called LIypolito,^vtho. was afterwards a Cardinal, his Ifnkle Pope 
Clement giving him the Cap.

Pope etc- Pope Clement immediately after his return out of France, fell fick of a lingring Difeafe, 
mewidies, and having fetled his own Affairs and thofe of the City, departed this Life at Rome the 
rtul in. l4t h D a y 0 f September. On the 1 ^th of Ottober Cardinal Alexander Farneftus, born at Rome, 
fucceeds. an d well verfed inallthe Affairs of that Court, was chofen his Succeflor, took the Name 
of Paul the Ill. and govern’d the Church .15 Years and 28 Days. In bis younger Days he 
had two Children unlawfully begotten, which were Peter Luis and Conftance. Peter Luis was 
Father to Alexander Farneftus. Conftance was Mother of Guido SfoYcia. Both thefe were 
made Cardinals in the firft Promotion. Alexander Farneftus had two Brothers, Ottavios 
afterwards Duke of Parma and Raynuncius , Knight of S. John of Hierujalem, and laftly a 
Cardinal. 

In England this November it was by Law eftablifh’d. That the Pope fhould have no 
Spiritual Jurifditfion within that Kingdom, but that the King was Head of the Church. 
Some who would not confent, and among them certain Carthufians, John Fifher Bifhop of 
Rochefter, and Sir J homos Moore late Chancellor, were put to Death. A Famous Pyrat 
called Ariademts Barbarujfa , had made himfelf King of Argiers, and being afterwards 
Admiral of the Turkifh Fleet, took the City Tunez on the Coaft of Ajrick,^ expelling 
thence Muleajfe the rightful King.

The Emperor fet Sail with a powerful Fleet from Barcelona on the 30th of May to reftore 
Muleajfe , who had fled to him for Proteftion. Prince Luis of Portugal kept him Com¬ 
pany with certain Galleons fitted out by his Brother to that purpofe. They had a fa¬ 
vourable Paffage,. and landing on the Coaft of Africk, at their firft arrival took the 
iunc K ta- ftrong Caftle of Goletta, and in the Month of July were Mafters of the City of Tunez.

From Naples the Emperor went to Rome , where in the Prefence of the Pope and Car¬ 
dinals, he grievoufly inveighed againft the King of France , and was fo far tranfported 
with Pa (lion, that he challenged him to Fight hand to hand upon Eajler-Monday follow¬ 
ing. Soon after departing Rome, he entred France with a powerful Army. He advanced Emperor 
as far as Marjeilles , to which he laid Siege, but was forced to return without doing any 5n fon¬ 
dling remarkable. In this Expedition Garcilaffo dela Vega, the Famous Spanifh Poet, was 
killed by certain Country People from a Tower, which the Emperor fo highly refented 
that he caufed the Tower to be razed, and all thofe Men to be hanged. Antony de Leyva 
a famous Commander and then General, died alfo in this Undertaking. ’ * 

Three things remarkable happened this Year. The firft, the Death of Francis the Dau- Three 
phin of France , fufpeaed to ha ve been Poifoned. The fecond, a Provincial Council held things re¬ 
nt Cologn by Hermanns, Archbiihop of that City, who feven years after turned Lutheran, was marble, 
therefore depofecl by the Pope, and Adolphus placed in his Head. The third, was’ the 
Death of Erafmns Roterodamm, who departed this Life at Bajle being 70 Years of Age a 
Perfon of great Learning, but no good Reputation. , ’ 

In England on the 29th of May, Anne Bullen, tho the King had by her a Daughter call¬ 
ed Elizabeth, was accufed and convi&ed of Adultery, and accordingly Beheaded. Jean 
Seymour ftepped into her Place, but the Year after Ihe died in Childbed. Her Son lived 
and was called Edward. After this the King Married Anne Sifter to the DukpofC/ew/ 
from whom he was foon' after Divorced, having before eftablilh’d a Law to allow of Di¬ 
vorces. Thus he Married his fifth Wife Catherine Floward, but her alfo he put to Death 
for Adultery, and becaufe lhe had loft her Virginity before file was Married to him. 

Laftly, he Married the Lady Catherine Par, her he made not away, for foon after he died 
himfelf. 


Anno 1537. 

Duke Alexander de Medicis was murdered at Florence the 6th of January, by the Con¬ 
trivance of [Laurence de Medicis r his Kinfman. Upon his Death the Citizens chofe for 
their Duke Cofmo de Medicis, Kinfman to the late Duke, but at a great diftance. 

The Emperor held the Diet"of the Empire at Worms, where an Edift was publilhed Diet at 
againft the Lutherans, but it was of no force, thofe People being then in Arms. All Men Worms. 
wilhed for a General Council, but there were great Difficulties that obftrufted it. How- ’ 
ever the Pope Summon’d the Council, and appointed the Cities of Mantua firft, and then 
that of Vincenzo for it to be held in, both thofe Places being in Italy, and not far from 
Germany. The Hcreticks pretended that t;he Pope, as a Guilty Perfon, could not be a 
Judge, nor the Bifhops, as being obliged to him by Oath. They required the Council 
fiiould be free, and held in Germany. What they aimed at could not be any way allow¬ 
ed •, for how could they either as Perfons accufed or accufers, fet up for Judges. To 
exclude the Bifiiops was never practiced, and even the fecular Princes themfelves refufed 
to determine Matters of Faith. Their defign was only to baffle and delay time. 

Solyman the Eunuch Bafia govern’d Egypt for the Great Turk. By his Order he fitted 
out a Fleet of 80 Sail in the Red Sea, and failing into the Ocean, laid Siege to the moft 
important Fortrefs of Din in the Kingdom of Cambaya, intending to drive the Portuguefes jy m b e - 
out of India, and wholly exclude them their Trade in thofe Parts. The Siege was car-fieged by 
tied furioufly and with obftinacy, but the Portuguefes behaved themfelves with fuch ‘Bra- the rurts ‘ 
very, that the Turks were forced to defift and return home with great lofs. 

About the fame time the Pope appointed nine Cardinals to confider of all things that 
ought to be reformed. They compofed a Book, containing the Heads of many things to 
this purpofe. A League againft the Turks was alfo propofed. It was agreed that the League a- 
Pope, Emperor and Venetians fiiould join their Fleets to this intent, and that the French gainft the 
King might not be any hindrance to them, they refoived to have a Conference with him 7urks - 
at Nice in Provence.

This being determined, the Pope, tho then vcry'old, made haft thither, the Emperor 
came from Spain by Sea, and the King of France by Land. The Meeting was in May. 

After a long Debate, no Peace could be concluded, but a Truce was agreed on for Ten Truce for 
Years, Neither could it be brought about that the Emperor and French Kinglhould come 10 Years, 
together. The Emperor promifed to Marry his Baftard Margaret, then Widow of 

Duke Alexander dc Medicis , to Ottavius Farneftus the Pope’s Grandfon. 

However the Emperor in his Return to Spain , faw the French King at Aiqites Mortcs. French K. 
They were together two days, and conferred in private for feveral times. The chief and Emp.

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He, with the Emperor’s, Pope’s, and the Venetian Galleys in the Golph of Larta, in 
Albania near the Morea , took Caftelnovo from the lurks, but Barbarujfa coming up with 
the Turkijh Fleet near Prevefa , put him to flight without any confiderable Reiiftance. 
Thus all thofe Preparations proved fruitlefs, and the next Year Caftelnovo was retaken by 
the Turks, with great (laughter of the Spanijh Garifon left there.

The Emperor having pacified Flanders , and punilhed the Rebellion at Ghent, went away 
Dilutes ^ or G &many, hoping to reconcile the Hereticks to the Church. Many Difputes happened 
about Re- hetwixt the Divines of both Parties, which might have been a fure Remedy for that 
ligion in Diftemper, had the Obftinacy of the Hereticks been to be convinced by any Arguments. 
Germany. The lad Year on the 25th of November, at IVorms, was began a Conference betwixt the 
Divines, which held on till this Year, but upon the coming of the Emperor all things were 
referred to the Diet at. Ratijlon, which was opened the 5th of April. The Divines ap¬ 
pointed on both Tides difputed, the Chief for the Catholicks was John Eccius , for the He¬ 
reticks Philip MelanOon. Cardinal Gafpar Contarenus , the Popes Legate at this Diet, 
granted to thcadverfe Party certain Points relating to Juftification, and Tranffibftantiati- 
011, for which after his return to Rome he was publickly reproved by Cardinal Peter Gar- 
rafa, who was afterwards Pope, and called Paul the Fourth. AH menguefled by the feverity 
of the Reprimand that it came from the Pope, who was there prefent, and therefore the 
Refleftion upon him was the greater. The Diet at Ratifbon being broke up, the Emperor 
went into Italy, and conferred with the Pope at Luca in September. The chief Subjed of 
their Conference was about Affembling a General Council. Leaving the Pope, he went 
to Genoa , where Andrew Doria had a great Fleet in readinefs to go over to Argicrs on the 
Coaft of Africk. The Seafon was then too far advanced, therefore the Pope and others 
laboured to diflwade the Emperor from that Enterprise, but he was not to be moved. 
Being come upon the Coaft: of Africk about the end of Ottobcr, and having loft great part 
of his Fleet in a terrible Storm, he was forced to retire to Bugia, whence he palled over 
much affli&ed to Carthagena, having done nothing and fuftained great lofs. Ferdinand Cor¬ 
tes, who accompanied the Emperor in this Expedition, his Galley linking, was obliged to 
fwim for his Life, and loft two Cups made of Emraulds , which he had tyed about him 
in a cloath, and were worth 300000 Duccats.

Malvenda a Spaniard, and Choclcus fignalized themfelves among 
Catho- the Catholicks *, for the Hereticks, Buctr and Brentins. The Emperor repaired thither 
licks and j n May , but all this forted to no better effedt than it had done at other times, but the 
Hereticks. differences were rather greater, for the Hereticks departed when the difpute was but be¬ 
gun. Moft of the Princes tho fummoned, appeared not: the moft remarkable of them 
were Frederick Duke of Saxony, and Philip the Landtgrave, The Emperor thought fit to 
have recourfe to Arms, and ordered Maximilian Count de Bure to make Levies of Flan¬ 
ders. In Germany Albertus, and John, Marquifes of Brandenburg, did the fame for the Em¬ 
peror tho they were both Hereticks. The Spanifh Forces marched out of Italy, and at 
the fame time the Emperor diredted his Letters to the Cities of Germany, admonilhing 
them not to fuffer themfelves to be led away, for that many abufing his Patience had forc¬ 
ed him to have recourfe to Arms. Having difpatched thefe Letters the Emperor fet out 
from Ratisbon for Bavaria. He encamped near LandJJmt, whether was come a good body 
of Men fent to him by the Pope, under the Command of his Grandfon, Odavius , and 
Cardinal Alexander Farnefius. Sone after came thither 6000 Spaniards. D. Ferdinand of 
Toledo , Duke of Alva , was appointed General of thofc Forces. The Enemy with a ftrong 
Army came to Ingolftat. The principal Commanders were the Duke of Saxony , and the 
Landtgrave, whom many other Princes and Cities either openly or underhand fupported. 
They encamped on a riling Ground, whence they played their Artillery upon the Empe¬ 
ror’s Army which lay below them, but the fright was greater than the harm. The 
Landtgrave was for affaulting the Emperor’s Camp, which was not well intrenched, but 
the others oppofed him, which prqved the fafety of our Army then much inferior to the 
Enemy, for that our Supplies were not come from Flanders. As foon as they came, the 
Emperor marched towards Nerling, the Enemy ftill following in the Rear. At the fame 
time Maurice, Duke of Saxony , being furnilhed with Forces by King Ferdinand, poffeffed 
himfelf of the Lands of his Coufin Frederick, fome whereof were engaged, and others fo 
intermixed that it was convenient to fecure them, left his own Subjects might fuffer by 
their ill Neighbours. To put a ftop to their Proceedings, and becaufe they wanted Fro- 
vifions, the Hereticks returned towards Saxony. The Landtgrave went away to his own 
Dominions and thence to Francford. The War continued hot, and fevcral Princes and 

Cities 
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Cities being fenfible of their Error: Particularly Frederick Count Palatin, defpairing of 
the Succefs of the Rebels, was reconciled to the Emperor. The Duke of Wtttemberg and 
the Cities of Vim, Francjord, and Aiuburg followed his Example, but were forced to buy 
their Pardon for great Sums of Money, and give Security for their future Loyalty.

Thefe things were in agitation at the beginning of this Year, at the fame time that 
Frederick Duke of Saxony recover’d all the Places taken from him by Duke Maurice , except 
Lipftat, which he could not reduce. 1 

This Year died Anne the Wife of King Ferdinand and Francis King of France , having Death of 
lived 52 Years, and Reigned 32 : His Son Henry fucceeded him. Alfo Henry the Eight of two Kings 
England, famous lor his Separation from the Church. He lived 57 Years, and Reigned 37 and a Qy* 
and 9 Months: His Son Edward, then but 9 Years of Age, fucceeded him, as was Ordain’d 
in his Father’s Will, by-which his Daughters, Mary and Elizabeth, were appointed to In¬ 
herit, in cafe their Brother died without Ifliie. 

As foon as the Emperor had recover’d a great Fine he impofed upon the City Strasbourg' 
and join’d his Brother King Ferdinand, who till then flayed in -Bohemia, he march’d to-’ Over¬ 
wards Saxony. On the 24th of April he came to the River Elbe. The Enemy had pof- throw of 
feflecfthemfelves of the farther Bank, and the River being deep it was difficult to pafs it theSaxous. 
Certain Spanifh Soldiers fwimming with their Swords in their Mouths, took fome Boats to 
make a Bridge. Having pafs’d the River, our Forces purfw’d the Enemy, who retired to¬ 
wards Wtttemberg. They were fo eagerly purfu’d, that they could not avoid Fighting 
The Battel lafted till Night, when the Duke of Saxony being taken, and many of his Men 
put to the Sword, the reft fled. Soon after this Victory the Landtgrave fubmitted, and 
furrendred himfelf up to the Emperor. Thefe two Princes being in Cuftody, all the reft 
were foon quell’d. As a token of his Viftory, the Emperor fent part of the Cannon 
taken to Italy, part to Spain, and part to Flanders, whither he went himfelf. 

The General Council was removed from Trent to Bolonia, and foon after broke up to the Council 
great Diflatisfadtion of the Catholicks. Peter Lrn, the Pope’s Son, was killed in his Houfe of 7nm 
at Plafencia, but it could never be known by whom his Death was contriv’d, but Ferdi- breaks up ’ 
nand Gonpaga, Governor of Milan, feized that City, and put a Garifon into it.

The breaking up of the Council of Trent was fo much the more refented, for that 
among the other Articles of Peace with the Princes and Cities of Germany, one was 
That they ffiould fubmit themfelves to the determination of the Fathers in Matters of Re- Concefli- 
ligion. This defign failing to reconcile all Matters in Difference at the Diet at Aufpurb, onsforre- 
a Book was publifhed in Defence of the Catholick Dodtrine, but allowing the Laity to ducin S 
communicate in both Kinds, and Priefts to Marry. It was called An Interim, besaufe to Hereticks * 
laft till the Council met again, and determined what was to be done.. Julius Phibug, Mi¬ 
chael Sidonia, and Eilebius Agricola compofed it. In Saxony , at the defire of Duke Maurice , 
the Hereticks publifh’d another Book, called Adiapora , that is, Things Indifferent, Philip 
Melandon 'm.% the Author of it, and mentioned many things that ought to be Tolerated 
for the fake of Peace. Matthias Illiricus and Nicholas Gralius, more rigid Hereticks, wrote 
againft this Book. 

At the fame time Muleaffe King of Tunez came to Ausburg, being expelled his Kingdom, 
and having his Eyes put out by his own Son. 

Maximilian, Son to King Ferdinand, came to Spain to Marry the Princefs Mary his Mtximir 
Coufin- German, and to remain Governour in Spain, becaufe Prince Philip was to go for Govec- 
. Flanders, as he did in November in the fame Fleet that brought Maximilian. He landed nour of 
at Genoa , parted through Milan and Mantua, and laftly at the beginning of the following s ^ in ' 
Year came to Bruffels in the Low Countries, at fuch time as his Father was gone to Ger¬ 
many. 

At the inftance of Siceleus, Archbifhop of Toledo, the Pope granted his Bull, by which 
it was enadted, That none defeended of Jews, Moors , or Hereticks fhould have any Li¬ 
ving in that Church. D. James de Cafiilla the Dean, and fome others of the Chapter op¬ 
pofed this Decree, but the moft powerful Party prevailed. 

Joanna d'Albret, Daughter to Henry, was contracted to the Duke of Cleves, but the 
Match breaking off, (he now Married Antony of Bourbon, Duke of Vendofme, of the Blood 
Royal of France.

This Year died Alargar ct Queen of Navarre, and Mother to the above-mentioned 
Lady Joanna. 

In Germany fome Synods were held, particularly at Treves, Metz and Cologne , by the 
Emperor’s procurement, to bring the deluded People to the Obedience of the Church. 
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Rifeofthe Iii Africk a Man called Xerife, the Son of a Merchant, and himfelf a School-Mafter, 
Xerifis in UIK ier the pretended Veil of San&ity, drew together a number of Armed People, where- 
Xtnck. %vith he expelled the Kings of Morocco , Fez and rrfes. He of rifles fled for Refuge to the 
Emperor, and afterwards to the King of Portugal, of Whom he received nothing but good 
Words. This was the beginning of a bloody War in Africk. 

In England , Peter Martir at Oxford began publickly to teach the Herefy of the Sacra- 
rtientarians, and great Tumults happened about the Change of Religion. They made 
Peace with the French, who had began the War in Picardy , reftoring to them the City 
Bologn, taken fome Years before. 

At Cigales on the firlt of November, was born Anne Daughter to Prince Maximilian and 
Mary his Wife. She was afterwards Married to her Unkle, and was Queen of Spain.

hi. Cardinal John Maria de Monte fucceeded him by the Name of Julius the III. and lived 
Elefted. after his Exaltation 5 Years, 1 Monty, and r 6 Days. 

John de rega Viceroy of. Sicily , on the Coaft of Africk ,.took the City called Africa, 
formerly Leptvs, on the 9th of September , expelling thence the Pyrat Dragut, who ufed to 
fet out thence and Ravage the Coafts of Sicily. He put a Garifon into it, but foon after to 
fave Charges utterly demolifli’d it. 

At Ausburg in Autumn was opened the Diet of the Empire, at which the Emperor and 
his Son Prince Philip were prefent. The Emperor ftrove to make his Son King of the 
Romans, but his Brother King Ferdinand oppofed it in favour of his own Son Maximilian , 
who was come back frofn Spain , being already chofen King of Bohemia , and was now 
with his Father at the Diet. It was propofed to aflemble a-new the Council of Jrent, and 
to make War upon Mecklenbourg , where the Catholick Religion was wholly excluded. 
Both thefe Propofitions were offenfive to Maurice Duke of Saxony, tho he was ap¬ 
pointed General of that War * but what chiefly perplexed him was, that the Emperor did 
not releafe his Unkle the Landtgrave of Heffe. Thefe were the Caufes that moved the 
Duke to make War upon the Emperor, who being at that time unprovided for it, was 
reduc’d to great Extremities. 

This Year was remarkable for the Jubilee, and for the great numbers of People that re¬ 
pair’d to Rome to gain it. 

Anno 1551. 

At the beginning of this Year died at Pavia, Andrew. Alciatus, a famous Civilian and 
Humanift born at Milan, who was firft Profeflfor in France, and afterwards in Italy. 

Council of Pope Julius laft December fummoned the Biihops to meet again at Trent. The Emperor 
Trent a- caufed the Pope’s Edicts to be read at the Diet at Ausburg. Duke Oftavius Farnefius 
8 on ed*” 1 " very unfeafonably put himfelf under the Protection of France. Fen ante Gonpaga, to 
m put a ftop to his Proceedings, befieged him in Parma. This was the caufe that Council 
was put off for fome time, but at length it was open’d in May. Cardinal Crecencim , the 
Pope’s Legate, prefided. The Ecclefiaftical Electors, and many Prelates of Germany, 
Spain and Italy were there prefent. The King of France by his Embaflador protefted a- 
gainft their Proceedings. Embafladors came from fome German Princes, to ask fafe, Con¬ 
duits for the Heretical Minifters and Divines, but the Conditions they propofed were fo 
extravagant, the Fathers thought it a leffening of their Authority to grant them. 

After the Diet at Ausburg broke up. Prince Philip return’d to Spain. His Coufin Ma¬ 
ximilian bore him Company as far as -Genoa, where he found the Princefs Mary his Wife 
and his Children come thither by Sea out of Spain. With them he return’d in December 
to Infpruck , where the Emperor then was, that City lying near, to forward the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Council. 

War in King Henry of France on the fudden commenced War in Flanders and Milan. He call’d 
Flanders, the Turkifh Fleet to his Aid, which on the Coaft of Sicily took the Town and Caftle of Au- 
gujla, feated beyond the City Catania. Thence they failed over to Malta,^ but not fucceed- 
ing there crofled the Sea, and on the Coaft of Africk took Tripoli, deliver’d to them by the 
Knights of Malta, who had kept it ever fince Rhodes was loft. Two French Knights had 
the greateft fhare in that Treachery. The Spaniards paid dearly for their Loyalty, about 
400 being put to the Sword. It was given out the Turks did this in Revenge #f the taking 
of the City of Africa-, but the truth was, they undertook this War at the Inftigation of 
the French King, whofe Embafladors were aboard the Fleet.

On the 2d of December this Year departed this Life theBleflcd F. Francis Xaveritts , as c „ 
lie was going to China. He was a Native of Navarre, and one of the Ten firft Compa- 
mens of S. Ignatius. He preached among the barbarous People of India, Japan , and other 
Parts, and was doubtlefs a Man of lingular Sanftity, and.admirable in his Life. His Body 
is preferved entire in the Church of his Order at Goa, he being Canonized.

All things being ordered in this manner, Venerius and Colonna arrived firft at MetTma 
in Stctly, and after them in Augifi came D .John of Aufiria. On the 9th of which Month * 
the City Famagufia in Cyprus having held out almoft a year’s Siege, was forced to furren- learnt 
der upon Conditions; which were not perform’d by the Barbarous Enemy, but contrail 1 
to their. Faith given, they committed great Cruelties upon the unfortunate Chriftians. The 
Confederate Fleet failed from Stctly on the 16th of September. They fteered direftlv for 
the Wands Echinades now called Captures , oppofite^^to the Gulph of Lepanto, where thev 
had Ad vice the Turktfh Fleet lay,. Both Officers and Soldiers were eager to fight and pre¬ 
pared themfelves with great Alacrity. The Venetian Gallies were on the left Prince John 
Andrew Dorta on the right, and D. John of Aufiria , with the Spanijh Gallies in the Center 
and with him Marc Antony Colonna, and the Venetian Admiral. The chief CommendanJ 
of Cafitle andD.Alvaro Eagan Marquis of Sanaa Cruz, with 30 Gallies, were left as a Re- 
ferve to fend Relief where the greateft Danger appeared. The Enemy came out of the 
Mouth of the Gulph, and ranged their Fleet, as is their Cuftom, in the form of a Half- 
Moon. Six Galeafles made the Forelorn of our Fleet, which firing their Cannon diforde- 
red the Enemy. Next to them D.John of Aufiria, the firft boarded the Turkifh Admiral and 
after a doubtful Fight took her. In her was killed Halt Baffa, Admiral of the Fleet, and 
two Sons of his were taken, and prefently Victory began to incline to the Chriftians. 

Uchalt the Pyrat did great harm upon the right, taking 1 o of our Gallies : but feeing the 
reft of the Fleet overthrown, he ftood out to Sea, and efcaped with feveral of his Gallies. 

It was a terrible Spedtacle, all refounded with various Cries, and nothing was to be feen 
but killing, purfuing, battering, and finking of Veflels. The Sea was covered with Blood 
and dead Bodies, and the Air darkned with the Smoke. 200 Turkifh Gallies were either 
u H? r .i. unk ’ 2 5 000 Tnrk { were kil l ed > and 20000 Chriftian Captives fet at liberty. Of 
the Chriftians many were killed, and among them no fmall number of Perfons of note. In 
Ihort, this was one of the greateft Victories that had been obtained in many years 1 and there 
was great rcjoycing for it in all parts of Chriftendom, tho it was not pleafing to the Hereticks. 

This Battel was fought on the 7th of OBobcr , on which day the Memory of it is yearly cele¬ 
brated as a Feftival at Toledo.

At the beginning of Spring Charles the 9th King of France married Elizabeth Daughter to 
the Emperor Maximilian , a Lady of great Vertue, and extraordinary Beauty. 

It was propofed to marry Margaret the French King’s Sifter to Henry of Bourbon , Prince of 
Navarre by that means to allay the Tumults in France. Pope Pins laboured to hinder that 
Match and offered King Sebajlian of Portugal Ihould take her to Wife; which he confentcd 
t6 and even to accept of her without a Portion, provided the French King would enter 
into the League againft the Turks. However, the Prince of Navarre was preferred. His 
Mother Joanna Qyeen of Navarre died at Paris the 10th of June ■, and neverthelefs, the 
Marriage was folemnized towards the end of thfe Summer with a great Concourfe of No¬ 
bility as well of the Hereticks as Catfiolicks. In this Concourfe Admiral Coligni was foot 
from a Window by the Contrivance of the Duke of Guije, the Confequence whereof was 
a general Maffacre of all the Hereticks in the City of Paris , to the number of 10000. The 
Heads of them were put to Death by the King’s Order, having difeovered a Confpiracy 
among them for afiaffinating of him, the reft were outragioufly murdered by the Rab¬ 
ble 

In Flanders the laft Year towards defraying the Charge of the War, a Tax was layed, be¬ 
ing the 10th Penny of all things fold. This Impofition was fo heavy to thofe Provinces 
which depend chiefly upon Trade, that many Cities rebelled, and were foon fupported by 
Forces that came to their Affiftance out of England, Germany, and France. Zeland and 
Holland, two inacceffible'Provinces lying on the Sea, and encompafled with Water, were the 
firft that rebelled. Mans, a ftrong City in Hdinault, followed their example. D. Frederick, 
Son to the Duke of Alva, layed fiege to it •, and leaving a Sufficient Force to fccure his 
Works, marched to meet 4000 French who were coming to relieve the Place. He overthrew 
them killing a great number, taking Genlis their Commander Prifoner, who died afterwards 
in the’ Caftle of Antwerp. The Prince of Orange came alfo with Forces out of Germany • but 
the Duke of Alva had fo Secured all things, he was forced to retire without making any at¬

Sons, Ranucius and Edward. And the Duke of Braganpa , in the Right of Catherine his Wife. 
Thefe two Ladies were Grand-children to King Emanuel, and Daughters to Prince Ed¬ 
ward. Mary was the eldeft but was dead, and Catherine was living. Antony, Prior of Gcrato, 
put in his Claim, as Son to Prince Luis, and Grandfon to King Emanuel. He to cover his 
being a Baftard, pretended his Father had been married to his Mother, but no proof ap¬ 
peared. Catherine Queen-Mother of France claimed that Kingdom as defeended from 
Matildis Countefs of Bologn , Wife to Alonfo the 3d King of Portugal , affirming they had 
lflue. The Portuguefes urged that the Countefs left no Child either by her firft or fecond 
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Husband •, and proved that, when file died, Robert her Nephew, S.on to her Sifter Alicia , 
inherited her Dominions, from whom that Queen was defeended by the Mother’s fide. 

None of thefe Princefles wanted the Pens of Learned Men to vindicate their Titles; but 
King Philip had the Power, which never fails to bear down all that the Learned can fey in 
behalf of their Caufc. / • • -

It was now 
thought fit to releafe and fend him to Portugal, The King himfelf to be the nearer at 
hand went firft to Merida, and then to Badajoz., a City on the Frontiers of that Kingdom. 

His Forces were not great, being fcarce 12000 Foot and ^coHorfe, but they were the 
Flo wet; of th cSpanifh Army^d Soldiers of great Experience. With this ftrength and the 
good Condutt of the Duke of Alva, Antony the Baftard, who with the Favour of the 
People called himfelf King, was overthrown firft at.Lisbon, and foon after near Portd by 
Sancho Davila, Camp-Mafter-General in that Expedition. Thus he being expelled the 
Country, all that Kingdom w<js brought under. 

Mean while King Philip lay at. Burgos fo fick, that the Phyficians had given him over. Queen of 
Scarce was he recover’d, when the Queen his Wife who was with him died on the 26th. s l im 
of Oftober. He had by her four Sons, Ferdinand and Charles both dead before, James who 
lived not long after, and Philip then a Child and fickly, but afterwards grew healthy and 
lived long.

About this time died Hierome Oforio , a Portugues Bilhop of Silves, a great Orator ( but 
notin his Hiftory) as appears by'the Books he wrote. His Contemporary was An. 
drew Refendius, of the fame Nation, a’great Antiquary, and imitator of Horace in the Learn¬ 
ed Verfes he compofed. Emanuel Duke of Savoy alfo departed this Life, and his Son 
Charles fucceeded him. 

In Flanders after the death of D. John of Auftria, the War continued hot, and moft of Alenfin 
the Country was. in Rebellion. Mathias the Archduke left the Country and returned into He £ ds «*= 
Germany. Tbofe Provinces having once revolted Would not return to their duty -, and tho ^ ,e j? 0| £ n 
they all-combin’d together, yet of themfelves they were not ftrong enough to oppofe the countries . 
King, which made them fend for Eranevs Duke of Alen con the French King’s Brother, who 
call’d himfelf Hercules. He, after having imbroil’d France, making himfelf Head of the 
Hereticks, repair’d to the L ow Countries, and there at his firft coming poflefled himfelf 
of Cambray, which .till then continued Loyal. This was not ail, for the following Year 
he went to Antwerp , and there caufed himfelf to be declar’d Duke of Brabant, which was 
but a meer fhadow, the Pr ince of Orange having all the Power. His Authority lafted not 
long, being at the feme time difappointed of Marrying the Queen of England.

This Siege was very famous for the many extraordinary 
Rebels in Devices ufod' on both Tides, as-alfo for the obftinacy of the .Defendants, but the Conduit 
the low- of the General, and Valour of the Spaniards overcame all Difficulties.

Pope Sixtus at his firft Accefiion to the Papacy publiflied his Bull, in which he declared 
Henry King of Navarre a Heretick,and Excommunicated and deprived him of the Right of 
Inheriting the Kingdom of France •, as he did alfo Henry Prince of Conde his Coufin-Ger- 
man, in cafe King Henry, Brother-in-Law to him of Navarre, died without Iffiic, which 
was likely, becaufe till then the Queen had never been with-Child.

The Queen-Mother of France died 12 days after this Execution, and many Cities Re¬ 
belled, but Paris fignaliz’d it feif above all others. Some Months after the King laid Siege 
Henry III. tp Paris, and whilft he was before it James Clement , a Burgundian and Dominican Friar 
King of coming out of the City upon pretence of revealing fome Secret to the King, {tabbed him 
France w i t h a poifon’d Knife, of which he died. The Villain was immediately torn in pieces, 
nnu-dci-d a f m;1 p R even g e f 0 r fo deteftable a Parricide. Henry King of Navarre, who was then in 
mm. the Camp, as of right belong’d to him, prefently entituled himfelf King of France, and 
went through many Troubles before he was fetled in the quiet Poffeffion of that King¬ 
dom. ' 

Antony the Portugal was this Year in danger to be Embroiled ^ for the Engli/h Fleet came before 
Baftard Lisbon upon pretence of reftoring Antony the Baftard to the Kingdom of his Anceftors. 
with the ,He came\ with the Fleet himfelf, and landed with a good number of Men, encamped be- 
Engiijb fore the City, but finding there was no Commotion within, the Prince Cardinal and 
Formal. Count de Fiientcs having fecured ail things, he was forced, for want of Provifions, to turn 
back, apcjl foon after the whole Fleet, having done nothing worth remembring, return’d 
for England. Their departure deliver’d Spain from great Apprehenfio'ns. At Lisbon a. 
Confpiracy of the Citizens was difeover’d, in Favour of the pretended Prince Antony. 
Some few of them were Executed for a Terror to the reft. The Nobility continued very 
Loyal, asthofe who had molt tolofe, if any Change of Government happen’d. 

A Nun at Lisbon with her Counterfeit Sanftity had deceived not only the Vulgar fort, 
but Men of great Learning, and being now difeover’d to the Inquifition, was punilh’d as Ihe 
deferv’d. Soon after died F. Luis de Granada , of the Order of S. Dominick , a Man well 
known for his Works and fmgular Piety. John Davila, a Famous Preacher, was his Con¬ 
temporary. At Barcelona the Plague raged violently. Many things Were faid of the 
Caufe of that Diftemper, but nothing was proved. 

This Year in the Kingdom of Toledo was finifh’d the Famous Structure of St. Laurence 
fimfli’d Royal, which had been Thirty Years in hand, fince King Philip began to build it near 
a Village called the EfcuriaU , in the Territory of Segovia. It confifts of a Monaftevy of 
the Order of S. Hierome, a Colledge, and a Palace for the Kings to divert themfelves in 
Summer. The Work is truly Majeftick, equal to any of the former memorable Structures, 
and may well be accounted the Eighth Wonder.

if an of This Year was remarkable for the death of two Popes, Sixtus who died the 28 tb. of 
twoPones- udnguFt, and Vrban the Seventh, who lived but twelve days after his Exaltation to the 
Papacy. Neither did the Pope’s Gregory the Fourteenth, aud Innocent the Ninth fit above 
a few Months in S. Peter's Chair, till at laft Clement the Eighth was cleCled, who held ic 
longer and without reproach. . 

Mortality. Autumn this Year was very fickly. "'Many People perilhed in Spain, btft the greateft 
* Mortality was in the Country, either for want of Medicines* or that there was lefs to op- 
pofe the Infection of the Air. Among the reft Dr. John Calderon , a Famous Divine and 
Canon of Toledo , fell fick in a pleafant place, whither he retired to pafs the heat of the 
Summer.

AnmyPe- Antony Perez. ,, once the King’s Secretary and in great Favour with him, after he had bin 
re\ hisSuf- Prifoner the fpace of 12 Years, fled from the Prifon in Madrid in April the foregoing Year, 
ferlngs.- He went into Aragon , thereto deliver himfelf up to the Great Juftice.of that Kingdom, 
and anfwer for the death of Secretary Efcobedo , whom he. caufed to be killed one Night as 
he was going from Court, together with other things laid to ^is Charge. The Joy fome 
People conceived at his flight was foon changed into Tears. On the 2 4*/; of May this 
Year the Prifoner was remov’d from the Great Juftice his Prifon to that of the Inquifition. 
The Rabble mutinying, and taking up Arms with cries of Liberty, aflaultcd the Houfe of 
D. Inigo de Mendopa, Marquis of Almenara , the Lieutenant. They had before conceiv’d 
Malice agajnft him, and now murder’d him. With the fame Fury they ran next to the 
Prifon of the Inquifition, which they broke open and reftor’d Antony Perez, to the Prifon 
where he was before.' In purfuance hereof, on the 2 tfb. of September, the People rofe a- 
gain, becapfe it was defign’d to carry back the PrifonCr to the Inquifition, and breaking 
the Prifon fet him at Liherty. In this Tumult fome were hilled and wounded, Antony 
Mufti* rs Pwcz. fled to France, where he died fome Years after. The Rebellious Citizens foon paid 
punilh’d. f° r th e ‘ r Rebellion ^ for D. Alonfo de Vargas, an old Low Country Soldier, was fent thither 
with an Array, who reduc’d the City, arid put to death many of the Mutinicrs, among 
whom was D. John de Lamnza the Great Juftice, for that he appear’d in Arms againft the 
King. D. James de Heredia and D. John de Luna , two of the chief Incendiaries, were 
beheaded with many more. The Duke of Vtllakermofa and Count de Aranda were taken 
and fent Prifoners to Caftile , where they died not long after in Prifon •, but were after¬ 
wards acquitted of the Treafon. In order to fettle the Affairfof that Kingdom, the Cortes 
met at Tarapona, at which D. Andrew de Bobadilla, At'chbilhop of Zaragopa, prclidcd.

The King himfelf by the way of Valladolid, Burgos aad Pamplona went thither at the end 
of this Year. With him were the Princefs Elizabeth and her Brother Prince Philip, who 
at Pamplona and Tarapona was fworn Heir of thofe Crowns. Thus the Tumults in Ara- Tumults 
gon were appeas’d almoft tvyo Years after they commenc’d, many of the Offenders being in Aragon 
punith’d, and Garifons put into Zaragopa and other; places. After the Cortes were held at appeas'd. 
Taracona all Men fubmitted themfelves, being terrified with the Punifhment of others and 
their own'Loffes: For tho the Fury-of the Multitude be great, the Power of the King 
is greater, and doubtlefs when Kings are refolute, all the vain efforts of a tumultuous Peo¬ 
ple are cafy to be quelled,, and end in their own Deftruction.

King Henry of Navarre feemed now inclined to embrace the Catholick Religion, and 
defired to be abfolv’d Of the Ecclefiaftical Genfures. The Duke of Nemours fent by him 
to Rome to this effeft, ufed his utmoft Endeavours to obtain it of the Pope, who appear’d 
very rigid, and much blamed the Archbifliop of Bonrgcs , who had abfolved him in France , 
fearing his Converfion was only feigned, but the contrary appear’d afterwards. 

King Philip by bis Agents now labour’d hard in France that the King of Navarre , for K. Philip 
his Religion might be excluded the Succeflion, and he himfelf eledted in his ftead, but that at l lires to 
failing, he propofed Archduke Erneftus the Emperor’s Brother, or any of the Princes of tl i e ^ rown 
the Houfe of Lorrain, offering his Daughter Elizabeth in Marriage, and many great Sums 01 Trme ' 
of Money, with considerable Forces to fupport them. All this fell to nothing. King Henry 
being converted, and by the unanimous Confent of all the States, after many Difficulties, 
proclaimed King.

At Rome the Pope on the 17 tb. of April Canonized S. Hyacinthus, a Polander, of the 
Order of S. Dominick. 

At Madrid on the 22 tb. of November died D. Gafpar de Quiroga , Archbilhop of Toledo Quhoga 
and Cardinal, aged 83 Years: He was buried in a Monaftery of the Order of S. Auguftin, Archbi¬ 
in a Town of Madrigal where he was born. He was an upright Man and of very good 
Parts, but there is none free from fome Fault. His Revenue being very great, and his Ex- kcl °' 
pence fmall he heaped up much Money, and having made no Will, the Pope order’d it 
to be equally divided into three Parts, the one for pious Ufes, another for himfelf, and 
the third for the King. Albertus the Archduke and Cardinal Succeeded him in the Arch- 
biffiorick, but afterwards having obtain’d the Pope’s Difpenfation, by the King his Unkle’s 
Order he quitted all his Church Preferments and Married. ' 

This Year Javarin , a very ftrong Town in Hungary, was befieged and taken by the 
Turks. 

Anno 1595. 

At the beginning of this Year died in Flanders the Archduke Erneftus, who governed 
that Country for the King his Unkle. On the third of April Albertus the Archduke, his Archduke 
Brother, took poffefiion of the Archbifhoprick of Toledo. He never went tp his Church Albertus 
or was confecrated, bccaufe the King his Unkle gave him the Government of the Nether- governs 
lands, for which .he fet out from Madrid in Attgnft. Garcia de Loayfa was left to govern ^ 
the Bilhoprick, and three y Years after the Archduke refigning it, fucceeded him in that therU ”'* s ' 
Dignity. The Government of the Loro Countries , upon the death of Erneftus the Archduke, 
was fome time in the Hands of D. Peter Enriquez de Toledo, Earl of Fnentes, a notable 
Soldier. He on the 3d. of O&obcr, after a tedious Siege, took Cambray from the French, 
who attempted three times to relieve it, and were as often repuhed. 

The Pope oh the 2 %th. of November made Valladolid a Biffiops See, and the King foon Valladolid 
after gave it the Title and Priviledge of a City. Dr. Bartholomew de la Ylapa was the made a 
firft Biffiop. About the end of this Year the Floods were very great, and the River at Biftioprick 
Sevill breaking into .the City, did much harm at the Cuftom-Houfe. 

The King of France being entirely reconciled to the Church, was at laft abfolved by the . 

Pope, and immediately all his Kingdom fubmitted to him. D Peter de Toledo, Marquis of 
Vtllafranca , on the 23th. of .September took and plunder’d the City Patras in the Morca,. 
having gone from Mejftna with 20 Galleys upon that defign.

Sir Francis Drake landed Men at Nombre de Dios in' America , defigning to march over Sir Franc is 
that narrow Neck of Land and plunder Panama.

Albertus the Archduke on the 1 -jth. of April took Calais from the French , but not long 
after it was reftor’d upon compofition. At this time the King lay at Azeea near Toledo 
fo dangeroufly fick, that he was given oyer for dead. I-lc removed to Toledo, where News Cadi < 
was brought, that the Englijh Fleet on the 1 Ft. of July took and plundered the Aland 
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and City of Cadiz., and burnt the Fleet that lay there bound for Mexico ; which was fo 
great a lofs, that many Merchants throughout the Kingdom fullered much; and fome broke.

Ferdinand Tello, Governor of Dourlam for the Spaniards , having Intelligence with the 
ken bv the People of Amiens, the chief City of Picardy, fuprized and made himfelf Mailer of it.

King of France confideringthe great Importance of that Place, came thither in Perfon, and 
laid fiege to it. Albertns the Archduke marched with about 20000 Men out of Artois,

City was furrendred, the Garifon marching out with the ufual Honourable Formalities.

This Year on the itfh. of April died at Valencia Francis Hierome Stpnon, a beneficed Priclt 
of that City, being 33 Years of Age: The People reverence him as a Saint, and have 
particularly fignalized their Zeal herein. The'Archbilhop would have hindied their Pro¬ 
ceedings as too forward, whereupon enfued many Tumults, till at laft this Affair was 
referred to Rome.

About this time came into Spain the Latin Hiftory of Monfieur de Thou, Prefident of 
Parliament a great favourer of Hereticks and Enemy to Catholicks. He neither fpaves the 
Popes, nor Kings of France, being an utter Enemy to the Houfe of Guifc, once the great 
flay of that Crown. He is fufficiently Huffed with Fallhoods, and was prohibited at Rome 
in the Year 1610. Soon after in Spain it was order’d to be purged. A French Man writ 
learnedly againft him, and calls himfelf John Baptifta'GaUut , which feems to be a feigned 
Name, none daring publickly to write againft a Perfon fo great in Tower, as a Prelident.

After fome 
Bloodfliedit was at laft agreed on the ztth. of July this Year, that both Parties fliould 
difarm, and the Difference be referred to the Emperor as the proper Judge, thofe Do¬ 
minions being Feoffes of the Empire. The King approved not of this Peace’ and' there¬ 
fore the War broke out again. D. Peter de Toledo Marquis of Fillafranca , a'fter’a lone Siege 
took the City Fercelli. Soon after Affairs being compofed, it was reitor’d by D. Cortex, de 
FigUeroa Duke of Fcria, who fucceeded the Marquis in the Government of Milan, It was 
reported the V cnetians underhand aflifted the Duke in this War.' The Duke of Offuna then 
Viceroy of Naples, armed againft them, and in the Adriatick Sea took fome of their Ships 
befides other harms he did them. 1 1 

Soon alter the Duke of Fcria took Faltolina , a rnoft important Place, as being the Pafs 
between Italy and Germany , which he fortified, and put into it a ftrong Garifon, 

At Burgos on the 18th of October Prince Philip was Married by Proxy to the Lady Eliza- iv rhiiid 
beth. Sifter to the French King, who was in the fame manner contracted to Anne Princefs Maries 
of Cajlilc. This Princefs two Days before renounced any Right or Title lhe might have the t,:nch 
upon the death of her Brother, to the Kingdoms of Caftile or Aragon, or to the Low Conn - K -‘ sSifter - 
tries. The two Brides, were exchanged upon the River Fcdafo, which parts France and 
Spain on the $tb. of November.

SSU Guienne, where they poffclTed themfelves of Andaye,Orugne Siboure and S. Jean de Luz 
taken. as alfo of the Port and Fortrefs of Zocoa. D. John Alonfi Enriquez de Cabrera, Admiral of 
radile and Cantain-General of the Provinces of Old Cafitle and D. Francis de Jrracaval ,

The French alarm’d by the Prince Cardinal’s invading Picardy the laft Year, taking fevc- 
ral of their Towns and ravaging the Country, raifed all the Power of that Kingdom to 

the 



the number of idoooo fighting Men. They ftirred up the Danes and Dutch with their 
Fleets to fcourethe Seas, and the Turks, Swedes and Tranfilvanians to-give a Diverlioit to 
the Emperor. •• 

Luts the XIII. King of France, thelaft Year fitted out a Fleet of 100 fail, which fet out 
of the Port of Toulon the 9 th. of February, when the 44 Galleys commanded by the Marquis 
de Fillafranca , and the Galleons under D. Antony de Oquendo were retired into their Ports. 

Twenty two of their great Ships enter’d the Port of Orifian in Sardinia, faluting the Fort 
with three Guns. This gave the alarm to the City, whence an Exprefs was fent to 
Caller to carry the News. Soon after they underftood the Enemy had landed 8000 Men, Defeat of 
which obliged thofe people with all fpeed to gather what force they could. They behaved the Fremh 
themfelves with fuch bravery that being but 900 Horfe, they killed 700 French, took in Sardi ‘ 

36 Prifoners, and wounded many, among whom was the General. Some Field Pieces nia ’ 
were taken, all the booty they had gather’d recover’d, and they retired fo haftily that 
they left behind a great quantity of Ammunition, and above 700 Arms. Of the Sardinians 
only three were kill’d and five wounded, and had not the French retired as they did, they 
had all perilh’d, being inclofed by the Country People. 

D. Lope dc Hozcs failing with 8 Ships towards Rochet, was forced to lie by, the Wind Ships ta- 
being contrary as he lay thus he difeover’d a French Ship which he took. Next day he ken * 
difeover’d 5 fail, and having fetch’d them up began to play his Cannon, but they prefent- 
ly ftruck and were taken, being loaded with Corn. This done, with 6 Prizes he fteer’d 
his Courfe towards the Hie of Ree, where he had Intelligence feveral French and Dutch 
Ships lay : By break of day he difeover’d them, and tho he had put up Dutch Colours they 
loon difeover’d the Deceit and made away to Sea. D. Lope made all the fail he could 
after them, firing his Cannon upon them and fending out his Long-boats, continued the 
purfuit till night. There being nothing more to do he return’d to Coruna, having whilft 
he was out burnt 9 of the Enemies Ships, funk 6 , and taken 12 from 200 to 350 Tuns 
each, and loaden with Oil, Wine, Salt, and Whale-Oil. The Galleys of Naples and 
Sicily took 10 Dutch Ships in the Mediterranean, and the Dunkerkers carried home many 
Prizes. 

In June the French with a powerful Army entred the Low-Countries by the way of Landrefi 
Cambray and Mons, plundering and deftroying all the open Country. That done they 
laid Siege to Landrefi , and after a vigorous defence made by the Town became Mafters of n 
it. The Prince Cardinal was then employ’d againft the Prince of Orange but when he 
had recover’d Fenlo and Ruremond, he turn’d his Forces againft the French, and fuffer’d 
much in his march through Hainault, the Enemy having left all that Country defo¬ 
late. 

The Troubles in Italy caufed by the Duke of Savoy joining in League with the French ftill Marquis 
continued, which obliged the Marquis dc Leganes , Governor of Milan , to take the Field in de Legtm\ 
June, with an Army of 1 tfooo Foot and 5000 Horfe. His firft Exploit was the taking of m 5av0 T 
Niza de la PaUa in Montferrat. After this he laid Siege to the Fortrefs of Bren, and Mon-- 
fieur dc Crcqui coming to the Relief of the place was killed with a Musket-Ball, whereupon 
the place foon furrendred. 

The French underftanding that the Count de Monterrey was about going from Naples, 
and.that his Equipage was aboard certain Ships of Naples, fitted out 14 Men of War, and 
lay in wait for them on the Coaft of Monaco, A violent Storm drove them over to Ar - 
giers, where they were received as Friends but demanding to have the French that were 
Captives there deliver’d to. them, and being refufed, they took the Turkilh Governour 
that was returning to Conflantinoplc , and a judge, and carried them away. The Al- 
geirines fitting out 8 Galleys fell upon a Port hard by, where the French traded, and fur- 
prizing them carried away the Veflels and 600 Prifoners. 

The Duke of Medina de las Torres fucceedcd the Count de Monterrey in the Govern¬ 
ment of Naples , which he managed with great Applaufe, and the general good-liking of 
that people. 

The Pope was taken with a Palfey, which together with his great Age it was thought 
by the Phyficians would foon bring him to his end. The Cardinals hereupon began to 
relort to Rome, but his Holinefs recover’d in a manner almoft miraculous, and upon 
S. Peter's Day gave Audience to the Marquis of Ca(lel Rodrigo , the Spanijh Emballador, re¬ 
ceiving of him the Hacaney in acknowledgment for the Kingdom of Naples. This Pope 
after adding fome Saints to the Calendar, correttcd the Breviary, and many Hymns before 
ufed that were of an uncouth Stile. 

The Duke of Savoy died in the Field on the 11 th. of Otlober, leaving the Dutchefs his Dukes of 
Wife Covernefs of his Dominions and Children. The Duke of Mantua was before dead s * V0 J and 
the i-jth. of September, leaving his Grand-Children his Heirs, under Tuition of the Dutchefs 
their Mother. The fame day departed this Life D. Peter de Contreras , who had been Mi- 
nifter of State under the three Philips, having lived 81 Years with fuch general good-liking 
of all Men, that no blemilh was ever laid upon him. Tho laft mention’d, the firft in 
Time and Magefty that changed this Life for a better was the Emperor Ferdinand the 11 , 
at the Age of 59 Years, and having Reigned 18. 
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Commo- The Duke of Nochera at the beginning of the Spring was fent Captain-General into Na¬ 
tions in varre% He having taken feveral places on the Fontiers of France , and wafted all the open 
Portugal. Country, was called thence and order’d to march towards Portugal, where there began 
fome Commotions, yet thofe being appeafed for the prefent, he received a frelh Command 
to halt, which had been much better never fent or not obey’d. 

Eight Embafladors from the Leagues of the Grifons came to Madrid the 28th of Oflobtr, 
and were moft fplendidly entertain’d by his Majefty’s Order. 

About the beginning of May this Year a peftilential Difeafe firft took footing at Ma¬ 
laga, and raged violently for about 40 days, of which people died in a few hours with, 
out finding any benefit by Medicines. Above 10000 are faid to have perilhed. 

Amo 1638. 

Dutchrou- The Prince Cardinal march’d with his Army againft the Hollanders, who lay at the 

ted. Siege of Calloo near Antwerp, and falling upon them before they could fortifiethemfelves, 
put them, to the rout with great flaughter. There were taken 2500 Private Soldiers, two 
Colonels, two Lieutenant-Generals, 24 Captains of Foot, two Captains Horfe, 2 Stan¬ 
dards, 50 Colours, 28 pieces of Cannon, and 81 Barques. 

Trench Prince Thomas of Savoy on the other fide with the fame Fortune overthrew the French 
twice over who lay at the Siege of S. 0 trier, under the Command of Monfieur Chaftillon. 
thrown. The Prince of Conde with an Army of 20000 Foot and 1000 Horfe march’d to lay Siege to 
Fucnterabia , which, accordingly he did the 4 th. of July, having defeated fuch Forces of 
the Country as offer’d to oppofe him. On the 14 tb. of July the Admiral of Caftile fet out 
from Madrid , fending advice to D. Michael Perez, de Exea, Governour of Fuenterabia , that 
he would relieve him with all fpeed. Several great Barques being provided under the 
command of D. Alonfo ldiaquez. to put in the Relief the Archbifhop of Bourdeaux came 
with a Fleet of 37 fail and prevented it. Augufi the 8 tb. a falley was made with fome loft 
to the Enemy, and no lefs to the befieged, the Governour being killed by a Musket-fbot 
as he flood upon the Wall. Dominick de Eguia fucceeded him in the command, and all 
Men continued refolute to hold out. The ai th. the Marquis de los Velez. joined the Ad¬ 
miral. The fame day the Archbifhop of Bourdeaux attack’d D. Lope de Hoz.es , and| burnt 
his 12 Ships. The 3 otb. the Prince of Conde fent a threatning Meflage to the Governour, 
to tell him, unlefs he furrendred he muft expeft no Quarters, but his Menaces were made 
no account of. The 1#. day of September he fpruag a Mine which made a breach of 21 
foot in length. The Admiral on the qth. attack’d the Enemy in their Works with fuch 
bravery that he put them to flight. 1 500 Foot were killed and 2000 drowned : They left 
. behind them 23 Pieces of Cannon, 54 Colours, all their Baggage, Ammunition, Provi- 
fions. Money and Papers. The number of Prifoners amounted to 2000. The Admiral 
marched into the Town over the Breach, and commended the People who had held out 
a Siege of 69 days, in which time 1700 French were* killed, and of the Defendants 
300. 

The Queen was deliver’d at Madrid on the 20 th. of September of a Princefs, who was 
baptized October the qth. and called Mary. The Duke of Modena and the Princefs of Ca- 
rignan being Godfather and Godmother. 

D. Charles Ibarra coming with 7 Galleons of Plate, was twice attack’d by 17 fail of 
Hollanders, and after he had defended himfelf till all his Powder was fpent, he caufed at 
Night each Galleon to carry a light, and his own two, which the Enemy perceiving 
left him. 

Count Maurice of Najfau arrived at Braftl with 60 fail,6000 fighting Men, and 30 Pieces 
of Cannon, with which he attempted the City Bahia, but met fuch a brave refiftance that 
after he had made above 1500 fliot and loft 800 of his Men, he was fort d to draw off 
An Earth- On the 16th. of June happen’d that wonderful Earthquake in the Ter cent lflands, and 
quake, particularly that of S. Michael, the chiefeft of them, which threw up in the midft of the 
Sea an Ifland a League and a half in length, and 60 Fathom in heigth, there being 1 59 
Fathom Water in that place. Above 100 Cart loads of Fifh were call upon the fhore. 

Anno 1639. 

Prince Thomas of Savoy had leave granted him to go from Flandtrs into Italy,- where 
with the Marquis of Leganez. he took fome Forts. D. Martin de Aragon taking a view of 
Salpeto was killed, which was a great lofs. A Ceffation of Arms was concluded in Pied¬ 
mont. 

Kpuflillon The Prince of Conde with an Army of 20000 Foot and 4000 Horfe broke into the 
invaded County of Roufillon, and took the Caflle of Opoli. He laid Siege to Salfas, which after 
by the 40 days was furrendred. Our Forces immediately fate down before the fame place in 
vrench ' which Monfieur d y Efpignan was Governour for the Moft Chriftian King. The French 
3 times attack’d our Works with incredible bravery, but were always repulfed. 
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Anno 1640. 

December the 23d, the Governor articled to furrender the Place on the 6th of January if 
not relieved, and accordingly marched out that day with Drums beating, Colours flying, 
two Pieces of Cannon, and all other honourable Demonftrations; 

This Year the Catalonians, being debauched from their Allegiance, did not anfwer the Ex- C<t* Jor.U 
pe&ation conceived of them for oppofing of the French. Soon after they broke out into open j 
Rebellion •, and the mutinous Rabble of Barcelona forc’d the Count dcSan(iaColoma,x\ve\N ice- follows 
roy, to fly from his Palace to the Ship-yards,thinking to imbark himfelf there, if fpeedy Death the Exam- 
had not prevented him. Great were the Tumults and Diforders in that City, to endeavour to pl<* 
appeafe which the King fent the Duke of Segorbe and Cardona thither, with Orders to ufe all 
imaginable fair means. The Duke tho fickly, immediately fet fovward,and came to Bare elm a 
where underftanding that at Perpignan the Catalonians had been at blows with theGarifon, 
he haftedthither. Having partly compofed thofe Affairs,his Sickncfs fo uncreafed,thaton the 
2 2d of July he gave up the Ghoft, to the unfpeakable harm of that Country ^ for foon after 
the French made themfelves Mailers of Barcelona , and his Majefty was obliged to fend thi¬ 
ther the Marquis de los Velez., with a great Power. 

This Flame which firft broke out in Catalonia, prefently fpread into Portugal ■, which Na¬ 
tion unanimoufly riling, proclaimed John Duke of Braganpa King, having fpread a general 
Cry againft Evil Miniftcrs, and particularly againft Michael de Vafconccllos, whom they mur¬ 
der’d in the Pallace on the firft day of December . 

Anno 1641. 

The Catalonians having fortified Lerida. , contrived to lay Siege to Tarragona. They pof- The 
felled themfelves of the Pafs of Col de Valagucr, and intrenched. The Archbifhop of Boar- French phi 
deanx came before it by Sea with a good Fleet ■, fo that the Spaniards within being reduced wit . 1 ' thc 
to great Extremities, muttered againft their Governor ■, yet hoping for Relief to be fent Rebels; 
them by Sea, they held out till they eat Mice. The Duke of.- Fernandina had the Charge of 
the Succour, and the Duke de Maqueda commanded the Ships that carried it. Much of the 
Expe&ation conceived of this Fleet vanilhed, the French Fleet retiring, but the City was re¬ 
lieved the 20th of Auguft. 

The Marquis of Mortar a was befieged in Colibrc by the French and Catalonians -, and ha¬ 
ving defended himfelf with much Bravery, there being no hopes of relief, was obliged to 
furrender. This done, the Enemy laid Siege to Perpignan. His Majefty ordered a Fleet to be 
fitted out at Cadiz, to fuccour the Place, and in the mean time commanded the Marquis of Po- 
bar to try his Fortune with 2500 Horfe, who were all unfortunately loft without Fighting, 
and the Marquis made Prifoner. 

This Year on the 9th of Otfober, to the great Regret of all Spain, died the moft Serene 
Prince Ferdinand of Auftria, Brother to King Philip. He was irv his Youth created Cardinal 
and Archbifhop of Toledo, and afterwards Governor and Captain General of the Low Coun¬ 
tries. He was but 31 Years and a half old when he departed this Life, but lives for ever in the 
Fame of the many Victories heobtajned. Pope Vrban the 8th this Year created at once 14 Car¬ 
dinals. V 

Anno 1542. 

King Philip being in care for the Affairs of Catalonia, and defiring to reduce his Subjects in 
that Province, calling together the. Nobility, went away to Zaragoza in the beginning of 
April. 

Mean while the Fleet fet out from Cadiz,, commanded by the Duke of Cuidadreal •, and p er pigmz 
having met, and.engaged the French Fleet, a fudden Storm ariling difperfed it. This and taken by 
the Impoflibility of relieving Perpignan by Land, obliged the Marquis de Flores Davila , Go- the French 
vernor there, to furrender upon honourable Terms, after the Town had fuffered extreamly 
through want of Provifions. This was a confiderable lofs, Perpignan being the bell Fortrefs 
in Catalonia againft the French. _ 

The main Body of our Army having taken the Polls about Lerida in order to befiege it, 
Monfieur de la Motte with the French Forces, marched to the Relief of the Place but the 
Marquis de Leganez. attacked and forced him to retire, leaving behind him 3 Pieces of Can¬ 
non. 

The Rains were fo exccffive about Sevill at the beginning of this Year, that the River Great 
fwelled above its Banks, and the Inundation was fo great, that all the Shores being flop- Floods, 
ped, as is ufual upon the like Occafions, the City was filled with the Rain. From thc 17th till 
the 26th of January, the River never fell, nor were the Shores opened. This Flood was 
greater than that in the Year 1625. All Triana, and the Quarters of S. Bernard, and S. 

Rocque were drowned, fo was that of Santelmo, the Convent of S. James and S. Sebaflian, 
and other Neighbouring Places, yet no body perilhed for the Chapter of the Cathedral 
gave every day the value of 2500 Ducats in Bread, befides other Charity, to relieve thofe 
that had fuffered by the Inundation. The Mole, Bridge, and all the Boats were carried 
away. 

Anno 1643. 

Luis the 13th, the moft Chriftian King of France , departed this Life May the 14th. 
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King Philip having fetled the Affairs of his Court, fet out again for Catalonia. Mean while 
the Duke and Count of Olivares, with his Majefty’s leave, whofe great Favourite he had 
been, quitted the Government he had long managed, arid retired to Loecbes , a Monaftery of 
Defcaked Dominican Nuns,founded by himfelf > where he.ftayed till his Removal to Toro , in 

which place he fetled with his Wife and Family till he died. 

Leridi re- The City of Lerida taken by Monfieur de la Motte , General of the French Army, was a long 
covered, time befieged by the Forces of the Catholick King, till the Enemy after an obftinate Defence 
was compelled by extream Famine to deliver it to his Majefty, who in Perfon took Poffeflion of 
that Place to the great Joy of the Inhabitants for being rcftored to their lawful Soveraign. 

Anno 1644. 

Pope Vrban the 8th died the 29th of July, having fat in S. Peters Chair 21 Years. Inno¬ 
cent the 1 oth was chofento fucceed him, on the 15th of September. t 
Eli\abetb The. moft renowned Elizabeth of Bourbon Queen of Spain, deceafed Oftober the 6th, to the 
Q.of spun unfpeakable Grief of thefe Kingdoms, and particularly of the Catholick King h?r Husband. 
dies ' Her Exequies were molt folemnly performed in the Monaftery of S. Hierom in Madrid , and in 
all Cities of France and Spain. She was a Princefs of fingular Wifdom and Judgment in matter 
of Government, and had by his Majefty 5 Daughters and one Son, which was Prince Baltha- 
far Charles. . _ 

King Philip the 4th returned to Zaragopa , where the Prince was fworn Heir of that King¬ 
dom, and took an Oath to preferve their Priviledges. 

On the 22d of July at Toro died the Duke and Count of Olivares , and was buried in the 
Monaftery of Nuns he had built at Loeches. He alfo founded the Pallace called Buenretiro at 
Madrid !, for the Diverfion of the Kings. D. Litis de Haro was his Heir. Him the King fent t6 
the Provinces of Andaluziayo obtain of them a Supply, of Money, which they granted with 
extraordinary Liberality. 

Cones of The Cortes of Aragon being fummoned to meet at Zaragopa in September , the King took his 
Angon & W ay thither with the Prince ^ and having opened the Cortes, left theBilhop of Malaga to pre- 
VaJencia. fidethere, and went away himfelf with the Prince to Valencia. There alfo the Cortesoi that 
Kingdom were alfembled, and fwore the Prince Heir, the King honouring feveral Noble Fa¬ 
milies withTitles, and other Demonftrations of his Affeftion. On the 4th of December his Ma¬ 
jefty returned to Madrid, and iltued his Writs for the Cortes to meet at Madrid the 22d of Fe¬ 
bruary. 

Cardinal Borja having taken Poffeflion of the Archbilhoprickof Toledo , and being confti- 
tuted Prefident of the Council of Aragon , died of the Gout at Madrid the 28th of December , 
and was buried in his own Cathedral. The Cardinal Sandoval , then Biihop of Jacn, was by 
the King appointed to fucceed him-, and he pofitively refufingthat Honour three feveral 
times, his Majefty prevailed with the Pope to lay his pofitive Commands upon him, to which 
he was forced to fubmit. Few fuch Prelates are now adays to be found. 

The Plate Fleet arrived in good time, and very rich, tho there hapned great Storms, and 
above 30 Ships of Strangers were call away. 

A hard This was the fevereft Winter that for many years had been feen in Spain , or in all Europe. 

Winter. For above 60 days the Sun never fliined out, mighty Snows fell, Rivers fwelled, and the Froft 
was great fo that the Roads were for a time tout up to the great hindrance of Trade. 

It was obferved that a great number of Frenchmen came to Burgos in the Habit of Pilgrims, 
on pretence of going to Santiago but as it appeared, defigning under that difguife to get 
Into Portugal. Exprefles were fent about to apprehend them all, and above 90 were fent 
Prifonersto Madrid. 

Anno 1645. 

Cortes of February the lid the Cortes of Caftile , according to Summons, met at Madrid ; and the 
Ctfliie. King, as is ufual, having aflifted in Perfon at the opening thereof, and recommended to them 
. the Care of the Kingdom, referred them to the Prefident, who was to continue at all their 
SefikJns in his Name. 

oiivwd The Marquis de Leganez was fent with a confiderable body of Horfe and Foot to command 
taken as CaptairvGeneral in the Province of Eftremadura, againft the Portugucfes. With him went 
. from the the Marquis Molinguen, General of Horfe. They in feveral Skirmifhes worfted the Enemy, 
Fomgue - p ur f u - m g them into their own Borders, and bringing thence conliderable Booties of Cattel, 
* es ' and a great number of Prifopers. After this the Marquis confidering how prejudicial to our 
Affairs the Fort and Bridge of Olivenpa were, being upon the River Guadiana , and cutting 
off our Convoys of Provifions that were to march on this fide the River. He marched thither 
with 6000 Foot, 2000 Horfe, and 3 Pieces of Cannon. After our Cannon was planted, and 
began to play, tho they in the Fort made fome Ihot, they furrendred the firft day, as did 
thofe upon the Bridge. The Fort was eafily razed, but there was great difficulty in breaking 
the Bridge, the Matter that cemented it being harder than the Stone it felf^ fo that tho the 
Foot fpent 10 days working at it with Pickpxes, they muff, have gone away, and left it Hand¬ 
ing, had not means been found to blow it up. Allthe Mills on this fide Guadiana that ferved 
the Neighbouring Towns, were in like manner deftroy cd. Mean while Intelligence being gi¬ 
ven that the Poll was coming from Lisbon to Elvas, an Officer was fent with 6Troopers to 
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Intercept it -, by the way they took a Soldier going to Elvas to carry the News that 
1830 Foi?t were marching to reinforce that place, and would the next morning be near 
Zillalvin. This Intelligence was immediately carried to the Marquis Molinguen, who ha¬ 
ving computed the time, and finding it was pra&icable to cut them off, fent the two 
CommiHary Generals with 1500 Horfe, and they came fo opportunely, that of the 
l8co Foot they killed 500 and took 200 Prifoners, 40 of whom they left by the way, be¬ 
ing defperately wounded. Had there not been a Mountain hard by, not one of them 
had efcaped. It was afterwards known by fome Prifoners that above 350 wounded Men 
returned the next day to Ejlremoz. 

In Catalonia the Marquis of Mortar a. General of the Spaniflt Forces, having fuffer’d the 
Count de Harconr , the French Viceroy of Catalonia , who had taken Rofes, to pafs the 
River Segre in his fight, was by him in a bloody Battel overthrown and taken Prifoner, Spaniards 
with 200 of his Officers irioft of them Men of Quality. Andrew Cantelmo with moft of over- 
the Horfe fled to Balaguer , whether Harconr purfued, and laying Siege to the Town took 
him in it. 

Thefe things-moved King Philip to recal the Marquis of Leganez. out of Eftremadura , 
and fend him into Catalonia with the Title of Viceroy and Captain-General of that Prin¬ 
cipality, and the Counties of Roujjillon and Cerdagne. The Marquis of Molinguen , Gene¬ 
ral of the Horfe, was left Commander in chief in Eftremadura. He, to keep his Men in 
Action, upon Tuefday in the Holy Week fent 900 Horfe in three Bodies into Portugal to 
waft the Country. They march’d 8 Leagues out-right, burning and deftroying all the 
Villages and Gentlemens Houfes, and brought away 1000 Head of great Cattle, and 8000 
of fmall. 

King Philip having given-all the neceffary Orders for the opening of the Campagne, 
fet out of Madrid on the. 14 th. of April with the Prince, and came to Pamplona on the 
2,3 th. of the fame Month. There he was received with all the Magnificence and Demon- 
ftrations of Duty imaginable. 

D. Gregory Brito , Knight of the Order of Calatrava, a Portugaes , and Governor of the 
City Lerida , confidering of how great importance it would be to remove the French out Caftle of 
of the Caftle of T erwes, a place of fuch ftrength that they called it Petit Rachel, being fix ^ emss ta " 
Miles diftant from Lerida , and three from Balaguer, march’d on the 6 th. of April at triid- ken * 
night from Ltrida with a body of Foot and fome Horfe towards that place. Before break 
of day he a (faulted it with fuch bravery, that he made himfelf Mafter of it, putting moft 
of the Garifon to the Sword. This done he order’d his Horfe to advance, and fired fome 
Guns in hopes to draw out the Garifon of Balaguer , but they ftirred not. In this Ca¬ 
ftle of Termes were found 1000 Muskets, 500 Suits of Armour, 10 pieces of Cannon, 

10 Boats to make Bridges with the Carts to carry them. Tents to the value of 4000 Due- 
cats, a great quantity of Merchandize, and much Ammunition and Provilion 3 this place 
being one of the Enemies Magazines. The French in Garrifon at Balaguer thought to 
carry fome Timber and other Materals out of the Ruins of Termes to ferve in the Forfica- 
tionsthey were raffing, to which purpofe^icy fent thither 100 Men with Mules for car¬ 
riage, but D. Gregory Brito having notice of it circumvented the whole Party, and made 
them’prifoners without any bloodihed. 

Italy enjoy’d Peace, but was now alarm’d with the News of the mighty Maritime Prepa¬ 
rations made by the Ottoman Emperor, which moved the Viceroys of Sicily and Naples 
to put themfelves into the bell pofture of Defence they were able. The Great Mafter of 
Malta fent all over Chriftendom to fummon all the Knights of the Order to repair to him 
■with what Supplies they could. The Venetians alfo judging all thofe Preparations were 
made againft them, omitted nothing that could tend to the fecuring of their Dominions. 

At laft, having held all Europe in fufpence, this mighty Storm «fell upon the Illand of 
Candia, where the Infidels foon made themfelves Mailers of the Fort S.Theodore, and the 
City Canea. 

His Holinefs this Year in March created nine Cardinals. The Duke of Areas new Vice¬ 
roy of Naples came to Rome, where he was honourably received, and fplendidly enter¬ 
tain’d by the Pope, after which he fet forward for Naples. 

Prince Thomas of Savoy entring fome Miles into the Dukedom of Milan, poffeffed 
himfelf of Roc a de Bejeuen, but prefcntly retired thence and feiz’d the Caftle of Pro and 
fome Hills about it. The Marquis of Vlada , Governor of Milan march’d from Mortar a 
with 7300 Foot and 8 Pieces of Cannon. He attack’d the Enemy with fuch Bravery that 
they were drove from their places of ftrength, having loft 1500 of their Foot, and a- 
mong them 300 Officers. Prince Maurice of Savoy died afterwards of his Wounds, and 
Prince Thomas his Brother received two Musket-lhots. 

Anno 1646. 

Harconr, the French Viceroy in Catalonia, laid Siege to Lerida a ftrong and important Over- 
City upon the River Segre , and the Borders of Catalonia and Aragon . Before this place he throw of 
lay five Months, hindring all manner of Succours from being put into it. The Marquis theFrewfc 
de Leganes the Spanifh General, after he had taken feveral fmall places to give a divotlion 
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to the Enemy, and cut off fome of their Convoys, finding them not quit their Enter¬ 
prise, being joined by the Duke del Infantado , and his Army now amounting to 25000 Men, 
refolvcd to attack the French in their Trenches, which accordingly he did, and after a 
hot drfpute put them to flight, forcing them to take Ihelter at Balaguer. All their Bag¬ 
gage, Cannon, and great ftore of Ammunition and Provifions were taken. This Vidtory 
colt the Spaniards much Blood, being forc’d to drive the Enemy out of their Works, but 
the importance of relieving Lcrida made amends for all. 

French iu Prince Thomas of Savoy who commanded the French in Italy in May, appear’d before 
Italy. the Ports Telamon and S. Stephen with a powerful Fleet and 20000 Men. He foon made 
himfelf Mailer of both thofe places, which done he poflefl'cd all the Polls about Orbitello, 
where Charles de la Gata a Spaniard commanded, and laid clofe Siege to it. He raifed 
feveral Batteries which play’d furioufly upon the Town, making large breaches in the 
Walls, and Hill carried on his Works with great Labour: But the Governour was no left 
indultrious and vigilant,Hill making up what the Enemies Cannon had ruin’d,and with often 
lallies, firing and dellroying their Works. At length the Fleet of Naples came to theRelief 
of the Beficgecl, and in fome Encounters with the Enemy had always the bell. The Spa- 
tiijh Forces alfo of Naples and Milan being joined, and approaching to the afliltancc of 
theBefieged, Prince Thomas finding his Army much diminilh’d not only by the Affaults 
he had given, but much more by Sickncfs, caufed by the exceflive heat of the Weather, 
retir’d back with his Army into Piedmont. Thus after a Siege of 60 days Orbitello was de¬ 
liver’d.from danger, whereas moll Men judged it could not have held out above 20. It 
was not long before the French retrieved this Difgrace for their Fleet being foon refitted, 
returned under the Command of the Maicfchal Mcleraic , who pofleffing himfelf of Porto 
Longone in the Ifland Ilva, oppofite to the City Plombin , with the fame cafe brought that 
City alfo to Subjeftion. 

The War with Partngal was not this Year carried on with any great vigour,nor any nota¬ 
ble Adlion done'on that iide. Several Incurfions were made by our Parties with good fuccefs, 
defeating thofe of the Enemy, and bringing away great Booties of Cattel. At laft the Enemy 
with a powerful Army took the Field, deligning to befiege/factajojc-and threatning the whole 
Province of EJlrcmadnra. All this Preparation fell to nothing, for they compelled not the 
razing the Fort of Telena as they intended, but retired from before it with much precipi¬ 
tation upon the approach of the Spanifh Army, leaving the Fort as they found it. , 

Places m In the Low Countries the Duke of Anguim with an Army of 40000 Men, took Courtray 
the Low- and Winoxberg, and recover’d Mar dike, before furprized by the Spaniards This done they 
countries ^aid Siege to Dunkirk, which had been his principal delign^ this place being of great 
thefwwd' i m P ortancc o as the chief Port the Spaniards then reforted to, was bravely defended bythe 
e "Marquis de Lede with a Garifon of 4000 Men. But the Duke having a numerous Army 
which he no way fpared, and the Hollanders with their Fleet lying before the Harbour, 
fo that no Relief could be put into the Place, it was at laft furrendred upon honourable 
Conditions. 

King Philip having made choice of D. John Enriquez, de Cabrera , Great Admiral of Ca- 
fiile and late Viceroy of Naples, for the Embaffy to Rome, to yield Obedience to Pope In - 
nocent the X. he performed that Ceremony on the 28 th. of April, with the greateft Pomp 
and Magnificence that had been feen in Pome for many Years. 

Pr. Bihhi- Balthafar Charles, Prince of Spain , and then the only Heir of the Crown, having lain 
far dies, fick but 3 days died theept/?. of oltobcr, in the flower of his Age, to the unfpeakable Grief 
of all thefeKingdoms. . Alfo Mary the Emprcfs departed this Life at Lintz. in Aitflria, 
leaving 3 Children. 

This Year the wonderful Bell of Vililla in Aragon rung of it felf three times in one day, 
which was Monday the loth, of April •, the firft time it gave 11 ftrokes, the fecond 8, and 
the third' 7. 

Anno 1647. 

D. fobn of D* of Anfiria living retir’d at Ocaha, was this Year called thence to take the 

Auflru at command of Generaliflimo by Sea: He fet fail from Cadiz.. with a mighty Fleet, and en- 
Sea. tring the Streights took a rich French Ship, which carried Prefents of great value to the 
Q_ueen of Portugal. At Tarragon a he landed 40CO Men for the Service of Catalonia, and 
fail’d thence to Naples. 

A Deputy fent by the City Valencia to complain of certain Grievances came to the 
Court of Madrid , and was received by the King with all poflible Demonftrations of Ho¬ 
nour, all the Grandees and Noblemen of the Court attending him, and his Houfe was 
allow’d the fame Priviledges as thofe of Foreign Minifters. 

Prince of After the defeat of Monfieur de Harconr at Lerida , the Prince of Conde was conftituted 
Conde in General of the French Forces in Catalonia, and coming Poft to Barcelona took pofieffionof 
Catalonia, that Command the 15 th. of April. On the x 2 th. of May he laid Siege to Lcrida, taking 
the fame Polls that Harco-ct had done the Year before, and batter’d it furioufly. D. Gre¬ 
gory de Brito, that famous Portugitcs , was then Governor of that City, who defended it 
with much bravery, making feveral fallies in which he kill’d many of the Enemy, and 
took feveral Prifoners. On the 18 th. of June the Prince of Conde by night raifed his Siege, 
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and march’d over the River Noguera, to a place called Las Horcas de Lerida. Next day 
a fupply of 1 odo Foot with Ammunition and Provifions was put into the City The Mar¬ 
quis de Aytona march’d with an Army of 12000 Foot arid 3500 Horfe againft the Prince of 
Conde who being too weak to oppofe him, difpers’d his Forces into the ftrone Garifons 
expecting new fupphes from France 0 * 

The Conftable of Caflile, Governour of Milan, took NUa de U Palla, Aha, and other 
places m Montferrat, ravaging the Country, and driving the French into their Places of rat inva- 
ftrength. The Duke of Areas, Viceroy of Naples, fent him 2500Men in i2Gallevs dedb Y the 
commanded by Janetin Doria. He landed thefe Forces at Final, and .in his return to Na- s f Ankrdu 
pies difeovering the French Fleet, confifting of 25 Men of War, 8 Firefhips and 13 Gal¬ 
leys, he retired into Savona, a Port of the Genoefes, whether the French Fleet purfued 
threatning to bum all our Galleys unlefs they furrendred. The Governour of Savona fent 
to the French Admiral, to let him know if he fired a Shot, he would anfwer with all the 
Guns of the City, which made the French lie ftill, till hearing that the Spanifh Fleet was 
coming they retir’d to Toulon. r J 

In the Low Countries nothing confiderable was done this Year, the French appear’d about 
Antwerp, and thence moved to Oudenard without attempting any thing of moment A 
Truce was concluded with the Hollanders, and proclaim’d at the Hague, fo that a* free Truce 
Trade was re-eftablifh’d between them and the Spanifh Provinces. After the Archduke with HqU 
Leopold had taken upon him the Government of the Low Countries, he aflembled all his^' 
Forces, and took from the French Armentiers , Landrefi, and feveral other Places of lefs 
Note. 

In June the Articles of Marriage betwixt King Philip and the Archdutchefs Mary Anne 
Eldeft Daughter to the Emperor Ferdinand the III. were brought to Madrid, and receiv’d 
with great Joy and Satisfaction of the whole Court. 

We will end this Year with the Relation of the.moft wonderful Rebellion that hapned Rebellion 
at Naples. After that City and Kingdom became fubjedt to the Kings of Spain it was of Naples. 
for fome time govern’d with great Moderation, and had very ample Priviledges granted 
to it, efpecially by King Ferdinand; and the Emperor Charles the V. under whom the People 
paid but moderate Taxes, and that by the Name of Donatives or Free Gifts. Thefe in 
proccfs of time were infinitely increafed, and the infolency of the Receivers made them- 
more intollerable, efpecially thofe Impofitions that were upon Provifions. This burthen' 
lay heavieft upon the Commonalty, of whom there is a vaft multitude at Naples Yet 
hitherto they had gone no farther than Complaints; but when the laft Year an Excife was 
laid upon all manner of Fruits and Herbs, then the Clamours of the Multitude began to 
be more loud, and they oppofed the Colledlors. Such as had any' hand in there Tumults 
were pumfh’d, aud others for that time deterred. At length this Year the Complaints 
increafing, there Hatted up a bafe Fellow who took upon him to deliver his Country from' 
thofe heavy Taxes. This was Thomas Aniello of Amalfi , (commonly call’d MaffameUo Y 
a bold Youth that fold Fifh, of a voluble Tongue, and all ways qualified to raife a Mutiny 
It happen’d that fome Fifh he brought to Market was. taken from him, for refilling to pay 
the Excife, which the more incenfed him,, fo that, he ceafed not to go about the Markets 
perfwading the People not to pay the Duty, and that not in private but openly, and by. his. 
Emifiaries boafting he would foon caufe all the Taxes to be remitted. Moll Men of fence 
made fmall account of fo i neon lid erable a Fellow, but he, left his defign fhould be pre¬ 
vented, refolv’d to put it in Execution, and therefore upon Sunday the 7 th. of June came 
into the Market-place with a finall number of Boys following him, feveral of the Rabble 
there joining with him. A 'Contention arifmg between the Country People and the Col- 
ledtors about the Payment of the Duty, Andrew Anaclerius the Clerk of the Market re¬ 
pair d thither to appeafe the Tumult, but the Multitude throwing Apples and other 
things at him, he was forc’d to withdraw himfelf, and halted away to complain of that 
Infolency to the Viceroy. The Multitude now gather’d not only in the Markets but in 
the Streets, began with, loud crys to demand the Excife might be abolifh’d. Mean while 
MaJjamello, who was ftill in the Market with his Gang, Handing upon a Table made a 
feditious Harangue to the People, offering to head them, and put an end to all Taxes if 
they would Hand by him, which if they fhould not, he faid, at leaft he fhould have the 
Satisfaction of dying for his Country. All the Rabble affenting to him, he immediately) 
let hre to all the little Offices where the Colledlors ufed to receive the Excife. This done 
he goes up to the Viceroy, demandingall the Taxes fhould be remitted, aud the Original 
Charters of King Ferdinand and Charles the V. produced, threatning further danger if his 
Demands were not granted. The Viceroy having labour’d by fair words to appeafe the 
Mutineers in vain, (battering fome Money among them made his cfcape. Now their num- 
ber was grown up to 50000, but the next day twice as many appear’d ia Arms. Then 
all the Nobility being fled ,Maffaniello was chofen their Commander with an unlimited Power. 

His firft command was that they fhould all be ready in Arms.. Then lie fet a Price upon 
Bread and other Provifions, after which he burnt all the other Offices of the Colle&ors which 
had efcap’d the day before. Next he fell upon the Houfes of all the Farmers of the Reve¬ 
nue, fome of which he burnt with all the Riches in them, out of others he brought all the 
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precious Furniture, Plate, and Money, which was all burnt in the Street, no Man da¬ 
ring to take the leaf! thing in that great Treafure to his own ufe ^ for whofoever in 
' this or any other matter tranfgreffed againft his Orders, was inftantly put to Heath. No 
Perfon whatfoever was fpared, which was the caufe that all his Orders were moft punctually 
obeyed. Upon the 4th day after this Mutiny broke out,the Duke of Mat alone,and his Brother 
Jofepb Caraffa , having hired 500 Banditti to kill Maffaniello , and fome others of the principal 
Heads of the Rebellion, the Defign was difeovered -, and not only the Banditti put to Death, 
but drift fearch was made after the Duke, and his Brother being taken, was dragged along the 
Streets * his Head being cut off by a Butcher, put upon a long Pole, which brought to 
Maffaniello , he fcornfully pulled by the Beard. This terrified all the Nobility, but moft of all 
the Viceroy •, nor was he out of danger, for Maffaniello had forbid any Provifion being carried 
into the Caftle where he was, and ordered the Conduits of Water to be cut off In this Con- 
fufion Cardinal Pbilomami the Archbilhop,order’d the Bleiled Sacrament to be expofed in all 
the Churches ■, and after he had caufed Publick Prayers to be faid to appeafe the Wrath of 
Heaven, going out to the furious Rabble, began to treat with Maffaniello as the chief 
Ringleader of the reft, of reftoring the City to Peace. The People demanded the abo- 
liihing of all Taxes impofed fince the Times of King Ferdinand and Charles the 5th, and to 
have their Charters of Priviledges produced ^' befides this, an Aft of Grace for all that had 
been done ^ which if granted, Maffaniello promifed to quit his Command, and that the Peo¬ 
ple Ihould lay down their Arms. The Viceroy, and Archbilhop, finding no other Remedy 
left, delivered to Maffaniello the Priviledges or Charters, promiiing to fiilfil.all his other De¬ 
mands! befides, the Archbilhop engaged to pay to Maffaniello a Monthly Penfion of 200 
Crowns, which he refufed. Peace thus concluded, Maffaniello was brought by the Arch¬ 
bilhop to the Viceroy •, and returning to the People, declared all that had been tranfafted, 
ftriftly enjoyning them to behave themfelves in peaceable manner. Neverthelefs he would 
not lay down Arras till fuch time as the Ratification of what had been concluded were 
brought from the Court of Spain. All thefe were the Tranfaftions of one Week, befides 
many more too tedious for this place. Maffaniello having as he thought obtained his Ends, 
grew diftrafted. Some fay it was caufed by a Dofe given him, others aferibe it to the mul¬ 
tiplicity of Bufinefs, which fcarce allowed him time to eat or fleep. But he in his Madnefs 
contradifting his own Orders, and becoming contemptible to his own People, was by the 
Contrivance of four of the Nobility, who laid hold of this Opportunity, killed. His Head 
being cut oft', was put upon a Pole, and the Body dragged about the Streets by the Rabble for 
feveral days. This was the end of Maffaniello , the 10th day after he began the Rebellion. 
Yet tho the Head was taken away, the Multitude continued in Arms, infilling upon their 
Demands; but the Nobility taking Courage, had recourfe to the Viceroy, and raifing their 
Followers, undertook to quell the Multitude by force. Thus the Bufinefs was brought to a 
Civil War, the Commonalty keeping the City, the Viceroy and Nobility the Caftle and Port. 
The Multitude wanted nothing but a Heady therefore not long after the Duke of Gnife was 
fent to them out of France , and received with general Applaufe, and great Acclamations. 
The Commonalty ftrengthned by his coming, a long time held out againft the Viceroy. But 
at laft growing weary of the War, they again returned to their Duty. A general Pardon was 
granted them, and they were received to Mercy in the King’s Name by D. John of Auflria. 
The Duke of Gnife endeavouring to efc »pe, was taken by the Spaniards. 

Anno 1648. 

Troubles . This Year was fatal to France for the Troubles there raifed againft the King in moft part 

of France. 0 f t h c Kingdom, but more efpecially at Paris by the Prince of Conde, and Duke of Longuc- 
ville, the Heads of the Rebels. The Marquis de Caracena making his Advantage of their 
Confufions, with 8000 Foot and 4000 Horfe, invaded the Dukedom of Modena , wafting 
and deftroying all that Country ^ fo that the Duke, forfaken by the French, was forced to 
make ufe of the Duke of Parma to intercede for him, and ad juft all matters in difference. 

ThcFrewb Rebels having prayed Aid of the Archduke Leopold, Governor of the Low Com* 
tries, he marched with his Army as far as Senlts, which is but 10 Leagues from Paris •, and 
having done nothing worthy that Trouble or Charge, returned towards Flanders. There 
alhamed of that fruitlefs Expedition, tho it were Winter, he ordered the Marquis Sprondiato 
to inveft Jpres, in order to befiege it. 

The French Fleet, commanded by Thomas Duke of Savoy, infefted the Coafts of the King¬ 
dom of Naples , but in its return loft 4000 Men, cut off only by the Country People, as they 
ravaged the Country. 

Aflions in The Marquis of Leganez., who commanded upon the Frontiers of Portugal , ordered D.Gre- 

Portugal, gory Ibarra, Commiflary General of Badajoz., to make an Inroad into the Enemies Frontiers, 
with 6 Troops of Horfe, and drive all the Cattel. He in purfnance of thefe Orders gathered 
about 400 Horfe at Higuera , and with them entered into Portugal on the 8th of Novem¬ 
ber •, there they fpent 2 Nights and a Day, ranfacking all the Houfes and Villages in the Ter¬ 
ritories of Cerpa and Moura, and gathering all the Cattel.

Lerida. ThenCe he fet out uponthe iftofScpteMberl intending to befiege Eli*, to which 
purpofe it was fequifite again to -ford the RivCT^fcro then miich fwclPd. This was a very 
defperate Adiion, and perform’dWith much refolutely and emulation,the Water being up to 
the Mens Brealbs, and the French bravely defehding tljeir Inttenchmertts upon,the Ford. 
However the Valour of our Men overcame all difficulties, and by degrees they made them- 
felves Mailers of all the. Works, and om t\&2<$jh. of September were pofleffedof the place:- 
Next day they laid Siege tO VI^M^e'ariddts Gaftley h being feat- 

edon a high Hill fo rough ahd\mcouth there was no aflaulting of it, and ;fo rocky it was 
riioft difficult to undermine. The Walls werettroiig, being the antient Work of theKnights 
Templars built with Lime and Stone, Whichiriiadethe French and Catalonians within very 
fecure, But Fortune favourihg outydefigns, the Cattle furrendred the 2 th. of Ottobcr, the 
Governor being kill’d with a Musket-lhot, which quite difcourag’d the Defendants. The 
Marquis making ufe ofthisgood Fortui\e, march’d tnence and laid Siege to Tortofa on the 
1 otbjM OSobef with a goodly Army, confining of 12000 Horfe and Foot, whereof 7000 
were dragomans, Catalonians, and Valencians led by the Viceroys of thofe Kingdoms, and 
paid by them. On the 19th. they took their Polls Under the Cannon of the Town, the Prin¬ 
cipal Conimanders viewing them, and giving the neceffary Orders. A Bridge was laid 
over the River Ebro above the Town, where it might be lealt expofed to the Enemies Can¬ 
nons Our Army daily increafing, the Enemy fought to give a Diverfion on the fide of 
jlragoh, butwithout any Succefs. On the 28 th. the Trenches were open’d and carried along 
the covered Way to the Monaftery of S. Bias, .where a fmall Forc was call up in lefsthati 3 
days. Till the 3d; of November the Approaches were Parried on. Then all the Batteries 
began to play, and.onthe 9th. a Colonel was order’d with his Regiment to attack a fmall 
Fort upon the Bridge: Bedidfo, but meeting a vigorous refinance retired with theLofsof 
40 Men, and do wounded. \ . W'hilft 
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WhiUV sthc Batteries continued to Play a/hoar;, the brave Duke Of MuLmte General OF 
the Sptmjh Galleys, with 5 of his Squadron and one of Sardinia, fee out from Alfanes where 
he lay to hinder Relief being brought to Tortofa , and went tomeet the Marefchal de LirnL Who • 
was come out of Barcelona with y tall 5 hips laden with Provifion and Ammunition fdr that 
' place. Ac the lame time the Duke de Menaur lay at Cambriles, in order to attack Us by Land 
The Duke of Mbmwrque ^meeting thefe Ships upon the Coall of Tarragona on the 24th of 
November 1 ngaged, and after a Fight which lafted from morning till tWo ln the afternoon, 
made himlelt Malter ot them. I his Adion eaufed Tortofa to furrender, all their hopes de 
pending on that Relief The befieged Capitulated and delivered the Place upon honourable 
Conditions, they being to.be Ihipped off for Barcelona. On the 27th of November our Gene taJ<ep 
ral and the Governor ot the Town figned the Articles, ahd on the 2d of December our Forces 
entred Tortofa . -Thus the Two Important Places of Flix and Tortofa were Reduced, and all 
the length ol the Rwer Ebro Reflored to his Majelly. After the furrender of thefe Two 
Places, the Cptakntans defil ing to call off the French Yoke, and Return to their Allegiance to 
their Natural Prince, began every where to Treat the French Contemptibly. Ac Barcelona 8 
well affected Catalomans polled themfelves in the Market place in two Parties at advance- 
and the one Patty crying aloud, Let S pain Live , the other anfwered, Let it Live, let it Live’ 

Then the firlt cryed, ter France and its Government die ; and the others anfwered. Lei it die 
let it die immediately. Thus the Tumults increafed till Night, no Body daring to oppofe them! 

Next Day Lampoons were fet up in feveral Parts of the City, and none offered to take 
them down. At Qbrifimas came the Syndics of the Towns about Barcelona to complain of 
the Infolencies of the French of whom the Ecclefiafiical Deputy of the Principally asked. 

■ Why they did not hit them, t for then was the time ? Thefe Tumults made the Duke of Mercaur 
then Viceroy, D. J»feph Margant and the principal French Commanders, as alfo thofe Cata- 
lomans that, bided with,them, think of faving themfelves from the fury of the Multitude ‘ 
and accordingly they withdrew into Roufillon, feme of them going to Vans to acquaint the 
moft Chriftian Queen and Cardinal Mazarine with the Pofture of Affairs 
In France ^the Princes of Conde and Conti, and the Duke of Longueville being Summoned 
to a great Council, were there Apprehended, and fent Prifoners to the Caftle of Vincennes 
under a llrong Guard. This was the beginning ofUe mighty Troubles and Corifufions 
that foon after enfued^ in that Kingdom. Many bloody Skirmifhes hapned betwixt the Peo¬ 
ple of Agm and the Forces of the Duke of Efpermn, at laft the Duke was worfled and glad 
to make his Efcape with a fmall Retinue. The King flill proceeding againft the great Men

The Archduke brought all Cbamp^m under 
Contribution, and having Fortified Rethel, Dam , and Rocroy, and Ganifoned other ftrbng 
1 laces, laid_ oiegs to Mujjbn, an Univerfity and Place of great Importance, hetwixt I.uxctn- 
burg and Loiram, which he took upon the 11th of November. Winter now making it im-

This was v r 
the State at France this Year 16yo, famous for the Jubilee, which began at the Vefpets of the Tubilec 
loregoing Year 1649. That day upon Ghriftmas-Eve , after noon the Cardihals and all the J

offered up their Prayers, they fet forward with all the Princes that were in Rome, Artibaffa- 
, dors and People of the City . The Pope was oarried in a Sedan by Four Men cloathed in 
Ci lmlon Damask. Being come to the holy Gate, one of thofe that * c flmt tip the foregoing 
i FI iy Yearjy 
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, 25 Years* till the Year of Jubilee*, the Pope alighted with a Candle in his left Hand, and 
the great Penitentiary gave him a Silver Hammer guilt, fo he walked through a Lane made 
t>y the Cardinals, and knocked Three times at the Gate, repeating certain Verfes appointed 
by the Church, which done, he took the holy Crofs and kneeling before the Gate, began 
the Te Deum , then entred, afcended to the high Altar, came down again, Prayed, took his 
Seat and began the Fefptrs. At the fame time the Cardinal Deacon and the Two eldeft, 
went to open the pther doors, which remain open all the Year, and,are' then ihut up with 
the fame Solemnity, fo the holy Year of Jubilee begins, and ends. 

The Popes, as Fathers of the Church, ufe upon certain days in the Year of Jubilee to vifit 
the, Hofpitals, and hear Confeflions, to give Abfolution upon fome particular Cafes. Pope 
Innocent the X. in the Hofpital he had appointed for the Entertainment of Pijgrims, Wafhed 
the Feet of many, fome of which were Hereticks, who came out of Curiofity to make their 
Obfervations, and were Converted. 

The Duke of Modena being fenfible how much he had-been in the Wrong in taking Arms 
againft the Catholick King, and being hard fet by the Mai quels of Cardcena , fubmitted him- 
felf, and was received with great Honour.

Caftle of About the middle of January this Year, the Inhabitants of Alcarax, advertiled the Cover- 
Jkarax. nor of T**ida how the Caftle of that Place which commands it, might be furprized. He 
furpraed. finding it pra&icable, fent a Party, who in the dead of the Night Icaled the Walls with¬ 
out the left Oppofuion from the French , who flept in great lecurity, and they refilling Quar¬ 
ter, were all put to the Sword, to the number of 200. Alcarax is about 3 Leagues from 
Ltrida , up the Country towards Cervera. This Caftle was of great confequence, being feated 
on an Eminency. The Affairs of Catalonia daily were in a better Pofture. About the end 
of January the Garrifon of the Town and Caftle of Scomamhou deceitfully offered to furren- 
der; but our Men confidering the uncertainty of Martial Events, took double the number 
had beep at firft defigned for that Enterprize. The Governor with his Garrifon contrary 
to his plighted Faith Tell upon our Men, yet the Place was taken, God juftly chaftifing their 
treacherous Dealing. Scorstambou lies betwixt Tortofa and Tarragona, a good Diftance from 
the Sea, which made its Caftle and that of Alcarax, of great ufe for .the enfuing Campaign.

Advice was brought to Oran, that the Moors of Uladala and Zal had revolted ; that, they had 
fortified themfelves upon a Break of the River, and thence pillaged the neighbouring Places.

The Marquefs of Caraccna Governour of Milan, having with his Army infefted all rhe neigh¬ 
bouring Country, retired with a great Booty taken in Piemont about Turin, the Court ofthe 
Dukeof Savoy, and* notwithftanding 4000 of the Enemy endeavoured to cut off his Retreat, he 
foaffed all the difficult Mountains with his heavy Baggage and Train of Artillery, without id¬ 
ling one hetUPof Cattel.

ka, Concano, and Vtgnuela. Here he expend the coming of 5 Regiments defigned for Catalo¬ 
nia, and hindred the French Irom fending Supplies to that Province.

Having caufed 
the Outworks to he viewed, and got an account of the Provifions and Ammunition that were 
in the Place, they relolved co befiege it notwithftanding many Difficulties that appeared, and 
particularly the want of Forage for their Horfe. It was alfo very hard to prevent Succours 
coming from Calais. On the i ith of April the Army began to march towards the Town, un. 
derthe Command ofD. Ferdinand dt Solis, . Governour of Winock's fia-g, with'Orders to poft 
himfelf as near as might be. Count Fuenfaldana joined the Mai quels Sfrondatoaud the Prince 
of Ligni, and the Archduke marched and took his Quarters at Bc-urburg, the Army from all 
Parts repairing to the Siege. The Enemy was lurpi ized and. without hopes of Relief. How¬ 
ever 400 Men from Bologn and Calais attempted to get in, but were lb received, that only yo 
compaffed it. On the other fide 500 from Dunkirk tryed their Fortune, and 200 of them 

made their way to the Place. Our Attacks were carried on in four places, and the Enemy 

being ill provided, and delpairing of Relief, furrendred on the 17th of April, and marched 
out tne 19th, being Whitfumlay, with the uliial honourable Formalities, 

Prefently after followed, the taking of Dunkirk. In order to it, the Count de Fuenfaldana was 
Drnkirk- comman ded to provide all Neceftaries, which he performed with great Diligence. On the 
*eA Bar • 15th of Auguft the Count let out from BruJJlls, and came to Berg S. lUinock on the iff of Sep- 

n tember. There,the Prince de Ligni joined him, and having taken his Poft, they raffed two 

Batteries, one on the fide of Fort Lion, which was committed to Major General Baltafar Mix- 
eader, and the other on the Downs, where the Priticeof Ligni 1 s Quarters were, under the care 
of D. Ferdinand de Solis, Both Batteries looked towards thofe of the Enemy, at the Gate to. 
wards the Canal, which were to ; hinder the Approach of our Veffels, and cover their own. 
Wefoon dffmounted all tHeir Cannon, and drove thole that guarded them from the Port. The 
next Night three Attacks were Carried on with the Lois of only 12 of our Men. Major General 
. Charles Caupi was wounded in the Leg, and the Count Moteria in the Shoulder. The Works 
were carried on, and other Batteries railed, then his Highneft came into the Trenches^ and was 
prefent at the taking of fome ofthe Outworks. Advice was brought, that feveral Veffels were 
fitting at Calais, to put Relief into the Place; but Care being taken to obftruCt them, they ap¬ 
peared not. Our Attacks being carried on, and the Lines of Communication between them 
perfected, our Men lodged themfelves at the Foot of the Pallifadoes. D. Baltafar Mercader gai¬ 
ned a Poft, and made a Lodgment' which fecured our paflage to the Canal. On the 10th of 
September , a Deferter from the Town reported, die Governour was wounded in the Belly with 
a Cannon Ball, the Town Major lay lick, the King’s Lieutenant was dead, the Town fickly, 
and the Soldiers mutinous. The fame Day thebefieged being hard preffed, beat a Parley and 
capitulated. At the lame time, the Duke of Menaur having gathered 18 Sail of Men 01War, 
and 4 Firefhips in Britany, with 3000Land-men inthem,forthe Relief of Dunkirk, was com¬ 
ing into the Downs , where Admiral Blake lay with 20 Sail, refolved to hinder his paflage. 
The Archduke commanded our Fleet, to let fail, and oppofe the Approach of the Enemy. 
The French behaved themfelves with much Bravery, but were utterly defeated, 4 of their Ships 
taken by the Spaniards, and 10 by the Englifi . The befieged after this Lois, having no hopes 
left, performed the Articles before agreed upon, and On the 16th of September marched out, 
being 2000. Strong; and were conduced with their Baggage to Calais. Two days were al« 
lowed for their March, and 1 fo Waggons to carry their Baggage. 

In France this Year happened a great Battel, betwixt the Prince of Conde who was in open 
verthrown Rebellion, and the King’s Forces, commanded by the Marefchals de Turenne and Hocquincour, 
by conde. wherein the latter were overthrown; with thelofs of 3500 Men, they both narrowly elca- 
ping. About the end of this Year, the Earl of Fuenfaldana General in Flanders, the Duke of 
Lorrain and Prince of Conde, had a Conference in which they agreed how to Aft; the Earl 
leaving with'the Prince thj molt of his Troops, and fome Germans with ftore of Ammuniti¬ 
on, and Directions for taking of Winter-Quarters. The Prince thus reinforced, took Rhetel, 
S. Mtnehou, Barleduc , and Ligni, and other Places, whilft the Earl difmantled others; which 
hindred his Communication with Eftaign and Mouffon , into which the Prince put Garrifons. 
Thus having ranged in France from the 20th of OEtoier till the laft of November , the Troops of 
Flanders began to march into the Country of Luxemburg. Cardinal Mazarine was at Sedan , 
and hearing that the Forces of Spain were withdrawn, lent the Marefchal Turenne to recover the 
Places that had been loft He matched direCHy towards the Prince, who having put ftrong 
Garrifons into the Towns, advanced withjthe Horfe to meet him. The Marefchal retired, 
the Prince ftill puriuing him dole in the Rear. Turenne thought to have made good an ad¬ 
vantageous Poft, but Cende ftill prelfing, he was forced to quit it, with the lofs of all his Gan¬ 
non' and Baggage. 

In Italy, Pope Innocent the X. having cauled an exaCt Lift, of all the Monafteries in Italy 
and the adjacent Blands, with their Revenues to be taken, he fiippreffed many of all Orders, 
converting the Revenues of them to other Pious Ules. Over the City df' Naples appeared a 
fiery Comet, in the lhape of a large Beam: Mount Vefuvm alfo calf out mighty Flames; 

The Englijh and Dutch dilputing about the Sovereignty of the Seas, .fought a bloody Battel 
which lafted all Day, and the Victory being dubious, both fides made publick demonftrations 
of Joy.

Fifteen Leagues to Cambray, without halting more than an hour or two to refreffi his 
Men At Four of the Clock m the Morning on the 29th Day of May, his Horfe In¬ 
verted the Place, and at Eleven, the Foot took their Ports before it, pufliing on the Works 
with great Vigour Thatfame Day the News was carried to Brujjeh. Hit Place was 1 1 pro¬ 
vided? havinlinit only the Ordinary Gan tfon; and it being very difficult to affemble our 
Armv for want of time, which put our Generals to a Non.flu,. But the Prince of Condt who 
had before receiv’d Orders to goto Valenciennes, whence he might cover Cambray Bouchum, 
and Doivav, an Exprefs coming to him now, from D. John, and another from the Gover. 
nour of Cambray, immediately marched to Bouchain. Here having ordered the Men and Hor- 
fes to refrelh themfclves, aCouncil of War was held, in which it was agreed on all hands, 
that if 1000 Horle were lint to Cambray, 300 could not get in, which would be of no Mo- 
ment • the Prince of Condt refolved at all hazards himfelf to attempt the Relief. At, 10 at 
Nieht’he fet out from Bouchain , and at 12 came to the Line which had been hartily thrown up. 
Here he drew up his Men, and ordering the Governour of Bouchain to make a falfe Attack at 
a Place far diftant, and upon Pain of Death, forbidding any Man to fire Piftol, or take 
Prifoner at one of the Clock he affaulted the Marefchat de Turenne s Quarters, and by two, 
was in the Town With 4000 Horfe, whence he fent to acquaint D. John with his Succefs. 
Had this Relief been delayed but 24 hours, it had beep'difficult to effca it without a great 
Army, andat that time there werebut 500 Menin the Place, which requires 4000 to make 
a Defence. The Enemy immediately drew off, and encamped a League and a half off, be¬ 
tween Cambray. and ChaJltUt. Next Day D. John went to Mom m order to meet the Prince 
of Conde, and confult about the further Operations of the Campagne.

Here Captain Antony Paniagua was again wounded in the left Arm with a Spear, but "ave no 
ground, tho’ he loft much blood. Perceiving the whole Body of the Enemy’s Army comm* 
down upon them, the ‘.Spaniards retired to make good, the Polls they had gained, and the Pcr°~ 
tuguefes enraged to be fo worlted by luch alnall Number, gave three AlTaulcs to the Redoubts, 
and were ftill repulfed with great Slaughter. In this Attempt they loft 1800 Men and the 
Hopes of taking Badajoz, which now began to think it felf fecure. Of the cJiliam icd 
were killed, and 80 wounded. - The Marquefs lived but 10 hours aftbr he received the 
Shot, and was Buried with great Honour. His Regiment was given to his Son, who 
had fo bravely Revenged his Death, tho’ he was then but Eighteen Y'ears of Ace 
This ill Succefs rather enragedI than. difcouraged the Poriuguejes j fo they continued their 
Attacks, but to very little purpofe: Wherefore after having fpent 3 j days before the Place, 
they drew off their Cannon to the Body of the Army. It was thought they would have emit 
ted the Siege ; but they leaving a lufficient Force to guard their Line on that fide Guadiam 
pafled the River, which they ought to have done at firft. The Siege of Fort S.Chrifhphtl 
was one of the molt remarkable Actions that hapned in the 28 Years War between Callilt and 
Tortuga!. Having pafled the River, the Enemy drew a Line 3 Leagues in length, enabling 
the City, and worked at it 4 Months, where they conlumed above half their Army confift 
ing, as has been faid, of 16000 Foot, and ayoo Horfe, at the beginning of the Si< 4 e This 
Enterprise fo alarined the Kingdom, that it obliged the great Favourite D. Luis de Haro to ex ' 
pofe himfelf to the Danger of the War. During the Siege, the Duke of OJJma went out to 
have intercepted a Convoy that was coming to the Enemy’s Camp, but being dilcovered 
retired, dividing his Horfe into feveral Squadrons, that they might take fond™ Fords The 
Tortuguefes purfued with all their Horfe and Foot, and the Dukes Guide having milild the 
Ford, he was forced with only 400 Horfe to face the Enemy. In the heat of the Action his 
Horfe funk in a Bog, and altho’ almoft ftifled himfelf in the Mire, he mounted another Horfe 
and broke the firft Battalion of the Portuguejes, receiving two Thrulfs, which pierced his Ar- 
mour and Doublet. One of the Enemy’s Soldiers laid hands on him, whom he killed, and ■' 
Teemg himfelf and all his Horfe in danger of being loft, he commanded them to take the River 
where_40 of them were drowned. Nextnight he attacked one of the Enemy’s Quarters, killed

Two other linall Squadtons had failed horn Majorca to the Eaftwaid, who loomed the Courts 
of Africk and Archipelago , and brought home Prizes.

FrancearA Ceffation of Arms was agreed upon for Two Months, and Expreffes lent to all Parts to for- 
spam. bid any Hoftilities during that time. This news was received with general Joy an Satisfaction, * 
which was increaled upon the Prolonging the faid Truce, and affured Hope of an enfuing 

Peace, lrun a fmall Town in the Province of Guipuzcoa adjoining to France was the Place 

appointed for to Treat. King Philip made choice of D. Luts Mendez.de Haro a Grandee Of 
'. Spain and his Majeflies prime Miniller and Favourite for his Plenipotentiary, and the King 
of France deputed the Cardinal Mazarine his firft Minifter to bear the fame Character on his 
■ '.Part: de Haro let forward from Madrid about the beginning of July with a Princely 

Rctiriue : Before him Went 40 led Horfes, then followed 12 Coaches, next, above 40 Sump- 
ture Mules^ all their Cloaths Embroidered with Gold and Silver. He was attended by a 
gteat Number of Gentlemen of the Bedchamber, all Knights of the 3 Military Orders, 24 
Pages, as many Valets and Footmen. All the way D Luts went, he left Marks of his Gran¬ 
deur.. At Burgos he gave 1000 Ducats to make a Silver Lamp to hang before the famous 
Crucifix of that City, he gave Liberty to the Prifoners, relieved many Widows and Or¬ 
phans. At Vitoria he' was nobly Entertained by the Gentry, and above 60 of them with 
their Servants in rich Liveries followed him. At S- Stbnfiian he Raid for the Cardinal, who 
was not yet come. On the 25th of July the Cardinal came to Bayonne , and on the ,28th to 
S. Jean de' Lux, the laft Town of France, whence he fent a Gentleman to agree with D. Luts 
de Haro about the Ceremony of their Meeting and Conferences. Befides the many Periods 
of Quality that accompanied the Plenipotentiaries, each King had lent Two, able Civilians to 
determine all Matters that ffiould be difputable in point ol Law. Sir Henry Bemet Ambaf 
fador Extrabrdinary from his Majefly of Great Britain was admitted to the Conference,as

Tlte Duke of OJfuna being crime to the Frontiers of C off He, 1 with the Port of Captain Gene, 
ral, encamped beyond the Bridge of Guidad Rodrigo with Two Thohfend Four Hundred Foot, 
Duke of Four hundred Horfe, and 4 Fftfcesof Cannon, A hence he warchfed to Gallegos , a ftrong Gar- 
ofun* his rilonofours, 2 Leagues and aftalf itovaGuidad Rodrigo , and fopalftd on Two Leagues and a half 
Aft 10 ns in fafther to Valddamula, the firft Town of theEnemy, a Place well fortified, andfeated on a 
Ptrt"£*j. rifin Ground# He f ent t0 furnmon the Garrifon, who renirned a refolute Anfwer. The 
Dhke appointed 4 Captains with eich 100 Men, at once‘to fcale the Walls in as many places, 
who advanced coutageoufly, and tho’ the Enemy made a hot Fire, breaking down thePallila- 
ddes, layed-their Ladders to' the Wall 4 , ind mounted, making themfelves Mafters of the Fort. 
Many of the Defendants were killed, one Captain; fome other Officers, and do Men made 
Prifoners. The Governour fled calling himfelfoffthe Wall, and Night favouring his Efcape. 
Ofotir Men only 4 were killed, and as many wounded. The lame Day, the Duke lent a Sum¬ 
mons to the TOwn and Caftle ofS, Peter , half a League from Valdefymula, and as much from 
Aimerda y but the Ga'rrilbn refufing, he marched thither with a Regiment of Foot, and at firft 
fight the Place was fufrendred, upon Condition, the Inhabitants might depart with their 
Goods.

D. Roderick de Caftro Count of Amezquitela, and General of the Province Tralofmontes, was 
now marching towards thefe Frontiers,- with 5060 Foot, and -6 Troops of Horie. The lame 
did D. John de Melo, Governour of the Province with other yooo Foot and fome 

Horie. D. SancboManuel was alfo ordered this way with 3000Foot, and iyoo Hone. The 
Duke of OJfuna finding himfelf too weak, to oppofe fo great a Power, demoltfhed the Fort of 
Valdelamula, blew up the Tower, and burnt the Town, there being nonoffibiltty of relieving 
it if befieged. This done, he fortified Gallegos, and then marching to Albergaria liyed Sfcge to 
it. He had but 4Pieces of Cannon, the 2 biggeft of which burft at the beginning of the Batte¬ 
ry ; yet he brought the other two nearer to the Wall, arid having made a Breach, the Garrifon 
Capitulated, and delivered the Place upon honourable Conditions.' Hence he removed, and 
by Force took Soto and Quadra fa , both which he hurnt, overthrowing all the Works ahout 
them. In thefe three laft Towns were taken from the Enemy,' above 20000 bulhel of Corn, 
and 20 Horfes, and all the Mountain Gata with the Country abobt; were cleared bf Enemies, 
for Albergaria and thofe other Towns, kept all that Country in atoe, fo that there was no 
Traffick, nor Security in any part. ' /?"" r _

This lalted 
till Noon, when the Rivulets that fall from the Mountain of Gibraltar fwelled fo high' that they 
filled the HoUfes in thole Streets near them; ^nd thofe Waters meeting with the Flood, iffuing 
from Guadalmedina, which comes from the Hills of Qafavermefa and Zambra, broke down the 
wooden Bridge oppofite to the new Gate, carrying it away, till it ftucka crols the great Arch of 
the Stone Bridge, over again!! the Monafte yol S. Dominick. That being a ftop to the paf- 
frfge of the Waters, they bore down the Biidge with its Towers, and carried all away to the 
Sea, which at that time ran in Mountains, calling up its broken Waves to the Clouds. The 
Inundation bore away all the Houfes from the Orchards of the 13 Croffes, as far as the Slaugter- 
hoiife Gate, fcarce leaving any Monuments that thCre had been Buildings there. It alfo bore 
down the .Wall at the new Gate, and broke into the City, filling feveral Streets, and finding no 
way out, itill rofe, drowning fome Quarters of the City, and in S. John's Street, came

3000 fo lhaken, that they threatned Ruine, above 2000 Per¬ 
fons , loft, and the whole Dammage was computed at, above 3 Millions.

Queen Cbriftim of Sweden, whorelkfedat Rome, having abdicated that Kingdom, hearing 
of the Death of her GoufinKing Charles 4 dolpbus, returned to Sweden, a/id made a folernn En¬ 
try into Stockholm, where complaining, that s her Penfion of 200000 Rixdollers was not duly 
paid her, it was agreed in the Dyet, She Ihould have, lyoooo paid every Year, provided 
She retired to fome part of the Kingdom* or elfe to Rome, where She was before. Such was 
the hatred conceived againft her, for embracing the Catholick Religion.

Servants killed byfomeof the PopeV Guards' by his* Wife’s Coach-fide, complained to the 
Kina his Matter of this Affront 1 , who fo highly refented it, dpt the Pope was forced to give 
him all the Satisfaction he could demand; In Denmark a Cdnffhracy Was difcov?red againft 
that King, for which feme PetTons fettered death, and others fled.

This Year not being remarkable for any A&ion at home, becaufe the War with Portugal 
wdsfor the moft part defenfive, and nothing confiderable hapned therein, it will not be amifi 
to make it up with fomethingnot afttigdther foreign, that is, theSuccefsof the Wars betwixt 
‘ the Emperor and' the Turks. I account this Relation not fo much from our purpofe, in re- 
gard it belongs tothe Houfe of AuPhia, and alfo tlfcc King Philip fent confiderable Supplies in fa-

War be- . ifopoWtheEmperor on the $th of January gavC Audience to the Ambaffador, of the Moft 
twixt the Chriftian King tothe Diet of Raiisbon, where his Imperial Majefty dien was, and the next 
Emperor day heard the Pontifical Mali, and performed his Devotions to beg of God the Wton of 
*"‘Y hc Chriftian Princes, and Succels bf£their Amis againft the‘M;. It appeared Almighty God 
heald his Prayers, for that very Day he obtained a compleac Viftofy over his Enemies, under 
the Conduft of the Noble Count String Who after a Peace was concluded betwixt the Two 
Empires, was unfortunately killed by a Boar in Hunting. The Count joining his Forces with 
Count Hohenloe marched out of Croatia with 12060 Horfe and Foot, and lay dole in ambum 
iff the Mountain, for a Convoy of Prtivifions and Ammunition that was going to Newbaufel , 
guarded by 10000 Turks. He fell upon thenifo fuccefsfully, that he killed 4000, took 2000 
Prifoners, and carried away the Convoy to his own Caftlc of Serin. Not above 60 Chriftians 
were loft in this great Action. For this and other his good Serviced, hfs Imperial Majefty de¬ 
clared Count Serini Generaliflimo of all his Forces in Hungaryi He not enduring to be idle, 
tho’ never To Ihort a time, on the 18 th of January marched again with 20000Hoffe and Foot, 
paffed the Drave upon the Ice, making himlelf Matter of feveral of the leffer Strong Holds, 
and burning and bringing under Contribution a-great number of Villages* On the 28th of the 
Motith he came before Sigetb, and leavingCount Hobtnloe with his Trcops to befiege it, 
marched on himfelf to the Bridge of Ejjtck : To reduce the Caftle'at the Foot of it, he lent 
Colonel Sirjrats with 3000 Croats and 2000 Dragoons. He meeting 6000 TurktJIs Horfe and 
Foot, overdrew them, killing 1800. The Fort immediately furrertdred, and that Wonderful 
Bridge was broke dowri, which would oblige the Turk! to fetch, a comjpls of 80 Leagues to 
relieve their Gan ilons on this fide the Priw. This done,y the Colonel^eturocd tp Count 
Serini L who fent a Summons to the Governonr of Five-Churches , and he tittered to deliver up 
one of the Gates: But coo Men approaching to take polfeiflbn of it, he cauled fuch Volleys of 
great and fmall Shot to be poured upon them, that above 260 were killed or wounded. This 
lb irritated the General and all his Army, that they unanimoufly gave a general Aflault to the 
Town •, and tho’ it was valiantly defended by the Turks, entred it by force, putting all to the 
Sword, except 2 coo Women and Children,' laved by the Gdnerah The. Soldiers had the 
Plunder of the Place for three days, all the Booty being valued at abcive 2 millions of Ducats, 
for that there was found 2200 Horfe, a great quantity of PrOvifioris and Ammunitioft^and 
abundance of Cloth laid in to death the Tiirkijh Army, infomuch that after the Count’s 
Army was plentifully furniftied, there remained $90 Waggon-Loads. TheCoutlt, hd, longer 
able to keep the Field, by realbn of the Extremity of the Weather, fet fire to the City, but 
left 1000 Men, with Provifions for y Months irt the Citadel, and then marched to Sigttb, 
where joining Count Hohnloe, he returned laden With Booty to Croatia. This Expedition fo 
fenfibly touched the Ottoman Emperour, that he vowed the next Campagne to invade Hun¬ 
gary with 2 c 000 o Men, and to demolilh the Cattle’of Serin fo as no Memory of it fhould re¬ 
main ; befides, he ottered great Rewards to any that fhould deliver the Count k> him dead or 

aH fiaron Sostches, General of Silefia, at the fame time demolifhed feveral Forts of tUq.Enemy, 
burnt many Villages, and took by A^ult theftrong Fortrefsdf Neutra, ft* that dfe.Infidels 
had nothing left them from Nebbattfel toC anifa.

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Firft went the King's Trumpets and Kettledrums, then the Town Muftcfc, then 16 'Algua- 
xdles of their Liberty, and after them, fome of the Spanifl) and Swifs Guaids, with tlieir'Lieu¬ 
tenants. At a Imall diftance followed the orderly Troop of Noblemen and Gentlemen be¬ 
longing to the Court, and the Captains of the Guards. Next them were the Four Mace- 
bearers with fhort Roman Crimfon Coats and Gilt Maces on their Ihoulders: Theft came 
the Regidores, and next them the Kings at Arms with their Embroidered Coats, and laftly 
the Corregidor and Duke of Medina on the right Hand carrying the Standard. In this man¬ 
ner they came to the grand Market Place, which cho large, was then too little to contain 
the Multitude : In the midft of it was railed a Scaffold ..covered with rich Carpets, about 5 
or 6 Foot high, 30 in length and 20 inbreadth, with a Staire-cale 11 Foot wide and Railed.- 
The Duke and Corregidor, the Secretaries and the 4 Kings at Armes on both fides of them, 
facing the Windows where the Kings ufe to fee publick Spectacles; thep the eldeft King at 
Arms, who was then D. John de Mendoza with a loud Voice Three times Cried, Silence, fi- 
lence, filence, Hear, hear, hear. Then the Duke alfo with a loud Voice, laid Three times. 
Cafiile, Cafiile, Caftile, for the Catholick King Charles II, of the Name, whom Godprefervp 
The Multitude unanimoufly fhouted, Let him Live, let him Live, let him Live.

The Duke came to the Kings Appartment with A 
great Retinue, and there Knighted the King, girt on his Sword and kilted his Hand. Up¬ 
on the ffchtif the Month the Dukeof Caraw* as eldeft Knight of the Golden Fleece, Suift- 
moned the other KnSghts to meet in the Queen’s Apartment.

All 
the principal Inhabitants of Toledo , knowing his defign, went out in Mourning to meet 
him, and the Clergy in Procedion, and being come to his prefence, Proftrate on the ground, 
begged Paidon. Their intreaties were of no force, for he perfifted' ^flexible. God Al¬ 
mighty in an unexpected manner, put a flop to the evil that was feared, for the chief of the 
IMoors their Paflion being over, confidered, if the King tiled any feverity on their account, it 
might after his days turn to their lluin, wentout of the City, and meeting the King* begged 
TheMcorr he would forgive the Queen, and Archbifhop, fo they might for the future, be lecured in 
beg for their Poilcflions. This reqiieft, made by the Infidels, was fo fnrprmng, that he not only par- 
thcQuecn t h 0 fe they bc '.gtd for, but promifed that he would ever remember that day , and 

f n '» uxh ' be favourable to them for the Love they had fhown him. All the City rejoiced, and it was 
blfhup ‘ ordained, that the Memory of this day, being the 2+ of January, (hould be for ever prefer¬ 
red making it a Fcftival under the Name of Our Lady of Peace. 

ThePones It was laid above that Richard Abbot of Marjeilics, was fent by Pope Gregory VII. as his Le- 
Leg m his syitc iiuoSM/w, and that in a Synod held at Burgos, he had EftabUKed the Roman Ceremonies, 
unii.it and form of Prayer. This Legate abufed his Power, committing many infolencies, without

Upon thefe two Motives the Archbifhop vefolved to go to/Jowe,but before his departure,with 
the King’s Approbation, he gathered a Synod of Bilhops, and Confccrated the Cathedral of 
Toledo , under the Invocation of St. Mary, St. Peter, St. Paul , St. Stephen, and the Holy-Crofs.

duced. Mixtiarabes,who Hill ufe that Maflal and Breviary This name of M ixtiarabes, corruptly Mopa- 
rabes, was given to the Chriftians, that in the time of the Moors, lived under their Govern¬ 
ment’ and mixed with the Infidels. All the new Churches in Toledo, were ordered to fay 
Mafs,according to thcRoman Liturgy. This debate being ended, the City began to flourilh, 
beautiful new Buildings were eretted, many of the Moors went away, and their places were 
filled by Chriltian inhabitants, to whom were granted Priviledges and Immunities, as appears 
Svnod Vt by the Royal Charters, Hill preferved among the Records of Toledo. In the Year 1091. 
Leo-. Bernard the Primate, who Itudyed nothing but the publick good, gathered a Synod at Leon, 
at which was p; elent Cardinal Raynerius, the Pope’s Legate, who fucceeded Richard the Cardi¬ 
nal. Many Decrees were here made for Reformation of the Clergy, at that time grown ve¬ 
ry corrupt. It was alfo ordained, that for the future, in all publick Writings the Gotbiek 
Charatter (hould be no longer ufed, but inllead of it the French. 

It will not be amifs in this place briefly to fliow how the Archbiihops of Toledo, came firft 
A.xT)bi- C to be Primates and Metropolitans of all Spain. Some will deduce it from the time of the 
Ihopsof A pottles, and pretend, that S. F.ugenius the Martyr came to Spain, and was the firft Arch- 
T oledo bifliop of Toledo, but we have only the Authority of Modern Authors for it. By the Ancient 
came to be Councils it appears, that their Authority is not folong a Handing, fince they lign not to any 
mat 1>r f' of them, in tlie firtt P lacc - Tliere were formerl y in s t ain 5 Archbilhopricks, vin.Tarragona, 
an sp°i„ Braga, Merida, Sevil, and Toledo, and none of thefe acknowledged any Superior but the 
Pope,and each took place in Councils according to the Seniority of his Confecration. Now 
the Goths, who at firft poflefled themfelves of the Kingdom of Toledo, having fubdued all 0- 
thcr Barbarous Nations in Spain, and made themfelves Mailers of the whole Country, hence 
this City being the Court of thofe Kings, began to afliime a Superiority over all the reft, 
lids Authority took its firft force in the Seventh Council of Toledo t which ordained, that all 
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the Neighbouring Bilhops, Ihould in their turns, being called by him their Primate, r epair to 
that City and there attend on the King and Archbilhop for thcfpuccot a Momli. The 
Archbiihops Superiority being thus far clbiblifhed, was much advanced m the twdftli Council 
of thatCity which decreed that the Election of ail the Bilhops in Spam, fliould be confirm# 
by him of Toledo, as had till then been done by the_ King. From that tmw forwards, 
all the other Bilhops allowed him precedence, and he ligned firft to the Ads or Councils. 
This was all the Priviledge thofe Prelates then injoy’d above others. When Spam had fallen un¬ 
der the flavery of the Moors,for a long time that City had no Bilhops. At length when it was 
recovered by the Chriftians, the Archbiihops were not only rcftorcd to their for mer Dignity, 
but made Primates of all Spain. Pope Vrban the Second, was the (lift that gave them this Pre¬ 
rogative and it was afterwards confirmed by .Pafqualis Gelafius, Fhmnius CeUJhims Innocent , 
Lucius Eugenius Ill. Adrian IV. Alexander III. Vrban III. I lonorms\\\. Gregory IX. and 
many others whofe Bulls are preferved to this day, among the Records of the Cathedral of 
Toledo. Many Archbiihops have had their Crofs carrycd before them, throughout all parts 
of Spriin yet at feveral times have met with fome Oppolitiou. At prefent. they exert ife no 
Jurifdidion over the other Provinces, but only enjoy the Title, and have Precedence. 

It wmfaid above, that King Alonfo had two Wives, Agnes, and Conjlancc, by the latter, 
lie had tjlte-Princefs Vrraca. Conjlancc dy’d, after the taking of Toledo, and at the fame time, 
her Sifterfih-Law D. Elvira, the King’s Siller ; fhe was bury’d at Leon, with her Sifter D. 
Vrrm. 'i After the death of Conjlancc, the King Marry’d the Daughter of Bmabit the Moor///) 
King of Sevil, lhe being converted, and changing her name of Zaida lor that of M ary, or, as 
others will have it, Elizabeth. Of her was born D. Sancbo, a Prince of great hopes had he 
lived. The King after this Marry’d a Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth time, with Berta of 7 ufca- 
ny Elizabeth of France , and Beatrix, whofe Birth is nor. known. By Elizabeth, he had two 
Daughters, Sancha Marry’d to Earl Roderick, and Elvira Wife to Roger King of Sicily. King 
Alonfo had belides, by a Miftrifs called Ximcna, two Daughters, Elvira Mavryed to Raymimd 
Earl of Touloufe , and Terefa , Wife of Henry of Lorrain. D. Vrraca the King’s cldeft Daugh¬ 
ter was Marry’d to Raymund, Brother to the Earl of Burgundy, they had lllne firft D. Sancha , 
and then D. Alonfo, who for the many Kingdoms he United, was called the Emperor. 1 hus 
much is Col letted out of very Grave Authors, yet Pelagias Bifliop of Oviedo, who lived about 
that time, and in the Very dole of bis Hiftory fays. King Alonfo had but live Wives, and that 
Zaida, the Daughter of the Moorifh King, was his Concubine.

Ihip was not lafting, and their differences increafing,they came to a Battle, in which the King 
was defeated, and killed by one Abdalla.

This being 
Sr kliwn in the Gitfand Camp,the Belieg’d took heart, and the Befiegers for fear c i what might 
comes out bapnen were forc’d to quit their Enterprize and depart. fofepb was fo fucceislul he entred 
of 4>id. Sc ^f u ^ hfre he Beheaded Hali , then Cordova was furrendred to him, and foon after, all that 
th* Moorx held in Spain was brought under his Dominion, either by force, or their own 
voluntary fubmiffion, thofe that were fubjeft to the Chriftians revolting from them. King 
Alonfo thought not this a time to be idle, when the Moorx of Afrtck were joyned with thofe 
of Spain, and therefore refolved to be before-hand with them. To this purpofe he made aH 
neceflary Preparations, gathering Arms, Horfes, Provifions and Money. Not only the Lai- 
ty but the Clergy were obliged to take up Arms, old and new Soldiers railed, and Supplies 
Strangers follicited from abroad. Many Strangers moved by the great danger Spam was in, and defi- 
come to ring to ferve in that War,came over,efpecially out of France. Among thefe ^mt<K^ Earl 
lerve a- G f Burgundy, and his Kinfman Henry, who was Born at Be fart yon, was of the Houfe of 
gainft the Lorra J and , n pr0 cefs of time, the Founder of the Kingdom of Portugal. Befides thefe, 
Moors there came Raymund, Earl of Touloufe. With them came a good number of Brave and Ex¬ 
perienced French Soldiers. D. Sambo, King of Aragon, was not wanting he tho’ very ancient, 
vet had the Vivacity and Courage of Youth, and was an excellent Commander , having 
gain d Experience in the continual Wars he had with the Moors. All thefe Forces made up 
fo great an P Army, that they refolved to invade the Enemies Country. They entred Ando- 
luua plundring and wafting all where-ever they came. It was no time for the Moorsto > be 
idle , both Armies came in light of one another, near a Town called Alagueto, but fofepb 
finding himfelf inferior to the Chriftians Ihunn’d fighting. His retreat wasmorelike to 
a difordcrly Flight, for he loft great part of the Baggage, King Alonfo thought it better 
to content himfelf with the Honour gained, than to tempt Fortune * befides that Ins Army, 
being compofed offo many different Nations could not ong liold together Thus he return¬ 
ed home, his Army loaded with Spoils, and pleafed with their Succefs After this for feme 
time, the Almoravides attempted nothing farther, for Jofepb was forced to repair to Afrtck, 
to fetle his new acquired .Kingdom. Mean while. King Alonfo flept not, expefhng the War 
would foon break out again. Therefore he refolved to ftrengthen himfelf with frelh Allies

* the Line of this Prince above 400 Years. Raymund, of Burgundy, had the Government of 
Galicia, with the Title of Earl, then ufually given to the Governors of Provinces yet the 
belt of his Portion, was the hopes of fucceeding in the Throne, if Sancha, the King s Son 
dy’d. The Earl of Touloufe, received his Portion in Money and Jewels, but no Lands in 
Spain becaufe he refolved to return to France , where he had large Poffeffions of his own. 
There are Authors, who write, that the City of Lisbon was taken by King Alonfo, in the 
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Year 100a. but this is doubtful, for it was often taken from the Moors, and- loft again till ‘093. 
fome time after this, it was gain’d by the Chriftians, and has ever ftnee remained m their 
hands. Much'about this time began the Holy-War m the Eaft, carried ^ 
the Chriftian Princes, for recovery of the Holy-Land. Peter, a Hermit, who Travel d in- TheHoly- 
S PaUp^ll the firft Promoter of it, for he making his Obfervations there, difcourftd Warrm 
Simon Bilhop of Yer«/h/em,about it,and having receivedLettersfrom him,moved the fame thing the Eaft. 
to the Pop? Vrban who then fate in S. /Ws-Chair ordered a Council of Bdhopstomeet 
at Clermont in France, to promote the carrying on of this War, and the mean while, by bis 
Legates ftirred up all the Princes of Cbriflendom to (hare in fo Glorious an Undertaking. 

His Endeavours prov’d fo fuccefsful, that all Countries founded of nothing but Warlike 
Preparations, moll Princes aimed to fignalize themfelves, by (howmg their Zeal in fo Pious 
a War and Thoufands of private Perfons voluntarily Enrolled themfelves to ferve upon their 
own coft. But we mult not ftray too far into Affairs fo Foieign. Let us return to what 
hap’ned in Spain.

I N the Year 1094. was Born D. Alonfo, Son to Henry of Lorrain mA his Wife Terefa, ,o 94 
who by his Valour made the Name of Portugal famous, extended his Dominions, and was Birth of 
the firft of thofe Princes that affumed the Title of King, which he Kio^of 

the Kings ofCrfftift.The fameYear was unhappy for the unfortunate death of D - Sa ™ ho *• K‘ n S Portugal. 
of Aragon, who merited the efteem of his Subjefts, not only for having governed and mam- Jj, 
tained his Kinedom as well as any of his Anceftors, but for enlarging and extending its Li- Kmgof 
S!ts. d h He waf tKft that came down from the high Mountains 

maintained themfelves by the natural ftrength of thofe Places, into the Plains, where he 
took many Cities and .Towns. He had continual Wars with the Moori/b Kings of Sala f “ er , 
ZidTZmn, Batbaflro y and Fraga, and obliged them to pay hmr Tribute. Then after a 
lone and tedious Siege, took Bctrbaflro, a Noble City on the Banks of the River Vero , in a de^ 
liphr.fnl Country Tho’the ftrength of the Walls was great, yet the Kings conftancy Hisaftions 
andindefatiS Labour of his Men, overcame all Difficulties-, fo that it was entred by a B amftth C 
Affault and 8 piundered. From that tirhe Barbaftro was annexed to the Biffioprick of Rhoda. «« » 

At this’siege ^rwc^iWrf, Earl of Vrgel, was {lain, and thence called Amengaud of Barbaftro 
He be ne the King’s Father-in-law, and* Father to his Queen Feltca, his death was revenged 
with aveat (laughter of the Townfmen. Bolea , a Town on the Bordersi o [Navarre upon 
the lUver Cinga, after a long refiftance, was taken from the.Moorr. So alfoMoHfOH, aftrong 
Town in that Territory, with many other Towns and Caftles too tedious to rehearte. 

'Ellela then a-fin all Town in - Navarre , now a famous City, was built at this time. King 
Sancho having a defign upon Zaragopa, raifed a Cattle- called Cafteliar, five Leagues beyond 
that City on the Batiks of the River Ebro, to bridle the Moorx, and wafte the Coun¬ 
try -about’* in which, that Garrifon was fo {uccefsful, that the City wasoften reduced to fuch

They that came from 
Chriftians Valencia brought with them the Body of Roderick Diaz., which was Bury’d with great Mag¬ 
nificence’ in the Monaftcry of S. Peter of Cardena, near Burgos, K. Alonfo, and Roderick Dmjc’s 
two Sons-in-law being prefent. Many look upon moft of this Relation as Fabulous \ and I 
write more than I believe,becaufe I would not wholly omit what others affirm. In the Church 
of S. Peter of Gardena, are to be feen five Tombs, that of Roderick Diaz., that of his Wife, 
and thofe of his Son and Daughters.

D Garcia Earl of Cabra, was Tutor to D. Sancboj King Alonfo ’s Son, and the Heir Ap- 
. parent of the Crown, but Death fnatched him away, and with him, the great hopes 
had been conceived of his Virtues. Halt , Succeffor to Jofepb, defiring to Commence his Reigh 
with fome memorable Adtion, paffed ovet into Spain with a powerful Army, and having efl- 
creafed it there, entred the Kingdom of Toledo, wafting all the Country till he came in fight 
of the City. King Alonfo, by reafon of his great Age and Sicknefs, could not go out in Per¬ 
fon to oppofe him. He gave the command of his Army to the Earl D. Garcid, and for the 
greater Honour, fent his Son D. Sancbo, tho* very young, with him. Near Teles, the two 
Armies met and engaged. In the heat of the Fight, the Prince was ftruck down, D. Gar*

The Wars of Majorca, WZaragoca. The Schifm of Burdinus Peace Concluded 
betwixt the Crowns of Caftile, and Aragou. The Original of the Kjngdom of 
Portugal. 

r- «- X X THilft what was faid in thelaftChapter hap’ned in Cajlile, the Mom of Majorcajnd Za - 
<Ej£« \\ ragofa, were befet by the Power of feveral Nations, Confpirmg againft them Git- 
and bat Earl of Provence , and Aimillan in France dying, his Dominions fell to his only Daugh- 
tiragtcA. ter C allcd Dulcis. Raymund Berengarius Earl of Barcelona, Husband to the laid Dulcis, n 
Prince Powerful, as well in his own Dominions, as the great Addition of his Wife s, refolv’d 
with the United Forces of his Subjefts, to poffefs himfelf of the Iflands of Majorca and Minor¬ 
ca from whence the Moors infeltcdthe Coaft of Spain and France. It was requifite to gather 
a great Fleet. He got together all he could of his own, which was the beginning of the grea£ 
Power the Catalonians had afterwards by Sea. But his Fleet not being fufficient for this un¬ 
dertaking, he went himfelf to Genoa and Pifa, Cities at that time Powerful by Sea, and pre¬ 
vailed with thofe People to joyn with him in the Expedition. At the time appointed the 
SvnThc Catalonians and Genoefes joyned, and paired over to the Iflands. The War proved tedious 
S ta and difficult, for the Moors mildoubting their own ftrength, would not hazard a Battle, but 
taking up all the Provifions in the Country, kept the pafles of the Mountains, and Fortified 
themtelves in the Towns and Caftles. The refolution of the Chnftians overcame all difficul¬ 
ties and the chief City of Majorca, was taken by Aflault, m the Year of our Lord my. 
Here dyed Rahnund Bilhop of Barcelona , to whom fucceeded Oldegarius , who foon after 
was Tranflated to the Arcbbilhoprick of Tarragona. After the taking of the City, the reft 
feemed eafie when onafuddenNews was brought that the Moors, Landing on the Coaft of Barce¬ 
lona had ftruck a general Terror into all the Country, and befieged the City. The Earl 
was forced to go over to the Continent, leaving the Genoefes charge to fecure the Iflands. At 
his firlt approach the Infidels raifed the Siege, he purfued, and overthrew them near Morto- 
rel This A ftion was Tumultuary, and diforderly, the Battles not being formed. Two 
Accidents concurred to leffen the joy ofthisViaory. One was that the Genoefes Bribed by the 
Moors went away, and quitted the Iflands, as the Writers of Catalonia affirm, for in theHi- 
ftories of Genoa, there is no mention of this Expedition. The other was the lofs of the City 
Carcaljone in France. Atbo, as was faid before, poffefs’d himfelf of that City, and ruling 
loll and Tyrannically, was expelled by the Citizens, who returned to their Lawful Sovereign, the 
recovered Earl of Barcelona. With the afiiftance of William Earl of Poitiers, Atho recovered the City, 
by lhe , Roger Athoh Eldeft Son, caufed all the Townfmen to deliver their Arms , and that done,or- 
b ai1 ^ ; dcred them to be put to the Sword. Many thatefcaped, fled to Barcelona. At their in- 
ftance, the Ear i R aimund Arnaud Berengarius entred France with an Army. Some Religious 
Perfons interpofing,the matter was adjufted in this manner.

Lent out two great Squadrons: One Commanded by Admiral Pen , and confiftine of 4.0 
Sail, fteered away to the Ocean, upon Pretence of fuppreffing of Py rates. The other of 
3 ° Sail under Blake went for the Streights. That Squadron under Pen being come to Barba 
does, met there $0 Sail of French and Dutch, all which he took. Then joining 20 of thole 
Ships to his own Fleet, he put to Sea again, none being able to guefs at His Defign Upon 
the 23th of April this Fleet appeared before the Port of Santo Dominyo in the Eland 

H/fpaniola , at whofe light D. Bernards de Menefes Earl of Penalva, Governor and Rn ft h '~ 
Captain General of the Ifland, gave the Alarm, and gathered all the Forces. Perceiving Sj/ 
the Fleet to divide it fe!f into, two Squadrons, One plying to Windward, and the other 
failing to the Leeward, hefent .a Company to Xaina, where they might land, and fome 
Foot with Cannon and Ammunition to the Caftle of S. Hierome. And feeing the Squadron 
to the Leeward make the Land, he feitta Reinforcement to Xaina, and threw up fome 
Trenches. He alfofent 50 Men to Caucedo, which lay to Windward, and where there w.r- 
° n, y a Creek to land, all the reft of the Coaft being high and rocky. Upon Sunday the 
2 fth of April, the Enemy landed 600 Men on the fide of Nifao, 10 Leagues from the City» 
therefore Orders were font to Captain Damian del Cafiillo Who was at Xaina with what 
Forces he could, to hinder the Approach of the Enemy, laying Ambufhes and cutting them 
oft. Collonel John Mo fa was commanded to focond Cafiillo, and to endeavour to take 
fome Prifoner, of whom they might have Intelligence. Both thefe Commanders obeyed 
their Orders, leaving Captain Alonfo Garavito at Xhina, where the Enemy landed another 
Regiment of Foot, which joining thofe before alhore made up above 7000 Men, who all 
giving one Volley marched towards the City then lengthened by fopplies come from fo- 
vera! Places. A Prifoner taken gave an account that Fleet was font by Oliver Cromwell and 
brought betwixt 8 and 10000.Men tofubdue that Ifland, and thence topaisover to Jamaica 
Cuba, Cartagena and other Places, He further faid the Fleet would not enter the Port till the 
Englijh Colours were fot upon the Walls, for fear of thenew Platform of 6 Pieces of Cannon 
All things being difpofed for the Defence of the City, 200 Men were font towards Xaina , to 
cut off the Enemy in Ambufcades; but they not appearing, our Men retired to the Walls 
next the Plain. Frefh Advice being brought of the Approach of the Englijh, , 5 o of our 
Foot lay clofe about the foot of the Mountain, which is very rough and uncouth Thefe be¬ 
haved themfelves fo well that they obliged all the Enemies Army to Retire, becaufothey 
luftamed great lofs from the Fort S. Hierome, Elmatadero , Fort Grande, and the Wall, all which 
commanded the Plain. The Englijh retired to the mouth of Xaina, leaving behind them Provifi. 
on. Ammunition and Arms. Next day all the Fleet cante up, and Cannonaded the City 
and Caftle, and 14 of them came to an Anchor at Trajuia, whence they continued their 
Fire againft the City i but they received fo much harm from thence, that they were glad 
to ftand out again. On the 20th of Aprill 300 of our Men went abroad to difcover and 
laid feveral Ambufhes, then Advice being brought by a Spie that the Enemy advanced, 
they were lb hotly/ received, that they were again driven back to Xiana. On the rth of 
May the Enemy marched the way of Efperilla , and falling into one of our Ambufcades, 
loft 800 Men, and retired, leaving behind their Arms, Baggage, Colours, foaling Ladders 
and Drums. Flaying loft many Men, and many more wounded, on the 1 4th of May the 
whole Fleet failed away, and our People went to give God Thanks for their Deliverance. 

Our Council of the Indies fpent the time in debating how to oppofe this Squadron and c i • 
daily font out Veflels to get Intelligence of their Defigns, who brought no other Account 
but what their own Fear foggefted. One of thefe belonging to the Count de Molina return- 
ing to Cadiz., took a Moorijh Setie with 40 Men in her, and brought her in. Another of 
the Duke of Medina Celi made up to a French Ship, who believing foe came to Trade 
fuffered the Men to come aboard, and they prefontly made themfelves Mafters of the Ship* 
which was valued at 20000 Ducats. The Royal Galley being bound for Cm w«,no load 
powder, by the way took a Turkijh Man of War, and brought him into that Port. Mean 
while the City of Sevil upon its own Chaise in the (pace of 40 days fitted out a Fleet of 28 
Sail, carrying 3 id Brafs Guns, and 512 of Iron, and 6228 Men as well Mariners as Land 
Soldiers, including Voluntiers. D. Paul Contreras was Admiral, who fot fail on the 1 cth of 
Augnfi, to ieenre our Plate Fleet. On the 25th they difeovered the Englijli Fleet confiding 
of 25 Sail, who were to the Windward, and after plying in fight for fome time, flood away 
to the Northward. The Galleons being 8 in number,thinking the Englijh had been gone off the 
Coaft, adventured towards Cadiz, ; but were met by Captain Stainer with 7 Ships, who took 
2 of them, funk 2, forced 2 afoore and and the other 2 got into the Harbour/ His Ma- .n/ 01 / 
jefty offended at the Treachery of the Englijh, who under colour of Friendfoip , Invaded ddhoyed " 
our Plantations and lay in wait for oar Plate, gave Orders for making Reprisals upon the 
Goods of the Englijk 

Amaro Diaz, a Portagues by Extraction, but Born at Ceuta, fled to T«nez>, where he re¬ 
nounced the Chriftian Religion and became a Mahometan. This done he turned Pyrate, and 
had the Command of a Frigat with 50 Men. He commonly put up Sp.mijh Colours when 
he difeovered any Ship, which if too ftrong for him he fled, if inferior he took. Among 
Portuguefes he feigned himfolf a Catalonian, to the Catalonians owned himfoif a Vortugues. 

To 
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Tothe EM, Italian*, Dutch and Flemmings he find he was a Caftillian, and to, them, that 
he was of' Majorca, and had Colours of all Nations, to put no as Occafionferyed.He fcow- 
red the Coart of Spain under Spanijl, Colours, and going afhoar in the difguife of a Beggar, 
dilcovered where aby People were, then came with his Moots, and earned them away. At 
length he grew to that Degree of Impudence, that on the 18 th of September this Year, he came 
within the Mole of Mafdga, where 16 Dutch Men of War lay at Anchor He went a- 
hoard die Admiral, who was the famous Raster, to whom he feigned himfelf a Merchant of 
Maiorca but as foOn As he got aboard and out again, put up Turkijh Colours, in fcorn to the 
Hollanders A light Friggat was immediately fent out, which loon came up with him, and af¬ 
ter a Difbute of half an hour, took him with 30 Moors , who being brought to Malaga were all 
fold The Renegado was hanged at the Yard-Arm, having full obtained leave to confefs, 

Which he did with great figns of Repentance. Among other things he declared he had taken 
and made Slaves of arooChrirtians, and was then come to Malaga to difeover the Forceofthe 
Dutch and report it in the Ports of Barbary, where it was feared, they would go to demand 
the Dutch that were Captives, without paying their Ranfom. _

having received a Supply of 300 Horfe, and after fome time Jpent, the Befieged furrendred, 
not knowing they had Relief within 2 hours March of them. All Neceifaries being put into 
the Fort and a Garrifon under the Command of Captain Johnde Mira the reft of our Troops 
that Night marched away, and came fafe to Viuue On the 1 othof Oilober, the Enemy again 
Jayd Siege tothe Place, and having given 3 Aflaults, were repulfed with the lofs of 80Men, 
which made them begin to work upon a Rum on the Weft-fide. D. Jofeph de Pirns refolving 
to relieve the Place, got together 1400 Horfe, and 1000 Foot with which Forces he came 
before the Fort at fuch time, as the Enemy having fprung the Mine, aftaulted and carried the 
Cattle, the Garrifon retiring into the Church. The Enemy had polled their Foot to the 
number of 2 too in the advantageous Polls and 800 Horfe in a Plain, furrounded with Moraf- 
fes, and guarded by a Chappel, in which were feme Foot D. Jo fob dePtnos attack- 
ine their Foot drove them from all their Polls, and from the Caftle, making his way to the 
Church. Mean while our Horfe charging that of the French, overthrew and drove them into 
the Town whether the Spaniards puriuing them, moil of the Foot threw down their Arms, 
and took ’Quarters, as did many of the Horfe. About 600 French fled to the Mountain, 
and thence to Borrtda, leaving all their Baggage, and 1500 Men killed or taken On the 
10th of 0 ttober, the Prince of Mnntefarcbo and Collonel John Salamanques, took Las Medas and 
the Tower of Bagur abandoned by the French, who had nailed the Cannon. . ‘ 

D. Jthnof After the Defeat of the French at Berga, and the taking of las Medas and Bagur, with other 
, Places in that mountainous Country, D. John of Aufiria refolved to reduce Solfona. To this 
takes effe(a he cau j e d 2O0O Spanijh Foot to be landed out of the Fleet, which joined with the other 
Forces he had made up 4000 Foot and 2®oo Horfe, wherewith he fat down before Solfona t 
upon Sunday the 26th of November, and prefently fell to work, carrying his Trenches up to 
the Wall During the Siege, which lafted 11 Days, the Townfmen defending themfelves 
with great Refolution, feveral Sallies were made, and pufhed with much Bravery. The Be¬ 
fieged expefted Relief from the Prince of Conti, but the Count de MorenvtUe fent to that Pur- 
pole finding our Forces ftrongly entrenched, marched ofF to the Country of Vrgel, tofecure 
the ’Places the French pofTefled there. D. John of Aufiria fent to fummon the Townfmen, 
who would not give ear to any Conditions, but rather encouraged the French to hold out to 
the laft They feeing all things difpofed for an Affault, on the 7th of December capitulated 
for themfelves, excluding the Townfmen, and marched out accordingly 400 Strong. The 
Town was plundered which enriched our Soldiers, who had Orders not to kill any Catalonian , 
nor touch Churches or Monafteries, but 600 of the Inhabitants who bore Arms, were carried 
away Prifoners to Barcelona. After the taking of the Town, D.Jvhn having put a lufficient 
Garrifon into and given Orders for fortifying of it, marched with the Army to the Plains 
of Urgel, to fight the French Troops under the Count ^ Morenville. ^ . 

On the 7th of December, the Queen was delivered of a Princefs, who was baptized by the 
Patiiarch of the Indies. Shelived only till the 28th of the next Month. 

At Rome on the i8ch of January this Year, the Cardinals having according to Cultom 
Pope^rt-h ear d t h e Mafs of the Holy Gholl, in S.Ptw’s Chappel, went thence to the Vatican, and took 
T r VIL their Cells in the Conclave. That afternoon, before the Colledge was fhut up, it was vifited 
choren. the AmbafTadors of foreign Princes, Barons of Rome , and a great number of Prelates. 
On the 20th of January, the Colledge was fhut up. After much Contention and making ok 
Interefts on the 7th of April Cardinal Guifi was chofen Pope, and called himfelf Alexander 
the 7th Immediately all the Cardinals made their Obeifance to him in the Chappel of the 
Colledge, the fame they did again in the Chappel of Sixtus, and the third time in that of S. Pe¬ 
ter, the new Pope fitting on the left fide of the Altar, whereas others had ufed to fit in the 

middle. .

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D, John of Aufiria having received Orders from his Majefty to go Poll to Flanders with a*X n 
poflible fpeed failed from Barcelona on the 4th of March, with only 2 Galleys and 9 of his Ser- Jt,'Z 
vants. Near Majorca they difeovered 3 Sail, which proved tobeWi, by whom they were hot for 
foclofcly purfued, that they poured feveral Volleys offhiall Shot into them, killing the Mar- 
quefs Serra, and feme other Perfons of Note. At laft a Storm arifing in the Might, parted 
them, and the Galleys drove almoft to the Coaft of Barbary. On the 13 th, they returned to 
the Coaft of Genoa, andD. John taking Poll horfes rid away to Milan. Thenee through Fe- 
nice and Trent, he paired to Infpruch, and crofting Germany, came the firft Day of May to Col. 

U». Here the Prince de Ifmguien Governour of Guelders, the next Province of his Catholick Mi- 
jeftiesDomimons, expected him by Order of the Count de FuenfaULha, with 800 Horfe to at¬ 
tend him, half of them belonging to his Majefty, and the other half to the Prince of Conde. 

The Count de Fuenfaldana met D. John at Ruremond, with mod of the Officers of the Army, 
and near Lovain the Prince of Conde. On the 1 x th of May, D. John encred Brufills, the Burger- 
matters at the Gates prefenting him the Keys; an the 12th, he was Complimented by all the 
Courts of Juftice. 

About the middle of June, D. John fet out of Brujfelst o relieve Valenciennes, and with him Defeat of 
the Prince 01 Conde and I Marquefs of Carapena. The French had already gained the Ditch of tlie French 
the Town,, and a Half Moon, and lay fb fecurely intrenched, that it feemed not practicable at ^An¬ 
tes force their Lines. But the danger the Town was in, and the great Confequence of iofing it 
caufed all Difficulties to be little regarded. On the x 6th of July, the Attack was given with 
foch Succefs, that we forced the Line, making a great Slaughter of the Enemy, taking their 
Baggage, feveral Colours, and many Prifoners of Note, a Lift whereof was fent to Court 
500 of the Enemy were killed, and above 800 wounded. The Marefchal de Turenne with the 
Forces that lay on the other fide, and had not (iiffercd, retired to an advantageous Poll neaf 
Quenoy, whether the difperfed Troops affembled to him, our Army encamping clofe by, ex¬ 
pecting he fhould decamp, as needs he mult very foon for want of Forage, when D. John 
hoped to obtain yet a greater Advantage, than he had done at Valenciennes. D. ALnfo de Car. 
dtnas,, who had been 16 Years in England, with the Character of Ambaffador, was now at 
Frufills, and by his Care and Induftry, the Army wasfupplied with Money and other Necefla- 
ties to take the Field, and fubfift there j for which D. John of Aufiria and the Marquefs of Car a. 
pena returned him due thanks. Tc Deum was fung at Madrid, for the relieving of VaLncknnes 
one of the Conlequences whereof, was the furrender of Conde, a Place of it lelf ftrong and 
more by a Garrifon of 4000 Men, that marched out of it, without the lofs of a Man on our 
fide* About the fame time, certain Troops of ours, defeated 5 Squadrons of the Enemies 
Horfe, and in another place, a Regiment of Lorrainers. 

The Marefehal Turenne retired under the Cannon of Arras, fearce thinking himfelf fecurei 
there, his Army which confifted of 30000 Men at the beginning of the Siege of Valenciennes 
being reduced to only 4000 Foot befides the Horfe. Our Army was at Cambray threatning 
to enter France, that way to draw away Turenne, but things fell not out as was expeCted. Tu. 
renne xv ith 4000 Horfe and fome Foot, drawn out of Garrifons, marched towards S. Venant 
thinking to lurprize that Place. The Governour having timely notice, had drawn to^ 
gether 1:000 Men from other Garrifons for his Security, fothat Turenne having given four Af¬ 
laults, in which he loft 700 Men, and had above 1000 wounded, returned to Arras, leaving 
two Pieces of Cannon behind him. This is what Turenne did after his Retreat from Valencien¬ 
nes. The News of the Surrender of Conde, was joyfully received at Court, it was delivered 
upon the 18 th of Augufi. To the Intent the Garrifon which was above 4000 ftrong, might not 
joyn Turenne ; according to Articles, they were conducted 100 Leagues about. D. John of Au¬ 
firia to profecute his good Fortune, laid Siege to the ftrong Fort of S. Gi/lain, and at the fame 
time the Enemy fate down before laChapelle. It was thought fit to attempt the Relief of it 
and by that means, the one was loft, and the other not taken. Our Army being put into Win* 
ter Quarters, the Province of Flanders confented to the raffing of 2.400000 Florins for the Sup¬ 
port of it that Winter. ^

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To conclude this Year’s Campagne, the Marclchal de Turenne being joined by the Englijh 
Forces, laid (iege to S. tenant, where the Englijh having by main force taken a Half moon, 
the Town foon lurrendered. Hence they removed before Mur dyke, and having by continual 
Battery drove the Defendants out of the Wooden Fort , the Town was delivered' the 
2;d of September upon Dilcredon. The Fort was put into the hands of the Englifh, fome 
French being joined with them. D. John of Auilr.ia confideiing how great a Check that Place 
was upon the Garrilon of Dunkirk, refolved to attempt the recovery of it by Efcalado in the 
Might. On the 22d ol OUober 4000 Englijh, Scots, and IriJIs, with fome Spaniard., Comman¬ 
ded by the Duke of York and Marquels of Carapena, in the dead of Night gave the A haul t, and 
having paffed the Ditch laid their Scaling-Ladders to the Wall; but the Englijh within being 
in a readinefs to receive them, and the Guns from the Fleet fiercely firing being directed by 
a. Torches let upon the Angles of the Fort, the Affailants were repulfcd with great lols. 
Neverthelels, about 4 of the Clock the Alfault was renewned with greater Fury, but no better 
Succefs. Day approaching, they retreated, carrying off the Dead in Carts, fb that the Num¬ 
ber was not known.

Dunkirk The Marefchal de turenne, with the French and Englijh Forces, laid fiege to Dunkirk, which 
taken by extren'mly alarmed D. John of AuHria, confidei ing the great Importance of that Place, and 
the Preach c i ieictore [ ie re folved at any rate to relieve it. Mean while the Enemy carried on their Works 
mi, E ”*' vigoroully, and had advanced their Trenches to the Counterlcarp ol the Place; lo that if the 
’ Relief was delayed, the Place mull of neceflity fall into the hands of the Enemy. D. John 
therefore having drained his Garrifons to make up an Army of 1 yooo Men, marched with 
all poffible fpeed through Fumes, and encamped on the Sandy Hills about a mile and half from 
the Enemy. The English and French Officers having met in Council to confider of removing 
the Spaniards , refolved not to delay it any longer, but give them Battel the next morning. A 
fiifficicnt Force being left to keep in the Befieged, molt of the Englijh were drawn out, and 
joined with the French Horle. D. John kept his Men upon the Defenfive, as having the Ad¬ 
vantage of the Ground ; but the Englijh advanced with all fpeed, thinking to come in to the 
Butt-end of their Mulquets, our Men pouring in their Volleys upon them fo hotly, that thole 
firlt Battalions were forced to make a Halt •, but a Referve of theirs coming up frelh, they 
gained the Hills, and falling to Club-mufquet , put the Spanijh Foot to Hight. The French 
Horfe feeing the Succefs ot the Englijh , gave a Charge upon our Cavalry , who dilheartned 
upon the Flight of their Infantry, took to their Heels, the French furioufly purfuing them. 
Above 1000 of our Men were killed, and 1 yoo taken , befides 800 Officers, all the Ar¬ 
tillery and Baggage. The French refuted to ranfom or exchange the Prifoners, becaufe the 
Number of Officers being fo great, D. John would be at a lofs to recruit his Army. Af¬ 
ter this Victory, the Enemy returned to the Siege of Dunkirk, where the Marquels de Lcde, 
Governour of the Place, making a delperate Sally, was killed with a Mufquet-Ball. The un¬ 
fortunate Death of the Governour lo dilcoursged the Garrilon, that they immediately capi¬ 
tulated, and having obtained the uliial Honourable Conditions, marched out 1000 ftrong, on 
the 23d of June about 700 lick and wounded following them as they recovered. 

This Year was remarkable and fatal for the continual Rains and valt Floods that enf icd, 
< ?. rea [ which deftroyed multitudes of Cattel and many Buildings. At Sea there were prodigious 
Storms, and a great number of Ships cart away. W inter being farther advanced, the Froft 
was fb feverc, it delfroyed all Plants and great numbers of Fruit-Trees. This mighty Frolf 
gaveoccafion to Charles Alonfo, called firlt the Palatine of Deux-ponts, and afterwaids King of 
Sweden, to perform the boldclt A-dfion that ever was attempted by Man This Prince, about 
the end of November, marched his whole Army, in which were y000 Horfe, with all the Artil¬ 
lery and Baggage over the Sea upon Ice,from Jutland in Denmark to the Ifland^/ye»,and thence 
to Langelandt, which.is 8 miles difiant from the other. From Langelandt he marched hill 
over the Ice to Laland, thence to Faljter, and fo to Zeelandt, the greatell Bland of Denmark, 
in which is the Court of that Kingdom at Copenhagen. 

Embaflie In the Spring of this Year came to the Court of Madrid an Ambalfador of the Black King 
fiom a of Arda, a Heathen. The Ambaffador’s Name was Abani •, he was received and entertained 
D hck with all poffible Grandeur, the Defign of his coming being to obtain Preachers for the intro- 
King> ducing the Chriflian Religion into that Kingdom. Twelve Capucins were appointed by the 
King for that Million, and in his Letters to that Prince he promifed if the Faith were once 
fettled in his Dominions, he would eredt Seminaries of that Nation not onfy in India, but in 
Spain alfo, for the Education of the Youth of Arda, who having received Holy Orders ihould 
be lent home to inffrudl the People. 

Mirn . ief v In Catalonia the Maiqucls of Ahrtara, Viceroy and Captain General of that Kingdom, un- 
ofMcrtara derltanding the French had laid liege to the Caftle of Candero marched from with 1800 
attacks Horfe and above 1000 Foot, and encamped not far from Candtron > in fight of the Enemy> 
the Fr tich, U p 0 |i n Hill, The Enemy leeing him, pulhed on their Attacks, and at the fame time in a 
re ' linall Plain drew out 2200 Horle, and about 4000 Foot, leaving enough to fecure their Works. 
pulk “' 7 ohpb de Tapia, Governour of the Caftle, having by Signs given the Viceroy to underftand 
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that he could not hold out above two days, bis Excellency refolved to relieve him. In order 
to it he lent down D James Cavallero , with the bell part of our Forces, to ford the 
River Ter , which runs through the Valley on that part oppofite to the Enemy’s Right Wing. 

Mean while the Viceroy himlelf drew up the reft of his Troops, and marched down on the 
Right oppolice to the Enemy’s Left Wing. D. James took no notice of 30 French that were 
in a Tower that Rood in his way, but palling by it, charged the Enemy with fuch Bravery, 
that he obliged them to fly in great Dilorder. At the lame time D. Marco Alexandra Horn 
fell on upon the other Flank, fo that he gave them no leifure to fiiccour their Wing that 
gave way. D James Hill advancing to the Enemy’s Works, found they kept clofe within 
them, and therefore he fent D. Alexander Morera and D .Alonfo de Filler to diflodge them, 
who executed it, killing a great number, and taking two Pieces of Cannon that battered the 
Caftle. Onr Foot on the Left Wing advanced to the Regiment of Champagne, and put it to 
the rout. D. James Cavallero purfued the flying Enemy, thinking to cut off their Retreat ; 
but tho’ lie took leveral Priloners, be could not compafs his Defign, the Horfe being of little 
life in the Mountain. We bad not above too Men killed and wounded. Of the Enemy a 
great nnmber was killed, and 1600 taken, and among them the Marquels of Montnegre , Ge¬ 
neral of the Iloife, his Brother, 7 Colonels, 80 Captains, feveral Colours, and all the 
Baggage. 

'I his Year a (mall Squadron of Privateers failed from Majorca to the Weftward, under the 
Command of Jaime Llorens. They fcoured all the Mediterranean to tlte Streights of Gibraltar, 
taking feveral Prizes of great Value, and then failing into the Ocean, ran all along the Coaft 
Of Portugal as far as Cape Fimjlerre, alarming all thole Coafts; but meeting with no Booty, 
they returned into the Streights. 

The Duke of S. German had taken Olivenpa from the Portuguefes , who could not relieve it- 
Emamul dc Saldana the Governour marched out with the Garrilon, and was Priloner afterwai ds 
at Lisbon, as not having performed his Duty. After this it was propoled to take Elvas, a City 
; Leagues diftant from BaJajoz., leated on a riling Ground, which is all taken up with it and 
the Citadel, there being no other Hill near it. Its ancient Walls are encloled within new 
ones, lirengthened with Bulwarks, Ditches, Ravelins, and a covered Way; fo that it is ac¬ 
counted one of the ftrongeft Places in Chriftendom. D. Luis de Haro refolved to carry this 
Place by ftarving it. He encamped before it, and took his Quarters near the Conduits that 
carry the Water into the City, which were immediately cut off. The Town was much rtrait- 
ned for want of Provifions, and it was thought might have been taken but that our Officers 
were not unanimous, and envied D. Luis de Haro the Honour of reducing that Fortrels. Dil- 
cord fo prevailed wich them, that they liiffcred the Enemy to relieve the Place, and fo they 
were forced with Dilgrace to quit that Enterprize. 

The Duke of OJjhna. Genei al of the Horfe in Eftremadwa, underftanding that the Enemy Duke of 
gathered Forces about E has to break into his Province, broke in himlelf with yoco Horle Qf«»* 
that way, burning the Country, and driving a great Booty of Cattel. The Enemy ported I n,ke5 . an 
themfelves with a Body of Horfe and Foot on a Hill in the Duke’s way, and he finding it not 
prafticable to attack them there, endeavoured to draw them into the Plain, but could not. ga l. 

This moved the Duke to march another way, the Portuguefes keeping ftill within view, 
whilft he burnt all the Country, and retired without any lofs. The Duke of S. German , upon 
the news of the Enemy’s Preparations at Elvas, refolved to fend the Duke with 2000 Horle 
to make another Incurfion higher into the Country. On the 13th of April he fet forwards, 
and the next day was betwixe Portalegre and Aronches, having all that way burnt the Villages, 
drove the Cattel, and cut down the Corn. To put a ftop to thefe Mifchiefs, the Enemy, 
to the number of 1 yoo Horle and 800 Foot, ported themlelves in an advantageous Ground, 
where it was impoffible to attack them, by reafon of the difficult accefs to them. The Duke 
feeing they did not offer to moleft him, continued his march, and having burnt all for the 
fpace of 22 Leagues, returned with 8oco Head of linall Cattel, 1000 of large, and 300 
Horles and Mules. 

On the ;oth of May the Duke of OJfima marched with 1500 Horfe and 200 Foot, to take 
a ftrong Watch-Tower within half a League of Elvas. Having viewed the Place, he placed 
zoo Horfe in the Road to Campomayor, to hinder the Enemy’s Retreat on that fide, and as 
many more in the way to Elvas. He lay with the reft of the Troops betwixt both Places, 
ready to relieve either. 300 Men were in the Watch-Tower, well provided with all things 
for their defence. Our Troops befet it at the fame time that 3 Regiments of Foot and 
17 Squadrons of Horle, with y Pieces of Cannon, came out of Elvas to relieve thole in the 
Tower. The Duke having drawn up his Horle in the Plain, with his 200 Foot, affiultedthe 
Tower Outworks, and carried them, and then began to undermine the Tower. Mean while 
the Enemy’s Troops polled themfelves among certain old Walls and Olive-Gardens, playing 
their Cannon thence; and the Duke perceiving they could not be drawn to Battel, filed his 
troops off from the Rear and poffefled himlelf of a Port a Mufquet-fhot from them. The com- 
manderof the Tower for fear of being blown up, furrendred upon diferedon. The Tower 
and another ftrong Iloufe were blown up ; which done, the Enemy retired^ and the Duke 
returned with Honour to Budajoz,, 
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Redoubts, came to the place where his Father was almoft dead, but not overcome Thr 
Marquefs feeing him come to his afliftance, laid to him. Charge, and mind notbim T e lfi. He' 
did fo ; and the Marquefs feeing his Men difeouraged, fiid to them, Go to Badaioz and cam 
the News of the Death of your Officers, for it w Satisfaction enough for me to die with them Thefe 
Words fo inflamed the Soldiers, thac they charged again with fuch fury, that they* nut the 
Portuguefes to flight, killing 600 of them, and purfued them in hopes to gain the Batterv 
Here Captain Antony Paniagua was again wounded in the left Arm with a Spear but eave no 
ground, tho’ he loft much Blood. Perceiving the whole Body of the Enemy’s Army comint* 
down upon them, the Spaniards retired to make good the Polls they had gained and the Per 
tuguefe-s enraged to be fo worlled by luch a ftnall Number, gave three Affaults to the Redoubt? 
and were Ihll repulfed with great Slaughter. In this Attempt they loft 1800 Men and the 
Hope:! of taking Badajoz, which now began to think it felf fecure. Of the cJillms 1 cW 
were Killed, and 80 wounded. The Marquefs lived but 10 hours after he received the 
Shot, and was Buried with great Honour. His Regiment was given to his Son, who 
had la bravely Revenged his Death, tho’ he was then but Eighteen Years of Age 
This ill Succefs rather enraged than difeouraged the Portuguefes ; fo they continued their 


tea tint Jiege j nut they leaving a lumcient force to guard their Line on that fide Ouadiana , 
paired the River, which they ought to have done at tu ft. The Siege of Fort S. Christopher 
was orle of the molt remarkable Actions that hapned in the 28 Years War between Cafiilt aid 
Portugal. Having paired the River, the Enemy drew a Line 3 Leagues in length ertclofing 
the Cifty, and worked at it 4 Months, where they confumed above half their Army confift 
ing, a:> has been faid, of 16000 Foot, and zyoo Horle, at the beginning of the Siege This 
Enter j>rize fo alarmed the Kingdom, that it obliged the great Favourite D. Luis de Haro to ex- 
pole h : imlelf to the Danger of the War. During the >iege, the Duke of Ojfana went out to 
have intercepted a Convoy that was coming to the Enemy’s Camp, but being dilcovercd 
retired!, dividing his Horle into leveral Squadrons, that they might take lundry Fords. The 
Portuguefes purified with all their Horfe and Foot, and the Duke’s Guide having milled the 
Ford, he was forced with only 400 Horfe to face the Enemy. In the heat of the A&ion his 
Horfe liink in a Bog, andaltho* almoft ftifled himfelf in the Mire, he mounted another Horle 
and broke the firft Battalion of the Portuguefes, receiving two Thrults, which’pierced his Ar¬ 
mour and Doublet. One of the Enemy’s Soldiers laid hands on him, whom lie killed and 
feeingj himfelf and all his Horfe in danger of being loft, he commanded them to take the River, 
when; 40 of them were drowned. Next night he attacked one of the Enemy’s Quarters killrd 
200 cif them, and brought away 40 Horles. 

Oi l tlte 22d of July the Enemy attacked Fort S. Michael with 6000 Foot fuftained by 
Horle. The Duke of Ojfuna drew out his Horfe, and was ordered with certain Platoons of 
Mufqmeteers to charge the Enemy. D. John Pacheco , Lieutenant General of Horle, led the 
Van, and fell on ; but being over.powered by the Port agues Horle and Foot, was beat back. 

The Duke came on with his Troops, and repulfed the Enemy, giving time to D. John Pacheco 
to rally his Men, and charge again, but was Hill forced to give way to the Multitude. The 
Duke being Hill,at hand in good Order, ffiffered not the Enemy to purlfie our Vanguard 
when broken, but advancing took the Ground where the Enemy had (food, which was 
within Piftol-lhot of the Enemy’s Battalions, wlio fired upon him two hours, killing above 
17 of this Squadron, and above 120 of the others, and yet no Man broke his Rank. In this 
pofture he continued expoled to the Enemy’s Fire, having his Horfe killed under him, till the 
Fort being taken, he was ordered to retire. This Action lafted j hous, with con fide rablelols 
on out fide, and of above 800 of the Enemy, On the 6th of Auguft noo of our Horfe 
broke through the Enemy’s Line between two Forts, the Duke of Ojjuna attacking them in 
the Rear, and the Dukeof S. German in the Front,driving them 6 Leagues as far as Albuquerque, 
where they halted. On the 22d of Auguit the Enemy planted a Battery of 6 Cannon on 
the Hill called Ccrrodel Vientt, where we had a IIali>moon Paiiladcd with Redoubts and Flan¬ 
kers, which would contain 2000 Foot and 1000 Horle. Upon the 24th they began to play 
thofe 6 Pieces, and 2 from Fort S. Michael, and that day threw above 1 yo Bullets, but with¬ 
out doing any confiderable execution. On the 30th they fired upon Fort S. ChtiBopber. , and 
blew up the 'viifls; then they call Bombs into the Quarters of S. Andrew and the Potters. From 
the 10th of October the Fury of their Batteries began to llacken. That very day D. Luis de 
Haro let forward from Merida with 12000 Foot and 4*00 Horle j which the Portuguefes under- Bade kit. 
(landing, drew off fo filently in the Night, that their March could not be difeovered, till relicve^- 
Morning fhowed their Army on the other fide Guadiana, and they encamped under the Can¬ 
non of Campo Mayor on the 14th. The fame day D. Luis de Huto entred Badajoz,. Our Army 
pafled the River, and followed the Enemy to the River C,*yo, which divides Caf/ik and Por¬ 
tugal , and lo held onto Ehas, burning all the Country. 1 he Deience of Badajoz was one of 
the moft Glorious A&ions during the War with Portugal, and in which the DukcoiOJJisna gave 
moil iignal Proofs of his Bravery and Conduct. 
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Amo 1 659. 

The little Spuadron of Majorca mentioned in the foregoing Year, this Spring took $ Eng. 
lift} Ships richly laden from Venice, but in the Fight with them, Jay me Admiral of the 

Privatiers had an Arm taken off by a Cannon Ball, of which he loon after died I at Malaga. 

Two other fmall Squadrons had failed from Majorca to the Eaftward, who lcoured the Coalts 
of Africk and Archipelago, and brought home Prizes. f .

At Vitoria he was nobly Entertained by the Gentry, and above 60 of them with 
their Servants in rich Liveries followed him. At S. Sebafiian he ftaid for the Cardinal, who 
was not vet come. On the 25 th of July the Cardinal came to Bayonne, and on the 28 th to 
s lean de Luz, the lad Town of France, whence he fent a Gentleman to agree with D .Luts 
de Haro about the Ceremony of their Meeting and Conferences. Befides the many Perlons 
of Quality that accompanied the Plenipotentiaries, each King had fent Two able Civihans to 
determine all Matters that fhould be difputable in point oi Law. Sir Henry Be,met Ambaf- 
fador Extraordinary from his Majefty of Great Britain was admitted to the Conference, as 
was alfo Monfieur de Lent a Gentleman fent by the Prince of Conde. The King of Great 
Britain come through France Incognito, and to prevent Sufpition entred Spam by the way oi 
Aragon, whence he came through Navarre to the Conference, and was there attended with 
all the Reipeft due to his Perfon, being Served by the King of Spam s immediate Servants and

iedv. He came to Madrid on the 16th of OBobtr : The end of his Embaffy was, to ask 
the Princefs Mary Terefa in Marriage for the King his Mader. His Reception and Enter¬ 
tainment were greater and more magnificent than any had ever been before. His day was 
fhort, for having obtained what he came to ask, he returned home richly presented, and 
fatisfied with the Succeis of his Negotiation. The Treaty of the Peace went on flowly, but

The manner of its Ringing was, that the Clapper moved, and 
gave 3, or 4,01- 6, even to 10 Stroaks, fometimes more, fbmedmes lefs, on the Eafl-fide, 
and one or two on the Wefl-jide; this by Intervals or Intel million of about half a Minute. 

The ftrokes were Vigorous, as if guided by a flrOng Arm, and laded the fpaceof Two 
hours; many of the Townfmen being Eyewitneffes to it. In that Steeple there are 3 Bells,, 
which hang along one fide of the Wall, in Three Arched Windows. Thar which is to¬ 
wards Zara go pa is the ancient Bell fo much fpoken of bv our Hidoriaiis. Next to it in the mid¬ 
dle hangs another called S. Agatha, Which has been alfo heard to Ring of it felf and next to it 
is the lad 1 now foeak of. Strange and Remarkable accidents have happened after this fort of 
Ringing •, which fometimes have proved unfortunate, and other times.profperous. 

This Year the Knights of Malta took 7 Ships of Argiers and Tune*., of a very great Va¬ 
lue. A mod notable Victory was obtained by the Poles and Brandenburghers, over Charles 
Adolphus, the Palatine of Deuxponts who had lain long at the Siege of Copenhagen, the Me-, 
tropolis of the Kingdom of Denmark. He had 3000 Men killed, befides a great number of 
Officers. The Poles took 1750 Prifoners, 102 Pieces of Cannon," 112 Colours, a great 
quantity of Ammunition, and all the Baggage. Of the Victorious Artriy many were killed 
and wounded* as may be fuppofed in fo great an Action.

meet. Flis Journey wat fixt for the iythof Aprill , and a vad Number of Mules and Carts *° 
was fent from both Catliles, Andaluzia , Aragon and Valencia, for the carrying of all the Bag- prontlft& 
gage of the Court, whereof this was fome fmall part. Twelve Trunks ( lined ahd covered 
with Crimfon Velvet, the Hinges, Bars, Locks and Keys of Silver, in which were 23 whole 
Suits for the Princefs, all extraordinary rich. Twenty other Trunks covered with RitJJi* 

Leather, all the Iron work guilt, filled with a mighty quantity of all forts of fine Linnen. 

Six other Truncks covered with Amber-leather, lined within with Crirtifon Sattin, with 
Hinges Locks and Bars of Gold Enameld : Two of them Pall of Amber Gloves, whisker 
Cafes, Purfes, and other curiofities were for the Duke of Anjou : The other Four carried 
great Riches for the Princefs to bedow among the French Ladies. Fifty Sumptures carried 
the Princeffes drefling Plate, and the red for her ordinary ufo, befides an infinite quantity 
of Perfumes to prefent. Other 2-y Sumptures contained mod exquifite rich Hangings and 
Tapidiy. For her Entrance into Paris there were 18 Sumpture Cloths mod coftly Embroi¬ 
dered with Gold and Silver, and many Liveries for the Men that were to lead the Sumptures. 

For the Fiinceifes ufe in Paris there was carried a Sedan adorned with Silver, wrought in 
the manner of a Flanders Lace. For to give Charity, and qther Gifts ihe had yoooo Pidoles3 
the King had laid afide for his own ufe a greater Sum. 

The 14th of April being come, their Majedies after Vifiting the Church of our Lady of 
Atocha, and that the King had made his will (as is ufual before the Monarchs of Spain un¬ 
dertake any Journey) gave leave for the Ladies of the Court to conic and take their Congo 
of the Princefs: As they came in his Majefty Received them with his Hat In his Hand, 
the Queen and Piincefs Embraced them, and fo they went out at another Door, making 
way for thofe that came after them. Thurfday the 1 jth of April the King and Princefs fee out 
with fucli a numerous Train of Coaches, Horfe litters, and Horfes, that they extended 6 
Leagues before them. Before the King went 8 of the Town Trumpets, doathed in Red 
and Yellow, their Trumpet-cloaths richly Embroidered with the Arms of France and Spam. 

Next followed Four State Coaches and as many Horfe-litters, then Two Coaches withthff 
Gentlemen of the Bedchamber, then feveral other Litters and the State Horfes: Then a 
great number of the Nobility and Gentry, and after them the Grandees, each of whom had 
feveral Coaches, and Gentlemen attending them, and a great number of Servants in rich 
Liveries; of which every one had 3 Suits, one for this Day, another to Travel, and a Third 
for the Wedding Day. Above all, the Duke of Medina de las Torres had 140 Servant*, with 

L eaeh 
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each 1 Suits of Livelies for the 3 Days, befides that, brought him from Naples, which Coft 
40000 Ducats. After thefe were, his Mayflies Pages and other Servants a Horleback, car¬ 
rying rich Portmanteaus of Crimlon Velvet, laced with Gold. Aker them was the King’s 
■Coach, in which was he and the Piincefs, followed by the Ladies, then the Sumpture Mules, 
and next after them 72 long Waggons. His Majefly had in his Journey 18 Hoife-litters, 70 
Coaches of his, and the Nobilities, 2100 Sumpture Mules, 70 State Horles, 12 Pads, too 
Other Mules for Carriage, 500 faddle Mules, 32 long Waggons. Officers werefent before 
to repair the Ways, and others to make the necelfary Provifion at all Places where his 
Majedy was to Bait. He took his Way through Alcala de Henares, Guadalaxara, Hita, Xadra- 
aue , Atienpa, Berlanga, $. Eflevan deGormaz, Aranda and Lnms, where he made lome day 
to fee the Fire works and Bull fead prepared for his Entertainment by the Duke ol that Name. 
Next day he came to Burgos, and daid there till the 30th, that City lending 20000 Ducats 
to Entertain him. Thither alfo came Two Gentlemen, fent by the King ol France to Com¬ 
plement his Majedy, and Acquaint him with the death of John Baptift Gaflon Duke of Orleans 
commonly called in France the Great Uncle, bccaufe he was fo to the mod Chridian King, 
to the Princefs he was going to Marry, to the King of England , the Duke of Savoy, the 
Dutchefles of Bavaria and Parma, and the Princels Dowager of Orange. Upon this News 
his Majedy Commanded the publick Rejoicing to ceafe, the Court to go into Black. On 
Friday the 30th of April he fet forwards from Burgos , arid on the 3d of May came to Vitoria t 
the chief City of the Province Alava : Here he was Royally again Treated, and the City 
Prefented him with 10000 Ducats in Gold. Here another Gentleman met him from the 
Queen Mother of France, defiring him to haden his Journey, for the great defire die had to 
fee him and the Princefs. To be fliort. he puffed through Salinas * Villareal^ Villafranca , 
Tolofa, and on the 1 i th of May came to S. Sebajtian On the 14th, he went to Los Paf- 
fages. Two little Towns upon a Creek that runs into the Bay of Bifcay, where in a rich 
Barge he took a view of all the Men of War that lay in that Place. Upon the 2d of June 
the Princefs Solemnly Renounced all Right and Title to the Crown of Cafisle , upon Oath 
for her felf and her Heirs. D Ferdinand Ruiz de Contreras, Secretary of State, read aloud the 
Form of Renunciation, and the Oath to the new Queen of France, which done, the Bifhop 
of Pamplona took the Holy Golpel, and Prefenting it to the new Queen, fhe took her Oath 
to perform all that had been read by the Secretary.

Then laying her right Hand upon one fide of 
a great Gold Bafbn, D. Luis de Haro laid his Hand on the oppofite Part, and being asked by 
the Bifhop, whether by Virtue of the Com million he had of the mod Chridian King, he 
would in his Name take to Wile the Lady Ter (fa of An(hia, Princefs of Spain, he anfwered 
he would, and taking a Ring of Inedimable Value, ftretched it towards the new Queens 
Hand without touching her, which his Majedy taking up, put upon the 3d Finger of her 
left Hand. After this Ceremony, 7 * Dam was Sung, and all the Cannon Fired. On the 
yth of June the King privately faw his Sider, the Queen Mother of F ranee, and on the 6th, 
both the Kings met in the Houfe on the Ifiand of the River that parts Spain and France. 
In this Congrefs they cedified all poflible Affeflion one to another : Their Majedies being 
Seated, Cardinal Mazarine brought a Mafs Book, on which the King of France took his 
Oath to Oblerve all the Articles of the Peace lately Concluded. The Catholick King did 
the fame, the Patriarch of the IFcfi.Indies holding the Book : This done, all the Company 
voided the Room, and their Majedies remained alone for Four hours.. In the afternoon both 
Kings Rode out along the Banks of the River : After this they lent Prefents to one another 
of inedimable Value. On the 7th, the Two Kings met again in the Houfe of the Confe¬ 
rence, with a multitude of Attendance in mod coffly Attire, they were above an hour in 
Private, and then the Doors being let open, all the great Men of both Kingdoms came in, 
and killed their Hands. This Ceremony being over, King Philip t 00k leave of his Daughter, 
and both Kings parted. King Philip the next day fet out towards Madrid, whither he came 
on the 26th, having by the way been Entertained with all Princely Grandeur at Val¬ 
ladolid.

The P ortuguefes hired 6 Englijh Merchant Ships, and fent aboard them to the Jews of Leghorn 
; 200 Chefls of Sugar, much Brazil Wood, Spice and other Goods,to the V alue ofooooooDucats. 
Thefe Ships were taken by the Algerines, who having lightned them of all the Merchandize, and 
made Priioners of 140 Vortuguefes and /r<j/i(im,difmifled the Ewg/i/hwith their Vcflels, being then 
at Peace with them, and gave each of the Matters 25 Chefts of Sugar, to pay their Freight. 

The Duke of Offuna being come to the Frontiers of Caftile, with the Pott of Captain Gene¬ 
ral, encamped beyond the Bridgeof Guidad Rodrigo with Two Thoufand Four Hundred Foot, 
Duke of Four hundred Horfe, and 4 Pieces of Cannon. Thence he warched to Gallegos, a ftrong Gar- 
od)mt his r jfon ofours, 2 Leagues and a half fromGuidad Rodrigo, and fo patted on Two Leagues and a half 
/ °™/ ,n farther to Valdelamula, the firft Town of the Enemy, a Place well fortified, and feated on a 
or «<,'<*/• ri p m g <3 rounc j. He fent to lummon the Garrifon, who returned a relblute Anfwer. The 
Duke appointed 4 Captains with each 100 Men, at once to fcale the Walls in as many places, 
who advanced courageoufly, and tho’ the Enemy made a hot Fire, breaking down the Pallila- 
does, layed their Ladders to the Walls, and mounted, making themlelves Matters of the Fort. 
Many of the Defendants were killed, one Captain, fome other Officers, and 60 Men made 
Priioners. The Governour fled catting himfelf off the Wall, and Night favouring his Efcape. 
Ofour Men only 4 were killed, and as many wounded. The fame Day, the Duke fent a Sum¬ 
mons to the Town and Cattle of S. Peter , half a League from Valdelamula , and as much from 
Almeyda, but the Garrifon refufing, he marched thither with a Regiment of Foot, and at firft 
fight the Place was furrendred, upon Condition, the Inhabitants might depart with their 
Goods. Three Watch Towers in fight of Almeydv were taken and burnt, as were the Towns 
of Juncia and Malpartida.' S. Peter’s Fort was demolilhed, being fonear Valdelamula. Almo- 
fala wasalfo burnt, after the Inhabitants had made fome Refiftance. Much Corn was found 
in all thefcPlaces, which ferved the Horfe for Forrage, and all the reft was burnt. 

D. Roderick deCafiro Count of Amezquitela, and General of the Province Tralofmontes , was 
now marching towards thefe Frontiers, with 5000 Foot, and 6 Troops of Horfe. The lame 
did D. John de Melo, Governour of the Province Betra, with other yooo Foot and fome 
Horfe. D. Sancho Mamel wasalfo ordered thisway with 3000 Foot, and ijoo Horfe. The 
Duke of Offuna finding himfelf too weak, to oppofe fo great a Power, demolifhed the Fort of 
Valdelamula, blew up the Tower, and burnt the Town, there being nopoffibility of relieving 
it if befieged. This done, he fortified Gallegos , and then marching to Albergaria layed Siege to 
it. He had but 4Piecesof Cannon, the 2 Eiggeft of which burft at the beginning of the Batte¬ 
ry ; yet he brought the other two nearer to the Wall, and having made a Breach, the Garrifon 
Capitulated, and delivered the Place upon honourable Conditions. Hence he removed, and 
by Force took Soto and Quadrafa, both which he hurnt, overthrowing all the Works ahouc 
them. In thefe three laft Towns were taken from the Enemy, above zooco bufhel of Corn, 
and 30 Horfes, and all the Mountain Gat a with the Country about, were cleared of Enemies, 
for Albergaria and thofe other Towns, kept all that Country in awe, 1 b that there was no 
Traffick, nor Security in any part.

To make up for this Lois, the Queen 
fhtlipaits. waj | in ppj]y delivered on the 6th of November of another Prince, who was baptized the 21th 
of the laid Month, in the Royal Chappel; by D. Alonfo Perez, de Guzman, Patriarch of the 
Indies, and called Charles Jofepb, with 15 other Names. The publick Joy for the Birth of this 
Prince, was redoubled with the News brought to Court, that on the ift of November , was 
born the Dauphin of France, Grandfon to his Catholick Majefty. 

At Malaga on the 2 2d of September, between 7 and 8 in the Morning, all that City and the 
A terrible Country about, was fo darkened with black Clouds, that every body forefaw fome Deftru&ion 
Storm, njtg to f 0 u 0W . At 9 it began to thunder, lighten and rain, with luch violence, that the Gutters 
could not carry the Water off the Houfes, nor the Streets deliver the great Flood. This lafted 
till Noon, when the Rivulets that fall from the Mountain of Gibraltar fwelled fo high, that they 
filled the Houfes in thofe Streets near them; and thofe Waters meeting with the Flood, iffuing 
from Guadalmcdina, which comes from the Hills of Cafavtrmeia and Zambra, broke down the 
wooden Bridge oppolite to the new Gate, carrying it away, till it ftucka crofs the great Arch of 
the Stone Bridge, over againft the Monaftery 01S. Dominick. That being a flop to the paf- 
fage of the Waters, they bore down the Bridge with its Towers, and carried all away to the 
Sea, which at that time ran in Mountains, catting up its broken Waves to the Clouds. The 
Inundation bore away all the Houfes from the Orchards of the 13 Croffes, as far as the Slaugter- 
houfe Gate, fcarce leaving any Monuments that there had been Buildings there. It alfo bore 
down the Wall at the new Gate, and broke into the City, filling feveral Streets, and finding no 
way out, Hill rofe, drowning lome Quarters of the City, and in S. John's Street, came 
. up to the Floors of the fecond Stories. All the Street de lot Almafenet , or of the Storehoufes, 
was drowned, and all the Provifions and Merchandize laid up there were loft. Several Quar¬ 
ters 
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*ers of the City were totally ruined, as were die Monafteries of S. Dominick arid S. Francis be¬ 
ing fo lhaken,they were rendred uninhabitable. Great numbers of People fled to the tops of theit 
Houfes, which falling, they Were carried away into the Mediterranean, or buried id the Ru- 
ines. Among the other Deftru&ion made by the River Gtiadalmedina , It was Obferved totak£ 
one Corner Houfe away intire, and carry it fo for a great fpace, dll at laft it fell iri pieces with 
the death of 16 Perfons that were in it. At 3 in the Afternoon, the Storm ceafed, and ac < 
the Water was gone out of the Streets, at which time the Bifhop arid Governour gave great 
Alms, among the poor People that were found alive in the ruinated HoufeS. Above 1600' 

Houfes were utterly deftroyed, 3000 fo fhaken, that they threatned Ruinej above 2000 Per¬ 
fons loft, and the Whole Damtfiage was computed at, above 3 Millions. 

A Ship of the Bifcainers putting out of S. Sebaftian , met a Veffol of 28 Guns, bound front 
Bayonne to Portugal, which refuting to produce any Pafs, was funk, and in ic 3 5 Men, only 
17 being faved by the Bifcaniers, among whom were 3 Portugues Fidalgos , or Noblemen. Therd 
wasalfo taken a Trunk with Letters in it, from the Ertvoy \n England, to the King of Portu¬ 
gal which were fent to Court. On the 26th of September arrived at Coruna, our Squadron Riches of 
that was out to fecure the Weft-India Fleet, with the Ships of the firm Land and new Spain be- ‘he spanijii 
ing 34 Sail. Thefe Ships, befides a Cheft of Pearls, of ineftimable Value, brought for hi* Ufa- tleet - 
jetty, 3247460 Pieces of Eight, and for private Perfons, 6476690, iii all, 9724* to Pieces 
of Eight. The Fleet having landed the Plate there, failed again with the Other Merchandize, 
and arrived at Cadiz on the 13th of November. 

Arnar Aga Alcaide and Governour of T remecen, had deftroyed all the Corn' belonging to „ 
thofe Moors that lived about Oran, and had fubmitted themfelves to the Spanijh Governour o(j t aT L T* 
that Place, who was then the Marquefs of Leganes. Thefe Moors ufed to bring their Corn to ««. de.* 
fell to that City, and the Garrifon fubfirted upon it. The Marquefs finding that no lair Means, ftroys ma- 
Or Threats prevailed upon thofe People to reduce them, marched out with gyo Foot and n V Mc,rt 
180 Horfe, and forded the River Cid Soliman, fix Leagues from Oran ; then falling upon the abouc °* 
Moors who live along that River, he took Slaves, 12 Horfes, and a great number of Cattle, 
whereof notice was immediately given to Amar Aga. He gathering his Turks, lay in wait 
for theMarqueftin his Return, attheFord of the River Cuyue, where they engaged, and 15 
Turks were killed, among whom was Xeyue Salem Beniahtm. Amar Aga Was in danger of be¬ 
ing taken, having his Horfe killed, and efcaped upon another, given him by his Guards. 

The Turks retired to Tremecen , and the Marquefs returned viftorious to Oran. Not content 
with this, he went out again with the fame number of Horfe and Foot, and marching 7 
Leagues to Zanua, Zafa, and Mediona brought under 9 Hords of Arabs, containing 986 
Moors, 132 Tents, and 16000 Head of Cattle. Thus all thofe neighbouring Moors were again 
brought under Subjection, and the Turks difappointed, to the great Honour of the Mar- 
quefs of Leganes. 

Three Ships failed from Alicant richly Laden with Merchandize for Venice , and had aboard, 
the Servants and Equipage of the Cardinal D. Pafejual de Aragon, and other Paffengers. Near 
the lfland of S. Peter the]/ met 5 Turkijh Pyrats, and after Cannonading one another abovd 
3 hours, one of the 3 Ships which was French funk, another which was a Hollander, being irt 
danger to, be taken burnt it felf, the 3 getting off in the Night, arrived fafe at Leghorn with 
7 Turks that remain’d alive, of above roo that Boarded her. ; 

Cardinal Pafqualis of Aragon made his publick Entry into Rome on the 7th of June, and ori 
the 29th after the Pope hadheard Mais, prefented him the Hacaney and Purfe, with 7000 Du¬ 
cats, which our Kings every Year pay, as an Acknowledgment for the Kingdom of Naples 
and that Night there was publick Rejoicings throughout the whole City, Cardinal Mazarine* 
prime Miniller of France, died the 9th of March. A violent Storm of Wind on the 30th of’ 

March overthrew above 1 yo Houfes in the City Pau, in the Province of Bearn. On the 31 th 
the Duke of Orleans only Brother to the moit Chriftian King, married his Coufin German 
Henrietta Maria, Sifter to the King of England, and on the 18 th of April, the Lady Lttifa of 
Bourbon, 2d Daughter to the Duke of Orleans was by Proxy contracted to Mathias, eldeft Son 
to the Duke of Florence. The Pope’s Bull was publifhed at Paris the 19th of June, ablblutcly 
forbidding the Doctrine of Janfenius. 

Queen Cbriflina of Sweden, who refided at Rome, having abdicated that Kingdom, hearing 
of the Death ofher Coufin King Charles Adolphus , returned to Sweden, and made a folemn En¬ 
try into Stockholm, where complaining, that her Penfion of 200000 Rixdollers was not duly 
paid her, it was agreed in the Dyet, She fhould have, lyoooo paid every Year, provided 
She retired to fome part of the Kingdom, or elfe to Rome, where She was before. Such was 
the hatred conceived againft her, for embracing the Catholick Religion. 

The War ftill continued hot, betwixt the Venetians and the Turks in Candia, and other 
Parts, 15 Turkijls Galleys were caft away in the Euxine Sea, and y others on the Ccaft of Mo- War b«- 
rea, as alfo three Barbary Pyrats on the Coaft of Sicily. A great Earthquake hapned at Con. t^ixt the 
fiantinople, which overthrew many Buildings, and killed a great number of People. The Ve- f ' ,netian ' 
ttetian Fleet had a fliarp Engagement with 18 Turkip Ships that were carrying Supplies t0 * nd Turks - 
Candia, but a fudden Storm parted and dtfperfed them into feveral Ports. 

The Turks er.tred Tranfilvania with an Army of 60000 Men, and laid Siege to Plafemburg, 
near llemanfiadt the chief City.

Valdelatmla with 2oootoot Soo Horfc.and 8 Pieces of Cannon. That Night he encamped p °»W l 
about the Fort, and railed a Battery, which he next morning began to play upon the Place 
The Governour, who was no great Soldier, at Noon beat the Chamade, and liirrendred 
having at that time 250 Men and the Fort in good Condition, with 4 ftrong Baftions. The 
Duke finding it not nrafticable to fornfiethat place, made choice of a riling Ground hard by 
tty on which, with the Advice of Monfieur.W, a IWEnginier fent him by D, John of 
. he ^folved to build a Fort Royal. The Work being drawn out, and frelh Supplies 
coming in, fo that the Duke had 4 ooo Foot and 1200 Horfe, more was done in a ffimh 
than could reafonable have been imagined, all the Officers and the Duke himfelf being con- 
tinually prelent, and encouraging the Men. The Vortuguefes fearing the raifing of the Fort 
might prove of ill confequence to them , gathered a Body of 10000 Foot and 1600 Horfe 
lefolvmg by the way to take Morgana. Their Defign. being di (covered by the Duke, he 
fent at midnight D. Antony delfafie Lieutenant-General of Horfe, who put feme Companies 
of Foot and other neceffary Supplies into the Town ; which being known to the Enemy 
they drew back the Iroops lent to in veil it. Being dilappointed of that Enterprise, they ad¬ 
vanced towards the Duke, who being far inferior in Number, thought not fit to expole his 
Men in open Field, but drew into the Fort, which was now in a good pollute of defence 
He cauled a Tenail, which was joined to the Fort by a Covered way, to be finiihed and oU 
ced therein 1000 Foot and 200 Horle. The reft of the foot he drew into the Fort, placing 
the Horfe on the Flanks, and expefted that Night the Enemy, who lay within MufoiKt-lhof 
Ihould make fome attempt. They lhrred nor, but kept the lame Ground two days, the Can 
non playing on both fides The Portugurfes having Intelligence that 250 Horfe and 200 Foot 
were on their way to reinforce the Duke, fent out 1000 Iloilo to intercept them - but the 
Duke lent them Orders to march another way, and he at the lame time alarming the Enemy’s 
Camp, they came fafe to him. The Duke hearing a Shot from Almeida , gueifed it to b 
Signal of (ome Convoy that was coming to the Enemy, he therefore commanded the Lieute 
nant-Geneia! of Ho.le with all the Cavalry and yoo Fire Arms to march out and intercept it* 

He followed lumfelt, having advanced two CafUliam io dilcover the Convoy ; they met two 
Battalions ol the Enemy, which retired hafiily to their Body. The Vortmmes lunched ano 
ther way than the Duke had thought, who readily formed 6 Squadrons in die Vanpuard md 
drew them off to receive diem. Our Vanguard charged theirs, which alio eonlillcd olY, creat 
Squadrons, and both Parties fought with luch Courage, that they changed their Ground ours 
being over*powered by the Multitude. The Duke, who was in the uiidil of diem halted 
to his main Battel, where his Horfe received two Carabine Shots, ami ordering them to charge 
the Rorutgncfes in Flank, broke both their Vanguard and main Battel, purfiling tlvm to their 
Foot with great Slaughter. They rallied under the covert of t heir Mulqueteers: and that ours 
might have time to make up the Dilorder cauled by the Charge, the Duke ordered the Re- 
lerve ol the old Guards and Companies of D. Antony R:,wh-ez., and die Count de Bm-to to ad 
vance. The Enemy retired within their Lines, having loll 700 1 lode, and among them 
many Perlons ol Note. 1 heir Ipeedy retreat by Night lufficiently tellified the lofs they had 
fulfilled. 1 he great advantage ol raifing that Fort was, that it covered all our Country 
and commanded a great p.ut of the Enemy’s, above «|o Towns in a rich Soil being thereby 
brought under Contribution, and the Enemy obliged to maintain g.ear t ianifons i nAlfaates 
Abney b, C.iftcl R-drigo, and other Places. In the Place where Fort I '.d.hl.tmnl, flood 7 was’

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The Duke de Cream, the moft Chriflian King’s Ambaffador at Rome, having one of his 
Servants killed by ferae of the Pope’s Guards by his W fe’s Coach-fide, complied to the 
ktiK his Mailer of this Affront, who fo highly refented it, that the Pope was forced to give 
him 8 all the Satisfaftion he could demand, in Denmark a Confpiracy was difeovered againft 
that Kinc, for which feme Perfons fuffered death, and others fled. The King of Roland ha¬ 
ving broke oft' the Treaty of Peace with the Mufcovites , invaded their Territories, doing 
great harm, and taking many Towns. The Turks entnng Hungary with iyoooo Men, laid 
liege to Newbaufel, which tho’ well defended, was at laft forced to furrender, after which 
fevcral other places were taken. They in vain attempted the lfland oiSchuts, which was made 
rood aiinft them by Count Serins. The Grand Vifier , alter this prolperous Expedi¬ 
tion, leaving the Balia Halt with fufficient Force upon the Frontiers, returned to Con-

Anno 1664. 

This Year not being remarkable for any AAion at home, becaufe the War with Portugal 
was for the mod part defenfive, and nojhing confiderable hapned therein, it will not be amifs 
to make it up with fomethingnot altogether foreign; that is, the Succeis of the Wars betwixt 
the Emperor and the Turks I account this Relation not [0 much from our purpofe, in re¬ 
gard i t belongs to the Houle of and alfo that King PMpfent confiderable Supplies in fa- 

Warbe. ^r^the'Empero^oiJdie 5th of January gave Audience to the Ambaffador of the Mod 
twut the Chriflian King to the Diet of Rmisbon, where his Imperial Mayfly then was, and the next 
Emperor day heard the Pontifical Mafs, and performed his Devotions to beg of God the Union of 
and the c ,J riftitm Pringes ant j Succeis of^their Arms againft the Turks. It appeared Almighty God 
T heard his Prayers, for that very Day he obtained a compleat Viftory over his Enemies, under 

the Conduit of the Noble Count Serini, who after a Peace was concluded betwixt the Two 
Empires, was unfortunately killed by a Boar in Hunting 1 he Count joining his Forces with 
Count Hob. nice, marched out of Croatia with 12000 Horfe and Foot, and lay clofe in ambulh 
in the Mountain, for a Convoy of Pi ovilions and Ammunition that was going to Newbaufel, 
guarded by 10000 Turks. He fell upon them fo fuccefsfully, that h&killed 4000, took 2000 
Prifoners, and carried away the Convoy to his ownCattle of Serin, Not above 60 Chnftians 
.wercloft in this great A£Hon. For this and other his good Services, his Imperial Majefty de¬ 
clared Count Serini Generaliflimo of all his Forces in Hungary. He not enduring to be idle, 
tho’ never fo fhort a time, on the 18th of January marched again with 20000 HorTe and Foot, 
patted the Drave upon the Ice, making himfelf Matter offeveral of the letter Strong Holds, 
and burning and bringing under Contribution a great numberof Villages. Omhe 28^ of the 
Month he came before Sigeth, and leaving Count Hhenloe with his Troops to befiegeit, 
inarched on himfelf to the Bridge of EJJick . To reduce the Cattle at the Foot of it, he fent 
Colonel Sirgats with 3000 Croats and 2000 Dragoons. He meeting 6000 Turksfis Horle and 
Foot, overthrew them, killing 1800. The Fort immediately furrendred, and that wonderful 
Bi idee was broke down, which would oblige the Turks to fetch a conipafs of 80 Leagues to 
relieve their Garrifons on this fide the Drave. This done, the Colonel returned to Count 
Scrini, who fent a Summons to the Governonr of Five-Churches , and he one red to deliver up 
one of the Gates: But too Men approaching to take poffeflion of it, he cauled luch Volleys ot 
great and fmall Shot to be poured upon them, that above 260 were killed or wounded. This 
fo irritated the General and all his Army, that they unammoufly gave a general Aflau It to the 
Town •, and tho’ it was valiantly defended by the 7 mks, entied it by force, putting alt to the 
Sword, except 2 too Women and Children, laved by the General. The Soldiers had the 
Plunder of the Place for three days, all the Booty being valued at above a millions of Ducats, 
for that there was found 22C0 Hoiie, a great quantity of Provifions and Ammunition, and 
abundance of Cloth laid in to cloath the Turkifl, Army, inforauchthat after the Counts- 
Army was plentifully fcrnilhed, there remained 300 Waggon Loads. The Count, no longer 
able to keep the Field, by realbn of the Extremity of the Weather, let fire to the City, but 
left 1000 Men, with Provifions for 5 Months in the Citadel, and then marched to Ssgetb, 
where joining Count Hohmloe, he returned laden with Booty to Croatia. This Expedition lo 
fcnfibly touched the O; toman Emperour, that he vowed the next Campagnc to invade 
vary with 2 coooo Men, and to dcmolilh the Caftle of Serin lb as no Memory of it fliould re¬ 
main ; befides, he offered great Rewards to any that fhould deliver the Count to him dead or 

al, Baron Scucbes. General of Silcfia, at the fame time demoliftied feveral Forts of the Enemy, 
burnt many Villages, and took by Affault thettrong Fortrefsof Neutra lo that the Infidels 
had nothing left them from Newbaufel to Canifa. Newbaufel was not befieged, becaule the 
Plague raged lb violently there, that the Garrilon, which at firtt confided of 6000 Men, was 
reduced to 600. But a Party of HuJJdrs took jo Waggons carrying Provifions to Newbaufel ; 
and 200 Turks that guarded it efcaping that Danger, tell into the hands of Baron Percent, who 
was abroad with 300 Ho.fc, and killed 100 of them, taking 18 Prifoners. Count Sersns laid 
fiegeto Can’fa, of which the Grand Vifier having notice, lent 600 Cares guarded .by 8000 
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Men, raoft of them Januaries to relieve the Place. The Count met them with i 2000 Horfe 
and Foot, and killing 1800, took the whole Convoy. Soon after, as he lay before the Town 
with 20000 Men, and had almoft reduced it to furrender, Intelligence was brought him that 
the Grand Vifier was marching with 80000 Men to the Relief of Canifa. Counc Smtui im. 
mediately marched with 10000 Men to prevent his patting the River Mur which falls into the 
Drave, and on the 7th of June the Turks attempting to Ford the River, it was lo defperately 
difputed on both fides, that the Fight continued after Night by Moon-light. At laft the Turks 
having loft 2300 Men, defifted. Of the Chriflian s 400 were killed, and among them Count 
Stroz.zJ. Mean while Count Serins railed the Siege of Canifa in great dilorder, his Men be¬ 
ing in a Confternation, apprehending the approach of the Enemy. The Turks attacked the 
Ifland of Serin, which tho' bravely defended, was at laft abandoned, the Governour and inoft 
of the Men retiring over the Bridge, and all had been faved but that it broke as they were 
patting. The Enemy having razed the Caftle of Serin, again attempted to pafs the River 
Mur, but were Hill repulfed by the Counts Serini and Hohenloe , who had built Forts along the 
Banks, and with their Cannon did great execution. The Baffa of Bttda with 2yooo Men 
laid fiege to Lewentz. in the Upper Hungary, but the Count de Suffe coming to the relief of the 
Place with only 10000 Foot, totally routed him, killing 12000 of his Men, and taking 
1500 Prifoners, above 100 Colours, 2000 Waggons, a great quantity of Provifion and Am. 
munition , 200000 Chequins in Gold, 20 Pieces of Cannon", much Baggage, and many 
Horfes and Mules, The Prince of Tranfylvania hearing of this Vi&ory, call off the Tmkijli 
Yoke, and fubmitted himfelf to the Emperor, aiding him with 25000 Tranfylvanians. Baron 
Souches took and burnt the Town and Caftle of Barkan and many other Places, putting to the 
Sword many of the Enemy that were fcattered after the late Rout. Others of them repaired 
to another Body of theirs upon the River Raab , and being increafed to the number of 30000, 
thought of befieging the ftrong Town of that Name. The Marquefs of Baden being reinfor¬ 
ced by the Auxiliary Forces that had joined him, and now having an Army of 38000 Men, 
marched towards the Enemy, whom on the 31ft of July he found encamped on the other 
fide the River Raab. The Chriflian Army potted themfelves near the Town of S. Gothart, 
their Cannon playing upon the Enemy. Next a Party of Turks and Tartars being difeovered 
ranfacking the Country, they were entirely cut off in fight of their Army by 2000 ChriHians t 
who recovered a great Booty. The whole Body of the Enemy advanced in the Figure of si 
Half-moon, and attacked the Troop* of the Empire that were in the Body of the Chrfliast 
Army, which after a vigorous Refiftance were forced to give way, till frelh Supplies coming 
in, they drove the Infidels back to the River, By this time both the main Battels came to 
engage, which was done with great Fury by the Chrflians, that they forced the Enemv 
with great Slaughter into the River, where many that had elcaped the Sword, or Shot, pc- 
rilhed in the Water, being born down in that confufion. The Imperial Hoiie purluing their 
Vi&ory, made mighty havock,obliging the Infidels to quit their Camp, leaving a great number 
of Horfes, Camels, Arms, much Provifion and Ammunition, and all their Baggage, which 
became a Prey to the Victorious Army. This Battel was fought the Firtt Day of Augufi 5 
it lafted from Nine in the Morning till Four in the Afternoon. Of the Enemy above 6000 
wereflain, whereof many of Note ; of the Imperialifts iyoo died in the Action. Thefe 
great Loffes moved the Turk to defire Peace, which was' concluded, or rather a Truce lor 
Twenty Years, by the Emperor’s Ambaffador, who all this while refided at Cmfiantinoplt, 
and Signed by the Great Turk at Adrianople, who thence fent a Chiaux to Vienna the 6th of 
October. 

For the carrying on of this War, his Imperial Majetty was aflifted by all the Piinces and 
States of the Empire, who lent their Quota’s of Men at their own Charge, as did the Kings 
of France, Sweden, and Denmark. King Philip IV. being taken up with the Wars in Portugal , 
could lend no Forces of his own, but lent the Emperour 300000 Ducats, and allowed 
12000 Men to be raffed in Germany, and maintained at his coft. To the Venetians he 
gave 100000 Ducats a year, and lent them 4000 Men for Defence of the Province of 
Friuli. 

In France this Year the Queen was delivered of a Daughter, who lived but a few days, and 
her Majefty was in extream Danger but recovered. The Duke of Beaufort, Admit a! of 
France, failed with a Fleet provided at Toulon and Marfeilles, and confiding of 14 Men of' 
War, 8 Galleys, yFirelhips, 10 Brigantines, 10 other Veffels, and 30 Barks laden with Pro- 
tifions, Ammunition, Lime, Brick, and other Neceffaries for Building. In this Fleet were 
1500 Seamen, and yooo Land-Soldiers, befides yoo Voluntiers of Quality. In Pert M,wn 
in the Ifland Minorca , he ftayed till the Galleys of Malta joined him on the 17th of 
July, and then they failed together for the Coaft of Barbary, where they (pent feme 
Shot againft Bugia, but to little effetft. On the 22d they Anchored before. Gigukri , about 
60 Leagues Eaftward of Argiers - and notwithftanding the Oppofuion made by the Ene¬ 
my, landed their Men, as uiey did at Night 30 Pieces of Cannon. Three Batteries be¬ 
ing railed , played feven days and nights, at the end of which the French made them- 
felves Matters of the Place, having only 300 Men killed and wounded in the Aftiou* 
This Place is fgbjed to the Government of Argiers, and the Country about it has plen¬ 
ty of Cattel. The Algerines having gathered 20000 Men« on- the 20th of Olhber ap- 

< M peared 
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pc.ucd before ibis Place, and that Night attacked a Redoubt of the Caftlc; but were lb 
well plied with the Cannon from the Sea and the WBrks, that they drew off with great 
lo!s Again, on the 23d before day, they gave a furious Aflault, and were again re¬ 
plied, leaving behind 1000 of their Men killed and wounded. The Infidels being with 
j'refh Supplies now 40000 ftrong, gave a third Attack on the 27th , and polleffed 
themfclvts of the Redoubt; then following their Succefs, they made themlelves Mailers 
of the Lines and Outworks , tho’ bravely defended by the French. The Duke of Beaufort 
finding it impolirble to maintain the Place, the Outworks being loft, Ihipped his Men the 
30th of October, and returned to France. 

Another Squadron of 1 o Ships failed from Rochet , carrying 1600 Men, with Mafons, 
Carpenters, and all manner of Ncceffaries for erecting a Colony, which they accordingly 
performed, 4 Degrees Northward of the River of the Amazons in America, having fouftd 
there an old Fort, which they repaired and fortified with new Works. 

The Englfis having built feveral Forts about Tangier, Gailan the Moor many times

ivieneral Command: He obeyed, and came to Badajoz, the beginning of this Year. The Duke 
0 f Avdro went away to Cadiz,, where the Fleet was in a readincls, and waited his co- 
fonvgal. m i I1 g i f, e being appointed to Command. The Duke of Ofuna being accufed of not ha¬ 
ving done his Duty at Cuidad Rodrigo went, with Twenty four others, a Voluntier into 
the Army; which being ready to take the Field, the Mai quels of C 'arapena commanded him 
to retire, becaufc he had no Order of the King for him to lerve. He had fiich (mall 
Supplies from Court, during his Command at Cuidad Rodrigo , that he was forced to raile 
Contributions ; which caufed many Complaints to be made againft him; but upon Exa¬ 
mination he was cleared, and the King to reftore his Honour, made him Governour 
of Catalonia , when the War was declared againft France. Great Preparations were made 
againft Venn gal ; but all came to nothing, by reafon of the Difcourfe of a Truce or 
Peace. 

K phi iv ■ King t’Fd p fell fick of his Lift Difeafe, and died the 17th of September, He made his 
Iks/ Will providing for the good of the Kingdom, and Education of his Son, then not Four 
years ot Age. He appointed Governors of his Son and Kingdom, D. Garcia dc Avellaneday 
Haro, Count de Cajtrillo and Prefidentof Caftile, D. Chri(topljer Crefpi de Faldaura Vicechan- 
cellcr of A'agon, the Count de Pmaranda as Counlellor of State, the Marquefs de Aytona as 
Giandee of Spain , and the Cardinal of Spain , Archbilhop of Toledo, which, the Cardinal 
D. Halt a fir de Mfccjo dying the lame day as the King, was Interpreted in favour of D. Paf- 
cju.ilis of Aragcn, then at Rome. From Rome he went to Naples, to take Poffeflton of the 
Yiceroj fhip of that. Kingdom, and being defirous to Return to Spain , obtained leave of the 
Queen 10 refign that Command to his Brother D. Peter of Aragon. The Inquifitor General 
lor the lime being, was alfo appointed one of the Governors, and the Queen as Governed 
to the King her Son, Superior to them all. Her Majelty out of her great RefpeFl to F. 
Everard a German, her Confeflor, and a Jefuit, railed him to the Honour of Counlellor of 
State and Inquilitor General, by which he alio became one of the Governors. After the 
death o{ King Philip, all the Counfels went to Kils the New King Charles the 2d his Hand, 
and to Recognize him as their Lawful Sovereign, the day after his Fathers death. On the 
27th, they eondu&ed the Royal Body to the Efcurial with due Pomp and Magnificence, 
many Nob'.emen, and the Horle-guards attending, till they delivered him to the Prior of 
the Convent.

Couithoufe, wl.eie they alighted, and were received by the Mayor and Aldermen and o* 
flier Officers of the Corporation. The Duke went up to the Council Chamber and fate 
down on the right Hand of D. FranciselcHerrera Enriquez, Knight of the Order of Calatrava, 
Conegidor of tire Town.. After a fhort Confutation, they both ftood up at once, and 
the Conegidor taking the Standard, bid the Secretaries and Notaries give it him under their 
Hands, that he deliverd it to the Duke, that the Town might difplay it in the Name of 
King Charles II.

The 10th of Auguft her Majelly Em¬ 
barked, being 3 times faluted by the Cannon of the Town, her Fleet confided of 34 Gal¬ 
leys. Contrary Winds obliged them to put into Rofes and Cadaques , at letigth they arrived at 
Final, where Cardinal Nepoi the Pope's Legate, the Duke of Savoy, the Duke of Modena, the 
Duke of Florence his Brother, with other great Men expected her Majelly, accompanied by 
10000 Men to guard her to Trent.

The 27th, 
the Governor .Ported all his Men, Afligning every Officer his Charge, referving him- 
felf with a Party to be ready wherever the greateft danger called, On the ill of March after 
midnight the Enemy began to draw near, which our Centries perceiving, made feveral (hot, 
and about 4 in the morning the Moors gave the Aflault upon all Sides at once with hideous 
Cries. Thofe that Attacked on the Side of the Land Gate pofleffed themlelves of the Ra¬ 
velin that covers the Gate, filling all the Place with their Multitude. Here the Vollicsof 
fmall (hot and the Pedreroes from the Flanks, made fuch Havock, that they were at length 
forced to abandon the Place,' leaving it covered with dead Bodies, tho’ they carried off ma¬ 
ny.

The great Preparations made by the French without declaring for what t)efign, this year -jL e 
appeared to be bent againll the Low Countries, which obliged the Marqueftof Caftd-Rodrigo, p rl „ c i, 
Governor of thofe Provinces to form an Army of 36oooMen, befides the Auxiliary Troops gin the 
that were expe<fted from the Empire. He Fortified (iich Places as were molt expofed to the War in 
Attempts of the Enemy, all Men and even the Clergy putting their Hands to the work. Ar. Flan ^ tk 
mentiers, la Baft, and Charleroy were difmantled, being Places much eXpofod, and to lefl’en the 
Number of Garrifons. The Marefchal de Tarenne led the French Army into Flanders , 
and came to Enguien and Doway , wafting all the Country before him. Our Parties had (eve- 
ral skirmillles with them, and were not unfuccefiful. The Swedijls Atnbaffador (laid at Bruftelt 
expecting a Pais to go through France into Spain. The States of Holland being jealous of the 
French, offered the Marquefs Caft el Rodrigo to furnifh him with Ammunition and all fort of 
Arms, which offer he thankfully Embraced ; and being foarce of Poudcr took up a great 
Quantity of them. The French Fleet was in S. George’s Channel, and the Dutch lay in the 
Downs. The mod Chriftian King recalled his Atnbaffador out of Spain, who having obtained 
leave of the Queen to Return Home,was Honourably conducted to Iran by D. Hiemne de Be. 


The mod Chriftian King went to Flanders in Perfon, with an Army of 60000 Men, divi- French 
ded into feveral Bodies. He poffeffed himfelf of Charleroy, Armentiers , La Baftee, and Berg Kingcakel 
S. IVmock. Our Army increafed, the IValloon Regiments being recruited; befides, 16000 Men Towns in 
were expe&ed, which the Province of Brabant had undertaken toraife, 8000 from the Empire, 
and 5000 from England. A covered way was made at Bruftels, and 6000 Men put into Gar- i 
rifon there, whereof 2000 were Spaniards. The Emperor made a League with the German ' 
Princes. The Cantons of Switzerland, promifed to aflift his Catholick Majefty with each 
1000 Men. At the fame time, the Minifters in Spain, fpent their time, in debating how to 
have a numerous Army in the low Countreys. 

D. Luis Ponce Governour of Milan, perceiving the great Warlike Preparations made by the 
French, and guelfing what their Aim might be, vifited all the ftrong places of his Govern¬ 
ment, repairing the Dammage done by the violent Rains the Winter before, and putting them 
in a Pofturc, tooppofe the Defigns of the French. 

The Marqueft of Aftorga S. Roman and Vdada, Anlbaffador from his Catholick Majefty, Pope^/ofa 
made his publick Entry into Rome with the ufual Splendour, but had not Audience. Pope 
Alexander the 7th being then fick, and foon after dying. Upon his Death the College of ckmlnt* 
Cardinals, elected Cardinal Julius Rofpigliofi to fucceed him, who took the Name of Clement the 9th 
the 9th. His Promotion was highly applauded at the Court of Madrid, where he was ac- chofen. 
quainted, having been Nuncio there, and being known to be well affe&ed towards the Crown 
of Spain. 

Publick Prayers were made at Vienna for the happy Deliverance of the Empreft, who foon 
after was brought to bed of a Son, to the great Joy of the Imperial and Spanijh Courts. The Ve. 
netians underftanding the great Preparations the Turks made againft Candia, font three Ships la¬ 
den with Ammunition and other Warlike Stores, to the Relief of the Place. Mean while the 
Batteries of the Infidels had made great Havock in the Town, beating down many Houfes and 
Churches.
